as  technical  and  pedagogical  guides 
and  all  such,  and  being  constandy  on 
call  as  they  need  us. 

At  their  General  Conference  at 
M'Baiki  they  requested  missionary 
help  in  three  realms.  It  was  not 
just  asking  for  missionaries  for  the 
sake  of  having  them;  they  are  re- 
questing certain  tasks  to  be  launched: 
(1)  That  missionaries  organize  and 


Help  for 
Central  Africa! 

(Excerpts  from  missionary  letters) 


According  to  many  (those  in  our 
churches  who  are  yet  very  close  to 
heathen  logic,  as  well  as  those  out- 
side), the  churches  are  wondering  if 
ours  is  the  Gospel  of  the  true  God  of 
heaven,  for  we  seemingly  are  not  so 
favored  of  "the  gods"  as  the  Cath- 
olics, the  Adventists,  and  the  Je- 
hovah's Witnesses— they  are  getting 
new  workers  NOW  all  the  time,  and 
our  workers  (missionaries)  are  be- 
coming fewer  and  fewer.  This  is  seri- 
ous. The  Lord  knows  about  it  all, 
but  I  wonder  if  our  home  churches 
really  do.  How  can  we  get  them  to 
see  the  picture? 

On  top  of  this,  the  African  Church 
expects  more  missionaries— not  for  the 
things  missionaries  used  to  do  (visit- 
ing villages,  evangelizing,  teaching 
reading,  being  acting  pastors  to 
churches,  making  plans  and  programs 
for  the  churches,  and  so  forth),  but  to 
guide  them  in  the  establishing  and 
the  seasoning  of  the  church,  in  fur- 
ther leadership  training  and  counsel- 
ing, helping  them  get  a  start  on 
literature  helps  and  manuals  on  the 
administrative  angles  of  almost  all 
phases  of  church  activities,  as  well 


conduct  leadership  training  camps 
and  classes  for  the  adult  program  in 
the  same  way  we  have  done  for  the 
youth  program;  (2)  That  a  college 
(high  school),  similar  to  the  one  at 
Yaloke,  be  started  for  the  girls,  a 
cooperative  deal  from  the  start,  the 
request  having  come  from  them;  (3) 
That  missionaries  set  up  music 
courses  for  training  in  church  music 
(choirs,  songleading,  and  instrumen- 
tal), a  three-year  course  being  sug- 
gested. 

The  African  pastors  for  the  most 
part  are  doing  a  wonderful  job,  they 
are  growing  up  fast,  they  are  develop- 
ing their  own  traditions  in  the  churdi 
(on  which  we  constandy  need  to 
counsel  them  so  that  they  will  not 
be  anti-scriptural).  They  claim  the 
right  to  call  the  missionary  (and 
many  times  the  one  who  represents 
the  Mission  as  a  whole)  when  a 
problem  gets  too  large  or  has  some 
new  angles  to  it.  I  had  to  take  time 
out  four  times  for  something  like  this 
(no— it  was  five  times),  and  most  of 
the  time  they  needed  our  help  and 
were  very  thankful  for  the  results. 

There  is  no  ijeed  to  repeat  the  vari- 


ous activities  here  (Bangui).  An  extra 
couple  is  the  minimum  for  Bangui 
at  this  time.  Since  the  evacuation 
just  before  Brother  Jobson  retired, 
this  has  become  the  inland  "Yaounde- 
Douala,"  and  on  top  of  that  there 
are  the  inter-missions,  inter-denomi- 
nations activities.  Also,  the  whole  pic- 
ture has  changed  as  to  centers  of  ac- 
tivities so  that  Bangui  is  now  a 
MUST  for  more  personnel;  whether 
we  rent  or  whether  we  build,  we 
must  have  extra  personnel  here. 

.  .  .  Please  don't  write  Bangui  off, 
but  let  the  churches  know  about  it. 
We  will  be  answerable  to  the  Lord 
one  day  for  our  stewardship  in  Cen- 
tral Africa,  answerable  as  mission- 
aries, as  a  board,  and  as  a  denomina- 
tion. WE  NEED  MISSIONARIES 
and  their  SUPPORT.

It  wall  be  a  couple  of  weeks  and 
then  we  will  have  our  missionary 
conference.  There  aren't  very  many 
of  us  any  more,  about  half  the  num- 
ber that  were  on  the  field  when  we 
came  in  1956.  We  used  to  take  up 
two  rooms  in  the  school  to  eat,  but 
now  we  don't  even  fill  one  room. 
The  problems  we  usually  face  are 
financial.  How  can  we  do  all  that 
needs  to  be  done  with  the  litde 
money  that  has  been  allotted  to  this 
field?  And  then  how  can  we  take 
care  of  the  work  with  so  few  peo- 
ple to  do  it?  At  one  time  we  had 
hoped  to  have  two  missionary  men 
for  every  district  so  that  one  would 
always  be  here  to  help  in  the  work. 
Now,  this  year  when  the  men  leave 
who  are  going  home  on  furlough,  we 
will  have  three  men  to  look  after  the 
nine  districts.  That  makes  three  dis- 
tricts per  man  instead  of  two  men 
per  district.  It  will  be  a  real  problem 
this  year  to  decide  what  must  be 
done,  and  what  can  be  left  undone, 
for  we  won't  be  able  to  care  for  every- 
thing. The  Africans  say  that  the 
church  in  America  has  forsaken  them. 
They  think  that  vre  are  just  slowly 
pulling  out  to  leave  them  alone  with- 
out any  help.  In  some  areas,  they  can 
do  everything  alone  now,  but  there 
are  other  fields,  such  as  literature, 
lesson  preparation,  and  some  of  the 
teaching  that  is  still  too  difficult  for 
them.  T

MISSIONARY  HFTPFT?^    These  brothers— Jerry,  Dennis,  Rodney,  and  Edward  j 

Ball — all  attend  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  at  Ozark,  Michigan.  ! 
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There  is  a  town  in  Brazil  whose 
inhabitants  are  all  condemned 
to  die.  It  is  Atacambira,  a  little 
community  of  about  8,000  people 
located  in  the  state  of  Minas  Gerais. 
The  citizens'  days  are  numbered 
just  as  surely  as  the  condemned  mur- 
derer who  waits  in  the  death  cell. 
However,  there  is  this  difference:  the 
criminal  hopes  for  a  reprieve;  for 
these  people  there  is  no  reprieve. 
Within  ten  to  fifteen  years  90  per- 
cent of  all  the  inhabitants  now  living 
will  have  died  sudden  deaths.  A  man 
will  be  riding  his  horse  when  sud- 
denly he  will  fall  off  dead.  A  wom- 
an will  be  carrying  water  from  the 
well,  but  she  will  never  arrive  home 
—death  will  claim  her  along  the  path. 
People  in  apparent  good  health  have 
suddenly   collapsed   while   working. 


damage  that  finally  claims  the  per- 
son in  death.  It  is  estimated  that  eight 
million  Brazilians  are  infected  with 
this  disease. 

The  sad  thing  is  that  not  one  of 
the  residents  needs  to  die  in  this  way. 
They  just  will  not  believe  the  health 
authorities,  and  neglect  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  avoid,  or  arrest, 
the  sickness  that  is  stealthily  robbing 
the  town  of  its  citizens.  Ignorance 
and  refusal  to  practice  basic  hygiene 
make  them  susceptible  to  the  sickness, 
for  which  there  is  no  cure. 

The  reader  may  never  have  to 
worry  about  the  barber  bug.  Possi- 
bilities are  that  you  will  never  even 
see  one.  You  may  feel  sorry  for  those 
who  do  encounter  this  tropical  bug, 
but  the  possibility  that  you  will  ever 
be  infected  are  so  remote  that  you 


Yes;  there  is  a  cure,  and  the  strange 
thing  is  that  so  many  people,  like  the 
people  of  Atacambira,  Brazil,  refuse 
to  believe  and  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  arrest  the  disease.  If  the  prophy- 
lactic were  hard  to  take,  we  perhaps 
could  understand  the  reluctance  of  so 
many.  But  it  is  not  hard  to  take,  nor 
is  it  a  long  process  as  it  is  with  so 
many  diseases.  It  only  takes  a  minute, 
although  we  must  admit  that  the 
"side  effects"  are  drastic.  You  should 
be  forewarned  that  once  you  take 
the  medicine  you  will  never  be  the 
same  again.  But  then,  the  testimon- 
ies of  all  who  have  had  the  courage 
to  take  the  cure  are  unanimous  in 
that  they  have  been  pleased  (to  say 
the  least)  with  the  results  (II  Cor. 
5:17).

or  dancing,  or  merely  sitting  in  con- 
versation with  others.  One  died  as 
he  walked  in  the  funeral  procession 
of  a  friend.  Another  sat  down  to  rest 
awhile  when  he  returned  from  cut- 
ting firewood  in  the  jungle.  His 
brother  found  him  dead.  In  fact, 
death  is  such  a  common  occurrence 
that  it  causes  litde  excitement  and 
few  tears. 

The  killer  is  a  litde  beede-like 
bug  called  the  "barbeiro"  (barber 
bug).  He  lives  in  the  cracks  of  the 
mud^lastered  walls  and  comes  out 
at  night  to  bite  the  victim,  suck  his 
blood  and,  in  the  process,  inject  a 
germ  into  the  blood  stream.  The 
germs  multiply  in  the  internal  organs, 
especially  the  heart,  and  begin  the 


can    dismiss    it    entirely    from    your 
mind. 

But  it's  time  for  a  little  reflection. 
Approximately  three  billion  people  in 
the  world  today  have  already  been 
infected  by  a  disease  far  more  dead- 
ly than  Chagas  sickness.  In  fact,  the 
possibilities  are  two  billion  to  one 
that  the  disease  is  even  now  doing 
its  deadly  work  in  your  system.  It 
will  do  no  good  to  see  your  doctor, 
for  he  too  has  the  disease  and  will 
admit  that  he  is  unable  either  to  cure, 
or  to  arrest,  its  development.  Medi- 
cal science,  which  has  done  wonders 
in  combating  so  many  diseases  that 
affect  the  human  race,  stands  help- 
less and  frustrated  before  this  killer. 
But  there  is  a  cure! 


fashioned  word— a  word  some  have 
tried  to  erase  from  our  language 
simply  because  they  cannot  seem  to 
isolate  it  under  a  microscope.  But 
its  effects  are  so  evident  that  only 
a  fool  would  deny  its  existence  (and 
the  reader,  I'm  sure,  is  no  fool).  That 
word  is  sin  (Rom.  3:23). 

The  cure,  too,  is  old-fashioned  and 
there  is  no  denying  that  from  its 
very  inception  it  has  been  treated 
with  contempt  (I  Cor.  1:18).  But  it 
works,  and  that,  after  all,  is  the  final 
test.  It  has  been  working  now  for  al- 
most two  thousand  years  while  all 
else  has  failed.

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Brethren  Churches  in  Africa  Hold  Annual  Conference

sion office  to  receive  a  copy  of  a  report  written  hy  Dr.  Taher 
in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  his  sister,  Miss  Rose  Taher  of  Ash- 
land, Ohio.  Believing  that  such  a  re'port  would  he  of  real 
interest  to  others,  we  are  printing  a  portion  of  it  here.) 


The  1963  General  Conference  of 
Brethren  Churches  in  Central  Africa 
at  M'Baiki,  lasted  only  three  days, 
but  there  was  a  lot  packed  into  it. 

The  program  began  at  5  a.m.  with 
a  prayer  meeting.  Then  came  a  mes- 
sage at  6  a.m.  Breakfast  and  free  time 
lasted  from  6:30  to  8:00.  Then  there 
was  an  hour  of  group  meetings- 
men,  women,  girls,  boys,  and  pastors. 
At  9:00  there  was  another  message; 
at  10:00  a  fifteen-minute  report  of 
some  branch  of  the  work,  followed 
by  business  session  of  the  delegates 
until  noon. 

At  2:00  came  group  meetings 
again;  then  at  3:00  another  fifteen- 
minute  report,  followed  by  delegate 
meeting  until  5:00,  which  was  the 
hour  for  the  closing  message  of  the 
day.  The  evenings  were  free  for  gen- 
eral fun  and  fellowship,  except  for 
one  evening  when  Nambozouina 
showed  pictures  of  his  visit  to  Amer- 
ica. 

The  first  forenoon  Nambozouina 
gave  a  report  of  his  American  visit 
in  place  of  the  group  meetings,  tell- 
ing what  the  Winona  Lake  National 
Conference  is  like.  He  recommended 
that  the  African  Conference  be 
organized  with  committees  like  our 
boards  in  the  States,  and  that  it  be 
longer  next  year  to  allow  time  for 
a   Sunday-school   convention. 

Everybody  seemed  ready  to  ac- 
cept his  suggestions  to  do  things  the 
way  they  are  done  in  America.  In 
fact,  they  were  inclined  to  blame  the 
missionaries  a  litde  for  not  telling 
them  the  "right"  way  to  do  things  in 
the  past.  They  are  ready  to  accept 
suggestions  about  better  ways  to  do 
everything.  The  Lord  is  giving  us 
this  moment  of  opportunity  to  get 
the  African  churches  started  on  die 
right  track,  at  a  time  when  in  many 
places  nationalism  makes  people  un- 
willing to  listen  to  the  white  man. 


Pray  for  us,  that  we  may  not  fail  to 
take  advantage  of  this  golden  oppor- 
tunity. 

Nambozouina  was  elected  modera- 
tor for  the  coming  year  and  for  next 
conference,  and  Bob  Williams  was 
elected  vice  moderator,  so  there 
would  be  a  missionary  to  advise  the 
executive  committee. 

There  were  two  very  encouraging 
notes.  One  was  the  strong  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  Africans  to  have  a 
high  school  for  girls.  The  high 
school  at  Yaloke  is  only  for  boys,  and 
it  would  be  unwise  in  Africa  to  have 
a  co-educational  boarding  school 
with  neighboring  dormitories  for 
boys  and  girls.  So  the  only  solution 
is  to  have  another  high  school  for 
girls  at  another  place.  At  first  some 
missionaries  began  arguing  that  it 
would  be  too  expensive  to  have  a 
second  high  school.  Then  I  told  them 
about  Mabel  Shaw,  a  missionary  we 
met  in  South  Africa,  who  began  a 
girls  school  with  no  money  and  no 
building  and  no  helpers,  all  by  her- 
self, and  how  she  got  the  Christian 
girls  of  that  whole  area  so  well  edu- 
cated that  it  was  hard  for  them  to 
find  young  men  well  enough  edu- 
cated to  marry  them.  Then  they  be- 
gan talking  about  starting  in  a  small 
way,    trying    to    find    some    young 


African  woman  who  is  well  enough 
educated  to  start  such  a  school,  and 
to  install  it  in  some  mission  building 
on  one  of  our  abandoned  stations. 

The  other  encouraging  note  was  an 
interest  in  starting  missionary  work. 
They  decided  that  during  the  com- 
ing year  they  wdll  study  all  un- 
evangelized  areas  wdthin  our  mission, 
or  on  our  borders,  and  next  year  start 
a  mission  board  to  send  African  mis- 
sionaries. 

Somebody  said:  ."When  you  send 
missionaries,  you  have  to  support 
them  for  a  long  time.  See  how  long 
the  American  churches  have  been 
supporting  their  missionaries  out 
here."  Someone  else  answered:  "But 
if  we  support  the  missionaries,  the 
people  will  not  learn  to  love  them  the 
way  they  would  if  they  support  them 
themselves.  People  kiss  their  pastor 
whom  they  support,  but  they  never 
kiss  the  missionaries." 

Someone  else  said:  "In  the  old 
times,  people  went  everywhere 
preaching  the  Gospel.  Now  we  have 
to  elect  somebody  as  a  missionary 
before  he  goes." 

Someone  argued  that  the  time  is 
not  favorable,  and  Nambozouina 
answered  with  this  parabole:  "The 
hyena  said  to  himseft,  'I  will  wait  I 
until  the  horse  lies  down,  and  them 
I  will  eat  him.'  But  the  horse  kept  I 
standing  up  all  night,  and  in  the: 
morning  started  walking  around  I 
again." 

One  of  the  questions  that  wasi 
raised  in  relation  to  African  mission- 
aries was  whether  they  would  be  ac- 
cepted in  a  foreign  tribe.  The  spirit 
of  tribalism  is  still  very  strong  even  I 
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Not  long  ago  I  was  answering 
questions  for  a  junior  Sunday-school 
group.  They  were  an  enthusiastic 
group  of  kids  and  full  of  questions 
about  our  mission  work  in  Argentina. 
One  boy  in  the  comer  popped  up 
with  the  question:  "What  do  those 
people  think  of  us?" 

That  was  the  first  time  I  was  ever 
asked  that  question.  Not  even  an 
adult  had  thought  to  make  such  an 
inquiry.  This  was  very  interesting, 
and  since  then  I  have  thought  a  great 
deal  about  it.  As  stated  the  question 
is  general,  so  it  would  include  the 
public's  viewpoint,  as  well  as  the 
Christian's. 

Most  Argentines  read  the  news- 
papers and  comment  freely  on  the 
news.  The  racial  difficulties  in  the 
United  States  often  appear  on  the 
front  pages,  or  in  some  other  impor- 
tant news  section.  The  editorials 
bring  some  very  keen  judgments,  and 
some  sharp  criticisms  concerning  the 
American  racial  troubles. 

A  few  years  ago,  Argentina  made 
contracts  with  some  U.S.  oil  indus- 
tries to  help  develop  the  industry  in 


among  the  Christians.  The  United 
States  and  South  Africa  are  not  the 
only  places  that  have  race  problems. 
It  is  very  acute  right  here  among 
the  tribes.  We  have  the  trouble  con- 
standy  in  the  medical  work  when  we 
send  a  medical  worker  of  a  foreign 
tribe  to  be  in  charge  of  a  dispensary. 
President  Dacko  (President  of  the 
Central  African  Republic)  visited  the

What  do  the 


Argentines 
Think  of  Us?

Argentina.  Several  good  oil  resources 
were  found  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  Not  long  after  the  first 
United  States  oil  men  went  to 
Argentina  we  read  and  heard  some 
very  unfavorable  comments  on  their 
lavish  spending  in  contrast  to  the 
earnings  and  buying  power  of  the 
local  workers.  Argentines  who  went 
to  work  for  the  oil  companies  wrote 
letters  back  to  their  local  editors  tell- 
ing of  the  miserable  living  conditions 
they  had  in  those  oil  towns.  Although 
their  wages  were  much  more  than  at 
home,  the  workers  were  worse  off 
because  the  landlords  and  merchants 
raised  rent  and  prices  of  commodities 
to  take  advantage  of  the  free-spend- 
ing foreigners.  So,  an  anti-Yankee 
feeling  was  aroused  because  the  U.S. 
workers  with  their  dollar-scale  wages 
were  responsible  for  the  sudden  rise 
in  living  costs. 

One  day  when  I  was  looking  at 
some  merchandise  in  a  store  and  pro- 
tested a  bit  about  the  high  prices,  the 
clerk  said  to  me:  "Aren't  you  a 
Yankee?  You  who  are  loaded  with 
money  can  pay  high  prices."   I  re- 


minded him  I  wasn't  there  with  the 
oil  industry  but  as  a  missionary  seek- 
ing to  win  the  lost  to  Christ;  I  be- 
long to  the  "gente  humilde"  (humble) 
people  as  Christ  did. 

On  the  whole  the  Christians'  at- 
titude toward  us  is  very  different. 
Those  with  whom  we  have  lived  and 
worked  for  many  years  have  a  deep 
appreciation  for  the  ones  who  have 
gone  there  to  teach  them  of  our  Lord. 

Of  course,  we  missionaries  are  not 
perfect.  We  have  erred  and  later 
heard  comments  which  have  caused 
us  to  do  some  thinking  and  to  change 
our  ways.  We  have  felt  as  the  Apostle 
Paul  when  he  said:  "I  am  made  all 
things  to  all  men,  that  I  might  by 
all  means  save  some"  (I  Cor.  9:22). 

Our  children  are  also  targets  for 
criticism,  but  we  must  teach  that 
'There  is  none  righteous,  no,  not 
one"  (Rom.  3:10).  One  doesn't  in- 
herit righteousness.  That  comes 
through  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Friends,  we  all  ought  to  examine 
ourselves  with  this  junior  boy's  ques- 
tion. Then,  let  us  ask  ourselves  some 
more  questions. 

When  we  pray  for  a  missionary, 
do  we  pray  specifically  about  our  mis- 
sionary's relationship  with  the  people 
among  whom  he  is  working?  Do  we 
ask  the  Lord  to  give  him  wisdom  in 
dealing  with  them?  Do  we  pray  for 
the  missionary's  children?  What  is 
our  own  personal  relationship  with 
the  Lord  in  regard  to  missions?  How 
are  we  training  our  children?  Are 
we  training  our  future  leaders  to 
put  Christ  first?  And  what  kind  of 
impressions  will  these  future  mis- 
sionaries leave  with  our  foreign 
neighbors? 

Our  answers  to  all  these  questions 
can  have  much  to  do  with  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  missionary  testimony.  T

TEACH  ME 


TO  GIVE  UP

"Lord,  teach  me  to  give  up."  In 
the  Christian  Hfe  there  seems  to  be 
a  constant  struggle  to  do  or  not  to 
do.  The  thing  to  do  in  the  daily  bat- 
tlefield of  the  will  is  to  surrender  to 
God's  will.  This  is  so  simple  to  say, 
yet  so  difficult  to  do. 

Once  there  was  an  elderly  Chris- 
tian warrior,  a  widow  missionary, 
who  knew  how  to  pray:  "Lord,  teach 
me  to  give  up."  She  had  saved  near- 
ly $10,000  for  her  retirement.  This 
was  in  spite  of  the  20-f)ercent-plus 
which  she  tithed  of  all  her  income. 
Retirement  was  only  two  years  away. 
She  envisioned  using  her  life  savings 
to  obtain  a  lovely  cottage  in  which 
to  live  until  the  Lord  called  her  home. 
Yet,  on  her  field  there  was  a  des- 
perate need  for  a  youth  camp.  Her 
missionary  board,  like  most  mission- 
ary boards,  was  in  debt  and  could 
not  possibly  erect  a  youth  camp.  But 
what  her  board  could  not  do,  she 
did  with  her  $10,000.  Now  this  saint 
can  retire  saying,  "I  gave  my  will 
for  God's  will.  First  I  gave  up  my  life, 
and  then  I  gave  up  my  life  savings." 

The  Lord  Jesus  taught  full  sur- 
lender  of  life  and  of  life  savings. 
A  rich  young  ruler  once  came  to 
Jesus  to  inquire  of  eternal  life  and 
discipleshdp.  Christ  required  only 
one  thing  from  this  young  plutocrat: 
"Give  all  your  wealth  to  the  poor 
and  follow  Me."  This  was  too  much 


for  the  young  gentleman.  He  wanted 
10  follow  Jesus,  but  he  did  not  want 
to  give  up  his  wealth.  Consequently, 
this  young  man  went  away  sorrow- 
ful because  he  loved  his  money  more 
than  he  loved  Jesus.  Christ  said: 
"But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in 
heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do 
not  break  through  nor  steal:  for  where 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart 
be  also"  (Matt.  6:20-21). 

"For  where  your  treasure  is,  there 
will  your  heart  be  also";  this  is  still 
a  principle  that  applies  today.  If  a 
man  has  most  of  his  money  invested 
in  the  Lord's  work,  then  his  heart 
will  normally  be  bent  toward  the 
Lord's  work.  Sometimes  when  a 
Christian  dedicates  his  life  to  the 
Lord,  he  forgets  to  put  his  money 
on  the  altar  of  sacrifice.  It  is  a  simple 
rule:  if  the  Christian's  money  be- 
longs to  Christ,  his  heart  will 
usually  follow.  Maybe  pastors  should 
check  new  converts  before  baptism  to 
be  sure  they  are  baptizing  their  wal- 
lets too.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
know  how  many  "unbaptized  wal- 
lets" are  hindering  the  Lord's  work. 
Maybe  a  saint  should  start  his  con- 
secration by  praying:  "Lord,  teach  me 
to  give  up  my  money." 

Students  are  often  financially  em- 
barrassed; this  seems  to  be  especially 
true  of  divinity  students.  But  some 
in  this  class  of  people  have  learned 


to  pray:  "Lord,  teach  me  to  give  up." 
A  few  years  ago,  a  theological  stu- 
dent was  quitting  school  because  of 
lack  of  cold,  hard  cash.  When  one  of 
his  classmates  by  the  name  of  Broth- 
er Ed  heard  this,  he  prayed  for  his 
fellow  disciple.  The  result  of  this 
prayer  was  that  Brother  Ed  sacrificed 
fifty  dollars  so  that  his  brother-in- 
Christ  could  continue  his  studies. 
Both  of  these  boys  are  missionaries 
today.  There  is  also  an  example  in 
Scripture  where  the  Lord  praised  a 
widow  who  gave  up  her  last  mite. 
The  amount  of  cash  does  not  seem 
to  matter  to  the  Lord.  What  does 
matter  is  the  consecration  behind  the 
gift. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  certainly  set 
the  example  for  the  Christian.  Who 
in  the  whole  wide  universe  is  as  rich 
as  our  Lord.  He  lives  in  the  perfect 
paradise  of  sinless  heaven.  He  has  in- 
numerable angels  to  praise  and  serve 
Him.  Undoubtedly,  no  other  throne, 
or  kingdom,  could  ever  compare  with 
that  of  Jesus.  Trying  to  picture  and 
describe  His  palace  and  court  is 
enough  to  stagger  the  human  imagi- 
nation. 

Yet,  our  Lord  did  not  hesitate  to 
leave  His  heavenly  home  for  our 
sakes.  He  entered  the  human  race, 
having  given  up  all  His  riches,  with 
one  mission— to  die  for  our  sins. 
When  He  v\'as  here  on  earth  He  gave 
up  His  time  though  He  was  often 
tired  and  weary.  Then  He  crowned 
all  His  sacrifice  by  presenting  His 
life  a  ransom  for  our  sins;  hallelujah, 
what  a  Saviour!  Paul  viTites:  "For  ye 
know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that,  though  he  was  rich,  yet 
for  your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that 
ve  through  his  poverty  might  be 
rich  (II  Cor.  8:9). 

Any  Christian  who  looks  unto 
Jesus  will  soon  realize  that  his  own 
sacrifice  is  small  in  comparison  with 
that  of  Jesus.  This  is  enough  to 
cause  die  saint  to  go  on  his  knees  be- 
fore the  Lord.  The  agonizing  prayer 
of  the  disciple  would  probably  be: 
"Lord,  teach  me  to  give  up  as  You 
did  for  me.  Precious  Jesus,  teach  me 
to  give  up  to  You  first  my  earthly 
possessions  as  You  first  gave  up  Your 
heavenly  riches.  Then,  Lord,  teach 
me  to  give  up  myself,  my  time,  my 
lips,  my  feet,  my  hfe,  as  You  did  for 
me.   Lord,  teach  me  to  give  up."T 
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Though  I  can  speak  the  foreign  tongue  Hke  a  national,  or  can  preach  like 
a  flaming  evangel,  but  do  not  speak  in  love,  my  message  is  empty. 

If  I  can  teach  and  educate  people,  but  do  not  realize  that  my  object  is  to 
direct  men's  minds  toward  Christ,  it  would  be  better  not  to  teach  because 
worldly  wisdom  is  vain. 

If  I  can  heal  bodies,  or  pull  teeth,  but  do  not  understand  that  the  most 
important  part  of  my  patient  is  his  soul,  it  would  be  better  to  go  home  and 
have  a  good  private  practice. 

If  I  can  milk  cows  and  show  people  how  to  farm,  but  do  not  interest  people 
by  giving  them  the  sincere  milk  of  die  Word,  it  would  be  better  to  leave 
farming  to  the  Point  Four  Program. 

If  I  can  preach  over  the  radio,  or  know  all  the  science  of  radio  but  do  not 
reahze  that  the  vast  radio  audience  is  composed  of  individual  souls  that 
need  salvation,  it  would  be  better  to  save  the  time  spent  and  do  somethmg 
else  in  His  work. 

'  If  I  am  a  great  administrator,  or  a  council  member,  and  can  think  dirough 
and  solve  all  problems;  but  do  not  remember  that  the  missionanes  and  na- 
tionals with  whom  I  deal  are  men  and  women  as  I  am,  whose  problems  are 
physical,  psychological,  and  spiritual  and  who  need  patience  and  care  in 
handling  them,  it  would  be  better  that  I  get  a  job  in  industry  and  run 
machines  instead  of  men. 

If  I  can  work  with  the  nationals  and  take  them  on  great  and  wonderful 
evangelistic  trips,  but  really  do  not  have  love  for  lost  men,  it  would  be  better 
for  me  to  take  a  nice  sightseeing  trip. 

If  I  give  all  my  property  to  the  poor  and  never  discipline  the  national,  I 
am  helping  to  make  rice  Christians  instead  of  strong  soldiers  for  Chnst. 

True  love  in  missionary  life  and  work  is  kind  and  considerate.  Real  love 
for  mankind  does  not  make  me  puffed  up  and  feel  that  I  alone  am  right. 

True  love  for  souls  helps  us  bear  with  the  national,  suffer  through  our 
tribulations,  believe  that  die  Lord  will  make  all  come  out  right  if  we  trust 
Him  and  Him  alone. 

This  love  hates  sin,  but  is  patient  in  dealing  with  sinners  and  with  those 
who  err  in  their  ways  even  diough  they  be  our  fellow  missionanes. 

Love  never  fails.  If  I  have  a  radio,  it  will  get  out  of  order;  if  I  have 
a  car,  it  will  get  flat  tires;  if  I  have  other  instruments  to  help  me  preach, 
they  may  get  rusty,  but  love  will  never  fail. 

I  think  I  know  how  to  do  missionary  work,  but  really  I  know  only  in 
part,  and  my  work  is  only  half  done.  But  when  I  am  really  guided  by  ^e 
Holy  Spirit  and  do  my  work  in  love,  what  I  do  will  win  souls  into  His 
kingdom  and  bring  glory  to  Christ. 

When  I  was  a  new  missionary,  I  felt  that  my  method  and  my  work  was 
the  onlv  thins  wordiwhile,  and  that  the  rest  o(  the  missionaries  did  not  do 
!^,^rh  for  thelTrd  But  when  I  became  older  and  had  more  expenence,  my 
Tion  t  dSieJ^and  I  saw  the  usefulness  of  the  methods  of  others.  I  ^vv 
SarearhTnd  every  missionary  has  a  place  to  work  and  a  part  to  play  in  the 
great  task  of  building  die  church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

At  diis  time  we  cannot  see  the  results  of  our  combined  efforts,  but  eternity 
will  reveal  to  us  the  importance  of  close  cooperation  m  love. 

And  now  we  have  radios,  amplifiers,  cars,  camps  farms,  hospitals  schools 
andmanHther  tilings  to  help  us  spread  die  Gospel;  but  ^^'nust  admit  diat 
5?ey  vSlf  all  perish,  and  diat  onlf  true  wholesome  love  of  God  and  man 
in  our  hearts  will  make  our  work  last  diioughout  eternity.

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GOD  CARES

Casting  all   your  care  upon   Him, 

May  you  feel  God's  presence  near, 

Causing  clouds  so  dark  and  heavy 
To  suddenly  disappear. 


"Casting  all  your  care  upon  him; 
for  he  careth  for  you"  (I  Pet.  5:7). 
This  verse  has  always  been  a  favorite 
of  mine.  I  once  heard  a  preacher  say 
in  explaining  this  verse  that  the  rea- 
son we  should  cast  our  care  upon 
Him  is  because  this  literally  means, 
"It  matters  to  Him  about  you!" 

Living  Letters,  a  new  translation 
puts  it  this  way:  "Let  Him  have  all 
your  v\orries  and  cares,  for  He  is  al- 
ways thinking  about  you  and  watch- 
ing  everything   that   concerns   you." 

There  is  of  course— 

The  Relation 

of  this  precious  promise  to  the  words 
that  go  before  it:  "Humble  your- 
selves therefore  under  the  mighty 
hand  of  God,  that  he  may  exalt  you 
in  due  time."  While  there  is  much  in- 
crease of  knowledge  in  our  day,  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  an  over  supply 
of  humility.  Humility  never  leaves  us 
ashamed.  We  do  not  need  to  exalt 
ourselves,  the  Lord  will  take  care  of 
that. 

Self-exaltation  is  the  very  essence 
of  sin,  and  God  cannot  tolerate  it  in 
His  people.  Many  of  our  cares  are 
lelated  to  this  very  thing.  The  mind 
of  Christ,  which  ought  to  be  in  us 
according  to  Philippians  2,  is  the 
principle  of  humility.  "He  humbled 
himself."  F.  W.  Grant  said  that  hu- 
mility is  the  right  clothing  for  saints 
of  God:  "Humility  being  that  which 
will  keep  everything  rightly  adjusted, 
as  the  girdle  the  robe,  and  which 
would  thus  enable  for  such  activity 
as  all  are  called  to;  for  humility  is  a 
grand  help  against  discouragement 
by  the  difficulties  of  the  way,  and 
necessarily  against  all  that  would 
search  out  any  remnant  of  pride  in 
us."  We  often  pray:  "Lord  keep  us 
humble!"  But  from  this  verse  it  seems 
that  we  are  to  "humble  ourselves"  if 
the  full  value  of  the  promise  that 
follows  is  to  be  ours. 


The  Responsibility 

is  to  look  to  Him  in  humble  trust, 
casting  the  whole  burden  of  our 
anxiety  upon  Him,  believing  that 
He  cares  for  us.  Vincent's  Word 
Studies  states  that  the  word  "casting" 
denotes  an  act  once  and  for  all;  throw- 
ing the  whole  care  on  Him,  once 
and  for  all.  On  the  contrary,  we 
often  throw  it  to  Him  like  a  child's 
yo-yo  with  a  string  on  it  so  that  it 
comes  right  back  to  us,  instead  of 
leaving  it  with  Him.

Jesus  explained  the  same  royal 
right  of  the  child  of  the  King  in 
Matthew  6:25-30.  He  reminds  us  of 
the  lilies  of  the  field  how  they  grow: 
"They  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin 
...  oh  ye  of  htde  faith." 

The  psalmist  learned  the  lesson 
too.  In  Psalm  55:22  we  read:  "Cast 
thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and  he 
shall  sustain  thee:  he  shall  never  suf- 
fer the  righteous  to  be  moved."  And 
again  in  Psalm  37:5-7:  "Commit  thy 
way  unto  the  Lord;  trust  also  in  him; 
and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass.  .  .  . 
rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiendy 
for  him:  fret  not  thyself." 


Why  are  Christians  so  restless  to- 
day? Why  are  we  hurrying  here  and 
there?  Why  are  our  burdens  cutting 
us,  distracting  us,  wounding  us, 
piercing  our  hearts,  and  causing  us 
to  stumble  in  weakness?  The  reason 
is  simple.  We  are  not  responding  to 
the  Lord's  requirement  to  cast  our 
care  on  Him!  This  sweet  comfort 
then  is  lost. 

But  if  we  do  cast  them  upon  Him 
and  look  upon  all  the  burdens  He 
permits  to  be  laid  upon  us  as  tokens 
of  His  love,  then  we  may  learn  His 
faithfulness  afresh.  Instead  of  mur- 
muring then  we  would  sing  and  re- 
joice. We  will  be  anxious  for  noth- 
ing knowing  He  carries  us  and  our 
burdens  as  we  never  could. 

Praise   God,   then   comes— 

The  Relief 

in  the  case  which  will  be  as  real  and 
as  full  of  consolation  as  if  He  took 
the  burden  and  carried  it  himself. 
He  will  enable  us  to  bear  with  ease 
what  we  supposed  we  never  could 
have  done.  Then  the  burden,  which 
He  lays  upon  us,  will  become  light. 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heaven  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you, 
and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall  find  rest 
unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is  easy, 
and  my  burden  is  light"  (Matt.  11: 
28-30). 

How  we  can  praise  the  Lord  that 
He  is  interested  in  our  cares  and  is 
able  to  release  us  by  sharing  them 
with  us!  This  is  one  of  the  richest  of 
all  consolations  yv'hen  we  are  af- 
flicted and  despised  by  the  world  to 
know  that  we  are  not  forgotten  by 
the  Heavenly  Father.  He  remembers 
the  falling  sparrow,  and  hears  the 
young  ravens  when  they  cry.  He  is 
mindful  of  us! 

When  David  felt  he  was  "poor 
and  needy"  in  Psalm  40:17  his  con- 
solation was,  "Yet  the  Lord  thinketh 
on  me!"  Matthew  Henry  said  that 
the  best  of  Christians  are  likely  to 
labor  under  the  burden  of  excessive 
and  anxious  care,  and  the  cares  of 
good  people  are  often  burdensome 
and  ver)'  sinful  when  they  arise  out 
of  unbelief.  They  torture  and  dis- 
tract the  mind.  They  unfit  us  for  the 
duties  of  our  place  and  hinder  our

One  look  at  the  cars  here  on  the 
island,  and  you  will  notice  that  they 
are  real  nice  looking,  or  rusting  apart. 
There  comes  a  time  when  all  of  a 
sudden  your  wonderful  car  looks  like 
an  overgrown  sieve!  Such  was  the 
appearance  of  our  Volkswagen.  To 
have  the  rust  spots  taken  care  of  and 
a  paint  job  didn't  seem  to  fit  our 
pocketbook. 

We  use  the  VW  all  the  time  for 
church  transportation,  and  my  hus- 
band kept  telUng  me  the  rust  needed 
to  be  tended  to.  One  day  I  looked 
under  the  floor  mat  and  looked  right 
through  to  the  street!  Then  came 
the  horrible  thought.  Suppose  some- 
one had  had  an  extra  helping  of 
rice  and  beans,  and  stepped  into  the 
car  and  the  mat  gave  way— it  could 
result  in  a  broken  leg  or  something. 
How  long  had  this  floor  not  been 
solid?  Surely  the  Lord  had  taken 
extra  special  care  of  all  the  passen- 
gers to  and  from  church. 

So  wdth  much  prayer,  we  entered 
our  car  into  "the  car  hospital."  It 
would  take  eight  days.  Where  would 
the  money  come  from  to  pay  the 
bill?  We  trusted  the  Lord.  For  safe 
transportation  is  a  must  here  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

One  day  there  was  a  knock  at  the 
front  door  and  there  stood  a  man. 
He  was  looking  for  the  Brennemans. 
Right  place.  Come  on  in.  He  was 
interested  in  my  husband's  short 
wave  radio  which  had  been  for  sale 
because  of  lack  of  time  to  learn  code, 
and  so  forth. 

Details  of  the  sale  are  not  impor- 
tant, only  to  say  that  the  cost  of 
the  car  repair  was  to  the  exact  penny 
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the  amount  the  man  offered  to  set- 
tle for  the  short  wave  set.  When  the 
car  was  finished  and  brought  home, 
we  also  had  the  bill  marked  "paid  in 
full." 

Who  would  have  dreamed  that  a 
radio  purchased  eight  years  ago  in 
California  would  be  the  Lord's  way 
to  answer  prayer  in  Puerto  Rico?  The 
Lord  knows. 

A  car  is  a  necessity  here  in  our 
work  for  the  Lord,  but  to  keep  it 
going  in  good  order  adds  up  to  time 
and  money.  Is  it  worth  it?  Of  course. 
Serving  the  Lord  is  the  best  life  to 
live.  And  the  tools  we  use  to  do 
the  work  should  be  the  best  for  His 
glory. 


I  am  so  glad  for  the  three  verses 
in  John  14:13  to  15:  "And  whatso- 
ever ye  shall  ask  in  my  name,  that 
will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be 
glorified  in  the  Son.  If  ye  shall  ask 
any  thing  in  my  name,  1  will  do  it. 
If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  command- 
ments." We  have  seen  time  and  time 
again  the  Lord's  hand  in  answering 
prayer  in  a  way  we  would  never  have 
thought  of.  But  when  we  ask  in  His 
name  for  His  glory,  we  have  learned 
that  He  answers  in  His  way.  For  this 
we  are  thankful  and  love  Him  the 
more— rusty  cars  and  all.  No  one  can 
tell  me  that  the  Lord  doesn't  take 
care  of  His  own— and  just  at  the  right 
time— His  time.

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At  Home  in  France

The  Julien  family 


When  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Julien 
and  their  two  children  boarded  the 
SS  France  in  New  York  City  this 
past  July,  they  were  returning  to 
Europe  after  what  had  proved  to  be 
a  very  busy  furlough  year  in  the 
United  States.  There  had  been  many, 
many  miles  of  travel  across  the  coun- 
try, and  almost  innumerable  speaking 
engagements.  But  a  goal  had  been  ac- 
complished—Brethren people  had  be- 
come more  acutely  aware  that  there 
is  a  Brethren  mission  in  France,  the 
historic  land  so  characterized  by  tre- 
mendous spiritual  darkness. 

Although  before  they  were  mar- 
ried Tom  and  Doris  Julien  had 
agreed  upon  the  matter  of  future 
service  for  the  Lord  on  a  foreign  field, 
they  did  not  know  the  field  where 
He  would  have  them.  But  during 
Tom's  seminary  years,  through  the 
World  Missions  Fellowship  at  the 
school,  they  became  burdened  for 
France  as  God  showed  them  this  need 
through  various  missionaries  on  fur- 
lough from  Europe. 

Doris  Julien  first  yielded  to  the 
Holy  Spirit's  bidding  when  she  was 
a  youngster.  A  native  Hoosier,  she 
had  spent  the  first  ten  years  of  her 
life  on  a  farm  near  North  Man- 
chester, Indiana.  When  her  family 
moved  to  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, 
some  of  them  began  attending  the 
First  Brethren  Church.  Under  the 
faithful  teaching  of  her  Sunday- 
school  teacher  and  the  ministry  of 
the  pastor.  Rev.  John  Aeby,  Doris 
accepted  Christ  as  her  personal  Sav- 
iour. 

This  began  for  Doris  an  active 
young  Christian  life,  and  she  became 
interested  in  the  various  activities  of 
the  church.  One  summer  when  she 
was  a  young  teen-ager,  she  won  a 
VBS  contest  and  was  awarded  a  week 


at  district  camp  with  all  expenses 
paid.  She  confesses  that  she  accepted 
the  award  with  some  disappointment, 
lor  she  had  never  gone  to  camp  be- 
fore. But  what  had  been  disappoint- 
ment changed  to  a  highlight  in  her 
Christian  life,  and  she  went  to  camp 
three  more  summers.  It  was  at  camp 
that  she  received  the  challenge  to 
dedicate  her  life  to  the  Lord,  which 
she  later  did  in  a  "Greater  Fort 
Wayne  for  Christ"  meeting.  Later, 
while  she  was  attending  Bob  Jones 
University,  God  directed  her  path  to- 
ward foreign  service. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "How 
did  you  meet  your  husband?"  Doris 
explains:  "It  happened  on  a  Grey- 
hound bus!  It  was  a  chartered  bus 
leaving  BJU  campus  for  Cincinnati, 
and  it  was  my  first  college  Christmas 
vacation.  This  was  the  first  that  I 
had  ever  seen  Tom,  but  during  the 
twenty-three  hour  trip  I  learned  that 
it  wasn't  the  first  that  he  had  noticed 
me.  Interestingly  enough,  after  the 
vacation,  and  with  no  planning,  we 
met  each  other  again  in  the  Cincin- 
nati bus  terminal  waiting  to  take  a 
return  bus  to  school."  And  so  their 
acquaintance  became  friendship,  and 
the  friendship  grew.  They  were  mar- 
ried after  Tom's  graduation  from  the 
university.  He  taught  in  the  univer- 
sity the  following  year  while  Doris 
completed  her  fourth  year  of  train- 
ing. 

The  Juliens  moved  to  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana  so  that  Tom  could 
attend  Grace  Seminary,  and  for  two 
years  Doris  taught  a  combined  class 
of  third  and  fourth  grades  in  a  school 
some  miles  out  of  town.  During  the 
second  year  Tom  became  assistant 
pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Fort  Wayne,  and  later  directed  the 
organization  of  the  new  Grace  Breth- 


ren Church  of  Fort  Wayne  and  be- 
came its  first  pastor. 

"As  soon  as  the  second  school  year 
ended,  we  moved  to  New  Haven  to 
he  nearer  the  church.  Several  months 
later  God  blessed  our  home  with 
little  Becky  who  became  the  first  of 
a  fast-growing  cradle  roll  in  our 
church,  which  was  then  under  con- 
struction. Our  move,  however,  meant 
much  driving  for  Tom,  for  he  drove 
nearly  daily  to  Winona"  (for  school). 

It  was  in  October  1958  that  the 
Juliens  left  the  United  States.  Their 
difficulties  in  gaining  permanent 
residence  in  France  is  a  story  much 
too  long  to  be  told  here.  In  studying 
French,  they  spent  a  year  in  Switzer- 
land before  it  \vas  possible  for  them 
to  obtain  permanent  visas  to  live  in 
France.  Thev  settled  in  Grenoble 
where  they  still  reside. 

Mrs.  Julien  states  her  early  im- 
pressions of  their  field:  "I  think  the 
most  shaking  experience  was  the 
language.  What  an  experience  to  get 
into  a  situation  where  one  cannot 
understand  what  is  being  said  to  him 
and  at  the  same  time  not  be  able  to 
talk!"  Then  there  were  such  things 
as  "unwrapped  bread,  little  three- 
and  four-year  olders  going  to  school, 
businesses  closing  for  two  hours  at 
noon,  no  ice  cream,  lots  of  dogs,  no 
yards,  many  apartment  buildings, 
parks  full  of  children  placing  and 
mothers  knitting,  little  cars,  young 
and  old  alike  riding  bicycles,  narrow 
highways,  and  shops  for  each  tj'pe 
of  food.  Just  as  impressive  but  more 
heartbreaking— shops  and  markets  in 
full  acti\'ity  Sunday  forenoons,  ab- 
sence of  gospel  testimonies  especially 
in  the  villages,  and  a  general  indif- 
ference to  Christianity." 

Concerning  the  children:  "Terry, 
our  four-year-old  who  was  bom  in 
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SACRAMENTO,  CALIFOR- 
NM.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Don  Spangler, 
former  missionaries  to  Africa,  were 
our  recent  guests  at  the  Nor-Cal 
District  WMC  fall  rally.  We  met 
here  at  the  United  Christian  Service 
Foundation.  The  ladies  from  the 
Grace  Brethren  church  in  Sacra- 
mento were  our  hostesses. 

There  was  happy  fellowship  dur- 
ing the  morning  session  through  the 
singing  of  worship  songs,  prayer. 
Scripture  reading,  special  music,  and 
a  missionary  challenge  by  Mrs. 
Spangler  on  "God's  Care  for  His 
Own  in  Africa." 

During  the  noon  hour,  the  ladies 
ate  together  and  enjoyed  a  real  birth- 
day party  for  our  "birthday  mission- 
aries." These  missionaries  were  hon- 
ored by  having  a  WMC  lady  rep- 
resent each  one  of  them.  They  were 
seated  at  a  special  table  decorated  ap 
propriately.  Cake  and  ice  cream  were 
served  for  dessert. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened 
bv  district  president  Bette  Pekarek, 
and  another  time  of  singing,  special 
music,  and  prayer.  Ellen  Miller  and 
Elizabeth  Cover  gave  brief  reports 
about  national  conference,  and  Fern 
Sandy  gave  a  representatives  report 
on  the  business  sessions  at  national 
conference. 

A  beautiful  parchment  scroll  to 
honor  Bible  readers  was  displayed.

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The  many  resignations  from  the 
pastorate  are  disturbing.  These  are 
not  only  symptomatic  of  our  beloved 
denomination,  but  also  of  all  the 
major  denominations  as  well.  Not  all 
such  resignations  indicate  a  loss  to 
the  Lord's  work,  for  many  go  into 
teaching,  or  some  other  phase  of 
Christian  service.  The  resigning  pas- 
tor feels  he  can  more  effectively  serve 
the  Lord  in  this  new  area  of  en- 
deavor. In  spite  of  this,  the  fact  of 
steady  resignations  is  alarming.  Why 
do  men   resign   from   the  pastorate? 

A  curt  answer  would  be  that  this 
affirms  the  spiritual  decUne  present- 
ly being  experienced  throughout  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  may  be 
true,  but  a  more  complete  explana- 
tion is  needed  and  can  be  arrived  at 
by  careful  thinking. 

The  Church  Members  Responsibility 

A  pastor  who  resigns  can  soothe 
his  conscience  by  blaming  the  mem- 
bers of  his  congregation  for  his  ac- 
tion. And  there  is  some  truth  here. 

Pastors  sometimes  quit  because  of 
an  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  his 
flock  to  pray  for,  to  work  with,  to 
financially  provide  for  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  thus  obstructing  a  pastor 
who  wants  to  move  with  the  times  in 
reaching  lost  souls.  In  such  a  situa- 
tion there  is  small  opportunity  to  do 
the  work  to  which  a  pastor  is  called 
of  the  Lord. 

There  is  little  appreciation  by  some 
of  the  demands  made  on  a  man  in 
the  realm  of  pastoral  and  preaching 
duties.  Sharing  the  burdens  of  others 
week  after  week  can  drain  a  man's 
energy.  The  jealousies  and  bicker- 
ings in  a  church  can  become  a  night- 
mare to  some  of  the  Lord's  under- 
shepherds.  In  addition,  there  are  ser- 
mons to  prepare.  A  worthwhile  mes- 
sage is  not  prepared  in  an  hour  or 
two  on  Saturday  evening.  Many 
church  members  fail  to  realize  the 
long  hours  required  to  be  able  to 
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preach  twice  on  the  Lord's  Day  and 
again  at  midweek.  This,  admittedly, 
is  not  a  day  of  great  preachers,  but 
neither  is  it  an  age  of  great  hsteners. 
A  pastor  will  do  his  best  prepara- 
tion when  his  congregation  is  com- 
posed of  those  who  want  to  hear,  and 
expect  to  benefit  from,  his  preaching. 

Many  a  man  in  his  first  pastorate 
has  had  his  enthusiasm  dampened  by 
a  lack  of  graciousness  and  patience  on 
the  part  of  some  members.  They  can- 
not comprehend  the  stresses  and 
strains  which  beset  a  fledgling  pastor. 

Mention  should  be  made,  too,  of 
the  inadequate  conception  some  of 
God's  children  have  of  pastoral  work. 
There  are  many  "extra"  things  they 
expect  him  to  do:  opening  and  lock- 
ing the  church  for  all  meetings,  run- 
ning errands  for  members  ("I  know 
you'll  be  downtown  at  the  hospital 
tomorrow.  Would  you  mind  doing 
this  little  thing  for  me?  It  will  only 
take  a  minute!"),  taxi  service  for  those 
able  to  find  other  means  of  getting 
about  when  the  pastor  is  not  avail- 
able, and  so  on.  In  the  doing  of  these 
things  the  man  of  God's  reputation 
may  be  that  of  "a  good  man";  yet  he 
may  be  neglecting  more  important 
spiritual  duties. 

These  are  some  of  the  reasons  for 
pastoral  resignations  whidi  can  be 
laid  at  die  congregation's  doorstep. 

The  Pastor  Himself 

If  there  is  need  to  realize  the  con- 
tribution congregations  are  making 
to  the  increasing  number  of  resigna- 
tions, there  is  a  greater  necessity  to 
see  that  in  many  instances  the  fault 
lies  with  the  pastor  himself. 

The  primary  reason  for  resigning 
as  related  to  the  pastor  is  the  lack 
of  a  genuine  sense  of  call.  Some  in- 
tangible thing  may  have  attracted 
a  man  to  the  pastorate,  but  when  the 
times  of  difficulty  come  (as  they  do 
in  all  pastorates),  or  when  the  pas- 
tor   becomes    disenchanted    by    the 


myriad  facets  of  pastoral  work,  the 
sense  of  being  called  of  God  is  miss- 
ing. The  desire  to  carry  on  is  not 
within  the  heart.  Every  man  who 
considers  becoming  a  pastor  ought 
to  heed  the  advice  of  the  prince  of 
preachers,  Charles  Spurgeon,  who  in 
his  "Lectures  to  His  Students"  writes:

"If  any  student  in  this  room  would 
be  a  newspaper  editor,  or  a  grocer 
...  or  a  lawyer  ...  he  is  not  the 
man.  .  .  ."  Spurgeon  quotes  a  con- 
temporary pastor:  "Do  not  enter  the 
ministry  if  you  can  help  it." 

Closely  allied  to  this  lack  of  call 
is  the  lack  of  a  realistic  attitude. 
Many  a  man  dreams  of  being  the 
pastor  of  a  large  congregation,  but 
not  many  ever  are.  Most  pastors  are 
only  average.  The  disappointment  of 
being  in  an  "ordinary"  situation  is  too 
much  for  some.  If  those  who  serve 
the  Lord  as  a  pastor  would  only  real- 
ize that  the  good  being  done  cannot 
always  be  seen  at  once.  An  encour- 
aging experience  for  any  servant  of 
the  Lord  is  to  pay  a  visit  to  one's 
former  pastorate.  He  will  discover 
it  takes  a  long  time  for  seed  sowed 
in  previous  years  to  germinate  and 
bear   fruit.   And   fruit   does  appear. 


Souls  are  saved  and  saints  are  edified. 

A  preventive  measure  against  nu- 
merous resignations  would  be  for  the 
ministerial  examining  boards  to  look 
more  carefully  at  the  leadership 
traits  in  candidates  who  appear  be- 
fore them.  When  required  to  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  leadership, 
some  pastors  reveal  that  diey  are  by 
nature  not  leaders,  but  followers.  In 
a  few  months,  or  a  few  years  at  the 
most,  we  hear  of  another  pastoral 
casualty.  Or,  sometimes  men  have  to 
resign  because  the  opposite  is  true. 
They  can  lead,  but  not  with  a  spirit 
of  humility.  A  domineering  attitude 
and  the  resultant  friction  forces  such 
a  one  to  resign. 

Not  many  pastors  resign  because 
of  the  smallness  of  their  salary  as 
compared  with  that  of  a  construction 
worker.  Most  men  face  this  before 
entering  the  pastoral  ministry.  Un- 
fortunately some  churches  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  situation,  failing  to 
do  what  they  should,  materially,  for 
their  pastor. 

These  reasons,  both  on  the  part 
of  the  church  and  the  pastor  himself, 
for  men  quitting  the  pastorate  de- 
mand careful  thinking,  heart-search- 
ing prayer,  and  decisive  action  on  the 
part  of  each  one  of  us.  If  we  fail  in 
these  things,  the  situation  existing  in 
the  writer's  district  of  churches  will 
be  on  the  increase.  One  church  con- 
tacted twenty-seven  men  before  find- 
ing a  new  pastor.  We  must  admit  a 
need  exists  for  greater  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  pastor  and  people. 

Praise  the  Lord  for  the  privilege  of 
being  a  pastor.  All  the  headaches 
of  racial  tension,  crime,  international 
relations,  and  politics  that  occupy  to- 
day's headlines  spring  from  a  com- 
mon source— man's  need  for  a  saving 
experience  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  pas- 
tor, therefore,  can  possess  a  sense  of 
y  mission  unrivaled  by  any  group  in 
the  church,  or  any  profession,  in  the 
world.  ▼ 
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BE  STRONG  AND  OF 
A  GOOD  COURAGE"

The  world  owes  much  to  its  men 
and  women  of  courage.  Courage— 
that  quality  which  displays  itself  in 
silent  effort  and  endeavor.  It  is  that 
quality  which  dares  to  endure  all 
and  suffer  all  for  truth  and  duty. 
It  is  that  quality  which  the  Bible 
requires  as  being  present  in  the 
person  of  the  believer  when  it  states 
that  we  are  to  "be  strong  and  of  a 
good  courage."  It  is  the  quality  which 
is  so  desf>erately  needed  in  the 
twentieth  century  church. 

In  the  Book  of  Joshua,  God  is 
speaking  to  Joshua,  the  people  of 
Israel,  and  to  the  church  today.  The 
command  He  gives  to  us  is  to  "be 
strong  and  of  a  good  courage."  But 
what  is  strength  and  courage?  From 
whence  do  we  derive  our  strength 
and  courage? 

Strength  and  courage  entails  far 
more  than  just  the  physical.  It  is  re- 
ferring to  moral  and  spiritual  strength 
and  courage  in  this  portion  and  else- 
where in  the  Word  of  God.  We  do 
not  mean  that  in  which  man  is  at 
least  equalled  by  the  bulldog,  but 
rather  the  moral  fiber  to  stand  for 
that  which  is  right,  true,  and  good  in 
the  eyes  of  Almighty  God. 

A  man  can  be  strong  physically 
and  not  have  great  spiritual  and 
moral  fiber.  Great  stature  is  not  in- 
dicative of  great  moral  and  spiritual 
growth.  Many  who  have  not  had 
great  physiques  have  been  giants 
spiritually  before  God.  The  classic 
example  is  to  be  seen  in  the  shep- 
herd boy,  David.  He  is  described  as 
being  "ruddy  and  withal  of  a  beau- 
tiful countenance,  and  goodly  to 
look  to."  The  impression  is  given  that 
David  was  not  of  a  rugged  nature, 
or  of  a  great  physical  stature,  but 


rather  that  he  was  fair  and  very 
childlike.  Samuel  is  warned  by  God 
when  one  of  David's  brothers  stood 
before  him,  to  'look  not  on  his 
countenance,  nor  on  the  height  of  his 
stature,  because  I  have  refused  him." 
God  looks  not  on  the  outward  ap- 
pearance, but  on  the  heart.  So  it 
wasn't  die  great  one  physically,  but 
the  one  who  had  great  spiritual 
strength— spiritual  strength  which 
David  matched  against  Goliath's 
mighty  physical  strength  and  won 
when  all  of  the  great  warriors  of  the 
army  of  Israel  trembled  with  fear. 
This  is  the  strength  and  courage  of 
which  God's  Word  is  speaking  to 
Joshua  and  to  us  today. 

From  whence  does  this  strength 
and  courage  come?  It  comes  from 
God  and  is  received  only  as  we  walk 
and  commune  with  Him  and  He 
wdth  us.  It  comes  as  we  put  our  faith, 
trust,  and  hope  entirely  in  Him.  It 
comes  only  as  we  turn  everything  in 
life  over  to  Him.  It  comes  as  we  are 
completely  and  wholeheartedly  sold 
out  to  Him. 

How  do  we  achieve  this  in  our 
lives?  There  is  no  set  formula  except 
to  love  God  more  than  life  itself, 
and  to  be  truly  yielded  to  His  every 
command.  However,  God  points  out 
to  Joshua  and  to  us  three  things 
which  are  needful  in  order  to  over- 
come, and  to  be  a  strong  and  courage- 
ous disciple  of  Christ.  These  He  sums 
up  when  He  says:  "Be  not  afraid, 
neither  be  thou  dismayed;  for  the 
Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee  whitherso- 
ever thou  goest"  (1:9).  In  other  words, 
God  is  telling  us  that  no  matter  what 
may  happen,  we  are  to  fear  not,  fret 
not,  and  forget  not. 

God  knew  the  three  areas  in  which 


man  would  be  tempted.  Joshua  had 
just  been  given  a  great  responsibility. 
God  knew  the  temptations  that 
would  befall  him  and  the  children  of 
Israel.  Because  He  knew.  He  told 
Joshua  of  these  three  areas  so  that 
he  could  prepare  to  meet  them.  We, 
as  the  church  today,  as  the  body  of 
Christ,  have  a  great  responsibihty 
placed  upon  us.  On  becoming  a 
Christian,  a  person  enters  into  a  holy 
war  as  a  soldier.  The  holy  war  is  not 
merely  a  figure  of  speech,  but  it  is 
a  reality.  No  soldier  has  ever  entered 
a  grimmer  conflict,  a  more  dangerous 
and  difficult  batde  than  does  the  be- 
hever.  Christ  purchased  salvation  and 
all  its  heavenly  blessings  are  ours. 
Nevertheless,  a  terrible  spiritual  con- 
flict rages  between  the  time  when 
Christ  won  His  decisive  victory  on 
Calvary,  and  when  our  final  redemp- 
tion is  realized.  Supernatural  forces 
are  in  conflict  over  the  souls  of  men 
during  this  period  of  time.  These  are 
supernatural  forces  which  can  only 
be  met  with  supernatural  strength. 

God  foreknew  that  these  forces 
would  beset  us,  so  He  forewarns  us 
through  Joshua  and  gives  us  as  He 
gave  to  Joshua  the  threefold  secret 
of  how  we  are  to  overcome.  God  is 
very  practical,  and  He  gives  us  prac- 
tical ways  to  overcome.  He  warns 
us,  and  the  first  warning  we  hear  is 
against  fear. 

There  are  many  things  which  man 
fears  today.  The  human  race  has 
always  feared  the  unknown.  They 
have  feared  and  still  do  fear  death, 
old  age,  sickness,  poverty,  their  ene- 
mies, and  their  sins.  Yet  they  need 
not  fear  these  things  just  as  you  need 
not  fear  them.  Through  Christ  Jesus, 
one  can  find  deliverance  from  all  of 
these  fears.  God  promised:  'There 
shall  not  any  man  be  able  to  stand 
before  thee  all  the  days  of  thy  life: 
as  I  was  with  Moses,  so  I  will  be 
with  thee:  I  will  not  fail  thee,  nor 
forsake  thee"  (1:5).  So  He  promises 
us  also.  Nothing  on  this  earth  is  big 
enough  to  stop  us  in  the  task  God 
has  commanded  us  to  do,  for  He  has 
promised  to  go  before  us.  He  has 
promised  not  to  fail  us,  nor  to  forsake 
us. 

The  first  reason  not  to  fear  is  that 
the  believer  is  the  only  person  who 
has  a  God  who  is  also  his  Saviour. 
Therefore,  the  believer  having  a  Re- 
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deemer  has  all  of  his  spiritual  prob- 
lems solved,  for  Christ  forgives  his 
sins,  and  clothes  him  with  His  own 
perfect  righteousness.  If  you  are 
saved,  forgiven,  redeemed,  you  need 
fear  neither  death  nor  hell. 

The  second  reason  a  believer  need 
not  fear  is  that  he  has  a  God  who  is 
his  Comforter  and  Companion  at 
all  times.  "I  am  with  thee."  Christ 
told  His  people:  "Lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world"  (Matt.  28:20). 

The  third  reason  a  believer  need 
not  fear  is  that  he  has  a  Gkxl,  a  Sav- 
iour, who  is  interested  in  him  and 
helps  in  every  need.  He  did  promise 
the  follower  of  Him  that  He  would 
strengthen,  help,  and  uphold  him 
wdth  the  right  hand  of  His  righteous- 
ness (Isa.  41:10).  Many  promises  in 
the  Word  of  God  assures  us  of  the 
Father's  care  and  protection.  These 
are  the  promises  God  gave  to  Joshua 
and  to  the  believer  today.  The  only 
time  we  suffer  defeat  is  when  we 
leave  the  pathway  of  God's  will  and 
fail  to  trust  Him  as  we  should.  Peter 
did  not  begin  to  sink  beneath  the 
waves  until  he  took  his  eyes  off  of 
Christ.  We  will  riot  be  overcome 
by  the  world  and  the  cares  of  it  if 
we  continue  always  to  look  to  Christ. 
God  has  promised  that  no  man  will 
be  able  to  stand  before  us  as  long 
as  we  are  in  His  will. 

God  told  Joshua  that  he  should 
"Fret  not"  (v.  6).  God  tells  Joshua 
of  all  that  the  jjeople  of  Israel  will 
inherit,  and  reviews  His  promises 
to  them  again  in  this  portion,  for  He 
knew  that  they  would  be  sorely 
tempted  along  these  very  lines.  He 
knew  they  would  have  times  of  dis- 
appointment when  they  would  look 
around  and  see  the  wealth  of  the 
heathen  people.  Times  when  they 
would  wonder  if  it  was  worth  it  all. 

It  seems  that  often  when  we  are 
trying  the  hardest  that  we  look 
around  and  feel  that  no  headway  is 
being  made— that  the  cause  of  Christ 
is  actually  failing.  Often  we  may  feel 
like  crying  out:  "Why  do  the  heathen 
prosper?"  This  often  causes  us  to 
worry  and  fret.  It  is  at  these  times 
that  God  speaks  to  us  and  says:  "Fret 
not  thyself  because  of  evil  doers" 
(Ps.  37:1).  He  wants  us  to  be  strong 
and  solid— wearing  ourselves  out  in 
the  ministry  He  has  given  us  to  do, 


and  not  wearing  ourselves  out  with 
worry  and  fretting.  The  very  thought 
of  fretting  involves  abrasion:  the 
wearing  out  process. 

One  of  the  many  causes  of  worry 
and  fretting  is  material  gain.  We  may 
see  a  neighbor,  or  someone  of  the 
world,  living  in  a  better  style  than  we 
can  afford,  and  we  begin  to  fret 
about  it  and  strive  to  better  our- 
selves. God  tells  us  to  "Seek  ye  first 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  right- 
eousness, and  all  these  things  .shall  be 
added  unto  you"  (Matt.  6:33).  When 
our  eyes  stray  from  our  blessed  Sav- 
iour, and  we  get  more  concerned  with 
ourselves  than  with  His  work,  it  is 
then  that  covetousness  creeps  in  and 
we  begin  to  worry  and  fret  ourselves. 

As  believers,  God  tells  us:  "Let  not 
your  hearts  be  troubled:  ye  believe 
in  God,  believe  also  in  me"  (John 
14:1).  If  our  faith  is  in  God  so  that 


"I  will  not  be  afraid 
of  ten  thousands  of 
people,  that  have  set 
themselves  against 
me  around  about" 
(Ps.  3:6). 


we  truly  believe  that  He  is  able  to 
provide,  keep,  and  guide,  we  will 
not  "fret"  away  our  souls  by  worry. 
Every  believer  is  a  soldier  in  a 
real  battle.  Every  soldier  must  be 
clothed  for  the  battle  he  is  in.  But 
once  in  the  battle,  he  neither  dares 
to  forget  his  armor,  nor  to  cast  it 
aside,  for  it  is  important  not  only 
for  his  own  welfare,  but  also  for 
the  vwnning  of  the  battle.  From 
whence  does  the  believer  receive  his 
armor?  The  Apostle  Paul  declares  in 
Ephesians  6:11:  "Put  on  the  whole 
armour  of  God."  The  believer's  armor 
comes  from  God.  We  can  only  re- 
ceive it  as  we  constandy  commune 
and  walk  with  Him.  He  is  our 
strength,  not  just  when  we  first  be- 
come believers,  but  all  through  our 
lives.  The  Christian  armor  is  de- 
scribed as  being  the  girdle  of  trudi, 
the  breastplate  of  righteousness,  the 


shoes  of  the  Gospel,  the  shield  of 
faith,  and  the  helmet  of  salvation 
with  the  great  weapon  of  the  Chris- 
tian, which  is  prayer  in  the  Spirit. 
These  things  we  can  only  receive 
and  maintain  through  Jesus  Christ 
when  we  look  to  Him. 

In  order  to  fight  the  good  fight 
and  to  win  the  battle,  we  must  pos- 
sess this  armor  and  weapon.  Our  ene- 
my's power  is  great.  Any  underesti- 
mating or  underrating  of  the  enemy 
is  fatal  to  our  defense,  for  he  is 
powerful,  tenacious,  and  ruthless.  We 
dare  not  forget  God  in  this  conflict. 

God  tells  us  to  "observe  to  do  all" 
that  He  commands  us.  But  how  often 
we  fail.  Many  things  entice  us  away 
from  what  God  would  have  us  to  do. 
.Activities  in  themselves  are  not  harm- 
ful, in  fai  t,  many  times  they  are  good 
and  important.  How  many  times 
supporting  and  caring  for  their  fam- 
ilies have  led  men  to  forget  God,  and 
what  He  would  have  them  do.  After 
all,  they  have  to  make  a  living.  Yet 
God  has  fwomised  to  supply  all 
their  needs  if  they  would  simply  put 
the  things  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
first  in  their  lives.  When  will  we 
learn  to  take  God  at  His  Word? 

When  God  commands  us  to  "ob- 
serve to  do  all,"  He  also  says:  "That 
thou  mayest  prosper  whithersoever 
thou  goest"  (v.  7).  Again  He  com- 
mands that  "thou  shalt  meditate 
therein  [His  Word]  day  and  night 
...  to  do  according  to  all  that  is 
written  therein"  (v.  8).  We  are  to 
meditate  therein  day  and  night.  In 
other  words,  all  of  our  time  is  to 
he  occupied  with  the  things  of  God. 
It  is  then  that  our  armor  will  be 
complete  and  will  do  the  job.  It  is 
then  that  we  will  be  strong  and  of 
a  good  courage.  It  is  only  as  we  fol- 
low the  first  part  of  verse  8  that 
the  rest  of  it  will  be  true.  "For  then," 
and  only  then,  "thou  shalt  make  thy 
way  prosperous,  and  then  thou  shaJt 
have  good  success."  If  the  church  of 
today  is  to  be  prosperous  and  have 
good  success,  each  of  us  as  individuals 
must  have  success  in  our  own  lives 
as  regards  the  spiritual  batde  we  are 
in.  And  we  can  only  have  this  suc- 
cess by  following  God's  threefold 
plan  of  "not  fearing,  not  fretting," 
and  most  important,  "not  forgetting" 
our  precious  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ.

Because  of  lack  of 
space,  this  number  will  have  to  be 
limited  if  something  isn't  done  soon. 

Why  Have  a  National  Youth  Camp? 

1.  More  young  people  are  chan- 
neled into  full-time  service  through 
camp  work  than  any  other  known 
ministry. 

2.  Many  young  people  are  won  to 
Christ  through  camp  work  who 
would  not  have  come  to  the  church 
or   some   religious  meeting. 

3.  We  need  a  centrally  located 
leadership  training  grounds  where 
young  people  can  be  effectively 
trained  to  serve  the  Lord. 

4.  We  need  to  train  and  reach 
youth  leaders  and  pastors,  college  stu- 
dents, junior  high  and  junior  young 
people,  as  well  as  teen-agers  in  high 


school.  This  would  necessitate  sev- 
eral weeks  of  summer  camping  to 
have  an  effective  program. 

5.  Our  present,  ever-expanding 
program  of  National  Achievement 
Competition    demands    more    time, 


more  space,  and  greater  opportunity 
for  participation  at  various  age  levels. 

6.  There  is  a  tremendous  need  of 
leadership  training  for  young  people 
in  their  work  in  the  local  church  and 
its  youth  program. 

Your  gifts  and  prayers  for  this 
camp  project  will  be  gready  ap- 
preciated and  used  for  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  in  reaching  the  thousands 
of  young  people  in  our  fellowship 
of  churches.  The  need  is  great!  The 
time  is  short.

Wanted:  Extremists  for  God  and  Country 

A  short  article  in  Christian  Economics  written  by  Ken- 
neth L.  Meyers,  used  this  title  recently. 

It  is  a  dynamic  expression  of  an  urgent  need. 

The  direction  of  America  and  the  world  in  1964  will 
be  determined  by  extremists  who  will  promote  either 
good  or  evil. 

An  extremist  is  an  individual  who  is  farthest  from 
the  middle  of  the  road,  who  goes  to  the  utmost  in  any 
direction. 

History  is  full  of  them.  George  Washington  was  an 
extremist.  He  gave  all  he  had  to  help  establish  a  free 
nation.  Abraham  Lincoln  was  an  extremist.  He  gave 
his  life  to  free  the  Negro  from  human  slavery.  Hitler  was 
an  extremist.  He  plunged  the  world  into  its  worst  war 
and  murdered  four  million  Jews.  Lenm  was  an  extremist. 
He  developed  communism  and  gave  the  world  its  most 
wicked  philosophy.  Americans  who  have  been  extremists 
for  God  and  country  wrote  our  Constitution  and  de- 
veloped the  American  way  of  life.  Middle-of-the-road  con- 
formism,  neutrality,  and  apathy  have  produced  nothing 
worth  mentioning.  It  is  clear  that  extremists  largely  con- 
trol our  lives. 

How  vital  and  all  important,  then,  that  the  extremism 
should  run  in  the  right  direction.  Christians  are  supposed 
to  be  extremists  for  God.  The  Apostle  Paul  said  of  be- 
lievers, ".  .  .  ye  are  not  your  own  .  .  .  For  ye  are  bought 
vwth  a  price";  "We  are  fools  for  Christ's  sake";  "Where- 
fore come  out  from  among  them  and  be  ye  separate"; 
"...  to  live  is  Christ,  to  die  is  gain."  Indeed  these  are 
extreme  statements.  Hebrews,  chapter  1 1  gives  a  list  of 
great  men  and  women  who  were  extremists  for  God  by 
faith— Abel,  Noah,  Abraham,  Enoch,  Joseph,  Sara,  and 
so  on.  Church  history  proves  that  there  have  been  ex- 
tremists for  God,  such  as  Luther  and  others  who  were 
walling  to  bum  at  the  stake  if  necessary,  who  have  done 
most  to  propagate  the  Gospel.  Should  this  be  any  less 
true  today?  Is  extremism  for  God  outmoded?  Is  it  to  be 
shunned?  Are  we  afraid  to  be  classed  as  fanatics  and 
extreme  rightists  when  we  are  out-and-out  for  God?  Is 
it  indiscreet  in  this  day  of  intellect  worship  and  doubt 
in  spiritual  matters  for  a  man  to  be  extreme  in  holding 
to  the  truth  of  God's  Word?  Should  a  preacher  be  ex- 
treme enough  to  rebuke  sin  wherever  he  finds  it?  What 
would  the  Ajxjsde  Paul  do  if  he  were  on  earth  today? 


His  episdes  clearly  answer  that  question.   He  was  the 
leading  extremist  for  God  in  his  day. 

Where  are  the  extremists  for  God  today?  Are  preachers 
generally  meeting  sin  squarely  with  the  Word?  Are  the 
majority  of  church  members  placing  allegiance  to  Christ 
above  everything  else?  Are  they  faithfully  supporting 
the  local  church  with  their  presence,  prayers,  and  gifts? 
Is  there  a  movement  toward  extremism  for  God  today? 

The  impression  we  get  from  our  contacts  with  evan- 
gelical churches  of  many  denominations  in  America 
today  shovN's  a  definite  drift  toward  the  middle  of  the  road 
in  spiritual  matters— away  from  extremism  for  God.  Pas- 
tors complain  about  dwindling  interest  in  prayer  meet- 
ings, visitation,  and  general  church  activity.  A  Laodicean 
lukewarmness  is  changing  the  bride  of  Christ  from  a 
faithful  wife  into  an  unfaithful  and  indifferent  spouse. 
The  results  of  this  quickly  appear  in  the  work  the 
church  is  supposed  to  be  doing  on  earth.  Missionary 
programs  at  home  and  abroad  lag.  Few  souls  are  won 
to  Christ.  False  religions  experience  fantastic  growth. 
Financial  deficits  appear.  Few  young  men  enter  the 
ministry.  Not  many  present  themselves  for  foreign-mis- 
sion service.  Only  -peofle  who  are  extremists  for  God 
have  a  true  -missionary  vision. 

Christians  who  are  not  extremists  for  God  will  show 
even  less  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  Nation.  The 
growing  sin,  immorality,  and  crime  in  America  make  litde 
impression  of  need.  Socialism,  liberalism,  the  rapid 
growth  of  communism,  and  the  gradual  formation  of  a 
welfare  state  in  America,  which  means  that  our  freedoms 
are  disappearing  quietly  but  surely,  will  make  litde  im- 
pression. So,  the  unbelieving  extremists  who  want  to 
outlaw  God  and  remove  Him  completely  from  the  pub- 
lic eye,  together  with  other  subversive  activities,  have  a 
field  day.  Easy-going,  deceived,  uninterested  children  of 
God  will  some  day  arise  and  find  themselves  ■prisoners 
of  the  State. 

We  still  have  a  choice  in  America!  Loyalty  to  the  Lord 
first  of  all;  then  faithfulness  to  the  church,  generous  giv- 
ing to  missions,  a  consistent  personal  testimony  for 
Christ,  and  the  exercise  of  our  Christian  citizenship  is 
the  kind  of  extremism  which  delights  the  heart  of  God. 
We  should  quickly  move  in  this  direction  while  the  op- 
portunity is  before  us.  God  expects  no  less  of  His  chil- 
dren. This  extremism  for  God  v\dll  have  its  effect  on 
the  whole  world.

1  leadership  are  trained,  consecrated, 
nd  dedicated  to  the  task  of  reaching 
!ie  lost  in  America  for  Christ. 

Your  missionary  staff,  secretaries, 
nd  businessmen  have  placed  their 
ves  and  talents  on  the  altar  of  serv- 
:e  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  sal- 
atiion  of  lost  men.  This  pioneer 
/oik  of  church  extension  and  home- 
lission  enterprise  is  a  thrilling  op- 
ortunity  to  do  a  basic  work  in  get- 
!ng  out  the  Gospel  to  a  whole  world. 
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The  dedication  of  a  church 
includes  a  vidde  circle  of  people 
and  events.  Clockwise:  Sher- 
wood Durkee,  pastor;  Ralph  C.

There  is  no  more  important  work 
than  to  establish  testimonies  for 
Christ  that  will  have  far  reaching  in- 
fluence on  thrusting  out  the  good 
news  of  salvation  at  home  and  abroad. 
The  sight  of  a  new  Bible-believing 
church  that  literally  becomes  a  har- 
bor for  lost  souls  and  a  training  cen- 
ter of  believers  in  the  fellowship  of 
God  is  a  rewarding  blessing  to  our 
hearts. 

The  uniqueness  of  our  church- 
building  team  has  not  been  paralleled 
in  any  other  denomination  in  the 
U.S.A.  Most  of  our  home-mission 
sanctuaries  and  educational  units  are 
conceived  on  the  drawing  board  of 
our  own  architectural  department  in 
the  main  office  at  Winona  Lake. 
Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  our  professional 
engineer,  in  prayerful  consultation 
with  the  local  church-building  com- 
mittee and  with  the  field  secretaries 
of  the  Council,  carefully  develops 
the  plans  for  the  church  structure. 
Every  care  is  taken  to  develop  a 
simple  attractive  plant  and  make  the 
limited  number  of  home-mission  dol- 
lars go  as  far  as  possible.  This  de- 
partment has  completed  plans  for 
twenty-four  church  buildings,  four- 
teen of  which  are  home-mission 
churches,  eight  estabhshed  churches, 
and  two  non-Brethren  churches. 

The  construction  crew,  a  group 
of  talented  Brethren  laymen,  work 
hand  in  hand  with  the  architectural 
department,  the  local  building  com- 
mittee, and  with  all  of  the  self-help 
available  in  the  local  church.  The 
quality  of  workmanship  and  prac- 
ticality of  this  arrangement  has  been 
blessed  of  God  in  the  savings  ac- 
crued, and  the  presentation  of  fine 
up-to-date  buildings,  a  credit  to  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  and  the  local  community. 

The  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion, our  financial  organization,  is 
now  producing  the  necessary  loan 
funds  for  most  of  our  home-mission 
churches.  This  organization  is  made 
up  of  over  3,100  investors  who  have 
placed  these  funds  in  the  B.I.F.  for 
church-building   purposes.    God   has 


wonderfully  blessed  this  program  to 
assist  financing  seventy-four  dhurches 
in  the  past  nine  years.  The  new 
Grace  College  dormitory,  our  largest 
project,  has  been  financed  through 
this  agency.  In  the  words  of  Mr. 
Elmer  Tamkin,  financial  secretary, 
"God  provides  the  funds  through  His 
children  as  they  are  needed." 

No  mission  organization  could  do 
an  effective  work  without  the  host  of 
fellow-saints,  grouped  in  the  churches 
across  our  Brotherhood.  These  have 
contributed  regularly  their  offerings, 
backed  them  with  their  prayer  sup- 
port, and  have  stood  faithfully  with 
our  missionaries  as  the  Word  goes 
forth  and  the  churches  are  built.  As 
the  Apostle  Paul  said  so  long  ago: 
"We   thank   God   for   every  one   of 

)0U." 

It  is  a  great  day  of  rejoicing  when 
churches  like  Toppenish,  Wadiing- 
ton;  Westminster,  California;  Albu- 
querque, New  Mexico;  or  Vandalia, 
Ohio  dedicate  a  new  house  for  God. 
This  is  another  glorious  climactic 
moment  in  the  fulfillment  of  the 
purpose  of  God  for  the  church  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  the  final 
paragraph  of  another  chapter  of  the 
history  of  God's  mission  on  earth. 
Every  member  of  our  Fellowship 
should  stand  and  praise  God  for  His 
labor  in  us.  "For  we  are  labourers 
together  with  God:  ye  are  God's 
husbandry,  ye  are  God's  building" 
(I  Cor.  3:9).  T

The  hand  of  God  has  been  in 
evidence  from  the  very  inception  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Van- 
daha,  Ohio.  The  recognition  of  the 
leading  of  the  Lord  came  in  the  hearts 
of  a  number  of  famihes  of  the  North 
Riverdale  Ghurch  Hving  in  the  North 
Dayton  area. 

A  Bible  class  was  started  in  the 
latter  part  of  1960  in  the  Albert 
Shope  home  west  of  Vandalia.  A 
spirit  of  unity  and  determination  of 
purpose  was  manifest  upon  all  who 
attended.  Surveys  were  made  and 
the  Lord's  will  ascertained  as  to  the 
specific  area  in  which  to  locate.  Van- 
dalia was  chosen  because  of  its  lack 
of  fundamental  churches,  its  growth, 
and  its  proximity  to  the  homes  of 
those  interested.  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  was  informed  of  all 
developments  and  asked  to  assist  in 
the  establishment  of  the  new  work. 


The  local  school  authorities  were 
advised  of  the  need  for  temporary 
quarters  and  permission  was  granted 
to  use  the  auditorium  and  a  few 
classrooms  each  Lord's  Day  morning. 
Continued  visitation  and  follow  up 
on  the  survev  brought  more  families. 
A  one-u'eek  revival  meeting  with 
Rev.  Arnold  Kriegbaum  as  evangelist 
was  held. 

Rev.  Sherwood  Durkee,  a  senior  in 
Grace  Seminary,  was  called  as  pas- 
tor on  a  part-time  basis  until  his 
graduation.  Though  the  Council  was 
not  able  to  assume  the  additional  fi- 
nancial responsibility  of  this  new 
work,  it  was  agreed  that  a  Minute 
Man  appeal  could  be  made.  Just  one 
year  ago,  on  January  I,  1963,  the 
pastor  and  family  drove  to  Winona 
Lake  to  put  inserts  in  the  envelopes 
for  the  "Minute  Man"  appeal  for 
Vandalia,    Ohio.    The    Lord    richly 


blessed  through  this  letter.  Minute  ' 
men  from  all  over  this  Nation  and 
the  world  responded,  and  the  pre- 
construction  costs  were  met,  and 
construction  could  begin  as  sched- 
uled. 

Vandalia,  Ohio,  a  suburb  of  North 
Dayton,  is  called  the  "Crossroads  of 
the  Nation."  The  huge  military  in- 
stallations of  the  United  States  Air- 
force  have  made  Dayton  a  strategic 
air  development  center  known  as 
Wright-Patterson  Airforce  Base.  Two 
national  superhighways  (Routes  40 
and  25)  cross  at  this  point.  The  en- 
tire area  is  rapidly  building,  and  is 
forecast  to  become  a  high  density  of 
population  of  the  moderate  home 
variety. 

Property  in  this  area  was  not  easy 
to  obtain.  The  Lord  again  manifested 
His  grace  and  wisdom  in  leading  us 
to  a  site  of  1.13  acres  at  the  eastern 
edge  of  a  large  development  of  new 
homes.  The  land  was  purchased  for 
$12,000  and  our  people  were  imme- 
diately challenged  to  raise  this  cost  I 
before  construction  could  begin. 
They  readily  accepted  this  challenge 
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ind  raised  the  funds  by  ground- 
)reaking  time. 

The  Home  Missions  Architectural 
department  was  asked  to  begin  plans 
or  a  modest  $45,000  building,  which 
vas  within  the  paying  potential  of 
his  growing  congregation.  The  con- 
truction  crew  was  asked  to  begin 
:onstruction  as  soon  as  possible, 
rhroughout  construction  many 
nanifestations  of  God's  handiwork 
vere  seen  as  the  congregation  united 
IS  a  working  force  to  erect  a  testi- 
nony  for  our  Lord. 

The  icy  fingers  of  the  winter  sea- 
on  added  atmosphere  to  the  exdte- 
nent  of  Dedication  Day  at  Vandalia, 
3hio.  December  1,  1963,  now  marks 
his  day  as  a  guidepost  in  the  short 
listory  of  the  Vandalia  Grace  Breth- 
en  Church. 

At  2:30  p.m.  on  December  1  mem- 
>ers  and  friends  of  the  local  congre- 
jjation  experienced  the  reality  of  the 
jrayers  and  plans  which  have  de- 
veloped over  a  period  of  many 
nonths. 

Rev.  Mark  Malles,  pastor  of  the 
"irst  Brethren  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
ndiana,  delivered  a  challenging  mes- 
;age  concerning  the  past,  present, 
ind  future  ministry  of  the  Vandalia 
•ongregation  from  Philippians  3, 
'erses  7  through  14. 

Soloist  for  the  afternoon  was  Rev. 
bhn  Schumacher,  assistant  pastor  of 
he  Patterson  Park  Brethren  Church 
)f  Dayton,  Ohio.  Many  of  the  pas- 
ors  and  members  of  the  churches 
vithin  the  Southern  Ohio  District 
vere  present  in  the  service. 

Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  architect  for  the 
Hlome  Missions  Council,  was  un- 
ible  to  attend  due  to  surgery.  There 
s  a  great  deal  of  gratitude  on  the 
jart  of  the  congregation  for  the  fine 
vork  of  our  Brother  Hall.  His  de- 
/otion  to  the  task  is  now  evidenced 
)y  the  building  standing  on  Larry 
\venue  in  Vandalia,  Ohio. 

The  sanctuary  has  approximately 
1-700  square  feet  of  floor  space  in 
:wo  levels  of  the  construction.  The 
?utside  of  the  edifice  is  veneered  with 
1  rose-tint  beige-colored  brick,  and 
iie  roof  is  covered  with  white  shin- 
ales.  The  interior  of  the  sanctuary  is 
rinished  with  light  oak  natural  wood 
■umdshings.

SCHOOL     AFFAIRS

I  have  been  attending  Fairfax  High 
Sch(X)l  as  a  sophomore  for  several 
months  now.  At  first  the  school  was 
jncomfortably  large  (some  three  thou- 
sand students  are  registered  there) 
after  Bancroft  Junior  High.  The  past 
few  months  have  changed  that,  how- 
ever, and  now  I  am  at  home  there 
with  my  own  group  of  friends  and 
my  own  particular  activities.  I  no 
longer  fed  like  a  stranger  in  the 
long  halls.  Ninety-nine  percent  of 
the  students  attending  here  are  Jew- 
ish. 

Now,  for  the  first  time,  I  am 
running  into  the  "theory"  of  evolu- 
tion. We,  of  course,  never  hear  the 
word  "theory"  mentioned,  and  most 
of  the  students  accept  it  as  truth  and 
fact.  I  find  it  very  interesting.  In- 
stead of  weakening  my  faith  in  God's 
Word,  it  has  shown  me  how  ridic- 
ulous evolution  is,  and  how  far 
afield  men  will  go  to  prove  such  a 
theory,  which  is  definitely  against 
the  Word  of  God. 

I  have  been  taking  my  Bible  to 
school  to  compare  it  with  what  I 
read  and  hear  in  class.  Something 
was  brought  home  to  me  very  clearly 
because  of  this.  I  was  sitting  in 
algebra  class,  and  I  placed  my  Bible 
en  top  of  the  books  on  my  desk,  for 
it  wasn't  necessary  to  use  it  at  this 
time.  Mike  Ha—  sits  next  to  me.  He 
is  very  cold  toward  algebra,  choosing 
to  do  anything  but  listen  to  the 
teacher.  He  is  the  type  of  boy  who 
wears  a  long,  ducktail  haircut  and 
tight  pants.  Without  asking  me,  he 
took  my  Bible  and  began  to  leaf 
through  it.  I  suppose  he  thought  it 
would  make  me  angry,  and  I  would 
take  it  away  from  him,  thus  creating 
a  scene.  I  ignored  him.  I  knew  he 
wasn't  listening  to  the  teacher  any- 
way. Certainly  reading  my  Bible 
wouldn't  hurt  ham,  even  though  it 


was  algebra  class.  I  ii'fls  paying  at- 
tention to  the  teacher  because  algebra 
isn't  easy  for  me.  I  forgot  Mike  and 
my  Bible.  The  first  thing  I  knew 
class  was  over  and  Mike  handed  it 
back  to  me. 

The  next  day  the  same  thing  hap- 
pened. This  time,  when  he  returned 
it,  he  marked  the  page  with  a  paper. 

"Bring  it  back  again  tomorrow?" 
he  asked,  and  I  thought  his  voice 
sounded  almost  wishful.  I  couldn't 
imagine  Mike  getting  interested  in 
the  Bible. 

The  next  day  I  had  a  lot  of  home- 
work and  forgot  to  take  the  Bible  to 
school.  I  didn't  even  think  of  Mike 
until  he  began  to  look  through  my 
books  for  the  Bible. 

"Diane,  didn't  you  bring  that 
book?"  he  asked. 

I  felt  guilty  for  leaving  it  at  home. 
I  should  have  noticed  Mike  really 
was  serious  for  once.  'Would  you 
like  to  have  a  Bible  of  your  own?" 
I  asked  him  on  impulse.  'Tou  must 
give  me  your  promise  you  will  read 
it  because  it  costs  a  lot  of  money." 

Mike  promised  and  I  kept  my 
word.  I  took  a  Bible  to  school  for 
him  and  he  was  as  delighted  over  it 
as  though  I  had  given  him  some 
much  desired  gift.  How  many  more 
boys  and  girls  are  going  to  Fairfax 
High  hke  Mike?  I  don't  know  what 
God's  Word  will  do  for  him,  but  it 
may  in  time  change  his  life.  I  pray 
the  Lord  will  help  me  to  find  odiers 
like  Mike. 

Meantime,  on  our  papers  and 
tests,  I  try  to  reproduce  the  material 
on  evolution.  At  the  bottom  of  each 
test  or  f>aper,  I  always  vrate  in  ink— 
"This  is  what  the  book  says,  but  I  do 
not  believe  it." 

I  am  taking  conversational  He- 
brew. My  teacher  is  a  rabbi  and  a 
very   nice   person.    He   is   quite   in- 


trigued because  I,  a  missionary's 
daughter,  am  taking  Hebrew.  He 
tries  to  help  me  because  many  of 
the  Hebrew  students  have  had  sev- 
eral years  of  Hebrew  in  their  temple. 
They  know  so  much  more  than  I  do. 
He  talked  to  the  English  teacher 
about  me,  and  now  the  English 
teacher,  except  during  class,  will 
speak  to  me  only  in  Hebrew.  One 
of  my  friends  was  bom  in  Israel,  and 
at  noon  we  go  to  Greenway  Court 
to  eat  v\rith  a  large  group  of  students 
who  speak  Hebrew  because  their 
English  isn't  very  good.  It  is  quite 
difficult  to  understand  them,  but 
they  are  trying  to  help  me.  If  I  can 
only  persevere,  I  may  someday  be 
able  to  speak  Hebrew  very  well. 

During  our  Hannukah  Party  in 
Hebrew  class,  we  sang  the  song 
Hallelu-Hallelu-Hallelu-  HaUelu- 
jah— Praise  ye  the  Lord!  But  instead 
of  singing  "Praise  ye  the  Lord,"  we 
sang  "Hal-le-lu-jah"  which  is  the 
Hebrew  counterpart  of  the  former.  I 
told  the  rabbi  the  way  we  sang  it  in 
church,  so  he  told  us  to  sing  it  that 
way  also.  Then  he  told  all  of  us  we 
weren't  praying,  just  singing  in  case 
their  parents  were  upset. 

This  year  in  a  capella  choir  I  have 
a  bom-again  Christian  teacher.  Dur- 
ing the  Christmas  season  we  sang 
all  the  hymns  and  carols,  and  when 
we  had  the  fall  concert  on  Decem- 
ber 12,  we  ended  with  the  Hallelujah 
Chorus.  No  one  seemed  to  mind.  I 
don't  suppose  anyone  recognized  the 
full  significance  of  the  words,  either. 

I  try  to  be  a  testimony  to  my 
friends  in  Fairfax  High.  It  isn't  al- 
ways easy.  I  hope  the  Lord  wall  use 
me  to  reach  Jewish  boys  and  girls 
like  Mike.  Pray  the  Lord  will  open 
his  eyes  as  he  reads  from  God's 
Word.  ▼

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Eight  years  ago— on  Sunday,  Jan- 
uary 8,  1956— five  young  men,  one 
of  them  my  Son  Ed,  laid  down  their 
lives  at  the  hands  of  the  savage  Auca 
Indians  in  the  jungles  of  Ecuador  on 
the  Curaray  River.  Already  the  in- 
cident has  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
great  chapters  in  the  annals  of  mis- 
sionary martyrdom. 

Now,  I  wanted  personally  to  go 
into  Aucaland  and  visit  the  five 
Stone  Age  savages  who  had  later  con- 
fessed their  guilt  in  the  slaying  of  the 
missionaries.  I  wanted  to  let  them 
know  that  I  loved  them,  not  for  their 
cruel  deed  of  savagery,  but  because 
God  loved  them  and  these  five  sol- 
diers of  the  cross  had  loved  them 
enough  to  give  up  their  own  lives 
rather  than  consign  the  Aucas  to 
everlasting  punishment. 

We  left  Shell  Mera— which  had 
been  the  missionaries'  base  camp  in 
1956  as  they  planned  the  fateful 
expedition— via  SIL  plane  at  11:30 
a.m.,  stopping  off  at  the  Arajuno 
mission  station  where  my  son  Ed 
and  his   family   had   been   located. 


With  me  were  my  daughter-in-law 
Marilou  with  her  youngest  son 
Matt,  five,  and  Barbara  Youderian, 
widow  of  one  of  the  missionary  mar- 
tyrs,  Roger  Youderian. 

As  we  landed  in  the  Auca  village 
at  about  12:30  p.m.,  most  of  this  par- 
ticular group  of  the  Auca  natives 
greeted  us  at  the  airstrip  and  gave 
us  a  warm  welcome. 

Betty  Elliot,  widow  of  another  of 
the  five  martyrs,  Jim  Elliot,  and 
daughter  Valerie,  seven,  came  up  to 
greet  us.  As  I  kissed  them,  the  Aucas 
began  to  laugh.  This  was  indeed  an 
amusing   performance   for   them. 

We  walked  up  the  airstrip  to 
Betty's  house— a  comfortable  place 
built  by  the  Quechua  Indians  espe- 
cially for  her.  It  is  made  of  bamboo, 
palm  thatch,  and  split  palm  for  the 
floors,  with  the  added  luxury  of 
screens.  A  litde  kitchen  with  a  wood 
stove,  a  living  room  with  tables  and 
chairs,  and  two  bedrooms  made  a 
comparative  mansion  of  the  dwelling. 
Betty  served  us  a  delicious  luncheon 
—beans,  home-made  bread,  fried  plan- 


tain, lemonade,  and  pie.  Everything 
tasted  good.  As  we  ate,  the  Aucas 
stood  around  and  watched  from  all 
sides.  Dajoima- first  of  the  Auca  con- 
verts, who  appeared  on  Ralph  Ed- 
wards' "This  Is  Your  Life"  several 
years  ago  along  with  Rachel  Saint, 
sister  of  martyred  Nate  Saint- 
brought  over  some  field  corn  on  the 
cob  and  joined  us  for  lunch. 

After  lunch  I  went  outside  and 
moved  among  the  Aucas  taking  pic- 
tures. They  seemed  delighted  when 
I  gave  them  some  of  the  CBMC 
handkerchiefs  which  I  happened  to 
have  along  with  me.  My  picture  was 
taken  with  the  five  men  who  had  a 
part  in  the  kilhng,  and  I  was  able 
to  put  my  arms  around  them  and 
tell  them  that  I  love  them— especially 
now  that  they  had  come  to  know  my 
God.  This  was  an  answer  to  prayer 
on  the  part  of  thousands  of  faithful 
intercessors.  The  Aucas  seem  to  jab- 
ber quite  a  bit,  and  I  suppose  it  is 
hard  for  them  to  realize  that  the 
foreigner  doesn't  understand. 

After  visiting  Rachel  and  Dayuma 
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in  their  nearby  house,  I  returned  with 
them  to  mingle  among  the  Aucas.  I 
noticed  they  seemed  to  be  question- 
ing Rachel  quite  intently,  so  I  asked 
ler  the  nature  of  their  conversation. 
'They  are  asking,  'How  big  is  he?" 
ihe  replied.  Other  white  men  had 
seen  into  Aucaland  before  me— the 
Vlissionary  Aviation  Fellowship  pi- 
ots,  Wycliffe  men,  and  Betty  Elliot's 
jrother  Dave  Howard,  who  stayed 
here  about  a  week.  But  apparendy 
[  had  the  distinction  of  being  the 
argest  man  to  go  in— taller  and  wider, 
mth  my  six  feet  in  height,  and  230 
rounds  in  weight. 

Gikita,  the  oldest  of  the  Auca  men 
md  the  one  who  threw  the  first 
pear,  wanted  to  measure  his  foot 
ilong  side  of  mine.  And  so  we  did. 
Vline  was  a  bit  longer,  but  his  was 
vider.  This  was  only  natural,  for  he 
lad  never  worn  shoes.  They  also 
isked  me  to  remove  my  belt  in  order 
hat  they  might  see  how  it  fit  them. 
tVhen  they  discovered  that  two  of 
he  Aucas  could  get  inside  of  my  belt, 
hey  all  rocked  with  laughter. 

It  was  interesting  to  see  Betty  and 
Rachel  talking  to  the  Aucas.  They 
eem  to  carry  on  a  hilarious  and 
inimated  conversation,  joking  and 
aughing  a  good  part  of  the  time.  It 
vas  hard  to  imagine  these  men  as 
:illers  of  the  five  missionaries— men 
vho  put  the  spears  through  your  own 
on  who  had  brought  joy  to  your 
leart  for  twenty-eight  years.  Yet  I 
ealized  afresh  that  God  is  infinitely 
vdse  and  therefore  He  cannot  err. 
^e  is  omnipotent  and  therefore  noth- 
ng  can  take  place  vidthout  His  per- 
nission. 

These  five  missionaries,  their 
vives,  children,  parents,  and  friends 
vho  know  about  their  venture  into 
Aucaland,  had  prayed  for  their  pro- 
ection  and  a  safe  entry.  But  God 
lad  answered  No.  They  knew  the 
langers  of  trying  to  contact  them 
)ecause  past  history  had  revealed  the 
laying  of  most  everyone  who  had 
;one  in.  So  their  prayers  must  have 
)een  earnest.  But  God  had  answered 
Vo.  Why?  God  seems  to  say,  This 
•>  the  way—salvation  is  to  come  to 
hese  Aucas.  How  many  people  all 
iver  the  world  have  come  into  a  right 
elationship  with  Jesus  Christ  be- 
:ause  God  said  No  to  these  five 
)romising  young  missionaries  and 
heir  wives'? 


Out  of  this  incident  have  come 
five  missionary  classics.  Through 
Gates  of  S-plendor,  Shadow  of  the 
Almighty,  The  Savage  My  Kinsman, 
The  Dayuma  Story,  and  Jungle  Pilot. 
Several  of  these  books  have  been 
published  in  many  languages. 
Through  them  thousands  of  lives 
have  been  touched  for  God.  Out  of 
this  incident  have  come  several  film- 
strips,  two  sound  films,  several  tracts, 
and  hundreds  of  magazine  articles 
that  have  affected  the  lives  of  thou- 
sands. A  nationwide  television  audi- 
ence (NBC)  saw  the  film  "Through 
Gates  of  Splendor"  (formerly  called 
"The  Savage  My  Kinsman"). 

God  is  in  the  soul-saving  business. 
This  is  His  program  for  this  hour  of 
grace,  and  He  will  continue  to  say 
No  to  you  and  me  if  it  will  mean 
the  salvation  of  precious  souls.  We 
look  at  time,  but  God  looks  at  eter- 
nity. 

In   November    1961,   four  of   the 

The  five  men  need 
not  have  died  on 

that  fateful  Sunday 
in   1956.  The  truth  is 
confirmed  years  later. 


Auca  men  who  killed  the  mission- 
aries went  down  into  the  waters  of 
baptism,  confessing  that  Christ  was 
their  Saviour.  The  Aucas  will  be 
thanking  God  all  through  eternity 
that  He  answered  the  prayers  of  the 
wives  and  parents  by  saying  No.  1 
am  sure  the  Lord  wanted  to  teach 
me,  and  other  Christians  as  well, 
the  meaning  of  true  values.  We  are 
living  in  an  hour  when  we  make 
much  of  the  material  and  play  down 
the  spiritual.  Here  were  five  men 
who  were  willing  to  lay  down  their 
lives  for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel. 

The  story  of  the  killing  was  re- 
told on  my  recent  visit.  Then  Aucas 
had  come  to  the  beach  on  that  fate- 
ful Sunday— six  men  and  four 
women.  The  women  had  come  out 
of  the  jungle  first  and  visited  with 
the  five  missionaries  on  the  beach 
for  quite  sometime.  The  men  stayed 
back  in  the  jungle,  watching  and 
debating  as  to  whether  they  should 
kill  them. 


Finally,  when  no  decision  could  be 
reached,  Gikita  ran  out  and  threw 
the  first  lance  through  one  of  the 
men,  probably  Nate  Saint.  Then  he 
and  the  other  five  men  started  to 
run.  The  five  missionaries  fired  their 
revolvers  and  guns  into  the  air. 
Gikita,  seeing  this,  said  to  his  men: 
"Let's  go  back  and  kill  them."  And 
so  they  did.  The  four  Auca  women 
said  that  the  missionaries  could  have 
shot  down  the  Auca  men  and  saved 
their  lives.  I  believe  they  reasoned 
thusly:  "If  we  shoot  the  Aucas,  we 
will  send  them  to  hell;  if  they  spear 
us,  they  will  send  us  to  glory." 

Each  one  of  us  might  ask  our- 
selves the  question,  "If  death  came, 
\\here  would  I  go— heaven  or  hell?" 

These  brave  five  said  more.  "If  we 
shoot  the  Aucas,  we  will  put  mis- 
sionary work  hundreds  of  years  be- 
hind." If  one  had  been  shot,  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  Aucas  would  have 
been  reached  with  the  Gospel. 

I  believe  these  five  said  more  than 
this:  "Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Thou  eter- 
nal Son  of  God,  maker  of  heaven 
and  earth,  if  You  loved  us  enough  to 
die  for  us,  surely  we  ought  to  love 
You  enough  to  die  for  You."  These 
five  young  men,  though  dead,  are 
speaking  and  saying  to  us:  "How 
much  do  you  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ?  Do  you  love  Him  enough  to 
die  for  Him?"  Oh,  He  may  not  ask 
us  to  die  for  Him,  but  do  we  love 
Him  enough  to  live  for  Him?  Do  we 
love  Him  enough  to  be  faithful  to 
Him? 

As  we  prepared  to  leave  the  Aucas, 
they  followed  us  to  the  airstrip. 
Rachel  interpreted  as  I  offered  a 
word  of  prayer  for  the  Aucas.  I 
thanked  God  for  the  privilege  of 
visiting  these  people  whose  lives  had 
been  changed  by  the  Gospel— the 
Gospel  that  had  been  given  to  them 
by  Betty  Elliot  and  Rachel  Saint,  two 
brave  soldiers  of  the  cross. 

It  may  never  be  my  privilege  to 
see  the  Aucas  again  on  this  earth, 
but  because  five  young  men  believed 
it  was  better  to  die  with  a  conviction 
than  to  live  with  a  compromise,  I 
shall  walk  the  streets  of  gold  with  the 
men  who  killed  my  son  and  his  four 
colleagues.  Truly,  "God  moves  in 
mysterious  ways  His  wonders  to  per- 
form."

SUNDAY    SCHOOL    1964 


We  live  in  a  changing  world!  Even 
Sunday  schools  are  changing!  Rob- 
ert Raikes  began  his  first  Sunday 
school  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  with 
the  express  purpose  of  taking  children 
off  the  street,  and  to  teach  them 
how  to  read.  From  that  early  begin- 
ning Sunday  school  has  been  grow- 
ing up! 

The  first  school  was  geared  par- 
ticularly to  boys  and  girls,  but  the 
Sunday  school  of  1964  must  be 
geared  to  attract  every  age  group 
from  the  tiniest  child  to  the  graying 
grandfather.  We  caught  this  picture 
during  our  last  Sunday-school  con- 
vention, when  we  were  looking  for- 
ward into  the  new  decade.  A  Sunday 
school  that  is  not  providing  classes 
for  every  age  is  not  meeting  the 
challenge  of  1964. 

The  first  school  was  geared  to 
teaching  boys  and  girls  to  read,  but 
the  task  of  our  1964  school  is  broad- 
ened so  that  now  we  teach  the  Bible 
to  every  age  group  in  a  language 
that  each  can  understand.  How 
proudly  the  smallest  member  of  our 
cast  portrayed  her  take-home  book, 
and  still  treasures  it  as  she  talks  with 
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her  mother  about  the  Bible  stories  of 
her  Sunday-school  class.  But  there 
is  likewise  a  study  guide  for  the 
junior  boy  and  girl  and  the  older 
brother  in  senior  high.  Sunday  school, 
1964  version,  is  closely  graded  to  pro- 
vide for  the  study  needs  of  every 
age.  Remember,  we  did  not  grade 
the  boys  and  girls,  but  God  did,  and 
we  must  meet  their  challenge. 

The  first  school  had  but  one  lead- 
er, the  teacher.  But  the  school  of 
1964  needs  every  possible  worker. 
The  Bible  clearly  teaches  that  pas- 
tors and  teachers  are  to  equip  the 
saints  to  do  the  work  of  the  ministry! 
As  I  looked  at  this  line-up  of  our 
pupils,  from  the  smallest  to  the 
largest,  I  could  not  help  but  visual- 
ize the  potential  of  Sunday  School 
1964.  A  man  approached  us  at  the 
last  Sunday-school  convention,  and 
asked,  "Do  you  remember  me?"  I 
didn't.  My  wife  did  not  remember 
him  either.  We  had  last  seen  him 
when  he  was  a  junior  boy  in  my 
wife's  class.  What  is  he  doing  now? 
Pastoring  a  church  in  New  York.  He 
had  received  his  first  training  as  a 
lad  in  the  primary  and  junior  depart- 
ments. This  is  the  work  of  Sunday 
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Director,  National  Sunday  School  Board 


School  1964.  The  potential  is  ter- 
rific. A  pastor  can  do  his  most  ef- 
fective work  when  he  will  enlist  a 
large  Sunday-school  staff  as  his  as- 
sistant pastors,  and  send  them  out 
into  the  highways  and  hedges  to 
"compel  them  to  come  in." 

The  first  school  had  but  litde  in 
the  way  of  materials  and  equipment, 
but  1964  has  much  to  offer.  Every 
Sunday  school  convention  has  a  large 
display  area  that  exhibits  the  wealth 
of  materials  available  in  this  genera- 
tion. To  meet  the  challenge  of  a 
world  that  is  changing  in  its  approach 
to  the  minds  of  individuals,  we  dare 
not  be  satisfied  with  anything  less 
than  the  best. 

Sunday  School  1964  calls  for  peo- 
ple who  are  willing  to  make  progress! 
Just  as  the  infant  is  expected  to  grow 
up  physically,  so  we  must  help  him 
to  grow  up  spiritually.  Just  as  we 
want  to  help  him  grow  up  spiritually, 
so  too,  we  must  as  a  church  grow 
up  in  every  phase  of  our  Sunday- 
school  work.  Doubling  in  This  Dec- 
ade must  become  a  reahty,  and  we 
can  only  do  so  when  individually  we 
give  our  best.  Let  us  be  done  with 
mediocrity.  This  is  1964!  Let  us  make 
Sunday  school  real  in  the  lives  of 
every  pupil.

PRAYER 


BOOK  OF  JONAH 


Man  prays  for  many  reasons.  In 
the  Book  of  Jonah  we  have  at  least 
three  reasons  why  man  prays.  In  a 
general  way,  man  may  pray  because 
hie  is  fearful,  or  because  of  some 
illness  in  the  family.  He  may  pray 
because  he  has  material  needs,  or  a 
spiritual  need.  Man  may  pray  be- 
:ause  he  is  angry  or  discontented.  He 
nay  even  pray  to  die. 

In  this  article,  prayer  will  be  dis- 
;ussed  in  three  aspects  as  we  have  it 
n  the  Book  of  Jonah:  Fear,  Re- 
>entance,  and  Discontentment. 

Fear 

We  are  told  in  the  Second  Book 
)f  Kings  that  Jonah  was  a  native  of 
jath-hepher  near  Nazareth,  and  of 
he  tribe  of  Zebulun.  In  the  first 
hapter  of  the  Book  of  Jonah,  he 
vas  commissioned  of  God  to  go  to 
'Nineveh  to  preach  against  the 
vickedness  of  that  city.  Nineveh  was 

city  of  great  magnificence  and 
orruption. 

But  Jonah  was  not  of  a  mind  to 
p  to  a  gentile  city  and  warn  them 
f  their  doom.   He  knew  God  was 

God  of  great  compassion,  and  he 
fas  patriotic  toward  his  native  Is- 
ael,  and  so  he  disobeyed  his  God. 
nstead  of  going  to  Nineveh  he  went 
own  to  Joppa  where  he  took  a  ship 
D  Tarshish. 

On  board  ship,  a  great  wind  arose 
/hich  threatened  to  wreck  the  ship, 
^he  mariners  became  gready  fright- 
ned,  and  every  man  cried  unto  his 
od.  They  failed,  however,  to  call 
pon  the  one  and  true  God,  Jehovah, 
'hey  then  began  to  lighten  the  load 
F  the  ship  by  throwing  the  wares 
ito  the  sea. 

But  all  this  time  Jonah  was  fast 
sleep  down  in  the  hold  of  the  ship, 
'he  shipmaster  went  down  into  the 
old  and  asked  him  what  he  meant 
y  being  asleep  in  their  distress.  He 
)ld  him  to  call  upon  his  God.  But 
)nah    seemed    rather    unconcerned 
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and  went  up  on  deck.  The  mariners 
decided  among  themselves  to  cast 
lots  to  see  why  this  disaster  had  come 
upon  them.  The  lot  fell  upon  Jonah. 

Immediately  the  mariners  wanted 
to  know  why  this  calamity  had  come 
upon  them,  who  Jonah  was,  and  what 
was  his  occupation.  Jonah  toJd  them 
he  was  a  Hebrew,  "and  I  fear  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  which  hath 
made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land."  He 
told  them  why  he  was  running  away 
from  the  Lord. 

Jonah  then  told  them  to  cast  him 
into  the  sea  and  they  would  survive. 
But  this  caused  them  to  fear  gready 
and  they  cried  unto  the  Lord:  "We 
beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  we  beseech 
thee,  let  us  not  perish,  and  lay  not 
upon  us  innocent  blood:  for  thou  O 
Lord,  hast  done  as  it  pleased  thee." 

But  when  they  cast  Jonah  into  the 
sea,  the  sea  became  calm.  The  men 
then  offered  a  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord, 
and  they  made  vows. 

Repentance 

In  the  second  chapter  we  see  the 
penitence  of  Jonah.  The  Lord  had 
prepared  a  great  fish  that  swallowed 
up  Jonah.  In  the  fish's  belly  he  re- 
membered the  Lord,  and  out  of  his 
experience  we  find  him  crying  unto 
the  Lord.  He  found  the  Lord  gra- 
cious to  His  disobedient  servant,  and 
heard  his  cry.  Jonah's  faith  did  not 
fail,  for  he  said:  "Then  I  said,  I  am 
cast  out  of  thy  sight,  yet  will  I  look 
again  toward  thy  holy  temple" 
(Jonah  2:4).  And  again  he  said: 
"When  my  soul  fainted  within  me 
I  remembered  the  Lord:  and  my 
prayer  came  in  unto  thee,  into  thine 
holy  temple"  (v.  7). 

Jonah  had  learned  some  valuable 
lessons  and  was  now  ready  to  obey 
the  Lord.  Dr.  Gray  says  that  God  can 
now  afford  to  set  him  at  liberty. 

So  in  chapter  three  we  read  where 
Jonah  is  proclaiming  the  overthrow 
of  Nineveh  in  forty  days.  And  the 
people  believed  him  and  proclaimed 
a  fast.  The  king  laid  aside  his  royal 
apparel,  put  on  sackcloth,  and  sat  in 
ashes.  The  king  also  told  his  {)eople 
to  do  the  same.  He  said:  "Who 
knoweth  whether  God  will  turn  and 
lepent,  and  turn  away  his  fierce 
anger,  that  we  perish  not?"  (ASV 
3:9.) 

The   Ninevites   worshiped   a   fish 


god— pardy  human  and  partly  fi^. 
Because  of  this  and  his  patriotism  to 
the  God  of  Israel,  Jonah  did  not  want 
to  go  to  that  wicked  city.  He  did  not 
want  God's  favor  to  be  showered 
upon  these  people.  But  when  God 
saw  their  works,  and  that  they  turned 
from  their  evil  ways.  He  did  not 
send  the  destruction  upon  the  city. 

Discontentment 

Jonah  was  displeased  by  God's 
mercy  upon  Nineveh.  He  then  tells 
the  Lord  that  was  the  reason  for  his 
disobedience  in  the  first  place,  for  he 
knew  that  God  was  a  gracious  God, 
and  merciful.  He  then  prays:  "For  I 
knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  God, 
and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of 
great  kindness,  and  repentest  thee  of 
the  evil." 

Jonah  wanted  the  city  destroyed 
because  of  the  future  trouble  it 
would  be  to  Israel.  He  went  out  of 
the  city  in  discontentment  and  made 
himself  a  booth.  He  sat  under  the 
shadow  of  it  to  watch  what  would 
happen  to  the  city.  God  in  His  mercy 
and  kindness  prepared  a  gourd  to 
protect  him.  For  this  Jonah  was  very 
glad,  but  when  it  withered,  he  again 
was  downhearted  and  filled  with 
grief,  and  again  said  it  was  better 
for  him  to  die. 

God  then  reproved  Jonah  for  hav- 
ing more  compassion  upon  a  gourd 
which  had  not  a  soul,  but  no  com- 
passion upon  human  souls.  His  only 
thought  was  for  the  welfare  of  Israel, 
but  not  for  any  other  human  soul. 
How  do  we  stand  in  the  situations 
confronting  us  today?

"A  new  year  is  upon  us,  with  new  duties,  new  con- 
flicts, new  trials,  and  new  opfwrtunities.  Start  on  the 
journey  with  Jesus— to  walk  with  Him,  to  work  for 
Him,  and  to  win  souls  to  Him.  The  last  year  of  the 
:entury,  it  may  be  the  last  of  our  lives!  A  happy  year 
will  it  be  to  those  who  through  every  path  of  trial,  or 
up  every  hill  of  difficulty,  or  over  every  sunny  height, 
march  on  in  closest  fellowship  with  Jesus,  and  who  will 
determine  that  come  what  may,  they  have  Christ  every 
day."  Thus  spoke  Theodore  L.  Cuyler,  the  famous 
Brooklyn  pastor,  on  the  last  New  Year  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  words  come  with  equal  force  as  we  stand 
in  the  days  of  the  first  momth  of  the  year  1964.  Many 
new  experiences  face  us  in  the  way  of  opportunities, 
trials,  and  responsibilities.  Happy  will  we  be  if  we  will 
determine  to  walk  with  Jesus  and  work  for  Him  all  its 
days.  We  do  not  know  what  experiences  will  be  ours 
during  the  coming  year,  but  they  who  trust  in  Christ  will 
find  Him  sufficient  for  whatever  the  year  may  bring. 

New  Beginnings  in  Our  National  Life 

Each  new  year  brings  its  transitions,  its  new  begin- 
nings. We  are  now  witnessing  a  major  transition  in  our 
national  government  due  to  the  tragic  assassination  of 
President  John  F.  Kennedy.  This  orderly  transition  began 
immediately  following  the  death  of  the  President  when 
Vice  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  was  sworn  into  office 
as  the  new  President  of  the  United  States,  this  ceremony 
taking  place  in  the  confines  of  the  same  plane  that  had 
brought  the  assassinated  President  to  the  scene  of  his 
tragic  death  only  a  few  hours  previously.  With  spectacular 
efficiency  the  new  President  assumed  his  new  respon- 
sibilities with  a  minimum  of  confusion.  Lyndon  Johnson 
demonstrated  that  he  was  a  competent  man  for  this  major 
crisis.  This  fact  brought  confidence  to  the  American  peo- 
ple and  averted  a  panic.  This  efficient  handling  of  gov- 
ernmental affairs  has  continued  into  this  new  year.  The 
new  President  has  asked  for  the  prayers  of  his  subjects 
in  caring  for  his  tremendous  responsibilities.  These  he 
surely  deserves.  And  quite  likely  as  a  result  of  the  sober- 
ing events  connected  wdth  the  untimely  death  of  Presi- 
dent Kennedy  a  mighty  volume  of  prayer  will  be  poured 
out  for  our  new  President,  and  for  all  who  are  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  guiding  the  affairs  of  the  ship  of 


state  in  these  troublous  times.  If  such  is  the  case,  this 
can  be  a  great  year  for  our  country,  one  in  which  critical 
problems  will  be  solved  or  progress  made  toward  their 
solution,  one  in  which  the  moral  and  spiritual  fiber  of 
our  beloved  Nation  will  be  strengthened. 

New  Beginnings  in  Individual  Lives 

January  is  a  month  of  beginnings  in  the  lives  of  many 
of  us  as  individuals.  Some  high  resolves  have  been  made. 
We  need  determination  and  spiritual  motive  in  order 
to  keep  them.

Will  we 
be  able  to  provide  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  carry- 
ing on  of  a  high  standard  Christian  liberal  arts  institution? 
Most  important  of  all,  will  we  be  able  to  resist  the 
pressures  of  the  world  and  maintain  a  school  that  is 
deeply  spiritual?  These  and  other  problems  face  us  in 
1964.  Can  we  meet  them?  We  can  with  the  Lord's  help 
and  the  loyal  support  of  our  constituency.  ▼ 
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A  Christian  Philosophy 
of  Education

"Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  worlmmn 
that  needeth  not  to  he  ashamed  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth"  (U  Tim.  2:15). 


There  is  a  growing  emphasis  upon 
education  in  our  society.  Industrial- 
ization since  World  War  II  threw 
education  into  contrast  with  it,  and 
by  this  made  its  need  even  more  ap- 
parent than  before.  The  rise  of  the 
nations  of  the  East— Japan,  China, 
India,  and  Russia— has  given  further 
reason  for  added  emphasis  upon  edu- 
cation. The  appearance  of  Sputnik 
further  accentuated  the  importance 
of  education  in  the  fields  of  mathe- 
matics and  the  sciences. 

Not  education  itself,  but  the  mood 
of  modern  education  is  alarming  to 
the  j>eople  of  God.  It  has  become  ap- 
parent that  in  public  education  peo- 
ple are  determined  not  to  be  in- 
formed of  things  on  the  level  of  the 
divine.  Therefore  the  emphasis  is 
being  placed  on  the  human  level  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  divine.  This  in 
turn  is  limiting  the  realm  of  reality 
so  far  as  human  comprehension  is 
concerned.  Thus  education  is  being 
removed  from  the  realm  of  absolutes, 
and  in  turn  is  producing  a  theory  of 
lelativity  that  is  being  applied  to 
everything. 

Christian  education  has  therefore 
felt  the  impact  of  this  mood.  In  areas 
where  the  Word  of  God  was  once 
regarded  as  absolute  and  infallible, 
there  is  now  a  rethinking  of  the 
whole  doctrine  of  the  Scriptures. 
Various  and  sundry  approaches  are 
being  made  to  the  Scriptures,  all  of 
them  calculated  to  reduce  their  value 
and  end  in  a  purely  human  selectiv- 
ity for  human  convenience.  As  a 
result   it   has   produced   a    spirit   of 


compromise  within  bodies  of  believers 
and  a  subtle  and  growing  departure 
from  the  faith. 

This  pinpoints  a  growing  need  for 
emphasis  upon  a  sound  philosophy  in 
Christian  education.  This  growing 
need  calls  for  a  new  look  at  the  foun- 
dation of  all  human  knowledge.  This 
means  that  there  must  be  a  recogni- 
tion of  some  absolutes.  There  is 
need  for  a  recognition  of  purpose  that 
is  brought  into  conformity  with  those 
absolutes.  Nothing  short  of  this  will 
reverse  the  present  trend,  make  for 
progress  in  the  right  direction,  and 
ultimately  produce  the  desired  results 
for  the  glory  of  God. 

To  that  end  I  desire  to  call  to  your 
attention  three  things  in  the  text 
before  us.  These  three  things  are  con- 
tained in  three  important  words  of 
the  text:  "God,"  "workman,"  and 
"truth."  When  placed  in  their  proper 
relation  to  one  another,  the  result  is 
a  Christian  philosophy  of  education. 
If  there  is  any  doubt  about  the  im- 
portance of  these  things,  all  one  need 
do  is  to  eliminate  any  one  of  the 
three  important  words  from  the  read- 
ing of  the  text  and  the  result  will  be 
an  emasculated  message. 

The    Foundation    for    Christian 
Education 

The  person  to  whom  ultimate  ap- 
peal is  made,  according  to  the  text, 
is  God.  A  Christian  student  is  urged 
to  present  himself  approved  unto 
God.  This  is  basic.  All  else  in  this 
text  goes  for  nothing  if  this  fact  is 
not  clearly  understood.  The  material 
with  which  the  student  works  is  the 


"word  of  truth."  This  truth  is  related  \ 
to  God,  and  therefore  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  the  word  of  truth  is 
the  Word  of  God.  Since  this  is  the 
Word  of  God,  it  is  God  that  gives 
value  to  that  word,  for  He  is  the 
God  of  truth. 

The  quahty  of  truth  must  essen- 
tially reside  in  the  very  person  of 
God.  It  is  significant  therefore  that 
in  searching  for  something  to  give 
encouragement  to  the  people  of  Is- 
rael for  the  future,  Isaiah  turns  their 
attention  to  the  God  of  truth.  Bless- 
ing and  swearing  must  be  done  in  the 
God  of  truth  (Isa.  65:16).  Examina- 
tion of  the  Hebrew  underlying  the 
English  text  indicates  that  the  phrase 
"God  of  truth"  is  in  reality  the  "God 
of  the  Amen."  The  root  meaning  of 
this  word  is  that  of  nursing,  or  build- 
ing up.  The  derived  meaning  is  that 
of  something  established,  built  up, 
sure,  positive.  The  word  therefore 
expresses  the  fact  of  absolute  stabil- 
ity, correctness,  and  unchangeable- 
ness. 

Truth  is  thus  essentially  to  be 
identified  with  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
He  is  the  one  who  addressed  the 
church  in  Laodicea  and  said:  "Thus 
saith  the  Amen"  (Rev.  3:14).  This  is 
even  a  more  august  and  splendid  way 
of  saying  "I  am  the  truth."  In  this 
utterance  of  Christ  concerning  him- 
self. He  did  not  mean,  "I  teach  the 
truth,"  or  "I  declare  the  truth,"  or  "I 
explain  the  truth,"  though  it  is  true 
that  He  does  ever)'  one  of  these 
things.  It  means  precisely  what  it 
says:  "I  am  the  truth."  Truth  is 
essentially  resident  in  a  person;  truth 
is  essentially  a  person,  and  that  per- 
son is  God.  From  this  person  there 
can  be  no  appeal.  In  this  person  there 
is  finalit)',  ratification,  ultimate  au- 
thority, absoluteness. 

Christ  is  the  alpha  and  the  omega. 
All  truth  has  its  beginning  and  end- 
ing in  Him.  It  is  His  person  that  gives 
value  and  permanence  to  all  truth. 
It  is  therefore  clearly  evident  that 
the  only  real  foundation  for  Christian 
education  is  the  God  of  truth.  And 
that  God  is  revealed  in  the  person  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Framework  for  Christian 
Education 

Once  the  absolute  of  all  truth  has 
been  established  one  is  then  prepared 
to  move  from  the  foundation  to  the 
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superstructure.  The  God  of  truth  is 
the  foundation,  it  is  therefore  only 
logical  to  recognize  that  the  frame- 
work for  Christian  education  is  the 
word  of  truth. 

The  controlling  factor  relating  to 
the  "word  of  truth"  lies  in  the  fact 
that  Christ  is  not  present  with  men. 
Jn  order  to  know  Him  who  is  abso- 
lute truth,  men  are  dependent  upon 
that  objective  standard  of  truth  He 
has  given  of  himself.  He  being  abso- 
lute truth,  gave  an  absolute  testi- 
mony of  himself,  that  testimony 
being  embodied  in  and  identified 
with  the  word  of  truth.  Apart  from 
this  absolute  standard  of  truth,  there 
is  no  connection  with  Him  who  is 
the  Amen.  Thus  behevers  are  left 
with  but  one  choice,  if  they  desire  to 
worshiip  and  serve  Him  who  is  Truth. 
They  must  come  to  the  word  of  truth. 
Any  deviation  from  the  word  of  truth 
is  a  step  into  the  darkness.  It  is  a  step 
off  the  narrow  path  of  truth.  It  is  a 
step  into  the  realm  of  the  relative 
and  the  uncertain. 

The  containment  within  the  word 
of  truth  is  therefore  an  inescapable 
necessity.  There  is  no  other  frame- 
work for  Christian  education.  This 
word  is  absolute  truth  representing 
Him  who  is  absolute  truth.  There 
are  those  who  will  insist  that  this  ex- 
tends only  to  himself,  and  is  there- 
fore true  only  in  the  realm  of  reli- 
gious truth.  But  this  is  indeed  a  nar- 
row and  inadequate  view  of  the 
Scriptures.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  His  f)erson  and  work  cannot  be 
separated,  and  both  are  set  forth  in 
the  Scriptures.  To  that  extent  in 
which  the  word  of  truth  deals  with 
His  works,  to  that  same  extent  the 
entire  realm  of  reality  is  under  con- 
sideration. The  works  of  His  hands, 
consisting  of  the  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  are 
in  some  sense  dealt  with  in  the  word 
of  truth.  This  information  must  be 
received  as  absolute  truth.  It  is  this 
information  that  provides  a  frame- 
work for  Christian  education.  Within 
this  framework  the  superstructure  of 
human  knowledge  can  rise.  When 
human  discoveries  fit  into  this  pat- 
tern, they  may  be  received  as  gen- 
uine and  reliable.  When  human  dis- 
coveries do  not  fit  into  this  frame- 
work, they  should  be  viewed  with 
suspicion,  held  in  abeyance  until 
there  is  further  light,   or  discarded 


as  in  some  sense  falling  short  of  that 
which  is  absolute  truth. 

The  Function  of  Christian  Education 

The  important  elements  of  this  text 
have  already  been  dealt  with, 
though  they  comprise  the  small  part 
of  the  text.  This  should  teach  us  one 
thing;  namely,  that  size  does  not 
always  determine  value  or  impor- 
tance. Actually  the  greater  part  of 
this  text  concerns  itself  with  the  work- 
man:  the  man  himself,  the  motive 
impelling  him,  and  the  method  he 
employs.  But  this  word  of  direction 
is  worthless  until  one  has  a  sense  of 
direction.  The  matters  already  dis- 
cussed gives  the  sense  of  direction. 
The  workman  is  now  ready  for  the 
word  of  direction. 

The  man  himself  is  of  course  the 
matter  of  first  concern.  He  is  ex- 
horted "to  shew  thyself  approved 
unto  God,  a  workman."  This  sug- 
gests three  things.  The  personal 
element  stands  foremost  in  the  sen- 
tence. This  was  addressed  to  Tim- 
othy first  of  all.  But  it  was  not  in- 
tended to  rest  with  him,  for  it  was 
also  addressed  to  the  church.  In  this 
respect  it  comes  to  all  those  wdthin 
the  church  who  in  any  way  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  education  of  the 
church.  The  productive  factor  is  next 
in  importance.  Such  a  person  is  call- 
ed a  workman.  This  means  one  who 
expends  energy  in  constructive  enter- 
prize.  The  enterprize  of  fitting  edu- 
cation to  the  framework  of  the  Word 
of  God  is  of  the  highest  order.  It 
requires  abundance  of  energy  and 
everlasting  application  of  it  in  this 
high  endeavor.  The  process  through 
which  one  must  j>ass  will  result  in 
approval.  The  word  approved  points 
to  the  fact  that  the  workman  has 
gone  through  a  period  of  severe  test- 
ing. This  testing  has  been  the  cutting 
of  a  straight  course  through  the  Word 
of  God;  the  result  is  the  refinement 
of  the  workman  and  the  able  educa- 
tional production.  This  is  not  only 
pleasing  to  God,  but  will  ultimately 
bring  His  divine  approval. 

The  motive  impelling  the  work- 
man is  twofold.  On  the  one  hand, 
"a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed"  is  one  whose  motive  looks 
toward  God.  This  workman  desires 
the  highest  approval  of  His  master. 
If  that  is  not  stated  in  these  words, 
then  it  is  strongly  implied.  At  least 


this  must  underlie  the  meaning  of 
these  words.  Unless  the  workman, 
the  educator,  seeks  the  highest  ap- 
proval of  God,  he  will  never  suc- 
ceed in  the  all-important  task  of 
Christian  education.  But  if  this  is 
his  highest  incentive,  then  on  the 
other  hand,  he  will  exhibit  toward 
the  world  a  high  degree  of  defiance. 
This  clause  is  actually  the  transla- 
tion of  one  Greek  word.  It  is  a  rare 
formation,  found  only  here  in  the 
New  Testament.  In  its  simpler  form 
il  denotes  one  who  is  shameless.  In 
this  context  it  could  not  refer  to  a 
shamelessness  toward  God,  but  if 
Paul  has  the  world  in  mind,  this  is 
an   admirable  way   to  picture  it. 

Pleasing  God  expresses  itself  by  a 
shamelessness  toward  the  attitude  of 
the  world.  Strict  adherence  to  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  of  God  on  holi- 
ness and  truth  has  ever  produced  con- 
tempt on  the  part  of  the  world.  Men 
who  have  sought  to  serve  in  the 
capacity  of  Christian  educators  have 
felt  the  sting  of  its  sarcasm.  Being 
sensitive,  they  have  slanted,  trimmed, 
and  pressed  the  truth  of  the  Word 
of  God  to  fit  the  mold  of  the  world. 
This  has  done  irreparable  harm  to 
the  truth.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
for  the  true  workman  to  develop  a 
"rhinocerous"  hide  toward  the  con- 
tempt of  the  world,  a  shamelessness 
that  keeps  him  ever  steadfast  in  the 
faith,  an  insensitiveness  to  the  scorn 
of  the  world.  The  need  lies  in  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  point  where 
educators  are  more  sensitive  than  the 
level  of  their  intelligence  and  the  ex- 
tent of  their  knowledge. 

The  method  of  the  workman  is 
expressed  in  the  word  "study,"  and 
in  the  clause  "rightly  dividing  the 
\vord  of  truth."  The  first  has  to  do 
with  application  to  the  task,  while 
fhe  second  has  to  do  with  the  occu- 
pation with  the  task. 

The  application  is  expressed  by  the 
verb  "study,"  the  ASV  reads,  "give 
diligence."  This  refers  to  a  ceaseless, 
serious  zeal.  There  is  something  of 
hastening  in  it,  for  time  is  at  a  pre- 
mium; there  is  something  of  endeavor 
in  it,  for  the  value  of  the  task  re- 
quires it;  there  is  something  of  faith- 
fulness in  it,  for  the  person  one 
serves  is  worthy.  Since  the  workman 
is  a  treasurer  of  the  Word  of  God,  it 
is  required  in  a  steward  that  a  man 
be  found  faidiful  (I  Cor.  4:2).      T

Professor   Bess 
Receives   Ph.D. 

On  December  19  S.  Herbert  Bess, 
professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testa- 
ment studies  in  Grace  Theological 
Seminary,  was  granted  his  doctor  of 
philosophy  degree  at  the  midyear 
commencement  at  the  University  of 
IVlichigan  in  Ann  Arbor. 

Dr.  Bess  completed  his  work  in 
Near  Eastern  Studies  with  his  major 
field  being  ancient  Near  Eastern 
languages  and  literature.  His  doc- 
toral dissertation  was  entitled  "Sys- 
tems of  Land  Tenure  in  Ancient  Is- 
rael." 

Prior  to  joining  the  Grace  Semi- 
nary faculty  in  1950,  Dr.  Bess  served 
five  years  in  the  pastorate  in  south- 
ern California.  He  received  his  bach- 
elor of  theology  degree  from  the  Bible 
Institute  of  Los  Angeles,  and  his 
bachelor  of  arts  and  master  of  arts 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia at  Berkeley,  where  he  was 
elected  to  membership  in  Phi  Beta 
Kappa. 

Since  coming  to  Grace  Seminary 
Dr.  Bess  has  received  his  bachelor  of 
divinity  and  master  of  theology  de- 
grees from  the  seminary.  He  present- 
ly serves  on  two  committees  on  the 
faculty:  the  committee  on  critical 
monographs,  and  the  library  com- 
mittee. He  is  chairman  of  the  former. 

The  academic  year  of  1959-1960 
Dr.  Bess  spent  in  the  Holy  Land, 
where  he  was  Fellow  of  the  Ameri- 
can School  of  Oriental  Research  in 
Jerusalem,  Jordan.

Through  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  during  1964  let  us  plan  to  be  aggressive,  for- 
ward, eager,  zealous,  keen,  resolute,  enterprising,  earnest,  serious,  unfaltering,  cou- 
rageous, dynamic,  vigorous,  potent,  energetic,  intense,  animated,  positive,  magnetic, 
galvanic,  and  expendable  in  our  endeavors  for  Jesus  Christ! 

You  Hold  the  Keys  to  Success 

Publicity  for  Brethren  Foreign  Missions  in  1964  centers  around  the  theme  of 
"keys."  There  are  many  such  keys,  but  four— The  Gosp>el,  Workers,  Prayer,  and 
Gifts— are  especially  mentioned.  Please  ask  God  to  bless  with  these  and  by  these. 
These  are  not  magic  words,  or  magic  keys.  It  will  take  much  v.'aiting,  working,  wit- 
nessing if  we  are  to  be  winning  in  the  evangelization  of  a  lost  world. 

Goals  in  '64 

Among  many  possible  goals,  these  might  serve  as  a  guide  to  our  preaching  and 
praying: 

1.  More  missionaries,  especially  in  areas  of  urgent  need. 

2.  Literature:  preparation,  printing,  distribution;  the  establishing  of  more  book- 
stores. 

3.  Radio:  not  only  sustaining  the  programs  we  have,  but  also  expanding  this 
great  ministry. 

4.  Bible  training:  in  Bible  classes,  institutes,  and  school  of  theology. 

5.  Christian  day  schools:  sustaining  and  expanding;  greater  participation  by  the 
believers  of  the  lands. 

6.  National  pastors:  many  more  to  be  supplied,  and  all  better  trained. 

7.  Youth  work:  greatly  expanded  in  all  fields. 

8.  Satisfactory  meeting  places,  and  all  equipment  up>-graded  as  to  quality  and 
effectiveness. 

9.  Total  Personalized  Supjxjrt  Plan  adopted  by  our  churches  and  including 
all  our  missionaries. 

10.  Funds  sufficient  to  implement  the  entire  program,  probably  a  minimum 
gift  income  of  $500,000  in  1964.

MORE 

THAN 

ENOUGH 


By  Dr.  Don  W.  HiUis 


From  where  I  sit  the  accompHsh- 
ng  of  the  Great  Commission  looks 
lead  easy.  And,  incidentally,  I  am 
lot  sitting  far  from  where  you  sit. 
Fhe  only  difference  is,  I  have  two 
XKjks  in  front  of  me—the  Yearhook 
if  American  Churches  (1962)  and 
he  Missions  Annual  (1962,  publish- 
ed by  the  Interdenominational  For- 
eign Mission  Association).  These 
)ooks  pull  back  the  curtain  on  a 
ragedy  which  makes  all  the  failures 
)f  the  United  Nations  look  insig- 
lificant  by  comparison. 

Our  world  of  over  three  billion 
nen  and  women  has  an  annual  popu- 
ation  increase  of  more  than  fifty 
nillion.  Fewer  than  30,000  Ameri- 
;an  Protestant  foreign  missionaries 
ire  endeavoring  to  reach  these  mil- 
ions  for  Christ— an  average  of  one 
nissionary  to  every  100,000  people. 
Fbis  is  obviously  less  than  enough. 

However,  a  few  facts  and  figures 
demonstrate  that  there  are  more  than 
inough  men  and  dollars  to  do  the 
|ob  if  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  will 
lake  her  God-given  charter  seriously. 

The  diminutive  Evangelical  Free 
Ilhurch  of  America  has  31,543 
members.  Per  capita  giving  to  for- 
agn  missions  in   this  denomination 


amounts  to  $36.64  per  year.  There  is 
absolutely  nothing  in  this  seventy 
cents  a  week  donation  for  world 
evangelism  which  even  remotely  sug- 
gests sacrifice.  We  can  only  specu- 
late as  to  how  much  men  would  give 
to  God  if  they  were  really  motivated 
by  the  cross.  We  know  of  one  group 
of  Christians  who  in  the  midst  of 
deep  poverty  gave  beyond  their 
power  (II  Cor.  8).  This  is  not  char- 
acteristic of  any  denomination  today. 
Nevertheless  we  commend  our  breth- 
ren of  the  Free  Church  for  their  mis- 
sionary vision. 

The  largest  American  Protestant 
church  body  is  The  Methodist 
Church  with  an  inclusive  member- 
ship of  9,893,094.  Per  capita  giving 
to  foreign  missions  in  this  denomina- 
tion amounts  to  $1.13  a  year.  One 
wonders  how  favorably  this  two-and- 
a-fifth-cents-a-week  investment  to 
missions  compares  vidth  the  average 
American's  expenditure  on  gum.  In- 
cidentally, the  tiny  Free  Methodist 
denomination  does  ten  times  better 
in  per  capita  giving  to  missions  than 
does  her  big  sister. 

If  the  almost  ten  million  members 
of  The  Methodist  Church  would  give 
to  missions  on  the  same  basis  as  the 


members  of  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church,  their  coffers  would  over- 
flow wi'th  a  missionary  budget  of 
over  $350,000,000.  This  is  well 
above  the  total  now  given  by  all 
United  States  Protestant  denomina- 
tions for  missions. 

Now  let's  add  to  this  the  twenty- 
eight  Baptist  church  bodies  with 
their  21,148,862  members,  the  fifteen 
Lutheran  groups  with  8,080,867,  and 
ten  Presbyterian  organizations  with 
4,333,249  members.  If  these  33,562,- 
978  followers  of  Christ  would  in- 
crease thedr  per  capita  giving  to  for- 
eign missions  from  a  miserly  four- 
and-a-half -cents-a -week  average  to 
the  less  than  sacrificial  seventy  cents 
a  week  given  by  the  Free  Church 
members,  the  missionary  treasury 
would  overflow  wiith  more  than  $1,- 
200,000,000.  Add  it  all  up  and  one 
comes  face  to  face  with  the  soul- 
searing  fact  that  the  American 
Protestant  church  could,  without 
sweat  or  sacrifice,  give  over  two  bil- 
lion dollars  a  year  to  the  fulfilling 
of  the  Great  Commission.  This  is 
more  than  ten  times  the  amount  we 
are  now  giving,  and  it  would  be 
more  than  enough. 

But  it  takes  more  than  money  to 
accompHsh  the  evangelization  of  the 
world.  It  takes  an  army  of  dedicated 
men  and  women.  Could  a  sufficient 
number  be  recruited  from  the  ranks 
of  the  American  Protestant  church? 
For  our  answer  let's  look  again  at 
some  figures. 

The  Christian  and  Missionary  Al- 
liance is  too  small  (59,657  members) 
to  be  known  by  some,  and  yet  this 
missionary-minded  body  of  behevers 
has  860  foreign  missionaries.  This 
breaks  down  to  one  missionary  to 
every  seventy  church  members. 

If  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
wdth  its  9,731,591  members  sent  out 
missionaries  on  the  same  ratio  there 
would  be  over  135,000  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  on  the  foreign 
fields  of  the  world.  If  our  present 
American  Protestant  body  of  approxi- 
mately 65,000,000  members  were  to 
send  out  missionaries  on  the  basis  of 
one  to  seventy,  the  ranks  of  our  for- 
eign missionary  army  would  be  in- 
creased by  almost  900,000  soldiers  of 
the  cross.  This  would  indeed  be  more 
than  enough.

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Incidentally,  the  tide  for  this  ar- 
ticle has  been  taken  from  Exodus 
36:5  where  we  read:  "The  people 
bring  much  inore  than  enough  for 
the  service  of  the  work,  which  the 
Lord  commanded  to  make."  They 
had  to  be  restrained  from  giving,  "for 
the  stuff  they  had  was  sufficient  for 
all  the  work  to  make  it,  and  too 
much"  (v.  7). 

When  God's  people  are  one  with 
God,  there  is  no  lack  of  men  or 
money  to  accomplish  God's  will. 
How  close  then  are  we  to  the  truth 
when  we  conclude  that  a  stingy  purse 
and  a  dearth  of  personnel  are  the 
sure  signs  of  a  self-centered  Chris- 
tianity which  is  impoverished  by  its 
own  uncrucified  love  of  ease  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  Great  Commission 
and  to  the  utter  neglect  of  lost  souls? 
How  right  the  artist  was  who  por- 
trayed a  dying  church  by  painting 
a  cobweb  over  the  slot  in  the  mis- 
sionary offering  box. 

It  has  been  well  said:  "Christ  alone 
can  save  the  world— but  Christ  can- 
not save  the  world  alone."  It  is  com- 
mon knowledge  (perhaps  too  com- 
mon to  Christian  ears)  that  Christ 
gave  His  all  to  redeem  mankind.  He 
asks  His  church  to  give  her  all  to 
evangelize  mankind. 

The  resources  are  at  hand— wore 
than  enough.  It  is  not  too  late  to  re- 
consider our  ways  and  to  enter  into 
an  unqualified  commitment  to  Christ 
and  His  commission  to  proclaim  the 
good  news  to  earth's  waiting  millions.

(FMS  Editor's  note:  The  statistician's 
report  at  our  National  Conference 
this  past  Atigust  gave  the  current 
memhership  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches  as  27,051. 
If  Brethren  per  capita  giving  were 
the  same  as  that  of  the  Evangelical 
Free  Church,  we  would  have  re- 
ceived $991,148.64  for  foreign  mis- 
sions in  1963— more  than  twice  the 
amount  of  the  actual  offering.

Questions  and  Answe 


The  term  "FAITH-PROMISE 
GIVING"  is  being  more  frequendy 
used  in  churches  today.  Since  many 
people  still  have  a  hazy  concept  of 
its  meaning,  this  question-and-answer 
discussion  may  prove  helpful. 

1.  What     is     "FAITH-PROMISE 
GIVING"? 

Answer:  The  believer  looks  to  the 
Lord  "in  faith"  asking  how  much 
He  would  have  the  believer  give; 
then  promises  to  give  as  the  Lord 
directs. 

2.  What    is    the    BibHcal    basis    of 
FAITH-PROMISE  GIVING? 

Answer:  Second  Corinthians,  chap- 
ters 8  and  9,  forms  the  general 
basis  for  FAITH-PROMISE  GIV- 
ING. Chapter  8,  verse  3,  men- 
tions "to  their  power"  and  'Tseyond 
their  power."  "To  their  power," 
or  according  to  their  power,  relates 
especially  to  tithes  and  offerings, 
or  known  sources  of  income.  "Be- 
yond their  power"  relates  in  a 
unique  way  to  FAITH-PROMISE 
GIVING,  since  looking  beyond 
any  known  sources  of  income  is 
to  look  to  the  Lord  for  His  special 
enabling. 

3.  What  is  the  history  of  FAITH- 
PROMISE  GIVING? 

Answer:  Dr.  Oswald  J.  Smith  has 
made  the  teaching  on  FAITH- 
PROMISE  GIVING  well  known 
through  his  tract,  "How  God 
Taught  Me  To  Give."  The  Htde 
book,  Triumfhant  Missionary 
Ministry  in  the  Local  Church, 
written  by  Norman  Lewis  and 
pubhshed  by  Back  to  the  Bible 
Publishers,  has  given  greater  pub- 
licity to  the  plan,  telling  of  a  num- 
ber of  churches  that  have  used  it 
with  great  success.  The  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance  people 
have  used  the  plan  for  years, 
probably  having  received  much  of 
the  inspiration  for  it  from  Dr.  A. 
B.  Simpson  who  is  thought  of  as 
the  founder  of  the  C.  and  M.  A. 


Dr.  Simpson  stated  that  the  plan 
did  not  originate  with  him,  but 
that  he  found  it  speaking  to  him 
from  II  Corinthians  8  and  9. 

4.  What  is  the  relationship  between  i 
die  FAITH-PROMISE  plan  and 
the  paying  of  tithes,  or  the  giving  \ 
of  offerings? 

Ansiver:  Tithes  and  offerings  are  i 
taught  in  the  Word  of  God  and 
are  urgently  needed  in  the  work  ■ 
of  the  church  and  its  agencies. 
But  these  are  not  sufficient  if 
there  is  any  purpose  to  get  the 
Gospel  to  the  world  in  this  gene- 
ration. Tithes  and  offerings  look 
to,  and  depend  on,  a  stated  income. 
FAITH-PROMISE  looks  direcdy 
to  God,  asking  in  effect:  "How 
much  can  I  trust  God  to  give 
through  me?"  This  offers  God  a 
channel  through  which  He  can 
pour  limidess  amounts  into  His 
work  throtigh  His  children.  Re- 
gardless of  salary,  or  in  the  com- 
plete absence  of  it.  His  children 
may  be  used  as  channels  to  sup- 
ply large  amounts  of  money  for 
the  Lord's  work. 

5.  What  is  the  relationship  between 
FAITH-PROMISE  GIVING 

and    Foreign    Missions? 

Answer:  In  modem  times  this  plan 
of  giving  has  been  closely  related 
to  foreign  missions.  In  fact,  it  has 
been  used  chiefly  by  churches  in 
foreign-mission  programs.  It  would 
not  need  to  be  limited  to  world 
missions,  but  seems  to  be  most  ef- 
fective in  this  area  of  witness. 

6.  Are  "FAITH-PROMISES" 
pledges? 

Ansiver:  No,  FAITH-PROMISES 
are  not  pledges.  A  pledge  is  hori- 
zontal, made  to  a  church,  society, 
or  other  worthy  cause.  The 
FAITH-PROMISE  is  vertical, 
being  made  between  the  believer 
and  the  Lord.  An  effort  is  usually 
made  to  "collect"  the  pledge.  No 
attempt  is  ever  made  to  collect  a 
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FAITH-PROMISE  GIVING 


FAITH-PROMISE.  If  at  the  end 
of  the  year  God  has  not  enabled 
the  person  to  meet  his  FAITH- 
PROMISE  commitment,  the  mat- 
ter is  only  between  that  person  and 
the  Lord.  FAITH-PROMISE  com- 
mitments are  often  made  without 
a  name  being  signed. 

'.  How  should  FAITH-PROMISE 

commitments  be  made? 

Answer:  It  is  best  that  commit- 
ments be  made  at  a  foreign  mis- 
sions conference  time.  If  no  such 
conference  is  held  in  the  local 
church,  it  would  be  well  for  the 
church  to  have  a  Foreign  Missions 
Sunday  and  the  commitments  be 
made  at  that  time.  However,  the 
commitments  can  be  made  at  any 
time.  The  amount  needs  to  be 
clearly  indicated  per  week,  per 
month,  or  per  year,  usually  over  a 
twelve-month  period. 

Are  F/JTH-PROMISE  commit- 
ments usually  paid? 

Answer.  Yes.  The  history  of  the 
FAITH-PROMISE  plan  of  giving 
is  that  the  person,  or  church, 
usually  has  invested  more  in  the 
Lord's  work  at  the  end  of  the  year 
than  the  total  commitment  made. 
Since  God  is  included  in  this 
unique  partnership,  it  is  His  privi- 
lege to  pour  out  a  superabundance 
of  blessings. 

.  "U^at  is  the  advantage  of  FAITH- 
PROMISE  GIVING? 

Answer:  The  advantage  is  that  in 
this  plan  God  can  get  100  percent 
of  what  He  desires  and  directs 
into  His  work,  while  in  the  tithing 
plan  God  must  give  $10,000  to 
get  $1,000  into  His  work.  With 
offerings  as  the  basis  of  giving,  God 
may  need  to  put  $20,000  to  $50,000 
into  the  hands  of  His  children 
to  get  $1,000  into  His  work. 

0.  Does  FAITH-PROMISE  GIV- 
ING really  make  us  channels  of 
blessing? 

ebruary  8,  1964 
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Answer:  Yes— in  a  unique  sense. 
If  God  so  directs  and  desires.  He 
can  actually  pour  the  thousands, 
even  millions,  of  dollars  directly 
into  His  work  when  He  knows 
that  His  children  vnll  be  unob- 
structed channels.  He  cares  for 
His  children's  needs  through  their 
regular  salaries  or  incomes,  but 
the  FAITH-PROMISE  looks  to 
the  Lord  especially  for  what  He 
may  desire  to  do  through  His 
children  over  and  above  salary, 
bank  account,  or  income  from  any 
known  or  anticipated  source. 

1 1 .  What  is   the  joy,    therefore,   in 
the  FAITH-PROMISE  plan  of 

giving? 

Answer:  The  joy  is  in  seeing  God 
work,  in  seeing  the  needs  of  God's 
work  being  supplied,  and  in  real- 
izing that  in  a  very  intimate  way 
we  are  in  partnership  with  God. 


]  2.  What  is  the  motivating  power  in 
FAITH-PROMISE  GIVING  as 
compared  to  other  types  of  Bibli- 
cal ^ving? 

Answer:  In  giving  tithes  and  of- 
ferings the  motivating  power  is 
sacrifice,  dedicaition,  or  a  recog- 
nition of  one's  duty  as  a  believer. 
In  this,  so  much  depends  on  the 
person.  God  has  made  the  en- 
trustment  to  him;  will  he  give 
largely  out  of  this  entrustment  to 
the  Lord?  Most  of  the  history  of 
the  Christian  church  shows  failure 
on  man's  part;  hence,  most  of  the 
world  is  still  wathout  Christ. 

In  FAITH-PROMISE  GIVING 
the  motivating  power  is  one's  faith  in 
God's  ability  and  willingness  to  do. 
It  is  the  same  motivating  power  as 
that  in  Jesus'  mind  when  He  said: 
".  .  .  if  he  shall  say  unto  this  moun- 
tain. Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou 
cast  into  the  sea.  .  .  ."  This  giving 
is  limited  only  by  God's  purpose  of 
doing  in  relation  to  our  faith.

Six  Years 

of  Age

(FMS  Editor's  note:  This  article, 
which  first  appeared  in  the  Heraldo 
on  our  field  in  Argentina,  was  trans- 
lated and  sent  in  by  Rev.  Lynn 
Schrock.  Mrs.  Diaz  is  the  "Tia  Sara" 
(Aunt  Sara)  who  conducts  the  chil- 
dren's radio  ministry  on  the  field.) 

A  person  who  is  six  years  of  age 
is  a  tender  child,  both  in  experience 
and  maturity.  But  a  radio  program 
that  is  six  years  old  is  an  adult,  if  not 
even  old.  And  it  is  the  expected 
thing  that  it  should  have  a  certain 
extent  of  maturity,  experience,  and 
fruit.  That  is  to  say,  it  is  expected 
that  its  "long"  existence  has  not  been 
in  vain,  but  rather  has  served  for 
something. 

A  short  while  ago  the  radio  broad- 
cast for  children,  "The  Open  Bible," 
became  six  years  old  and  is  now  an 
"old  friend"  of  many;  for  others  it  is 
an  old  enemy;  and  for  others  simply 


an  "old  nothing."  What  service  has 
it  been  through  these  years?  How 
much  fruit  has  it  borne?  We  are  un- 
able to  state  this  in  numbers.  Let's 
leave  that  to  be  revealed  in  eternity. 
We  only  know  that  during  these 
years,  in  spite  of  its  imperfections,  the 
Lord  has  blessed  and  used  this  hum- 
ble instrumenit^these  few  'loaves 
and  fishes"— to  introduce  the  Gospel 
into  hundreds  of  homes. 

We  won't  give  an  inventory  of  the 
letters  we  have  received  during  these 
six  years,  but  rather  shall  limit  our- 
selves to  the  most  recent  data  we 
have.  On  the  radio  a  few  months  ago 
we  made  an  offer  to  aU  the  children 
who  would  vrate  us.  And  more  than 
150  letters  came  to  us  from  diverse 
towns  and  farm  areas  in  the  provinces 
of  Cbrdoba,  San  Luis,  and  Santa  Fe. 
If  we  have  in  mind  that  children 
generally  are  not  noted  for  their  letter 
writing,  and  many  didn't  write  for 
this  reason;  if  we  take  into  account 
that  with  our  Sunday  schools,  Happy 
Hours,  and  so  forth,  we  probably  do 
not  reach  150  unconverted  homes  in 
several  years;  if  we  do  not  forget  that 
many  of  the  listeners  never  would  be 
seen  in  a  public  place  of  worship, 
but  are  glad  to  listen  to  the  Gospel 
in  the  home;  then  we  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  worthwhile  to 
keep  on  broadcasting  this  program 
for  children. 

We  read  words  such  as  these,  taken 
from  humble,  childlike  letters  that  we 
have  received:  "Tell  us  more  about 


Jesus,  Aunt  .  .  ."  "Thanks  for  your  i 
broadcast    because    it    made    me    to 
know  eternal  life  .  .  ."  "When  I  hear 
this  broadcast  I  want  to  be  better." 
"My   little  brothers  and   I   want  to 
read  the  Bible.  Could  you  send  us 
one?"  "I  love  God  much  and  would 
like  to  be  a  nun  when  I  grow  up. 
Could   you   give  me   advice?"   "We 
can't  go  to  church  because  we  live  in 
the  country,  but  my  mama,  my  broth-  > 
ers  and  I  wait  for  Thursday  to  come  i 
to    hear    more    about    God."    "Avmt  i 
Sara,  is  receiving  Christ  to  take  com- 
munion? Please  explain  this  to  me." 
"I  want  to  follow  your  way.  Please  ; 
tell  me  how  to  do  it."  j 

When  we  read  expressions  such  as  <\ 
these,  the  precious  truth  is  confirmed  i 
in  our  hearts  that  "it  is  not  the  will  of  Ij 
our  Father  that  is  in  heaven,  that  one  :' 
of   these  little  ones  should  perish";  \ 
and  we  cannot  do  less  than  say  again,  i 
Yes,  it  is  worthwhile  to  continue  with  : 
the    radio    broadcast,     "The    Open  i 
Bible,"  for  children.  Continue  against  ; 
wind  and  tide;  continue  in  spite  of  ij 
the  time,  effort,  and  money  expend-  : 
ed;  continue  in  spite  of  the  lack  of 
care  and  attention  with  which  thai' 
station  attends  us;  continue  in  spite  | 
of  the  total  indifference  of  those  for  i 
whom  this  "old  broadcast"  is  only  "an 
old  nothing";  continue  because  the 
Lord   loves   children    and   wants   to 
save  them. 

And  before  its  progress  is  interrupt- 
ed, its  cogs  are  rusted,  and  rheuma- 
tism takes  over  this  "old"  one,  wei 
would  like  to  lubricate  it  with  a  spe- ! 
cial  oil— the  oil  of  prayer— abundant  i 
and  constant  prayer.  Wouldn't  you,  i 
my  brother,  like  to  help  us  lubri- 
cate this  "six-year-old"  so  that  thai 
promise  of  Isaiah  40:31,  be  fulfilled; 
in  its  behalf?  ▼

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ON  THE  MOVE 
FOR  GOD

"When  are  the  movers  cxuning, 
Mom?" 

This  question  is  asked  quite  often 
at  our  house.  Having  a  husband  as 
Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
we  move  family  and  furniture  every 
two  years. 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  all  the  op- 
portunities He  has  given  us  to  serve 
Him  in  so  many  different  places.  It 
has  brought  us  in  contact  with  Chris- 
tians from  many  parts  of  the  world 
who  share  in  the  burden  of  reaching 
the  lost. 

God  dn  His  great  wisdom  has 
planned  a  job  for  each  of  us  if  we 
are  ready  and  vidlling  to  trust  and  go. 

As  I  began  preparing  for  our  move 
to  Japan,  I  was  reminded  of  Elijah 
who  was  ready  to  go  whenever  and 
wherever  the  Lord  called. 

The  first  record  of  Elijah  is  in  I 
Kings  17:1  where  we  read  that  he 
boldly  witnessed  to  King  Ahab  of  a 
forthcoming  drought.  Even  though 
the  message  would  anger  Ahab, 
Elijah  still  went  so  that  God's  will 
might  be  accomplished. 

It  is  God's  will  that  none  should 
perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to 
a  knowledge  of  Christ.  As  Christians, 
God  wants  to  use  us  to  bear  the  glad 
news  of  salvation.  However,  can  we 
as  Elijah  be  found  boldly  witnessing 
to  our  neighbor,  fellow  worker,  and 
even  our  employer?  Do  we  speak  out 
for  Christ  -  regardless  of  a  person's 
social  standing  or  f)Osition? 

Elijaih  went  before  a  king  without 
fear  because  he  was  in  close  com- 


munion with  Jehovah,  the  King  of 
kings.  He  knew  that  all  of  man's 
knowledge  and  power  could  not  com- 
pare with  the  wisdom  and  might  of 
God. 

The  more  time  we  spend  in  the 
presence  of  God  our  King,  we  too 
will  say:  "The  Lord  is  my  light  and 
my  salvation;  whom  shall  I  fear?  the 
Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life;  of 
whom  shall  I  be  afraid?  .  .  .  The 
Lord  is  on  my  side;  I  will  not  fear: 
what  can  man  do  unto  me?"  (Psa. 
27:1;   118:6). 

After  Elijah's  conversation  with 
Ahab,  I  Kings  17:2-5  records:  "And 
the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him, 
saying,  Get  thee  hence,  and  hide 
thyself  by  the  brook  Cherith  .  .  . 
thou  shalt  drink  of  the  brook;  and  I 
have  commanded  the  ravens  to  feed 
thee  there.  So  he  went  and  did  ac- 
cording unto  the  word  of  the  Lord." 
When  God  spoke,  Elijah  moved! 

The  Lord  wanted  Elijah  avray  from 
wicked  King  Ahab  and  provided  a 
hiding  place  for  him.  Elijah  needed 
this  time  of  strengthening  and  en- 
couragement, and  perhaps  instruction 
for  the  days  aihead.  He  availed  him- 
self of  God's  goodness. 

In  our  lives  also,  God  wants  us  to 
come  away  from  the  world  and  hide 
in  Him  so  that  we  may  be  encouraged 
and  refreshed.  We  need  His  wisdom 
and  guidance.  God  has  made  pro- 
vision for  us.  We  need  to  partake  of 
it.  Tliere  is  no  substitute  for  daily 
Bible  study  and  prayer  if  we  are  to 
be  a  victorious  Christian. 


Elijah's  life  manifested  the  power 
of  God  as  we  see  in  I  Kings,  chapter 
18.  God  wrought  great  miracles 
through  Elijah  because  he  was  will- 
ing to  be  used  wherever  God  needed 
him. 

As  we  yield  ourselves  daily  to  His 
will,  the  love  and  power  of  Christ 
will  show  forth  in  us.  God  may  not 
ask  us  to  call  fire  down  from  heaven, 
or  cause  a  deluge  ®f  rain  to  fall,  but 
He  has  said:  "Let  your  light  so  shine 
before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven"  (Matt.  5:16). 

Elijah's  success  was  based  on  com- 
plete trust  and  obedience  in  the  liv- 
ing God.  When  he  turned  his  eyes 
from  the  Lord,  he  became  afraid  and 
ran.  Yet  as  God  spoke  in  the  still 
small  voice,  Elijah  was  reassured  that 
he  was  not  alone.  He  arose  and 
moved  on  to  a  greater  ministry  than 
before. 

How  often  have  we  turned  our 
eyes  away  from  the  Lord  and  become 
afraid  and  felt  alone?  God  speaks  to 
us  today  in  a  still  small  voice  if  we 
v\dll  quiet  ourselves  and  hsten.  He 
desires  that  we  too  should  move 
on  to  a  life  full  of  blessings  and  vic- 
tories. 

May  we  be  willing  to  say  to  the 
Lord:  "Search  me,  O  God,  and  know 
my  heart:  try  me,  and  know  my 
thoughts;  and  see  if  there  be  any 
wicked  way  in  me,  and  lead  me  in 
the  way  everlasting"  (Ps.  139:23- 
24).  T

FROM  SUNNYSIDE  TO  CASTELAR 


"You  will  have  an  awful  time  try- 
ing to  write  something  interesting 
about  me.  I'm  one  of  those  people  so 
common -ordinary  that  when  folks 
meet  me  they  say:  'My,  your  face 
looks  famihar.'" 

Mrs.  Don  Bishop  herself  may  feel 
that  her  face  and  her  life  are  of  the 
"common-ordinary"  variety,  but  it's 
doubtful  that  the  WMC  ladies  in  the 
homeland  would  completely  agree. 

A  native  of  the  "Great  Northwest," 
Hazel  was  bom  in  Sunnyside,  Wash- 
ington, to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Willis  Bel- 
cher, who  have  been  active  in  the 
First  Brethren  Church  there  through 
the  years.  Hazel  states  that  because 
she  had  the  privilege  of  being  bom 
into  a  Christian  home  and  had  al- 
ways heard  about  the  Lord,  she  can- 
not remember  ever  actually  having 
any  doubts  about  God  and  the  plan 
of  salvation.  Although  she  does  not 
know  the  exact  time  she  came  to 
know  the  Lord  as  her  Saviour,  at 
about  the  age  of  seven  she  realized 
she  should  make  a  pubhc  confession 
of  her  faith,  and  she  did  so.  There- 
after, through  grade  and  high  schools 
she  kept  firm  in  her  stand  for 
Christ,  and  others  respected  her  for 
her  consistent  Christian  Hfe  and  testi- 
mony. 

A  lifelong  interest  in  missions  has 
characterized  Hazel's  life,  for  there 
was  a  missions  emphasis  in  her  home, 
and  many  a  missionary  has  sat  at  the 
Belcher  dinner  table  relating  expe- 
riences of  the  field.  Hazel  approach- 
ed the  end  of  her  high-school  years 
believing  the  Lord  wanted  her  for 
full-time  service— whether  on  the  mis- 
sion field  or  elsewhere— but  her 
problem  was,  where  next?

Dowdy  wasely  said:  "Well,  if  you  are 
going  to  be  missionaries,  you  might 
as  well  get  used  to  not  having  an  ad- 
dress.' "  Shortly  thereafter  Don  and 
Hazel  traveled  East  to  visit  his  fam- 
ily in  Ashland,  Ohio,  and  then  to 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  where  they 
lived  for  three  years  while  Don  took 
his  seminary  training  at  Grace. 

The  Bishops  departed  for  Argen- 
tina in  March  1954.  When  they  re- 
turned to  the  field  after  their  first 
furlough,  they  were  asked  to  begin 
a  new  testimony  in  Castelar,  which 
is  a  suburb  of  Buenos  Aires.  "It  hard- 
ly seems  that  three  years  ago  we 
started  the  work  here.  The  Lord  has 
been  so  good  .  .  .  and  has  been 
blessing  in  spite  of  ourselves." 

Mrs.  Bishop  says  further:  "We 
need  larger  quarters.  There  were 
fifty-one  in  Sunday  school  last  Sun- 
day." How  much  more  could  be  said 
on  that  subject!  The  family  lives 
in  a  rented  place  which  is  not  only 
their  home,  but  is  used  for  all  of  the 
church  services  also.  For  three  years 
there  has  been  the  task  of  moving 
furniture  out  when  each  service  is 
held— and  the  Sunday-school  attend- 
ance mentioned  was  not  a  record.  A 
church  building  is  a  very  vital  need 
in  Castelar. 

Two  daughters  have  come  to  bless 
the  Bishop  family.  Gail  was  bom 
the  summer  before  her  daddy's  last 
year  of  seminary,  and  Paula  was 
bom  in  Rio  Cuarto  during  her  par- 
ents' first  year  in  Argentina.

Patience  has  been  defined  in  a 
number  of  ways,  such  as  calm  and 
uncomplaining  endurance,  calmness 
in  waiting,  and  quiet  perseverance. 
An  old  English  ditty  goes  as  follows: 

Patience  is  a  virtue, 
Possess  it  if  you  can. 
Seldom  found  in  woman, 
Never  found  in  man. 

According  to  God's  Word  this  lit- 
tle ditty,  although  catchy,  is  not 
true.  Believers  are  commanded  to 
exhibit  a  quiet  and  uncomplaining 
confidence  in  the  Lord's  dealing  with 
their  lives,  including  the  big  trials 
and  little  annoyances. 

Hebrews  10:35-36  says:  "Cast  not 
away  therefore  your  confidence  .  .  . 
for  ye  have  need  of  patience."  Paul 
prayed  for  the  Colossians  that  they 
would  be  "strengthened  with  all 
might,  according  to  his  glorious 
power,  unto  all  patience  and  long- 
suffering   with    joyfulness"    (Col.    1: 


11).  In  I  Timothy  6:11  believers  are 
commanded  to  "follow  after  right- 
eousness, godliness,  faith,  love,  pa- 
tience, meekness."  Romans  15:5 
characterizes  God  as .  one  who  is  a 
God  of  patience  and  consolation. 

Surely  women  in  working  for  the 
Lord  through  the  channels  of  WMC 
have  tendencies  to  become  impatient 
and  complaining.  Sometimes  the 
work  moves  too  slowly,  or  individuals 
are  disappointing,  but  God  says  that 
this  is  no  reason  to  show  lack  of 
patience,  or  perseverance.

problem. 

Assurance—  A  belief  that  God  has  heard  prayer  and  will  do  His  part. 

Testimony—         A  time  of  giving  God  the  glory  for  help  in  each  problem 
solved  and  each  rough  place  smoothed. 

Insight—  An  understanding  of  the  people,  and  the  situations  with 

which  we  work. 

Endurance—         Not  giving  up  easily.  Keep  inviting,  trying  new  things,  and 
trusting  the  Lord. 

Nearness—  Keeping  close  to  God  and  each  other  through  the  avenues 

of  His  Word  and  prayer. 

Contentment—     With  each  problem  and  blessing  that  God  allows  to  come 
our  way. 

Enthusiasm—       Joyfulness  in  the  Lord's  work,  and  thankfulness  for  a  place 
in  His  service.

As  she  was  speaking,  her  fingers 
were  finding  their  way  to  Romans 
10:17.  "So  then  faith  cometh  by 
hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  Word 
of  God."  This  was  my  answer!  Only 
through  time  applied  to  the  reading 
of  God's  Word  was  my  faith  to  be 
strengthened.  There  is  no  shortcut 
to  spiritual  growth— it  still  takes 
"time"  to  be  holy.  In  my  heart  I 
thanked  the  Lord  for  showing  this 
to  me.  It  seemed  so  simple,  and  yet 
how  many  Christian  mothers  are  de- 
feated at  this  point  in  their  expe- 
rience with  the  Lord. 

Several  hints  have  heljjed  me  in 
making  my  quiet  time  with  the  Lord 
profitable. 

First,  set  aside  a  definite  time.  I 
think  the  early  morning  is  the  best, 
if  possible,  before  our  minds  are  clut- 
tered v\'ith  all  the  activities  of  the 
day.  Jesus  gave  us  an  example  to  fol- 
low in  Mark  1:35:  "And  in  the 
morning,  rising  up  a  great  while  be- 
fore day,  he  went  out,  and  departed 
into  a  solitary  place,  and  there 
prayed."  Set  aside  a  reasonable 
amount  of  time  to  spend  with  the 
Lord— a  goal  which  you  can  meet. 

Second,  choose  a  definite  place 
where  you  will  be  free  from  dis- 
tractions as  much  as  possible. 

Third,  have  a  definite  aim.  In  John 
4:23  we  read:  "But  the  hour  com- 
eth, and  now  is,  when  the  true  wor- 
shippers shall  worship  the  Father  in 
spirit  and  in  truth:  for  the  Father 
seeketh  such  to  worship  him."  Here 
we  see  that  God  seeks  our  fellow^ip. 
One  of  the  objectives  of  the  quiet 
time  is  to  provide  the  fellowship  and 
worship  which  the  Lord  desires  of 
us.  God  also  uses  this  daily  contact 
with  the  Word  to  cleanse  us  from 
sin.  Then  the  more  time  we  spend 
with  Christ,  the  more  we  will  be  like 
Him. 

Fourth,  have  a  definite  plan.  Three 
basic  elements  which  your  quiet  time 
should  include  are:  reading  of  the 
Word,  meditation  of  what  you  have 
read,  and  prayer. 

Satan  vwll  not  let  this  be  an  easy 
task  for  any  mother.  But  through  vic- 
tory in  Christ  Jesus,  we  can  keep 
this  daily  appointment  with  Him. 
Only  then  will  others  know  that 
we  have  been  with  Jesus.  T 
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SERVING  MY  MASTER   ...   BY  MY   DAILY   LIVING 


"And  ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  Judaea, 
and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  utter- 
most part  of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8). 

As  a  child,  and  even  through  ado- 
lesence,  tasks  were  much  easier  else- 
where than  in  my  own  home.  Dishes 
didn't  seem  to  stack  up  the  same 
elsewhere.  To  do  someone  else's  iron- 
ing was  a  pleasure  while  all  our  own 
appeared  to  be  on  the  bias.  Did  you 
ever  iron  a  collar  of  that  type? 

This  same  attitude  carried  over  to 
the  time  when  after  training  I  was 
faced  with  the  decision  as  to  where 
I  should  go  to  serve  my  Master. 
Africa  would  have  surely  been  the 
place;  no  one  should  question  the 
need  of  extra  workers  there.  But  no 
peace  came  as  I  met  vidth  others  in 
prayer  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  that 
continent,  and  as  I  tried  to  picture 
myself  there.  All  the  time  there 
seemed  to  be  a  voice  saying:  "There 
is  work  to  be  done  at  home."  Yes!  My 
Jerusalem! 

Sickness  of  my  former  boss,  and 
the  request  of  his  wife  caused  me  to 
come  home  the  fall  after  my  first  year 
of  college.  Returning  for  a  second 
consecutive  year  was  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, but  I  did  not  lack  in  training, 
for  God  had  a  thorough  lesson  to 
teach  me  that  winter— the  need  of 
continuing  to  give  the  Gospel  to  my 
own  people.  My  Jerusalem  began  to 
beckon  to  me,  and  because  I  knew 
the  language  added  a  tug  in  that  di- 
rection. I  managed  to  reason  my  way 
out,  however.  The  strongest  argument 
being  that  my  own  family  was  here. 


It  is  a  well-accepted  fact  that  it  is 
harder  to  work  among  your  own. 

Returning  to  school  didn't  present 
a  pleasant  picture  to  me.  I  had  never 
owned  any  money,  and  my  folks  were 
unable  to  assist  me,  but  I  was  de- 
termined, and  God  proved  to  me  that 
where  His  finger  points  the  way. 
His  hand  is  there  to  provide.  He 
miraculously  supplied  my  every  need. 
I  never  knew  one  sick  day;  hence  I 
was  able  to  work  all  the  extra  time. 

For  six  years  after  graduation  I 
found  excuses,  but  the  truth  of  Phi- 
lippians  1:6  began  to  take  effect  in

my  life:  "He  that  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  you  will  perform  it  until  the 
day  of  Jesus  Christ."  Not  one,  but 
several,  had  no  doubt  prayed  for  me 
especially  in  view  of  my  past  train- 
ing that  I  would  direct  my  energies 
to  the  Lord's  work.  While  speaking 
at  one  of  our  own  churches  at  Ster- 
ling, Ohio,  during  that  first  year 
that  I  joined  the  ranks  of  those  Serv- 
ing My  Master,  I  found  out  that 
a  little  lady  who  had  never  met  me 
had  been  praying  definitely  that  I 
would  go  into  full-time  service. 


For  we  ore  his  workmanship, 
created  in  Christ  Jesus  unto 
good  works,  which  God  hath 
before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them.  Ephe- 
sians  2:10.

Full-time  service,  I  had  figured  as 
I  still  do  now,  is  what  we  are  in  the 
minute  we  accept  Christ  as  our  Sav- 
iour; however  I  know  what  the  lady 
meant  in  her  request,  and  it  was 
answered.  Surely  our  Jerusalems  are 
the  first  affected  as  we  make  this 
new  choice,  and  here  is  where  the 
Devil  brings  the  severest  temptation.

As  far  as  working  among  my  own;

THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  is  a 
treasury  of  illustrations.  The  wise 
preacher  will  go  to  sacred,  rather  than 
secular,  history  for  effective  pictures 
of  New  Testament  truths.  The  doc- 
trine of  "rewards"  is  to  be  found  in 
the  New  Testament  under  the  idea 
of  "crowns,"  and  coupled  with  this 
teaching  is  much  warning  about  dili- 
gence. For  example,  "hold  that  fast 
which  thou  hast,  that  no  man  take 
thy  crown." 

The  story  of  the  death  of  King 
Saul  is  an  illustration  of  this. 

Someone   Stole   His   Crown! 

The  inspired  history  shows  that 
Saul  died  at  his  owti  hand  (I  Sam. 
31:4).  Then  in  the  following  chap- 
ter, which  in  our  Bibles  is  the  first 
chapter  of  Second  Samuel,  a  young 
man  comes  with  lies  to  David  and 
with  Said's  crown  in  his  hand.  No 
doubt  this  young  man  thought  to 
receive  advancement  from  David  for 
the  death  of  a  long-standing  antago- 
nist. We  read  that  the  young  man 
was  an  Amalekite  (II  Sam.  2:8), 
and  it  is  hard  to  evade  the  conviction 
that  if  Saul  had  fully  obeyed  the 
Lord  years  before  (for  wars  in  those 
days  had  a  religious  significance), 
this  Amalekite  would  not  have  ex- 
isted, and  thus  would  not  have  been 
able  to  take  the  king's  crown.  God 
had  commanded  Saul  "utterly  to 
destroy";  yet  Saul  spared  Agag  and 
the  best  of  the  sheep  and  oxen.  Agag 
was  later  destroyed  by  Samuel,  but 
the  presence  of  this  man  indicated 


that  others  escaped  the  sword  also. 
In  other  words  there  was  only  a  par- 
tial obedience  on  Saul's  part.  This 
is  evident  from  his  excuse  of  saying 
the  sheep  and  oxen  were  for  sacrifice. 
This  disobedience  robbed  Saul  of  the 
kingdom  (I  Sam.  28:18).  An  Amale- 
kite robbed  him  of  his  crown.  Re- 
jected from  being  king,  despite  re- 
pentance, he  lost  finally  the  emblem 
of  kingship. 

What  does  Amalek  signify  in  the 
Old  Testament?  We  may  take  it 
that  these  stories  were  told  and  writ- 
ten out  not  merely  to  recount  frag- 
ments of  history,  not  to  entertain 
with  anecdotes,  but  also  to  enforce 
leligious  truth.  The  Amalekites  with- 
out any  provocation  came  and  at- 
tacked the  rear  of  Israel  now  journey- 
ing through  the  wilderness,  and  in 
consequence  of  this  assault  a  per- 
petual war  w^as  declared  against  them 
by  the  Lord.  They  are  called  by 
Balaam  "the  first  of  the  nations," 
and  we  may  wonder  in  what  way 
they  were  first  in  Balaam's  mind.  We 
know  what  Balaam  did  to  the  Israel- 
ites: when  he  could  not  curse  them 
he  corrupted  them  by  sensual  sins. 
Israel  was  required  to  remember 
Amalek's  treacherous  attack.  The 
Amalekites  are  included  among  the 
list  of  Israel's  oppressors  in  the  Book 
of  Judges.  In  the  Psalms  they  are  the 
enemies  of  Israel.  Amalek  in  the 
Old  Testament  typifies  the  flesh  of 
the  New.  Can  the  flesh  rob  us  of 
a  future  crown? 


Reward  for  Faithfulness 

There  is  a  good  deal  about  dili- 
gence and  faithfulness  and  their  ef- 
fect on  future  reward  in  the  New 
Testament.  Take  for  instance  the 
teaching  of  the  Lord  in  three  para- 
bles: 

In  the  parable  of  the  pounds  (Luke 
!9:1 1-27)  the  servants  were  rewarded 
according  to  the  faithfulness  and 
diligence  they  show  in  the  long  ab- 
sence of  their  lord.  The  exhortation 
to  "occupy"  is  really  "to  do  business 
with."  Both  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
translators  have  this  as  "negotiate" 
in  the  buying  and  seller's  sense. 
What  do  the  pounds  represent  to  us? 
We  note  that  in  this  parable  all  re- 
ceive a  pound.  All  had  the  same. 
What  is  it  that  we  have  all  received? 
Paul  says  we  have  been  entrusted 
with  the  Gospel:  "But  as  we  were 
allowed  of  God  to  be  put  in  trust 
with  the  Gospel,  even  so  we  speak" 
(I  Thess.  2:4).  And  again:  "Accord- 
ing to  the  glorious  Gospel  which 
was  committed  to  my  trust"  (I  Tim. 
1:11).  We  have  been  made  stewards 
of  the  Gospel  and  it  is  required  in 
stewards  that  a  man  be  found  faidi- 
ful.  It  means  sacrifice  to  take  the 
Gospel  to  other  souls.  This  business 
is  not  done  from  an  armchair,  no  mat- 
ter how  many  checks  we  may  write. 

In  another  parable  (Mark  13:32- 
37)  the  man  leaves  the  house  for  a 
long  journey  and  gives  authority  to 
his  servants  and  to  every  man  his 
work.  "Watch  ye  therefore"  is  the  ex-

hortation,  "lest  coming  suddenly  he 
find  you  sleeping."  They  are  to  work 
and  the  porter  is  to  watch.  It  is  good 
and  sane  exegesis  to  see  the  one 
principal  lesson  in  the  parables  that 
Christ  intended  to  teach,  and  there 
can  be  litde  doubt  that  here  the  les- 
son is  one  of  diligence.  In  another  it 
was  "while  men  slept"  die  enemy 
sowed  tares  among  the  wheat.  If  the 
Lord  could  say  in  a  work  of  judg- 
ment, "cursed  be  he  that  doeth  the 
work  of  the  Lord  negligendy,"  how 
much  more  diligent  should  we  be  in 
this  positive  work  of  witnessing  to 
the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  in  this 
day  of  grace? 

One  other  parable  of  the  same 
kind  comes  before  us.  It  is  of  the 
lord  who  delivered  to  his  servants 
jf  his  goods  before  traveling  to  a 
Far  country.  On  the  day  of  reckoning 
it  was  not  the  amount  gained,  but 
:he  faithfulness  demonstrated  in  the 
ibsence  of  the  master  that  earned  the 
reward.  Here  the  men  did  not  re- 
:eive  equally,  for  one  had  five  and 
mother  two  (Matt.  25:14-30).  Are 
lot  spiritual  gifts  given  to  believers, 
'the  selfsame  Spirit  dividing  to  every 
p.an  severally  as  he  will"?  (I  Cor. 
12:11.)  There  is  a  diversity  of  gifts. 
But  all  are  to  be  used.  He  would 
je  a  rash  man  who  claimed  all  the 
Jifts;  he  would  be  a  foolish  and  un- 
jelieving  man  who  claimed  to  have 
lo  gift  at  all.  The  Spirit  gives  dif- 
'erendy  to  every  man,  but  diere  was 
in  identical  reward  for  faithfulness, 
"ive  produced  five  and  two  produced 
wo.  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
ervant;  thou  hast  been  faithful  .  .  . 
:nter  thou  into  the  joy  of  the  Lord," 
vas  the  reward  for  both. 

Run  To  Gain  the  Prize 

The  Aposde  Paul  has  much  to 
ay  on  this  matter.  He  exhorts  us  to 
un  to  gain  the  prize,  and  the  im- 
)lication  is  that  not  all  will  win  it 
I  Cor.  9:24).  The  prize  is  an  in- 
:orruptible  crown.  He  is  careful  to 
;eep  under  his  body  lest  he  should 
)e  a  castaway,  and  here  the  words 
nean  "to  be  tested  and  not  approved." 
\  cracked  cup  is  perhaps  not  tossed 
nto  the  rubbish  right  away.  It  may 
>e  retained  in  the  kitchen,  but  in  a 
ess  useful  capacity.  So  Paul  feared 
le  might  be  put  aside  and  not  con- 
inue  to  fulfill  the  function  for  which 


he  had  been  spiritually  fitted  and  to 
which  he  had  been  called.  Not  eter- 
nally lost,  for  our  Lord  gives  eternal 
life  to  His  own  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  but  Paul  shows  in  the  next 
chapter  that  the  Israelites  were  all 
under  the  cloud  and  all  passed 
through  the  sea,  all  ate  the  same 
spiritual  meat  and  all  drank  the  same 
spiritual  drink  .  .  .  but  with  many 
God  was  not  well  pleased.  They  be- 
came "castaways"  and  failed  to  enjoy 
the  promised  reward,  and  did  not 
enter  into  all  that  God  had  for  them. 

In  Hebrews  6:4-8  there  is  a  diffi- 
cult passage  unless  we  see  that  this 
letter  is  not  concerned  so  much  with 
the  question  of  the  believer  and  eter- 
nal life  (or  eternal  perdition  for  the 
lost),  but  it  is  concerned  about  al- 
most-converted Jews  and  halfhearted 
believers.  The  exhortations  and  warn- 
ings are  to  go  on,  not  back.  "Let  us 
go  on  to  maturity  .  .  ."  is  the  mes- 
sage. We  remember  the  Israelites 
who  received  the  spies  and  saw, 
handled  and  tasted  the  good  fruit;  yet 
failed  to  believe  and  to  go  on  to 
enter  and  possess  the  land.  When 
later  they  essayed  to  do  so,  God  was 
not  wdth  them  and  told  them  so. 
They  were  to  spend  forty  years  in 
the  wilderness.  Was  this  not  a  loss, 
or  perdition?  They  had  been  en- 
lightened, they  had  tasted,  but  they 
fell  away.  Not  cast  off  forever,  for 
they  were  of  the  covenant,  but  like 
the  earth  of  Hebrews  6:8  they  were 
"reprobate,"   and   here   the   word   is 


the  same  as  "castaway."  We  are  told 
not  to  be  slothful,  but  followers  of 
them  who  through  faith  and  patience 
inherit  the  promises.  The  author 
complains  that  many  were  slothful, 
or  dull  of  hearing.  Esau  was  slothful 
of  hearing  and  perception  and  lost  a 
blessing.  He  sought  it  later  with 
tears,  but  in  vain.  We  are  to  look 
diligently  lest  any  of  us  fail  of  the 
grace  of  God. 

A  phrase  often  on  the  lips  of  our 
Lord  was  "He  that  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear."  This  means  hearing 
with  the  spirit.  It  means  letting  the 
Word  sink  down  into  the  heart.  John 
hears  this  word  again  in  the  vision 
of  the  Apocalypse,  and  Peter  tells  us 
to  give  all  diligence  to  add  to  our 
faith,  virtue,  knowledge,  temperance, 
patience,  godliness,  brotherly  kind- 
ness, and  charity.  If  these  things  are 
in  us  and  abound,  we  shall  neither 
be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord,  and  we  shall 
make  our  calling  and  election  sure. 
If  we  do  these  things,  we  shall  never 
fall  and  an  abundant  entrance  shall 
be  ministered  unto  us.  John  Bunyan 
puts  the  Enchanted  Ground  near  the 
end  of  the  journey.  There  the  pil- 
grims desired  above  all  things  to 
sleep.  It  represents  the  cynicism,  lazi- 
ness, and  what  someone  called,  a 
generation  ago,  "the  fatty  degenera- 
tion of  the  conscience"  of  the  setded 
Christian.  Let  us  hold  fast  that  which 
we  have,  and  allow  none  to  take  our 
crown.  T

Survey  Astounds  Clergymen 

How  real  and  deep  is  the  Christian  commitment  of 
millions  of  Americans  who  have  joined  Protestant  church- 
es during  the  past  two  decades? 

We  have  expressed  our  own  personal  convictions  in 
answer  to  this  question.  Now  comes  information  from  a 
survey  conducted  by  professors  Roy  W.  Fairchild,  of  San 
Francisco  Theological  Seminary,  and  John  Charles 
Wynn,  of  Colgate  Rochester  Divinity  School;  which  not 
only  proves  our  contentions,  but  significandy  intensifies 
the  alarm  we  have  sounded. 

Take  William  and  Ellen  Brown  (fictitious  names) 
who  are  average  "active"  church  members.  They  arise 
each  Sunday  morning  and  attend  the  church  service  at 
a  suburban  church.  Both  belonged  to  different  denomi- 
national persuasions  previously,  but  they  have  decided 
their  family  will  worship  in  the  new  community  church 
in  their  neighborhood.  It  is  close  to  home  and  their 
children's  friends  go  there  to  Sunday  school. 

They  are  deeply  involved  in  the  life  of  the  church 
according  to  their  pastor.  William  is  an  usher  and  Ellen 
teaches   a    Sunday-school   class. 

Recendy  one  of  the  Brown's  children  was  seriously 
injured  in  an  auto  accident.  As  the  pastor  joined  Ellen 
in  her  long  vigil,  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  really  had 
the  opportunity  to  talk  to  her  on  a  deeper  level  than 
polite  conversation. 

He  made  some  remarkable  discoveries.  Ellen  was 
very  much  interested  in  the  philosophy  of  reincarnation. 
William  did  not  believe  in  life  after  death.  Neither  had 
a  very  clear  idea  as  to  the  Christian  doctrines  of  the 
resurrection  and  eternal  life. 

The  Browns  were  a  composite  of  a  thousand  American 
Protestant  families  whose  religious  attitudes  and  beliefs 
were  studied  in  a  four-year  nationwide  survey  by  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.

The   f>eople  questioned  were  mostly   young  married 
couples  many  of  whom  in  the  old  American  pattern  had 
followed  their  children  to  church.  They  were  unusually  : 
faithful  in  their  attendance  and  willing  workers  in  all  ' 
aspects  of  the  church's  activities.  The  vast  majority  were  'j 
vague  or  confused  about  the  church's  beliefs.  The  Chris- 
tian faith  was  either  coincidental  with  moralism,  or  about 
the  same  as  communion  with  nature.  Many  thought  of 
Christianity  as  a  "way  of  life  in  America."  It  seemed  '. 
important  to  have  faith,  but  it  did  not  matter  much  hoW'i 
or  in  whom.  A  large  percentage  looked  on  the  churchy 
much  as  a  character  building  community  agency  might ( 
appear.  Very  few  joined  the  church   to  satisfy  an  ex-^ 
pressed  and  understood  sense  of  spiritual  need. 

The  results  of  the  survey  were  summed  up  in  a  sen-i 
tence  by  the  authors:  "It  graphically  showed  how  mudili 
additional  Christian  education  is  needed  by  even  the  ac-  i 
tive  adults  of  our  parish  churches  today." 

In  1963  a  total  of  63.4  percent  of  our  estimated  popu-« 
lation  was  associated  with  some  church.  How  many  ofij 
these  117,946,002  church  members  are  in  the  William 
and  Ellen  Brown  category? 

Let  us  ask  another  question  which  is  certainly  related! 
to  this  whole  consideration.  How  many  of  these  churoh  K 
members  are  bom-again,  actuallv  saved?  Only  God  knows  i 
the  absolute  answer  to  this  question.  However,  we  do  t 
have  legitimate  and  Biblical  basis  for  some  fair  judgment. : 

We  know  that  the  only  way  a  man  may  be  saved  is ' 
to  hear  the  Gospel  and  receive  Christ  as  Saviour.  With 
this  truth  in  mind  we  know  that  a  Roman  Catholic  will 
usually  not  be  saved  through  his  own  church.  He  must 
hear  the  Gospel  from  a  faithful  Christian.  We  know  < 
without  question  that  not  many  Jews  are  saved,  but  that  i 
the  great  majority  of  these  people  have  never  heard  the  i 
Gospel  once.  Is  there  any  question  about  the  fact  that 
Buddhists  are  not  going  to  heaven?  We  also  know  that 
other   false   religions,    including   modernism,   which   do 
not  accept  the  deity  of  Christ  and  the  verbal  inspiration 
of  the  Bible,  have  no  redeeming  message  for  their  people 
because  they  have  no  genuine  Revelation,  no  Gospel  and 
no  Saviour. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  denominations  which  may 
largely  and  relatively  be  called  evangelical  could  be  in- 
cluded in  approximately  1 7,000,000  of  the  total  American 
church  membership. 

This  is  stricdy  a  general  picture,  but  may  we  not 
infer  that  the  great  majority  of  church  members  today

Florida  is  a  growing  State— one  of 
the  most  rapidly  growing  in  the  coun- 
try. Its  projected  growth  for  the  fu- 
ture is  fantastic.  Totally  new  cities 
are  arising  all  over  the  State.  Tre- 
mendous developments  have  made 
long  established  cities  almost  unrecog- 
nizable. Industries  are  beginning  to 
locate  in  the  State  in  increasing  num- 
bers. And  people  from  every  walk 
of  life,  from  every  State  in  the  union, 
and  of  all  ages  are  moving  here. 
Why?  Well,  yesterday  (Jan.  28)  it 
was  85  degrees  in  Miami!  Today  it 
has  cooled  off  to  a  chilly  72!  That's 
one  of  the  reasons! 

The  Brethren  Church  in  Florida  is 
growing,  too.  But  all  too  slowly.  Just 
nine  years  ago,  it  was  our  privilege 
to  pioneer  the  Fort  Lauderdale 
church.  In  December,  we  were  the 
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Grace  Brethren  Church.  Fort  Lauderdale    Florida 


third  largest  Sunday  school  in  The 
Brethren  Church!  In  the  meantime, 
we  have  been  privileged  to  start  two 
other  churches,  and  give  a  little  as- 
sistance and  encouragement  to  a 
third.  Right  now,  both  of  our  branch 
churches  are  busy  planning  dedica- 
tion programs  for  their  new  build- 
ings (Pompano  on  Palm  Sunday, 
and  Margate  on  Easter!)  But  our 
"missile  range"  is  limited  to  a  rela- 
tively small  radius  around  Fort 
Lauderdale.  It  is  difficult  for  us  to 
be  effective  in  launching  new 
churches  in  a  long  state  (from  Key 
West  to  Pensacola  is  900  miles),  ex- 
cept within  a  fifty  to  seventy-five 
mile  radius.  And  there  are  plenty  of 
growing,  spiritually  needy  areas  with- 
in this  radius,  and  I  am  asking  the 
Lord  now  to  guide  us  to  our  next 
target  area. 

We're  so  thankful  that  the  Lord 
led  Dr.  Bernard  Schneider  to  begin 
2  church  at  Fort  Myers,  which  is  150 
miles  across  the  State  from  us. 
Though  he  really  started  from 
scratch,  the  Lord  has  blessed  with 
people,  decisions,  and  blessings.  Last 
Sunday,  January  26,  they  had  a  new 
record  of  twenty-nine  in  Sunday 
school  and  morning  service.  Now 
twenty-nine  is  not  many,  but  many 
churches  have  started  with  less!  And 
already  they  have  launched  out,  be- 
ginning a  Sunday  night  Bible  Study 
in  nearby  Fort  Meyers  Beach,  eight- 
een miles  away.  At  their  second 
meeting  they  had  thirty-six  in  at- 
tendance! The  West  Coast  of  Flor- 
ida, especially  from  Naples  to  Clear- 
water, has  a  number  of  growing 
cities  with  deep  spiritual  needs.  Pray 
that  Fort  Myers  will  become  a 
launching  pad  for  new  churches  in 
this  area! 

I  have  letters  in  my  file  from  peo- 
ple in  three  other  metropolitan  areas 


of  Florida  who  greatly  desire  a  Breth- 
ren church  in  their  area,  and  would 
be  willing  to  make  real  sacrifices  to 
make  this  possible:  Tampa,  Orlando, 
and  Jacksonville.  These  population 
centers  would  make  excellent  launch- 
ing pads  for  still  other  churches 
nearby  if  the  Lord  tarries.  (And  if 
He  comes  quickly,  as  I  pray  He  will, 
I'd  much  rather  have  Him  find  me 
building  such  "launching  pads,"  or 
firing  new  "missiles,"  than  contem- 
plating past  glories!)  If  He  tarries  for 
another  ten  years,  I  believe  it  would 
be  perfectly  possible  for  Florida  to 
become  the  largest  district  in  The 
Brethren  Church  in  that  time.  Un- 
likely? Not  necessarily.  With  suffi- 
cient vision,  and  a  good  supply  of 
determination  to  make  vision  into 
victory,  it  can  be  done.  I'm  convinced 


FLORIDA    PLANS    TO    SECEDE! 

Present  plans  for  the  four  Florida 
churches  (three  fully  organized,  one 
soon  to  be  organized)  are  to  form 
their  own  district  this  year,  and 
"secede"  from  the  Southeast  district 
of  which  they  have  been  a  part.  It's 
not  that  they  are  not  grateful  to  the 
Virginia  and  Tennesee  churches- 
it's  just  that  they  are  too  far  away 
(over  900  miles)!  The  District  Mis- 
sion Board  of  Southeast  has  been  a 
real  help  in  the  starting  of  all  the 
Florida  churches,  along  with  the 
greater  assistance  of  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council. 

Lord  willing,  at  this  year's  District 
Conference  in  May,  the  pastors  and 
delegates  will  meet  jointly,  but  then 
Florida  will  organize  separately,  and 
ask  for  recognition  as  a  new  district 
at  the  national  conference.  Perhaps 
a  joint  relationship  may  be  main- 
tained through  the  balance  of  1964 
for  the  sake  of  mutual  assistance.

Two  Florida  f 
Churches  To 
Dedicate

The  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Pompano  Beach  moved  into 
their  beautiful  new  chapel 
sanctuary  on  January  26,  just 
eight  months  after  the  first 
service  was  held  in  rented  quar- 
ters. Membership  as  of  that 
date  was  thirty-one,  Sunday- 
school  attendance  was  sixty- 
one:  Morning  Worship  attend- 
ance, ninety-one,  and  Evening 
Service  attendance,   fifty-two. 

This  first  unit  is  small,  em- 
bracing 2100  square  feet,  and 
seating  about  150.  A  Sunday- 
school  unit  will  be  added  soon, 
and  there  is  plenty  of  room 
for  expansion  on  their  two- 
acre  site.  Dedication  of  this  first 
unit  is  planned  for  Palm  Sun- 
day, March  22,  with  Rev.  Les- 
ter Pifer  of  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  speaking,  and 
leading  in  a  week  of  meetings. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Margate  plans  to  dedicate 
on  Easter  Sunday,  March  29, 
with  Mr.  Pifer  bringing  the 
dedicatory  address  there,  too. 
This  will  be  four  years  and 
eleven  months  after  the  first 
service  held  in  a  house  about 
a  mile  from  the  present  site. 
Their  lovely  building  wall  be 
completed  very  early  in  March, 
and  has  an  auditorium  seating 
over  240,  and  a  Sunday-school 
wing  100  by  20  feet  for  a  total 
of  4300  square  feet.  Present 
membership  is  thirty-three,  and 
attendances  January  26  were: 
Sunday  school,  ninety-six; 
morning  worship,  sixty-seven; 
evening   worship,    thirty-seven.

Don't  under  estimate  the  fxjwer  of 
God  would  be  the  advice  you  would 
receive  from  Rev.  William  Tweed- 
dale,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  greater  Lancaster,  Penn- 
sylvania. Already  before  the  present 
building  is  completed  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  architect, 
Ralph  C.  Hall,  is  working  on  plans 
for  another  unit  to  be  added  to  the 
present  building. 

The  present  building  was  planned 
for  a  seating  capacity  of  185  in  the 
worship  service,  but  the  attendance 
in  the  month  of  January  ran  from 
225  to  250.  The  Sunday  school  is 
averaging  over  200,  and  it  is  because 
of  these  blessings  that  the  building 
not  vet  occupied  wall  be  inadequate. 
Facing  this  happy  situation  the  con- 
gregation requested  more  space,  and 
it  has  been  approved  by  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  board. 


The  present  meeting  place  will  not 
be  available  after  April  1,  and  again 
we  see  the  Lord's  timing  in  making 
the  new  building  available  in  time  to 
meet  an   urgent  need. 

The  Brethren  construction  crew 
will  remain  on  the  Lancaster  job, 
and  upon  finishing  the  present 
building  they  will  immediately  be- 
gin construction  on  an  educational 
unit.  The  new  unit  will  provide  ten 
additional  classrooms  for  Sunday 
school  and  make  available  overflow 
auditorium  space  to  increase  the 
worship  service  capacity  to  approxi- 
mately 350. 

The  Lancaster  Brethren  Church 
exceeded  $20,000  in  income  for  1963 
which  included  paying  for  their 
present  church  property.  The  bud- 
get with  a  new  building  and  a  very 
generous  missions  figure  exceeds 
$23,000  for  1964.  ▼

VISITATION

In  a  measure,  the  past  few  years 
[  have  become  a  devotee  of  the  game 
jf  Scrabble,  w^hich  has  not  only  pro- 
tdded  a  pleasant  pastime,  but  also  a 
means  of  social  contact  with  a  num- 
ber of  Jewish  friends.  One  friend,  a 
refugee  of  the  Nazi  concentration 
:amps,  continually  puts  me  on  the 
spot  by  asking  the  meaning  of  the 
words  played.  It  is  amazing  how 
jften  words,  even  those  most  com- 
nonly  used,  with  which  we  express 
jurselves  are  in  themselves  difficult 
:c  explain  or  define.  A  profitable  side 
effect  has  been  a  greater  word  con- 
x:iousnss,  resulting  in  a  more  fre- 
quent use  of  the  dictionary. 

This  prompted  the  dictionary  in- 
vestigation of  "visitation,"  and  the 
sondering  of  this  definition:  "a  visit- 
ing with  comfort  or  aid,  or  with  af- 
Hiction  or  punishment,  as  by  God." 
Vly  purpose  in  visitation  is,  of 
;ourse,  to  bring  to  the  Jewish  people 
he  message  of  God's  comfort  and 
lid  ministered  through  Christ  Jesus; 
ind  to  warn  them  of  the  affliction, 
jr  punishment,  that  will  befall  if  His 
:omfort  and  aid  are  rejected. 

Visitation  also  has  this  pondering 
'or  me:  what  will  be  the  response 
:o  my  knocking  on  the  door  or  ring- 
ng  of  the  bell?  If  only  every  re- 
iponse  were  as  that  of  Mrs.  G.  when 
.  called  at  her  door  in  September. 
Jpon  explaining  my  purpose  for 
/isiting  her  home,  she  invited  me  to 
:ome  in  and  talk  with  her.  She  ex- 
plained that  she  was  in  great  need  of 
mowing  about  the  Word  of  God. 
rhe  morning  Sf)ed  by  as  she  told  me 
)f  her  needs  and  sorrows,  and  per- 
nitted  me  to  show  her  many  of  the 
inswers  in  the  Bible.  Before  I  left  she 
equested  a  Bible,  which  I  took  to  her 
be  next  morning  when  I  completed 
ny  door  to  door  calling  in  her  apart- 
nent  building. 

She  not  only  asked  me  to  call  back 
ind  talk  with  her,  but  accepted  an 
nvitation  to  attend  our  next  lunch- 
:on-discussion  meeting.  She  has  at- 
ended  the  past  three  such  monthly 
jet^togethers;   in   fact,    she   was   the 


hostess  for  our  last  meeting.  Thus  far 
she  has  not  come  to  our  Wednesday 
evening  Bible  Class— social  affairs 
have  been  allowed  to  interfere.  She 
has  entered  quite  freely  into  the 
discussions  and  very  openly  admitted 
an  ignorance  of  the  Scriptures  and 
need  of  teaching.  At  our  recent  meet- 
ing she  brought  out  her  Bible  and 
had  a  marker  placed  at  a  Scripture 
that  she  wanted  to  consider  later. 
When  challenged  to  make  a  choice 
and  put  Bible  study  first  on  Wed- 
nesday evening,  she  indicated  that 
she  might. 

Several  months  ago  a  friend  who 
had  worked  among  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple in  Los  Angeles  some  years  ago 
sent  me  the  names  of  two  Jewesses 
to  visit.  These  are  some  of  the  hard- 
est contacts  to  make.  How  well  I 
remember  several  such  calls  that  I 
had  made.  I  had  been  properly  put 
in  my  place  and  informed  that  it 
was  only  because  of  friendship  that 
such  discussions  had  been  permit- 
ted. 

After  several  calls,  Mrs.  M.  was 
finally  found  at  home,  but  with 
company.  What  now?  I  introduced 
myself  and  explained  that  my  visit 
was  at  the  suggestion  of  the  mutual 
friend.  She  invited  me  in,  but  did 
not  call  her  company,  who  was  in 
the  kitchen,  to  join  us.  Overhearing 
our  general  conversation,  the  other 
Jewess  soon  did  come  into  the  room. 
Then  Mrs.  M.  asked  if  I  did  the 
same  work  as  our  mutual  friend,  to 
which  I  replied  that  I  did.  Her  guest, 
of  course,  asked  what  kind  of  work 
that  was,  and  the  door  was  opened 
to  discuss  the  Lord.  The  Lord  gave 
great  liberty  and  a  joyous  time  of 
witnessing.  I  also  told  them  of  our 
various  meetings.  They  could  not  at- 
tend the  evening  Bible  Class,  but 
would  attend  the  next  luncheon-dis- 
cussion meeting.  This  did  not  ma- 
terialize, but  I  trust  that  through  fur- 
ther visitation  they  will  come. 

My  visit  with  Mrs.  W.  was  quite 
different,  most  disheartening.  She 
was  quite  friendly  when  I  explained 


the  occasion  of  my  call.  We  only  had 
about  ten  minutes  to  talk  as  she  had 
to  go  to  pick  up  her  child  at  school, 
but  we  covered  quite  a  bit  in  that 
short  time.  Since  our  mutual  friend 
had  left  Los  Angeles,  Mrs.  W.  had 
tried  a  number  of  cults.  None  had 
satisfied,  until  just  recently  she  had 
found  a  belief  that  seemed  reasonable 
to  her.  It  is  a  new  concept  that  I 
had  never  come  across,  and  as  you 
can  imagine,  denies  the  deity  of 
Christ.  I  sought  to  aid  her  by  show- 
ing that  in  all  these  beliefs  she  must 
be  sure  that  it  agrees  with  the  Bible. 
Our  contact  was  cordial,  and  I  have 
an  invitation  to  visit  again  and  con- 
tinue our  discussion. 

May  each  of  these  daughters  of 
Abraham  know  of  the  visitation  of 
that  "dayspring  from  on  high,"  who 
being  invited  to  abide  in  the  life 
brings  redemption  (Luke  1:68-80).  T

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Dangerous  Trends  in  the  Sex  Philosophy  of  America 


The  American  people  are  being 
deluged  with  a  systematic  program 
to  change  their  philosophy  concern- 
ing sex.  The  call  for  a  "second  sex- 
ual revolution,"  a  rethinking  of  the 
moral  standards  and  liberties  of  the 
private  lives  of  the  married  and  un- 
married, is  gaining  momentum.  Evi- 
dence is  seen  in  the  publicity  reach- 
ing every  strata  of  society,  leading 
into  every  realm  of  interest  in  the 
American  family. 

The  huge  presses  of  the  printing 
industry  are  now  filling  America's 
newsstands  with  an  overwhelming 
number  of  "legal"  pornographic 
magazines.  Subscription  lists  and 
public  acceptance  is  the  criteria  that 
is  being  used  to  defeat  the  enforce- 
ment of  pornographic  laws  in  our 
courts.  Public  acceptance  is  setting 
the  standard,  or  custom,  of  the  day 
as  to  what  is  proper  and  improper. 
These  publishers  are  permitted  to  go 
as  far  as  "suggestion,"  but  not  to 
"reality,"  of  sex  acts  in  picture  form. 
Amazingly,  many  of  the  better  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  have  stooped 
to  this  "pictorial  display"  to  embellish 
and  sell  their  product. 

Current  bestsellers,  such  as  "Lo- 
lita,"  "Callgirl,"  and  "Memoirs  of  a 
Woman  of  Pleasure"  have  indicated 
a  definite  trend  of  this  type  of  liter- 
ature and  its  acceptance.  Hollywood 
continually  lays  emphasis  upon  this 
theme  in  their  way  of  life  and  their 
production  on  film,  stage  and  the 
T.V.  screen.  To  name  only  a  few: 
'The  Apartment,"  "Irma  II  Duce," 
and  "After  the  Fall."  The  publicity, 
advertising,  and  reviews  of  these 
productions  indicate  their  lurid  and 
illicit  content.  The  American  press 
must  share  in  tihe  responsibility  for 
this  sensual  education  for  lauding 
and  "playing  up"  the  vile  habits  cJ 
these  movie  stars. 

The  dance  trends  of  this  day, 
general  decor  of  dating  among  youth, 
the  increasing  amplification  of  il- 
licit love  affairs  among  the  married, 
even  the  manner  in  which  sex  edu- 
cation is  being  taught  in  our  public 
schools  and  colleges— all  these  be- 
come contributing  factors.  The  As- 
sociated Press  carried  a  recent  story

from  San  Francisco,  "Marriage  to 
one  wife  at  a  time  is  bizarre  and  un- 
natural," a  medical  research  pioneer 
told  a  University  of  California  sym- 
posium on  "The  Family's  Search  for 
Survival."  Dr.  Russel  V.  Lee  then 
proceeded  to  compare  man  as  the 
head  of  his  house  with  the  natural 
beast,  a  normal  buck,  bull,  or  stal- 
lion for  his  base  conclusions.  What 
will  happen  to  moral  standards  with 
this  type  of  education? 

More  revoltingly,  modem  writers 
are  laying  their  attacks  to  what  is 
termed  "Puritanism."  They  make 
light  of  the  narrowTiess  of  our  fore- 
fathers who  founded  this  Nation. 
They  shame  the  rigid  standards  of 
propriety  of  dress,  conduct,  and  teach- 
ing of  the  early  church  in  our  Na- 
tion. They  fail  to  acknowledge  that 
our  forefathers  based  their  beliefs 
upon  the  Word  of  God,  that  purity  of 
Christian  life  and  character  was  de- 
manded by  the  Lord.  Seemingly, 
they  are  ignorant,  or  ignore,  that  God 
has  blessed  this  Nation,  that  our 
Nation  has  developed  and  grovm  be- 
cause of  its  standards  and  conduct. 
Nor  do  they  face  the  fact  that  the 
deteriorating  forces  (crime,  juvenile 
delinquency,  broken  homes,  and 
alcoholism)  within  our  Nation  can  be 
correlated  with  their  emphases. 

The  Bible  says:  "What  is  man, 
that  thou  art  mindful  of  him?  or  the 
son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 
Thou  madest  him  a  litde  lower  than 


the  angels;  thou  crownedst  him  with 
glory  and  honour,  and  didst  set  him 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands:  thou 
hast  put  all  things  in  subjection 
under  his  feet"  (Heb.  2:6-8).  The 
Old  Testament  prophet  cried:  "The 
soul  that  sinneth  it  shall  die."  Paul 
spoke  with  clarity  God's  attitude  to- 
ward sinful  men,  "They  are  all  under 
sin  .  .  .  none  righteous  .  .  .  none  that 
seeketh  after  God  ...  all  gone  out 
of  the  way  ...  no  fear  of  God  be- 
fore their  eyes  ...  for  all  have  sinned 
and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God." 

God  has  ordered:  "Be  ye  holy; 
for  I  am  holy."  He  says:  "Whatsoever 
a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also 
reap."  If  America  continues  to  sow 
corruption,  she  shall  reap  corrup- 
tion. If  the  present  trend  continues, 
and  the  present  educational  process 
prevails,  we  shall  see  more  and  more 
sin— a  people  given  over  to  corrupt 
minds. 

Christian  people  must  awake  and 
assert  themselves.  Our  indignation 
against  such  unrighteousness  should 
be  expressed  publicly  and  emphatical- 
ly. Every  effort  should  be  dedicated 
to  get  the  purifying  message  of  the 
Word  of  God  before  the  people  of 
our  Nation.  Christian  zeal  and  talent 
should  be  thrown  into  the  fight  for 
standards  of  righteousness  and  dig- 
nity of  life.  Above  all  we  must  pray 
for  those  who  are  in  governmental 
control  of  our  Nation,  its  jurispru- 
dence, and  its  educational  system.  T

Workers  from  four  Sunday  schools 
gathered  for  a  dehghtful  dinner  in 
our  San  Bernardino  Church.  They 
had  come  from  Montclair,  Riaho, 
Riverside,  and  San  Bernardino  to 
enjoy  an  evening  of  fellowship 
around  the  tables.  The  theme  of  the 
evening  was  pictured  in  centerpieces 
on  every  table,  depicting  "4  in  '64." 
At  the  close  of  the  meal,  workers 
from  Cherry  Valley  Brethren  Church 
joined  us,  and  set  the  stage  for  think- 
ing of  "5  more  in  65."  But  let's  stay 
by  the  dieme  of  this  year- FOUR  IN 
SIXTY  FOUR. 

Is  It  Possible? 

We  thought  only  about  the  mat- 
ter of  every  class  getting  four  new 
pupils  in  the  whole  year,  while 
keeping  the  ones  they  already  had. 
This  means  that  each  class  shall  find 
one  new  pupil,  enroll  him,  and  get 
him  regular  in  attendance  each  quar- 
ter of  the  year.  The  average  class  has 
at  least  six  or  more  pupils,  which 
means  seven  people  to  find  one  each 
quarter.  There  are  thirteen  Sundays 
in  every  quarter,  which  gives  each 
class  thirteen  weeks  to  find  one.  Is 
This  Possible?  Every  class  must 
answer  the  question  for  themselves, 
but  it  almost  seems  we  would  be 
foolish  to  suggest  a  goal  smaller  than 
this. 

What  Will  It  Do? 

We  took  one  school,  and  used  it 
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as  an  illustration.  They  had  fifteen 
classes,  which  meant  that  in  a  school 
now  averaging  150,  they  would  add 
sixty.  This  means  a  school  of  210. 
Even  following  through  for  five 
years  at  the  same  rate  of  growth, 
the  school  would  add  300,  giving 
them  a  school  of  450.  The  five 
schools  represented  had  a  total  of 
eighty-three  classes.  We  quickly  did  a 
bit  of  arithmetic,  and  it  meant  332 
new  pupils  in  a  single  year  in  these 
five  churches.  Multiplying  this  bv 
five  gave  us  an  increase  of  1660. 
By  now  the  enthusiasm  of  the  work- 
ers present  was  mounting,  and  each 
of  them  declared  this  to  be  fantastic. 
There  must  be  some  mistake  in  our 
figures. 

We  have  4200  classes  in  Brethren 
Sunday  schools.  This  is  no  mistake. 


SCHOOL

Forty-two  hundred  each  reaching 
four  new  pupils  this  year  would  give 
us  an  increase  of  16,800  pupils.  In 
five  years,  if  we  would  do  the  same 
each  year,  and  keep  those  we  already 
have,  we  could  have— should  have— 
84,000  new  pupils  added  to  the 
more  than  40,000  we  now  have  would 
mean  120,000  people.  This  vidthout 
going  beyond  our  own  borders.  Of 
course,  this  will  mean  more  workers 
and  more  space  in  every  church,  but 
it  means  we  will  have  this  many 
more  people  to  go  out  into  neighbor- 
ing cities  to  begin  Brethren  churches. 
It  means  the  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil will  have  more  money  with  which 
to  help  build  more  churches  for  our 
people  as  they  move  from  one  lo- 
cality to  anodier.  It  means  Grace 
College  will  have  more  students  to 
prepare  to  fill  the  gaps  in  our  min- 
istry, sending  them  on  to  Grace 
Seminary.  It  means  more  young  peo- 
ple for  both  the  home  and  foreign 
mission  fields.  It  means  more  op- 
portunities for  every  agency  of  our 
church. 


Am  I  dreaming?  Is  this  too  high 
a  goal  for  any  one  of  us?  God  spoke 
to  our  heart  through  the  fifteenth 
chapter  of  John  when  Jesus  said: 
"Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that 
ye  bear  much  fruit;  so  shall  ye  be  my 
disciples."  Yes;  four  more  in  sixty- 
four  is  a  possibility.  Any  thing  less 
than  this  is  too  little  for  God.        ▼

The  President  Speaks

The  Spiritual  Trend  in   Protestantism 

A  retired  San  Francisco  Theological  Seminary  profes- 
sor makes  a  surprising  observation  as  reported  by  Time 
magazine,  December  20,  1963,  page  57.  Dr.  Ilion  T. 
Jones  declared:  "There  is  a  mounting  tide  of  conserva- 
tism in  Protestantism  .  .  .  and  that  it  must  be  reckoned 
with  sooner  or  later." 

Editorializing  on  this  observation  of  Dr.  Jones,  Time's 
editor  remarks: 

"Dr.  Jones'  undertow  is  a  hard-to-map  third 
stream  in  American  Protestantism,  running  mid- 
way between  the  simplistic  fundamentalism  of 
small  Christian  sects,  and  the  sophisticated  faith 
espoused  by  a  majority  of  the  Nation's  best- 
known  theologians  and  denominational  leaders. 
It  is  best  known  as  evangelical  conservatism,  and 
it  stands  for  a  strictly  orthodox  Protestant  faith 
that  summons  scholarship  to  the  defense  of  tra- 
ditional  Reformation   doctrine." 

Those  who  are  best  acquainted  with  the  three  seg- 
ments of  Protestantism:  liberal,  conservative,  and  funda- 
mental, would  question  whether  the  so-called  conserva- 
tive wdng  has  been  thoroughly  diagnosed,  and  would 
therefore  view  vwth  some  suspicion  a  statement  that  "it 
stands  for  a  stricdy  orthodox  Protestant  faith."  Among 
the  various  writers  of  conservatism  there  are  some  who 
deserve  to  be  described  as  "strictly  orthodox  Protestant." 
But  there  are  others  who  in  the  name  of  scholarship  are 
leaning  so  far  in  the  direction  of  liberalism  that  the  under- 
tow amounts  to  a  trend  away  from  the  orthodox  Chris- 
tian  faith. 

This  trend  actually  becomes  adversely  articulate  on 
such  matters  as  the  inerrancy  and  infallibility  of  the 
Bible,  the  authenticity  of  the  Book  of  Daniel  and  the 
second  epistle  of  Peter,  the  reality  and  necessity  of  the 
Virgin  Birth,  and  the  growing  spirit  of  ecumenicity  in 
all  areas  of  professing  Christendom.  It  depends  on  what 
sort  of  eyes  one  is  looking  through  as  to  what  one  will 
see.  Obviously  Dr.  Jones'  vision  was  a  bit  out  of  focus  in 
relation  to  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Financial  Trend  in  Education 

"Federal  Aid  to  Colleges:  Boon  or  Bane"  is  the  sub- 
ject under  discussion  in  the  January  1964  issue  of  Read- 
er's Digest.  The  opening  sentence  is  enough  to  reveal 
the  feeling  of  the  writer.  He  says:  "A  widely  unsus- 
j>ected  and  alarming  phenomenon  is  appearing  in  Ameri- 
can higher  education  today."  The  attitude  of  the  Car- 
negie Foundation  is  disclosed  in  a  quote  from  its  report: 
"A  new  giant  has  appeared  in  the  role  of  fund-provider 


for  higher  education— the  federal  government."  Its  size 
is  best  understood  when  it  is  known  that  already  about 
two  billion  dollars  a  year  are  being  poured  into  education 
by  the  Federal  Government. 

Federal  aid  to  higher  education  originated  about  a  cen- 
tury ago  with  modest  help  given  to  land-grant  colleges. 
Real  impetus  came  during  World  War  II  when  grants 
were  made  to  colleges  and  universities  for  the  necessary 
research  to  develop  the  armaments  for  war,  one  achieve- 
ment being  the  atomic  bomb.  The  cold-war  brought 
the  race  through  space  and  other  areas  of  research,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  stopping  place  in  sight. 

An  inflating  economy  has  setried  over  the  scene  of 
higher  education  and  is  threatening  to  destroy  it.  The 
first  attempt  to  fight  off  this  disaster  was  the  scholarship 
and  loan  funds  made  available  to  students  through  the 
various  colleges  and  universities;  then  came  the  building 
loans  made  available  for  housing  on  college  campuses. 
And  more  recendy  the  Federal  Aid  bill  was  enacted, 
providing  grants  and  loans  for  various  types  of  buildings. 

But  this  is  not  the  end.  It  cannot  be  the  end  if  the 
Government  intends  to  save  higher  education  for  the 
youth  of  the  Nation.  For  all  private  colleges  at  least,  there 
must  be  some  means  of  making  money  available  to  sub- 
sidize current  operations  and  check  the  precipitous  rise 
in  tuition. 

Where  will  this  trend  lead  us?  No  one  knows  for 
sure.  But  a  few  things  seem  quite  evident.  The  Federal 
programs  in  higher  education  now  have  reached  such 
colossal  size  that  it  requires  a  book  of  792  pages  just 
to  list  them.  Oversight  of  these  programs  is  producing 
an  amazing  expansion  of  Federal  bureaucracy.  As  yet 
the  problem  is  not  one  of  pwlitical  control,  but  rather 
of  influence.  And  as  one  man  put  it:  "The  consequences 
.   .   .   are  subtle,  slowly  cumulative,  and  gentlemanly." 

Caught  in  the  grip  of  the  rising  tide  of  inflation  one 
wonders  whether  vastly  greater  private  support  to  edu- 
cation could  enable  a  school  to  weather  the  trend.  This 
seems  impossible  in  view  of  the  fact  that  more  than 
1000  institutions  in  this  country  are  now  campaigning  for 
a  sweeping  program  of  Federal  support  through  its 
representative,  The  American  Council  on  Education. 
Only  schools  of  unlimited  financial  resources  could  meet 
the  academic  and  financial  pressures.  Yet  even  these  are 
now  receiving  from  a  third  to  a  half  of  their  budget 
from  Washington.  This  places  the  small  school  seek- 
ing academic  status  at  the  mercy  of  the  times  if  at  the 
same  time  it  is  dependent  upon  limited  private  financial 
supjxjrt. 

These  are  days  when  God's  people,  who  value  Chris- 
tian education,  need  to  get  a  new  vision  of  "him  who 
worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will" 
(Eph.  1:11),  and  trust  Him  "to  do  exceedingly  abundandy 
above  all  that  we  can  ask  or  think"  (Eph.  3:20).         T 
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First  Impressions  of  Grace

If  it  is  assumed  that  the  title  and 
content  of  this  article  do  not  pertain 
to  the  doctrine  of  grace,  but  rather 
to  an  educational  institution  bearing 
the  same  name,  specifically  Grace 
College,  the  assumption  is  correct. 
However  an  implication  of  the  con- 
tent of  this  article  may  well  be  that 
the  grace  of  our  God  seems  very  evi- 
dent upon  Grace  College  in  general 
and  upon  various  aspects  of  the  col- 
lege in  particular. 

As  one  approaches  the  Grace  Col- 
lege campus  initially,  it  is  apparent 
that  this  is  a  comparatively  new  cam- 
pus suggested  by  its  buildings  and 
also  possibly  by  the  nearby  residen- 
tial area.  The  campus  buildings  ap 
pear  to  be  well-planned,  well-con- 
structed, and  attractive  in  appear- 
ance. It  is  obvious  that  there  is  some 
commitment  to  expansion,  suggested 
by  the  approaching  completion  of 
one  of  the  campus  buildings.  This, 
a  residence  hall,  is  the  largest  build- 
ing on  the  campus  and  would  per- 
haps indicate  a  significant  amount 
of  anticipated  growth.  Further  in- 
vestigation uncovers  without  diffi- 
culty a  master  campus  plan  in  the 
preparatory  stage  being  done  by  a 
very  well-qualified  campus  planner. 
As  such  a  plan  is  projected  into  the 
future  accompanied  by  the  continued 
direction  and  provision  of  the  Lord, 
the  future  of  the  physical  aspect  of 
this  college  looks  bright. 

Almost  immediately  upon  arrival 
at  Grace  College  one  becomes  aware 
of  an  atmosphere  on  campus  which  is 
not  the  typical  college  atmosphere, 
not  even  the  typical  Christian-college 
atmosphere.  It  is  more  than  an  aca- 
demic stress;  it  is  a  spiritual  tone.  It 
is  evident  not  in  chapel  services 
alone,  but  also  in  classes,  in  meet- 
ings of  organizations,  in  the  various 
social  functions,  in  athletic  events, 
in    residence-hall    life.    In    fact,    it 
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seems  to  pervade  all  campus  activity. 
Thas  quite  desirable  atmosphere  can 
be  readily  traced  to  the  preeminence 
of  Christ  in  college  life,  and  in  the 
individual  lives  of  those  who  to- 
gether make  up  the  campus  popula- 
tion. 

The  largest  section  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  campus,  the  student  body, 
looks  much  like  that  of  any  other 
American  college  of  comparable 
size.  Its  members  represent  many 
parts  of  the  country  and  have  come 
to  Grace  College  to  gain  a  liberal- 
arts  education  in  a  Christian  con- 
text. To  do  this,  it  is  necessary  for 
many  of  the  students  to  work  part- 
time,  or  to  secure  loans  or  scholar- 
ships through  the  college's  Office  of 
Financial  Aid,  or  to  take  advantage 
of  a  combination  of  these.  But  it  is 
evident  that  these  young  people  feel 
that  it  is  worth  it.  It  seems  that, 
generally,  large  loads  are  carried  by 
the  students,  not  only  of  outside 
work,  but  also  of  academic  work,  as 
well  as  of  extra-curricular  responsi- 
bilities. As  a  result,  it  is  imperative 
that  these  people  learn  quickly,  if 
they  haven't  to  this  point,  to  use  their 
time  advisedly.  Accompanying  this 
busy  student  life  there  is  apparent 
a  genuine  concern  for  fellow  students 
on  the  part  of  many.  Acting  as  a 
prime  motivating  factor  in  these  sev- 
eral considered  characteristics  of 
many  Grace  students  is  an  individual 
concern  for  possessing  a  Christ-di- 
rected life. 

As  one  moves  from  observing  the 
students  at  Grace  College  to  observ- 
ing those  who  are  resjx>nsible  for 
their  instruction,  one  is  quickly  cog- 
nizant of  the  fact  that  these  people 
are  here  for  a  purpose  both  academic 
and  spiritual,  one  being  in  perfect 
harmony  with  the  other.  Remark- 
ably, these  faculty  members  generally 


possess  both  graduate  work  in  their 
respective  fields  and  seminary  work. 
The  large  majority  of  them  are  con- 
tinuing graduate  work  toward  ad- 
vanced degrees  at  universities  in 
summers  and  ujx>n  occasion  during 
academic  years.  This  they  do,  not 
necessarily  for  any  advantage  that 
may  be  personally  derived,  but  for 
the  benefit  it  may  be  to  instruction 
at  Grace  College,  which  they  have 
taken  as  a  God-given  task.  There- 
fore these  facult)'  people  do  not  seem 
to  be  using  their  experience  at  Grace 
as  a  stepping-stone,  but  rather  they 
seem  committed  to  the  teaching  of 
the  various  disciplines  in  an  overall 
framework  where  Christ  is  central, 
as  found  at  Grace  College. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  find  that  faculty 
members  need  not  pursue  graduate 
work  totally  on  their  own  initiative; 
the  administration  and  board  en- 
courage this  sort  of  action  in  every 
way  possible.  They  are  extremely  in- 
terested in  upgrading  various  aspects 
of  the  Grace  scene,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  the  academic  aspect,  as  is 
true  among  colleges  and  universities 
generally  these  days.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  administration  and  faculty 
\vork  tirelessly  in  this  upgrading 
process  with  a  steady  view  toward 
regional  accreditation.  Their  interest 
is  in  seeing  Grace  College  established 
as  a  well-recognized  Christian  liberal- 
arts  college. 

However  it  should  be  stated  ex- 
plicidy  that  it  is  quite  evident  that 
the  goal  just  expressed  is  not  an  end 
in  itself,  but  is  merely  a  means  to 
an  end.  That  is,  such  a  goal  will  see 
committed  students  properly  pre- 
pared for  the  work  to  which  the 
Lord  has  directed  them.  Thereby 
Grace  College  as  a  well-recognized 
Christian  liberal-arts  college  will  be 
set  for  the  ultimate  objective  of  bring- 
ing glory  to  God.  ▼

THE  LANGUAGE  ARTS 


GRACE  COLLEGE 


Communication  is  at  once  an  art 
and  a  necessity  in  the  modem  world. 
That  there  is  artistry  in  the  develop- 
ment of  God-given  talents  of  speech 
and  writing  is  evident,  and  no  Chris- 
tian can  fail  to  see  the  necessity  of 
effectively  communicating  his  ex- 
perience to  a  v\'orld  in  need  of  Christ. 
God's  Word  gives  ample  admonition 
to  the  child  of  God  that  he  might 
communicate  experience  bom  of 
faith  in  words  wihich  reveal  the 
Spirit's  motivation. 

The  introduction  to  all  courses  in 
the  language  arts  at  Grace  College 
is  the  first  year  course  in  English 
Composition.  Here  students  are 
grouped  according  to  basic  ability 
and  are  exposed  to  instruction  plan- 
ned to  advance  them  in  the  com- 
municative skills.  Those  in  need  of 
special  help  are  given  remedial  gram- 
mar and  composition,  while  advanced 
students  are  led  into  more  creative 
efforts.  The  superior  student  of  fu- 
ture years  will  be  jjermitted  to  ad- 
vance directly  to  the  Advanced 
Composition  courses  wdthout  the 
intermediate  step  of  Freshman  Com- 
position. Interested  students  are 
urged  to  sharpen  their  writing  abil- 
ity in  advanced  courses  in  journalism 
and  in  the  extra-curricular  publica- 
tion of  "The  Sounding  Board,"  and 
the  college  and  seminary  yearbook. 

In  recent  years  special  courses  have 
been  inaugurated  to  instruct  the  stu- 
dent in  writing  for  publication.  In- 
struction has  been  in  the  hands  of 
capable  professional  Christian  writ- 
ers, editors,  and  publishers.  Several 
students  have  had  articles  published; 
several  are  serving  as  staff  members 
of  Christian  publications;  and  one 
entered  the  field  of  the  teaching  of 
journalism.  The  challenge  of  the 
printed  page  looms  large  before  the 
Christian  world  both  at  home  and 
on  the  mission  field. 

Closely  allied  to  communication  in 
vmting  is  communication  in  speak- 
ing. All  students  are  required  to 
complete  the  basic  course  in  oral  com- 
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munication.  Not  all  students  will 
be  ministers,  teachers,  or  radio  an- 
nouncers, but  all  will  be  called  upon 
daily  to  communicate  through  the 
instrument  of  human  speech.  Speech 
courses  at  Grace  are  geared  to  the 
development  of  the  entire  personalitv 
of  the  individual  from  the  grace  of 
public  appearance  and  poise  to  the 
discipline  of  logical  thou^t  and 
clear  articulation.  Many  have  their 
first  opportunity  to  use  the  skills  so 
necessary  to  the  public  servant  of 
God  and  the  dedicated  lay  believer 
alike. 

Advanced  courses  lead  to  greater 
skill  in  the  areas  of  public  discussion 
and  debate,  radio  technique,  speech 
correction,  and  the  dramatic  arts.  No 
course  is  dedicated  to  "art  for  art's 
sake,"  but  rather  to  "art  for  the  glory 
of  God."  Thus,  the  goal  of  dramatics 
is  not  the  preparation  of  actors,  but 
the  sharf)ening  of  abilities  easily 
transferred  to  the  demands  of  Chris- 
tian testimony.  The  prospective  sec- 
ondary teacher  gains  knowledge  in  an 
area  which  will  consume  many  pro- 
fessional hours. 

One  has  said  that  Webster  lists 
more  than  seventeen  thousand  words 
that  describe  personality,  and  that 
the  building  blocks  of  personality  are 
within  the  reach  of  most  of  us.  Manv 
of  these  building  blocks  are  closely 
linked  with  the  act  of  talking.  The 
speech  arts  teach  the  student  to  see 
himself  as  others  see  him,  and  to 
hear  himself  as  others  hear. 

Communication  is  not  a  one-way 
street;  communication  means  the  re- 
ceiving of  thoughts,  as  well  as  the 
conveying  of  facts.  To  this  end  the 
literary  studies  are  devoted.  Nearly 
all  of  our  knowledge  of  the  past,  and 
most  of  our  awareness  of  the  present 
come  to  us  through  man's  writings. 
The  literature  program  of  Grace 
College  is  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  exposing  the  student  to  the 
best  that  man  has  written  while  de- 
veloping discernment  in  an  area  con- 
fused by  the  shifting  of  public  tastes 


and  standards.  Carlyle  stated:  "All 
that  mankind  has  done,  thought, 
gained  or  been:  It  is  in  magic  preser- 
vation in  the  pages  of  books."  Mark 
Twain  once  reminded  us:  "The  man 
who  does  not  read  good  books  has  no 
advantage  over  the  man  who  can't 
read  them."  The  student  is  intro- 
duced to  the  masters  of  world  prose 
and  poetry,  and  these  examples  open 
realms  of  enjoyment  and  expression. 
The  tragedy  of  modern  Christian- 
ity is  the  failure  to  recognize  the 
cultural  and  historical  forces  which 
have  produced  our  society,  and  to 
effectively  communicate  the  only 
means  of  correcting  its  ills— the  mes- 
sage of  the  Word  of  God,  the  su- 
preme example  of  God's  truth 
couched  in  all  of  the  beauty,  force, 
and  p>ower  of  man's  language.  The 
language  arts  at  Grace  College  are 
dedicated  to  this  purpose.  T

There  are  many  values  which  I  have  come  to  recognize  in 
playing  on  Christian  teams  here  at  Grace  College.  The  most  out- 
standing impression  has  been  the  fact  that  Christ  always  blesses 
when  we,  as  Christian  athletes,  put  Him  first  in  our  lives.  I  have 
seen  how  He  does  help  and  gives  success,  not  always  by  giving  us 
the  victory  of  the  game,  but  always  victory  in  our  hearts.  This 
thing  I  have  learned  for  the  days  to  come  that  I  must  put  Christ 
first  in  all  that  I  do,  and  He  can  and  will  bless. 
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THE  ATTENTION  of  profess- 
ing Christians  throughout  the 
world  seems  to  be  focused  more  and 
more  upon  the  problems  and  possi- 
bilities of  organizational  church 
union.  In  fact,  the  mid-twentieth 
century  may  well  be  described  as 
the  era  of  ecumenism  in  the  history 
of  the  church.  On  every  side,  and 
through  every  available  means  of  re- 
ligious communication,  we  are  being 
told  of  the  scandal  of  disunity  and 
denominationalism  in  the  visible 
church  of  Christ,  and  of  the  urgency 
of  merging  all  segments  of  the  pro- 
fessing Christian  church  into  one 
organization  in  order  that  the  unbe- 
lieving world  might  be  more  effec- 
tively reached  with  the  Christian  mes- 
sage and  that  Christ's  prayer  "that 
they  all  may  be  one"  (John  17:21) 
might  be  fulfilled  at  last. 

Church    Mergers   and   the   World 
Council 

In  their  zeal  to  accomplish  this 
ecumenical  goal,  denominational 
groups  of  similar  background  and 
-practices  are  entering  into  large  mer- 
gers. In  1961,  the  Northern  Presby- 
terians and  the  United  Presbyterians 
joined  ranks  to  form  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  USA 
with  a  membership  of  3,259,000.  In 
1962,  four  Lutheran  groups  merged 
to  form  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  with  3,200,000  members. 

In  addition  to  this,  and  in  spite 
of  great  differences  of  background 
and  practice,  the  Congregational  and 
Christian  Church  merged  with  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  in 
1957  to  form  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  with  2,300,000  members.  More 
recently,  it  has  been  seriously  pro- 
posed that  all  Episcopalians,  United 
Presbyterians,  Methodists,  and  the 
United  Church  of  Christ  should 
merge  to  form  a  Protestant  super- 
denomination  with  a  membership  of 
nearly   nineteen   million  people. 

On  the  international  level,  the 
ecumenical  movement  made  sweep- 
ing new  gains  at  a  conference  held 
in  New  Delhi,  India,  in  Novem- 
ber 1961.  Here,  at  its  third  assembly, 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  ac- 
cepted into  its  membership  the  fifty 
million  members  of  the  spiritually 
dead,  anti-Reformation,  and  legal- 
istic Greek  Orthodox  Church,  Rus- 


sian Orthodox  Church,  and  related 
churches  in  Poland,  Bulgaria,  and 
Rumania.  Many  believe  that  the 
Council  would  ha\'e  gladlv  received 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  into  its 
membership  as  well,  even  if  the  latter 
had  refused  to  make  any  concessions 
in  matters  of  doctrine  and  govern- 
ment. 

The  significance  of  all  this  should 
be  clear  to  Bible-believing  Christians. 
The  Bible  speaks  repeatedly  of  the 
coming  great  apostasy,  and  of  the 
great  ecclesiastical  system  which  will 
emerge  following  the  Rapture  of  the 
true  church,  and  which  will  be  used 
by  the  Antichrist  in  his  rapid  rise  to 
world  dominion  (I  Tim.  4:1-3;  II 
Tim.  3:1;  II  Thess.  2:3ff.;  II  Pet.  3: 
3;  Jude  18;  Rev.  17).  In  the  very 
nature  of  the  case,  the  ecumenical 
movement  prepares  the  way  for  the 
ultimate  apostasy,  for  it  de-empha- 
sizes the  importance  of  doctrine  and 
of  the  absolute  necessity  of  salvation 
through  Christ  alone.  For  example, 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  one 
of  the  five  presidents  of  the  W.C.C., 
stated:  "Heaven  is  also  not  a  place 
to  which  we  humans  go  in  our 
present  bodily  state,  nor  is  it  a  place 
for  Christians  only.  Those  who  have 
led  a  good  life  on  earth,  but  have 
found  themselves  unable  to  believe 
in  God,  will  not  be  debarred  from 
heaven.  I  expect  to  meet  some 
present-day  atheists  there"  {London 
Daily  Mail,  Oct.  21,  1961).  Another 
W.C.C.  leader,  D.  T.  Niles,  in  sp)eak- 
ing  of  the  church's  responsibility 
toward  Hindus,  concludes:  "The  task 
of  evangelism  is  to  bring  out  Jesus 
Christ  in  every  man,  not  to  put  Him 
in"  (Christianity  Today,  May  25, 
1962,  p.  29). 

Ecumenical  Trends  Among 
Evangelicals 

Parallel  with  the  larger  and  liberal 
ecumenical  movement  which  we  have 
just  considered  is  an  ecumenical 
movement  among  evangelical  Chris- 
tians, which  has  already  gained  wide- 
spread attention  and  has  made  sig- 
nificant strides.  While  it  is  difficult 
to  discern  all  the  distinctive  elements 
of  this  new  trend,  at  least  the  follow- 
ing characteristics  may  be  poted:  (1) 
We  are  being  told  that  the^most  ef- 
fective way  to  proclaim  the  Gospel 
to  the  entire  world  in  our  generation 


is  to  unite  all  born-again  Christians 
both  doctrinally  and  organizationally, 
for  the  world  will  simply  remain  un- 
impressed by  the  message  of  a  divided 
church.  (2)  Since  a  united  front  be- 
fore the  world  is  of  supreme  impor- 
tance, we  are  being  told  that  it  is 
basically  sinful  to  form  new  denomi- 
nations, or  fellowships,  of  Christians 
for  the  purpose  of  p)erp)etuating  dis- 
tinctive doctrines  or  ordinances. 
Since  Christ  is  not  divided,  and  we 
shall  some  day  be  in  heaven  together, 
it  is  sinful  to  separate  ourselves  from 
any  Christian  over  any  doctrinal,  or 
ecclesiastical,  issue.  The  mark  of  true 
orthodoxy,  we  are  told,  is  love,  not 
doctrine.  (3)  Evangelical  ecumenists 
recognize,  however,  that  denomina- 
tions do  exist  today  and  will  doubt- 
less continue  to  exist  for  a  long  time 
to  come.  Therefore,  in  order  to  re- 
store at  least  a  working  unity  that 
approaches  the  wonderful  unity  of 
the  Early  Church,  we  must  not 
emphasize  any  doctrines  that  other 
born-again  Christians  do  not  acceprt. 
Otherwise,  there  might  be  friction 
and  division  in  the  body  of  Christ, 
and  the  world  would  not  be  impress- 
ed by  our  witness.  To  win  the  world 
for  Christ,  we  must  bury  our  dif- 
ferences and  proclaim  the  "essential 
core"  of  the  Gosp)el  in  a  "positive" 
way.  These,  we  believe,  are  some 
of  the  basic  assumptions  which 
underlie  many  of  the  statements  that 
issue  from  the  pens  of  evangelical 
leaders  today. 

In  seeking  to  spread  this  philos- 
ophy among  the  saints,  evangelical 
ecumenists  are  taking  advantage  of 
the  obvious  prestige  and  momentum 
of  the  liberal  ecumenical  movement 
by  adopting  some  of  its  methods  and 
motivations,  and  by  setting  it  forth  as 
a  model  for  true  Christians  to  fol- 
low. For  example,  Russell  T.  Hitt, 
editor  of  Eternity  magazine,  has 
criticized  American  evangelicals  for 
failing  to  recognize  that  "there  are 
solid  conser\'ative  theologians  and 
church  leaders  wthin  the  W.C.C. 
orbit."  Having  personally  attended 
the  sessions  at  New  Delhi,  and  ad- 
mitting some  astonishment  at  the 
theological  complexity  of  an  organ- 
ization that  includes  everything  from 
Chiilean  Pentecostals  to  Anglican 
and  Eastern  Orthodox  churches,  he 
concludes:  "In  all  fairness,  however, 
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it  is  obvious  that  any  group  of  Chris- 
tians seriously  seeking  the  mind  of 
Christ  as  they  meditate  upon  the 
Holy  Scriptures  and  are  dependent 
upon  the  Holy  Spirit  have  great 
supernatural  forces  working  in  their 
behalf.  In  some  sessions  at  New 
Delhi  this  was  delightfully  experi- 
enced." Evangelicals,  therefore,  who 
take  a  negative  attitude  toward  the 
W.C.C.  reveal  "a  tendency  toward 
black  and  white  thinking"  (Eternity, 
Feb.,  1962,  pp.   10-11). 

In  contrast  to  this  approach,  how- 
ever, we  find  that  the  Scriptures  con- 
standy  set  forth  "black  and  white" 
distinctions  between  sin  and  right- 
eousness, and  between  truth  and  er- 
ror. We  are  exhorted  to  abhor  that 
which  is  evil  and  to  cleave  to  that 
which  is  good.  We  are  told  that  no 
man  can  serve  two  masters.  And  we 
are  told  that  the  way  that  leads  to 
life  is  extremely  narrow,  and  few 
there  be  that  find  it.  Are  we  ful- 
filling our  God-given  responsibilities 
as  watchmen  of  the  flock  if  we  en- 
courage an  attitude  of  neutrality  to- 
ward organizations  that  are  almost 
completely  dominated  by  those  who 
deny  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered 
to  the  saints? 

The  W.C.C.  Statement  of  Faith 

In  the  light  of  these  considerations, 
the  following  words  from  the  pen  of 
1  contemporary  evangelical  leader, 
Arnold  T.  Olson,  president  of  the 
Evangelical  Free  Church  of  Amer- 
ica, with  regard  to  the  statement  of 
Faith  of  the  W.C.C,  are  quite  in- 
dicative of  this  new  trend  of  thought: 
"It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  how  far 
we  have  drifted  from  the  Biblical 
pattern  when  we  reflect  that  those 
whom  the  evangelicals  condemn  as 
liberal  and  unorthodox  should  get 
together  on  a  statement  recognizing 
the  deity  of  Christ,  the  authority  of 
the  Scriptures  as  to  His  person  and 
the  Trinity,  and  should  work  cease- 
lessly to  bring  the  denominations  to- 
2;ether  while  evangelicals  continue 
Fighting  among  themselves  and 
:reating  new  divisions  within  their 
small  forces  .  .  .  The  great  need  of 
the  hour  among  evangelicals  is  a  new 
:all  to  unity"  {Moody  Monthly, 
March  1962,  p.  21). 

But  what  is  the  real  significance 
)f  the  new  statement  of  faith  of  the 
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W.C.C?  The  original  statement  read 
as  follows:  "The  World  Council  of 
Churches  is  a  fellowship  of  churches 
which  accept  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  God  and  Saviour."  It  was  at  the 
insistence  of  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Church  that  the  following  words 
were  added  to  this  statement  of 
faith:  "according  to  the  Scriptures, 
and  therefore  seek  to  fulfill  their 
common  calling  to  the  glory  of  the 
one  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Spirit."  Wonderful  though  these 
words  may  sound  to  an  evangelical, 
they  are  specifically  designed  to  de- 
ceive the  simple,  for  the  W.C.C.  has 
officially  stated,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  more  liberal  denominations  with- 
in its  membership,  that  it  "does  not 
concern  itself  with  the  manner  in 
which  the  churches  interpret  these 
truths"  (cited  by  H.  J.  Kuiper,  Torch 
and  Trumpet,  April  1962,  p.  11).  In 
other  words,  as  a  bulwark  against 
heresy,  it  is  of  no  more  value  than 
the  paper  it  is  written  on. 

Nov\'  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
some  of  the  most  liberal  denomina- 
tions in  America  have  excellent  creeds 
and  doctrinal  statements  which  have 
been  inherited  from  earlier  and  bet- 
ter days.  The  Episcop>al  Bishop,  James 
A.  Pike,  an  ecumenical  leader  in 
America,  clearly  reveals  in  the  fol- 
lowing statement  his  own  attitude 
toward  such  orthodox  creeds:  "The 
Biblical  evidence  and  the  theological 
implications  seem  to  be  in  favor  of 
assuming  that  Joseph  was  the  human 
father  of  Jesus.  We  certainly  do  not 
deny  that  'the  Holy  Spirit  hovered' 
(one  translation),  nor  deny  in  the 
least  the  doctrine  of  the  virgin  birth; 
namely,  the  paradox  which  the  myth 
presents  so  well:  Jesus  as  part  of  his- 
torical process  and  also  as  divine  in- 
terruption in  history— a  mighty  act 
of  God,  indeed  the  Supreme  Mighty 
Act  of  God  .  .  .  There  are  several 
phrases  in  the  creed  that  I  cannot 
affirm  as  literal  prose  sentences,  but 
I  can  certainly  sing  them— as  a  kind 
of  war  song  picturing  major  convic- 
tions in  poetic  terms"  {Christian 
Century,  Dec.  21,  1960,  pp.  1496f). 
This  serves  as  an  excellent  example 
of  how  a  liberal,  or  Neo-Orthodox, 
theologian  can  give  assent  to  high- 
sounding  creeds  writhout  believing  in 
their  literal  truth. 

How   this  attitude   toward  creeds 


works  itself  out  in  actual  ecumenical 
practice  may  be  seen  in  the  World 
Council's  fourth  world  Faith  and 
Order  Conference,  held  July  12-26, 
1963,  in  Montreal,  Canada.  Although 
the  delegates  were  unable  to  agree  on 
any  doctrinal  formulation.  Dr.  Paul 
S.  Minear,  the  newly-elected  chair- 
man of  the  Faith  and  Order  Com- 
mission, insisted  that  "ecumenical 
reality  resists  imprisonment  in  dog- 
matic formulations  .  .  .  We  have  been 
united  in  a  truth  that  surpasses  all 
of  the  truth  that  we  can  put  into 
words"  [Christianity  Today,  August 
30,  1963,  p.  24).  Cari  F.  H.  Henry 
concludes  that  the  Protestant  posi- 
tion of  the  W.C.C.  "increasingly  re- 
flects the  initiative  of  Bultmannian 
existentialists"  [who  vigorously  deny 
the  literal  truth  of  theological  state- 
ments in  the  Bible],  and  points  out 
that  "the  authority  of  the  Bible  has 
an  increasingly  tenuous  role  within 
the  life  of  the  Worid  Council.  The 
Montreal  conference  .  .  .  denigrated 
Scripture  and  exalted  tradition" 
{Christianity  Today,  Aug.  30,  1963, 
p.  25). 

Instead  of  setting  up  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  as  a  model  to 
be  followed,  Christian  leaders  should 
be  faithfully  warning  their  f>eople 
to  beware  of  wolves  in  sheep's  cloth- 
ing (Matt.  7:15),  and  to  recognize 
that  "Satan  fashioneth  himself  into 
an  angel  of  light"  and  that  "his  min- 
isters also  fashion  themselves  as  min- 
isters of  righteousness,  whose  end 
shall  be  according  to  their  works"  (II 
Cor.     11:14-15).  T

Midyear  Board  Meeting 

The  eleven  sessions  of  the  midyear  meeting  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society's  board  of  trustees  came  to 
an  end  at  noon  on  Friday,  February  14.  All  members 
of  the  board  were  present  except  Dr.  Charles  Mayes 
and  Rev.  Russell  Ogden.  Careful,  consistent  at- 
tention was  given  to  the  more  than  one  hundred  items 
of  business  under  consideration.  Actions  taken  on  a  num- 
ber of  different  major  matters  will  be  explained  during 
future  weeks  when  remaining  details  are  completed. 
Suffice  it  to  say  at  the  present  time  that  very  great  and 
thrilling  things  are  ahead.  Great  as  the  year  of  1963 
may  have  been— and  it  was  the  greatest  in  our  history 
in  very  many  ways— 1964  and  the  years  to  follow  bid 
fair  to  surpass  it. 

Many  Problems 

Probably  there  have  been  few  meetings  in  which 
there  were  more  problems  for  consideration.  These,  how- 
ever, were  not  problems  of  defeat,  but  problems  of 
progress;  not  problems  of  retreat  or  retrenchment,  but 
problems  of  ways  and  means  for  progress  beyond  any 
means  of  accomplishment  seen  at  the  present  time. 
This  year  and  the  years  ahead  will  truly  need  to  be 
years  when  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by  sight,  and  yet 
times  when  we  shall  not  mistake  foolhardiness  for  faith. 
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Financially  Speaking 

Total  income  for  the  year  of  1963  was  $432,346.' 
Estimated  expenditures  for  1964  are  being  based  on  the 
actual  income  of  1963,  and  to  permit  the  normal  in-: 
creases  in  activity  the  income  in  1964  will  need  to  in-j 
crease  by  at  least  10  percent.  This  will  mean  that  income ' 
for  all  activities  during  1964  should  reach  a  grand  total! 
of  $475,580.  Since  it  is  probably  just  as  jxvssible  fori 
God  to  give  us  a  half-million  dollars,  we  are  asking  Him 
for  at  least  that  amount.  Of  the  total,  approximately, 
$332,000  will  be  needed  for  current  general  operationij 
including  all  field  expenses,  all  missionary  salaries  andi| 
allowances,  all  administrational,  publicity,  and  main- 1 
tenance  costs;  $50,000  should  be  used  in  projects,  in  ex- 
pansion, and  in  retiring  as  much  as  possible  of  $50,000 
of  actual  indebtedness.  If  enough  of  our  180  congrega- 
tions will  respond  so  that  our  approximately  one  hundred 
missionaries  have  their  total  support  underwritten,  there 
will  be  no  problem  of  surpassing  the  budgeted  needs  for 
1964. 

Candidate   Consideration 

Probably  the  most  joyous  part  of  the  board  meetings 
was  the  interview  and  consideration  of  fifteen  new  mis- 
sionary candidates,  bringing  to  twenty-six  the  total  of 
those  who  have  filed  preliminary  applications  and  are 
considered  active  candidates.  As  we  consider  the  list 
of  these  fine  young  people,  it  is  clear  that  probably 
each  one  would  make  a  very  effective  missionary.  The 
greait  challenge  now  is.  Will  the  missionary-minded  peo- 
ple who  know  and  love  these  young  people  rally  to  their 
support  as  they  approach  the  time  of  beginning  mis- 
sionary service?  Some  of  these  candidates  will  not  be 
ready  for  actual  missionary  service  for  three  to  five  years, 
but  some  will  be  presented  in  the  immediate  future  or 
later  dn  1964. 

Appointments  to  Service 

Additional  appointments  for  missionary  service  will  be 
mentioned  in  the  mondis  ahead,  but  at  least  two  can  be 
announced  at  the  present  time: 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Ball  of  the  First  Brethren 
Ilhurch,  Seal  Beach,  California,  were  appointed  for 
nissionary  service  in  the  Central  African  Republic.  Mr. 
Jail  is  an  experienced  printer  and  offset  pressman.  The 
Jan  is  thait  the  Balls  shall  leave  for  Africa  as  soon  as 
le  can  conclude  his  business  arrangements  in  the  United 
!tates,  and  outBt  and  total  suppwrt  can  be  arranged.  It 
5  hoped  that  they  can  leave  for  Africa  within  a  six-month 
leriod,  or  in  less  time  if  possible.  Suitable  equipment 
irill  be  sent  out  so  that  Mr.  Ball  will  have  it  when 
le  arrives  in  Africa.  His  primary  business  will  be  to 
each  Africans  to  operate  the  presses,  and  to  do  all  the 
dtricate  operations  connected  with  his  work.  His  sec- 
ndary  business  will  be  the  actual  printing. 

Miss  Francine  Polo  of  La  Chaux  de  Fonde,  Switzer- 
md,  was  appointed  a  worker  to  be  employed  in  our 
'renoh  program  in  the  Central  African  Republic.  She 
i  trained  in  teaching,  typing,  and  other  activities  neces- 
iry  to  the  French  phase  of  our  work  in  Africa.  Dur- 
ig  the  summer  she  is  to  be  married  to  Mr.  Gilbert  Aellig, 
;ho  is  now  finishing  tvi'O  very  successful  years  in  our 
Lfrica  field,  and  he  will  return  to  Africa,  taking  his 
n(e  with  him  in  time  for  the  fall  school  term. 

irgentine  Bookstore  and  Literature 

Missionary  Robert  Cover  may  already  have  moved  to 
JO  Cuarto,  where  he  will  open  our  first  bookstore  in 
irgentina,  and  will  lead  in  the  literature  program  in 
lat  field.  Financial  items  approved  for  this  work  include 
le  following:  up  to  $75  per  month  rental  for  location; 
1,000  for  operational  costs  for  the  first  year,  and  a 
nce-for-all  revolving  literature  fund  of  $4,000.  These 
ems  need  to  be  supplied  in  the  immediate  future,  but 
le  board  of  trustees  recommends  them  as  jxxssible  proj- 
3ts  for  any  interested  groups  or  individuals.  The  sup- 
ly  of  the  total  amount,  or  any  part  of  it,  will  be  great- 
'  appreciated. 

bad  Churches  Need  Help 

In  Chad,  a  section  of  the  former  French  Equatorial 
frica,  just  north  of  the  large  part  of  our  field  in 
frica,  we  have  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  enterprising 
rethren  churches.  When  the  former  French  Equatorial 
frica  divided  into  separate  nations,  those  churches  were 
ft  outside  the  national  limits  of  the  Central  African 
epublic.  The  result  is  that  to  make  it  possible  for  those 
lurches  to  continue  under  the  counsel  and  advice  of 
IT  missionaries  in  die  CAR,  we  must  establish  a  center 
1  Chad,  and  a  national  church  organization  must  be 
fected  there.  All  the  ramifications  of  this  are  not 
3w  known,  but  our  missionaries  are  asking  for  $2,000 
•r  the  erecting  of  a  headquarters  building  in  Chad 
>r  use  as  this  center.  The  board  favors  this,  and  sug- 
»ts  it  as  a  project  for  some  interested  group  or  in- 
ividual.  Those  who  can  help  in  this  will  actually  be- 
Hne  sponsors  of  The  Brethren  Church  in  this  new 
ition— Chad. 

"■once  Bible  Center 

The  board  has  approved   the  plans  with   respect  to 


the  France  Bible  Center.  A  very  major  portion  of  the 
necessary  funds  has  now  been  supplied  from  specially 
designated  gifts.  Possibly  as  much  as  $3,000  to  $4,000  may 
still  be  needed  to  complete  payment  and  to  equip  the 
center.  We  were  ready  to  announce  the  actual  pur- 
chase of  the  property,  but  just  as  we  were  preparing 
these  notes,  we  received  word  that  the  seller  has  changed 
his  mind.  So,  we  will  need  to  ask  you  to  wait  and  pray 
with  us  as  our  missionaries  seek  further  for  the  property 
God  has  for  us. 

To  Visit  Fields 

The  board  has  requested  that  two  field  trips  be  made 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  first  is  to  Hawaii,  for  con- 
sultation with  the  missionaries  as  to  the  possible  pur- 
chase of  property  to  meet  the  urgent  church  building 
needs.  The  General  Secretary,  Dr.  Barnard,  has  been 
asked  to  make  this  trip,  and  he  will  probably  be  ac- 
companied by  one  of  the  board  members  living  in  south- 
em  California,  either  Dr.  Glenn  O'Neal  or  Dr.  Charles 
Mayes.  The  trip  will  be  made  in  early  March,  and  will 
require  about  two  weeks.  The  second  trip  is  to  be 
made  by  the  Assistant  General  Secretary,  Rev.  Clyde 
K.  Landrum,  going  to  Africa,  with  stops  in  Belgium  and 
France.  This  is  also  a  trip  for  consultation  with  the 
missionaries  on  the  field  in  relation  to  die  tremendous 
activities  contemplated  in  Africa  in  the  immediate  fu- 
ture. Brother  Landrum  will  leave  about  the  end  of  March 
or  early  April.  These  trips  are  being  mentioned  so  that 
the  prayers  of  God's  people  may  be  enlisted  for  the  great- 
est possible  accomplishment.  ▼

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[frequently,  I  have  been  asked  this 
question  by  sincere  Christians 
vho  honestly  desire  to  know  what 
s  the  greatest  need  on  the  mission 
ields  today. 

This  is,  of  course,  a  difficult  ques- 
ion.  If  it  were  merely,  "What  are 
ome  of  the  greatest  needs?"  the 
nswer  would  not  be  so  difficult.  But 
vhen  the  question  is,  "What  is  the 
[reatest  need  in  missions  today?"  it  is 
lot  so  easy  to  answer. 

A  few  years  ago  I  knew  of  a  dis- 
ussion  between  a  returned  mission- 


personnel  to  the  fields  and  equip 
them  for  their  work. 

Since  I  personally  have  been  in 
much  the  same  position  as  the  pas- 
tor, it  has  been  my  thought  during 
the  past  few  years  that  there  are  more 
men  available  for  the  mission  fields 
than  money,  and  that  the  paramount 
need  was  in  the  realm  of  finances. 

But  about  twelve  weeks  ago  my 
thinking  was  jarred  to  a  different 
position.  This  came  about  largely 
through  my  attendance  at  and  par- 
ticipation  in   the   missionary   retreat 


ry  and  a  homeland  pastor  as  to 
whether  the  greatest  need  was  more 
(lissionary  candidates  or  more  money 
0  sustain  and  equip  the  present  mis- 
ionary  staff.  The  missionary,  speak- 
ng  from  his  knowledge  of  the  vast 
piritual  harvest  fields  in  mission 
ands,  felt  convinced  that  the  great- 
st  need  was  for  more  missionaries, 
rhe  pastor,  who  was  being  bombard- 
d  constantly  with  requests  from  mis- 
ion  boards  and  missionary  candi- 
lates  for  finandal  support,  was  quite 
onvinced  that  the  pressing  need 
vas  for  more  money  to  get  waiting 


of  the  IFMA-EFMA  organizations 
at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  held  in 
early  October.  There  were  between 
150  and  200  mission  executives  at 
this  gathering,  representing  some 
seventy-five  societies,  and  a  total 
staff  of  between  14,000  and  15,000 
missionaries.  As  we  listened  to  the 
repwrts  and  discussions  of  the  con- 
vention, it  was  apparent  that  almost 
every  society  felt  that  not  enough 
missionary  candidates  were  apply- 
ing to  meet  the  need  for  mission- 
aries on  the  fields.  The  major  part 
of  a  day  was  given  to  the  discussion 


of  what  was  termed  "The  Candidate 
Problem."  Statistical  facts  and  fig- 
ures were  given  showing  a  serious  de- 
chne  in  the  number  of  young  peo- 
ple applying  for  the  mission  fields. 
And  this  was  in  view  of  tlie  fact  that 
the  present  is  definitely  a  time  of 
crisis  on  many  fields.  The  gravity  of 
the  situation  was  certainly  apparent 
as  the  need  for  increased  personnel 
w^as  discussed  by  outstanding  re- 
sponsible  mission    leaders. 

My  present  appeal,  therefore,  is 
for  Christian  young  people.  I  want 
all  to  know  that  the  doors  to  most 
of  the  mission  fields  of  the  world  are 
still  wide  open  and  that  both  the 
fields  and  the  mission  boards  are 
calling  for  more  missionary  volun- 
teers. Do  not  be  deceived  into  think- 
ing that  the  day  of  missionaries  is 
past.  These  mission  leaders,  represent- 
ing virtually  the  whole  world,  cer- 
tainly made  it  plain  that  not  only 
are  the  missionaries  still  needed  who 
are  now  on  the  field,  but  that  there 
is  also  a  crying  need  for  more  mis- 
sionaries. 

The  fact  that  the  use  of  radio  and 
literature,  as  well  as  other  media  of 
mass  communication,  now  makes  it 
possible  for  a  missionary  to  greatly 
expand  his  usefulness  and  outreach 
on  the  field  does  not  negate  the  need 
for  more  missionaries.  The  total 
Protestant  missionary  staff  of  some 
42,000  (including  everyone  that  goes 
under  the  name  "Protestant")  be- 
comes a  very  minute  figure  when  one 
remembers  that  more  than  half  of  the 
world's  population  lives  in  non- 
Christian  lands  with  well  over  half 
of  them  totally  unreached  by  the 
Gospel.  And  when  one  remembers 
that  the  world  population  is  in- 
creasing on  the  exploding  scale  of 
more  than  50,000,000  annually,  this 
also  makes  the  over-all  missionary 
staff  appear  pathetically  small. 

This  inescapable  fact  stares  us  in 
the  face:  we  are  not  reaching  people 
with  the  message  of  the  Gospel  as 
rapidly  as  the  world  population  is  in- 
creasing. We  must  have  more  liter- 
ature, and  we  must  capitalize  more 
and  more  on  the  media  of  mass  com- 
munication, but  the  fact  still  re- 
mains that  the  mission  fields  of  the 
world  must  have  more  missionary 
manpower.

into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature. 

I  plead  with  Christian  pastors 
to  use  the  influence  of  their  pul- 
pit and  private  ministry  to  teach 
their  people  about  the  spiritual 
need  of  the  heathen. 

I  plead  v\ath  Christian  educators 
to  see  that  Cod's  plan  of  world 
evangelization  be  accentuated  in 
their  curriculums  and  classrooms. 

I  plead  with  radio  ministers  to 


use  their  unique  opportunities  to"^ 
plead  with  Christians  to  give  their  '  1 
lives    and    means    for    missionary 
service. 

I  plead  with  you,  my  reader,  to 
open  your  heart  to  the  needs  of 
the  world  and  to  the  call  of  the  ' 
Lord  of  the  Harvest  as  to  whether  ■

pening  of  the  1963-64  school  year. 

Among  the  missionaries  present 
fere  the  faculty,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Klie- 
ST,  and  Miss  Marie  Mishler.  The 
lational  Fellowship  of  African 
rethren  Churches  and  the  govem- 
lent  were  also  represented. 

The  service  was  simple  but  ade- 
uate.  Praise  was  rendered  to  God 
ith  an  appropriate  hymn,  and  the 
irector  of  the  school,  Mr.  Steudler, 
3ve  the  message  using  Psalm  127:1: 
Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
ley  labor  in  vain  that  build  it." 
hen  in  prayer  these  buildings  were 
resented  to  the  Lord. 

The  director  reviewed  the  history 
F  the  school,  which  op>ened  in  Oc- 


tober 1960  with  twenty  students  and 
two  professors.  The  desks  belonged 
to  a  primary  class,  and  the  room, 
pleasant  during  the  dry  season,  leaked 
like  a  sieve  when  the  rains  came. 

However,  each  year  a  new  class 
was  added  and  soon  there  was  not 
room  to  have  a  general  chapel  service 
for  all  the  students.  This  was  the 
need  that  caused  us  to  begin  asking 
for  an  adequate  building.  Our  first 
thought  was  to  ask  for  government 
subsidy.  However,  just  at  that  mo- 
men't  the  government  nationalized  all 
schools  and  this  avenue  was  blocked. 

In  God's  goodness  we  were  per- 
mitted to  retain  the  high  school  as 
a  private  unit,  since  it  was  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  program  to  prepare 
African  church  leaders,  but  of  course 
without  subsidy  of  any  kind  from 
the  government. 

Then  we  asked  God  to  provide 
for  the  buildings  needed  if  it  was 


His  will  for  us  to  continue  this  min- 
istry. It  was  at  this  time  that  appeal 
was  made  to  the  Brethren  churches 
in  America  for  funds  to  erect  the 
needed  building. 

At  the  same  time  we  decided  on  a 
smaller  unit,  more  modest  in  ap- 
pearance, more  in  keeping  vidth  the 
indigenous  policy  of  the  Mission,  but 
adequate  to  provide  an  auditorium  for 
chapel  exercises  and  other  meetings. 

All  the  other  buildings  of  the 
school  have  been  remodeled  and 
covered  with  aluminum  roofing,  and 
one  new  dormitory  erected.  This 
gives  us  an  ensemble  of  units  en- 
abling us  to  care  for  one  hundred 
students.  (See  "Layout  of  the  Yaloke 
Station"  on  opposite  page.)  The 
growth  of  the  student  body  has  in- 
creased with  the  additional  accom- 
modations. Applications  for  this  year 
arrived  by  the  dozens,  180  in  all, 
and  from  them  we  accepted  forty- 
five  freshmen,  which  now  brings  the 
total  of  our  student  body  to  eighty- 
nine  for  the  four  grades. 

What  a  joy  to  see  the  school 
equipped  with  an  electric  power 
generator,  a  water  tower,  and  ade- 
quate classroom  furnishings. 

Thanks  be  unto  God  for  all  of 
you  who  have  contributed  to  make 
such  pleasant  quarters  available,  and 
to  the  Balzers,  faithful  builders, 
whom  God  has  used  in  the  actual 
construction. 

Pray  now  that  we— teachers,  yes, 
but  servants  of  Jesus  Christ— might 
be  worthy  of  the  task  He  has  given 
us.  And  above  all  pray  that  from  the 
graduating  class  in  1964  many  of 
these  will  enter  the  seminary  to  pre- 
pare for  a  full-time  ministry.  ▼

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Sticks  in   the   Fire

It  was  a  dark,  rainy  night  on 
Homesick  Bay,  Cotijuba  Island:  the 
last  night  of  the  Brethren  National 
Youth  Retreat.  Finally,  the  rain  let 
up  enough  that  a  fire  could  be 
started,  it  blazed  high,  and  then— 
but  I'm  getting  ahead  of  my  story. 

Let's  go  back  to  Thursday  after- 
noon, when  we  were  informed  that 
the  government  boat  would  pick  up 
our  young  people  at  the  Icoaraci  pier 
Friday  at  11  a.m.  instead  of  3  p.m. 
as  the  churches  had  been  advised. 
We  wondered  how  many  would  make 
it  in  time. 

About  10:00  Friday  morning  some 
young  people  began  to  arrive.  But 
the  boat  did  not  app>ear.  Close  to 
noon  an  improvised  lunch  was  served 
at  the  day  school,  and  then  the 
young  f>eople  wdth  their  baggage 
went  to  the  pier.  For  the  next  two 
hours  they  could  be  seen  standing  in 
litde  groups  here  and  there  where 
shelter  could  be  found  as  intermittent 
rains  dampened  clothes,  hair,  and 
suitcases,  but  not  spirits. 

Finally,  at  two  in  the  afternoon 
the  boat  came  into  view  and  we 
were  told  to  get  our  baggage  on  as 
they  just  had  to  purchase  oil  before 
we  could  be  on  our  way.  Within 
a  very  few  minutes  all  were  aboard 
and  to  pass  the  time  we  began  sing- 
ing hymns  and  choruses.  This  con- 
tinued for  nearly  an  hour  until  the 


rain  became  so  heavy  that  we  were 
all  crowded  into  one  small  area  at- 
tempting to  keep  partially  dry.  Fi- 
nally, the  crew  appeared  and  at  ten 
minutes  to  four  we  were  on  our  way, 
arriving  at  the  Cotijuba  pier  just 
fifty-five  minutes  later. 

Before  we  could  leave  the  boat, 
once  more  we  waited  for  heavy  rains 
to  pass.  It  must  have  been  quite  a 
sight  to  see  more  than  thirty  wet  and 
windblown  people  trudging  over  a 
very  muddy  trail  with  all  of  their  bag- 
gage (including  hammocks  for  sleep- 
ing and  much  of  the  food  that  we 
were  to  consume  in  the  next  three 
days).  About  six  o'clock  the  last  of 
the  group  arrived  at  Pastor  Arthur's 
home  on  "Homesick  Bay."  There 
was  a  late  supper  and  then  the  first 
message  of  the  retreat  by  Pastor  Ben- 
jamin. 

Heavy  rains  nearly  all  day,  and  a 
huge  swarm  of  flying  ants,  which 
stayed  to  enjoy  the  retreat  for  nearly 
two  hours  on  Saturday,  seemed  to 
add  to  the  restlessness  and  lack  of 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  young 
people.  How  thankful  we  were  for 
the  big  tent  in  the  backyard.  It 
served  for  a  meeting  place  during 
the  day  and  sleeping  quarters  for 
many  of  the  boys  at  night.  Soccer, 
volleyball,  and  swimming  were  en- 
joyed despite  several  rains  during 
the   afternoon.   After   breakfast   and 


devotions  Sunday  morning  all  walked 
to  The  Brethren  Church  where  we 
joined  the  local  congregation  for 
Sunday  school.  Back  to  the  beach  for 
a  Bible  study  and  baptismal  service 
before  the  noon  meal. 

Three  teams  took  part  in  the  Bible 
quizzes  based  on  the  Book  of  Ephe- 
sians.  The  national  pastors  brought 
messages  and  Bible  studies  from  diis 
book  also.  What  prayers  that  we 
might  be  faithful  and  know  the 
love  of  God!  What  pleadings  to  walk 
obedient  to  the  Lord,  using  the 
armor  provided  by  God  to  defeat 
Satan!  What  promises  to  those  will- 
ing to  obey! 

The  only  explanation  for  the 
change  of  attitude  on  the  j>art  of  the 
young  people  is  that  God  was  an- 
swering prayer  and  using  His  Word 
in  their  lives.  There  was  a  quietness 
and  attention  to  the  Sunday  evening 
message  which  we  had  not  seen  be- 
fore. And  then  the  hour  for  personal 
testimonies  arrived.  Ten  of  the 
thirty-one  yoiing  jjeople  who  took 
part  in  the  retreat  rose  to  give  testi- 
monies and  dedicate  their  lives  to 
the  Lord.  With  sticks  in  hand  they 
would  stand  before  us,  breaking  off 
bits,  peeling  off  tlie  bark,  rolling  and 
twisting  them  in  their  hands,  swing- 
ing them  back  and  forth,  and  fi- 
nally tossing  them  into  the  fire.  Ten 
sticks  blazed  up  and  gave  light  on  a 
cloudy,  dark  night  at  Cotijuba. 

Pray  that  these  ten  lives  will  be 
used  to  bring  much  light  to  the  great 
darkness  that  exists  in  the  hearts  of 
seventy  million  Brazilians  still  with- 
out Christ.  ▼

I  have  a  thrilling  and  ohallenging  story  to  tell. 

Every  wroman  who  has  been  a  part  of  a  local  WMC  group  in  the  past  seven 
years  has  had  a  part  in  making  this  story  jwssible.  Behind  it  all  has  been  the  mighty 
hand  of  God,  the  blessed  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  your  own  love  for  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

It  was  in  August  of  1956  as  your  national  WMC  board  prayed  for  guidance 
and  wisdom  in  the  choice  of  a  major  Foreign  Missionary  Offeiing  project  to  recom- 
mend to  the  WMC  conference  that  our  story  began.  Through,  the  years  this  offer- 
ing taken  in  March,  April,  and  May  has  been  given  for  many  necessities  in  the 
lives  of  our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  fields.  Now  the  Lord  led  us  to  consider  the 
needs  of  those  who  had  served  their  full  time  on  the  field  and  must  come  home 
to  stay.  Some  of  these  faithful  servants  had  no  home  of  their  own,  so  God  opened 
our  eyes  and  enlarged  our  faith  to  take  on  a  five-year  project  for  the  building  of  a 
missionary  residence  in  Winona  Lake  for  retired  missionaries. 

With  the  approval  of  the  foreign  missionary  board  and  the  WMC  conference, 
you  women  took  up  the  challenge.  You  have  each  brought  your  offerings  like  ala- 
baster boxes  of  ointment  and  laid  them  at  Jesus'  feet  to  care  for  "His  Own."  I  am 
sure  Jesus  has  said  many  times  at  your  WMC  meetings,  "She  hath  done  what  she 
could,"  even  as  He  said  it  of  Mary  when  she  anointed  His  feet. 

It  was  during  the  week  of  August  14,  1960  that  a  new  chapter  in  our  story 
was  written  when  the  first  shovel  of  soil  was  lifted  from  the  property  on  Seminary 
Drive  and  those  in  attendance  dropped  their  offerings  into  that  hollow  of  promise. 
By  March  of  1961  Miss  Grace  Byron,  Miss  Florence  Bickel,  Miss  Elizabeth  Tyson, 
and  Mrs.  Rose  Foster  were  able  to  move  into  those  four  apartments.  Each  now  had 
a  home  of  her  own. 

But  our  story  was  not  yet  complete,  for  God  had  not  supplied  the  full  need 
through  WMC.  In  five  years  time  you  had  given  $16,717.52,  but  more  was  needed. 
So  in  1961  the  Lord  again  led  us  to  step  out  on  faith  on  the  first  year  of  a  project 
to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  New  Missionary  Residence.  You  respwnded  with  an  of- 
fering of  $3,589.29.  In  1962  we  began  our  second  year  to  liquidate  this  debt  and 
with  our  goal  for  the  year  still  at  $3,500  your  alabaster  boxes  totaled  $3,673.22. 

Another  chapter  was  written  this  past  August  when  our  New  Missionary 
Residence  was  officially  named  "Philathea  House"  meaning  "lovers  of  truth."  How 
very  descriptive  this  name  is  of  those  faithful  ones  who  dwell  within.  God  gave 
faith  again,  and  we  began  our  third  year  on  this  same  project.  This  which  we  had 
begun  in  1956,  we  would  be  faithful  to  complete.  Unanimously  it  was  agreed  to 
challenge  our  WMC  groups  to  meet  a  goal  of  $3,700  this  year,  just  $26.78  more 
than  given  last  year.  This  challenge  was  accepted,  and  we  belie^•e  God  will  give  the 
victory.  Did  you  know  that  in  the  past  seven  years  you  have  given  a  total  of  $23,980.03 
for  this  one  project  alone?  And  that  last  year  including  a  total  of  $3,673.22  for  our 
"Philathea  House,"  your  gifts  to  all  national  and  district  WMC  offerings  through 
the  national  financial  secretary-treasurer  totaled  $34,225.76. 

"This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  it  is  marvelous  in  our  eyes." 

Already  this  year  He  has  enabled  us  to  exceed  our  $3700  goal  for  home  mission 
needs  in  Navajoland  with  an  offering  of  $4029.69.  At  this  writing  our  Christian 
Education  Offering  is  not  complete,  but  we  have  faith  God  will  do  that  which 
seems  to  us  impossible.  What  will  we  do  during  March,  April,  and  May  on  our 
project  for  "Philathea  House"? 

I  pray  each  of  you  will  bring  your  alabaster  box  and  lay  it  each  month  at  youT 
Slavioiir's  feet  assured  in  your  own  heart  that  He  will  be  able  to  say:  "She  has 
done  all  she  could."  T

Perhaps  in  our  study  of  Luke  chap- 
ter 15:12-32,  we  have  never  really 
appreciated  the  prodigal  son  because 
we  have  never  really  seen  the  elder 
brother   in    relationship   to   him. 

Will  you  with  me  consider  the 
possibility  of  many  of  us  in  The 
Brethren  Church  today  being  the 
"elder  brother"  in  this  story,  but  not 
as  so  often  we  are  tempted  to  think 
of  him  as  the  "modernist"  down  the 
street,  or  the  "other  fellow  over  there." 

In  our  consideration  of  this  portion 
of  Scripture,  we  will  have  to  refer  to 
verse  12  for  some  necessary  back- 
ground: "And  the  younger  of  them 
said  to  his  father.  Father,  give  me 
the  portion  of  goods  that  falleth  to 
me.  And  he  divided  unto  them  his 
living."  There  are  some  words  in  this 
verse  that  I  would  like  to  have  you 
tuck  into  the  back  of  your  mind  for 
further  reference— they  are:  them  and 
his  living. 

Let  us  move  into  the  story.  Note 
first  of  all  that  when  the  prodigal 
son  returned  home,  ithe  elder  brother 
was  busy  out  in  the  field  working  for 
his  father,  and  was  drawn  near  the 
house  by  the  sound  of  joyful  music. 
He  quickly  called  one  erf  the  serv- 
ants to  ask  the  meaning  of  all  the 
joyful  sounds.  The  servant  answers 
with  the  astounding  news  that  his 
brother  had  returned  suddenly— as 
if  back  from  the  dead.  Let's  consider 
some  very  pertinent  questions:  Why 
had  not  the  father  sent  hurriedly  for 
the  elder  brother  upon  the  prodigal's 
return?  Ck)uld  it  be  that  he  knew  he 
was  too  busy  to  come  and  enter  into 
the  joy  of  the  Lord?  Could  it  be  that 
busy  barrenness  had  filled  his  life 
under  the  guise  of  working  for  the 
Father?  Did  he  not  need  to  learn 
with  us  that  unless  we  moment  by 
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moment  appropriate  what  He  has 
done  for  us,  we  can  never  do  for 
Him?  Was  he  not  perhaps  as  so 
many  of  us,  drawing  water  from  a 
well  that  had  long  been  dry— rather 
long  been  dead-^the  well  of  his  own 
"good"  life?  Have  we  forgotten  that 
when  we  were  crucified  with  Christ, 
the  good  went  along  with  the  bad? 
The  Spring  of  Living  Water  was 
at  his  feet,  but  he  never  stooped  to 
drink.  Was  service  of  this  kind 
satisfactory  to  the  Father?  Samson 
was  used,  and  so  was  Balaam,  but 
did  what  they  represent  satisfy  the 
Father,  or  us?  Because  the  brother 
has  returned,  the  elder  brother  is 
face  to  face  with  his  father  and  him- 
self. 

In  verse  28  we  see  that  the  elder 
brother,  as  well  as  we  often  do,  when 
faced  with  the  real  issue,  retort 
angrily.  This  brother  refused  to  en- 
ter the  house,  but  marvels  of  marvels, 
the  grace  of  God  is  manifested  in  his 
refusal:  "Therefore  came  his  father 
out,  and  intreated  him."  Almost  be- 
for  the  father  is  finished,  he  answers 
with  a  most  remarkable  statement: 
"Lo,  these  many  years  do  I  serve  thee, 
neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time 
thy  commandments:  and  yet  thou 
never  gavest  me  a  kid  that  I  might 
make  merry  with  my  friends." 

We  want  to  pick  up  a  few  words 
which  we  tucked  away  earlier,  in 
verse  12:  "He  divided  unto  them  his 
living."  We  see  that  the  elder  broth- 
er had  also  received  his  share  of 
the  father's  inheritance;  yet  as  we 
read  verse  29  we  see  that  he  had 
never  laid  hold  of  any  of  it.  With 
all  the  resources  available,  he  had 
Hved  as  a  servant,  when  in  reality 
he  was  a  son.  "Now  I  say.  That  the 
heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child,  dif-

fereth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though 
he  be  lord  of  all"  (Gal.  4:1).  Aren't 
many  of  us  in  The  Brethren  Church 
living  as  children,  which  in  realitv 
constitutes  us  as  only  servants  in- 
stead of  sons— scratching  out  a  mere 
existence  in  our  Christian  life,  rather 
than  by  Hving  in  faith  as  "heirs  of 
God,  joint  heirs  wdlh  Christ"  with 
all  the  life  of  the  risen,  ascended 
Christ  within  us.  "All  power  [au- 
thority] is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and    in    earth." 

We  come  now  to  the  most  poig- 
nant words— devastating  words— re- 
buking—revealing  words— "Son,  thou 
art  ever  with  me  and  all  that  1  have 
is  thine."  Remember  here  that  the 
father  in  no  way  sjxjke  such  words 
as  this  to  the  prodigal  son,  for  the 
prodigal  had  seen  his  need;  he  had 
"come  to  himself"  and  gone  to  the 
father.  In  contrast  the  elder  brother 
stood  in  his  own  good  life  and  service 
instead  of  the  life  of  his  father,  and 
was  rebuked.  We  need  to  remem- 
ber continually  that  all  true  service 
springs  from  the  Father's  life— not 
our  own.  This  reminds  us  of  an- 
other strong  word  in  the  Book  of 
Revelation,  "I  know  thy  works,  that 
thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest, 
and  art  dead." 

Have  you  heard  the  word  of  the 
Father  and  responded  by  entering 
into  your  inheritance,  not  by  some 
overwhelming  experience,  but  by 
simple  faith?  "All  that  I  have  is 
thine." 

Which  was  the  greater  waste— 
the  prodigal  who  went  out  and 
wasted  his  Father's  living  in  a  riot- 
ous way,  or  the  elder  brother  who 
stayed  right  in  the  father's  house,  but 
never  availed  himself  of  even  a  kid? 
Right  in  the  Father's  house  today 
we  can  know  the  answer.  T 
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UNDER  THE  PARSONAGE  ROOF 


It  is  now  about  sixteen  years  since 
"Under  the  Parsonage  Roof"  first  ap- 
jjeared  on  the  pages  of  The  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald.  At  that  time  we 
were  the  parents  of  six  children  and 
were  serving  the  Lord  in  our  second 
pastorate  at  Martinsburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  intervening  years  wrought 
many  changes  within  and  among 
the  members  of  this  family  unit. 
More  babies,  bringing  the  total  to 
nine  children,  other  pastorates  and 
ministries,  death,  marriages,  a  grand- 
baby,  a  grandmother  making  her 
home  with  us  after  the  death  of 
Grandpa  Schwartz.  It  is  downright 
amazing  to  contemplate  the  changing 
family  picture,  especially  when  this 
is  done  event  by  event,  child  by 
child,  pastorate  by  pastorate,  year  by 
year. 

Amid  all  the  changes  there  has  re- 
mained a  certain  stability.  Family 
love  and  appreciation  have  expanded, 
deepened;  we've  agreed  and  dis- 
agreed, quarreled  and  made  up, 
grovwi  and  developed  in  body,  mind, 
and  spirit;  all  the  while  determining 
God's  will  for  us  as  individuals  and 
doing  our  best  to  walk  accordingly. 

At  this  point  the  immediate  fam- 
ily circle  includes  eight  souls— five 
children.  Gram,  and  two  parents.  Bob 
Jr.  was  promoted  to  glory  seven  years 
ago.  His  "vest-pocket"  edition,  Ro- 
berta, whom  he  never  saw  lives  in 
Roanoke  with  her  mother,  a  very 
precious  "new"  daddy  and  two  litde 
brothers.  Bill  and  David  are  both 
married  and  still  in  school  at  the 
ages  of  25  and  23  respectively.  Doro- 
theann  is  married  and  will  be  adding 
to  the  clan  come  the  first  part  of 
May,  please  God. 

Sharon,  Paul,  Althea  Jr.,  Ardyth, 


and  Mark  are  yet  "under  the  roof," 
but  this  will  change  when  Sharon 
leaves  home  to  enroll  for  her  third 
year  of  college  in  the  fall.  It  has  been 
ten  years  since  we've  had  a  baby 
around  here,  and  believe  it  or  not, 
we  (or  to  speak  for  the  mother  of  the 
clan,  I)  still  miss  them.  However, 
although  I  miss  babies,  I  have  some 
definite  ideas  about  the  grand-babies. 
I  plan  to  love  'em  much  and  leave 
'em.  I  have  yet  to  learn  if  this  is  pos- 
sible. The  daddy  around  here  doesn't 
think  I  can,  or  will  hold  out. 

If  there  is  one  thing  we  parents 
have  learned  in  the  process  of  rear- 
ing our  family,  it  is  that  children 
cannot  wait  to  be  loved  and  disci- 
plined until  we  find  a  convenient 
time  to  do  so.  These  are  daily  im- 


peratives. We  also  learned  that  the 
princi-ples  of  training  and  teaching 
children  remain  constant.  Truth  does 
not  vary;  it  is  not  relative.  What  does 
change  is  the  a-pplication  of  principles 
to  the  personality  pattern  of  each 
child.  This  is  where  virisdom  bom 
from  above  is  so  very  necessary. 

The  same  Word  which  says: 
"Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go"  (Prov.  22:6),  also  ad- 
monishes: "Children,  obey  your  par- 
ents in  the  Lord,  for  this  is  right" 
(Eph.  6:1).  Where  it  says:  'Tathers, 
provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath: 
but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord"  (Eph.  6:5), 
it  also  reminds  the  children,  "Hear, 
ye  children,  the  instruction  of  a

Missionary  Specialist 
Among  African  Girls

Life  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public is  no  less  fascinating  for 
Marie  Mishler  in  1964  than  it  was  in 
1947,  the  year  she  first  arrived  on 
the  field.  In  this  young,  vigorous 
awakening  nation  Miss  Mishler  sees 
around  her  the  multiphcity  of  op- 
portunities and  needs,  and  rejoices 
that  she  is  one  whom  the  Lord  has 
called  to  that  place.  "I  wouldn't 
change  places  with  anyone!"  she 
says. 

And  from  the  Africans'  viewpoint, 
one  woman  put  into  words  her  ap- 
preciation for  this  missionary.  "One 
afternoon,"  relates  Miss  Mishler,  "I 
was  walking  back  in  the  bush  when 
it  started  to  rain.  A  woman  was 
crouched  under  a  shelter  of  branches. 
She  made  room  for  me.  We  talked 
about  my  family,  how  many  children 
my  mother  had.  I  said  they  were  all 
married  and  had  children  except  me. 
And  then  sihe  said:  'Oh,  Mademoi- 
selle, you  do  have  children,  lots  of 
them  bere  at  Bouca.  What  would 
our  girls  have  done  if  you  hadn't 
come!' " 

It  was  through  hearing  of  a  par- 
ticulaa:  need  among  the  women  and 
girls  of  Africa  that  Miss  Mishler  first 
had  a  burden  for  Africa  laid  upon 
her  heart.  Eharing  a  missionary  con- 
ference at  Biola  in  Lx)s  Angeles,  while 
she  was  attending  that  school,  a 
famous  missionary,  Rev.  Tonrniy  Tit- 
combe,  told  of  die  great  need  that 
the  women  and  girls  of  Africa  had 
for  the  Gospel.  She  says:  "It  seemed 
like  the  Lord  was  saying,  'Marie,  you 
go  and  tell  them  of  tbe  Saviour.'  Our 
missions  teacher  told  us  that  a  call 
was  where  the  Lord  showed  you  the 


greatest  need.  The  Lord  laid  on  my 
heart  the  need  in  Africa,  especially 
the  women  and  girls." 

Anna  Marie  Mishler,  the  eighth 
in  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  has 
had  a  "church"  background  through 
all  her  life.  She  always  attended 
Sunday  school,  and  was  influenced 
to  be  baptized  when  a  child  though 
she  had  never  made  a  confession  of 
faith  in  the  Lord.  Through  high- 
school  years  she  taught  a  Sunday- 
school  class.  After  high  school  she 
went  to  San  Francisco  where  she 
lived  for  two  years  with  an  older, 
married  sister.  During  that  time  she 
became  a  member  of  a  church  where 
for  the  first  time  she  heard  of  the 
Second  Coming  of  Christ.  Marie  was 
troubled,  for  it  seemed  the  Lord 
would  come  and  she  would  be  left 
behind,  and  she  could  find  no  com- 
fort. Several  months  after  she  retum- 
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ed  home  to  Akron,  in  a  revival  meet- 
ing conducted  by  the  late  Dr.  R. 
Paul  Miller  at  the  Ellet  Brethren 
Church,  she  accepted  the  Lord  as  her 
Saviour,  and  at  last  she  had  peace. 

Marie  became  a  very  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Ellet  church,  serving  in 
numerous  capacities,  while  she  work- 
ed for  the  General  Tire  and  Rubber 
Company  in  Akron.  For  some  years 
this  seemed  quite  satisfying.  But 
Marie  had  dedicated  her  life  to  the 
Lord,  and  He  had  plans  for  her. 
Even  though  she  was  employed  in 
what  was  known  as  a  "good  job," 
she  became  dissatisfied  with  her 
work.  The  fall  of  1944  found  her  in 
Los  Angeles,  enrolled  in  Biola.  There 
it  was  that  she  heard  the  missionary 
whom  the  Lord  used  to  awake  her 
to  Africa's  need. 

Back  home  again  in  Akron  that 
summer,  Marie  told  her  pastor.  Rev. 
Raymond  Gingrich,  of  her  call  to 
Africa.  He  counseled  her  to  submit 
her  application  to  the  foreign  board, 
and  she  did  so. 

"Now  I  wanted  to  go  to  Africa, 
but  I  also  wanted  to  return  to  Biola," 
relates  Miss  Mishler.  "So  without 
waiting  for  an  answer  to  the  ap- 
plication I  headed  West.  I  hadn't 
been  there  more  than  a  cxnjple  of 
weeks  when  I  received  a  letter  say- 
ing the  board  looked  with  favor  on 
my  application,  and  was  asking  me 
to  go  to  Grace  to  study  French  under 
Mrs.  Ben  Hamilton."  She  hesitated 
for  different  reasons,  but  the  Lord 
made  the  way  clear,  {jroviding  a  train 
reservation  though  such  was  diffi- 
cult to  secure  in  war  time.  "I  packed

After  discouraging  days,  when  a 
family  of  five  lived  in  one  room  and 
later  in  a  house  on  a  poorly  lighted 
dirt  street,  when  doors  were  scarcely 
opened  or  were  slammed  in  their 
faces,  and  it  was  necessary  to  clean 
up  a  dump  to  have  their  first  tent 
meeting,  came  the  happy  time  of  ac- 
tually building  their  own  church. 
She  also  told  us  how  her  children 
could  witness  for  Christ  in  the  Argen- 
tine schools  simply  by  honesty— an 
unheard  of  virtue  there.  In  that  first 
tent  meeting,  there  were  twenty  or 
more  decisions.  Now  they  are  happy 
to  see  their  great  goal— the  establish- 
ment of  an  indigenous  self-support- 
ing church  with  a  national  pastor.

SERVING  MY  MASTER

When  I  was  a  young  girl,  I  re- 
member several  occasions  when  elders 
would  quote  II  Corinthians  12:9 
and  tell  how  this  was  true  in  their 
lives  and  in  the  lives  of  others.  I 
admired  them  for  their  willingness  to 
believe  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for 
thee;  for  my  strength  is  made  per- 
fect in  weakness,"  but  I  reserved  in 
my  mind  a  bit  of  doubt  just  wonder- 
ing if  that  was  always  true. 

Now  after  some  years  of  expe- 
rience, of  which  have  been  on  the 
Argentine  mission  field,  I  can  truly 
say  that  His  grace  is  sufficient.  Dur- 
ing this  last  term  on  the  field,  my 
health  conditions  were  such  that  I 
had  to  seek  the  Lord  daily  for 
strength  and  help  (Ps.  68:19).  Since 
I  was  anemic,  I  had  to  have  frequent 
injections.  This  brought  me  into  con- 
tact vwth  various  nurses  who  gave 
them  to  me.  I  had  some  splendid  op- 
portunities to  testify  to  these  nurses. 
I  also  had  some  fine  opportunities 
to  testify  to  a  couple  of  doctors. 
Even  while  waiting  my  turn  in  the 
doctor's  office,  I  had  some  fine  op- 
portunities to  speak  to  other  patients 
about  the  Lord.  Thus  He  gave  me 
strength  even  in  my  weakness. 

I  enjoyed  my  opportunities  to  work 
with  the  women's  and  girls'  groups, 
also  in  the  children's  classes.  I  praise 
the  Lord  for  the  encouragements  I 
received  in  spite  of  the  fact  I  couldn't 
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assume  more  responsibilities.  The  fact 
that  I  couldn't  assume  much  gave 
the  Argentine  women  and  girls  an  op- 
portunity to  carry  on  the  work.  That 
in  itself  was  beneficial  to  them  for 
their  spiritual  growth. 

Besides  my  own  personal  expe- 
rience, I  have  observed  the  experi- 
ences of  a  young  Argentine  girl.  Per- 
haps some  of  you  are  acquainted  with 
the  author  of  Brillanco  Para  El  (or, 
Shining  for  Him);  Mirta  Siccardi.  I

knew  her  as  a  baby  when  she  was 
stricken  with  polio.  The  Lord  heard 
the  intercessory  prayers  for  her  and 
healed  her,  and  while  small  it  seemed 
that  she  had  no  ill  effects  from  it. 
However  when  she  reached  her  early 
teens,  when  most  girls  begin  growing 
so  fast,  it  was  discovered  she  was  de- 
veloping sclerosis  of  the  spinal  col- 
umn. She  was  examined  by  many 
different  doctors.  None  of  them  gave 


her  much  hope.  All  but  two  thought 
that  she  should  be  operated  on,  but 
even  so  were  skeptical  of  the  out- 
come. Then  treatment,  without  an 
immediate  operation  was  recommend- 
ed by  a  Christian  doctor.  This  treat- 
ment required  remaining  in  bed  in 
traction  during  certain  hours  of  the 
day  as  well  as  at  night.  Then  at 
designated  intervals  specified  exer- 
cises were  required.  Now  the  doc- 
tors beheve  that  she  will  not  need 
the  operation. 

At  first  Mirta  became  a  bit  dis- 
couraged because  she  could  not  play 
and  live  as  others,  and  she  wondered 
if  her  Hfe  would  be  useful.  Then 
her  family  and  friends  encouraged 
her  to  read  and  vrate.  She  could  only 
carry  a  part-time  schedule  in  school. 
Just  for  fun  she  began  writing  fic- 
tion stories.  Then  she  wrote  a  drama 
for  the  Christmas  program  as  well 
as  for  the  Argentine  WMC.  One  day 
she  read  in  a  magazine  about  a  con- 
test being  held  for  vwiters  of  fiction. 

She  got  out  her  stories,  revised  and 
rewTTOte  one,  and  sent  it  to  Costa 
Rica.  How  surprised  and  happy  she 
was  after  several  months  when  she 
learned  that  she  had  won  third  prize. 
She  also  has  written  a  number  of 
other  dramas,  sketches,  and  stories. 
Just  recendy  she  received  her  bach-

She  has  been 
privileged  to  see  many  girls  come  to 
know  the  Lord,  and  to  be  taught  to 
read  their  New  Testaments. 

Indeed  there  are,  as  Marie  says, 
"lots  and  lots  of  things  to  do  out 
here,"  and  she  is  fitting  into  the  pic- 
ture admirably  in  these  days  when 
all  the  missionary  staff  is  shouldering 
a  tremendous  burden  of  work.

My  message  is  always  clear  and 
brief.  I  can  speak  any  language.  I 
am  never  rushed,  nor  is  any  distance 
too  great  for  me  to  travel  to  reach 
one  soul.  Unlike  many  missionaries, 
I  need  no  regular  support,  nor  must 
I  pay  room  and  board  when  staying 
in  a  foreign  country.  Even  my  trip 
across  the  ocean  costs  but  a  few  cents. 
No  special  permission  is  required 
from  the  government  when  I  enter 
or  leave  a  country. 

I  remember  one  day  in  France 
when  I  began  to  witness  to  a  man 
who  didn't  want  to  hear  about  Christ. 
He  was  so  angry  that  he  finally 
pushed  me  into  the  street  and  walked 
on  me.  There  I  lay  in  the  cold  wet 
street  unable  to  get  up.  But  I  am 
never    sick. 

Finally  a  kindhearted  woman  came 
along  and  helped  me  up.  I  traveled 
with  her  to  her  home  that  night  to 
tell  her  son  about  Christ  and  His 
power  to  save.  I  invited  him  to  a 
gospel  service  which  he  attended,  and 
before  long  he  was  converted  to 
Christ. 

One  day  I  was  riding  in  a  car 
with  some  Christian  friends  through 
a  small  village.  One  of  my  friends 
pushed  me  out  of  the  window. 
Quickly  a  man  came  over  and  lifted 
me  up.  Now  some  missionaries 
would  have  to  introduce  themselves 
to  a  stranger  before  they  witnessed 
of  Christ,  but  I  started  right  away 
to  tell  this  kind  man  of  Jesus'  love 
and  death  on  the  cross  for  him.  He 


was  too  busy  to  stand  and  talk,  so 
I  traveled  along  the  street  udth  him. 
He  wanted  to  hear  more. 

I  can't  carry  Bibles  with  me  on 
my  travels,  but  this  time  I  gave  the 
man  an  address  to  which  he  could 
write  and  get  a  New  Testament. 
He  now  has  this  Testament  and  is 
reading  it  regularly. 

Often  my  travels  take  me  to  sick 
beds  and  to  the  dying,  but  I  fear 
no  disease;  I  can  work  myself  into 
broken  homes,  hospitals,  prisons,  and 
many  of  my  brothers  have  gone  be- 
hind the  iron  curtain  of  Russia,  and 
the  bamboo  curtain  of  Asia. 

We  can  preach  the  Gospel  an)'- 
where,  and  the  police  cannot  kill  us. 
For  you  see  our  life  is  not  a  physical 
life.  We  are  only  made  of  paper  and 
ink,  and  yet  we  bring  strength  to 
weak  bodies,  hope  to  the  despairing, 
and  faith  to  the  fearful.  Our  life  is 
the  power  of  God  behind  the  words 
printed  on  our  pages. 

Perhaps  you  have  friends,  or  loved 
ones,  who  are  unconverted.  They  may 
live  too  far  away  for  you  to  visit  them 
and  tell  them  of  Christ.  Or  they 
might  not  listen  to  your  words  of  v\'it- 
ness. 

I  will  be  glad  to  come  to  your 
house,  and  you  may  introduce  me  to 
your  friends.  Some  of  them  may  find 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour  from 
sin  through  reading  my  pages. 

Pray  that  God  will  bless  my  mis- 
sionary work,  and  will  lead  me  to 
souls  who  are  seeking  eternal  life.T

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Before  you  answer  may  I  ask  you 
a  few  questions?  Has  the  Bible  had 
any  part  in  your  Hfe  today?  yester- 
day? this  week?  this  month?  How 
seriously  do  you  turn  to  it  for  guid- 
ance in  making  decisions  of  impor- 
tance in  your  daily  life?  When  dis- 
apfjointments  and  reverses  come,  do 
you  know  where  to  turn  in  your 
Bible  to  find  specific  encouragement 
in  your  need?  Does  the  Bible  have 
anything  to  contribute  to  the  solution 
of  the  conflicts  which  are  convuls- 
ing the  world  in  which  we  live?  Are 
you  familiar  enough  with  it  to  know 
personally  how  to  answer  these  and 
other  vital  questions? 

Is   the    Bible    Reliable? 

"Are  you  kidding?"  someone  asks. 
"Don't  you  know  that  the  Bible  is 
filled  with  errors  and  cannot  be 
taken  seriously?  The  critics  have 
shown  that  its  historical  and  scien- 
tific utterances  are  often  erroneous." 
Such  is  the  nature  of  much  quasi- 
intellectual  comment  about,  and 
evaluation  of,  the  Scriptures.  Self-ap- 
pointed judges  have  heard  biased  and 
incomplete  testimony  and  rendered 
decisions  authoritatively  wdthout  ad- 
mitting testimony  of  qualified  wit- 
nesses for  the  defense  of  the  Bible, 
or  letting  it  speak  for  itself. 

The  Bible  never  calls  itself  the 
Bible.  But  in  more  than  4000  places 
it  claims  to  be  the  Word  of  God!  In 
the  Old  Testament  we  often  read, 
"And  God  said";  "God  spake  all  these 
words";  "The  Word  of  the  Lord 
came  unto—,  saying:" 

"All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspira- 
tion of  God"  (II  Tim.  3:16).  Just  as 
we  cannot  speak  without  letting  out 
breath,  this  passage  tells  us  that  every 
Scripture  is  "God-breathed."  In  I 
Corinthians  2:13  tbe  Apostle  Paul 
tells  us  that  New  Testament  writers 
are  guided  in  their  choice  of  words  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
(Matt.  5:18)  declares  that  the  utter- 
ances of  the  law  (the  five  books  of 
Moses  in  its  more  limited  sense,  and 
the  whole  Old  Testament  in  its  larger 
sense)  are  accurate  to  the  letter  and 
even  to  the  fraction  of  a  letter. 

The  Bible  was  not  written  as  a 
textbook  for  the  laboratory  sciences, 
nor  as  a  comprehensive  world  his- 
tory; yet,  wherever  it  speaks  in  these 


areas,  its  utterances  are  factual.  It  is 
the  only  Book  from  ancient  times  that 
has  not  needed  correction.  It  has 
always  corrected  its  crirics.  Its  author, 
as  it  claims,  is  the  God  who  knows 
the  end  from  the  beginning. 

Is  the  Bible  Relevant? 

This  is  the  heart  of  the  matter. 
Many  are  wrilling  to  grant  that  the 
Bible  has  had  a  great  day  of  influ- 
ence, but  are  quick  to  add  that  it 
"has  had  it!"  Like  the  "surrey  with 
the  fringe  on  top,"  it  has  had  its  day, 
but  is  now  of  value  only  as  a  museum 
piece  or  collector's  item.  The  tractor 
has  outmoded  the  horse,  the  motor 
car  the  buggy,  the  railroad  the  cov- 
ered wagon  and  the  stage  coach,  the 
steamship,  the  sailing  vessel,  and  in-

novations  in  air  travel  may  outmode 
all  these  in  days  to  come.  But  what 
has  outmoded  the  Word  of  God? 
Where  it  has  been  ignored,  rejected, 
and  repudiated,  it  has  not  been  super- 
seded. Its  neglect  has  left  a  vacuum 
that  is  being  filled  with  ideologies 
and  philosophies,  which  are  destroy- 
ing the  liberties  and  ideals  of  life. 
It  is  not  a  coincidence  that  the  only 
government  which  has  officially  out- 
lawed God  and  the  Bible  is  the  only 
government  which  has  to  build  walls 
to  keep  its  people  from  fleeing  from 
"paradise."  If  you  want  an  up-to- 
the-minute  appraisal  of  today's  world 
from  the  One  in  whose  hands  all  au- 
thority in  heaven  and  earth  rests 
(Matt.  28:18),  turn  to  Luke  21:25 
and  26.  Read  the  whole  passage  in 
the  Amplified  New  Testament  and 


study  the  references.  In  verse  33 
Jesus  says:  "Heaven  and  earth  shall 
pass  away;  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away."  The  verses  which  follow 
tell  us  how  to  live  in  days  like  these. 
What  now  appears  as  a  conflict  be- 
tween the  Communist  and  the  free 
world  will  ultimately  crystallize  into 
a  short-lived  conflict  between  re- 
bellious mankind  and  His  sovereign 
Creator  and  Lord,  Jesus  Christ.  God's 
Word  has  much  to  say  about  the 
course  of  the  conflict  and  as  to  how 
it  will  turn  out.  The  second  Psalm 
is  j>ertinent  here.  And  II  Peter  1:19 
exhorts  us  to  hold  the  j>rophetic  word 
as   a   lamp   in    the   darkness! 

Is  the  Bible  Sufficient? 

Man  is  not  a  fixture  on  this  planet 
he  is  a  pilgrim!  If  experience  teaches 
us  anything,  it  is  that  none  of  us  is 
here  to  stay.  Most  of  us  are  in  an 
all-out  effort  to  build  a  fancied  se- 
curity in  a  world  where  we  have  no 
guaranteed  future.  The  Word  of  God 
produces  faith  in  the  lives  of  those 
who  heed  it  in  four  vital  areas: 

Salvation  from  our  sins  and  the  gift 
of  eternal  life.  "The  holy  Scriptures 
are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  sal- 
vation through  faith  which  is  in 
Jesus  Christ"  (II  Tim.  3:15). 

Guidance  in  day-to-day  problems. 
"Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto  my  feet, 
and  a  light  unto  my  path"  (Ps.  1 19: 
105). 

Satisfaction  for  the  inner  hunger 
and  thirst  of  the  soul.  Jesus  answered 
the  tempter:  "It  is  written,  Man  shall 
not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every 
word  that  proceedeth  out  of  die 
mouth  of  God"  (Matt.  4:4). 

Hofe  and  encouragement  in  an 
increasingly  hopeless  world.  'What- 
soever things  were  written  aforetime 
were  written  for  our  learning,  that 
we  through  patience  and  comfort  of 
the  Scriptures  might  have  hope" 
(Rom.  15:4).  Hope  is  more  than  a 
v\rish  or  dream.  Hope  is  confidence 
in  the  word  of  a  responsible  promiser. 
"God  is  not  a  man  that  He  should 
lie;  neither  the  son  of  man,  that  he 
should  repent"  (Num.  23:19). 

Yes;  the  Bible  is  for  our  day,  and 
for  tomorrow— and  the  next  day—  and 
all  the  days  to  come.  It  is  the  one 
completely  reliable  source  of  our 
knowledge,  life,  and  light  of  God 
in  Christ!  T

Peaceful  Coexistence  with  Russia — Not  a  Bad  Idea? 

The  December  30  issue  of  U.  S.  News  and  World  Re- 
■port,  in  the  "Worldgram"  column,  clearly  stated  that 
peaceful  coexistence  with  Russia  is  "Thought  to  he  not 
such  a  had  idea. 

It  was  also  emphasized  that  "U.  S.  officials  talk  hope- 
fully of  changes  someday  in  Red  China."  These  same 
officials  are  telling  us  that  there  are  significant  changes 
in  Russia.  This  is  no  doubt  an  effort  to  soften  and 
modify  the  general  American  conception,  and  a  correct 
one  it  is,  that  Khruschev  and  his  henchmen  are  mur- 
derers and  criminals  who  will  stop  at  nothing  to  reach 
their  goals. 

The  recent  wheat  deal  with  Russia  is  a  part  of  the 
coexistence  program. 

Did  we  sell  wheat  to  Russia  to  help  feed  the  starv- 
ing Russians,  or  to  give  them  a  larger  supply  of  wheat 
for  alcohol  from  which  rocket  fuel  is  made?  Scientists 
know  that  wheat  is  being  used  for  rocket  fuel  now  in 
Russia.  So,  we  are  no  doubt  helping  the  Russians  to 
get  ready  to  bury  us,  which  Khruschev  repeatedly  has 
promised  to  do.  But,  surely  after  all  the  aid  we  have 
given  to  Russia  and  her  satellites  he  must  be  fooling. 
This  is  only  talk.  Is  it? 

Why  are  we  closing  military  installations  in  various 
sections  of  the  world  on  a  bargaining  basis  with  Rus- 
sia? The  late  President  Kennedy  began  this  program  and 
President  Johnson  is  moving  rapidly  in  closing  bases 
here  at  home  also  in  what  he  calls  an  austerity  pro- 
gram. This  action  could  pave  the  way  for  an  interna- 
tional police  force  which  wotdd  police  us!  Instead  of 
weakening  our  worldwide  defenses,  we  should  be 
strengthening  them.   Otherwise  we  are  making  it  pos- 
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sible   for   Russia   to   survive   vi'hile   they   drive   us   into 
slavery.  Disarmament  means  national  disaster! 

We  are  now  informed   that  soon   a   Moscow   airline 
will  be  given  permission  to  land  in  New  York.  What 
a  splendid  opjxjrtunity  for  Russia  to  use  our  cultural  and 
technical  advances  for  her  profit,  and  to  infiltrate  this  : 
Nation  with  all  sorts  of  spies  and  propaganda. 

These  facts  and  others,  including  the  Cuban  situa-  ; 
tion,  leave  us  aghast  and  amazed  that  anybody,  any- 
where in  the  world,  anytime,  could  so  completely  de- 
ceive and  hoodwink  our  Government  from  the  President 
on  down  and  in\'ol\ang  a  sufficiently  powerful  number 
of  officials  to  make  this  picture  a  horrible  reality.  Some- 
times we  feel  that  it  cannot  be  true.  It  must  be  only  a 
bad  dream. 

How  can  such  brilliant  and  able  men  be  so  easily  de- 
ceived? This  is  certainly  a  fulfillment  of  prophecy.  Our 
Nation  is  rapidly  turning  away  from  God,  and  He  is 
allowing  strong  delusion  to  come  upon  us  (I  Thess.  2: 
8). 

The  present  "stop-hate"  campaign  is  a  smoke-screen 
to  cover  a  strong  movement  toward  complete  censorship 
of  criticism  of  any  Government  official.  This  is  a  mark 
of  dictatorship. 

The  very  imminent  prospect  of  having  our  constitu- 
tional right  to  owTi  firearms  taken  from  us  under  the 
guise  of  keeping  them  from  criminals  could  help  pre- 
pare the  way  for  absolute,  totalitarian  government.  It 
happened  in  Russia  and  in  other  nations. 

But,  Amercans  have  a  reputation  for  being  trusting, 
naive,  "head-in-the-sand"  people.  Khruschev  figures  very 
heavily  on  this  fact.  We  reason  that  what  happened 
in  Russia  could  not  possibly  happen  here.  America  en- 
joys special  immunity  from  these  things.  Does  it?  No 
doubt  the  people  in  Hungary,  Austria,  Poland,  includ- 
ing a  sizable  segment  of  the  world's  population  once 
felt  that  same  way.  Their  coexistence  with  Russia  is  now 
a  one-way  street,  it  leads  to  the  Kremlin! 

Consistendy  nations  where  we  have  spent  milHons 
of  dollars  in  tax  money  through  the  United  Nations  forces 
and  sacrificed  many  lives  of  the  finest  American  young 
men  wind  up  v\'ith  a  "neutral"  government,  which  is— 
you  guessed  it,  "pro-communist,"  which  means  it  is  Com- 
munist. 

What  has  happened  to  the  American  desire  for  free- 
dom? Do  Americans  see  u-hat  is  happening  to  their 
precious,  constitutional,  God-given  rights  and  freedoms? 
Have  'their  moral  standards  largely  vanished?  Why  do

rhe  city  of  San  Jose  is  located  at

d.  Originally  named,  "Pueblo  de 
a  Jose  de  Guadalupe,"  it  was 
mded  under  the  authority  of  King 
rlos  III  of  Spain,  November  29, 
77.  The  first  American  flag  was 
sed  above  the  town  hall  on  July 
,  1846.  San  Jose  was  California's 
;t  State  capitol  and  one  of  the 
it  cities  incorporated  in  the  State. 
The  annual  mean  temperature  is 
,9  degrees  with  an  average  of  72 
rcent  of  total  possible  hours  in  sun- 
ne;  a  total  of  293  fair  days  per 
ir.  The  relative  humidity  is  low, 
lich  makes  it  an  ideal  residential 
ja,  medically  speaking.  This  in  part 
s  accounted  for  the  tremendous 
pulation  increase  through  the 
ars.  The  population  now  stands  at 
8,800  in  the  city,  the  adjoining 
53  at  801,600.  San  Jose  lies  in  the 
Iter  of  nearly  forty  cities,  towns, 
d  villages.  This  alert,  progressive 
tnmunity  has  all  of  the  qualities  of 


becoming  one  of  America's  strip 
cities,  extending  south  from  the  San 
Francdsco  Golden  Gate  bridge 
through  the  entire  valley. 

Our  purpose  in  locating  this  first 
Grace  Brethren  Church  in  this  area 
is  twofold.  First,  there  were  families 
here  asking  for  and  in  need  of  a 
place  for  fellowship.  Secondly,  here 
is  a  strategic  location  to  build  a 
mother  church  that  will  become  a 
missionary  center  in  the  years  that  lie 
ahead,  or  until  the  Lord  returns.  A

ica's  challenging  mission  fields  to 
be  reached  for  Christ. 

The  San  Jose  church  was  started 
and  organized  in  1955  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  Bill  McKillen 
and  was  accepted  by  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  that  same 
year.  A  choice,  five-acre  site  was  pur- 
chased for  $18,000.  Services  were 
started  in  the  pastor's  residence  and 
plans  initiated  for  a  building.  The 
new  building  (50'  x  97')  of  French- 
st)'le  architecture  was  built  upon 
these  lots  in  1960  at  a  cost  of 
$40,000. 

Rev.  Lyle  Marvin  was  called  to 
the  field  in  1961  and  has  seen 
steady  growth  in  the  church  and 
Sunday  school.  Our  location  has 
proved  to  be  a  fruitful  site,  for  homes 
and  apartment  buildings  have  now 
complately  surrounded  the  entire 
property  and  area.  A  strong  testimony 
for  Christ  is  being  built  in  San  Jose. 
In  the  future  we  anticipate  God's 
blessing  and  leadership  to  see  this 
church  become  a  self-supporting  mis- 
sionary center  to  start  branch 
churches  in  many  of  these  bay  cities. 
We  urge  all  of  our  readers  to  earnest- 
ly pray  for  Brother  Marvin  and  his 
excellent  staff  and  congregation  that 
great  strides  will  be  made  in  reach-

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A  Tribute  to  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller 


A  strong  and  meaningful 
charge  and  admonition  of  the  ven- 
erable Apostle  Paul  to  the  )'oung 
man  Timothy  seem  most  char- 
acteristic as  a  fitting  tribute  to 
our  fellow  soldier  of  the  cross,  Dr. 
R.  Paul  Miller. 

The  Apostle  Paul  said:  "I 
charge  thee  therefore  before  God, 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead 
at  his  appearing  and  his  kingdom; 
preach  the  word;  be  instant  in  sea- 
son, out  of  season;  reprove,  re- 
buke, exhort  with  all  longsuffer- 
ing  and  doctrine.  .  .  .  But  watch 
thou  in  all  things,  endure  afflic- 
tions, do  the  work  of  an  evan- 
gehst,  make  full  proof  of  thy 
ministry"  (II  Tim.  4:1-2,  5). 

Our  Brother  Miller  always  felt 
keenly  his  personal  responsibility 
with  the  message  of  the  Word  of 
God  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
in  the  high  and  holy  calling  of 
God  in  the  ministry.  As  a  mission- 
ary, an  evangelist,  or  as  a  pastor 
he  left  an  indelible  mark  upon  all 
who  heard  him  expound  the  mes- 
sage that  he  received  from  his 
Lord.  His  ministry  was  always  a 
passionate  plea  for  sinners  to  come 
to  Christ,  for  Christian  folk  to 
walk  closer  to  their  Lord.  His  mes- 
sages were  borne  out  of  a  thorough 
knowledge  and  grasp  of  the  Word 
of  God,  and  bore  rich  evidence  of 
much  prayer  and  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller  was  a  pio- 
neer, a  fearless  leader,  respected 
by  all  his  Brethren  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  cause  of  Christ 
in  our  beloved  Brethren  Church. 
He  served  as  a  director  of  the 
home-mission  work  for  twenty-five 
years,  having  first  been  elected  in 
August  1919.  He  began  his  first 
secretar)'ship  in  1929  with  the 
Missionary  Board  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  His  ministry  as  secretary 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  began  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  corporation  in  Septem- 
ber of  1939.  His  fifteen  years  of 


leadership  in  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions before,  during,  and  after  the 
crisis  in  our  Fellowship  of  1936- 
1939,  laid  the  foundation  for  the 
growth  and  development  of  our 
present  home-missions  program. 
The  aggressive  foundation  and  be- 
ginning of  an  enlarged  program  of 
church  establishment  and  building 
in  the  United  States  had  a  major 
effect  upon  the  outreach  and 
progress  of  every  agency  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches. 

During  this  period  the  home- 
missions  work  rose  in  esteem  from 
a  place  where  it  was  almost  impos-

sible  to  get  a  successful  preacher 
to  take  a  pastorate  to  the  place 
where  the  best  men  in  our  min- 
istry were  proud  to  be  home-mis- 
sion pastors  and  establish  new 
churches  for  Christ. 

His  stirring,  passionate  ministry 
in  evangelism  across  this  Nation 
has  left  a  trail  of  souls  won  for 
Christ.  I  have  found  men  and 
women,  young  people  and  children 
who  have  been  won  for  Christ  in 
R.  Paul  Miller's  campaigns  in 
every  corner  of  The  Brethren 
Church.  We  can  say,  at  this  point, 
that  the  evangelistic  fervor  of  this 
man  is  responsible  for  a  certain 
measure  of  the  evangelistic  tenor 


that  we  see  among  our  preachers 
today. 

My  own  ministry  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions  began  under  his 
leadership  and  guidance  as  a  pas- 
tor at  South  Bend,  Indiana.  His 
careful  admonition  in  those  early 
days  has  always  been  treasured. 
His  personal  advice  to  me  as  a 
young  man  shall  always  be  re- 
membered and  has  been  an  instru- 
ment of  God  in  fashioning  and 
shaping  m)'  ministry.  In  His  own 
words:  "Lester,  study  to  show 
yourself  approved  of  God,  always 
walk  in  optimistic  faith,  and  be  a 
real  soul-winner."  Likewise,  such 
encouragement  on  the  part  of  this 
man  has  been  used  of  God  to 
thrust  a  good  many  laborers  into 
the  harvest  field. 

In  1956  Brother  Miller  again 
entered  the  home-mission  field  by 
answering  the  call  to  the  pastor- 
ate at  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
in  Goshen,  Indiana.  His  ministry 
terminated  here  in  November  of 
1963  when  his  doctors  ad\dsed 
that  he  cease  his  ministry  because 
of  illness.  His  ministry  was  fruit- 
ful and  blessed  of  God.  His  co- 
operation and  co-laborship  in 
Christ  in  this  field  was  an  example 
of  a  truly  spirit-filled  man. 

As  Rev.  Mark  Malles  stated  at 
his  memorial  service:  "Brother 
Miller  passed  on  the  torch  on 
February  20,  1963;  he  did  not  lay 
it  down."  Here  was  a  real  mis- 
sionary heart,  a  champion  of  the 
faith. 

The  faithful  words  of  the  Apos- 
de  Paul  to  3roung  Timothy  seem 
most  appropriate  here  of  Brother 
R.  Paul  iMiller:  "I  have  fought  a 
good  fight,  I  have  finished  my 
course,  I  have  kept  the  faith: 
Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  of  righteousness, 
which  the  Lord,  the  righteous 
judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day; 
and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all 
them  also  that  love  his  appearing" 
(II  Tim,  4:7 -8). -Lester  E.  PiferT

)ink  icing.  I  made  two  large  pots  of 
:offee  and  had  plent\'  of  hot  water 
or  tea  and  Sanka.  The  ladies  were 
0  bring  their  own   sandwich. 

The  first  group  to  arrive  went  into 
he  living  room  to  wait  for  the  others. 
\s  we  talked,  one  of  the  ladies  told 
ne  she  hadn't  much  to  bring  in  the 
vay  of  a  sandwich.  Did  I  have  an 
;xtra?  I  had.  I  usually  have  an  extra 
andwich  waiting  just  in  case  of  an 
;mergency. 

The  others  arrived  and  we  sat 
lovYTi  at  the  table.  I  brought  the  one 
ady  her  sandwich.  When  the  others 
loticed  it,  I  was  besieged  with  re- 
[uests  for  a  sandwich.  It  seemed 
ine  lady  was  on  a  diet  and  hadn't 
ntended  to  eait.  Another  never  ate 
auch  lunch.  Another  had  fruit,  but 
10  sandwich.  All  at  once  sandwiches 
ooked  good  to  all  of  them. 

I  had  prepared  a  dish  of  ham  salad 
nd  hard  boiled  eggs  mixed  into  a 
pread.  It  so  happened  it  was  a  holi- 


day and  the  family  was  home.  I  was 
happy  to  fix  everyone  a  sandwich 
who  needed  it.  However,  when  I  be- 
gan to  give  them  out,  one  lady 
asked:  "Do  you  have  any  brown 
bread  for  it?"  I  assured  her  I  did  not. 
Another  lady  objected  to  the  spread, 
sa)'ing  she  couldn't  eat  it.  I  obliging- 
ly made  her  a  tomato  and  lettuce 
sandwich.  Then  the  coffee  didn't 
taste  like  coffee,  one  lady  said.  She 
was  used  to  perked  coffee.  I  tried  to 
point  out  that  the  coffee  had  been 
brewed  in  an  automatic  Sunbeam 
coffee-maker,  but  my  efforts  went 
unheeded.  Her  coffee  cooled  in  her 
cup.  Several  others  found  the  water 
too  hot  or  too  cold,  but  we  did  man- 
age to  finish  the  lunch  after  which 
we  retired  into  the  living  room. 

Our  format  for  this  group  consists 
of  each  one  bringing  some  magazine 
or  newspaper  article  of  particular  in- 
terest to  them.  They  know  Isobel 
and  I  like  articles  which  lead  into  a 
discussion  of  the  Bible,  and  they  are 
very  good  at  bringing  such  articles. 
This  day,  however,  everything 
seemed  to  go  wrong.  The  ladies  were 
all  noisv  and  talkative,  and  one  lady 
persisted  in  talking  while  another 
was  gi\'ing  her  aticle.  Isobel  tried  to 
quiet  her  and  was  chided  by  the  lady 
who  was  giving  her  article.  I  tried 
to  turn  the  furnace  up  so  we  would 
be  warmer  and  this  same  lady  said: 

"Shush— I'm  enjoying  this  article 
even  if  the  rest  of  you  aren't.  Be 
quiet  so  I  can  tell  what  I  am  read- 
ing." 

But  at  last  the  afternoon  ended 
and  it  was  time  for  them  to  go  home. 
In  spite  of  the  interruptions  and  ir- 
ritations, everyone  seemed  to  have  a 
good  time.  Though  this  particular  day 
seemed  less  reverent  than  usual,  still 
God's  Word  had  been  honored 
and  discussed  and  from  this  group  we 
have  seen  many  come  into  our  regu- 
lar Bible  class  on  Wednesday  night. 

One  thing  we  have  found  hard  to 
overcome  in  these  two  groups  is  the 
attitude  of  our  Hebrew-Christian  be- 


lievers toward  those  who  do  not  share 
their  belief  in  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Several  of  these  ladies  just  can't  seem 
to  see  why  their  unsaved  friends  who 
attend  these  two  groups  can't  under- 
stand and  accept  the  Lord  as  their 
Saviour.  They  show  very  little  pa- 
tience, and  at  times  we  have  to  talk 
to  them  and  tell  them  they  must  be 
loving  and  kind  to  their  unsaved 
friends  or  they  will  never  believe. 
Many  times  they  show  impatience 
when  questions  are  asked,  although 
these  questions  are  related  to  the 
Word  of  God. 

We  have  many  amusing  incidents 
happening  in  our  Monday  Girls 
Nuinber  Two  group.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  many  rimes  of  pre- 
cious fellowship  as  we  discuss  the 
Word  together.  We  thank  God  they 
are  willing  and  open  to  listen  to  His 
Word.  I  often  think  of  them  as  litde 
children  (spiritually)  who  God  has 
trusted  to  our  care  that  we  might  try 
to  show  them  the  way  to  have  fel- 
lowship with   Him. 

The  Lord  has  been  blessing  this 
group  by  sending  us  new  members. 
The  other  night  two  of  the  ladies 
who  attend  die  Wednesday  night 
Bible  class  were  talking,  and  I  hap- 
pened to  overhear  some  of  their  con- 
versation. They  were  discussing  w^hy 
they  came  to  the  meetings.  The  one, 
who  has  a  heart  condition,  said  to 
the  other:  "Do  you  think  I  only  come 
here  for  the  food?  Of  course  I  don't! 
I  come  here  because  it  makes  me 
feel   better   to   come." 

The  Word  of  God  makes  anyone 
feel  better.  Pray  that  as  these  ladies 
come  in  contact  with  it,  it  will  cause 
them  to  see  their  sinful  condition 
and  to  turn  to  the  only  hope  there 
is— the   Lord  Jesus  Christ.  T

they  send  Congressmen  to  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  whether  Republicans  or 
Democrats,  who,  each  time  they  vote, 
move  the  United  States  farther  along 
the  path  toward  a  complete  socialistic 
state?  When  something  happens  like 
the  Cuban  fiasco,  why  don't  Ameri- 
can's rise  up  in  righteous  protest  and 
bombard  their  Congressmen  with  let- 
ters? Do  they  enjoy  sitting  under  the 
itom-head  of  a  Russian-Cuban  missile 
ninety  miles  away?   Are  Americans 


really  interested  in  the  future  of  their 
Nation? 

The  truth  is  America  is  a  pagan 
nation!  She  has  moved  so  far  away 
from  God  that  she  is  changing  His 
image  into  corruptible  men.  She  is 
v\'or9hiping  men  and  governments 
instead  of  God.  She  is  changing  the 
truth  of  God  into  a  lie.  So,  God  is 
gradually  giving  her  up  to  vile  af- 
fections and  her  sin  grows  deeper 
by  the  moment  (Rom.    1:21-26). 

Today,  the  church  has  its  greatest 
opportunity  in  the  history  of  Amer- 
ica for  Bible  teaching  and  evangeli- 
zation.

I  first  started  real  thought  about 
sacrifice  when  I  heard  Musician 
Whats-his-name  talk  about  his  past 
worldly  career  and  sneak  in  a  hint 
about  all  he  had  given  up  for  the 
Lord.  He  was  glad,  I  think,  even 
though  fame  and  fortune  had  been 
hard   to   part   with. 

It  made  good  banquet  material 
and  I  suppose  the  man  was  sincere, 
but  I  went  home  wondering  if  it 
is  really  possible  to  give  up  anything 
for  God. 

A  man  who  has  given  his  life  to 
serving  the  Lord  to  the  best  of  his 


faith  doesn't  look  back  at  the  end  of 
that  life  and  ask  himself,  Well,  1 
wonder  if  it  was  ivorth  it  all,  think- 
ing maybe  he  had  given  up  too  much. 
F^ardly.  If  he  does,  we  would  vote 
that  his  life  was  a  question  mark  of 
dedication  all  along. 

A  man  doesn't  live  for  God  and 
wonder  why.  He  lives  for  God  be- 
cause God  is  his  life.  What  other  life 
would  bring  any  satisfaction  to  him? 

In  a  way  to  he  selfish  is  to  be  the 
most  selfish  of  all.  For  is  not  the  un- 
selfish man  the  happiest  of  all?  Is 
not  the  man  who  has  really  meant 
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w'hat  he  says  about  living  for  the 
Lord  much  happier  than  the  one 
ivho  flutters  in  his  faith?  Ask  ajiy 
rich  man  who  has  submitted  his  sus- 
tenance and  uses  his  wealth  for  more 
than  himself.  Or  ask  any  poor  man 
lA'ho  realizes  it  is  his  lot  to  have 
litde  and  has  learned  to  be  content 
without  doubt.  They  will  both  tell 
\rou  they  want  it  no  other  way. 

Don  Hocking  recendy  wrote  from 
Africa:  "If  I  had  a  hundred  lives  to 
live,  I  would  give  them  all  to  the 
Africans."  A  sacrifice  for  Don  to  go 
md  stay  in  Africa?  I  don't  think  so. 
He  must  know  that  real  heart  happi- 
ness in  life  comes  only  with  being 
right  where  God  can  use  you  in  the 
jest  way  possible  however  humble  a 
A'ay  that  may  be  in  the  eyes  of 
jthers,  however  many  temporary 
Joods  may  be  bypassed. 

Happiness  is  a  place  called  God's 
vill. 

A  friend  at  work  is  hoping  that  a 
X)ssible  life  of  working  for  a  missions 
joard  in  some  area  of  the  overseas 
ATorld  will  come  through  for  him. 
VIeanwhile,  I  doubt  if  he's  working 
It  his  very  nice  job  or  sitting  in  his 
,'ery  nice  Winona  apartment  and 
gasping  with  question  marks  about 
/vhether  or  not  he  wants  to  leave  this 
and  of  push-button  comfort.  Neither 
s  his  wife.  Both  can't  wait  until  they 
and  in  Who-knows-where  to  begin 
I  life  that  may  be  rugged  and  frugal 
n  some  ways,  but  will  be  full  of 
lappiness  they  know  they  will  never 
)e  able  to  have  in  America.  VMiat  are 
:hey  giving  up?  Just  the  chance  to  be 
niserable  outside  the  Lord's  will,  the 
;hance  to  make  a  hundred  or  two 
;very  grueling  week.  That's  what 
:hey  will  have  if  they  stay,  and  the 
Lord  keeps  directing  them  to  go. 

Jesus  spoke  about  those  who  have 
'forsaken  houses,  or  brethren,  or  sis- 
:ers,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or 
;hildren,  or  lands,  for  my  name's 
;ake"  (Matt.  19:29).  That  sounds  like 
iacrifice.  That  sounds  like  hard 
ATork.  And  then  you  read  the  rest  of 
:he  verse:  That  person  "shall  receive 
in  hundredfold,  and  shall  inherit 
everlasting  life."  Sacrifice?  Not  in 
;he  end.  Not  in  the  beginning  either. 

Even  in  the  matter  of  money  and 
material  matters,  what  Jesus  said 
nakes  it  look  like  "giving  up"  for 
E^im  is  not  really  giving  up  at  all 
n  the  light  of  abiding  values:  "Give, 


and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good 
measure  .  .  .  running  over"  (Luke 
6:38).  No  room  then  for.  Look  what 
I've  sacrificed  for  the  Lord,  folks. 

Remember  Hannah,  childless 
Hannah?  "She  was  in  bitterness  of 
soul,  and  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and 
v\»ept  sore"  because  she  had  no  son 
(I  Sam.  1:10).  Then  she  vowed  to 
the  Lord:  If  you  will  give  me  a  son, 
]  ivill  give  him  hack  to  you  all  the 
days  of  his  life. 

It  happened.  "She  bare  a  son,  and 
called  his  name  Samuel,  saying.  Be- 
cause I  have  asked  him  of  the  Lord" 
(1:20).  Could  she  give  up  the  child 
for  whom  she  had  prayed  and  cried 
since    marriage? 

She  did  it. 

Then  Hannah  found  out  that 
though  you  can  give  up  for  the  Lord 
in  the  literal  sense,  it  is  not  really 
a  give  up  in  the  real  sense.  It  brings 
joy.  In  fact,  for  Hannah  it  brought 


less  in  the  Lord's  work.  But  which 
one  of  them  would  not  do  it  again? 
Which  one  would  not  say  that  with 
the  bumps  of  life  there  is  the  loving 
rare  of  the  Lord  who  makes  it  worth- 
while and  points  ahead  on  the  road

five  more  bundles  of  happiness. 
Later  "The  Lord  visited  Hannah,  so 
that  she  conceived,  and  bare  three 
sons  and  two  daughters"  (2:21). 

I'm  not  discounting  the  fact  that 
Christ  has  called  for  His  ovrai  to 
deny  self  and  anything  else  that 
might  contaminate  their  relationship 
with  Him.  But  for  whose  good?  Who 
lives  the  abundant  life  here  on  earth 
if  it  is  not  the  person  who  denies 
self  in  favor  of  the  hving  Saviour? 
Neither  am  I  overlooking  the  fact 
that  many  people  have  given  up— 
in  the  literal  sense— and  suffered  for 
the  Lord.  You've  probably  heard  of 
Jewish  converts  who  were  "buried" 
by  their  families;  of  missionaries  who 
broke  the  hearts  of  their  families  be- 
cause they  left  the  States  or  were 
martyred  on  the  job;  of  stars  who 
have  left  money  and  career  to  make 


of 


peace.'' 


The  White  Sisters,  of  Winona 
Lake,  are  a  trio  who  experienced  the 
fame  of  show  business  before  they 
dedicated  their  lives  to  the  Christian 
ministry  of  Word  records  and  church 
and  rally  concerts.  Poignant  are  their 
thoughts  about  sacrifice.  "We  hate 
the  world,"  said  Faye.  "We  didn't 
give  anything  up  when  you  compare 
it  with  the  joy  we  have  now,"  added 
Janet.  Joyce:  'We  were  empty  and 
miserable  in  show  business  because 
we  were  not  where  God  wanted  us 
to  be." 

Sometimes  we  get  the  idea  that 
living  for  the  Lord  is  a  live  option 
in  life,  but  one  that  takes  a  lot  of 
self-made  stamina  and  the  gritting 
of  the  teeth.  Teen-agers  fear  for  a 
good  reason  when  they  get  the  al- 
ternatives of  life  from  some  old- 
sters: The  life  of  true  commitment 
to  Jesus  will  he  hard  and  long,  they 
hear;  hut  if  you  live  it  and  make  it, 
some  day  you  will  he  glad  in  the 
Great  Beyond.  No  wonder  so  many 
shy  away  from  full-time  work  for 
the  Lord.  Sounds  like  I  don't  have  it 
for  that,  they  rightly  think. 

Maybe  they  don't  have  it.  For  sure 
they  can  get  it.  They  can  get  the 
kind  of  desires  that  say:  There  is  no 
other  life  even  worth  considering 
than  that  of  heing  what  you  find 
God  wants  you  to  he.  There  is  peace. 
There  are  the  shady  green  pastures  of 
satisfaction.  Elsewhere  are  only  un- 
comfortable conditions,  question 
marks,  and  frustration. 

Is  life  outside  of  the  will  of  God 
full  of  more  money?  Perhaps,  some- 
times. Does  it  include  more  recogni- 
tion from  fellow  men?  It  would  seem 
so. 

Does  it  have  more  of  the  good 
things  in  life  that  are  free:  content- 
ment, relaxation,  peace  of  heart  and 
conscience?  Never. 

Ask  someone  who  knows,  who  has 
lived  life  outside  of  commitment  to 
the  Lord.  He'll  Cell  you  what  it  means 
to  sacrifice:  To  sacrifice  is  to  do  any- 
thing that  is  not  what  God  wants 
you  to  do.  That  is  the  real  giving  up.

Out  faith  is  not  in  a  chair,  nor  in 
a  featherbed— it  is  in  the  risen  Christ. 
If  we  are  Christ's  disciples,  we 
ought  to  be  prepared  to  live  danger- 
ously, to  take  up  our  cross  and  carry 
it  into  the  very  teeth  of  the  op- 
position. 

It  seems  today,  though,  that  we 
have  an  Ivy  League  Christianity. 
Everything  is  supposed  to  be 
"sharp."  We  have  sharp  cars,  sharp 
clothes,  sharp  music,  and  sharp  an- 
swers. In  fact  the  only  thing  we 
have  which  isn't  sharp  is  our  sword 
—the  sword  of  the  Spirit— with 
which  we  are  supposed  to  batde  die 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  Devil. 

I  wonder  what  Paul  would  say  if 
he  could  see  us  in  church  some  Sun- 
day morning.  I  believe,  if  he  could 
see  our  Ivy  League  Christianity  to- 
day he'd  say:  "Wow!  These  people 
must  have  struck  oil!  They  are  tiie 
finest  dressed  Christians  I've  ever 
seen!  I  wander  if  I  can  get  my  old, 
blood-stained  robe  dry-cleaned  some- 


where?" What  would  Paul  say  if  he 
could  see  us  sitting  down  in  our  pew 
with  never  so  much  as  a  thought  of 
praying  for  the  will  of  God  to  be 
done  in  the  service;  if  he  could  see 
the  president  of  the  Ladies  Raid  So- 
ciety getting  peeved  because  some- 
one forgot  to  include  the  Pink 
Lemonade  party  in  the  bulletin. 
What  would  the  old  warrior  say  if 
he  could  see  the  congregation  check- 
ing their  watches  every  ten  minutes 
after  the  sermon  begins?  Paul,  who 
preached  so  long  one  night  that 
Eutychus  fell  asleep  and  fell  out  of 
the  church  window  where  he  was 
sitting,  what  would  he  think?  I 
wonder  what  he  would  say  to  him- 
self if  he  could  stand  around  after 
the  service  and  hear  us  talking  about 
everything  under  the  sun— except 
the  Son  of  God. 

We  live  in  a  day  of  sports  cm 
Christianity.  We  have  lost  our  pil- 
grim character,  forgotten  that  we  are 
strangers  here  just  passing  through. 


What  would  Paul  say  if  he  knew ' 
that  on  Sunday  night  alone  we  spend  I 
more   time   watching   TV   than   we ' 
spend  in  the  Lord's  house  all  week? 
I  can  hear  him  now:  "Of  the  Jews 
five    times   received   I    forty   stripes 
save  one.  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with 
rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suf- 
fered shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day 
I  have  been  in  the  deep"   (II  Cor. 
11:24-25). 

Dear  Reader,  I  say  again  that  our 
Christianity  is  in  the  risen  Christ. 
Paul  said  in  Galatians  6:17:  "I  bear 
in  my  body  the  marks  of  the  Lord 
Jesus."  And  so  should  you  and  I! 
I  walked  one  day  along  a  country 

road 
And  there  a  Stranger  journeyed,  too, 
Bent  low  beneadi  the  burden  of  His 

cross. 
It  was  a  cross— a  cross,  I  knew.

Last  month  we  talked  a  bit  about 
"4  More  in  64."  It  is  beginning  to 
catch  fire  in  many  of  our  Sunday 
schools.  Goals  are  being  established, 
and  even  those  who  thought  it  out 
of  the  realm  of  possibility  are  be- 
ginning to  understand  that  we  often 
have  not  "because  we  ask  not."  While 
I  was  sitting  at  my  typewriter  to 
prepare  this  material,  my  telephone 
rang,  and  to  my  surprise,  it  was  the 
pastor  of  our  Patterson  Park  Church 
reporting  the  blessings  of  the  day 
prior— when  446  persons  had  filled 
their  Sunday-school  faciHties.  He  was 
bubbling  with  enthusiasm  as  he  told 
me  that  every  service  for  a  number 
of  weeks  they  were  seeing  men  and 
women  come  to  Christ  in  their  serv- 
ices because  of  the  renewed  interest 
in  Sunday  school.  Personally,  I  do 
not  know  of  any  method  of  evan- 
gelism that  is  more  fruitful  than  Sun- 
day School  Enlargement.  Yakima, 
Washington  has  accepted  the  chal- 


lenge, and  instead  of  four  more  in 
each  of  their  classes,  they  have  adopt- 
ed the  goal  of  sixty-four  more  people 
in  '64.  This  will  mean  about  six 
more  in  every  class.  Not  bad  for  a 
school  that  has  averaged  less  than 
one  hundred  for  the  past  several 
years.  In  Bellflower,  California,  every 
teacher  accepted  their  responsibility, 
and  actually  listed  the  names  of  at 
least  four  persons  that  they  are  pray- 
ing for,  and  now  in  definite  visita- 
tion and  invitational  work  are  at- 
tempting to  reach  these  goals. 

We  dare  not  delay,  for  the  hour  is 
late!  We  are  urging  you  and  your 
Sunday  school  to  join  forces  with 
us,  and  with  these  who  are  doing 
their  part  to  make  our  slogan  a  real- 
ity. January  showed  our  schools  wiith 
a  9  percent  increase,  and  February 
with  a  10  percent  increase.  Look  at 
your  school,  and  see  whether  you  are 
doing  your  part!

Oormitory  Now  in  Operation 

Another  milestone  in  the  history  of  Grace  College  has 
>een  passed.  The  dormitory  and  dining  facilities  dreamed 
)f,  prayed  for,  long  planned,  and  in  construction  for 
1  year  and  a  half  has  been  put  into  operation.  The 
lormitory  quarters  were  occupied  on  February  8.  The 
lining  facilities  were  ushered  into  operation  on  Feb- 
-uary  14. 

The  ground  floor  which  contains  the  dining  room 
md  kitchen  also  contains  a  few  rooms  for  living  quar- 
:ers,  these  are  being  occupied  by  boys.  The  next  two 
Floors  are  given  over  entirely  to  living  quarters  for  girls, 
rhe  fourth  floor  is  now  being  completed  by  our  ov\'n 
workmen  under  the  direction  of  Max  Fluke.  It  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  boys  when  the  fall  semester  be- 
^ns. 

The  nev\'  facilities  were  greeted  with  such  enthusiasm 
that  a  thanksgiving  and  consecration  sendee  was  held 
in  the  college  chapel  on  Friday,  February  7.  Open  house 
was  held  for  citizens  of  the  community  and  the  board 
af  'trustees  during  the  early  days  of  March.  This  same 
privilege  will  be  extended  to  The  National  Fellowship 
oi  Brethren  Churches  at  the  annual  meeting  in  August 
when  the  formal  dedication  service  will  be  held. 

Exploding   Population 

A  familiar  term  is  now  on  the  lips  of  people  all  across 
the  world  as  they  face  the  exploding  problems  of  in- 
creased population.  There  is  no  area  of  life  where  these 
probems  have  not  invaded.  They  are  bursting  the 
boundaries  of  race  and  nationality  and  thus  producing 
international  strife.  They  are  breaking  across  the  lines  of 
sect,  denomination,  and  religion  and  producing  religious 
confusion.  They  are  trampling  under  foot  the  lines  of 
moral  and  spiritual  decency,  and  producing  corruption 
and  degeneracy.  They  are  attacking  the  educational  and 
learning  norms  of  centuries,  and  distorting  or  destroying 
them  altogether.  They  are  crowding  the  horizons  of 
economics  and  demanding  new  formulas  for  producing 
wealth  for  the  needs  of  the  world. 

The  One  Answer  for  All 

It  is  impossible  to  confront  the  exploding  population 
with  its  crying  needs  without  realizing  that  there  is  just 
one  answer.  That  answer  is  Christ.  He  is  ultimately  the 
One  who  can  satisfy  all  the  needs  of  humanity.  In  Him 
is  hidden  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 

The  message  of  that  person  is  the  Gosj>el  of  Christ. 
This  message  crowns  Christ  the  Lord  of  Life  and  com- 
municates life  to  all  those  who  will  believe  the  message. 

But  more  than  anything  else  there  is  need  for  men 
to  carry  this  message  to  the  milling  multitudes  of  man- 


kind. After  a  vision  of  the  multitude,  Christ  urged  that 
men  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  thrust  forth  laborers 
into  the  harvest. 

The  urgency  is  accentuated  by  the  increasing  signs 
of  the  end  of  the  age.  Time  is  running  out.  Unless 
God's  people  realize  that  there  is  no  more  urgent  thing 
in  all  the  world  than  to  meet  this  need,  there  will  at  last 
come  that  sad  wail:  "The  har\'est  is  past,  the  summer  is 
ended,  and  we  are  not  saved"  (Jer.  8:20). 

The  Response  to  the  Lord's  Command 

An  exploding  population  confirms  the  words  of  the 
Lord:  "The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers 
are  few"  (Matt.  9:37).  These  two  facts  impelled  the 
Lord  to  urge  men  to  pray  the  Lord  to  thrust  laborers 
forth  into  His  har\'est.  The  command  unfortunately  is 
being  taken  lighdy  if  taken  at  all,  and  with  many 
it  ends  with  the  words  of  the  prayer. 

It  does  seem  that  there  should  be  a  new  realization 
that  to  prepare  a  laborer  for  the  task  of  harvesting  re- 
quires special  training.  Thousands  of  Christians  who 
are  giving  heavily  to  missions,  home  and  foreign,  should 
continue  to  give  generously  to  missions,  but  should 
understand  that  they  cannot  expect  their  dollars  to  reach 
fulfillment  apart  from  an  adequately  trained  missionary 
and  ministerial  personnel. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  sound  investment  of  dollars 
apart  from  trained  people.  The  world  knows  this,  and 
as  a  result  billions  are  being  poured  into  educational 
training  of  young  people.  It  is  high  time  that  Christian 
people  begin  to  understand  that  the  greatest  ministry 
in  the  world  cannot  be  performed  without  the  best  of 
Christian  education.  If  there  is  deep  conviction  that 
prayer  needs  to  be  made  for  laborers,  then  there  ought 
to  be  deep  conviction  that  there  is  need  for  providing 
the  necessary  funds  to  get  these  same  laborers  ready  to 
do  the  business  of  harvest. 

Take  a  New  Look  at  This  Need 

The  Brethren  Church  has  need  for  well-trained  men 
in  every  department  of  its  activity.  No  matter  how  much 
money  we  have,  without  the  men  the  Church  is  im- 
potent. And  what  is  true  in  The  Brethren  Church,  is 
true  in  every  other  denomination  that  is  taking  seriously 
the  responsibility  the  Lord  has  committed  to  it.  But 
everywhere  there  is  gross  neglect  of  the  one  area  that 
God  has  raised  up  to  prepare  young  men  and  women 
for  serving  in  the  harvest  fields  of  the  world.  Before 
it  is  too  late  God's  people  need  to  realize  that  truly 
Christian  institutions  now  struggling  against  almost 
insurmountable  odds  wall  perish  from  the  earth  unless 
their  importance  is  recognized  and  greater  financial  sup- 
port is  given. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  done  well  by  its  college 
and  seminary,  especially  those  who  have  been  concerned 
enough  to  give.  But  there  is  a  vast  number  who  need 
to  take  a  new  look  at  the  importance  of  these  schools 
to  the  future  of  the  Church,  the  welfare  of  men,  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  even  their  own  spiritual  responsi- 
bility to  the  Lord.  I  hope  those  who  read  this  will  join 
us  in  a  new  dedication  to  the  greatest  task  in  the  world.  T 
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CHRIST'S  PRAYER  FOR  UNITY 


It  is  indeed  astonishing  to  find 
the  leading  hberals  of  our  day  using 
Christ's  prayer  for  unity  in  John  17 
as  a  slogan  and  a  battlecry  of  the 
ecumenical  movement.  Can  one  find 
a  more  striking  example  of  twisting 
the  Scriptures  and  taking  verses  out 
of  context?  To  be  sure,  our  Lord 
prayed  four  times  that  "they  may  be 
one"  (John  17:11,  21,  22,  23).  But 
for  whom  \A'as  He  praying,  and  what 
is  the  nature  of  this  oneness  and 
unity? 

A    Unity   of    True    Believers   Only 

Dr.  Martyn  Lloyd-Jones  of  Lon- 
don has  recently  given  us  a  very 
helpful  study  of  our  Lord's  prayer 
in  the  light  of  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment (The  Basis  of  Christian  Unity, 
Eerdmans,  1963,  50  cents).  He 
emphasizes,  first  of  all,  that  the  con- 
text of  John  17:11  makes  it  perfectly 
clear  that  Christ  was  not  praying 
for  the  unity  of  all  men,  or  even  of 
all  "Christendom,"  but  rather  for 
those  who  "have  kept  thy  word"  (v. 
6),  for  those  who  "knew  of  a  truth 
that  I  came  forth  from  thee"  (v.  8), 
and  "for  them  which  thou  hast  given 
me"  in  contrast  to  "the  world"  (v. 
9).  Thus,  our  Lord's  high-priesdy 
prayer  to  the  Father  cannot  possihly 
refer  to  such  movements  as  the  Na- 
tional and  World  Council  of 
Churches  which  represent  a  union  of 
believers  and  outspoken  unbelievers 
(cf.  II  Cor.  6:14-16). 

A    Unity    That    Already    Exists 

In  the  second  place,  he  points 
out  that  Christ  did  not  pray  that  true 
believers  should  strive  to  achieve 
or  create  unity,  but  that  the  Father 
might  keep  them  in  His  name.  In 
other  words,  true  believers  are  one 
in  Christ  already,  even  as  Paul 
stated:  "For  as  the  body  is  one,  and 
hath  many  members  ...  so  also  is 
Christ.  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all 
baptized  into  one  body"  (I  Cor.  12: 
12-13).  It  is  on  this  basis  that  we 
are  exhorted  by  Paul  to  give  dili- 
gence "to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit 


in  the  bond  of  peace"  (Eph.  4:3).  It 
should  be  obvious,  therefore,  that 
no  ecumenical  movement  can  fulfill 
this  aspect  of  Christ's  prayer,  nor  can 
e^'il  forces  disrupt  or  destroy  it. 

A  Perfect  Spiritual  Unity 

In  the  third  place,  our  Lord  was 
not  praying  for  a  mere  organiza- 
tional, unity.  He  prayed  to  the 
Father  "that  they  may  be  one,  as  we 
are  .  .  .  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me, 
and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be 
one  in  us"  (John  17:11,  21).  As  Dr. 
Llovd-Jones  observes;  "Our  Lord  is 
dealing  here  with  the  mystical  union 
which  subsists  between  the  three 
persons  of  the  blessed  Holy  Trinity. 
It  is  the  highest  mystery  of  the  Chris- 
tian faidi.  And  yet  this  is  the  term, 
the  verse,  that  is  being  bandied  about 
as  if  its  meaning  were  obvious,  and 
indeed  as  if  it  had  but  one  meaning; 
namely,  some  external  organizational 
unity.  Everything  about  the  state- 
ment indicates  the  exact  opposite.  It 
is  concerned  about  a  unity  of  es- 
sence" (p.  13). 

A  basic  element  of  the  perfect 
spiritual  unity  which  exists  between 
Christ  and  the  Father  is  that  of 
truth.  Our  Lord  prayed:  "Sanctify 
them  through  thy  truth:  thy  word 
is  truth"  (v.  17).  But  it  is  highly 
significant  that  truth  is  the  one  ele- 
ment that  is  being  sacrificed  today 
for  the  sake  of  "unity,"  even  among 
those  who  profess  to  be  true  believers. 
In  our  opinion.  Dr.  R.  B.  Kuiper  has 
put  his  finger  on  the  crucial  point 
at  issue  when  he  states:  "Jesus  did 
not  pray  that  His  disciples  might 
agree  on  a  few  doctrines  and  agree 
to  disagree  on  many  others.  He  did 
not  pray  for  a  mere  minimum  of  doc- 
trinal agreement,  but  for  a  maximum, 
even  for  full  agreement.  On  that 
score  the  National  Council  and  the 
World  Council  stand  condemned 
.  .  .  And,  regrettably,  not  even  the 
so-called  evangelical  councils  .  .  . 
are  wholly  without  fault  in  this  mat- 
ter. Instead  of  striving  unremitting- 
ly for  a  maximum  of  orthodoxy  [e.g.. 


on  such  matters  as  Calvinism  versus 
Arminianism;  premillennialism  vs. 
amillennialism;  and  believer's  bap- 
tism vs.  infant  baptism— J. C.W.], 
they  tend  to  rest  satisfied  with  some- 
thing less.  .  .  .  Instead  of  belitding 
such  differences  evangelicals  must 
earnestly  strive  for  unanimity.  They 
must  both  venture  to  teach  one  an- 
other and  condescend  to  learn  from 
one  another.  To  relegate  such  dif- 
ferences to  the  limbo  of  the  non- 
essential, or  to  ridicule  them  as  hair- 
splitting, is  at  complete  variance 
with  true  ecumenism.  To  struggle 
without  ceasing  toward  tlseir  resolu- 
tion on  the  basis  of  God's  infallible 
Word  is  a  demand  of  Scriptural 
ecumenism,  for  thus  believers  may 
contribute  to  the  perfecting  of  their 
unity.  It  was  for  this  that  Jesus 
prayed"  ("The  Unity  for  Which 
Jesus  Prayed,"  Torch  and  Trumpet, 
July-August,   1962,  p.  6). 

True  organizational  unity  cannot 
be  achie^'ed  apart  from  true  spiritual 
unity;  and  this,  in  turn,  will  not  be 
attained  until  Christ  himself  removes 
every  imperfection  in  the  church  at 
the  Bema  Seat  (II  Cor.  5:10;  Eph.  5; 
27).  In  the  meantime,  however,  it  is 
our  responsibilitv  to  labor  and  to 
pray  that  the  fellowship  of  God's 
people  be  not  further  disrupted  and 
broken  bv  the  growth  of  false  doc- 
trines and  practices,  and  we  must 
labor  in  the  Holy  Spirit  "unto  the 
[building]  up  of  the  body  of  Christ: 
till  we  all  [attain  unto]  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  [full-grown 
man],  unto  the  measure  of  the  stat- 
ure of  die  fulness  of  Christ"  (Eph. 
4:12-13). 

Evangelicals   and   the    Tolerance   of 
Error 

In  the  light  of  this,  it  is  deeply 
discouraging  to  find  evangelical  lead- 
ers issuing  eloquent  and  persistent 
warnings  against  preoccupation  with 
doctrinal  distinctions  and  theologi- 
cal differences.  For  example,  in  speak- 
ing of  Hymenaeus  and  Philetus  who 
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denied  the  doctrine  of  a  literal  resur- 
rection, Dr.  Georrge  Ladd  of  Fuller 
Seminary  appeals  to  Paul's  illustra- 
tion of  a  great  house  containing  not 
only  vessels  of  gold  and  silver,  but 
also  of  wood  and  of  earth  (II  Tim. 
2:20)  to  support  his  idea  that  "in 
the  church  we  are  to  expect  different 
kinds  of  ministers,"  and  that  "per- 
fect doctrinal  purity  is  an  ideal  which 
can  never  be  obtained"  {Eternity, 
June  1962,  p.  9). 

Such  efforts  to  justify  by  Scrip- 
ture the  modern  ecumenical  tolera- 
tion of  doctrinal  error  must  be  vig- 
orously challenged  by  Bible-believ- 
ing Christians.  A  careful  study  of  II 
Timothy  2  makes  it  clear  that  Paul's 
illustration  of  the  "great  house"  has 
reference  not  to  the  true  church,  but 
to  the  professing  church.  The  vessels 
of  gold  and  of  silver,  which  are  unto 
honor,  are  true  believers  who  will 
be  kept  by  the  Master  forever;  but 
the  vessels  of  wood  and  of  earth 
which  are  unto  dishonor  are  false 
disciples  who  will  sooner  or  later  be 
discarded  by  Christ  himself  (cf.  Rom. 
9:22-23). 

In  speaking  of  the  dishonorable 
vessels  of  wood  and  earth  (an  obvious 
reference  to  Hymenaeus  and  Phi- 
letus,  whose  word  "v\'ill  eat  as  doth  a 
gangrene  .  .  .  and  overthrow  the  faith 
of  some"  (w.  17-18),  Paul  assures 
Timothy  that  if  he  "purge  himself 
from  these,  he  shall  be  a  vessel  unto 
honour,  sanctified,  and  meet  for  the 
master's  use,  prepared  unto  every 
good  work"  (II  Tim.  2:21).  How 
can  this  be  accomplished  by  main- 
taining official  fellowship  with  such 
apostate  ministers  is  not  satisfactorily 
explained,  nor  can  it  be.  In  com- 
menting on  this  passage,  C.  J.  El- 
licott  states:  "It  was  imperatively 
necessary  for  Timothy  ...  to  break 
off  from  all  church  fellowship,  from 
all  intimate  fellowship  with  those 
above  referred  to  under  the  image  of 
wooden  or  earthen  vessels"  {A.N.T. 
Commentary  for  English  Readers). 

Dr.  Ladd  warns  us  that  "if  you 
insist  on  a  pure  church,  you  invite 
constant  schism  and  fragmentation, 
until  you  evolve  a  church  in  which 
you  are  the  sole  member"  (op.  cit., 
p.  7).  Obviously,  this  is  a  caricature 
of  the  doctrine  of  separation,  for  no 
Bible-believing  group  of  Christians 
has  ever  insisted  on  such  a  position. 


There  is,  after  all,  a  tremendous  dif- 
ference between  "perfect  doctrinal 
purity"  and  "essential  doctrinal  pur- 
ity." A  church  or  fellowship  of 
churches  which  maintains  essential 
doctrinal  purity  is  one  that  is  pure 
enough  in  doctrine  to  hold  to  the 
fundamentals  of  the  faith  and  is  pure 
enough  in  doctrine  to  discipline  those 
who  deny  these  fundamentals  (John 
G.  Balyo,  letter  to  the  editor  of  Eter- 
nity, Aug.,  1962,  p.  2). 

'The  extent  to  which  this  dispar- 
agement of  doctrine  for  the  sake  of 
unity  has  carried  some  evangelicals 
may  be  illustrated  by  the  following 
statements  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Geof- 
frev  W.  Bromiley  of  Fuller  Seminary: 
"We  make  unity  impossible  if  we  in- 
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sist  that  all  Christians  and  churches 
must  begin  by  accepting  the  Bible,  or 
even  a  particular  \'iev\'  of  the  nature 
or  constitution  of  the  Bible,  as  proof 
of  their  genuine  Christianity"  {The 
Unity  and  Disunity  of  the  Church, 
Eerdmans,  1958,  p.  69).  What,  then, 
should  be  the  absolute  minimum  of 
doctrinal  requirement  for  Christian 
unity?  In  answer  to  this  important 
question,  Bromiley  states:  "To  confess 
Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord  is 
obviously  essential.  To  accept  an  in- 
tricate definition  of  His  relationship 
to  God  [such  as  the  Nicene  Creed, 
or  even  the  Apostle's  Creed— pp.  76- 
80]  is  not  so  obviously  essential  to 
saving  faith,  and  surely  ought  not 
to  be  imjxjsed  as  a  condition  of 
unity"  (p.  79).  To  be  sure,  "the 
common  deposit  of  faith,  in  other 
words,  in  the  Apostle's  Creed,  is  to 


be  accepted,  but  vwth  no  prescription 
of  use  or  enforcement  of  rigid  con- 
formity" (p.  80). 

Since  the  only  valid  basis  of  Chris- 
tian unity,  according  to  Dr.  Bromiley, 
is  the  simple  confession  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Saviour  and  Lord,  it  fol- 
lows naturally  that  ordinances,  as 
well  as  creeds,  must  be  abandoned  to 
the  extent  that  they  stand  in  the 
way  of  Christian  unity.  Bromiley  sug- 
gests two  things  that  must  be  done 
to  remove  ordinances  as  an  obstacle 
to  ecumenism.  First  each  denomina- 
tion must  recognize  that  the  ordi- 
nances of  other  denominations  are 
vahd  (p.  87). 

In  the  second  place,  there  must 
not  only  be  recognition,  but  also  defi- 
nite integration.  "This  involves  two 
definite  stages.  First,  there  is  re- 
quired the  attainment  of  a  definite 
structure  of  unity  in  the  one  locality 
so  that  all  the  churches,  even  though 
their  sacramental  practice  and  beliefs 
may  vary,  are  congregations  of  the 
one  church.  .  .  .  But,  second,  there 
is  also  required  a  patient  examination 
of  the  various  sacramental  modes  and 
practices  and  tenets,  not  with  a  view 
to  the  enforcement  of  a  new  unifor- 
mity, but  for  mutual  assimilation  and 
enrichment  and  for  the  softening  of 
more  glaring  or  harmful  anomalies 
or  discrepancies.  ...  In  the  one 
church  [that  is,  the  new  community 
superchurch],  the  congregations  with 
their  diverse  forms  of  outlook  and 
worship  must  be  encouraged  to  grow 
together  in  order  that  new  and 
richer  and  more  foiverfid  forms  [!] 
may  emerge  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Word  and  impulsion  of  the  Spirit 
.  .  .  Thus  adult  baptism  may  still 
flourish  alongside  infant;  immersion 
alongside  affusion;  liturgical  and 
more  ornate  forms  alongside  the 
more  simple  and  spontaneous;  the 
one  Spirit  exercising  His  diverse  gifts 
[!]  in  the  one  church  according  to 
His  manifold  distribution  .  .  ."  (p. 
90,  italics  ours).  j 

The   Crucial   Question 

This,  then,  is  the  final  goal  of  the 
new  "evangelical  ecumenism,"  and  it 
is  quite  understandable  why  this 
should  be  so.  For  if  outward  unity 
is  more  important  than  essential  doc- 
trinal purity,  if  putting  up  "a  solid

The  brochure  contained  so  much  fine  material  that 
permission  was  secured  from  the  author  to  publish  it 
in  our  magazine.  The  material  should  be  read  by  every 
pastor,  and  layman.) 


Explanation:  After  thirty  years  of 
public  ministry  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  portions  of  Can- 
ada, the  undersigned  feels  he  may  be 
permitted  to  set  forth  certain  conclu- 
sions gleaned  from  these  years  of 
experience.  The  statements  below 
are  neither  an  ultimatum  nor  a  threat. 
They  are  guiding  principles  for  the 
ministr)'  committed  to  him.  Should 
these  principles  not  be  acceptable  to 
the  pastor  requesting  service,  there  is 
no  reason  why  mutual  respect  and 
Christian  consideration  may  not  con- 
tinue. Such  a  statement  by  the  pas- 
tor will  be  taken  to  preclude  all  fur- 
ther correspondence.

Correspondence 

All  correspondence  regarding  min- 
istry should  be  carried  on  by  the  pas- 
tor himself,  not  by  members  of  his 
congregation.  Confusion  is  thus 
avoided,  and  the  arrangements  are 
made  with  the  full  agreement  of  pas- 
tor and  visiting  minister.  Early  re- 
plies to  correspondence  are  a  matter 
of  courtesy.  When  additional  speak- 
ers are  being  contacted  for  the  same 
Bible  conference,  the  arranging  pas- 
tor has  an  obligation  to  indicate  this 
to  the  original  contact.  This  makes 
for  a  smoothly  working  team  at  the 
time  of  the  services.  All  arrange- 
ments set  forth  in  the  correspond- 
ence are  to  be  adhered  to  as  a  mat- 
ter of  honesty  and  integrity  (I  Cor. 
14:40). 

Advertising 

Some  conferences  are  lost  before 
they  begin.  The  advertising  is  far 
from  the  truth  and  readily  seen  as  ex- 
aggerated. There  is  no  need  what- 
soever to  compete  with  Holl}'\vood 
promotion.  All  publicity  should  be 
both  accurate  and  resented.  It  is  a 
courtesy,  not  to  be  deviated  from, 
that  the  speaker's  connection  (in  this 
case,  the  Talbot  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  LaMirada,  California)  is  to 
be  clearly  indicated  in  all  advertise- 
ments. The  local  pastor  would  not 
appreciate  his  being  introduced  with- 
out his  connection  to  his  local  church 
(Rom.  12:17). 

Entertainment 

The  success  or  failure  of  a  series 
of  meetings  is  often  traceable  to  the

manner  in  which  the  speaker's  en- 
tertainment has  been  provided  for. 
Unless  otherwise  arranged,  it  should 
go  without  saying  that  the  pastor 
would  meet  the  visiting  minister  at 
the  airport,  railroad  station,  or  bus 
station,  depending  on  the  means  of 
travel.  A  clean  and  quiet  hotel  or 
motel  should  be  pro^'ided  to  insure 
the  maximum  of  rest  for  the  confer- 
ence speaker.  Entertainment  in 
homes,  even  the  so-called  best  ones, 
is  discouraged.  No  family  wants  to 
entertain  a  minister  without  taking 
some  of  his  time  and  energy,  which 
rightly  belongs  to  all  the  congrega- 
tion. The  local  pastor  should  arrange 
a  minimum  of  meals  out.  The  ex- 
pense saved  by  meals  at  members' 
homes  is  more  than  offset  by  the  time 
consumed,  the  unnecessarily  large 
meals,  and  the  energy  expended  in 
visiting  and  overusing  the  voice  need- 
ed for  preaching.  The  local  pastor 
should  not  feel  the  visiting  min- 
ister is  like  an  adolescent  who  needs 
to  be  visited  with  and  entertained 
most  of  the  day.  There  is  a  happy 
medium  between  leaving  the  speaker 
severely  alone,  and  allowing  him 
scarcely  time  for  gathering  his 
thoughts  or  drawing  a  long  breath. 
Visits  to  places  of  interest,  or  for 
purposes  of  witnessing,  should  not  be 
arranged     without     consuldna     the 

o  o 

speaker.  Actually,  he  wants  to  be 
treated  the  way  you,  as  a  minister, 
like  to  be  treated  (III  John  8). 

Pulpit    Conduct 

It  seems  self-evident  that  the  pas- 
tor who  arranged  the  meetings  should 
be  in  the  pulpit  at  each  service,  not 
off  on  other  appointments  himself. 
This  is  a  discourtesy  of  such  pro- 
portions that  it  should  not  need  to 
be  mentioned  among  Christian 
gendemen.  We  do  not  invite  guests 
into  our  home,  only  to  be  gone  while 
they  are  visiting  us.  Pulpit  intro- 
ductions should  be  short,  simple,  and 
in  keeping  with  the  message 
preached.  A  poor  preacher  will  not 
be  helped  by  a  flowery  and  flatter- 
ing introduction;  a  preacher  used  of 
God  needs  and  wants  none.  Remem- 
ber, time  is  important.  Do  not  rob 
him  of  his  preaching  time,  and  do  not 
minimize  the  intelligence  of  your 
own  congregation.  You  have  doubt- 
less  trained   them   better.   Jokes   are 


not  in  good  taste.  In  more  recent 
vears  there  is  an  increase  in  the  tak- 
ing of  tape  recordings  of  the  mes- 
sages. This  is  unwarranted  unless 
asked  for.  When  requested,  indica- 
tion should  be  given  of  the  intended 
use  of  the  recordings.  Illegitimate  use 
has  been  made  of  recordings  (for 
broadcasting  purposes  and  even  writ- 
ten reproduction),  which  violates 
copvrighted  material  in  some  cases 
(I  Tim.  4:12). 

Extra    Meetings 

Sad  to  say,  some  ministers  ask  for 
a  certain  number  of  services,  and 
then,  when  the  visiting  preacher  is 
on  the  field,  add  extra  meetings  in 
the  Sunday  school,  the  young  peo- 
ple's meetings,  radio  broadcasts,  and 
ser\'ices  with  friendly  pastors  in  the 
vicinity.  Unless  arranged  beforehand 
such  requests  are  wrong,  and  should 
not  be  expected.  On  a  given  Sunday, 
when  the  local  pastor  has  faithfully 
and  prayerfully  prepared  two  or  more 
messages  for  the  day,  would  he  ap- 
preciate being  called  upon  to  speak 
tv\'o  or  three  more  times?  Why 
should  this  be  so  difficult  for  the 
man  of  God  to  understand?  Is  the 
visiting  minister  a  source  of  all  wis- 
dom and  all  strength?  (II  Cor.  4:7- 
10.) 

Expenses 

It  never  ceases  to  amaze  visiting 
speakers  how  pastors,  who  are  ready 
to  indicate  their  own  needs  (for  they 
often  confide  these  to  the  conference 
minister),  should  so  seldom  even  ask 
about  the  expenses  of  a  minister 
whom  they  have  invited  to  serve  their 


own  flock.  No  minister  has  free 
passes  on  all  types  of  transportation, 
free  entertainment  at  all  hotels,  and 
no  bills  whatsoever  for  his  family 
back  home.  It  is  nothing  less  than 
dishonest  for  the  pastor  to  disregard 
these  expenses,  and  act  as  though 
the  honorarium  is  all  that  is  needed. 
Too  manv  times,  when  the  expenses 
are  deducted,  the  visiting  minister 
finds  that  the  congregation  to  whom 
he  has  preached,  has  been  feasting 
on  the  Word  of  God  at  the  confer- 
ence speaker's  expense.  This  does  not 
make  for  a  happy  feeling,  nor  does  it 
insure  a  return  engagement  (I  Cor. 
9:4). 

Honorarium 

Few  ministers  serve  congregations 
without  salary.  Therefore,  they 
should  not  expect  a  visiting  brother 
to  minister  for  expenses  only.  He 
will  find  it  hard  to  pay  the  bills  at 
home  with  the  money  given  for  ex- 
penses alone.  No  one  can  compute 
what  the  honorarium  should  be  in 
any  case.  The  minister  should  preach 
as  unto  the  Lord,  and  the  people 
should  give  as  unto  the  Lord.  A 
series  of  meetings  is  a  poor  place  for 
the  local  pastor  to  try  to  make  up  a 
deficit  in  the  general  fund  of  his 
church.  It  is  neither  fair  nor  honest. 
The  honorarium  should  have  some 
relationship  to  the  salary  of  the  pas- 
tor, some  connection  with  the  num- 
ber of  messages  delivered,  and  some 
relation  to  the  length  of  ministry  at 
the  conference.  The  expenses  and 
honorarium  of  the  speaker  should 
be  tendered  him  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  series  of  services  (I  Cor.  9:7-11; 
Gal.  6:6;  Heb.   13:16).  T

front"  against  the  unbelieving  world 
is  more  crucial  in  our  day  than  per- 
petuating the  doctrines  and  practices 
given  to  us  by  our  Lord  in  the  Scrip- 
tures, then  we  have  no  other  choice 
but  to  submit  to  "the  mutual  assimi- 
lation" and  "the  softening  of  glaring 
discrepancies"  of  doctrines  and  prac- 
tices as  they  are  now  held  by  the 
various  church  groups  throughout 
the  world  that  profess  to  acknowl- 
edge Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 
It  is  the  writer's  conviction  that  all 


Bible-belie\ang  Christians  in  posi- 
tions of  authority  have  a  solemn  re- 
sponsibility to  prayerfully  search  the 
Scriptures  to  determine  whether  such 
an  approach  to  ecumenism  is  of  the 
Spirit  or  of  the  flesh,  and  whether 
it  will  lead  to  greater  spiritual  power 
for  proclaiming  the  whole  counsel  of 
God  to  a  lost  world,  or  to  a  gradual 
collapse  into  doctrinal  nothingless. 
What  did  our  Saviour  really  mean 
when  He  prayed:  "Holy  Father, 
keep  them  through  thine  own  name 
which  thou  hast  given  me,  diat  they 
may  be  one,    [even]    as  we  are"?T

Returning  from  Hawaii  on  a  United  Airlines  Mainliner,  we  were  think- 
ing of  the  many  problems  in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions,  some  of  the  problems ' 
seeming  almost  too  great  for  us.  But,  they  are  not  too  great  for  our  wonderful 
Lord! 

We  were  thinking  of  the  two  kinds  of  problems— the  problems  of  failure,' 
retreat,  or  regress,  and  the  problems  of  success,  advance,  or  progress.  Thanks 
be  to  God  that  ours  are  of  the  latter  kind! 

This  trip  to  Hawaii  was  made  to  find  the  solution  to  the  problems  result- 
ing from  two  thriving  Brethren  churches  needing  permanent  meeting  places : 
such  as  will  permit  continuous  growth  and  care  for  the  hundreds  of  believers : 
who  will  certainly  be  a  part  of  these  works  in  the  years  in  the  immediate  i 
future. 

According  to  the  present  schedule.  Brother  Clyde  K.  Landrum  should: 
be  in  the  Central  African  Republic  before  you  read  this,  having  already  visited 
our  field  in  France.  Again,  there  are  problems  to  be  faced— problems  of  I 
progress.  In  France  they  will  concern  how  best  we  can  coo{)erate  in  the; 
establishment  of  the  newly-purchased  Bible  Center  in  a  conference  and  youth 
camp  program.  In  Africa,  the  problems  concern  the  supplying  of  the  spiritual 
needs  of  the  rapidly-growing  African  Brethren  Church.  The  problems  relate 
to  printing,  literature,  bookstores,  youth  work  and  camps,  the  medical  and 
dental  programs,  radio  and  audio-visual  work,  and  buildings  and  equipment 
There  is  encouragement  in  the  fact  that  new  missionaries  will  go  to  the 
field  in  the  quite-near  future. 

To  help  in  the  solution  of  these  problems  of  progress  in  foreign  missions, 
trips  have  been  made  to  all  seven  fields  within  an  eighteen-month  period. 
There  is  great  encouragement  and  rejoicing,  but  great  problems— problems ' 
of  PROGRESS!

It  is  the  unique  message 
of  .the  church.  It  is  the  message  that  most  quickly  warms  the  hearts  of  the 
lost  men  and  women  of  the  world.  It  is  the  message  of  foreign  missions.  Our 
missionaries  rejoice  in  proclaiming  it.  All  who  rejoice  in  the  heartwarming  j 
truth  of  this  glorious  resurrection  are  invited  to  help  in  proclaiming  it  to  the 
lost  millions  of  the  world.  Because  He  lives,  we  too  shall  live!  T

During  1963  the  government  is- 
id  a  law  sanctioning  weekly  reli- 
lus  classes  in  the  primary  schools 
d  colleges.  Many  of  these  classes  in 
;  primary  schools  are  being  taught 
our  African  pastors.  Lessons  must 
prepared.  Africans  are  beginning 
help  in  the  field  of  literature,  but 
:y  still  need  our  help. 
Reports  have  come  from  other  mis- 
ns  that  have  already  offered  Bible 


correspondence  courses  to  their  be- 
lievers. Their  reports  have  been  heart- 
warming. At  a  recent  Inter-Mission 
Literature  Fellowship  meeting  the 
possibilities  of  correspondence 
courses  for  Central  Africa  were  dis- 
cussed. Our  African  representatives 
were  enthusiastic  and  optimistic 
concerning  the  possibilities  of  these 
courses.  We  are  challenged  to  start 
them,  but  are  too  shorthanded  to 
launch  such  a  program. 

There  is  very  litrie  doubt  that  we 
are  entering  into  a  very  critical  period 
for  Christian  missions.  It  is  not  dif- 
ficult to  visualize  the  possibilities  of 
open  doors  beng  closed.  We  should 
leave  Bible  commentaries,  Sunday- 
school  materials,  Bible  dictionaries, 
and  a  host  of  other  apologetical  liter- 
ature in  the  hands  of  our  believers. 
Consider  what  the  outcome  of  pres- 
ent faithful  service  could  be.  It 
could  determine  the  strength  of  the 
national  church. 


All  of  you  know  the  typical  round 
one-room  African  huts.  Perhaps  you 
have  never  walked  among  them  or 
slept  in  them  as  we  have,  but  you 
have  undoubtedly  seen  pictures— or 
the  small  hut  banks  used  in  Sunday 
schools.  The  one-room  hut  is  still 
the  most  common  dwelling  in  Africa, 
but  many  more  suitable,  practical, 
and  convenient  houses  with  several 
rooms  are  now  being  built.  Some  are 
well  constructed,  even  with  cement 
floors  and  screened  windows.  Both 
the  small  one-room  hut  and  the  larger 
house  are  homes,  but  the  latter  cer- 


tainly serves  the  needs  of  the  family 
more  adequately. 

As  missionaries  we  are  being  used 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  build  the  house 
of  God,  the  church,  in  this  republic. 
And,  while  the  village  meetings  of 
a  few  believers  with  a  song,  a  verse, 
and  a  prayer,  all  directed  by  an  un- 
trained leader,  may  indeed  be  a 
church,  such  a  group  can  hardly  sur- 
vive unless  its  people  and  leaders  rise 
to  the  challenge  of  a  developing  new 
nation.  Yesterday's  generation  had 
practically  no  opportunity  of  any 
grade-school  education.  The  children 
of  today's  generation  are  in  the 
schoolroom.  New  worldly  youth 
movements  are  cropping  up  even  in 
the  bush  villages.  It's  time  for  the 
church  to  build  a  larger  house— to 
add  more  rooms  in  order  to  reach 
more  souls  for  Christ. 

Recognizing  this  need  for  a  de- 
veloping church  in  an  evolving  so- 
ciety, we  have  encouraged  the  for- 
mation and  development  of  adult  and 
youth  programs  within  the  local 
churches  to  stimulate  {>ersonal  evan- 
gelism, provide  for  Christian  fellow- 
ship, and  help  the  individual  Chris- 
tians to  grow  in  grace  and  knowl- 
edge of  their  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  To  this  end  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  African  churches,  with 
the  guidance  of  the  missionaries, 
formed  the  following  four  organiza- 
tional groups;  Soldiers  of  the  Gos'pel 
(Atouroungou  ti  Tene-Ndjoni,  men's 
work).  Women  of  the  Gospel  (Aouali 
ti  Tene-Ndjoni,  women's  work), 
Torches  (Les  Flambeaux,  boys'  work), 
and  Lights  (Les  Lumieres,  girls' 
work).i  Such  departmentalization  has 
not  been  done  to  saddle  the  churches 
with  a  western  style  of  church  ac- 
tivity, but  to  meet  the  spiritual  and 
social  needs  of  these  naturally-di- 
vided age  groups,  particularly  in  re- 
lation to  the  young  jjeople,  to  grasp 
the  opportunity  in  reaching  the  rising 
generation  for  Christ. 

What  has  been  accomplished?  We 

1  The  boys'  work  is  an  adaptation  from 
Christian  Service  Brigade,  and  the  girls' 
work  is  a  parallel  organization.  These  youth 
organizations  were  created  in  an  interde- 
nominational cooperative  fellowship  with 
other   evangelical  missions. 
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would  like  to  say  that  the  foundations 
have  been  laid.^  Such  programs  can 
only  continue  as  responsible  Chris- 
tians are  prepared  to  lead  them,  but 
the  majority  of  the  church  members 
are  still  illiterate,  and  less  than  half 
of  the  church  groups  have  for  their 
leader  one  who  has  attended  the  Bible 
Institute.  The  few  missionaries  re- 
maining on  the  field  have  given  all 
the  time  possible  in  leadership  train- 
ing classes  in  various  areas  of  our 
work.  The  foundations  are  laid?  Per- 
haps the  door  frames  are  set  in— but 
before  we  can  get  back  to  lead  a 
group  further,  the  wdnd,  rain,  and 
sun  may  have  so  warped  the  frame- 
work that  one  must  start  over  again 
at  the  foundation.

But, 
no  one  to  go;  the  house  falls  down 
before  it  can  be  finished.  Christians 
in  America,  can't  you  hear  them  call- 
ing? The  house  must  be  built;  the 
building  material  is  waiting;  find  a 
hammer  and  saw  and  come  quickly! 


A  COUNTER. 
REVOLUTION 
FOR

Revolution  is  the  order  of  the  day 
in  Africa.  The  "dark  continent" 
awakened  by  cries  of  independence 
is  now  being  rocked  by  the  terror  and 
violence  which  accompany  revolu- 
tion. How  do  these  revolutions  start? 
In    an   Africa    that   refused   enlight-

enment  for  decades,  how  can  it  be 
that  communism  can  grip  the  people 
in  a  matter  of  months  or  at  most  a 
few  years?  The  record  is  clear  for 
all  who  will  read  it. 

Pierre  Mulele,  a  one-time  minister 
in  the  cabinet  of  Patrice  Lumumba, 
is  the  leader  of  the  revolution  now 
taking  place  in  the  Congo.  Last  sum- 
mer he  returned  from  an  eighteen- 
month  "Marxist"  course  in  Peking. 
Since  his  return  he  has  "evangelized" 
and  gained  at  least  700  converts  to 
communism,  and  with  this  force  he  is 
spreading  in  his  wake  terror  and 
death  that  could  mean  the  end  of 
the  government  now  in  control  in 
the  Congo.  The  revolution  is  termed 
"a  textbook  example  of  classic  Marx- 
ist rebellion."  The  lessons  taught  were 
well  learned,  quickly  propagated,  and 
effectively  employed. 

Here  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public we  have  begun  a  "counter- 
revolution." We  have  begun  before 
we  must  face  the  Communists.  This 
counterrevolution  has  been  in  opera- 
tion for  several  years,  and  in  order 
to  be  the  most  effective  it  must  be 
continued  with  all  our  efforts,  time, 
and  money.  We  have  a  responsibility 
to  the  church  in  Africa,  and  we  are 
trying  to  meet  that  responsibility. 

If  communism  can  take  the  philos- 
ophy of  Karl  Marx  and  so  indoc- 
trinate an  African  that  after  eighteen 
months  he  is  able  to  win  700  con- 
verts who  are  veiling  to  die  for  the 
cause,  why  cannot  Christianity  do  the 
same  thing? 

Our  Bible-school  program  is  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a 
godly  counterrevolution,  not  only  to 
communism,  but  also  to  all  other 
devilish  philosophies  and  religions 
that  would  destroy  the  life  and  lib- 
erty of  God's  highest  creation. 

We  are  training  leaders  in  the 
most  powerful  doctrine  the  world  has 
ever  known.  We  are  teaching  men 
and  women  the  principles  of  revolu- 
tion that  not  only  free  the  nation, 
but  which  also  free  the  souls  of  men 
from  the  powers  of  the  enemy.  We 
are  indoctrinating  men  with  the 
principles  of  peace  which  come  only 
from  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

In  order  that  this  republic  may 
stand  against  the  onslaughts  of  the 
philosophies  of  this  world,  we  need 
hundreds  of  men  trained  for  Christ, 


propagating  His  doctrine,  and 
fectively  employing  Bible  methodsi 
This  can  only  be  done  through  a 
concentrated  training  progam,  and 
it  must  be  done  NOW. 

NOW— because  in  several  years  it 
might  be  too  late.  The  Congo  is  just 
across  the  river  from  our  republic. 
Their  revolution  has  not  visibly  af- 
fected us  here  as  yet,  but  certainly 
this  land  is  on  the  communistic  pro- 
gram. If  we  do  not  act  now,  we  may 
never  have  another  oppxDrtunity.  M 
we  do  act  now,  we  may  never  lose 
the  opportunity. 

Counterrevolutionists  for  Christi 
could  save  this  republic  from  even 
facing  the  horrors  of  the  Congo,  bull 
they  must  be  sent  out  soon.  If  we 
train  faithful  men  now,  that  they  in 
turn  may  win  and  train  others,  we 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
a  sound.  Biblical  testimony  in  every 
village  in  this  republic  in  the  neai 
future.  If  we  neglect  this  work,  we 
may  face  the  poison  arrow  or  the 
blade  of  the  sword  along  with  out 
Christian  brothers  and  sisters  here 
in  Africa.

Africa,  imagine  that  you  are  an 
ican  nurse  in  charge  of  a  small 
:  busy  dispensary.  Sometimes  you 
rushed  to  the  point  of  almost 
ng  overwhelmed,  since  this  is  the 
y  medical  work  for  an  area  of 
een  or  twenty  miles  in  all  direc- 
13.  Then  you  must  picture  also 
t  your  dispensary  is  in  a  land 
ere  most  of  the  traveling  is  still 
le  by  foot  or  bicycle;  many  of  your 
ients  will  have  walked,  or  been 
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carried,  for  miles.  Don't  stop  to  think 
about  your  qualifications,  for  after 
all  you  have  had  a  third-  or  fourth- 
grade  education  (taught  in  a  foreign 
language)  plus  some  special  medical 
training  (in  a  different  foreign  lan- 
guage). All  you  need  to  do  is  diag- 
nose and  treat  all  the  sick  who  come 
to  you. 

Ridiculous?  Of  course  it  is!  But 
that  is  exactly  the  situation  at  five  of 
our  eisht  medical  installations  right 
now.  We  do  have  a  nice  central  hos- 
pital where  our  training  programs  are 
carried  on.  Two  other  dispensaries 
have  a  resident  missionary  nurse  for 
consultation  and  supervision.  The 
rest  are  on  their  own  with  a  brief 
visit  from  medical  personnel  every 
two  to  four  weeks.  Our  only  excuse 
for  this  kind  of  a  medical  program  is 
that  this  is  all  we  have  been  able  to 
produce  so  far.  And,  anything  we  can 
do,  however  meager,  is  an  improve- 
ment over  nothing  at  all. 

Dental  care  is  so  difficult  for  the 
average  citizen  to  obtain  that  it  can 
be  considered  nonexistent.  We  hope 
a  training  program  will  soon  improve 
this.  '  ■ 

A  local  "directory  committee"  has 
been  formed  to  help  in  administration 
and  planning.  Our  primary  aim,  of 
course,  is  to  present  a  positive  witness 
for  our   Lord   and   Saviour. 

Your  part?  Pray  for  strength  for 
those  in  positions  of  responsibility 
with  so  little  preparation.  Pray  for 
additional  missionary  workers  to  help 
in  the  training  and  establishing  of 
this  part  of  the  mission  program.  Pray 
for  leaders  here  who  will  gradually 
be  able  to  assume  total  responsibility. 
Pray  for  an  African  doctor.

Six  mission  stations  empty!  Why? 
Unfriendly  population?  Terrorist 
movement?  Forced  evacuation?  "U. 
S.  go  home"  signs?  NO— none  of 
these!  Rather,  because  of  a  gradually 
depleting  missionary  staff  with  no 
replacements!  Has  The  Brethren 
Church  lost  its  missionary  vision? 
Where  only  a  few  years  back  there 
were  fourteen  missionary  elders  serv- 
ing in  a  general  field  ministry,  this 
number  will  be  cut  this  year  to  only 
three.  Two  other  missionary  elders 
will  be  involved  in  a  heavily-bur- 
dened full-time  teaching  ministry  at 
the  Bible  Center,  and  two  engaged 
in  a  subminimum-staffed  medical- 
dental  program.  This  does  not  rep- 
resent a  shifting  of  duties,  but  a  loss 
of  personnel.  Why  so  few  to  hold 
the  lines?  Normal  furloughs,  pro- 
longed furloughs,  health  reasons,  re- 
tirement: but  no  replacements,  NO 
REPLACEMENTS! 

Where  are  the  new  candidates? 
Are  we  afraid  of  what  happened  in 
rhe  Congo?  Only  one  year  of  time 
left?  Only  five?  Who  are  the  proph- 
ets? Who  opens  the  doors  that  no 
man  can  close?  It  may  well  be  that 
time  is  running  out.  Should  that 
freeze  us  in  our  tracks?  Should  we 
not  work  all  the  more  while  it  is  day? 
Indeed  the  night  cometh,  but  God 
holds  the  clock.  Have  we  lost  our 
vision? 

The  prophets  of  gloom  are  not 
new.  Paul  may  well  have  been 
warned  not  to  go  to  Lystra— he 
would  be  stoned'  Nor  to  Jerusalem- 
he  would  find  a  hostile  reception!  We 
live  in  an  unstable  world.  There  is 
no  security  outside  the  will  of  God. 
The  world  is  still  lost;  only  the  glo- 
rious return  of  Jesus  Christ  will  save 
it.  In  the  meantime,  the  Great  Com- 
mission still  stands  as  the  last  com- 
mand of  our  Lord:  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world."

Now  ask  this  question:  "What  did  /  do  last  year  that  increased 
my  own  interest  in  missions,  or  caused  those  about  me  to  think  more 
about  the  Great  Commission?"

Here  are  some  practical  suggestions  for  this  year: 

1.  Obtain  a  world  map.  Place  on  a  prominent  wall  in  your  home. 
Paste  our  missionaries'  pictures  around  the  map,  or  on  the  vari- 
ous fields  of  service.  Pray  for  them,  using  the  Prayer  Calendar. 

2.  Acquaint  yourself  with  the  "world"  population;  our  national 
population;  then  compare  with  the  number  of  persons  you  are 
personally  interested  in  winning  to  Christ.  What  does  this  reveal 
to  you? 

3.  Watch  for  missionary  news  from  all  over  the  world;  then  make 
notes  on  map  as  to  places  of  strategic  need.  Pray  about  these 
needs. 

4.  Estabhsh  a  personal  contact  with  at  least  one  missionary  by  cor- 
respondence. 

5.  Pray  especially  for  missionaries  who  are  learning  new  languages, 
and  for  others  who  are  translating  Scriptures. 

6.  Get  acquainted  with  missionaries  on  furlough.  Invite  them  into 
your  home.  At  least  shake  hands  with  them. 

7.  Read  missionary  books  and  our  own  Brethren  Missionary  Herald, 
and  observe  the  15th  day  of  the  month  prayer  schedule.

The  Stranger  having  listened 
quiedy  to  their  words,  detecting  a 
note  of  doubt  in  their  last  sentence, 
began  to  speak  to  them:  "O  fools, 
and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that 
the  prophets  have  spoken:  ought 
not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these 
things,  and  to  enter  into  his  glory?" 

The  Stranger  expounded  to  them 
many  things  concerning  himself.  He 
always  kept  visible  the  crimson 
stream,  which  went  back  to  Eden, 
and  seen  more  clearly  under  the 
searcher's  microscope  when  God  re- 
jected Cain's  offering  of  the  produce 
of  the  soil.  Fruits,  which  represented 
works,  but  He  accepted  Abel's  offer- 
ing of  the  blood-covered  lamb  (Gen. 
4:3-5).  Blood  was  again  added  to  this 
ever  widening  stream  when  Abra- 
ham's son  was  offered  on  the  altar 
and  then  was  replaced  with  a  ram 
which  God  provided  when  He  be- 
held Abraham's  faith  (Gen.  22:12- 
13).  There  was  further  emphasis  on 
the  blood  when  the  blood  was  ap- 
plied to  the  doorposts  in  the  camp 
of  the  Israelites  the  night  the  angel 
of  death  passed  through  the  land, 
claiming  the  life  of  the  firstborn  from 
each  family  whose  dwelling  was  not 
marked  with  blood. 

The  crimson  stream  trickled  all 
the  way  to  the  cross.  There  it  burst 
into  a  flowing  fountain  when 
Christ's  blood  was  shed,  which  com- 
pleted and  perfected  the  plan  of  sal- 
vation. This  was  not  the  sacrifice  of 
the  blood  of  animals,  which  only 
temporarily  covered  sin,  but  it  was 
the  shed  blood  of  the  Lamb  of  God 
that  once  and  for  all  washed  away 


Even  though  the  shades  of  night 
were  falling,  the  two  men  did  not 
hasten  their  steps  and  when  they 
arrived  at  their  place  of  abode,  they 
asked  the  Stranger  to  abide  with 
them.  "The  day  is  far  spent,"  they 
said,  "And  he  went  to  tarry  with 
them"  (Luke  24:28-29).

The  two  men  rose  hostily  saying: 
"Let  us  go  back  to  Jerusalem."  Dark- 
ness and  fatigue  did  not  halt  them. 
They  found  the  eleven  gathered  to- 
gether and  said:  "The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed."  They  told  of  how  He  was 
knovwi  of  them  in  the  breaking  of 
bread. 

While  they  were  conversing,  Jesus 
appeared  in  their  midst,  a  risen  Lord. 
The  Word  says  they  were  terrified. 
Jesus,  no  doubt,  speaking  in  a  soft 
voice,  quieted  their  fears,  saying: 
"Peace  be  unto  you."  Jesus  knew 
they  still  had  troubled  hearts.  Hold- 
ing forth  His  hands.

So  she 
could  wait. 

But  not  Ardyth.  Daddy's  "vest 
f)ocket  edition"  asked:  "Well,  Daddy, 
what  is  'same  as  usual'?"  In  spite  of 
weariness,  his  eyes  took  on  a  light. 

If  there  is  anything  more  frustrat- 
ing to  this  mother  than  interruptions, 
it  is  more  interruptions.  By  this  time 
I  should  be  accustomed  to  them. 
Twenty-eight  years,  nine  children, 
and  four  pastorates  A.M.  (after  mar- 
riage) have  combined  to  give  us 
plenty. 

There  came  a  day  when  Mother 
had  to  face  up  to  interruptions  and 
acknowledge  them  for  what  they 
are— either  a  continual  source  of  ir- 
ritation, or  a  springboard,  to  hurdle 
the  challenges.  Even  superficial 
thought  pointed  up  the  fact  that  any- 
body can  be  irritated  by  anything  at 
any  time  if  he  makes  the  decision  to 
react  in  this  way.  It  is  ^he  path  of 
least  resistance;  a  path  certainly  not

condoned  by  the  Word  of  God. 

Coming  to  this  conclusion  led  to 
a  further  discovery.  It  was  a  thrilling 
discovery.  God  is  the  Great  Inter- 
rupter. The  annals  of  history  still  re- 
sound to  the  entrance  of  God's  Son 
onto  the  human  scene.  Even  profess- 
ing athiest  Khrushchev  gives  tacit 
acknowledgment  of  the  dynamic  of 
Christ's  thirty-three  years  in  this 
world.  In  Russia,  as  in  all  the  world 
it  is  now  A.D.  1964!  How  truly 
the  writer  of  Hebrews  stated:  "God 
hath  in  these  last  times  spoken  unto 
us  by  his  Son,  whom  he  hath  ap- 
pointed heir  of  all  things  (1:10-11). 
God  interrupted  history  to  make  it 
His  story. 

God  in  Christ  is  the  Great  Inter- 
rupter of  willful  sin.  The  religious 
zealot,  Saul  of  Tarsus  is  a  classic 
example  here.  He  was  stopped  dead 
in  his  tracks  by  the  gentle  words  of 
Christ:  "Saul,  Saul,  why  persecut- 
est  thou  me?"  (Acts  9:4). 

God's  Son  interrupted  the  religious 
hypocrisy  of  the  Pharisees  when  He 
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thundered:  'Te  are  like  unto  whited 
sepulchres  .  .  .  full  of  dead  men's 
bones"  (Matt.  23:27). 

Nicodemus,  ruler  of  the  Jews,  ex- 
perienced the  interruptive  word  of 
Jesus  Christ.  He  had  lived  a  placid, 
colorless  good  life  which  had  dulled 
his  sensitivities  to  spiritual  dynamics. 
With  disarming  directness  Christ 
said:  "Ye  must  be  bom  again"  (John 
3:3).  This  man's  'life  as  usual"  was 
forcefully  challenged,  interrupted. 

Sometimes  the  bom-again  man 
needs  periodic  interruptions  to  keep 
him  out  of  the  deadly  rut  of  com- 
placency. So  when  the  challenge  to 
your  "life  as  usual"  comes  as  an  in- 
terruption, let  God  turn  it  into  a 
blessing  by  claiming  His  grace.  Then 
the  interruption  which  calls  for  a 
change,  or  a  difficult  job,  or  an  un- 
pleasant assignment,  will  turn  to  tri- 
umph. Reaction  to  challenge  often 
reveals  the  moral  fiber  and  character 
of  the  individual  (and  nation).

10:39-40). 


SMM  was  started  in  Philadelphia  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bau- 
man.  The  national  work  began  in  1913  vnth  twenty-one 
Sisterhoods.  It  was  reorganized  in  1939.  We  now  have 
approximately  200  groups  with  about  2400  girls. 

The  month  of  April  has  been  set  aside  as  birthday 
month.  A  special  thank  offering  is  taken  at  this  time  for 
the  higher  education   of  missionaries'  children. 

Before  girls  can  be  blessed  serving  the  Lord,  they  must 
be  made  to  realize  their  need  of  a  personal  relationship 
with  Him.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  daily  quiet  time, 
including  Bible  reading  and  prayer.  Memorization  of 
Scripture,  Bible  study,  and  witnessing  are  also  stressed. 

SMM  girls  of  today  are  the  future  WMC  women  of 
tomorrow.  Let  us  set  the  example  in  our  own  lives,  re- 
membering that  "we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in 
Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before 
ordained  that  we  should  walk  in  them"  (Eph.  2:10).

We  usually  think  of  service 
s  intercessory  prayer,  visiting  the 
ick,  sending  out  tracts,  seeking  the 
3st,  doing  little  gestures  of  kindness, 
nd  giving  our  money.  This  service  is 
11  very  precious  to  our  Master,  but 
t  is  more  important  to  Him  how  we 
xalt  Him  in  what  we  are,  rather 
han  in  what  we  do.  When  we  serve 
(ur  Master,  that  service  wiW  be 
(leasing  to  Him  only  as  the  life  is 
vholly  committed  to  Him. 

Yielding,  which  is  submitting  only 
n  respect,  or  reverence,  is  not 
inough.  As  we  commit  our  bodies, 
ouls,  and  spirits  into  His  care,  then 
nd  only  then  can  we  render  ac- 
eptable  service  to  Him.  "I  give 
nyself  to  Thee  .  .  .  My  life  I  give 
lenceforth  to  live,  O  Christ  for  Thee 
ilone."  After  such  a  commitment  our 
ervice  will  be  pleasing  to  the  Mas- 
er. 

There  are  many  ways  our  daily 
iving  can  be  counted  as  serving 
>ur  Master. 

Honor 

"Let  as  many  servants  as  are  under 
he  yoke  count  their  own  master 
vorthy  of  all  honour"  (I  Tim.  6:1). 


A  common  exclamation  when  some- 
one asks  us  to  render  a  service  for 
Christ  is:  "Oh,  I  can't  do  that!" 
Should  we  not  realize  that  this  is  a 
dishonor  to  our  Lord?  If  we  are 
wholly,  unconditionally  surrendered 
to  Him,  it  is  He  who  will  do  this 
very  thing  through  us.  A  capable 
person  may  try  to  do  the  service  on 
his  own.  However,  our  Master  many 
times  uses  the  weak  vessels  to  con- 
found the  mighty  so  that  His  name 
shall  be  honored  through  the  serv- 
ice. In  this  way  we  do  honor  Jesus. 

Obey 

"Obedience  is  better  than  sacri- 
fice." Sacrifice  is  a  service,  but  obe- 
dience is  also  a  service.  Our  Lord 
says:  "If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mandments. And  I  will  pray  the 
Father,  and  he  wall  give  you  another 
Comforter."  Perfect  obedience  to 
God's  will  brings  to  us  a  blessing  that 
we  cannot  otherwise  receive— "an- 
other Comforter,"  the  blessed  Holy 
Spirit. 

Had  the  disciples  not  obeyed  the 
Lord  when  he  told  them  to  go  to  the 
upper  room  to  wait,  they  would  not 
have  received  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  When  we  have  said,  "I  will 
open  my  heart  to  the  Saviour",  then

created  in  Christ  Jesus  unto 
good  works,  which  God  hath 
before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them.

He  does  come  in.  As  soon  as  we  say, 
"I  will  be  obedient  to  Him  in  all 
things";  then  the  Holy  Spirit  comes 
with  power,  His  own  power,  to  live 
our  lives  for  us. 

Love 

"Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and 
with  all  thy  mind."  As  soon 
as  this  love,  the  very  love  that  the 
Father  has  for  the  Son,  is  actually  in 
us,  we  will  have  no  problem  in  lov- 
ing our  neighbor  as  ourselves.  This 
is  real  service  to  our  Master.  The 
greatest  love  we  can  have  for  our 
neighbor  is  to  seek  to  introduce  him 
to  the  Saviour  and  Lord  whom  we 
know  and  love.

Contentment  is  a  service  oF  noble 
account.  The  Word  says:  "Be  content 
with  such  things  as  ye  have."  What 
our  Lord  provides,  He  knows  is  best 
and  sufficient. 

fie  Cheerful 

In  cheerfulness  we  not  only  serve 
our  Master  in  showing  to  the  world 
the  joy  we  have  in  serving  Him,  but 
the  joy  and  peace  we  have  in  Him. 
"A  merry  heart ...  is  like  a  medicine" 
to  all  with  whom  we  meet.  "To  him 
that  showeth  mercy,  [show  it]  with 
cheerfulness." 

Possess 

In  the  many  references  to  diligence 
in  our  service  to  God,  the  most  im- 
portant is  to  possess  our  possessions. 
"God  giveth  us  richly  all  things  to 
enjoy."  He  asks  us  only  to  reach  out 
and  take,  or  possess.  His  great  riches. 
God  told  the  Israelites  when  they 
entered  Canaan  land:  "Be  not  sloth- 
ful to  go  to  possess  the  land."  He 
wanted  them  to  accept  His  gift  with 
joy  and  diligence. 

Salvation  is  not  the  only  possession 
Christ  wants  us  to  have,  but  He 
holds  out  to  us  perfect  peace,  perfect 
love,  and  real  victory  in  our  daily 
living.  The  command  of  King  Arta- 
xerxes  at  the  time  of  the  restoration 
of  the  Passover  was:  "Whatsoever  is 
commanded  by  the  God  of  heaven, 
let  it  be  diligently  done."  And  surely 
God  expects  us,  His  servants,  in  our 
daily  living  and  service,  "To  shew 
the  same  diligence  to  the  full  assur- 
ance of  hope  unto  the  end  .  .  .  not 
slothful  in  business  [or  in  daily  liv- 
ing] .  .  .  serving  the  Lord." 

Praise 

It  is  well  that  we  serve  Him  in 


praise  without  ceasing.  A  quotation 
from  Charles  H.  Spurgeon  helps  us 
to  see  our  need  to  spend  more  time 
in  praise  and  quietness:  "I  shall  be 
delighted  to  survey  His  works  and 
think  of  His  person,  and  He  will  ac- 
cept my  note  of  praise.  Meditation  is 
the  soul  of  religion.  We  ought  there- 
fore, both  for  our  own  good  and  for 
the  Lord's  honor  to  be  much  occu- 
pied with  meditation,  and  the  medita- 
tion should  chiefly  dwell  upon  the 
Lord  himself." 

Serving,  instead  of  rushing  about 
trying  to  do  something  great  for  God, 
is  just  sitting  quietly  waiting  at  His 
feet  learning  of  Him  as  Mary  did. 
We  can  leam  to  keep  the  spirit  calm, 
the  mind  cool,  the  hands  off,  and  the 
tongue  quiet  about  the  problems  that  • 
perplex  us,  the  f)eople  who  vex  us, 
and  the  things  that  are  beyond  our 
control.  We  also  learn  the  joy  and 
peace  of  the  abundant  life  in  our 
daily  living  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  ▼

"That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh 
is  flesh,  and  that  which  is  bom  of  the 
Spirit  is  spirit." 

Thus  our  Lord  characterizes  the 
essential  difference  between  the 
Christian  and  the  nonbehever— one 
has  a  human  nature,  one  a  divine. 

But  what  is  true  of  people  is  also 
true  of  plans  and  projects.  Some  are 
born  of  the  Spirit,  but  others  are 
born  of  the  flesh— they  are  simply 
the  offspring  of  man's  abilities.  No 
amount  of  praying  can  make  them 
spiritual. 
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What  Christian  is  not  often  dis- 
mayed by  his  powerlessness?  He 
makes  his  plans  with  great  pains;  he 
seeks  God's  blessings,  but  the  bless- 
ings do  not  come.  In  the  ensuing  dis- 
couragement he  either  blames  himself 
for  not  praying  enough,  blames  others 
for  not  cooperating  with  him,  or 
blames  God  for  not  fulfilling  His 
promises. 

What  is  the  real  cause  of  failure? 
The     Christian     has    prayed     well 
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enough,  but  the  problem  is  that  he 
has  not  prayed  soon  enough.  He 
makes  the  decisions;  then  asks  God  to 
give  the  blessings.  And  asking  God 
to  bless  what  God  has  not  willed  is 
dishonoring  to  Him,  frustrating  to 
His  servants,  and  useless  in  accom- 
plishing spiritual  results. 

To  say  this  is  not  to  criticize  either 
the  sincerity  or  motives  of  God's  serv- 
ants. It  is  simply  to  point  out  that  if 
we  wish  to  have  the  power  of  the 
Spirit,  we  must  first  have  the  Spirit 
of  power,  and  this  involves  submis- 
sion to  His  will. 

When  God  leads,  His  blessing  will 
surely  follow. 

The  Apostle  Paul  must  have  been 
thinking  of  these  things  when  he 
wrote  the  words  of  Romans  12:1-2, 
for  there  he  outlines  certain  steps  we 
must  follow  if  we  wish  to  know 
God's  leading,  and  hence.  His  bless- 
ing. 

For  instance,  he  says  we  must  give 
ourselves  to  God  as  sacrifices.  What- 
ever else  is  involved  in  the  word 
sacrifice,  the  dominant  ideas  are  sub- 
mission and  death. 

Christian  service  is  presented  in 
the  New  Testament  in  simple  terms: 
we  are  to  take  up  our  cross  and  follow 
Jesus.  The  accent  is  not  upon  doing, 
but  dying.  It  is  thus  that  the  Chris- 
tian, like  a  seed,  brings  forth  fruit. 

To  be  sure,  this  does  not  imply  that 
in  some  mystical  way  we  must  cease 
to  exist,  or  that  God  wishes  to  ignore 
our  j)ersonalities  and  abilities.  It  does 
not  even  mean  that  we  become  com- 
pletely passive.  Death  never  means 
annihilation,  it  means  separation,  and 
dying  to  self  means  in  essence  being 
severed  from  all  that  is  prompted  by 
the  carnal  nature. 

And  the  glorious  truth  is  that  this 
death  is  followed  by  resurrection— 
we  are  living  sacrifices,  presented  to 
the  living  God.  Thus,  instead  of 
destroying  man,  this  death  to  self 
releases  man  into  a  new  life  on  an 
altogether  different  plane,  allowing 
him  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  his 
creation.  He  who  loses  his  life  finds 
it;  he  who  is  crucified  lives. 

What  then  is  the  practical  out- 
working of  this  truth  in  our  Chris- 
tian service?  Simply  this:  instead  of 
devoting  our  lives  to  doing  things  for 
God,  we  devote  our  lives  to  God 
himself  so  that  He  can  do  His  will 


through  us.  Thus  we  fulfill  our 
rightful  function  in  His  great  plan, 
that  of  branches  severed  from  the 
old  vine  of  carnal  ambition  and 
grafted  onto  the  living  Christ  so  that 
we  might  produce  spiritual  fruit. 

Is  there  spiritual  barrenness  in  our 
lives,  our  families,  our  churches,  even 
though  we  are  doing  the  best  we  can? 
Maybe  we  are  trying  too  hard.  Per- 
haps God  is  just  waiting  until  we 
have  done  our  best  and  failed  so  that 
He  can  begin  to  do  His  best  in  us 
and  through  us. 

The  richness  of  Romans  12:1-2  is 
not  confined  to  one  word,  however. 
I  like  Phillips  rendering  of  a  phrase 
which  follows  in  this  passage:  "Don't 
let  the  world  around  you  squeeze 
you  into  its  own  mold,  but  let  God 
re-mold    your   minds    from    within."

Actually  this  expresses  almost  the 
same  truth  as  the  word  sacrifice. 
There  is,  however,  a  progression  of 
thought:  to  offer  oneself  as  a  sac- 
rifice refers  to  an  act;  to  refuse  to 
conform  to  the  world  is  the  con- 
tinuing result  of  this  act. 

Jeremiah  was  not  writing  of  the 
church,  but  he  might  well  have  been 
when  he  said:  "My  people  have  com- 
mitted two  evils;  they  have  forsaken 
me  the  fountain  of  living  waters, 
and  hewed  them  out  cisterns,  broken 
cisterns,  that  can  hold  no  water." 

Methods  which  produce  success 
in  the  world  of  business,  economics, 
or  politics  will  not  necessarily  produce 
spiritual  results  in  the  church.  And 
when  the  church  places  her  confi- 
dence in   these  methods— when  she 


allows  the  world  to  squeeze  her  into 
its  mold— she  is  committing  two 
evils.  She  is  trading  the  fountain  of 
living  waters  for  broken  cisterns. 

Is  not  this  the  reason  for  many 
of  our  troubles  in  this  day  when  a 
vision  of  the  risen  Christ  is  often 
obscured  by  our  well-meaning  pro- 
motional devices? 

Doing  God's  work  is  not  enough. 
We  must  give  God  the  liberty  of 
doing  it  in  His  own  way.  Carnal 
weapons  of  warfare  are  useless  and 
often  embarrassing  baggage  for  the 
Christian.  It  is  not  enough  to  make 
our  plans  and  choose  our  methods, 
then  try  to  build  a  spiritual  founda- 
tion under  them.  That  which  is 
bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh,  and  in 
God's  work  the  -^nd  never  justifies 
the  means. 

Finally  Paul  gives  us  a  promise. 
For  those  Christians  who  are  willing 
to  present  themselves  as  sacrifices, 
who  are  willing  to  be  different  from 
the  world,  there  is  the  assurance 
that  God's  viall  can  be  known.  And 
His  will  is  perfect. 

Who  are  those  Christians  who 
serve  God  with  assurance  and  au- 
thority? Those  who  know  they  are 
serving  in  God's  way.  In  their  lives 
God  manifests  His  power. 

To  be  sure,  this  power  is  not  al- 
ways recognized  by  fellow-Christians. 
There  again.  His  ways  are  not  al- 
ways our  ways,  and  oftentimes  our 
cherished  ideas  of  how  a  Christian 
ought  to  behave  are  simply  the  out- 
growth of  our  habits  and  traditions. 

In  the  Spirit-filled  Christian  there 
may  be  less  feverish  activity,  but 
there  vnll  certainly  be  more  fruit. 
And  as  years  pass,  this  fruit  will 
remain. 

Most  of  us  are  busily  engaged  in 
a  life  of  serving  God.  We  are  sin- 
cere, and  are  doing  our  best.  Would 
it  not  be  wise,  however,  to  stop  a 
moment  in  order  to  see  just  what  part 
God  is  playing  in  all  this?  It  may 
not  be  a  pleasant  experience;  yet  it 
would  be  better  to  allow  His  Spirit 
to  evaluate  us  now  than  to  await 
the  judgment  seat  when  it  will  be 
too  late  to  change  the  wood,  hay, 
and  stubble  into  gold,  silver,  and 
pirecious  stones. 

For— "that  which  is  bom  of  the 
flesh  is  flesh,  but  that  which  is  bom 
of  the  Spirit  is  spirit."  T

Wives  of  full-time  Christian  work- 
;rs  are  of  a  special  class.  Whether  she 
)e  a  pastor's  wife,  a  missionary's  wife, 
I  Christian  educator's  wife,  or  what- 
;ver— this  woman  is  unique.  True, 
hey  are  human,  just  like  all  women, 
rhey  like  the  same  things,  they  en- 
oy  (or  would  enjoy)  all  the  comforts 
ind  conveniences  the  world  offers. 
But  for  the  most  part,  this  special 
voman  has  forgone  these  things, 
ind  she  has  done  so  gladly. 

I  am  the  husband  of  one  of  these 
vomen,  and  my  hat  is  off  to  them. 
Little  do  most  folks  realize  the  many 
acrifices  full-time  Christian  worker's 
;vives  have  endured.  Yet,  they  come 
ip  smiling.  Believe  me,  this  is  not  a 
plea  for  pity,  or  for  special  treatment 


of  these  wives.  They  would  be  the 
first  to  protest  such  nonsense.  This 
is  instead  a  pat  on  the  back,  a  hearty 
"God  bless  you." 

Let  me  tell  you  about  an  incident 
that  concerns  the  special  woman  in 
my  life.  She  is  one  of  these  "preach- 
er's wives." 

My  wife  was  saved  a  year  before 
I  was.  She  began  to  pray  eamesdy 
for  my  salvation.  Incidentally,  if  you 
have  an  unsaved  husband,  be  sure 
you  are  willing  to  go  or  do  anything 
that  God  might  desire  before  you  be- 
gin to  pray.  You  may  find  yourself 
packing. 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  the 
Lord  in  His  mercy  saved  me.  I  im- 
mediately felt  called  to  further  my 


education  in  preparation  for  what- 
ever God  had  for  us.  We  had  just 
moved  into  a  new  house.  This  was 
something  my  wife  had  dreamed  of 
doing  for  years.  Now  it  was  neces- 
sary to  sell  and  leave  all  this  behind. 
But  there  was  no  faltering,  no  look- 
ing back,  no  regrets  on  the  part  of 
my  wife.  She  gladly  helped  pack, 
and  we  left  Sunnyside,  Washington, 
with  a  pick-up  truck,  a  trailer,  and  all 
our  worldly  jxKsessions  with  us. 

We  arrived  in  Seattle  late  at  night. 
We  knew  the  address  of  our  student 
housing— a  wartime  housing  project 
unit— but  we  had  no  key.  After  much 
searching,  the  caretaker  was  found 
and  entrance  to  our  "home"  for  the 
next  four  years  was  gained.  The 
sight  that  greeted  our  eyes  in  that 
four-room  manse  was  shocking.  The 
former  inhabitants  had  left  a  sad 
state  of  disarray.  But  we  lugged  our 
possessions  into  the  front  room  and 
parked  them.  Then  we  sat  dovwi  and 
surveyed  our  new  surroundings.  The 
paint  on  the  walls  was  greasy  and 
chipped.  The  bathroom  was  painted 
a  bright  red,  and  the  smell  was  out 
of  this  world.  By  some  feat  of  gym- 
nastics someone  had  actually  left 
footprints  on  the  ceiling.  It  was 
enough  to  make  a  strong  man  weep, 
let  alone  my  wife.  I  felt  a  wave  of 
guilt  pass  over  me,  and  compassion 
welled  up  in  me  for  my  wife  as  I 
looked  at  what  I  had  brought  her 
and  the  family  into.  I  can  still  re- 
member, vividly,  the  words  of  my 
wife  as  she  sat  atop  our  gear  in  the 
midst  of  that  mess.  She  said:  "Well, 
if  the  Lord  Jesus  could  leave  heaven's 
glory  and  come  to  earth  and  die  for 
me,  then  I  can  live  here  for  Him." 
And  we  did.  New  paint  and  elbow 
grease  did  wonders  for  the  apart- 
ment. The  Lord  helped  us  and 
blessed  us  in  dozens  of  ways.  He  has 
repaid  us  over  and  over  again  for 
any  "suffering"  we  may  have  done— 
and  I'm  sure  there  wasn't  much. 
There  have  been  many  other  sacri- 
fices since  that  time  for  this  special 
class  of  women— this  pastor's  wife. 
There  will  be  more  in  the  future.  But 
she,  and  hundreds  of  others  like  her, 
have  taken  it  all  in  stride  for  His 
glory.

Was  the  Holy  Spirit  wrong  in  making  the  develop- 
ment of  the  church  dependent  upon  the  personal  testi- 
mony of  the  laity  (Acts  8:1-4)? 

The  answer  to  all  of  these  questions  is  "NO!" 

Christ's  method  of  evangelism  was  that  of  individual 
contact.  The  apostles  followed  His  example  as  Paul  did 
in  a  house-to-house  witness  (Acts  20:20).  The  Early 
Church  stressed  and  practiced  this  type  of  witnessing 
continually. 

Eighteen  years  after  the  beginning  of  the  church  it 
had  turned  the  world  upside  down.  The  reason  is  not 
difficult  to  find.  The  members  gave  personal  testimony 
to  Christ  and  the  Gospel.  As  a  result  souls  were  saved. 

It  can  hardly  be  said  that  the  twentieth  century 
church  is  making  even  a  measurable  impact  on  the  world. 
Some  churches  are  more  evangelistic  than  others.  Many 
evangelical  churches  have  no  systematic  visitation  pro- 
gram. Personal  evangelism  is  almost  a  lost  ministry.  So, 
naturally  the  contemporary  church  does  not  grow  as  the 
Early  Church  did.  Nor  will  it  grow  as  it  should  until  it 
diligently  returns  to  a  personal  witnessing  ministry, 

Satan  has  one  most  effective  strategy  which  he  uses 
with  deadly  results  against  the  orthodox,  Bible-teaching 
church  where  both  pastor  and  members  believe  the  whole 
Bible.  He  keeps  this  good  church  so  busy  planning,  pro- 
gramrrung,  and  doing  good  things  in  general  that  there 
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is  litrie  time  or  energy  left  to  do  the  best  thing— personal 
witnessing  from  house  to  house.  Here  is  the  hasic  reason 
for  lack  of  grovnh  in  evangelical  churches  today.  As  : 
normal  result  church  extension  at  home  and  foreign  mis 
sions  suffer  severe  limitations. 

Each  fundamental  church  should  have  in  continuous 
operation  a  personal  visitation  program  adapted  to  mee 
the  spiritual  needs  of  its  community. 

This  involves  a  periodic  survey  (perhaps  each  two  t< 
three  years)  to  determine  who  lives  within  a  mile  of  th(i 
church  in  all  directions.  Knowing  your  community  is  ini 
dispensable  to  the  success  of  any  visitation  program. 

Other  prospect  lists  have  a  tendency  to  spread  anci 
thus  minimize  the  effectiveness  of  soul-winning  efforts 
Soon  half,  or  more,  of  the  membership  may  be  drivinj 
five  miles  or  more  one  way  to  church.  Even  today  wid 
excellent  transportation  facilities  the  total  efficiency  o 
an  average-sized  church  depends  a  great  deal  on  the  prox 
imity  of  its  members.  High  attendance  at  regular  serv 
ices,  official  and  auxiliary  meetings,  business  meetings 
and  so  forth  is  more  likely  when  members  hve  close  by 
How  often  we  hear:  'Tou  see  I  live  ten  miles  one  wa; 
from  our  church.  Therefore  about  all  I  can  do  is  attenc 
the  Sunday  services."  (Praise  the  Lord  for  faithful  saint 
who  are  willing  to  do  this.)  But,  who  beside  the  preache! 
and  a  few  others  will  be  able  to  reach  people  for  Chiis 
who  live  just  a  few  feet  from  the  church? 

Today  most  church  buildings  are  located  only  after  i 
very  careful  study  of  the  community.  Thus  the  locarioi 
is  supposed  to  be  strategic— the  best!  But  unless  th( 
people  immediately  adjacent  to  the  church  are  reached 
for  Christ,  that  fine,  well-planned,  cosdy  building,  you; 
splendid  location,  and  your  excellent  pastor  will  not  brin} 
maximum  results.  To  some  extent  in  both  an  objectivi 
and  a  spiritual  sense  the  investment  is  not  producing  fo: 
the  Lord.  The  church  which  does  not  reach  its  com 
munity  for  Christ  may  find  operation  an  impossibility 
within  a  few  years.  You  may  be  forced  to  relocate.  Ii 
fact,  any  local  church  which  has  not  made  a  stronj 
spiritual  impact  on  its  community  within  a  period  o: 
three  years  from  its  beginning  may  suddenly  find  itsd 
in  dire  need  for  both  funds  and  manpower. 

Jesus  sent  out  visitors,  two  by  two,  in  a  house-to 
house  visitation  campaign  (Luke  10).  Then  He,  himself 
came  later  to  minister.  The  visitors  were  instructed  t( 
pray  that  others  might  be  sent  out  also.  They  weri 
warned  that  the  work  would  not  be  easy.  When  invitee 
into  a  house  they  were  to  give  dieir  testimony.  If  re 
jected  they  were  to  leave  without  argument.  When  the; 
returned  to  their  company  again,  they  rejoiced  over  thi 
blessings  received. 

Does  Jesus  expect  His  church  to  do  this  today?  Wil 
this  work  in   the  twentieth   century?   Why  not?   Thi

e  of  God  in  our  day.  We  have 
icated  a  beautiful  and  already 
small  first  unit.  Plans  for  the 
led  Sunday-school  wing  of  some 
rooms  and  an  assembly  room  are 
he  making.  Several  hundred  dol- 

are  already  in  the  special  fund 
aside  to  pay-as-you-go  for  this 
'  wing.  Great  and  greatly  to  be 
sed  is  our  wonderful  Lord, 
"he  present  auditorium  seats  ap- 
dmately  170.  On  March  22,  we 

in  the  morning  service  eighty- 
,    seventy-four    in    the    Sunday- 


school  hour,  and  128  for  the  dedica- 
tion service.  In  the  evening  service 
we  had  fifty-two  present.  There  was 
a  decision  for  Christ  in  the  Wednes- 
day prayer  meeting  service— an  ac- 
countant—and then  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing his  dear  wife  came  forward  to 
publicly  confess  Christ.  There  are 
nine  now  awaiting  baptism,  and  this 
will  bring  our  membership  to  some- 
what more  than  40.  The  young  peo- 
ples' department  finds  a  number 
greater  than  we  can  seat  in  the  choir 
space  on  the  platform  (some  18  sen- 
ior youth).  Yes;  the  Lord  has  blessed 
us,  and  we  are  glad. 
We   have  forty-one  paved   (grass 


covered)  parking  spaces,  and  more 
than  two  acres  of  land  for  expansion 
within  sight  of  the  beautiful  North 
District  Hospital.  A  multiinillion 
dollar  shopping  center  building,  golf 
course,  and  housing  project  are  well 
under  way.  Just  west  of  our  property 
is  a  proposed  housing  area  of  1,000 
or  more  homes  in  the  15,000-  to  21,- 
OOO-doUar  class.  We  are  already 
thanking  God  for  not  only  the  souls 
that  have  been  saved,  but  also  for 
those  He  is  sending  our  way  to  be 
saved. 

We  have  a  beautiful  new  studio 
piano  given  by  one  of  the  new  fam- 
ilies who  recendy  was  baptized  and 
taken  into  the  membership  of  die 
church,  and  a  $2,875  air-condition- 
ing and  heating  unit  underwritten. 
One  of  the  new  families  converted, 
baptized,  and  received  into  the  mem- 
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bership  paid  for  the  carpeting  on 
the  platform  in  the  amount  of  $200. 
This  has  been  the  working  of  the 
Lord  from  the  first  meeting  of  the 
two  pastors  less  than  a  year  ago.  We 
do  thank  God  for  the  vision  of  the 
pastor  and  the  people  of  the  Fort 
Lauderdale  church;  they  have  been 
wonderful  and  have  contributed 
several  hundred  dollars  in  addition 
to  their  obligation  to  the  work  at 
Margate.  The  past  two  Sundays  have 
found  the  offerings  in  the  excess  of 
$500  each.  We  do  praise  the  Lord 
and  hope  to  be  soon  in  the  place 
where  we  are  self-supporting.  We  are 
at  present  receiving  $50  from  the 
Fort  Lauderdale  church  per  month 
and  the  same  amount  from  the 
Southeast  district.  We  are  grateful. 

We  have  several  families  who  are 
deeply  interested  and  praying  (join 
them  with  us  in  prayer)  for  His  de- 
cision. We  have  prayed  that  we  might 
have  only  those  He  would  want  us 
to  have  as  members.  We  want  a 
clean,  Bible-centered,  Spirit-filled 
church.  We  feel  this  way  it  will  be 
a  solid  and  lasting  growth. 

We  had  a  man  in  the  business 
world  who  for  thirty  years  was  in 
his  church,  drank  up  a  fortune  but 
unsaved,  come  to  Christ  six  weeks 
ago.  He  is  now  tithing  to  the  church. 
A  dentist  who  taught  in  a  Sunday 
school,   but  was  unsaved,   has  now

Then,  we  thank 
God  for  a  dedicated  Sunday-school 
superintendent  who  is  doing  a  nice 
job  vwth  the  Sunday  school,  and  for 
the  man  whom  God  has  so  singly 
used  in  the  Florida  works,  Edison 
Yoder.  He  has  been  the  right  arm 
of  the  pastor  encouraging,  praying 
with  him.  In  a  constructive  way  he 
has  been  instrumental  for  much  that 
has  been  accomplished,  and  is  a  won- 
derful testimony  to  what  the  grace 
of  God  can  do  in  a  man's  life.  Yes; 
in  more  ways  than  one  all  that  we 
have  and  have  seen  accomplished 
would  not  have  been  possible  with- 
out this  godly  man.  We  are  grateful 
to  the  many  others  who  have  pa- 
tiently suffered  with  us  as  we  have 
sought  to  bring  His  will  into  fru- 
ition here  at  Pompano.

Seattle  Brethren  Break  Distance  Barrier 


The  Seatrie  (Wash.)  Brethren 
broke  the  distance  barrier  for  its 
members  by  relocation.  The  original 
church  location  and  prop>erty  has 
been  sold,  and  now  two  churches  are 
in  the  embryonic  stage  of  develop- 
ment. One  of  these  is  located  in  the 
northern  suburban  area  of  Seattle 
known  as  Alderwood  Manor,  and 
now  meets  in  the  Crystal  Springs 
Elementary  School.  The  other  group 
meets  in  the  southern  suburban  area 
known  as  Kent,  and  they  meet  in 
the  Park  Orchard  Elementary  School. 

The  pastor,  Phillip  J.  Simmons,  is 
still  ministering  to  both  churches. 
The  Alderwood  Manor  Brethren 
holds  a  unified  service  beginning  at 
9.00  a.m.  and  Pastor  Simmons  speaks 
at  the  9:00  o'clock  hour  here.  After 
the  worship  service  the  pastor  leaves 
for  the  Kent  Brethren  and  the  local 
Sunday-school  superintendent,  Dor- 
ian Kaeppel,  takes  charge  of  the  re- 
maining morning  services.  In  the 
evening  Pastor  Simmons  is  able  to 
meet  only  every  other  Sunday  with 
each  group.

The  home-mission  workshops  this 
year  proved  to  be  a  wonderful  period 
of  instruction,  blessing,  and  benefit 
to  all  in  attendance.  EHiring  the  past 
two  years  these  were  eliminated  due 
to  lack  of  funds.  There  has  been  an 
increasing  need  due  to  new  person- 
nel and  needed  emphasis  in  certain 
areas  of  our  work.

All  of  the  home-mis- 
sion pastors  were  royally  entertained 
in  the  homes  of  these  congregations 
while  the  ladies  provided  the  noon 
and  evening  meals  in  the  lower 
church  auditoriums.  A  very  special 
word  of  thanksgiving  and  apprecia- 
tion goes  to  Dr.  Charles  Mayes  and

\eactions  of  the  Board  to  Progress 

For  the  first  time  most  members  of  the  board  viewed 
he  progress  and  operation  of  the  new  Residence  Hall 
nd  dining  room.  Board  members  ate  many  of  their  meals 
a  the  new  dining  quarters.  The  added  facihties  were  un- 
oubtedly  an  encouragement  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the 
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students,  and  this  gave  them  reason  to  lift  their  eyes  and 
extend  the  horizons  of  progress  in  plans  for  the  school. 
Tentative  plans  were  launched  for  at  least  three  new 
buildings:  a  library  so  desperately  needed  for  the  Col- 
lege, which  would  reheve  the  pressure  on  the  Seminary 
library  facilities;  a  chapel-church  to  enlarge  quarters  for 
a  growing  student  body  and  a  growing  local  church 
attendance;  and  a  boys'  dormitory  to  provide  adequate 
quarters  for  men,  thus  vacating  space  in  the  girls'  dormi- 
tory now  being  used  by  men. 

Progress  on  the  Building 

The  top  floor  of  the  new  dormitory  is  now  in  the 
process  of  completion.  Early  this  summer  the  entire 
building  will  be  completed.  Very  shortly  now  the  land- 
scaping around  the  building  will  be  launched.  This 
includes  the  moving  of  the  bam  to  another  location,  the 
grading  of  the  entire  area,  the  putting  in  of  walks  and 
roads  and  hard-surfacing  them,  and  also  the  placing  of 
parking  lots  and  the  proper  surfacing  of  them.  The 
finish  work  will  include  the  seeding  of  the  campus  and 
the  location  of  shrubbery.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  ad- 
ministration to  have  everything  in  readiness  for  the  day 
of  dedication. 

The  administration,  therefore,  extends  an  invitation 
to  every  possible  member  of  The  Brethren  Church  to 
be  present  for  the  dedication  services  of  the  Residence 
Hall  and  dining  room  scheduled  for  Thursday  of  Na- 
tional Conference.  We  are  certain  that  these  services, 
together  with  a  tour  through  the  hall,  will  kindle  new 
enthusiasm  in  everyone  for  the  work  being  done  in 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  College. 

Board  Reviews  Diagnostic  Report 

Immediately  prior  to  the  board  meeting,  a  report  of 
the  November  visit  of  the  Diagnostic  Team  from  the 
North  Cenitral  Association  of  Colleges  was  received.  This 
was  duplicated  for  the  benefit  of  each  member  of  the 
board.  An  entire  morning  was  given  to  an  analysis  of 
the  report.  The  board  was  thus  apprised  of  the  progress 
of  the  school  toward  accreditation.  Strengths  of  the  school 
in  various  areas  were  pointed  out,  and  also  the  outstand- 
ing weaknesses.  In  general  the  report  was  regarded  as 
encouraging.  By  action  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
administration  was  instructed  to  press  on  toward  the  goal 
within  the  framework  of  the  objectives  and  aims  of 
Grace  College.  y

Christian  College

The  Music  Department  of  a  Chris- 
tian college  plays  a  number  of  simul- 
taneous roles.  Its  contribution  may 
be  observed  in  the  following  areas: 

The  Liberal  Arts  Education  of  Each 
Student 

The  ancient  Greeks,  recognizing 
the  importance  of  music  in  their  cul- 
ture, and  realizing  the  effect  it  had 
upon  men,  made  its  study  an  essential 
part  of  their  intellectual  pursuits. 
They  developed  highly  involved  theo- 
ries regarding  both  the  physical 
aspects  of  musical  production  and  the 
tonal  relationships,  and  the  intan- 
gible (psychological)  properties  of  the 
art.  Every  serious  student  gave  at- 
tention to  this  discipline. 

Not  all  subsequent  generations  and 
cultures  have  granted  to  music  tbe 
powers  which  the  Greeks  attributed 
to  it,  and  hence  its  study  has  not 
always  had  so  prominent  a  place  in 
the  curriculum  of  higher  education. 
However,  music  has  never  ceased  to 
dominate  much  of  society,  and  while 
the  times  have  always  influenced 
music  to  a  considerable  degree,  it  is 
abundandy  evident  that  music  has 
in  a  great  measure  affected  the  times. 

For  this  reason,  if  we  correcdy 
understand  that  a  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion is  one  which  acquaints  the  stu- 
dent with  all  of  the  major  areas  c£ 
learning,  it  will  follow  that  his  edu- 
cation is  not  complete  without  some 
understanding  and  appreciation  of 
this  aspect  of  the  fine  arts.  As  a 
liberal  arts  college,  Grace  requires  of 
every  student  a  minimum  of  two 
courses  in  the  fine  arts,  of  which  one 
must  be  in  the  field  of  music.  The 
music  affredation  course  at  Grace  is 
designed  to  provide  for  each  student 
a   basic  orientation   in   the   musical 


forms,  and  the  performance  mediums 
with  which  he  is  confronted  in  the 
course  of  normal  twentieth  century 
living.  Complimenting  this  course  is 
a  series  of  concerts  and  recitals  pre- 
sented  throughout  the   school   year. 

The   Development   of    Talents    in 
Gifted  Students 

Additional  music  courses  and  per- 
formance groups  are  open  to  students 
who  wish  to  pursue  musical  avoca- 
tions, or  expand  their  usefulness  in 
Christian  service.  Such  courses  most 
frequendy  elected  by  nonmusic  ma- 
jors are  song  leading,  afplied  music 
(piano,  organ,  voice,  etc.),  and  ear 
training.  Performance  groups  serving 
these  ends  are  trios,  quartets,  the  ora- 
torio society,  the  college  choir,  the 
symphonic  wind  ensemble,  and  the 
{jep  band. 

The  Preparation  for  Music  Vocations 

Music  majors  and  minors  are  of- 
fered for  the  professional  preparation 
of  music  teachers,  and  the  sacred 
music  course  is  designed  for  either 
the  minister  of  music  or  the  pre- 
ministerial  student  who  is  especially 
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interested  in  knowing  church  music. 

The  Musical  Needs  of  Churches 

Those  churches  which  are  in  close 
proximity  to  the  school  benefit  from 
the  regular,  or  occasional,  musical 
ministries  of  instrumental  and  vocal 
soloists  and  ensembles,  pianists, 
organists,  and  song  directors.  While 
the  churches  enjoy  this  compliment 
to  their  own  musical  programs,  the 
students  who  are  privileged  to  serve 
in  this  way  are  gaining  valuable  ex- 
perience in  their  performance  area, 
as  well  as  learning  the  meaning  of 
applying  their  training  to  actual  serv- 
ice for  the  Lord. 

The  Public  Relations  Interest  of  the 
College 

All  private  church-related  colleges 
need  friends.  It  is  the  goodwill  of 
those  who  become  "sold"  on  a  school's 
effectiveness  and  worthiness  which 
makes  possible  the  forward  move- 
ment of  progress  and  an  ever  increas- 
ing upgrading  of  its  academic  offer- 
ings.  Another   basic   need   of   these

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SPEAKING  THE  TRUTH  IN  LOVE

It  should  not  be  surprising  to  find 
liberal  preachers  emphasizing  love  at 
the  expense  of  Biblical  doctrines,  for 
liberalism  can  thrive  only  in  a  foggy 
atmosphere  of  subjectivism  and  specu- 
lation. But  when  evangelical  leaders 
begin  to  adopt  such  attitudes,  there 
is  great  cause  for  alarm  in  the  church. 
In  November  1958,  Eternity  pub- 
lished an  article  by  Billy  Graham  in 
which  he  quoted  John  13:34-35  and 
asked  these  questions:  "Wliat  is  the 
great  overwhelming  evidence  that  we 
have  passed  from  death  to  life?  Ortho- 
doxy? Morality?  Evangelistic  passion? 
No!  It  is  love!"  The  following  year. 
Dr.  Edward  J.  Camell  pub- 
lished a  volume,  The  Case  for  Ortho- 
dox Theology,  in  which  he  appealed 
to  die  same  text  of  Scripture  and 
reached  the  same  conclusion:  "Al- 
though Jesus  plainly  says,  'By  this 
all  men  will  know  that  you  are  my 
disciples,  if  you  have  love  for  one 
another'  (John  13:35),  orthodoxy 
often  says,  'By  this  all  men  will 
know  that  you  are  my  disciples,  if 
you  defend  orthodox  doctrine.  .  .  .' 
\Vhile  doctrine  illuminates  the  plan 
of  salvation,  the  mark  of  a  true  dis- 
ciple is  love,  not  doctrine  .  .  .  doctrine 
puffs  up,  love  edifies"  (p.  128).  Many 
evangehcals  seem  to  be  impressed 
wdth  such  reasoning  today. 

Speaking  in  Love 

Now  it  cannot  be  denied  that  love 
is  of  supreme  importance  as  a  Chris- 
tian virtue  (I  Cor.  13:13);  or  that  it 
is  the  best  way  to  exercise  the  gifts 
of  die  Spirit  (I  Cor.  12:31-13:13). 
But  to  elevate  Christian  love  above 
Christian  doctrine  is  to  undermine 
the  very  foundations  of  Christianity; 
for  Christian  love,  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  term,  can  thrive  only  in  the 
atmosphere  of  Christian  truth.  The 
New  Testament  never  places  love 
above  doctrine  or  truth,  for  they  are 
in  different  though  interdependent 
realms,  even  as  God's  holiness  can- 
not be  compromised  or  overshadowed 
by  His  love.  As  a  Christian  virtue, 
love  is  greater  than  faith  or  hope  (I 
Cor.  13:13),  but  it  is  not  greater  than 
truth  itself!   Love  is  a  fruit  of  the 


Spirit;  but  truth  is  not  even  included 
in  the  list  of  fruits,  for  the  Holy 
Spirit  who  produces  these  fruits  is 
himself  the  Spirit  of  truth  (John  15: 
26).  In  other  words,  we  may  say 
that  truth  is  the  branch  from  which 
love  must  come. 

Liberals,  as  well  as  some  evangeli- 
cals, are  fond  of  quoting  John  13:35 
to  show  that  it  is  love,  rather  than 
doctrine,  that  determines  whether  a 
man  is  a  true  disciple  of  Jesus  Christ. 
But  let  us  look  carefully  at  these 
words:  "By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have 
love  one  to  another."  Now  when  our 
Lord  spoke  of  "all  men,"  He  was 
speaking  of  the  unsaved  world.  And 
by  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  it  is 
impossible  for  the  world  to  recognize 
true  Christians  on  the  basis  of  their 
doctrinal  confession.  Unbelievers  are 
blind  in  this  area  (II  Cor.  4:4);  and 
to  them.  Christian  doctrine  is  fool- 
ishness (I  Cor.  1:23;  2:14).  But  the 
world  is  impressed  when  it  sees  true, 
Spirit-wrought  love  in  the  lives  of 
believers.  The  world  cannot  ■produce 
this  kind  of  fruit,  but  it  possesses 
sufficient  conscience  and  discernment 
many  times  to  recognize  the  real 
thing  when  it  sees  it.  Thus,  for  the 
sake  of  testimony  to  the  world  (among 
other  reasons),  our  Lord  urged  His 
disciples  to  display  true  love  for  one 
another. 

However,  it  is  important  to  note 
that  our  Lord  did  not  say:  "By  this 
shall  ye  know  that  ye  are  my  dis- 
ciples," for  the  only  God-approved 
way  for  Christians  to  determine 
whether  a  man  is  a  true  believer  is 
on  the  basis  of  his  adherence  to  the 
truth  of  God's  Word.  The  Aposde 
John  wrote:  "Hereby  know  ye  the 
Spirit  of  God:  Every  spirit  that  con- 
fesseth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in 
the  flesh  is  of  God:  and  every  spirit 
that  confessed!  not  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God" 
(I  John  4:2-3).  To  be  sure,  a  true  be- 
liever must  exhibit  to  some  extent  the 
fruits  of  the  Spirit  (I  John  4:7);  but 
it  is  his  adherence  to  revealed  truth 
that  enables  other  Christians  to 
recognize  him  as  a  genuine  believer. 


(Third  of  Series) 

Many  liberal  preachers  today  seem 
to  be  "speaking  ...  in  love."  But 
are  they  "speaking  the  truth  in  love" 
(Eph.  4:15)? 

It  is  evident  that  John,  the  aposde 
of  love,  did  not  consider  love  to  be 
the  basic  test  for  true  disdpleship,  for 
he  wrote:  "If  there  come  any  unto 
you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  re- 
ceive him  not  into  your  house,  neither 
bid  him  God  speed:  for  he  that  bid- 
deth  him  God  speed  is  partaker  of  his 
evil  deeds"  (II  John  10:11).  Gener- 
ally speaking,  even  the  world  has  suf- 
ficient conscience  to  distinguish  be- 
tween a  professing  Christian  and  a 
professing  pagan.  But  the  world  is  not 
capable  of  distinguishing  between 
true  shepherds  and  false  ones.  This 
is  why  the  test  of  love  is  inadequate 
for  the  protection  of  the  flock.  False 
shepherds  today  have  much  to  say 
about  "love,"  but  "they  that  are  such 
serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  .  .  . 
and  by  good  words  and  fair  speeches 
deceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple" 
(Rom.  16:18). 

We  come  to  the  real  heart  of  this 
question  when  we  discover  that  a 
"Christian  love"  which  ignores  or  de- 
nies Christian  doctrine  is  not  a  gen- 
uine Christian  love  at  all.  It  is  a 
counterfeit.  The  Lord  Jesus  said:  'If 
ye  love  me,  kee-p  my  commandments. 
.  .  .  He  that  hadi  my  command- 
ments and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is 
that  loveth  me  ...  If  a  man  love 
me,  he  will  keep  my  words  (John  14: 
15,  21,  23).  How,  then,  can  a  man 
claim  to  be  filled  with  Christian  love 
when  he  denies  the  words  and  com- 
mands of  Christ?  Such  a  person  re- 
moves from  the  term  "love"  all  con- 
notations of  obedience  and  loyalty, 
and  reduces  it  to  the  level  of  a  mere 
emotion. 

Speaking    the    Truth 

One  does  not  need  to  search  far  in 
the  New  Testament  to  find  that 
Christ  and  the  aposdes  placed  the 
supreme  emphasis  upon  indoctrina- 
tion of  converts  in  "the  whole  coun- 
sel of  God."  Even  the  Great  Com- 
mission makes  this  quite  clear,  for 
here  we  leam  that  the  church's  task 
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in  this  world  includes  much  more 
than  showing  the  world  the  fact  that 
we  are  true  disciples  of  our  Lord  by 
the  fact  that  we  love  one  another. 
In  fact,  her  task  involves  even  more 
than  preaching  the  Gospel  (Mark 
16:15),  making  disciples,  and  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  tri- 
une Godhead  (Matt.  28:19).  The 
church's  greatest  task  because  of  the 
time,  effort,  and  talents  required  is 
this:  "Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you"  (Matt.  28:20). 

God  has  seen  fit  to  give  us  not 
only  the  Great  Commission,  but  also 
His  approved  method  of  fulfilling  it. 
Throughout  the  New  Testament  we 
see  the  apostles  making  converts, 
having  them  baptized,  and  organiz- 
ing them  into  local  churches  for  the 
purpose  of  doctrinal  and  practical 
edification  and  the  observance  of 
Christian  ordinances.  It  was  the  joy- 
ous privilege  of  apostles  and  new- 
bom  Christians  alike  to  proclaim  the 
Gospel  and  to  win  the  lost.  But  the 
greatest  task  that  confronted  the 
Early  Church  was  that  of  indoctrinat- 
ing, edifying,  and  feeding  those  who 
were  already  within  the  fold.  Every 
book  of  our  New  Testament  was 
vmtten  for  this  purpose.  In  fact,  we 
may  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the 
indootrination  of  converts  in  the 
whole  counsel  of  God  is  the  basic 
New  Testament  pattern  for  world 
evangelization.  Apart  from  this  em- 
phasis. Christian  witness  would  soon 
become   shallow    and   ineffective. 

Consider,  for  example,  the  min- 
istry of  the  Apostle  Paul.  After  hav- 
ing spent  three  months  in  Ephesus 
preaching  the  Gospel  and  winning 
disciples  (Acts  19:8),  Paul  settled 
down  to  the  less  spectacular,  but 
absolutely  vital,  ministry  of  follow- 
up.  Instead  of  marking  off  Ephesus 
as  "evangehzed,"  and  moving  on  to 
other  cities,  he  established  a  "theo- 
logical seminary"  in  the  school  of 
Tyrannus  and  spent  two  full  years 
indoctrinating  the  disciples.  They, 
in  turn,  taught  yet  others,  "so  that 
all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard 
the  word  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  both 
Jews  and  Greeks"  (19:10).  In  his 
farewell  message  to  the  Ephesian 
elders,  he  was  able  to  testify:  "I  am 
pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men.  For 
I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto 


you  all  the  counsel  of  God"  (20:26- 
27).  Does  this  suggest  that  Paul  con- 
sidered doctrine  to  be  of  secondary 
importance? 

After  he  departed  from  the  Ephe- 
sians,  he  wrote  to  them  and  encou- 
raged them  to  pay  careful  heed  to 
their  God-given  pastors  and  teachers 
that  they  might  be  "no  more  chil- 
dren, tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried 
about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine, 
by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning 
craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait 
to  deceive"  (Eph.  4:14).  Even  this 
was  not  enough  in  the  way  of  in- 
doctrinating these  Ephesian  believers, 
for  Paul  later  wrote  to  Timothy:  "I 
besought  thee  to  [tarry]  at  Ephesus, 
when  I  was  going  into  Macedonia, 
that  thou  mightest  charge  some  men 
not  to  teach  any  other  doctrine"  (I 
Tim.  1:3).  Timothy  was  to  'let  the 
elders  that  rule  well  be  counted 
worthy  of  double  honor,  especially 
those  who  labor  in  the  word  and  in 
teaching"  (I  Tim.  5:17).  Apparently 
the  Ephesian  church  was  plagued 
with  self-styled  apostles  who  were 
not  content  to  abide  by  the  truth  of 
God's  Word:  "If  any  man  teach  [a 
different  doctrine],  and  consent  not 
to  wholesome  words,  even  the  words 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  the 
doctrine  which  is  according  to  god- 
liness; he  is  ]puffed  up[,  knowing 
nothing  .  .  .  [corrupted  in  mind  and 
bereft]  of  the  truth"  (I  Tim.  6:3-5). 
A  generation  later,  the  Lord  Jesus 
himself  commended  the  Ephesian 
church  for  dealing  effectively  with 
such  men  (Rev.  2:2). 

Paul's  very  last  letter  gives  us  a 
clear  insight  into  his  appreciation  of 
the  supreme  importance  of  correct 
doctrine.  After  exhorting  Timothy 
to  "hold  [the  pattern]  of  sound  words 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me"  (II 
Tim.  1:13),  he  told  him  to  commit 
all  the  things  which  he  had  heard 
from  Paul  "to  faithful  men,  who 
shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also"  (II 
Tim.  2:2).  This  was  a  task  for  which 
he  could  find  strength  only  "in  the 
grace  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus"  (2:1)! 
In  contrast  to  the  "sound"  (healthful) 
words  of  true  doctrine,  the  word  of 
false  teachers  "will  eat  as  doth  a 
canker  .  .  .  and  overthrow  the  faith 
of  some"  (2:17-18).  For  this  reason, 
Timothy  was  to  continue  equipping 
himself  with  the  God-breathed  Scrip- 


ture in  order  that  he  might  "preach 
the  word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of 
season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with 
all  longsuffering  and  doctrine.  For 
the  time  will  come  when  they  will 
not  endure  sound  doctrine;  but  .  .  . 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto 
fables"  (4:2-4). 

Speaking   the   Truth  in   Love 

Truth  is  God's  medicine  for  sav- 
ing and  curing  the  human  soul.  But 
love  is  the  sugar  coating  that  makes 
it  easier  for  men  to  swallow.  By  all 
means,  speak  to  men  in  love.  But 
love  alone  cannot  bring  life  out  of 
death  and  health  out  of  sickness  in 
the  spiritual  realm.  We  have  utterly 
failed  unless  we  have  spoken  the 
truth  in  love! 

This  was  surely  Paul's  inspired 
advice  to  Timothy  when  he  told  him: 
"The  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not 
strive;  but  be  gentle  unto  all  men, 
aft  to  teach,  patient,  in  meekness 
[correcting]  those  that  oppose  them- 
selves; if  God  peradventure  will  give 
them  repentance  to  the  acknowl- 
edging of  the  truth,  and  that  they 
may  recover  themselves  out  of  the 
snare  of  the  devil,  who  are  taken  cap- 
tive by  him  at  his  will"  (II  Tim.  2: 
24-26).  The  supreme  goal  of  the  true 
pastor,  when  deahng  with  those  who 
are  groping  in  error,  is  to  teach  them, 
correct  them,  and  lead  them  to  the 
truth.  But  the  most  effective  way 
to  accomplish  this  goal  is  to  be  gende, 
forbearing,  and  meek.  After  all,  such 
a  one  is  ensnared  by  the  Devil,  and 
only  God  can  give  him  repentance, 
or  change  of  heart,  unto  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth. 

Love,  therefore,  is  not  superior  to 
doctrine  and  truth.  Rather,  it  is  the 
divine  lubrication  that  enables  His 
truth  to  move  more  smoothly  into 
the  hearts  of  men.  It  runs  interfer- 
ence for  doctrine.  It  is  the  most  ex- 
cellent "way"  to  exercise  the  doctrine- 
saturated  gifts  of  the  Spirit  which 
were  given  by  God  to  edify  the 
church  (I  Cor.  12:31).  May  God 
help  us  in  this  day  when  love  is 
being  exalted  at  the  expense  of  doc- 
trine, to  maintain  the  God-given  bal- 
ance and  follow  the  example  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  aposdes 
(Eph.  4:14-15).  T

Don  Jentes,  Wooster,  Ohio,  our  jack- 
of-all-events,  who  runs  the  100,  220, 
440,  and  880  yard  dashes,  mile  re- 
lays, and  wherever  we  need  extra 
points;  Phil  Jones  of  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  who  bums  up  the  track  in 
one  of  the  legs  of  the  880  yard  re- 
lay team;  Larry  DeArmey,  Ingle- 
wood,  California,  the  fastest  half- 
miler  in  the  conference,  and  the  con- 
ference half  mile  record  holder;  Tim 
Famer,  of  Toppenish,  Washington, 
who  held  the  javelin  record  until 
last  year  and  then  was  beaten  by  only 
a  few  inches;  and  last  but  far  from 
least,   Carroll   "Deacon"   Denton,  of 


Syracuse,  Indiana.  Deacon  is  not  only 
a  member  of  the  team,  but  as  one 
of  the  opposing  coaches  said:  ".  .  . 
he  'is'  your  team."  Carroll  is  present- 
ly the  conference  record  holder  in  the 
100  yard  dash,  the  220  yard  dash, 
and  the  anchor  man  on  our  record 
holding  880  yard  relay  team.  He  has 
been  voted  the  most  inspirational 
player  and  the  team  captain  by  his 
teammates  for  the  past  two  seasons. 
Yes;  these  fellows  will  leave  "big 
shoes"  to  fill.  Readers  of  this  article 
should  encourage  many  track  men 
to  enroll  at  Grace  for  next  year. 

I  would  like  to  leave  you  with  this 
prayer  request.  Pray  that  our  track 
men  may  so  perform  that  they  will 
be  the  witnesses  that  Christ  our  Lord 
would  want  them  to  be.  ▼

The 
first  is  cared  for  with  the  Outfit  Fund  plan  by  which 
every  congregation  is  urged  to  set  a  prayer  goal  of  an  t 
amount  equal  to  $1  for  each  member  of  the  local  church,  i 
When   our   present   missionaries   are   cared   for   in   the  ( 
matter  of  total  supjport,  we  believe  we  can  say  to  any ' 
approved  and  appointed  candidate:  "You  may  leave  for 
the  field  as  soon  as  you  have  your  initial  needs  and  your 
sustaining  needs  cared  for."  There  is  no  limit  to  the 
number  of  foreign  missionaries  that  can  be  cared  for  on 
this  basis.  Looking  to  God  in  a  "faith-pjromise"  plan  is 
a  method  by  which  the  world  can  be  evangehzed!        T

For  a 
day  the  owner  hesitated,  then  ac-

The  new  Bible  Center  property 
consists  of  a  large  building  with  a 
tower,  several  smaller  buildings,  and 
a  four-room  modern  house.  These 
buildings  are  located  on  a  little  over 
four  acres  of  ground  situated  on  a 
hill  dominating  the  village  of  Saint 
Albain  and  the  Saone  River,  where 
swimming  and  boating  facilities  are 
available.  Nearby  are  hills  and  for- 
ests for  hiking. 

Saint  Albain  is  about  fifty  miles 
north  of  Lyon,  the  center  of  Brethren 
activity  since  1953.  It  is  located  on 
the  most  traveled  highway  of  France, 
which  joins  its  three  largest  cities: 
Paris,  Lyon,  and  Marseille.  Less  than 
ten  miles  away  is  the  thriving  city 
of  Macon,  where  25,000  people  live. 
Other  cities  of  25,000  inhabitants 
and  upwards  are  within  an  hour's 
drive  of  the  property.  Nearby  are 
scores  of  cities  and  towns,  most  of 
which  are  without  any  gospel  wit- 
ness. 

The  property  will  serve  as  an  evan- 
gelistic base  and  retreat  center  for 
the  area.  Missionaries  will  continue 
to  go  into  the  cities  and  towns  with 
the  gospel  message.  Interested  per- 
sons will  be  invited  to  visit  the  castle 
for  weekends  and  holidays.  Those 
who  accept  Christ  and  are  trained  in 
His  Word  will  in  turn  be  sent  into 
the  surrounding  area  as  witnesses  for 
their  Lord.  The  main  emphasis  will 
be  upon  the  youth. 

This  property  will  become  avail- 
able the  first  of  June.  Just  two  weeks 
later  a  large  evangelistic  effort  is 
planned,  geared  to  reach  the  youth 
of  the  area.  Our  workers  will  be 
aided  by  those  of  the  Alpine  Mis- 
sion and  other  groups.  Approxi- 
mately twenty  workers  will  live  at  the 
castle  for  a  month,  and  during  that 
time  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
reach  a  large  number  of  young  peo- 
ple with  the  Christian  message. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  heartfelt 
thanks  to  all  whose  prayers  and  gifts 
have  made  this  Bible  Center  possible. 
Please  continue  to  pray  with  us  that 
it  may  become  knovwi  as  a  spiritual 
lighthouse  on  the  hill  pointing  peo- 
ple to  Jesus  Christ.  Pray  also  that 
the  $4,000  still  owed  on  the  property 
will  be  speedily  given  by  God's  peo- 
ple. ▼ 
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More  About  the 
New  Bible  Center 


Assistant  General  Secretary  Clyde  K.  Landrum,  who 
recently  visited  the  Bible  Center  property,  has  written: 

"It  is  in  excellent  condition  today,  with  modem  elec- 
trical wiring  and  other  things.  There  are  thirty-two 
rooms  (all  shapes,  sizes  included)  and  twenty-three  that 
are  finished  and  usable  for  the  work  at  present.  The 
main  building  has  on  the  first  floor  a  parlor  (salon),  of- 
fice, dining  room,  kitchen,  bedroom,  tower  room,  and 
large  hall,  which  could  be  used  as  a  reception  room 
or  small  lounge.  These  are  all  finished  rooms  with  either 
tile  or  nice  wooden  floors.  Second  floor;  bath,  four 
large  bedrooms,  tower  room,  all  finished.  In  an  adjoin- 
ing building,  there  are  three  finished  rooms  for  summer 
use,  a  finished  guest  room,  and  what  likely  will  be  the 
camp  dining  room.  There  is  a  three-car  garage,  wine 
press  room  (with  wine  press!)  which  could  be  used  as 
another  garage  when  the  man  removes  his  wine  press; 
also  a  workshop,  two  small  unfurnished  rooms  (one 
probably  could  be  used  as  summer  kitchen),  a  storage 
room  in  the  basement  of  the  tower,  plus  room  space 
over  the  large  garage,  which  probably  could  be  renovated 
and  used  for  sleeping  space  for  summer  campers.  In  a 
chicken  coop  there  is  a  real  nice  finished  room  which 
just  needs  cleaning.  Then,  just  inside  the  entrance  on 
the  left  there  are  quarters  that  could  be  used  as  an  apart- 
ment—three bedrooms  and  a  washroom  and  Idtdien. 
There  are  fruit  trees,  and  quite  nice  shaded  lawn  space. 
So,  it's  quite  a  place!" 

It  is  estimated  that  without  further  alteration  or  the 
use  of  tents,  a  camp  of  at  least  sixty  persons  could  be 
handled.  T

It  was  my  privilege  as  general  sec- 
retary to  spend  eight  days,  March 
1-8,  with  our  three  congregations  in 
Hawaii:  Waipio,  Waimalu,  and 
Grace  Chapel  at  Red  Hill.  The  re- 
sults of  the  visit  can  be  known  only 
in  the  future,  but  at  the  least  I  am 
greatly  pleased  with  what  I  found. 
Attendance  has  been  most  encourag- 
ing. At  Waipio  the  average  for  1963 
was  above  sixty.  It  was  in  the  upper 
fifties  this  past  March  1,  a  rainy 
Sunday.  There  were  about  fifty  in 
the  evening  service,  and  a  large  per- 
centage of  adults  with  five  or  six 
heads  of  famihes.  The  meetings  are 
held  in  the  home  of  Pastor  and  Mrs. 
Foster  Tresise. 

At  Waimalu  the  Sunday  school 
attendance  was  117  on  March  8,  also 
a  rainy  Sunday.  I  believe  it  had 
been  124  the  Sunday  before.  Sunday 
morning  meetings  are  held  in  the 
Waimalu  elementary  school  building, 
and  all  other  services  in  the  enclosed 
patio  at  the  home  of  Pastor  and  Mrs. 
Edmund  Leech.  The  patio  will  seat 
about  one  hundred;  we  saw  about 
seventy  in  it.  Here,  also,  there  is  a 
large  proportion  of  adults,  and  quite 
a  number  heads  of  families. 

At  Red  Hill,  Grace  Chapel  con- 
tinues under  the  pastoral  leadership 
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of  a  very  fine  young  man  who  is  at- 
tending the  University  of  Hawaii, 
Brother  Timothy  Smith.  The  goal 
for  Easter  Sunday  was  edghty-five; 
I  have  had  no  report  on  this,  how- 
ever. 

The  great  problem  facing  the  two 
congregations  at  Waipio  and  Wai- 
malu is  concerning  church  locations 
and  how  to  secure  them.  It  is  not 
only  a  problem  of  money,  it  is  a 
problem  of  available  land.  I  have 
never  seen  such  a  "land-hungry" 
place.  Land,  when  for  sale,  is  thirty- 
five  cents  to  three  dollars  per  square 
foot,  and  we  need  to  remember  there 
are  over  4,300  square  feet  in  an  acre! 
The  believers  in  both  locations  have 
saved  toward  a  building  fund.  As  I 
remember  the  amounts,  the  Wai- 
malu group  has  over  $3,600,  and 
at  Waipio  over  $2,800  toward  lots 
and  buildings.  The  present  work  at 
Waimalu  is  about  four  years  old, 
Waipio  about  three  years  old.  Both 
are  quite  fully  organized  congrega- 
tions. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  groups  may 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  land  for 
churches  as  soon  as  possible;  that 
will  be  the  time  when  believers  on 
the  mainland  will  probably  be  in- 
vited to  help.  Since  my  return  there

has  been  some  discouraging  news  aS;! 
to  the  possibility  of  reasonably  priced] 
land  at  Waimalu.  The  property  oft 
which  we  had  desired  a  portion  hasj 
gone  into  litigation,  and  it  may  be 
months  or  years  before  the  situationi 
is  cleared. 

One  piece  of  property  is  availabit 
at  Waimalu— about  three  acres,  all 
though  only  1.3  acres  of  it  could  be 
usable  for  a  church  and  parkingj 
area.  It  is  a  unique  location  overlook-^ 
ing  Pearl  Harbor  and  the  surroundi 
ing  area  and  on  a  rock  cliff  somd 
thirty  to  forty  feet  high;  from  this 
there  is  another  twenty  or  more  feet 
to  the  level  of  the  cane  fields  above. 
The  price  of  this  property  is  $50,000; 
possibly  it  could  be  purchased  for  a 
little  less.  The  arrangement  with 
the  Waimalu  congregation  is  that  it 
will  be  purchased  only  if  the  Lord 
should  supply  the  funds  some  way 
not  now  seen  by  any  of  us.  This  is  a 
commanding  location,  but  the  price 
is  above  what  we  could  hope  to  pay 
from  general  sources  of  funds. 

There  are  very  great  things  ahead 
in  Hawaii.  Please  pray  for  the  mis- 
sionaries and  the  local  congregations, 
and  pray  too  for  our  board  of  trustees 
as  we  seek  to  buy  up  such  great  op 
portunities.  ▼

Today  a  group  of  friends  and  neighbors  gathered  in  the  Clayhole 
Brethren  Church  to  pay  their  last  respects  to  a  little  boy  who  would 
have  had  his  fourteenth  birthday  next  month.  In  the  front  of  the  church 
was  an  infant-sized  white  casket.  This  soul  just  released  into  the 
Father's  Ffouse  from  its  frail  earthly  house  was  one  of  God's  mysteries. 
Deuteronomy  29:29  tells  us:  "The  secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord 
our  God."  Humanly  speaking,  it  seemed  a  tragedy,  but  His  ways  are 
not  our  ways,  nor  His  thoughts  our  thoughts.  What  far-reaching  effect 
it  had  on  this  community!  It  seemed  a  litde  hard  to  understand  the 
influence  of  this  helpless  litde  victim  of  cerebral  palsy,  and  the  pur- 
pose of  God's  allowing  such  suffering  and  helplessness.  He  couldn't 
sjjeak  a  word;  yet  his  life  said  deep  things  to  hearts.  He  spent  his  days 
lying  in  a  crib;  yet  he  walked  into  many  jjeople's  thoughts.  He  was 
blind;  yet  somehow  that  home  seemed  full  of  light.  Why? 


One  attraction  was  his  utter  helpless  dependence.  His  very  weakness 
called  for  strength  from  others.  It  affected  everyone.  Even  the  expe- 
rienced funeral  director  gently  tucked  the  white  blanket  around  the 
little  form  after  the  final  glimpse  before  putting  down  the  casket  lid. 
It  is  so  very  typical  of  utter  human  weakness  and  need  of  the  Lord 
our  Rock.  God  gave  his  mother  a  seemingly  rock-like  strength  to  care 
for  him.  Her  care  itself  was  a  benediction  to  all  who  witnessed  it.  She 
could  understand  every  need  and  every  discomfort  in  a  remarkable 
way.  Even  during  his  frequent  hospitalizations,  she  had  to  stay  and 
minister  to  his  needs,  for  she  was  the  only  one  who  could.

Thmk  on  These  Things

These  words  are  found  in  Philip- 
)ians  the  fourdi  chapter  and  the 
;ighth  verse:  "Finally,  brethren, 
vhatsoever  things  are  true,  whatso- 
;ver  things  are  honest,  whatsoever 
hings  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are 
jure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely, 
Arhatsoever  things  are  of  good  report; 
f  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there 
je  any  praise,  think  on  these  things." 
Occasionally  we  meet  folks  who 
seem  to  have  the  long-sought-for 
peace  of  mind,  serenity,  and  love  that 
ilmost  any  one  would  like  to  possess. 
(\n  aged  friend  was  visiting  in  our 
home,  and  he  told  us  of  some  of  the 
problems  he  would  soon  be  facing. 
He  seemed  so  composed  and  confi- 
dent. I  asked  him  how  it  could  be 
that  he  showed  no  evidence  of  anx- 
iety. He  said:  "The  secret  of  a  vic- 
torious life  is  found  in  Philippians 
4.  God  will  give  us  peace  of  mind  if 
we  will  think  of  Christ  and  His  fin- 
ished work  for  us." 

All  the  things  mentioned  in  verse 
8  are  found  in  Christ— He  is  true, 
honest,  just,  pure,  lovely,  of  good 
report,  virtuous,  and  deserves  all 
praise. 

No  bom  again  believer  is  exempt 
from  burdens,  fears,  cares,  and  sor- 
rows, but  we  can  take  them  all  to  the 
Lord  in  prayer  and  trust  Him  to 
give  us  the  wisdom  and  strength 
and  solution  for  all  these  things.  After 
this,  if  we  will  think  on  these  things 
mentioned  in  verse  8,  we  can  have 
the  peace  of  God  in  our  hearts  that 
passeth  all  understanding  as  ex- 
pressed in  verse  7. 

I  am  reminded  of  the  words  Fanny 
Crosby  wrote  when  only  eight  years 
old: 

0  what  a  happy  soul  am  I! 
Although  I  cannot  see, 

1  am  resolved  that  in  this  world 
Contented  I  shall  be. 

How  many  blessings  I  enjoy 

That  odier  people  don't, 
To  weep  and  sigh  because  I'm  blind 

I  cannot  and  I  won't. 


In  verse  2  of  this  chapter  we  read 
about  two  folks,  Euodias  and  Syn- 
tyche,  in  the  Philippian  church,  who 
evidently  had  a  difference  of  opinion, 
whom  the  Apostle  Paul  beseeches  to 
be  of  the  same  mind.  Evidently  they 
were  not  seeing,  at  this  time,  in  each 
other  the  things  mentioned  in  verse 
8. 

Then  in  verse  3,  Paul  intreats  his 
colaborers  in  Christ  to  help  these 
women.  He  commends  others  for 
being  faithful  in  Christian  service. 

We  now  come  to  verses  6  and  7, 
which  are  very  precious:  "Be  care- 
ful for  nothing;  but  in  everything 
by  prayer  and  supplication  writh 
thanksgiving  let  your  requests  be 
made  known  unto  God.  And  the 
peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  shall  keep  your  hearts 
and  minds  through  Christ  Jesus." 

Many  times  in  our  busy  homelife 
we  become  burdened  wdth  the  cares 
of  the  day.  Sometimes  when  things 
go  wrong  and  our  patience  is  sorely 
tried,  we  become  edgy.  It  is  in  times 
like  these  that  we  need  to  stop  and 
"think  on  these  things,"  which  we 
read  about  in  this  fourth  chapter  of 
Philippians. 

The  home  is  where  we  really  live 
More  nearly  what  we  are. 
There  we  may  brighten  up  the  day 
Or  peaceful  moments  mar. 
God  grant   that   in   our  homes,   we 

each 
May  know  the  love  He  gives, 
That  home  may  be  where  by  His 

grace 
A  Christian  family  lives. 
No  matter  what  the  world  may  give 
Of  fame,  or  wealth  of  store 
To  know  the  living  Saviour  now 
Has  value  so  much  more. 
We  build  our  homes  upon  the  Rock 
With  Jesus  as  the  Head; 
The  first  provision  that  we  need 
Is  Christ  the  living  bread. 
To  have  at  home  a  sacred  spot 
To  read  God's  Word  and  pray 
Will  make  the  home  a  richer  place, 
And  keep  us  every  day. 


When  all  the  world  is  cold  and  dark 
God  gives  a  holy  light, 
A  true  and  never  erring  guide 
To  lead  our  homes  aright. 

In  the  closing  days  of  this  age, 
when  there  are  so  many  problems 
both  national  and  local  we  may  find 
ourselves  thinking  about  "those 
things"  and  allowing  ourselves  to  be 
tense  and  anxious;  but  if  we  will 
be  faithful  in  prayer  and  in  reading 
and  studying  God's  Holy  Word  and 
heeding  the  admonition  given  in  this 
fourth  chapter  of  Philippians,  we 
may  surely  claim  its  promises  and 
have  perfect  peace. 

Again  may  we  be  reminded  of 
verse  8.  "Finally  brethren,  whatso-

I  would  like  to 
propose:  "It  is  your  duty  as  a  parent 
to  command  your  children  after  you." 

A  litde  study  of  these  words  will 
point  up  the  fine  line  of  delineation 
between  the  two.  I  can  demand  obe- 
dience or  allegiance  by  virtue  of  su- 
periority of  position  or  knowledge. 
Character  or  how  I  live  have  no 
bearing  on  the  demanding.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  command  by  virtue  of 
who  and  what  I  am,  not  by  what  I 
may  know,  or  in  what  position  I  may 
find  myself  by  birth  or  favor.  Thus, 
to  be  in  a  position  to  command,  I 
must  be  an  individual  of  virtue  with 
a  character  above  reproach. 

This  is  a  hig  order,  and  the  one 
place  of  many  parental  casualties. 
Since  God  requires  exemplary  be- 
havior of  parents,  and  knowing  He 
never  asks  anything  unreasonable,  we 
must  assume  this  goal  is  possible  of 
achievement  (read  Eph.  6:4  and  Rom. 
12:1-2). 

Commands  are  no  less  authoritative 
because  they  are  couched  in  terms 
of  example  and  challenge.  Time  and 
exp>erience  have  proven  that  the 
child  who  learns  obedience  to  de- 
mands will  have  a  sure,  respectful, 
and  early  response  to  commands. 
The  "want  to"  mechanism  of  his 
character  will  be  so  well  developed 
he  will  respond  to  commands  wdth 
alacrity.  A  commanding  example  of 
life  has  the  power  to  carry  him  into 
an  honorable,  Christ-honoring  ma- 
turity. 

The  first  arm  to  commanding  is 
that  the  parent  be  a  convinced  and 
convincing  person.  His  basic  premise 
in  commanding  will  be  the  ultimate 
good  of  the  child  and  the  honoring 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Commanding  also  involves  the 
study  and  eliciting  of  inherent  crea-

tive  capacities.  Youth's  many-faceted 
character  requires  help  in  its  con- 
structive building.  Nor  should  we 
parents  fear  the  word  "creative."  It 
carries  the  meaning  of  "productive," 
as  well  as  to  make  something  out  of 
nothing.  God  places  a  life  at  your 
disposal.  He  created  that  life.  Now 
it  is  up  to  you  to  produce  a  character 
worthy  of  the  Creator. 

This  calls  for  work  which  starts 
at  Calvary.  First,  salvation  for  the 
child  (assuming  you,  the  parent,  are 
a  believer);  then  the  understanding 


development  of  the  creative  capaci- 
ties. 

Another  companion  of  command- 
ing is  consistency.  By  this,  parents 
hew  to  the  line  with  an  understand- 
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Somen's  Missionary   Council 

ng  loosening  of  the  reins  as  the  youth 
levelops  a  sense  of  responsibility, 
-lere  again  is  an  area  of  parental 
veakness.  We  are  often  too  stringent 
n  demands  as  our  youth  try  their 
vings,  or  too  lax  in  our  allowances. 
Daily  newspapers  spread  an  ever- 
'rowing  tale  of  woe  about  the  "root- 
ess"  youth  of  the  day.  From  this 
pread  there  emerges  a  dark  picture 
>f  parental  indifference  and  incom- 
)etence  in  rearing  children.  No  be- 
ieving  parent  should  be  found  in 
his  picture. 

Finally,  never  underestimate  the 
^alue  of  comfassion  and  coundlia- 
ion.  In  a  word,  parents  are  often 
:alled  upon  to  "remember  when"  and 
espond  to  every  effort  toward  youth's 
mprovement  and  growth. 

As  parents  remember  the  agonies  cxf 
lieir  own  growing  pains,  forgiveness 
mil  be  blended  with  understanding, 
md  these  both  will  be  cemented  with 
"irmness  of  purpose. 

When  the  C's  of  commanding  are 
>een  by  us  parents,  and  we  make  a 
deliberate  effort  to  put  them  into 
practice,  then  will  God,  our  Father, 
be  able  to  say  of  us  as  He  said  of 
the  patriarch  Abraham:  "For  I  know 
him,  that  he  will  command  his  chil- 
dren and  his  household  after  him, 
and  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the 
Lord"  (Gen.  18:19).  ▼

"It  won't  hajjpen  to  me." 

You  carelessly  glance  over  the 
lewspaper  and  an  item  catches  your 
;ye.  In  bold  type  you  quickly  read 
ibout  a  group  of  high-school  teen- 
igers  caught  speeding,  vending  nar- 
;otics,  or  killed  in  a  car  accident. 

"Well,  that's  too  bad,"  you  think; 
Taut  things  like  that  just  don't  hap- 
sen  around  here,  especially  to  the 
students  in  the  school  that  I  attend." 

That's  what  I  thought  about  such 
:iappenings,  and  it  would  be  the  nor- 
mal reaction  of  millions  of  teen-agers 
n  the  U.S.A.  As  far  as  our  school 
ivas  concerned,  I  was  convinced  that 
rhings  were  okay.  But  my  psychologi- 
:al  nonacceptance  of  the  matter 
Droved  to  be  narrow.  The  day  ar- 
rived when  I,  as  well  as  approxi- 
nately  one  thousand  other  students, 
:hanged  our  minds. 

After  having  us  assembled  in  the 
gymnasium,  the  principal  related  to 
ias  the  most  tragic  event  that  had 
;ver  occurred  in  the  history  of  our 
school. 

We  were  shocked  to  leam  that 
many  of  our  best  friends  were  the 
Forerunners  of  alcoholics.  Even  be- 
fore I  entered  the  school  I  was  aware 
of  many  of  its  present  conditions.  I 
had  also  been  informed  about  the 
use  of  alcoholic  drinks  among  cer- 
tain boys  at  school  events.  But  never 
did  I  imagine  they  would  go  so  far 
as  to  use  school  busses  to  transport 
liquor  to  school  to  sell  to  their  bud- 
dies during  school  hours. 


This  is  a  good  example  of  the 
powerful  force  of  Satan. 

"What's  happened?"  our  principal 
asked.  "Just  a  few  years  ago  we 
didn't  have  enough  room  for  all  the 
students  who  wanted  to  join  the 
Bible  club.  Last  year  not  enough  of 
you  joined  it  for  the  club  to  actually 
hold  a  meeting." 

Not  only  were  the  students  and 
principal  wondering  what  had  hap- 
pened, but  there  were  also  our  par- 
ents, who  kept  asking  themselves 
where  they  had  failed.  A  few  days 
later  the  principal  told  us  that  he 
could  hardly  bear  the  look  of  heart- 
break and  sorrow  in  their  eyes  when 
he  was  forced  to  discuss  the  matter 
with  them. 

WTio  did  go  wrong?  Was  it  our 
parents,  or  the  principal,  or  the 
teachers,  or  my  friends?  Or  was  it 
me? 

Have  you  been  fulfilling  your 
jxjsition  for  Christ,  witnessing  of 
Him  to  your  friends,  and  doing  His 
will  daily?  These  are  the  questions 


that  I  asked  myself,  and  I  realized 
that  in  some  way  I  had  failed.  Not 
just  our  parents,  not  just  the  prin- 
cipal and  teachers,  not  just  my 
friends,  but  I  was  responsible. 

I  thought  that  such  matters  in- 
volved too  many  people  for  me  to 
sway.  Although  I  fully  realized  that 
God's  power  could  not  be  excelled, 
I  felt  as  though  I  was  too  minor  to 
make  any  major  changes.  But  now 
I  can  see  where  I  was  wrong,  and 
I  am  trying  never  to  make  a  similar 
mistake. 

God  says:  "For  I  the  Lord  thy  God 
will  hold  thy  right  hand,  saying  unto 
thee.  Fear  not;  I  wdll  help  thee"  (Isa. 
41:13).

REAPING  MORE  IN  '64? 


"Then  they  that  gladly  received  his 
word  were  baptized:  and  the  same 
day  there  were  added  unto  them 
about  three  thousand  souls"  (Acts  2: 
41). 

A  little  more  than  1900  years  ago 
the  city  of  Jerusalem  was  rocked  with 
the  excitement  and  enthusiasm  gene- 
rated by  the  events  occurring  on  the 
Day  of  Pentecost.  The  multitudes 
from  all  over  the  Mediterranean 
world  were  completely  amazed  when 
they  heard  a  small  group  of  Galilae- 
ans  speak  so  that  every  man  heard 
and  understood  in  his  own  native 
language.  Surely  these  must  be  "full 
of  new  wine!"  The  attitude  and  testi- 
mony of  this  little  band  of  disillu- 
sioned disciples  was  incredible!  Can 


this  be  the  same  group?  What  has 
happened  to  them?  Peter,  in  a  bold- 
ness unknown  since  his  denial  of  the 
Lord,  answers  the  charge  of  drunken- 
ness with  such  clarity  and  authority 
that  the  multitudes  cried:  "Men  and 
brethren,  what  shall  we  do?" 

While  it  is  frankly  admitted  that 
the  unusual  manifestations  of  that 
day  were  no  doubt  due  to  the  com- 
ing of  the  Spirit  of  God  according 
to  the  promise  of  the  Father,  we,  the 
believers  of  the  twentieth  century, 
are  guilty  of  missing  our  points  of 
contact  with  the  events  of  this  day. 
The  results  were  tremendous!  'Three 
thousand  souls"  were  won  to  Christ 
at  the  conclusion  of  that  most  re- 
markable day!   In   a  few  days,  five 


thousand  men  turned  to  the  Saviour! 
We  may  rightfully  ask,  why  such 
results?  Is  it  possible  for  us  to  expe- 
rience the  power  of  God  in  oui 
churches  in  a  similar  manner?  There 
are  some  who  say  "no";  others  who 
say,  "yes."  Most  of  us  frankly  admit 
that  we  are  not  sure.  In  the  light  of 
this  year's  conference  theme,  "Reap- 
ing More  in  '64,"  let  us  examine  the 
events  of  that  day  and  ask  God  to 
reveal  to  us  any  unnoticed  or  ignored 
blessing  which  He  has  provided  for 
believers  everywhere.  The  results 
of  this  day  can  be  attributed  to  at 
least  three  general  reasons. 

Prevailing  Prayer 

According  to  Acts  1:14,  the  120 
believers  gathered  together  in  an 
upper  room  and  "these  all  continued 
with  one  accord  in  prayer  and  sup- 
plication." For  approximately  ten  days 
they  were  united  in  prayer,  waiting 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father  which 
was  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
However,  the  Holy  Spirit  did  not 
come  in  answer  to  their  prayers,  for 
He  came  according  to  the  promise 
of  Jesus  recorded  in  John  14.  We  are 
not  told  that  for  which  they  were 
praying.  Undoubtedly  the  anticipa- 
tion of  everyone  in  their  waiting  for 
the  coming  of  the  Spirit  caused  many 
doubts  and  questions  to  flood  their 
minds.  Our  Lord  had  carefully  taught 
them  on  many  occasions  to  pray,  both 
by  His  example  and  by  His  words. 
His  divine  commission  of  "making 
disciples"  and  being  "witnesses" 
was  no  small  task  to  these  believers 
who  were  instructed  to  begin  in 
Jerusalem,  the  city  still  thumping 
with  the  hatred  of  its  many  cross-re- 
jecting citizens.  So  they  went  to 
prayer.  They  must  have  jxjured  out 
their  hearts  before  the  Lord,  plead- 
ing for  divine  enablement  to  per- 
form an  almost  insurmountable  task. 
For  what  did  they  pray?  We  can't  be 
sure;  but  their  example  of  prevailing 
prayer  is  surely  one  of  the  things  we 
must  learn  if  we  are  to  see  the  power 
of  God  in  our  lives  and  in  our 
churches.  Somebody  once  said:  "The 
granddaddy  of  all  sins  is  prayerless- 
ness!"  Oh,  what  God  could  do 
through  the  lives  of  His  people  if 
only  we  would  become  serious  about 
this  matter  of  prayer,  communicating 
with  Almighty  God!  Give  no  excuses! 
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rhe  way  to  stand  tall  in  your  Chris- 
ian  experience  is  to  bend  low  in 
irayer!  If  there  is  a  secret  to  divine 
KDwer,  this  is  it— prevailing  prayer! 
Vhen  souls  are  not  saved,  we  blame 
t  on  the  preacher,  or  the  program, 
r  the  advertising,  or  even  on  the 
overeignty  of  God!  We  justify  our 
lowerless  lives  by  saying  these  are 
he  "last  days"  and  "it  must  not  be 
k)d's  will."  It  is  no  wonder  that 
len's  hearts  are  not  being  won  to 
]hrist,  and  lives  transformed  through 
he  power  of  God!  We  are  not  con- 
emed;  our  apathy  will  eventually 
[estroy  us!  A  missionary  from  the 
ielgian  Gospel  Mission  said  recently: 
May  God  help  us  never  to  get  used 
0  seeing  men  on  their  way  to  hell." 
rhere  was  no  disunity  in  this  group; 
here  was  no  problem  as  to  who  was 
0  lead  the  singing,  or  play  the 
liano,  or  a  host  of  other  unimportant 
terns.  They  were  all  with  "one  ac- 
ord"  when  that  great  day  arrived, 
fhey  had  prevailed  in  prayer— ear- 
lest,  fervent,  united  prayer! 

Powerful  Preaching 

Another  reason  why  the  results 
if  this  day  were  so  tremendous  was 
he  powerful  preaching  of  the  Aposde 
'eter.  Peter's  sermon  was  not  just 
good  advice"  or  a  "nice  talk."  It 
vas  a  message  that  demanded  action 
rom  its  listeners!  It  was  preached 
idth  authority,  conviction,  clarity, 
irgency,  and  power!  Peter  did  not 
ay:  "I  hope  you  all  enjoyed  the  Bible 
esson  for  today."  He  said,  "Repent. 

.  .  Save  yourselves  from  this  un- 
oward  generation!"  Most  of  us  are 
ike  the  Athenians  that  Paul  faced 
it  Mars'  hill  who  "spent  their  time  in 
lothing  else,  but  either  to  tell,  or  to 
lear  some  new  thing."  We  are  con- 
ent  to  hear  some  new  explanation  of 
he  "seals"  or  "trumpets"  of  Revela- 
ion,  but  when  our  pastor  steps  on 
lur  toes  a  little  bit,  we  become  irri- 
ated  and  annoyed  at  the  pastor  in- 
tead  of  heeding  the  message  of  God! 
rhe  message  we  need  to  hear  is  one 
)f  repentance,  confession  of  sin, 
ind  turning  to  God!  We  need  revival! 
3ut  most  of  us  are  not  willing  to 
)ay  the  price!  Peter's  message  in- 
:luded  condemnation  of  sin,  exalta- 
ion  of  Christ,  and  repentance  of  sin. 
■*eter  was  not  giving  a  "lecture"  on 
he  advantages  or  disadvantages  of 


becoming  a  Christian  as  though  it 
were  a  matter  of  debate.  His  mes- 
sage was  "be  saved,"  "repent,"  and 
"save  yourselves." 

Our  Brethren  churches  have  taken 
pride  in  our  "Bible  teaching"  down 
through  the  years.  God  has  blessed 
our  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
with  much  understanding  of  the 
Scriptures.  Our  pastors  and  mission- 
aries are  well-trained  and  well-edu- 
cated. But  in  spite  of  all  the  ad- 
vantages we  share  and  hold  dear,  our 
Fellowship  of  churches  as  a  whole 
fails  to  show  any  substantial  increase 
in  membership  from  year  to  year. 
What  is  wrong?  Why  are  we  not 
seeing    results?    Young    people    are

bored;  adults  are  disinterested;  and 
our  churches  are  powerless!  What 
we  need  is  a  fresh  touch  from 
heaven— the  breath  of  divine  power— 
the  reality  of  the  resurrected  Christ 
throbbing  in  our  souls!  Christ  re- 
turneth!  He  is  alive  and  coming 
again!  This  fact  alone  should  stir  us 
to  revival! 

Promised  Power 

According  to  Luke  24:49,  the  dis- 
ciples were  to  wait  in  Jerusalem  until 
they  were  "endued  with  power  from 
on  high."  In  Acts  1:8,  Jesus  said: 
"But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after 
that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 


uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  Acts 
4:33  states:  "And  with  great  power 
gave  the  apostles  witness  of  the  resur- 
rection of  the  Lord  Jesus." 

All  of  us  agree  that  the  church, 
the  body  of  Christ,  was  bom  on  the 
Day  of  Pentecost  and  that  it  was  on 
this  day  that  the  120  disciples  ex- 
perienced the  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  But  what  we  often  fail  to 
realize  is  that  our  Lord  promised 
power  to  these  disciples  after  or  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  came  upon  them. 
Was  this  power  the  same  thing  as 
the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit?  No! 
The  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as 
we  understand  it  is  that  work  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  by  which  He  places 
us  into  the  body  of  Christ  when  we 
are  saved.  For  what  reason  was  the 
power  promised?  According  to  the 
words  of  our  Lord,  the  power  was  for 
soul-winning,  to  make  us  effective 
"witnesses."  Is  it  any  wonder  that  our 
lives  are  barren  and  powerless  when 
we  fail  to  utilize  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit? 

The  blessed  Holy  Spirit  who  in- 
dwells every  believer  provides  us  with 
the  divine  enablement  to  carry  out 
the  tremendous  task  of  the  Great 
Commission  of  our  Lord.  What  we 
need  is  soul-winning  power!  Some 
have  called  this  the  'Tsaptism  of  the 
Holy  Spirit."  Technically,  the  termi- 
nology is  not  correct.  Others  have 
termed  it  "the  fullness  of  the  Spirit." 
Usually,  the  difficulty  lies  with  words 
or  definitions.  But  in  our  "splitting 
of  hairs,"  let  us  not  overlook  this 
promised  power  for  witnessing.  This 
promised  power  is  not  for  sanctifica- 
tion;  it  is  not  eradication  of  the  old 
man;  it  is  not  speaking  in  tongues; 
it  is  power  for  witnessing! 

All  our  efforts  and  work  for  the 
Lord  will  be  ineffective  without  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Tremen- 
dous results?  Yes.  Possible  today? 
Yes.  How?  Prevailing  prayer,  power- 
ful preaching,  and  promised  power. 
Second  Chronicles  7:14  puts  it  this 
way:  "If  my  people,  which  are  called 
by  my  name,  shall  humble  them- 
selves, and  pray,  and  seek  my  face, 
and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways; 
then  will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and 
will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal 
their  land."  May  God  help  us  to 
fulfill  our  simple  task  of  "Reaching 
More  in  '64."  ▼

Bobby  Baker  Investigation  a  Disgrace 

The  inconclusive  and  disgraceful  end  of  the  Bohby 
Baker  investigation  should  make  every  decent  American 
citizen  weep. 

That  pohtics,  and  no  doubt  corrupt  politics,  played  a 
large  part  in  this  w^hole  procedure  seems  apparent. 

Once  the  committee  started  an  invesdgation  the  Ameri- 
can people  could  have  expected  them  to  follow  through 
to  a  conclusion.  However,  what  happened  was  a  travesty 
on  the  congressional  investigative  process  and  a  disregard 
of  public  responsibility. 

The  Rules  Committee  seemed  grieved  by  Baker's  re- 
fusal to  answer  questions  and  his  frequent  use  of  the 
Fifth  Amendment.  Counsel  McLendon  said:  "We  have 
witnessed  a  tragedy  this  morning  because  a  man  who  has 
occupied  a  very  high  position  in  Government— so  im- 
portant, so  sensitive,  so  close  to  the  heart  of  Government 
—finds  it  necessar)'  to  invoke  the  protection  of  the  Fifth 
Amendment." 

Yet  without  nailing  down  a  single  point,  settling  a 
single  issue,  or  giving  any  clear  direction  the  committee 
quietly  laid  aside  the  whole  matter. 

Who  put  the  lid  on? 

Now,  all  the  American  public  knows  about  the  Bobby 
Baker  case  is  that  there  are  very  grave  questions  about  the 
legitimacy  of  some  of  his  affairs  and  connections.  In  ad- 
dition all  of  those  involved  in  the  investigation  have  raised 
some  questions  about  themselves. 

A  part  of  Time  magazine's  description  of  Baker  says: 
".  .  .  Baker  was  secretary  to  the  Senate's  Democratic  ma- 
jority. 

"As  such  he  was  beyond  question  the  Senate's  most 
influential  employee.  He  had  been  a  particular  protege  of 
Majority  Leader  Lyndon  Johnson.  Baker  made  it  his 
unending  business  to  know  things— and  what  he  didn't

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know  ?bout  the  Senate  and  its  members  probably  was 
not  worth  the  trouble.  He  knew  \\'ho  was  against  what 
bill  and  why.  He  knew  who  was  drunk.  He  knew  who  j 
was  out  of  town.  He  knew  who  was  sleeping  with  whom.  1 
He  influenced  committee  assignments.  He  influenced  j 
legislation.  He  came  to  be  known  as  'the  101st  Senator.' 
And  he  indulged  in  some  vast  moonlighting  schemes  that  , 
helped  him  parlay  his  $  1 9,6 12-a -year  Government  salary  : 
into  a  fortune  of  up  to  $2,000,000."  Quite  a  man! 

Yet  two  and  one-half  hours  and  125  questions  from  the  ■ 
committee  brought  no  answers  from  Bobby. 

Unless  it  may  be  used  as  political  "mud"  in  the  next  ij 
presidential  campaign  the  sordid  story  of  the  Bobby  Baker  'j 
investigation  will  no  doubt  soon  be  forgotten.  I 

It  does  demonstrate  at  least  two  things.  First,  that  il 
democratic  government  sometimes,  and  all  too  often, 
is  unwilling  to  police  itself  because  of  the  implications 
and  probable  effects  on  itself.  Second,  that  a  man  can 
so  downgrade  the  responsibilities  of  public  office,  as 
Baker  has  done,  and  get  away  with  it  proves  that  many 
Americans  do  not  care  what  is  being  done  by  those  who 
represent  them. 

What  has  happened  to  our  moral  standards  in  Gov- 
ernment? Which  is  more  important,  the  political  future 
of  a  man  or  the  application  of  the  principles  of  right  and 
wrong?  Why  don't  the  men  in  Government  who  have 
moral  principles  stand  up  and  be  counted  in  a  situation 
like  this? 

We  doubt  that  such  a  thing  could  have  happened  in 
the  administration  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  other  tmly 
great  American  presidents.  These  men  had  the  welfare 
of  their  people  at  heart  because  God  and  His  Word  were 
a  vital  part  of  their  daily  thinking  and  actions. 

But,  this  whole  problem  goes  back  to  the  people.  As 
long  as  the  average  American  is  willing  to  indifferently 
allow  such  activity,  it  will  continue  and  will  grow  worse. 

It  is  the  carefully  considered  opinion  of  this  home- 
mission  editor  that  true  Christians  have  a  great  responsi- 
bility in  Government  today.  They  should  make  their 
views  knowTi  to  their  congressman  clearly,  reasonably, 
and  with  restraint.  The  Word  of  God  should  be  used 
to  remind  these  men  at  the  heart  of  the  Nation  that  pub- 
lic office  carries  with  it  grave  and  serious  moral  responsi- 
bilities. But,  how  many  Christians  have  ever  in  a  sane, 
sensible  manner  written  their  representatives  in  Wash- 
ington in  both  the  House  and  Senate  on  any  matter? 
How  about  the  Bobby  Baker  case? 

Let  us  not  expect  an  increasing  sense  of  morality  and 
righteousness  in  Government  until  the  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple becomes  clearer  and  stronger. 

God  commanded  Isaiah  to  lift  his  voice  like  a  trum- 
pet to  show  Israel  their  sins.  God  is  not  different,  sin  is 
not  different  intrinsically,  men  are  not  different.  The 
voice  of  God's  servants  should  be  heard  loud  and  clear.  ▼

g  with  Pastor  Colburn,  agreed  to 
:lp  support  and  guide  this  infant 
urch. 

The  Tom  Johnsons  worked  closely 
th  Pastor  Colburn  in  developing 
e  new  church,  and  led  in  the  early 
iges  of  growth.  The  church  v\'as 
med  "Graceview  Brethren 

lurch."  After  the  first  few  weeks 
e  novelty  of  the  new  church  wore 


off  in  the  community,  and  the  John- 
sons worked  hard  to  keep  things 
going. 

In  September  of  1959,  Pastor 
Dean  Risser  and  his  family  moved 
into  the  church  house.  In  addition 
to  pastoring  the  new  work,  he  was 
assistant  pastor  at  Fort  Lauderdale. 
The  house  was  shared  with  the  Sun- 
day school  and  church,  and  every 
Sunday  the  beds  and  furniture  were 
folded  up,  rolled  back,  or  covered 
up  to  make  room.  The  process  was 
repeated  in  reverse  after  the  services. 

The  Austin  Munches  helped  with 
the  work  from  the  very  beginning, 
although  in  their  seventies.  Original- 
ly from  Washington,  D.C.,  they  had 
been  among  the  charter  members  of 
the  Fort  Lauderdale  Church. 

In  October  of  1959  the  Fred 
Bowers  began  to  work  at  Graceview, 
having  migrated  to  Florida  from  Day- 
ton, Ohio,  to  help  in  a  new  church. 
Later  on  they  became  our  church's 
"missionaries"  in  beginning  the  new 
work  at  Pompano.  Their  faithfulness 
through  the  economic  recession  of 
1960-1961   was  an  inspiration. 

After  much  work  and  prayer,  the 
Lord  led  us  to  our  present  lots  in 
July  of  1960.  After  the  two  pastors 
and  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  looked  them  over,  they  were

purchased.  The  development  later 
went  bankrupt,  but  the  Lord  enabled 
us  to  keep  up  interest  payments  on 
the  lots  through  the  help  of  the 
Southeast  Fellowship  Mission  Board. 

A  time  of  testing  was  ahead,  for 
with  the  recession  came  a  wholesale 
abandonment  of  houses  in  the  sub- 
division. In  twelve  months  the  new 
Sunday  school  lost  125  enrollees 
from  their  midst,  and  were  hard 
pressed  to  keep  even.  But  God  gave 
us  many  tokens  of  His  intention  to 
bless  with  a  permanent  testimony. 

Five  families  were  sought  from 
the  Fort  Lauderdale  church  to  help

We  commend  Rev.  Dean 
Risser  and  his  congregation  on  a 
beautiful  and  practical  building,  and 
an  impressive  dedication  service.    ▼ 
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in  the  work  for  one  year.  Pastor  Col 
bum  readily  agreed,  and  in  a  week 
the  families  had  volunteered  upon 
presentation  of  the  need.  Evening 
services  were  begun,  and  attendance 
increased.  Other  families  became  part 
of  the  work,  and  for  awhile  a  second 
house  was  used  to  help  accommodate 
the  Sunday  school. 

In  answer  to  prayer,  a  county 
recreation  building  became  available 
to  us,  although  we  had  been  told 
definitely  the  county  could  not  agree 
to  grant  our  request  for  it.  God  over- 
ruled! 

Meantime,  we  were  seeking  other 
property  because  the  original  lots 
were  not  near  any  housing.  At  that 
time  five  separate  pieces  of  land 
were  sought,  but  each  one  fell 
through,  two  of  them  at  the  last 
minute  and  in  a  heartbreaking  fash- 
ion. But  God  was  faithful,  and  in 
His  time  we  were  led  back  to  our 


original  site,  and  there  He  enabled 
us  to  build. 

The  building  was  contracted  for 
$32,000  by  Mr.  Tom  Harrington, 
a  member  of  the  Fort  Lauderdale 
church.  The  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  made  it  possible  to  build 
through  a  loan  of  $30,000.  The  mem-

In  spite  of  ridicule  and 
persecution  from  family  and  friends, 
a  family  of  four  (father,  mother,  and 
two  daughters)  were  baptized  on 
April  16,  1964.  The  family  had  lived 
a  consistent  Christian  life  for  two 
years  after  accepting  Christ  as  Sav 
iour,  but  because  of  family  ties,  they 
were  afraid  to  make  the  break  by 
baptism  and  church  membership. 
This  family  is  representative  of  many 
here  in  Taos  who  are  bound  by  fear 
of  persecution  from  family  and 
friends.

WHY    JEWS    REJECT    CHRIST! 

"Why  is  it  Jewish  people  do  not 
believe  in  Jesus  of  Nazareth?"  ques- 
tioned Mrs.  R—  at  one  of  our  re- 
cent Bible  classes.  The  teaching  pe- 
riod was  over  and  we  were  fellow- 
shiping  over  "coffee  and"  (for  you 
gentiles,  "coffee  and"  can  mean  any- 
thing served  with  coffee,  and  this 
evening  it  was  Danish  cheese).  Mrs. 
R—  left  her  chair  and  came  over  to 
the  piano  bench  where  I  was  seated. 
Before  answering  her  question,  I  in- 
vited her  to  sit  down  beside  me.  She 
sac  down,  and  as  I  reached  for  my 
Bible,  she  continued:  "How  could  a 
child  be  conceived  without  the  aid 
of  a  man?  How  could  there  be  a 
virgin  birth?  Isn't  this  the  reason 
Jews  do  not  believe  in  Jesus?" 

I  replied:  "This  is  not  a  hard 
question  to  answer.  You  are  probably 
of  the  mind  that  Jews  do  not  be- 
lieve in  Jesus  because  He  is  not  the 
Messiah,  and  because  the  things  said 
about  Him  seem  ridiculous.  Now  I 
want  to  show  you  the  real  reason 
why  many,  many  Jews,  yourself  in- 
cluded, go  through  life  rejecting 
Jesus,  the  Messiah,  as  personal  Sav- 
iour; rejecting  Him  as  God  revealed 
in  human  flesh,  and  do  this,  even 
though  such  people  are  in  error. 

"Mrs.  R— ,"  I  continued,  "this  book 
I  have  here  in  my  hand  is  not  the 
gentile  Bible,  as  you  sometimes  call 
the  King  James  Version.  It  is  the 
Holy  Scriptures  as  published  by  the 
Jewish  Publication  Society  of  Amer- 
ica. You  would  call  it  the  Jewish  Old 
Testament.  It  is  the  Book  used  in 
the  synagogue.  Do  you  know  that 
■you   do   not   helieve   this   Book?" 

"I  do  believe  what  it  says,"  re- 
plied Mrs.  R— .  "Why,  I  read  this 
Book-" 

"Wait  a  minute,"  I  interrupted. 
"You  say  you  believe  it.  Let  us  see 
how  much  you  believe."  I  turned  to 
the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  and  said: 
"This  is  the  first  book  of  the  Old 
Testament.  It  is  called  'Genesis' 
which  means  Tjeginnings.'  This  book 
was  written  by  Moses." 
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"I  know,  I  know,"  said  Mrs.  R— , 
"I'm  not  stupid!" 

"Then  listen,"  I  replied.  "This 
book  says  God  separated  the  water 
from  the  land  in  the  beginning  and 
commanded  the  earth  to  put  forth 
grass,  herbs,  and  trees;  and  further, 
that  this  really  took  place!  Let  me 
read  it  for  you"  (and  I  read  Gen. 
1:9-13). 

"Do  vou  believe  this?"  I  asked. 
Mrs.  R—  just  sat  there  and  did  not 

reply- 

"Listen  again,"  I  said,  "this  Book 
savs  God  created  the  heavens  and  all 
of  the  celestial  bodies— the  sun,  the 
moon,  the  stars,  the  planets— and 
caused  the  earth  to  turn,  which  re- 
sulted in  day  and  night.  Let  me  read 
about  it  for  you"  (and  I  read  Gen. 
1:14-19). 

"Do  you  believe  this?"  I  asked. 
Mrs.  R—  just  sat  there  and  did  not 
reply-  ^ 

"Let's  look  further  in  Genesis,"  I 
said,  "this  Book  also  maintains  God 
caused  all  the  water  life  to  come  into 
existence;  He  caused  all  the  living 
creatures  of  land  to  come  into  exis- 
tence; and  He  caused  all  flying 
creatures  to  come  into  existence.  Let 
me  read  it  for  you"  (and  I  read  Gen. 
1:20-25). 

"Do  vou  believe  this?"  I  asked. 
Mrs.  R—  just  sat  there  and  did  not 
reply. 

"Now  listen  to  what  this  Book  says 
with  regard  to  the  beginning  of 
man,"  I  said,  "this  Book  claims  God 
created  man  in  His  image.  He  'form- 
ed man  out  of  the  dust  of  the  ground 
and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life,  and  man  became  a  liv- 
ing soul.'  Then,  that  man  might  have 
a  companion,  God  took  part  of  the 
side  of  man  and  from  that  He  created 
woman.  Let  me  read  it  for  you"  (and 
I  read  Gen.  1:26-27  and  2:7  and  20- 
23). 

"Do  you  believe  this?"  I  asked. 
Mrs.  R—  just  sat  there  and  did  not 
reply. 

When  I  pressed  her  for  an  answer. 


she   tried   to  get  off  on   some  other  i 
subject,  but  I  held  her  to  the  point  i 
in    question    until    finally    she    said: 
"Well,  I  don't  know  if  I  belie^'e  just  ' 
the  way  that  is  written.  I  believe  )'0u 
must  interpret  these  accounts.  After 
all,  how  could  these  things  happen 
this  wa)'?  It  is  not  humanly  reason- 
able.  These  are   only  the  words  of 
men.      How     could     Moses     know 
science?" 

"Mrs.  R— ,"  I  replied,  "these  are 
the  very  words  of  God  as  recorded 
by  His  prophets.  Listen  to  what  Jere- 
miah says"  (and  I  read  Jer.  1:1-5  and 
30:1).  "All  those  who  were  used  to 
write  both  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments claimed  they  WTOte  only  what 
God  told  them  to  wTite.  One  of  the 
New  Testament  prophets  puts  it 
thus  [and  I  quoted  II  Pet.  1:21]: 
'For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old 
time  by  the  will  of  man:  but  holy 
men  of  God  spake  as  they  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit.'  Do  you  1 
believe  that?"  I  asked.  ! 

Mrs.  R—  thought  a  bit  and  then  ! 
said:  "I  cannot  believe  that,  it  is  just 
not  reasonable.  If  a  man  .  .  ."

week  in  recent  months  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  the  Sunday 
school  and  worship  service  attend- 
ances. Easter  Sunday,  however, 
brought  with  it  joys  beyond  our  wild- 
est expectations.  Fifty  new  chairs  had 
been  especially  purchased  in  prepa- 
ration for  a  large  attendance,  but  no 
one  ever  suspected  that  the  total 
would  be  350.  Each  one  who  visited 
us  is  a  potential  member,  and  many 
were  back  the  following  Sunday. 

GRANDVIEW,  WASH.  (George 
Christie,  pastor).  Three  quarterly 
records  were  broken  here  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1964.  The  Sunday-school 
attendance  record  of  119  was  ex- 
ceeded by  13,  making  it  132  for  a 
quarter  average.  The  morning  wor- 
ship record  was  shattered  with  an 
average  of  122,  and  the  last  record 
to  fall  was  in  the  realm  of  giving.

It  was  with  praise  to  God  and  gratefulness  to  every  donor  that  when 
the  adding  machine  total  kev  was  pushed,  it  indicated  the  1963-64  home- 
mission  offering  was  "up."  When  the  same  key  was  pushed  for  the  previous 
year  the  indicator  read  "down."  A  down  condition  can  only  mean  oppor- 
tunities must  be  turned  down. 

The  amount  of  the  "up"  this  year  is  a  substantial  $45,725.79  over  the 
previous  year.  Even  before  the  final  figures  were  in  at  the  time  of  our  recent 
board  meeting,  the  indicator  was  "up,"  and  there  was  rejoicing  by  the  board. 
Rejoicing  because  God  answered  prayer,  because  of  your  faithfulness,  and 
because  of  the  possibility  of  redeeming  new  opportunities.

)f  Christ."  This  decision  demanded 
liscipline  on  his  part,  and  thus  he 
ipeaks  on  this  subject  in  these  verses 
ipplying  it  to  all  Christians.  We 
hould  not  lose  sight  of  the  context 
vhich  actually  takes  in  chapters  8 
hrough    10. 

The     Race 

More  than  once  Paul  alludes  to 
his  figure  in  his  writings,  but  it  is 
)articularly  appropriate  to  the  Chris- 
ians  at  Corinth,  for  it  was  here  that 
he  Isthmian  games  were  held  every 
wo  years.  An  equally  graphic  pic- 
ure  is  presented  in  Philippians  3: 
1  to  14.  To  the  Corinthians  Paul 
ays:  "Know  ye  not  that  they  which 
un  in  a  race  run  all,  but  one  re- 
eiveth  the  prize?"  Thus  he  intro- 
luces  to  their  minds  the  picture  of 
he  race  course  where  runners  who 
lave  prepared  well  for  the  event  seek 
3  win  a  prize  for  their  outstanding 
bility  and  performance.  Then  he 
ays,  "So  run,"  and  immediately  the 
christian  reader  pictures  himself  in 

very  similar  situation  where  he 
DO  is  participating  and  moving  to- 
/ard  a  reward.  To  the  reader  in 
'aul's  day,  his  illustration  needed 
o  further  word  of  explanation.  It 
/as  all  very  familiar  to  him. 

The     Runners 

All  Christians  are  runners  in  this 
ice,  not  just  a  certain  few  who  are 
;eking  rewards  for  faithful  service. 
Vhen  the  individual  steps  through 
le  door  of  salvation,  his  feet  are  on 
lis  race  track.  All  Christians  are 
jnners  in  this  race.  Notice  the  per- 
mal  pronouns  which  he  uses:  "ye," 
we,"  and  "I."  We  are  all  in  this 
ice,  "so  run."  The  runner  needs  to 
e  temperate;  that  is,  he  needs  to 
xercise  self-restraint. 

Again  you  are  urged  to  study  the 
jntext.  If  the  athlete  is  willing  to 
ndergo  rigorous  training  and  dis- 
ipline  for  a  brief  moment  of  honor 
nd  a  quickly  fading  prize,  how 
luch  more  should  the  child  of  God 
e  willing  to  discipline  himself  and

be  temperate.  The  runner  needs  to 
run  "not  as  uncertainly."  He  needs 
to  have  his  eyes  open  to,  and  fixed 
upon,  the  course  ahead  of  him.  His 
path  should  be  certain,  and  he  should 
not  allow  distractions  on  either  side, 
or  behind  him,  to  imjjede  his  prog- 
ress. His  discipline  is  further  illus- 
trated by  the  fighter.  He  should 
make  every  blow  count.  He  should 
not  expend  a  vast  amount  of  energy 
in  swinging  wildly  and  missing  the 
mark.  The  reader  is  left  with  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  that  as  a  runner 
in  this  race  he  needs  to  exercise  dis- 
cipline. 


The     Reward 

Every  Christian  in  the  race  has 
an  opportunity  to  obtain  the  prize. 
Paul's  illustration  is  intended  to 
bring  out  contrasts,  as  well  as  com- 
parisons. In  the  Crecian  games: 
"They  which  run  in  a  race  run  all, 
but  one  receiveth  the  prize."  In 
the  Christian  race,  by  way  of  con- 
trast, everyone  can  win  a  reward. 
"So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain."  Fur- 
ther, by  way  of  contrast,  "They  do 
it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but 
we  an  incorruptible."  Theirs  was  a 
laurel  that  would  soon  fade  away; 
ours  will   abide. 

The  prize  to  which  he  refers  is 
not  salvation  or  eternal  life.  Rather 
the  reference  here  is  to  the  rewards 
of  the  believer  for  service  which 
are  to  be  given  at  the  judgment  seat 
of  Christ.  The  runner  in  the  Grecian 
race  did  not  receive  citizenship  as 
a  reward;  in  fact,  citizenship  was  a 
requirement  in  order  to  qualify  for 
the  race.  Our  citizenship  is  in  heav- 
en, and  we  had  to  meet  this  qualifi- 
cation before  we  could  even  place  our 
feet  on  the  track. 

Salvation,  therefore,  is  settled  and 
does  not  come  into  question  here,  or 
in  the  last  verse.  We  are  told  to 
run  so  that  we  might  obtain  the  re- 
ward. All  have  an  equal  opportunity 
to  win.  Many  will  not  obtain  the 
reward:  "He  shall  suffer  loss:  but 
he  himself  shall  be  saved."  Paul's 
concern  was  "Lest  that  .  .  .  when  I 
have  preached  to  others,  I  myself 
should  be  a  castaway,"  that  having 
heralded  others  to  participate  in  the 
race,  he  himself  should  be  disap- 
proved. 

Again,  illustrations  on  this  verse 
miss  the  point  by  setting  forth  those 
who  have  run  and  won  but  later 
were  disqualified  because  of  some- 
thing in  the  past  in  their  hves.  Had 
this  been  known  he  would  not  even 
have  been  allowed  to  enter  the  race. 
The  disapproval  to  which  Paul  re- 
fers then  is  not  because  of  something 
prior  to  the  race,  but  is  due  to  fail- 
ure to  observe  the  rules  while  run- 
ning the  race.  Not  all  who  run  will 
receive  the  prize.  If  you  are  a 
Christian,  you  have  officially  entered 
the  race.  Discipline  yourself  and 
abide  by  the  rules.  "So  run,  that  ye 
may  obtain."  T

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We  hear  a  great  deal  today  about  the 
power  of  positive  thinking,  but  because 
much  of  this  talk  has  come  from  sources 
which  are  theologically  liberal,  many  of 
God's  people  have  looked  askance  at  such 
a  philosophy.  However,  for  the  records,  let 
it  be  said  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  thera- 
peutic value  in  positive  thinking.  This  is 
not  to  suggest,  of  course,  that  we  adopt  the 
fetish  of  some  who  repeat  over  and  over 


again:  "Every  day  in  every  way  I'm  getting 
better  and  better." 

I  am  suggesting,  however,  that  we  might 
profit  from  the  Lord  Jesus'  remark  that,  "as 
a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he."  First 
Corinthians  13:5  reminds  us  that  "love  .  .  . 
thinketh  no  evil." 

How  easy  it  is  for  us  to  think  oxirselves 
into  a  state  of  agitation.  Actually,  most  of 
the  things  we  run  from  aren't  even  chasing 
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is!  But,  we  think  they  are,  so  we  become 
jxcited,  worried,  fretful,  peevish,  and  some- 
times downright  sick. 

One  of  our  big  mistakes — and  sins — is 
that  we  are  too  quick  to  judge  motives.  We 
meet  a  friend  who  doesn't  smile  when  we 
;hink  he  should.  Immediately  we  begin  to 
jeH  ourselves  that  "something  is  wrong." 
rhe  longer  we  think  about  this,  the  more 
jonvinced  we  become  that  this  person  no 
onger  likes  us.  It  may  not  be  long  until 
ve  have  imagined  a  great  many  things  about 


pure,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatso- 
ever things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are 
of  good  report;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and 
if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things" 
(Phil.  4:8). 

So,  dear  friend,  it  is  very  possible  that  the 
cause  of  your  present  problem  is  wrong 
thinking.  Some  of  you  Christians  who  are 
having  difficulties  with  another  church 
member,  remember:  "Love  .  .  .  thinketh  no 
evil."  And  that  other  lady  doesn't  really 
feel  toward  you  as  you  think  she  does,  and

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The  President  Speaks

Recent  Diagnostic  Examination 

For  some  years  now,  Grace  College  has  been  pursuing 
a  course  of  self-study  directed  toward  regional  accredita- 
tion. Reaching  this  goal  is  a  "must"  in  order  that  the  col- 
lege may  serve  the  young  people  of  The  Brethren  Church 
more  effectively.  One  milestone  was  passed  in  the  diag- 
nostic examination  by  a  team  of  educators  assigned  to  the 
school  last  November  by  the  North  Central  Association 
of  Colleges. 

The  results  of  that  examination  were  not  forthcoming 
until  within  the  months  of  March  and  April  this  year. 
Early  in  March  the  report  of  the  team  was  forwarded 
to  the  school.  It  proved  to  be  a  very  fair  evaluation  of  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  college.  This  report  was 
studied  at  some  length  by  the  board  of  trustees  at  its 
recent  meeting  in  March,  and  the  board  urged  the 
school  to  continue  its  program  of  upgrading  the  academic 
level. 

Decision  of  North  Central  Encouraging 

Though  this  report  provided  strong  reasons  for  en- 
couragement, there  was  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that 
the  application  for  candidacy  in  the  North  Central  Asso- 
ciation would  be  denied  at  the  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  April.  This  proved  to  be  the  case.  The  action  upon 
our  request  for  candidacy,  and  based  upon  the  report 
of  the  diagnostic  team,  was  taken  on  Monday,  April  6. 
The  report  of  this  action  was  made  to  Dean  Male  and 
President  Hoyt  on  the  afternoon  of  April  7. 

The  report  of  this  action  provides  reason  for  real  en- 
couragement, far  more  than  we  anticipated.  Though 
Grace  College  has  been  denied  status  as  a  candidate 
for  membership  in  the  Association  for  the  present,  it 
is  being  granted  privileges  not  normally  given  to  those 
who  are  denied  candidacy.  The  school  will  be  given 
the  privilege  of  a  candidate  in  that  consultant  service  will 
be  provided  from  the  Association.  This  means  that  candi- 
dacy may  not  be  very  far  away. 

Consultant    Services    Will    Be    Employed 

Grace  College  has  not  been  in  operation  but  ten 
years.  This  is  a  very  short  time  for  any  institution  to 
accomplish  much.  Yet  Grace  has  done  so  well  that  the 
executive  board  of  North  Central  thinks  that  it  deserves 
more  encouragement  than  is  ordinarily  given  in  such 
cases.  Two  areas  must  receive  immediate  and  continued 
attention:  library  facilities  including  a  building,  and  fac- 
ulty upgrading.  It  could  be  that  within  a  period  of  two 


years,  perhaps  three  at  the  outside,  candidacy  could  be 
granted.  This  would  mean  that  within  a  span  of  six  < 
years  at  the  outside,  Grace  College  could  become  full 
members  in  the  North  Central  Association. 

The  first  move  on  the  part  of  the  administration  of 
the  school  vidll  be  to  employ  a  consultant,  the  person  to 
be  assigned  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  North 
Central  Association.  This  man  will  make  periodic  visits 
to  the  school,  make  suggestions  as  to  the  places  where 
improvement  in  the  academic  and  business  operations  of 
the  school  should  be  achieved,  and,  in  general,  moni- 
tor the  upgrading  processes  of  the  school. 

The  speed  and  success  of  this  venture  depends  in  a 
large  measure  upon  the  supporting  constituency  of  the 
school.  There  is  constant  need  for  prayer  that  God  will 
guide  the  school  so  that  accreditation  wdll  minister  to 
the  underlying  spiritual  purpose  of  the  college.  There 
is  a  constant  need  that  Brethren  people  will  in  increas- 
ing numbers  send  their  young  people  to  Grace  for  their  j 
education.  There  is  constant  need  that  a  larger  number  i 
of  Brethren  in  a  larger  way  will  support  the  school  with  ! 
their  gifts.  j

It's  great  to  be  young!  You  have 
your  whole  life  ahead  of  you  with 
opportunities  unlimited.  But  what 
are  you  going  to  do  with  your  life? 
Your  friends,  family,  the  world,  pos- 
sessions, and  a  host  of  other  things 
will  make  a  claim  on  your  life;  but 
are  you  seriously  considering  God's 
claim  on  vour  life?  He  wants  to  use) 
you  for  His  glory.  Will  you  let  Him? 
What  kind  of  young  person  does( 
God  use?  There  is  a  young  man  in 
the  Bible  whom  God  used  greatly  for 
His  glorv.  His  name  is  Josiah.  The 
story  is  found  in  II  Chronicles  34. 
Let  us  look  at  some  of  the  reasons 
why  God  used  him. 

His  Unwavering  Stand  for  What  Is 
Right 

Josiah  began  to  reign  when  he  was 
eight  years  old,  and  he  died  at  the 
age  of  39.  "A  short  life,"  you  say? 
Yes;  but  he  was  used  mightily  byi 
the  Lord.  According  to  verse  2  of 
this   chapter:    "He    did    that   which 


was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
and  dechned  neither  to  the  right 
hand,  nor  to  the  left."  The  trouble 
with  most  of  us  is  that  we  are 
"compromisers."  We  are  afraid  to 
stand  for  what  is  right.  We  go  along 
with  the  crowd,  and  then  wonder 
why  God  doesn't  use  us.  Too  many 
young  people  today  are  "wavering" 
over  what  is  right.  Don't  compro- 
mise! "Give  God,  not  the  devil,  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt,"  said  an  old- 
time  evangelist.  Determine  in  your 
heart  that  you  are  going  to  do  right 
no  matter  what  the  cost,  no  matter 
who  laughs  at  you! 

His  Unending  Search  After  God 

According  to  verse  3,  when  he  was 
16  years  old,  Josiah  began  "to  seek 
after  the  God  of  David  his  father." 
Yes;  I  know  you  signed  that  pledge 
card  to  have  a  daily  quiet  time  wdth 
the  Lord.  But  what  I  want  to  know 
is,  are  you  searching  after  God?  Are 
you  daily  seeking  to  know  more  about 
Jesus  Christ,  or  is  that  just  what  you 
say  when  you  give  a  testimony?  Paul 
said  in  Philippians  3:10:  'That  I 
may  know  Him."  Seek  the  Lord, 
young  person!  Study  the  Word  of 
God,  not  to  "put  in  your  five  minutes 
for  the  day,"  but  study  it  that  you 
might  know  more  about  Jesus 
Christ. 

His  Uncompromising  Separation  from 
All  Wickedness 

Read  over  verses  3  to  7.  Josiah 
got  rid  of  all  the  idols  and  images 
while  he  was  still  only  twenty  years 
Did.  "Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth." 
!  Get  busy  for  God!  You  may  not  have 
imy  wooden  idols  in  your  home,  but 
j  don't  think  you  haven't  any  idols! 
I  How  about  the  idols  of  money,  a 
;  'sharp  car,"  a  good-looking  girl-  or 
lOoyfriend,  clothes,  popularity,  friends, 


and  many  other  things  could  be 
added.  It  is  not  that  these  things  are 
sinful  in  themselves,  but  if  they  stand 
between  you  and  your  relationship 
with  the  Lord,  they've  got  to  go! 
Break  down  those  idols  in  your  life! 
Don't  make  excuses! 

His   Unfailing   Service   to  the   Lord 

In  verses  8  to  13,  we  read  of  the 
things  Josiah  did  for  the  "house  of 
the  Lord."  We  often  wonder  why 
God  doesn't  use  us,  and  yet  when 
we  are  presented  with  opportunities 
for  service  by  our  pastor  or  youth 
leader,  we  make  up  all  kinds  of 
excuses.  Don't  do  things  just  to  be 
doing  them,  but  serve  the  Lord  be-

cause  you  love  Him.  No  task  wall  be 
too  great  then!

As  busy  teen-agers  in  high  school,  our  hves  are  occupied  with  studies, 
our  school  socials,  our  carefree-dates,  and  our  church  activities.  As  Chris- 
tians seeking  God's  will,  our  minds  concentrate  on  the  things  of  Him.  With 
all  this,  I  simply  have  had  no  time  to  worry  about  myself,  nor  about  a  fa- 
miliar relationship  with  the  opposite  sex. 

I  realize  that  by  the  grace  of  God,  this  would  never  be  so  much 
of  a  problem  to  me  as  it  would  to  some  Christian  teens.  I  have  grown  up  at 
Brethren  High  School  (something  for  which  I  shall  never  stop  praising  the 
Lord!),  constantly  with  Christian  friends,  constantly  with  some  Christian  ac- 
tivity in  which  to  participate. 

Of  course,  I  have  not  been  completely  unexposed  to  what  goes  on 
between  guys  and  gals.  But  it  has  certainly  been  possible  for  me  to  allow  God 
to  control  my  emotions.  It  seems  the  same  would  be  possible  for  anyone  who 
has  real  faith  in  God  and  in  His  promises. 

Second  Peter  1:3  says:  "His  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us  all  things." 
(Doesn't  this  include  our  sex  emotions?)  In  the  verses  that  follow  is  a  hst  of 
characteristics  which  we  need  to  add  to  our  Christian  faith;  all  are  ours  if 
we  diligently  desire  them  and  depend  on  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give  them  to 
us.  The  first  in  the  list  is  "virtue,"  or  moral  and  spiritual  power.  Another  is 
"temperance,"  or  self-control.  The  logical  conclusion  is  that  moral  and 
spiritual  power  to  do  what  is  right  is  available  if  we  are  yielded  to  the  Spirit 
to  control  the  impulses  which  arise  from  within  us.

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NECKING

Kissing  is  a  pretty  serious  and  a 
pretty  wonderful  business.  It  gets  a 
little  confusing  because  kissing  is  an 
action  that  has  two  important  ef- 
fects: one  is  expression,  and  the  other 
is  stimulation. 
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A  kiss  is  frequently  used  as  an  ex- 
pression of  our  attitudes  or  feelings. 

Kissing  is  an  intimate,  personal 
sign  of  friendship.  It  should  be  re- 
served for  special  people  and  special 
occasions. 

A  kiss  between  men  and  women 
can  also  be  an  act  of  stimulation.  If 
it  is  especially  intimate,  lingered  over, 
passionate,  it  is  one  of  the  ways  a 
couple  begins  to  prepare  each  other 
emotionally  and  physically  for  the 
act  of  bodily  union  that  belongs  to 
marriage.  In  other  words,  a  kiss  can 
cause  and  unleash  feelings  of  sex- 
ual excitation.  In  this  kind  of  kiss, 
the  purpose  of  exciting  oneself,  or 
the  other  person,  becomes  dominant. 
There  is  a  strong  impulse  to  further 
intimacies. 

This  stimulating  kiss  is  quite 
projjer  in  marriage,  where  the  part- 
ners have  vowed  themselves  to  ex 
elusive  love.  In  marriage  they  have 
established  a  state  of  life  in  which 
they  can  assume  responsibility  for  the 
consequences  of  their  actions:  name- 
ly, beginning  a  process  that  may  well 
culminate  in  total  bodily  union  and 
the  coming  of  a  child.  Outside  of 
marriage,  it  is  improper  and  wrong. 

Now  for  dating  people.  It  is  quite 
possible  for  a  simple  expressive  kiss 
of  friendship  to  become  stimulating 
very  quickly. 

Be  sincere  with  yourself;  be  aware 
i  of  yourself.  Any  kisses  that  take  place 
in   too  much   comfort   or   seclusion, 
and  kisses  that  involve  intimate  em- 
braces should  be  avoided. 

Another  point  for  girls  to  remem- 
ber is  that  boys  are  emotionally 
aroused  far  more  quickly  than  girls, 
so  in  friendship  you  have  a  responsi- 
bility to  help  him  control  himself  by 
not  letting  stimulating  situations  be- 
gin. A  situation  that  you  might  in- 
terpret   as,    at    most,    pleasantly    ro- 


mantic, might  be  a  source  of  serious 
temptation  to  him. 

Finally,  kissing  is  too  often  like 
tipping;  you  do  it  just  because  every- 
body else  does  it  whether  it  is  proper, 
deserved,  meaningful,  or  not.  Don't 
be  stampeded  by  fears  of  unpopular- 
ity, and  begin  to  make  compromises 
with  your  principles  to  avoid  being 
left  out  of  the  social  swim.  Kissing  is 
an  expression  of  affection,  and  friend- 
ship, and  love— it  is  not  a  form  of 
entertainment.

As  a  medical  man,  I  flady  charge  that 
modem  social  dancing  is  fundamen- 
tally sinful  and  evil.  I  charge  that 
dancing's  charm  is  based  upon  sex 
appeal.  I  charge  that  it  is  the  most 
insidious  of  the  maneuvers  prelimi- 
nary to  sex  betrayal.  It  is  nothing 
more  or  less  than  damnable,  diaboh- 
cal,  animal,  physical  dissipation.  Do 
brother  and  sister  dance  like  that? 
Do  father  and  daughter?  Mother  and 
son?  The  basic  spell  of  the  dance 
is  the  illicit  physical  contact.  I  tell 
vou  frankly,  it  is  not  safe  to  subject 
even  the  strongest  men  and  women 
to  the  subde  temptation  of  the  dance. 
A  trail  of  broken  homes  proves  this!" 

Dr.  Thomas  C.  Whitfield:  'The

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cisely  at  this  point.  It  is  not  wrong 
solely  because  it  might  lead  one  to 
the  physical  act  of  fornication,  but  it 
is  sinful  to  the  degree  that  it  arouses 
unrestrained  desires  that  cannot  be 
fulfilled  under  present  relations  and 
conditions.  When  such  desires  are 
aroused,  the  dancing  is  within  itself 
sinful  because  it  is  then  a  lascivious 
act." 

Dr.  Winfield  Scott:  "All  special- 
ists in  this  field  without  a  single  ex- 
ception, concur  in  the  belief  that 
the  dance  is  a  device  of  the  devil." 

Dr.  Howard  Crosby:  "The  foun- 
dation for  the  vast  amount  of  do- 
mestic misery  and  domestic  crime, 
which  startles  us  often  in  its  public 
out-croppings,  was  laid  when  par- 
ents allowed  the  sacredness  of  their 
daughter's  person  and  the  purity  of 
their  maiden  instincts  to  be  rudely 
shocked  in  the  dance."

"EXPERTS"  SAY 

T.  A.  Vogner,  former  supervisor 
of  the  Dancing  Academy  of  Los 
Angeles  and  former  president  of 
Dancing  Masters  Association  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  said:  "No  woman  can 
waltz  well  and  waltz  virtuously." 

Louis  J.  Guyon,  owner  and  opera- 
tor of  the  Paradise,  one  of  Chicago's 
largest  dance  halls  said:  "We  know 
that  sex  is  the  strongest  impulse 
planted  in  the  human  race.  You  can 
just  picture  the  effect  on  a  boy  or 
girl  of  18  or  20  when  this  hunger 
is  keenest,  when  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience are  lacking  in  the  formation 
of  judgment,  of  one  of  these  dances 
which  calls  for  close  bodily  contact 
and,  frequendy  bring  the  cheeks  to- 
gether and  entwine  the  limbs.  Yet, 
we  find  thousands  of  boys  and  girls 
dancing  this  very  way  wbo  do  not 
realize  they  are  doing  anything  out 
of  the  way,  and  whose  fool  parents 
look  on  complacently.  The  form  of 
dancing  is  a  menace  to  the  future  of 
our  Nation." 

It  is  our  hope  and  prayer  that  this 
will  serve  the  purpose  of  awakening 
some  who  are  asleep  as  to  the  ter- 
rible consequences  of  the  modem 
dance. 
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Yes;  we  were  one  of  the  statistics. 
John  and  I  were  teen-agers  who  had 
to  quit  school  and  get  manied.  But 
our  marriage  succeeded  where  so 
many  others  failed. 

He  was  18  and  I  just  16  when  our 
emotions  got  out  of  control  one 
Saturday  night  in  March.  A  month 
later,  we  trembled  before  both  sets 
of  parents  as  they  wept  and  scolded 
us.  Then  tears  were  dried  and  a  wed- 
ding was  planned— our  wedding— 
but  a  little  different  than  the  frothy 
white-gowned  dream  we  had  dis- 
cussed so  often  in  our  private  lover's 
lane.  Instead  of  a  white  gown,  I  wore 
a  suit,  and  a  flowered  hat  in  place  of 
a  veil.  But  we  were  getting  married 
and  that's  what  really  mattered, 
wasn't  it?  To  belong  to  each  other 
completely,  to  be  independent  of  our 
parents,  to  be  adults  at  last,  wasn't 
that  our  aim? 

Learned  To  Pull  Together 

There  was  an  abundance  of  quar- 
rels and  tears  before  John  and  I 
learned  to  pull  together  instead  of 
apart.  I  was  bored  with  our  life.  The 


apartment  hemmed  me  in  with  its 
petty  chores:  dusting,  sweeping,  mop- 
ping, and  dishes.  Oh,  those  dishes! 
I  used  to  save  all  the  dishes  from 
breakfast  and  lunch  to  do  at  night  so 
John  could  help  me.  But  he  usually 
fell  asleep  after  dinner.  "What  else 
is  there  to  do?"  he  complained. 

Our  high-school  friends  always 
seemed  too  embarrassed  to  see  us, 
especially  after  the  baby  started  to 
show.  A  night  out  now  and  then 
would  have  been  a  treat,  but  money 
was  scarce.  So  I  usually  washed  the 
dishes  and  rinsed  them  with  tears 
while  John  snored  on  the  couch. 

The  years  seem  to  fly  by.  Every 
year  or  so,  a  new  baby  arrived.  Until 
after  ten  years  of  marriage,  we  have 
six  children,  three  boys  and  three 
girls. 

Money  will  always  be  a  problem, 
even  though  John  earns  ninety  dol- 
lars a  week  now.  It  takes  a  lot  of 
cash  to  raise  our  children,  and  the 
higher-paying  jobs  go  to  high-school 
graduates. 

Life  Isn't  Easy,  but  .  .  . 

I  wish  John  wasn't  quite  so  proud. 
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Life  would  be  easier  if  he  didn't 
complain  about  our  second-hand  fur- 
niture and  the  hand-me-down 
clothes  given  to  the  children.  The 
kids  don't  seem  to  mind. 

That's  one  of  our  blessings,  we 
have  such  good  children.  I'm  strict 
with  them,  too  strict  I  think.  Some- 
times they  duck  when  I  walk  into  a 
room  too  quickly  as  if  they  might  be 
afraid  of  me.  I  shouldn't  yell  and 
spank  them  so  much,  but  they  grate 
on  my  nerves. 

Just  this  afternoon  our  youngest 
girl  came  bleeding  into  the  house. 
A  swing  had  cut  a  gash  in  her  lip. 
I  had  to  drop  everything  and  hurry 
to  the  doctor.  While  I  was  gone  the 
older  children  talked  the  baby-sitter 
into  a  cookie  feast.  So  there's  no  des- 
sert left  for  the  school  lunches  to- 
morrow. With  the  doctor  bill,  the  sit- 
■  ter  fee,  and  gas  for  the  borrowed 
>  car,  I  spent  the  money  I  had  saved 
to  have  my  hair  touched  up.  Twenty- 
six  years  old  seems  too  young  to  have 
grey  hair.  I  ended  up  screaming  at 
the  kids  all  through  dinner,  and 
everyone  was  too  upset  to  have  fam- 
ily devotions. 

It  took  me  quite  a  while  before  I 
:  realized  the  reason  why  the  children 
upset  me  so  often.  I'm  jealous  be- 
cause they  have  their  happy  child- 
hood to  enjoy,  while  I  forfeited  a 
good  share  of  my  girlhood  when  I 
was  married  at  16.  I  hope  someday 
to  be  adult  enough  to  control  my 
temper. 

Our  oldest  boy  will  be  a  teen-ager 
in  a  few  years.  Already  he's  interested 
in  the  facts  of  life  and  love.  I'm  try- 
ing hard  to  give  him  a  good  basic 
education   about  Christian  morality, 
;    and  the  advisability  of  saving  him- 
j    self  for  marriage.  But  I  wonder  what 
1    kind  of  ans\ver  to  give  him  the  day 
he  discovers  his  birthday  is  just  eight 


months  after  our  wedding  anniver- 
sary. What  can  I  tell  him?  Will  he 
accept  my  excuses:  "Everybody  was 
doing  it";  or  "We  were  going  steady, 
and  Daddy  and  I  are  only  human"? 

What  a  terrible  blow  to  a  child, 
who  thinks  his  parents  are  saints, 
when  he  discovers  they  have  feet 
of  clay. 

What  a  terrible  blow! 

Did  Others  Follow? 

Sinful  example  is  a  malignant 
thing.  One  of  the  reasons  I  used  to 
rationalize  myself  into  pre-marital 
relations  was  the  fact  my  favorite 
older  cousin  had  done  it.  "What's 
good  enough  for  Sue,  is  good  enough 
for  me,"  I  thought.  But  bad  ex 
ample  is  catching.  After  my  shotgun 
wedding,  four  close  relatives  and  sev- 
eral of  my  friends  were  also  forced 
into  hurry-up  weddings.  Could  it  be 
partly  my  fault,  I  wondered? 

Carol's  husband  left  her.  Donna 
had  the  child  of  a  divorced  man. 
Just  last  month,  she  entered  a  men- 
tal hospital.  Janie's  husband  drinks 
and  runs  around.  Were  all  these 
heartbreaks  caused  by  my  bad  ex- 
ample? Only  God  knows,  and  only 
He  can  judge  the  extent  of  my  guilt. 

To  belong  to  each  other  com- 
pletely, to  be  independent  of  our 
parents,  to  be  adults  at  last,  wasn't 
that  our  aim  when  we  got  married? 
Why  then,  after  ten  years,  have  we 
failed  to  achieve  any  of  them?  Could 
it  be  because  we  married  too  young? 
Could  a  few  years  in  which  to  grow 
and  laugh  and  learn  a  litde  more 
maturity  before  we  took  the  big  step 
really  make  the  difference  between 
financial  security  or  a  grim  making- 
do,  happiness  or  mere  resignation, 
success  or  failure? 

I  don't  know.  It's  too  late  now  for 
me  to  find  out.  But  how  about  you?

Youth  face  such  special  problems 
as  "conformity."  Their  greatest  fear 
is  that  of  being  different.  They  wear 
the  same  kind  of  clothes,  talk  about 
the  same  kind  of  things,  and  think 
the  same  kind  of  thoughts. 

The  problem  of  "insecurity"  has 
led  to  a  new  and  rapid  growth  in 
teen-gang  activity.  Every  large  city 
faces  the  problem  of  gangs  of 
youngsters  from  ten  years  old  and 
up  prowling  around  the  streets  at 
night;  and  committing  such  crimes 
as  housebreaking,  burglary,  auto 
thefts,  and  pandering. 

Youth's  energies  can  be  squandered 
or  saved.  They  can  be  used  or  abused. 
They  can  be  wrecked  or  redeemed. 
It  all  depends  on  what  a  teen-ager 
means  to  YOU! 

Youth  Is  Potent 

Young  people  have  the  potential 
j  of  changing  the  world  for  Christ 
.  or  for  chaos.  When  faced  with  a 
!i   challenge,    they    do    respond.    Our 


youth  must  b:  challenged  and 
charged  with  the  fire  of  freedom  and 
faith  in  Christ!  The  impact  of  the 
Gospel  can  do  this!  It  all  depends  on 

what  a  teen-ager  is  worth   to  you. 

Young   People   Need  a   Leader 

Young  people  are  looking  for  a 
leader;  someone  to  whom  they  can 
give  their  allegiance;  someone  to 
follow;  someone  to  bring  a  challenge 
to  living.  And  the  answer  to,  and  the 
need  of,  the  pulse-beating  heart  of 
youth  today  is  CHRIST. 

But  it  is  difficult  for  a  young  per- 
son to  make  a  decision  for  Christ  be- 
cause it  means  being  different,  or 
even  being  called  a  "square."  It  means 
becoming  a  non-conformist,  and  this 
is  the  hardest  thing  for  a  young  per- 
son. Doing  right  usually  leads  one 
away  from   the  crowd. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  provides 
the  answer  to  the  insecurity  teen- 
agers face.  He  is  the  Leader  they 
need.  He  can  capture  and  direct 
their  wildest  dreams,  their  hopes!  If 
yielded  to  Christ,  Christian  young 
people  have  within  their  hearts  the 
potential  to  change  the  world  in  our 
generation! 

A  Challenge 

If  you  are  a  teen-ager,  dare  to 
thrust  yourself  in  reckless  abandon- 
ment upon  Christ  the  Redeemer. 
Dare  to  believe  that  Christ  through 
Christian  YOUTH  can  change  the 
world.  Become  involved  in  God's  ex- 
citing program,  and  the  plan  He  has 
for  your  life! 

If  you  are  an  adult,  adopt  a  teen- 
ager into  the  influence  of  your 
Christian  life.  Take  time  to  play, 
pray,  and  share  in  his  Christian  de- 
velopment! Remember,  unless  we 
reach  their  hearts  today,  they  will 
break  our  hearts  tomorrow.

I've  spent  forty  years,  my  whole 
career,  dealing  with  the  seamier  side 
of  life— robbery,  kidnapping,  gang- 
sterism, and  murder.  It  is  possible 
that  the  Nation's  youngsters  think  of 
me,  when  they  think  of  me  at  all, 
as  a  pretty  stem  sort  of  person. 

Perhaps  that's  just  as  well,  for  I 
want  to  give  the  young  jjeople  of 
America  some  friendly,  fatherly  ad- 
vice, and  I  would  like  them  to  take 
it  very  seriously. 

The  advice  has  to  do  with  the 
seX-crime  headlines  in  the  news- 
papers today.  These  headlines  worry 
everyone  with  any  decency— they 
worry  your  parents,  and  they  worry 
you.   And  they  certainly  worry  me. 

So  I've  worked  up  a  list  of  ten 
"Teen-Age  Tips"  that  I  feel  will 
help  young  p)eople  to  steer  clear  of 
danger.  When  you  look  them  over 
you  may  say  that  some  of  them  are 


only  common  sense.  But  remember 
that  the  common-sense  rule  is  often 
the  one  we're  apt  to  forget. 

You'll  also  note  that  some  of  the 
"tips"  apply  only  to  girls.  But  re- 
member again,  everybody  has  a  sis- 
ter or  a  girlfriend  who  needs  his 
protection  and  advice,  so  he  should 
study  the  whole  list  too. 

In  any  case,  these  are  the  ten 
rules  that,  in  my  judgment  and  ex- 
perience, are  the  most  important. 

Don't  invite  trouble!  Here  are  ten 
rules  that  every  -parent  should,  make 
sure   his  youngster  knows: 

1 .  If  any  stranger— or  even  a  slight 
acquaintance— makes  improper  ad- 
vances, tell  ycnir  parents  immediately. 

Young  people  are  too  often  kind- 
hearted  about  such  things— they  dis- 
like the  idea  of  getting  an  offender 
into  "trouble."  Just  remember  that 
if  you  don't  report  him,  he'll  prob- 
ably get  into  worse  trouble  later  on- 
to say  nothing  of  the  harm  he  may 
cause. 

2.  If  you  know  of  any  pornograph- 
ic pictures  or  literature  being  passed 
around,  notify  your  parents  itmne- 
diately. 

Obscene  reading  matter  is  a  fav- 
orite habit  of  the  degenerate.  If  the 
authorities  can  run  down  the  source 
and  trace  the  material,  they  may  be 
able  to  rid  the  community  of  danger 
before  it  starts. 

3.  Know  your  date!  Don't  go  out 
on  "blind  dates"  unless  another 
couple  is  along— and  even  then  he 
cautious. 

If  someone  phones  and  says  he's 
a  friend  of  Jack  Jones,  tell  him  you'd 
be  glad  to  have  Jack  Jones  introduce 
him. 

4.  Stay  out  of  "Lovers'  Lanes." 
It's  natural   to  want   to  be   alone 

with  vour  date,  but  experience  shows 
that  "Lovers'  Lanes"  are  favorite 
haunts  of  sex  criminals.

5.  Don't  wander  away  alone  from 
the  crowd  at  picnics  and  outings. 
Stay  within  calling  distance. 

Sex  criminals  are  easily  attracted 
to  any  group  of  )'oung  people,  and 
given  an  opportunity,  they  can  strike 
with  frightening  speed. 

6.  Don't  ask  for  trouble— dress 
sensibly. 

Provocative  clothing  may  attract 
the  attention  of  a  potential  sex 
criminal. 

7.  Be  civil  to  strangers  who  ask  di- 
rections, but  never  go  fart  way  with 
them. 

The  "directions"  trick  is  a  favorite 
among  sex  criminals.  They  count  on 


the  natural  helpfulness  of  young  peo- 
ple. 

8.  Be  very  careful  about  accepting 
work  from  a  stranger. 

This  is  another  insidious  dodge. 
Always  make  sure  that  the  person  is 
a  respectable  businessman. 

9.  Don't  go  about  the  house  half- 
dressed. 

This  may  seem  harmless,  but  it's 
an  invitation  to  "Peeping  Toms"— 
who  may  later  become  something 
more  dangerous. 

10.  Never,  never  hitchhike! 

And  never,  never  pick  a  hitchhiker 
up!

Inexcusable  as  it  may  seem,  I  think 
that  most  teen-agers  (and  more  adults 
than  you  might  imagine)  have  a  mis- 
taken idea  of  foreign  missions.  We 
think  of  it  as  a  drab  tedious  job. 
Let's  get  one  thing  straight  right  now 
—no  job  in  the  Lord's  work  is  drab 
or  tedious  unless  we  make  it  so! 
There  is  one  side  of  a  missionary  we 
neglect  to  see,  the  challenging  side. 
If  you  like  mechanics,  ask  Martin 
Garber  about  the  work  he  is  doing 
in  keeping  the  pick-ups  working  in 
Africa.  Or  if  you  like  building,  ask 
Al  Balzer  about  the  buildings  which 
are  built  for  the  work  in  Africa.  Or 
if  you  have  any  other  interest,  you'll 


find  them  with  few  exceptions  a  defi- 
nite part  in  mission  work.  But  don't  i 
get  the  idea  of  specialization.  A  mis- 
sionary is  a  jack-of-all  trades,  an  all 
around  handyman,  and  this  is  be- 
cause problems  arise  daily  which  re- 
quire immediate  attention. 

Then  if  you  look  for  resjwnsibil- 
ity,  you'll  find  it  on  the  mission  field. 
The  savages  we  think  of  are  intelli- 
gent people  not  much  different  than 
you  or  me.  Sleeping  countries  are 
waking  up  and  progressing  much 
faster  than  we  imagine,  and  most 
important,   they  are  eager  to  learn.

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Missionary  Conference  Season  Ends 

It  began  at  the  end  of  September.  There  was  an 
intermission  in  December.  Then  from  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary to  the  end  of  May  there  were  missionary  confer- 
ences almost  continuously.  Often  there  were  two  or 
three  teams  of  missionaries  working  in  different  areas. 
In  some  cases  conferences  were  sponsored  by  single 
churches,  while  in  others  two,  three,  or  four  churches 
cooperated.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  foreign  mis- 
sions alone  was  presented;  in  other  situations  different 
interests  were  represented.  The  impact  has  been  tre- 
mendous. We  can  say  that  1963  was  probably  the  great- 
est year,  thus  far,  in  our  foreign  mission  history,  and 
much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  missionary  conference 
program. 

Our  missionaries  have  given  unsrintingly  of  them- 
selves and  their  time  in  this  work.  Pastors  and  churches 
have  cooperated  beautifully.  In  some  instances,  the  pro- 
grams have  been  planned  with  sessions  running  all 
through  the  day  and  evening.  In  others  there  have  been 
evening  programs  only.

Bible  Institute 

The  Bible  Institute  opened  again 
this  past  April  6  for  a  new  school 
year.  When  you  read  this,  we  will 
be  well  into  the  program  of  the  year 
with  our  student  body  of  eighteen 
young  people. 

There  is  a  newness  about  the  in- 
stitute this  year  in  several  ways. 
There  are  six  neiv  students— five 
men  and  one  woman.  That  propor- 
tion is  news  for  which  to  praise  the 
Lord.  Over  the  past  months  we  have 
been  enlarging  our  classroom  and 
dormitory  facilities.  Before  long  we 
will  be  enjoying  these  ne\v  quarters 
for  which  your  missionary  offerings 
are  largely  responsible.  And  a  neu' 
family,  the  Nelson  Fays,  have  been 
added  to  the  staff.  We  are  adding 
some  new  features  to  the  program, 


Recently  a  literature  committee, 
composed  of  two  nationals  and  two 
missionaries,  has  been  assigned  the 
work  of  coordinating  and  developing 
the  ministry  of  Christian  literature. 

Progress  has  been  encouraging. 
Mrs.  Loree  Sickel  is  in  charge  of  the 
literature  office,  which  is  stocked 
with  Bibles,  Scripture  portions,  Sun- 
day-school materials,  study  helps,  and 
other  literature.  To  help  with  this 
work,  an  electric  typewriter  and  a 
mimeograph  machine  have  been  do- 
nated by  friends  of  the  work  in  the 
States.  Recently  the  Robert  Covers 
have  been  released  from  resident 
pastoral  duties  to  devote  themselves 
to  this  \\'ork.

ARGENTINA 
MOVES  FORWARD 


Mission"  in  Argentina,  but  of  "The 
[Brethren  Church  of  the  Argentine 
i  Republic,"  duly  organized,  function- 
iing,  and  recognized  before  the  gov- 
ernment. Four  camps  are  held  each 
summer  on  the  church's  own  camp- 
site and  are  the  source  of  great  bless- 
ing to  the  entire  work.  A  "spuritual 
J  retreat"  of  three  days  is  to  be  held  in 
October  for  all  workers,  leaders,  and 
their  families.  Some  local  congrega- 
;  rions  have  called  and  are  supporting 
their  own  pastors.  Others  are  plan- 
ning to  do  so  as  soon  as  there  are 
pastors  to  call.  Plans  are  progressing 
for  the  opening  of  their  own  mis- 
sionary work  among  the  Indians  of 
northern  Argentina. 

Not  being  able  to  deal  with  all 
the  phases  of  missionary  activity  in 
Argentina,  we  submit  the  following 
items  to  give  you  some  fresh  news 
regarding  four  major  phases  of  the 
work  at  the  present  time.

such  as  short  courses  for  laymen. 
Brother  Lynn  Schrock  has  already 
been  out  in  the  churches  with  a 
course  on  personal  evangelism.  We 
expect  to  add  more  subjects  to  our 
correspondence  department. 

Is  everything  going  to  be  ne\v? 
No.  We  expect  to  keep  on  teaching 
the  same  inspired  Word— "The  Old, 
Old  Story  of  Jesus  and  His  Love." 
We  know  that  we  will  have  to  con- 
tend as  always  with  that  old  enemy, 
Satan,  as  he  tries  to  defeat  God's 
purpose  in  the  institute.  Pray  that 
each  student  and  each  teacher  will 
be  true  when  tried,  and  that  Christ 
will  be  glorified  in  us  all  this  year. 

Literature 

Christian  literature  has  always 
been  of  vital  importance  for  the 
missionary  in  Argentina.  Bibles, 
books,  and  tracts  have  been  printed 
and  distributed.  The  national 
church  magazine,  El  Heraldo  Argen- 
tina, began  over  twenty  years  ago. 


strategic  points.  Also,  the  committee 
plans  to  find  and  encourage  promis- 
ing writers  among  the  nationals.  The 
literature  ministry  is  to  serve  .^11 
phases  of  our  Brethren  work  in 
Argentina.  A  Christian  bookstore  in 
Rio  Cuarto  is  in  the  process  of  being 
established. 

This  literature  ministry  needs  your 
prayer  support.  Pray  that  the  Lord 
will  provide  writers,  translators,  art- 
ists, administrators,  and  colporters 
from  among  the  nationals. 

Material  needs  include  funds  for 
the  establishing  and  maintenance  of 
the  bookstore.  The  literature  office 
needs  a  j>aper  cutter,  a  folding  ma- 
chine, an  addressing  machine,  and 
an  adequate  stapling  machine. 

But  the  greatest  need  is  a  steadfast 
dedication  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mittee to  the  ministry  of  Christian 
literature. 

Radio 

There  have  been  almost  nine  years 
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of  continuous  radio  ministry  in  our 
Brethren  work  in  Argentina.  We 
started  in  1955  on  the  Rio  Cuarto 
station  of  some  three  or  four  kilo- 
watts. With  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
we  are  on  that  station  yet,  plus  an- 
other in  Cordoba  of  around  twelve 
kilowatts,  and  still  another  of  100 
kilowatts  in  Buenos  Aires,  the  largest 
in  the  entire  country. 

The  Lord  has  raised  up  capable 
and  enthusiastic  Argentine  personnel 
who  write  the  messages,  do  the  typ- 
ing of  the  programs,  read  the  mes- 
sages, do  some  of  the  technical  work 
with  the  records,  send  out  New 
Testaments  and  so  forth  that  we 
offer  on  our  programs,  and  write  the 
letters  to  listeners  who  ask  counsel. 

The  response  from  our  listening 
audience  is  quite  commendable. 
About  1,200  listeners  wrote  to  us, 
asking  for  the  1964  calendar  that  we 
offered  free  of  charge  at  the  first  of 
the  year.  Letters  arrive  continually, 
asking  for  Nev\'  Testaments  or  other 
books  we  may  be  offering.  This  past 
Easter  we  offered  a  booklet  of  eight 
messages  whicf 
our  broadcasts. 

As  we  think  of  our  dear  friends 
and  brethren  in  the  homeland,  we 
thank  our  Lord  for  their  fellowship 
in  this  ministry.  But  again  it  is 
necessary  to  wrrite  that  our  reser\'e  is 
completely  spent.  We  have  thought 
that  the  Lord  would  have  it  thus  so 
we  would  trust  Him  more  completely. 


It  is  not  the  first  time  and  it  probably 
will  not  be  the  last.  As  long  as  He 
provides  through  you  dear  folks,  the 
message  of  His  love  and  grace  will 
continue  to  go  out  to  thousands  of 
needy  souls. 

Christian  Day  School 

The  "Escuela  Christiana  Evangel- 
ica  de  Rio  Cuarto"  (a  Christian  day 
school)  is  now  one  year  old.  It  was 
started  out  of  conviction,  faith,  and 
willingness  to  work.  It  had  a  hand- 
ful of  pupils,  a  few  seats,  one  or  tw'o 
blackboards,  and  many  problems. 
But  the  Lord  blessed  and  now  its  en- 
rollment has  been  doubled,  another 
grade  (fourth)  has  been  added,  and 
new  commodities  are  on  the  way,  in- 
cluding two  new  classrooms  on  the 
property  of  the  Brethren  Mission. 
Best  of  all,  the  lives  of  the  children 
are  being  changed  by  the  power  of 
God's  Word.  The  school  also  has  pro- 
vided a  wonderful  opportunity  for 
some  of  our  Christian  girls  to  serve 
Him  in  teaching,  thus  using  their 
talents  for  the  Lord  more  effectively. 
It  has  helped  them  in  many  ways. 

We  dream  of  giving  the  children 
our  best.  Right  now,  besides  the 
Bible  classes  and  the  "official,"  or  re- 
quired, course  of  study,  we  teach 
them  English  and  music  as  some- 
thing special.  The  Lord  willing,  we 
shall  offer  a  complete  program  for 
the  training  of  body,  mind,  soul,  and 
spirit. 


We  hope  to  add  the  remaining, 
grades  of  the  primary  school  in  thi 
near  future,  so  we  need  more  space, 
more  teachers,  and  others  who  ard 
willing  to  work.  But  what  we  neec ; 
most  is  the  prayers  of  God's  people 
on  behalf  of  the  school,  that  it  ma\ 
really  be  a  Christian  school,  fulfill 
ing  its  commission.  So  we  say  "Thanl 
you"  to  those  who  have  been  praying 
and  will  be  doing  so. 

Conclusion 

Argentina,  like  many  of  her  sisteiij 
republics  of  Latin  America,  is  facing 
grave  dangers.  Terrorist  activities  con 
tinue  in  different  parts  of  the  coun 
try.  No  one  can  know  and  see  these 
dangers  without  realizing  that  the! 
need  to  reach  souls  for  Christ  is 
NOW.  Souls  are  lost  NOW.  Anc! 
TOMORROW  may  be  too  late.  AeI 
it  has  been  said:  "Let's  get  there 
firstest  with  the  mostest."  The  need 
for  prayer,  lives,  and  gifts  is 
URGENT.  ▼

They  came  home  on  furlough  in 
the  early  part  of  1962,  and  have  not  yet  chosen  to  re- 
turn to  Brazil.  Our  Society  greatly  appreciated  the  work 
of  the  Millers  in  Brazil  and  would  be  very  happy  to 
have  them  return.  Brother  Miller  is  seriously  considering 
some  specialized  work  in  Brazil.  At  present  they  live  in 
Modesto,  California,  where  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller 
are  employed. 

Encouraged  with  Candidates 

Thus  far  in  1964  we  have  received  about  twenty-five 
preliminarv  applications  for  service  in  Brethren  Foreign 
Missions.  These  candidates  are  topnotch  people.  The 
Brethren  Church  has  reason  to  be  greatly  encouraged 
by  these  applications,  but  at  the  same  time  to  be  very 
greatly  challenged   to   give   sufficiently   that   these   can 


be  sent  to  the  fields  when  they  complete  their  trainins 
and  are  ready  to  go.

New  Family  To  Aid  Mexico  Work 


If  you  have  driven  on  US  80 
through  El  Paso,  Texas,  you 
probably  have  noticed  that  just 
over  the  high  wire  fence  is  Old 
Mexico.  The  twin  city  to  El  Paso 
is  Ciudad  Juarez,  Mexico.  Con- 
siderably more  than  300,000 
Spanish -speaking  people  live  in 
these  twin  cities.  There  are  no 
border  crossing  pnroblems  at  this 
check  point;  street  cars  make  their 
joumevs  back  and  fortb  through 
both  cities.  For  years  this  added 
border  ministry  has  been  on  the 
hearts  of  some  of  us.  Even  mis- 
sionary friends  of  other  organiza- 
tions working  in  this  area  have 
time  and  again  invited  our  Society 
to  send  workers  to  assist. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  (Jim  and 
Carolyn)  Dowdy  knowing  of  this 
need,  and  having  been  led  toward 
missionary  service,  have  volun- 
teered to  undertake  a  ministry 
here.  They  will  move  to  El  Paso 
early  in  June.  Brother  Dowdy  is 
the  son  of  missionaries  Rev.  and 
Mrs.    J.    Paul    Dowdy,    and    the 


major  part  of  his  life  has  been 
spent  in  Argentina.  Mrs.  Dowdy 
is  the  daughter  of  Kev.  Ernest 
Bearinger,  formerly  the  Brethren 
Youth  Director,  and  Mrs.  Bear- 
inger. The  Dov\'dys  have  two 
children— Ruth,  age  five,  and 
Jonathan,  age  eighteen  months. 

Since  their  graduation  from 
Grace  College,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dowdy  have  spent  most  of  their 
time  in  teaching,  and  have  just 
concluded  a  school  term  at  Chu- 
rubusco,  Indiana.  They  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Community  Grace 
Brethren  Church,  Warsaw,  In- 
diana. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  the  Dowdys  will 
enter  the  missionary  program  on  a 
self-support  basis  as  far  as  family 
sustenance  is  concerned.  Brother 
Dowdy  is  to  be  employed  as  a 
high-school  teacher  in  the  El  Paso 
schools.  Since  they  vuill  be  self- 
supporting,  no  general  outfit  ap- 
peal is  being  presented.  The  initial 


costs  of  their  going  to  the  field 
will  include  only  moving  expenses. 
For  the  Dowdys  as  well  as  for  all 
selfi-supporting  missionaries,  the 
board  of  trustees  believes  there 
should  be  the  underwriting  of 
$75  per  month  per  adult  to  care 
for  expenses  incurred  in  mission 
ary  work  and  in  their  proportion- 
ate part  of  the  total  missionary 
program.  Although  it  is  termed 
"support,"  the  money  does  not 
go  to  the  missionaries  personally. 

A  slide-tape  set  has  been  pre- 
pared to  introduce  you  to  the 
Dowdy  family.  It  is  available  widi 
out  cost.  Write  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Office  to  request  the  use  of 
it.  Should  individuals  or  groups 
feel  led  to  help  in  the  missionary 
needs  with  respect  to  the  Dowdy 
family,  their  participation  will  be 
appreciated. 

El  Paso  is  the  crossroads  of 
southwestern  United  States.  As 
Brethren  people  travel  through  the 
El  Paso  area,  the  Dowdys  will  be 
very  happy  for  their  fellowship.  T

THE  TRIP  TO  FRANCE  AND  AFRICA 


came     at     the     beginning     of     a     new     era     for     each     field 


Expansion,  enlargement,  and  con 
stant  change  in  mission  programs 
these  days  has  caused  the  FMS 
board  of  trustees  to  see  the  need  for 
closer,  more  frequent  contact  with 
the  fields.  In  the  midyear  meeting 
this  past  February  the  board  requested 
that  a  staff  member  make  a  trip  to 
the  fields  of  France  and  Africa  dur- 
ing the  spring  months.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  make  the  trip,  which  was 
seven-weeks-plus  in  duration,  and 
to  pack  into  that  time  traveling,  con- 
sultations, discussion,  and  counsel 
until  it  seemed  the  days  could  hold 
no  more.  I  returned  home  praising 
God  anew  for  our  dedicated,  faithful, 
hard-working  mission  staffs  who  are 
being  used  of  the  Lord  in  strategic 
areas  of  endeavor,  and  hoping  that 
somehow  through  words  and  pic- 
tures it  will  be  possible  to  impart  to 
the  f>eople  of  the  homeland  the 
challenges  of  the  present  and  the  fu- 
ture along  uath  the  joy  of  knowing 
what  their  prayers  and  gifts  are  ac- 
complishing. 

In  France 

One  of  the  first  things  visited  after 
our  arrival  in  France  was  the  chateau 
which  was  recently  purchased.  For 
years  the  work  has  been  carried  on  at 
the  Centre  Evangelique  in  Lyon. 
But  the  purchase  of  the  chateau  has 
ushered  in  a  new  phase  of  the  work 
in  turning  the  main  thrust  to  the 
youth  of  the  land.  Brother  Fred 
Fogle  will  continue  in  his  location  in 
Franconville  with  his  responsibilities 
of  teaching  and  business  administra- 
tion in  the  Paris  area,  and  will  assist 
in  the  work  at  the  chateau.  Our 
French  worker,  John  Isch,  will  stay 
on  at  the  Centre  Evangelique,  seek- 
ing to  solidify  the  church  ministry 
there,  also  helping  from  time  to  time 
at  the  chateau.  But  for  the  Tom 
Juliens  a  move  will  be  involved  as 
they  change  from  their  present  loca- 
tion in  Grenoble  to  'the  chateau  for 
their  base  of  operation.  At  this  writ- 
ing their  move  is  planned  for  June  1. 


It  has  always  been  felt  by  the 
Brethren  in  France  that  activities 
being  carried  on  by  other  missions 
should  not  be  duplicated.  In  con- 
junction with  this  concept,  it  is  felt 
that  we  cannot  depend  on  building 
the  church  solely  v\'ith  persons  won 
to  the  Lord  by  other  missions.  Such 
people  are  welcome  and  we  are  glad 
for  those  desiring  to  join  our  ac- 
tivities, but  the  feeling  is  that  the 
responsibility  is  on  us  to  teach,  train, 
and  build  into  Brethren  churches 
those  whom  we  win  to  the  Lord.  The 
logical  place  to  start  is  with  the 
youth. 

The  initial  step  will  be  to  go  out 
from  the  chateau  in  evangelistic  en 
deavors  to  win  teen-agers  to  Christ, 
beginning  this  summer  in  a  June  15 
to  July  12  campaign,  which  has  been 
undergirded  with  detailed  planning 
and  prayer.  There  is  a  fine  group  of 
approximately  twenty  workers,  in- 
cluding our  own  missionaries  as  well 
as  a  number  on  loan  from  other 
missions.  Basic  in  the  campaign  will 
be  simultaneous  gospel  meetings  held 
in  the  "Chalet"  (jxjrtable  tabernacle) 
and  a  tent  in  central  locations  in 
two  of  the  area  towns.  Two  teams 
will  alternate  between  these  two 
towns  from  night  to  night  for  at  least 
one  week.  Door-to-door  canvassing 
will  be  conducted  in  an  effort  to  get 
the  young  people  out  to  the  meetings. 
In  this  calling  ministry  literature  will 
be    distributed    and    personal    work

done,  and  follow-up  calls  made  later 
on.  Slide-tape  sets  and  sound-color 
films  will  be  used,  as  well  as  dif- 
ferent types  of  good  gospel  music. 

In  addition  to  regular  literature 
distribution,  which  will  be  one  of 
the  leading  phases  of  the  campaign, 
a  new  feature  has  been  added  in  the 
literature  ministry— that  of  a  "gos- 
pel bookmobile."  This  vehicle  has 
been  donated  to  our  work  in  France 
and  will  be  initiated  during  the  sum- 
mer campaign.  A  route  for  a  lending 
library  and  for  the  sale  of  Bibles  and 
gospel  portions  will  be  established 
and  become  a  definite  ministry  in 
months  to  come. 

As    young    people    are    contacted, 
they  will  be  invited  to  the  chateau 
for  different  types  of  activities.  The 
chateau   will   become  "The  Center" 
for  all  types  of  Christian  youth  ac- 
tivities.   Ser\'ices    will    be    held    on 
weekends  throughout  the  year,  and  \ 
will  feature  among  other  things  evan-  j 
gelistic    messages,    Bible    conference  j 
sessions,    and   summer-camp-type   ac-  | 
tivities.  Then,  as  young  people  grow 
in  the  Lord,  they  will  be  encouraged 
to  go  back  to  their  towns  or  villages 
and  start  Bible  classes.  This,  we  hope, 
will  result  later  in  the  establishing  of 
Brethren    churches. 

The  "Chateau  Center"  and  the 
Centre  Evangelique  will  complement 
each  other.  All  persons  attending 
the  meeting  place  in  Lyon  will  havf 
full  and  free  access  to  activities  at 
the  chateau-  At  the  same  time,  young 
people  won  to  the  Lord  at  the  cha- 
teau will  be  encouraged  to  help  out  j 
with  the  work  at  the  Centre  Evan-  i\ 
gelique.  This  should  strengthen  the 
Lyon  work,  and  cause  it  to  become 
even  more  solidly  organized  and  car- 
ried on. 

The  Fogle  and  Julien  families  are 
fully  dedicated  to  the  task  of  winning 
people  of  France  to  Christ.  They  i 
are  doing  a  commendable  job  in  a 
difficult  field.  They  are  indeed 
\vorthy  of  the  support  of  those  of  us : 
who  are  at  home.  First  of  all,  they 
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request  our  loyal  prayer  support  for 
this  summer  campaign,  and  for  the 
work  in  the  months  and  years  ahead. 
Then,  we  must  send  them  at  least 
two  more  well-trained,  dedicated 
couples  to  help  with  the  work.  Final- 
ly, we  must  support  this  work  en- 
thusiastically with  our  financial  gifts. 
God  led  in  opening  the  France  work. 
He  has  wonderfully  led  in  the  se- 
curing of  the  chateau,  and  to  this 
new  phase  of  our  activities  there. 
Now,  as  He  leads  us  to  support  this 
work,  may  we  do  so  with  the  same 
dedication  and  enthusiasm  with 
which  our  workers  are  carrying  on 
for  Him! 

In  Africa 

The  term  "Changing  Africa"  as 
applied  to  that  great  continent  is 
literally  true.  Since  Dr.  Barnard  and 
I  were  there  just  a  little  over  five 
years  ago,  great  changes  have  come 
in  the  Central  African  Republic,  not 
only  in  governmental  administratioji 
and  in  economics,  but  also  in  our  mis 
sion  work.  One  of  the  basic  changes 
has  been  the  growing  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  people  for  learning.  Now 
that  many  more  of  them  are  literate, 
they  have  a  burning  thirst  for  general 
knowledge.  And,  on  the  part  of  the 
Christians,  they  want  to  more  com 
pletely  understand  the  Word  of  God, 
and  to  know  better  how  to  win  the 
lost  to  Christ  and  to  establish  them 
in  the  most  holy  faith. 

One  of  the  principal  means  by 
which  knowledge  is  imparted  to  the 
people  is  through  literature.  It  has 
been  said:  "Now  that  we  have  taught 
the  Africans  to  read,  we  must  give 
them  something  to  read!"  How  true! 
If  we  fail  to  give  them  materials  to 
read,  the  communists  and  cults  will, 
for  they  are  there  already  and  on  the 
job.  The  missionaries  are  keenly 
aware  of  the  challenge,  and  are  dedi- 
cated to  placing  Bibles,  gospel  por- 
tions, booklets,  tracts— yes,  Bible 
commentaries  and  all  the  rest  in  the 
hands  of  the  Africans  in  this  genera- 
tion. This  is  indeed  tremendous 
vision,  worthy  of  our  fullest  support. 

In  what  sense  is  there  a  new  era 
in  the  work  in  Africa?  It  seems  ti) 
me  it  is  in  the  going  of  a  well-trained 
printer,  not  only  to  do  the  printing 
of  this  literature,  but  also  to  train 
Africans  to  do  it  for  themselves!  This 


could  be— indeed  we  hope  it  will  be 
—a  great  turning  point  in  the  Africa 
work.  All  the  churches  on  the  field 
are  in  charge  of  African  pastors.  But, 
this  does  not  mean  that  all  of  these 
pastors  are  as  well  trained  and  com- 
pletely taught  as  they  should  be. 
They  desperately  need  commentaries 
and  helps  to  assist  them  in  preparing 
messages  for  their  people.  They  are 
vWnning  souls  and  have  made  some 
advances  in  evangelism  in  general, 
but  they  need  tracts  and  gospel  por- 
tions to  give  to  those  with  whom 
they  deal;  they  need  Bibles,  good 
books,  and  other  helps  for  those 
whom  they  lead  to  Christ.  It  is  a 
strategic  time  for  printer  Harold  Ball

to  go  to  Africa  and  to  train  more 
Africans  for  the  literature  ministry; 
yes,  it  is  THE  time  to  get  our  well- 
equipped  printshop  into  full  opera- 
tion and  keep  it  going  at  top  speed! 

The  Africans  have  a  broader, 
growing  outlook  in  taking  on  re- 
sponsibility for  the  work.  They  are 
emphatic  in  their  statement  that  they 
want  the  missionaries  to  stay  with 
them  (this  is  a  real  encouragement 
to  the  missionaries!)  and  to  counsel 
them  in  the  work.  They  say:  "We  will 
do  the  work,  if  you  will  stay  on  and 
counsel  with  us  and  continue  to 
teach  us  how."  They  are  meeting 
regularly  in  a  joint  ministerium  to 
discuss  common  problems  with  the 
missionaries.  They  are  taking  places 
of    responsibility   in    teaching   other 


Africans.  To  illustrate,  after  the  mis- 
sionaries organized  an  elementary 
Bible  school  program  and  set  up  the 
courses  for  it,  the  Africans  took  over 
the  teaching  for  the  entire  program. 
They  are  launching  out  in  missionary 
fashion.  However,  they  do  not  re- 
spect as  fully  as  over  the  years  the 
missionaries  have  respected  traditional 
mission  boundary  lines,  for  they  feel 
that  wherever  there  is  a  place  which 
is  unevangelized,  there  they  should 
go,  win  people  to  Christ,  and  estab- 
lish them  in  gospel-preaching 
churches. 

Many  discouragements  and  diffi- 
culties are  faced  by  the  Africans  and 
missionaries  in  Africa  in  carrying 
forward  the  present  program.  The 
Congo  is  just  across  the  Oubangui 
River  from  CAR,  and  our  people 
are  constantly  reminded  of  the  con- 
fusion in  that  land.  Catholicism,  writh 
its  large  number  of  workers  to  propa- 
gate its  teachings,  is  ever-present  and 
growing.  In  the  Gabon  to  the  south 
and  west  there  are  rumblings. 
Twenty-five  of  our  churches  that  lie 
outside  the  boundaries  of  CAR  have 
been  told  that  they  cannot  teach  in 
their  Sango  trade  language,  but  must 
teach  in  dialects  of  the  county.  Ma- 
terialism is  a  threat  in  Africa  the 
same  as  it  is  in  our  land.  The  Mo- 
hammedans are  a  constant  threat. 
Someone  has  said  that  they  have  set 
a  goal  of  advancing  thirty  miles  per 
year  southvi'ard  across  Africa,  and 
that  they  are  about  on  schedule. 
They  have  taken  over  the  govern- 
ment in  Sudan  and  have  driven  out 
all  the  Christian  missionaries.  They 
would  like  to  do  the  same  in  CAR. 

What    Then? 

Turmoil,  uncertainty,  conflict— 
these  words  characterize  much  of  the 
world  today.  But  the  Lord's  com- 
mand given  in  the  Great  Commission 
(Matt.  28:19-20)  still  stands,  and 
shall  stand  until  His  return.  There 
is  no  doubt  about  the  position  our 
missionaries  are  taking  in  relation 
to  this  command:  they  are  giving 
their  all  to  the  task.  What  then  is 
your  part,  my  part? 

In    the   words   of    the    traditional 
Brethren  hymn: 
"The  night's  on  us  descending. 

And  dangers  come  ere  dawn. 

Come,  courage,  brothers,  on!"       T

United  they  plan  and  pray,  finding  genuine  joy  in  being 
of  one  mind  and  working  together  in  unity.  Time  passes  and  joy  comes 
as  they  note  plans  completed  and  prayers  answered.  Thus  they  learn  that 
the  greatest  accomplishment  comes  as  a  result  of  their  willingness  to  serve 
joyfully  in  full  surrender  to  each  other. 

It  was  Paul  who  wrote:  "Ye  are  not  your  ovwi  .  .  .  for  ye  are  bought  with 
a  price:  therefore  glorify  God  in  your  body,  and  in  your  spirit,  which  are 
God's."  So  it  is  that  we  are  not  our  own  but  His  own;  purchased  with  the 
scarlet  price  of  Christ's  redemptive  blood,  and  "sealed  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  promise."  What  a  joy  it  is  to  recognize  His  ownership  and  live  in  the 
full  assurance  of  our  security  in  Christ. 

We  are  the  bride,  He  is  the  bridegroom,  and  together  we  plan  and  pray 
as  He  guides  our  lives.  Together  we  seek  His  mind  and  know  the  blessing 
and  joy  of  working  in  a  unity  onlv  Christ  can  give.  Gladness  comes  when 
we  realize  all  we  can  accomplish  with  Christ,  and  we  are  happy  He  has 
chosen  us  to  ser\'e  with  Him. 

In  the  month  of  June  let  us  think  of  this  wonderful  relationship  with 

Christ,  applying  it  to  our  WMC  activities.   It  was  Isaiah  who  wrote:   "I 

will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  my  soul  shall  be— 

J-oyful  in  my  God;  for  he  hath  clothed  me  with  the  garments  of  salvation, 
he  hath  covered  me  with  the  robe  of  righteousness."  The  songwriter  said, 
"Jesus  Is  the  Joy  of  Living."  Surely  it  is  true  that  Jesus  and  joy  go 
together.  As  His  bride,  let  us  be  women  manifesting  the  joy  of  Christ 
as  His  life  is  lived  through  us.  A  good  formula  for  a  happy  marriage  i? 
found  in  Ephesians  4:3  where  Paul  admonishes,  "Endeavoring  to  keep 
the- 

L/-nity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace."  How  often  the  testimony  of  a 
Christian  home  is  marred  because  its  members  do  not  "dwell  together  in 
unity."  There  is  nothing  which  can  bring  blessing  and  fruitfulness  in 
WMC  more  than  women  walking  together  in  unity  because  they  have 
surrendered  their  wills  to  the  will  of  Christ.  He  is  the  head  of  WMC 
and  the  Saviour  of  us  all.  Let  us  pray  for  His  mind  and  His  will  in  our 
work.  Let  us  work  together  in  the  "unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace,"  and  forsake  personal  motive  or  desire. 

The  month  of  June  in  WMC  is  also  a  time  of— 
N-oting  our  accomplishments  for  Christ.  How  much  have  we  done  in 
completing  our  objectives?  No  wife  is  worth  much  to  her  husband  if  she 
has  no  plans  or  goals  set  before  her.  And  when  he  comes  home  at  the 
end  of  the  day,  it  is  quite  evident  whether  she  has  attained  those  goals. 
Our  eternal  Bridegroom  is  coming,  coming  soon.  Will  He  find  us  with 
our  work  done,  v\'ith  our  children  gathered  in  to  greet  Him,  with  His 
Word  fulfilled  in  our  lives?  May  we  all  be  able  to  say  as  Paul  did  to 
Timothy:  "I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith." 

As  we  remember  Christ  came  to  this  earth  to  be  a  servant  unto  death  for 
us,  let  me  ask  you  one  question:  Are  you  willing  to  be— 
F-lected  as  a  WMC  officer  or  chosen  to  ser\re  on  a  committee  for  such  a 
One?  Why  is  it  increasingly  difficult  in  ever)'  area  of  Christian  work 
to  find  enough  workers  to  fill  the  needs?  A  home  is  soon  a  shambles  if 
the  wdfe  refuses  to  serve  in  her  place,  and  so  it  is  in  God's  work.  Let  us 
be  willing  servants.  There  is  no  fuller  joy  or  reward  than  to  be  a  part 
of  a  job  well  done  for  Christ.  May  we  each  pray  and  accept  the  chal- 
lenge, and  find  there's  real  joy  in  serving  Jesus.  Let  us  be  fully  sur- 
rendered to  Him  as  His  bride.

WHATSOEVER  YE  DO! 


The  Apostle  James  wrote:  "For 
what  is  your  Hfe?  It  is  even  a  vapour, 
that  appeareth  for  a  Httle  time  and 
then  vanisheth  away." 

As  we  grow  older,  the  truth  of  this 
verse  takes  on  new  meaning,  for  the 
days,  months,  and  years  seem  to  slip 
by  much   quicker! 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  reminds  us 
in  His  Word  that  we  are  to  "re- 
deem the  time  because  the  days  are 
evil."  As  Christians,  if  we  are  re- 
deeming the  time,  we  are  using  it  to 
the  best  of  our  ability,  spending  our 
time  in  the  light  of  eternity.  And 
time  is  spent!  God  loans  us  a  time  in 
this  life,  or,  we  might  say,  God  loans 
us  a  hfe  for  a  time.  If  we  are  saved, 
we  are  not  our  own,  we  have  "been 
bought  with  a  price,"  even  the 
precious  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Because  we  are  the  Lord's,  what 
right  have  we  to  "rob"  Him  of  our 
time  which  He  has  given  to  us?  We 
are  stewards  of  this  precious  time 
and  He  expects  us  to  use  it  for  His 
glory. 

What  are  we  doing  with  these 
minutes,  hours,  days,  and  years?  The 
Lord  is  so  merciful  and  longsuffer- 
ing  to  each  of  us.  He  has  done  so 
much  for  us,  and  how  little  we  ac- 
tually do  for  Him.  The  excuses  we 
make  are  appalling!  May  God  for- 
give us. 

Our  situations  and  placements  in 
life  are  all  different,  and  we  cannot 
all  give  our  time  to  the  Lord  in  like 
ways. 

The  important  thing  to  remember, 
however,  is  that  no  matter  how  busy 
we  become  with  the  cares  of  this 
life,  there  are  some  things  we  can 
do  that  are  for  Jesus  alone.  There 
are  some  who  excuse  themselves  from 
helping  out  in  the  Lord's  work,  and 
they  do  it  so  often  that  the  work  of 
the  church  becomes  a  burden  to  a 
few. 

We  are  called  to  a  life  that  dies 
to  self,  and  when  the  Lord's  work 
suffers  because  we  put  our  selfish 
desires  ahead  of  His,  brethren,  this 
is  sin. 

God  not  only  expects  us  to  give  of 
our  time  to  the  work  of  the  church, 


but  He  also  wants  us  to  have  daily 
fellowship  with  Him.  Are  you  taking 
a  time  at  the  beginning  of  each  day 
to  read  the  Word  of  God  and  talk  to 
Him?  He  isn't  so  much  concerned 
about  the  length  of  time  we  spend 
in  this,  only  that  we  do  not  forget 
Him.  Our  husbands  would  be  grieved 
and  jealous  if  we  claimed  to  love 
them,  and  if  we  spent  very  little  time 
with  them  (say  one  hour  on  Sunday 
morning)  and  never  talked  to  them. 
How  grieved  God  must  be  with  some 
of  us  who  claim  to  love  Him.  Any 
other  "time"  we  may  give  to  the 
Lord's  work  means  nothing  to  Him 
if  we  are  not  beginning  our  days 
in  fellowship  with  Him. 

The  "quiet  time"  is  the  time  we 
"grow  in  grace  and  the  knowledge" 
of  Him,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  re- 
veals the  "deep  things  of  God." 

All  the  grudges  and  the  ill  feel- 
ings we  may  harbor  against  our 
neighbor,  the  petty  things  that  keep 
us  from  giving  ourselves  to  the  work 
of  the  church  will  fade  away  in  the 
background  as  we  "look  unto  Jesus" 
each  day.  Christian  friend,  don't  let 
Satan  rob  you  of  this  blessed  time 
of  fellowship,  or  keep  you  from  lov- 
ing your  neighbor.  "If  we  walk  in  the 
light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellowship    one    with    another,    and

the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son 
cleanseth  us  from  all  sin." 

It  has  been  said  that  we  will  do 
the  things  we  really  want  to  do.  Per- 
haps this  is  why  the  Lord's  work 
suffers  many  times.  Many  are  too 
selfish  to  "give  up"  their  time  to  do 
something  for  Him.  That  closet  might 
not  get  cleaned  just  on  the  day  we 
planned,  or  that  dress  might  not  get 
cut  out  on  the  evening  we  wanted  to 
do  it,  but  God  understands  all  these 
things,  and  He  will  bless  us  in  a  far 
greater  way  if  we  put  "first  things 
first." 

Christ,  our  great  example,  illus- 
trates that  matter  of  time  well  spent. 
While  very  young  he  said,  "I  must 
be  about  my  father's  business,"  and 
all  through  His  life,  God's  work 
and  others  came  before  self.  He  came 
"not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to 
minister,  and  give  his  life  a  ransom 
for  many." 

Is  your  "no"  to  the  call  for  help 
justified?  If  you  cannot  honestly  ex- 
cuse yourself  before  the  Lord  from 
a  duty  you've  been  asked  to  f>er- 
form,  how  can  you  say  "no"  to  the 
one  who  asks  you  to  help?  If  we 
judge  not  ourselves  in  this  matter 
of  using  our  time  for  the  glory  of  the 
Lord,  rest  assured  that  in  His  time 
He  will  judge  us.  Let  us  buy  up 
every  opportunity  the  Lord  puts  in 
our  pathway,  not  wasting  the  pre- 
cious days  He  gives  to  us.  Every 
second  that  passes  is  gone,  for  eter- 
nity! We  will  have  to  give  an  ac- 
count to  God  of  the  way  we  spent 
our  rime,  as  well  as  how  we  spent 
our  money,  and  how  we  used  the 
talents  He  has  given  each  of  us. 
Therefore,  "Whatsoever  ye  do,  do  it 
heartily,  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not 
unto  men."  T

Trip  to 
Puerto  Rico

The  National  winning  quiz  team 
left  New  York  Kennedy  Airport  for 
Puerto  Rico  at  1:30  Saturday  after- 
noon March  21,  1964,  and  arrived 
in  San  Juan  International  Airport 
at  about  5:30  p.m.  The  first  im- 
pression of  Puerto  Rico  was  the  im- 
pression that  stayed  with  me  all  week 
long.  Puerto  Rico  is  a  country  with 
a  standard  of  living  that  is  very 
comparable  to  ours.  The  average 
middle-class  person  lives  in  a  home 
that  is  equal  to  our  own.  Then  pay 
a  few  cents  less  for  a  gallon  of  gas, 
and  do  not  have  sales  tax  at  all. 
However,  they  do  pay  somewhat  more 
for  the  products  because  everything 
has  to  be  shipped  in. 

Spiritually,  this  land  is  not  keep- 
ing up  with  its  increased  standard  of 
living.  On  Good  Friday  we  watched 
a  yearly  procession  which  left  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in  San 
Juan.  The  procession  passed  by,  and 
we  saw  a  "Christ"  in  a  glass  casket. 
He  was  small  and  very  ugly,  and 
could  not  possibly  be  the  Christ  vi'e 
know.  The  glass  casket  was  almost 
unnoticed  because  the  next  thing 
to  be  carried  past  was  a  large,  beau 
tiful,  ornate  idol  of  Mary.  Her  faith- 
ful followers  pressed  in,  just  in  order 
to  touch  the  hem  of  her  beautiful 
purple  robe.  On  Thursday  evening, 
we  took  part  in  the  service  at  "h-

rael,"  a  low  cost  housing  area  of  San 
Juan.  The  service  was  held  in  a  car 
port  that  the  congregation  is  buying. 
Some  of  the  girls  were  concerned 
about  the  mice  that  ran  freely  across 
the  concrete  area.  The  little  building 
was  filled  to  capacity,  and  many 
stopped  in  the  streets  to  hear  the 
Good  News  that  Jesus  saves.  Upon 
the  completion  of  the  service,  at 
which  time  a  dear  old  lady  gave  her 
heart  to  the  Lord,  we  passed  a  huge 
gathering  in  a  fine  building.  All 
the  adherents  of  this  gathering  were 
dressed  in  white.  Jim  Dickson  told 
us  that  they  followed  a  woman  who 
called  herself  "Meta."  She  called 
herself  the  "Incarnate  Christ."  There 
must  have  been  two  thousand  faith- 
ful followers  who  listened  to  this 
false  rubbish,  and  enjoyed  the  music 
of  the  brass  band  on  stage.  There 
was  one  other  thing  that  impressed 
us  and  that  was  the  inroads  that  the 
cults  have  made.  On  Wednesday 
morning  as  we  gave  out  tracts,  we 
met  two  very  well-spoken,  well-edu- 
cated, Spanish-  and  American-speak- 
ing men.  The  men  told  us  that  they 
were  Jehovah  Witnesses,  and  they 
thought  that  they  were  the  only  ones 
who  went  door  to  door  in  order  to 
win  men.  They  told  us  that  we  were 
the  first  ones  they  had  seen  in  Puerto 
Rico  who  believed  enough  in  what 


they  believed  to  tell  others  about  it. 

We  did  appreciate  the  young  peo- 
ple of  San  Juan.  Our  quiz  team 
won  by  only  three  questions.  The 
spiritually-minded  young  people 
studied  the  Bible  as  hard  as  our 
young  people. 

One  of  the  real  victories  of  the 
week  was  seeing  Norma,  a  Roman 
Catholic  since  birth  and  a  young 
lady  who  did  some  modeling  for  R. 
C.  Cola,  give  her  heart  to  Christ. 
There  were  other  decisions  for 
Christ.  We  saw  a  real  moving  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  as  we  ministered  the 
Word  on  Wednesday  morning  in 
the  Wesleyan  Methodist  School. 
There  were  decisions  at  almost  every 
service. 

We  distributed  thousands  of 
pieces  of  literature  to  a  paper  hungry 
society.  Pray  for  the  work  that  was 
done  in  Puerto  Rico  that  it  may  con- 
tinue to  bring  forth  glory  unto  our 
Saviour. 

I  believe  the  feeling  of  the  young 
people  could  be  expressed  by  John 
Cressler,  the  only  fellow  on  the 
team,  when  he  said  as  we  left  for  the 
"Aero  Puerto":  "Why  don't  you  give 
my  ticket  to  someone  else,  I  would 
just  as  soon  remain  behind."  Well, 
if  it  were  not  for  the  long  swim,  and 
his  preparation  at  Grace  College,  we 
might  have  done  just  that.  ▼

ANARCHY 
REIGNS

Over  our  beloved  land,  and  in 
other  parts  of  this  tottering  globe, 
teen-agers  and  college  students  by  the 
thousands  are  on  "rampage."  Judges, 
clergymen,  juvenile  officers,  socio- 
logists, psychologists,  psychiatrists, 
and  about  everyone  else  has  taken  a 
thrust  at  the  cause  and  solution.  Some 
have  come  close  to  the  cause  by 
placing  the  blame  on  jjarents.  In 
certain  local  spots,  something  has 
been  accomplished  to  curb  these 
onslaughts.  The  judge  in  Montana 
who  declared  open  house  for  young 
hoods  is  one  example.  But  so  far  no 
one  and  nothing  has  curbed  the 
anarchy  that  reigns.  And  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  situation  will  be  brought 
under  satisfactory  control.  The  rea- 
son for  this  doubt  lies  in  the  fact  that 
earth  is  in  rebellion  against  God. 
Even  the  churches  join  in  this  re- 
bellion. 

Every  one  of  these  teen-agers  and 
students  is  a  product  of  a  home,  or 
some  remnant  of  a  home.  If  some- 
thing is  wrong  with  the  product,  it 
stands  to  reason  that  something  is 
WTong  v\dth  the  producer. 

God  established  the  institution  of 
marriage  and  the  home.  He  laid 
down  certain  laws  for  the  proper 
working  of  this  institution.   In   this 

o 

institution  God  set  up  two  thrones- 
one  for  the  king  and  one  for  the 
queen.  The  children  are  the  subjects 
in  these  little  kingdoms.  These  king- 
doms have  tottered  and  fallen.  The 
king  is  dethroned.  The  main  throne 
has  crumbled  into  the  dust  of  a 
devastating  beseige.  And  in  most 
cases  the  queen's  throne  has  also 
tumbled.  Under  such  conditions  how 
else  can  children  grow  up?  Children 
do  not  learn  law  and  order  where 
they  must  learn  it.  The  word  of  dad 
is  not  respected  because  he  is  not  on 
his  throne. 

Whether  we  like  the  way  God  set 
up  this  institution  or  not,  it  is  the 
way  it  has  to  be  if  it  is  going  to 
work.  As  king,  the  man  has  the 
highest  authority.  Unto  Eve  God  said: 
"Thy  desire  shall  be  to  thy  husband, 
and  he  shall  rule  over  thee"  (Gen. 
3:16).  See  also  I  Corinthians  11:3 
and  Ephesians  5:22.  Oh,  how  some 
women  hate  this.  Through  their  re- 


bellion against  God  at  this  point, 
they  have  helped  to  topple  the  man 
from  his  throne.  As  an  exile  from  his 
throne,  he  either  puts  up  with  his 
defeat  or  walks  off  and  leaves  it.  In 
either  case,  the  children  grow  up  as 
anarchists.  Some  men  have  volun- 
tarily vacated  their  thrones  because 
they  were  not  morally  and  spiritually 
men  enough  to  stay  on  the  throne 
and  do  the  job.  Dads  must  stop  va- 
cating these  thrones!  If  the  wife  is 
the  kind  of  woman  worth  marrying, 
she  will  appreciate  a  man  who  takes 
his  God-given  responsibility  like  a 
man.  When  she  got  married,  to  what 
did  she  think  she  was  united— man 
or  mouse?  What  did  she  want  in  her 
palace— king  or  fugitive?  A  fugiti\'e 
is  one  who  flees  his  station  or  duty 
—a  deserter. 

Some  women  have  vacated  their 
queenly  thrones  in  the  home  to  be- 
come career  women  and  wage  earn- 
ers. Except  where  the  man  is  not 
physically  able,  this  belongs  to  the 
man.  Some  of  these  women  have 
listened  to  the  Satanic  suggestion 
that  the  house  is  a  woman's  prison. 
It  is  not!  It  is  her  palace,  and  she 
is  to  reign  there  as  queen. 

Others  of  these  fallen  queens  are 
not  interested  in  work  and  money  as 
much  as  simply  to  be  "foot  free." 
They  can  bum  a  lot  of  gasohne  just 
gadding  around.  Several  months  ago 
the  Moody  Monthly  dared  to  publish 
a  timely  article  tided,  "Mother,  Stay 
Home." 

It  is  my  humble  prediction  that 
the  fall  of  these  precious  litde  king- 
doms will  play  a  large  part  in  the 
undoing  of  our  Nation. 

Hats  off  to  the  fathers  who  are 
reigning  as  kings,  and  to  the  moth- 
ers who  are  reigning  as  queens  in 
their  little  empires.  Here  the  chil- 
dren are  in  subjection,  and  it  isn't 
likely  that  they  v^all  be  joining  the 
frustrated  thousands  in  rampages. 

The  solution:  None!  None  that 
will  be  accepted  in  this  age.  But 
the  day  is  coming  when  Jesus  Christ, 
the  King  of  kings  will  come  to  earth 
and  sit  upon  the  throne  of  His  glory 
and  rule  in  righteousness;  and  with 
the  rod  of  iron  He  will  put  down  all 
rebellion.  ▼

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EDITORIALS

Firm  Foundations  Are  Important 

Engineers  and  a  construction  company  designed  and 
built  a  huge  concrete  grain  elevator  at  Fargo,  North 
Dakota,  in  1955.  Months  went  by  as  the  massive  structure 
rose  to  completion.  The  long  anticipated  moment  arrived 
and  the  greatest  of  granaries  was  filled  with  new  golden 
grain. 

Joyous  anticipation  was  turned  to  calamity  and  tragedy. 
The  foundation  gave  way  and  the  masterpiece  of  engi- 
neering crumpled  into  a  broken  heap.  Thousands  of  tons 
of  grain,  the  whole  new  crop  from  the  surrounding  coun- 
tryside, was  lost.  The  foundation  upon  which  the  super- 
structure was  built  was  not  adequate  to  endure. 

Firm  foundations  are  important  in  our  homes,  our 
Nation's  highways,  our  systems  of  government,  finance, 
and  education.  A  proper  and  firm  foundation  will  de 
termine  the  ability  of  any  superstructure  to  stand  and 
endure.  The  finest  material  known  to  the  industry  can 
be  fabricated  and  used,  but  the  finished  product  is  no 
stronger  than  the  foundation  upon  which  it  sets. 

Some  modem  basic  methods  of  education  have  dealt 
a  damaging  blow  to  the  spiritual  and  moral  fabric  of 
our  Nation,  as  well  as  producing  a  good  percentage  of 
"freaks"  in  the  educated  masses.  Conservative  financiers 
anticipate  that  our  present  finance  system  is  without 
"foundation,"  and  the  whole  program  of  increased  credit 
and  deficit  spending  may  end  in  chaos  both  on  a  national 
and  an  individual  level.  More  and  more  God,  the  Bible, 
the  fruits  of  good  character  and  principles  are  lacking 
in  the  operation  of  our  Government.  There  is  a  defi- 
nite departure  from  the  foundation  upon  which  our  Na- 
tion was  established.  What  does  history  reveal  of  the 
nations  that  did  thusly?  What  does  the  Bible  sav  of 
the  destiny  of  the  nation  that  forgets  God? 
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Mr.  Jay  Stockwell,  Sun- 
day-school superintendent  of 
the  Rialto  Brethren  Church, 
displays  the  winning  banner 
of  a  blue-ribbon  Sunday 
school  that  helped  this 
church  to  become  self-sup- 
porting. 
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What  happens  to  the  American  family  that  builds  a 
home  without  God?  What  will  be  the  end  of  a  life  that 
has  no  place  for  Christ?  Where  does  a  people  go  for  a 
standard  of  righteousness,  a  source  of  truth,  information 
about  God,  Christ,  sin,  and  eternity  if  there  be  no  Bible? 

The  Word  of  God  has  these  answers:  "Wherev\'ithal 
shall  a  3roung  man  cleanse  his  way?  by  taking  heed 
thereto  according  to  thy  word"  (Ps.  119:9).  Abraham 
knew  of  this  necessity:  "For  he  looked  for  a  city  which 
hath  foundations,  whose  builder  and  maker  is  God" 
(Heb.  11:10).  The  destiny  of  the  unsaved  soul,  the  na- 
tion that  forgets  God  is  already  revealed:  "The  wicked 
shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  forget 
God"  (Ps.  9:17). 

The  burden  of  an  apostate  and  sinful  nation  and  peo- 
ple rests  heavily  upon  your  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.  The  responsibility  for  evangelism,  holding  forth 
the  Word  of  life,  the  organization  of  new  Bible  classes, 
Sunday  schools,  and  new  churches  to  meet  this  need  is 
keenly  felt.  The  basic  foundation  principles  in  setting 
forth  truth  in  doctrine  from  the  Word  of  God,  the  opera- 
tional policies  which  properly  built  an  active  church,  the 
production  of  a  fruitful  soul-winning  missionary  outlook 
of  the  church,  and  the  reception  of  stewardship  responsi- 
bility are  necessary  qualities  that  must  be  seen  in  every 
new  mission  point. 

The  Brethren  Church  internationally  will  be  no 
stronger  than  the  foundation  upon  which  it  is  built.  A 
strong  base  "at  home"  in  every  local  church  is  a  neces- 
sity. Every  skill,  talent,  sacrifice,  and  life  must  be  backed 
by  prayer,  cooperation,  and  faith  to  bring  the  blessing 
of  God.  We  pray  that  Brethren  people  everywhere  may 
share  this  unique  responsibility  with  us  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions. 

May  God  deliver  us  from  failure  in  lajang  a  proper 
Biblical  foundation,  or  the  misconception  that  the  home 
base  is  of  lesser  importance  in  our  missionary  outreach. 
May  God  open  our  eyes  to  the  needs  of  this  Nation, 
the  opportunities  and  wide  open  doors  now  available,  the 
source  of  a  great  harvest  that  v\'ill  yield  strong  abiding 
Christians,  consecrated  lives  for  service,  more  established 
Brethren  churches,  and  continuous  support  for  our 
growing  Fellowship.  ▼

\  church  continues— sometimes  slowly, 

'  but  always  steadily.  At  the  time  of 

j  the  completion  of  our  first  building 

I  project   in    1962   (our   present   audi- 

i  torium   and   future   fellowship   hall) 

{  the  membership   was   74.   Today   it 

i  stands  at  one  hundred.  Our  Sunday 

j  school  was  averaging    146  in    1961; 

today  it  averages  205. 

With  growth  of  the  congregation, 
additional  property  and  buildings 
have  been  added  to  the  original  prop- 
erty. In  1961  a  corner  rental  property 
was  purchased,  giving  us  the  entire 
end  of  our  block.  The  Fellowship 
Hall  (Unit  I)  was  dedicated  in  May 
of  1962.  The  next  Sunday-school  ad- 
dition (Unit  II),  built  by  the  men  of 
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the  church,  was  put  in  use  October 
1963.  At  the  present  time  another 
addition  (Unit  III)  is  under  con- 
struction by  the  men  of  the  church. 
This  will  be  finished  on  a  "Build- 
as-the-money-comes-in"  basis,  and  we 
trust  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  this 
fall. 

In  November  1961,  an  article  ap- 
peared in  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  under  the  title  "A  Growing 
Church  in  an  Expanding  Commu- 
nity." This  continues  to  be  true  todav 
in  Rialto,  California.  The  small  town 
of  Rialto  (a  close  neighbor  of  San 
Bernardino)  had  a  tremendous  growth 
from  its  1950  population  of  3,156 
to  15,359  in  1957  and  the  present 
figure  ot  23,198. 

The  heartfelt  thanks  of  this  con- 


gregation are  extended  to  Rev.  Arthur 
Carey  and  his  pioneering  spirit.  Man^ 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Warren  Mize 
who  for  two  years  has  given  service 
without  any  remuneration  as  the  as- 
sistant pastor  of  the  church. 

Our  thanks  to  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council,  Inc.,  for  the  four 
years  of  encouragement,  direction, 
and  financial  help  to  bring  this  con- 
gregation to  a  place  of  self-support. 
Also  our  thanks  to  the  friends  who 
deposited  needed  funds  in  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  for  the 
construction  of  the  Rialto  buildings. 

Most  of  all,  our  continuing  thanks 
to  our  all-sufficient  Lord  who  has 
led  in  each  step  of  our  beginnings, 
growth,  and  steps  toward  maturity.

But  I  thank  God  that 
He  gave  me  the  wisdom  and  strength 
to  teach  this  class  for  three  years  in 
addition  to  the  job  of  superintend- 
ing the  school  since  the  spring  of 
1958. 

I  had  my  first  introduction  to  a 
Sunday  school  and  church  as  a  child 
of  eleven.  It  was  in  the  little  town 
of   Yorba    Linda,    California.    I    was

invited  to  Sunday  school  wdth  a 
school  friend  of  mine  and  attended 
only  twice.

I  thank 
God  for  home  missions  and  for  those 
who  had  a  part  in  establishing  this 
testimony  in  Rialto.  It  is  a  thrilling 
experience  to  be  a  part  of  a  young 
and  growing  Sunday  school  that 
teaches  God's  Word  and  points  its 
pupils  to  our  wonderful  Christ.

ISRAEL  CALLS! 


WHY   JEWS    REJECT   CHRIST!    (PART   2)        BY  BRUCE  L  BUTTON 


Mr.  B—  is  a  Jewish  gentleman  I 
have  known  for  some  years.  From 
time  to  time  I  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  witness  to  him  when  he 
visited  with  me,  while  his  wife  has 
attended  one  of  the  gatherings  for 
women  here.  I  have  never  been  able 
to  "get  through"  to  him  with  any 
response  as  to  the  reality  of  sin.  I 
visited  in  his  home  one  evening  not 
long  ago,  and  called  just  to  see  him. 
The  excuse  I  used  vi'as  that  I  had 
a  book  which  I  wanted  him  to  read. 
He  accepted  the  book,  and  as  we  sat 
there  exchanging  views  on  the  cur- 
rent happenings  of  the  day,  Mr.  B— 
asked  for  my  opinion  about  the  hap- 
penings in  the  Near  East  between 
Israel  and  the  Arab  states  over  the 
use  of  water  from  the  Jordan  River. 

We  discussed  this  problem.  Our 
talk  touched  on  the  Old  Testament 
prophecies  and  from  there  we  went 
on  to  the  future  of  the  Jewish  people 
under  the  reign  of  the  Messiah.  As 
we  discussed  this  we  also  touched  on 
the  problem  of  living  in  such  a  king- 
dom with  man's  present  nature.  Mr. 
B—  was  conscious  of  man's  inability 
to  align  himself  and  his  desires  to 
coincide  with  the  strict  demands  of 
the  Law. 

I  suggested  that  man  needed  a  new 
nature  and  a  new  heart  because  in 
his  present  situation  man  is  a  sin- 
ner and  cannot  stand  in  God's  pres- 
ence. I  entered  into  a  discussion, 
supported  by  Old  Testament  pas- 
sages, showing  that  all  men  need  a 
sacrifice  for  sin  and  that  without 
such  sacrifice,  man's  condition  is 
hopeless.  As  we  discussed  these  pas- 
sages, Mr.  B—  gave  real  evidence 
sin  was  not  as  serious  as  some  would 
have  you  believe.  In  fact,  Mr.  B— 
stated  that  he  could  not  agree  the 
heart  or  soul  was  as  bad  as  I  had 
painted   it. 

"The  Siddur"  (Jewish  prayer 
book— H.M.  ed.)  said  he,  "teaches 
the  Jew  to  greet  each  new-born  day 
with  an  assertion  that  the  soul,  which 
God  has  given  man,  is  pure.  We  be- 


lieve in  the  basic  goodness  of  the 
human  soul." 

"How  can  you  say  such  a  thing?" 
I  asked.  "Listen  to  what  David  had  to 
say  as  to  his  condition:  'Behold,  I 
was  brought  forth  in  iniquity,  and  in 
sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me' 
(Ps.  51:7).   ' 

"David  is  saying  he  was  born  with 
a  sin  nature.  He  had  the  guilt  of 
Adamic  sin  upon  him.  No  one  can 
read  this  Psalm  and  not  be  conscious 
of  David's  concern  for  his  sinful  con- 
dition. Are  you  a  better  person  than 
David?" 

Our  conversation  was  too  lengthy 
to  repeat  here,  but  you  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  Mr.  B—  promised  to 
start  attending  the  Wednesday  eve- 
ning Bible  class,  and  that  he  has 
started  to  attend.  He  is  a  good  listen- 
er, and  I  have  opportunity  after  the 
class  to  talk  with  him  concerning  the 
message  of  the  evening  and  to  an- 
swer  his  questions. 

However,  my  concern  is  this:  How 
did  Mr.  B—  come  to  his  conclusions 
relative  to  sin  and  the  condition  of 
the  human  soul?  He  came  to  this 
conclusion  because  he  is  more  con- 
versant with  his  prayer  book  than  he 
is  with  the  Holy  Scriptures.  He  is  also 
willing  to  take  the  word  of  the  rabbis 
rather  than  the  word  of  the  prophet, 
which  is  die  Word  of  God.  He  has 
been  impressed  by  his  "spiritual" 
leaders  that  he  should  follow  Holy 
Scripture  only  as  it  is  interpreted 
by  the  rabbis  of  old.  As  he  has  read 
from  the  learned  of  Israel,  he  has 
come  across  statements  which  have 
molded  his  thoughts.  Statements 
which  said: 

"The  Biblical  text  is  like  water, 
and    the    Mishna    like    wine." 

"The  Law  is  like  salt,  the  Mishna 
like  j>epper,  but  the  six  orders  like 
fine   spices." 

"The  words  of  the  Scribes  are  love- 
ly, above  the  words  of  the  Law,  for 
the  v\'ords  of  the  Law  are  weighty 
and  light,  but  the  words  of  the  scribes 
are  all  weighty." 


And  these  statements  are  contained 
in  authoritative  Jewish  writings. 

Thus,  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  why  , 
Mr.  B—  could  believe  in  the  "purity"  j 
of  the  human  soul.  Nor  is  it  difficult 
to  understand  his  attitude  toward 
sin,  when  one  realizes  how  the 
Siddur,  or  prayer  book,  reflects  the 
attitude  and  thoughts  of  the  scribe. 
There  is  a  passage  in  the  Siddur 
called  the  Un'saneh  Tokef.  It  is 
the  prayer  recited  on  Rosh  Hashanna 
(Jewish  New  Year),  which  tells  how 
God  judges  the  world  on  that  fear- 
ful and  solemn  time  called  The  Days 
of  Awe.  In  part  it  reads  as  follov\'s: 
"We  will  declare  the  greatness  and 
the  holiness  of  this  Day,  for  thereon 
Thy  kingdom  is  exalted,  Thy  throne 
established  in  Mercy,  and  Thou 
judgest  in  truth.  It  is  true  that  Thou 
art  the  judge:  .  .  .  Thou  .  .  .  ap- 
pointest  the  limitations  of  Thy  crea- 
tures, and  recordest  the  sentence  of 
their  judgment. 

"How  many  are  to  pass  away,  and 
how  many  are  to  come  into  exis- 
tence; who  are  to  live  and  who  are 
to  die;  .  .  .  who  are  to  perish  by  water 
and  who  by  fire;  who  by  the  sword 
and  who  by  hunger;  .  .  .  who  shall 
become  poor  and  who  shall  become  . 
rich;  who  shall  be  cast  down  and 
who  shall  be  exalted." 

While  the  reading  of  this  passage 
goes  on,  an  unnatural  fear  grips 
the  hearts  of  the  worshifjers.  They 
pull  their  prayer  shawls  over  their  ! 
heads  and  recite  the  words  in  a  loud 
voice  with  tears  and  sobs.  But  the 
moans  die  down  and  the  congrega- 
tion calms  itself  somewhat  at  the 
words:  \ 

"But  repentance,  prayer  and  char-    I 
ity  avert  the  evil  decree."  j 

Now   it   is   hard    to   believe   men    ! 
can  force  themselves  into  a  position 
where    they    can    believe    that    God 
is  a  being  who  operates  on  reciprocity 
But   such    teaching  is   e\'ident  here. 
And   because  of   such    teaching   the 
Jew  of  today  is   almost  immune  to 
the   truth   of  personal   sin,   at  least, 
from  the  standpoint  he  is  unable  to 
do   anything   that   will   alleviate   his    i 
situation.    Therefore,    he    is    unable    ; 
to  see  the  need  for  a  sacrifice  for  his    i 
sin,  and  because  of  this,  he  is  un-    j 
able  to  see  the  need  for  a  suffering 
and  dying   Messiah,   One   who   can 
pay  the  full  price  for  the  sinner.  T     j

The  Lost 
Battalion 

By  L  L.  Grubb 


The  average  church  is  busy  fight- 
ing God's  battles  without  the  help 
of  its  best  shock  troops— the  laymen. 
This  mighty  battalion  wdth  all  of  its 
potential  in  talent,  energy,  spiritual 
strength,  and  material  resources  is 
often  lost  to  the  main  effort  of  the 
church. 

Significantly,  in  earliest  American 
church  extension  efforts  it  was  tnost- 
ly  the  laymen  who  pioneered  new 
areas  establishing  farms  and  busi- 
nesses. Often  they  sprouted  new 
churches  via  the  log  cabin  meeting 
house. 

While  some  of  the  ritzy  New  Eng- 
land clergymen  were  waiting  for 
their  coaches  and  well-groomed 
horses,  the  laymen  trudged  westward 
on  foot.  This  is  the  reason  the  Meth- 
odists and  the  Baptists  grew  much 
faster  than  the  Congregational  and 
Episcopal  churches. 

Just  as  significantly  today,  on  the 
wheels  of  the  laity,  many  false  re- 
ligions have  lost  evangelical  Chris- 
tianity in  the  dust  of  their  swarming 
and  growth.  The  Mormons  use  lay- 
men extensively.  Laymen  handle 
their  services.  They  give  at  least  one 
year  of  missionary  service  to  the 
church,  without  support,  and  still 
tithe  all  of  their  income  to  the 
church.  We  have  talked  to  many 
Mormon  "lay  priests,"  but  never  to 
an  elder  of  the  church.  Who  does 
the  missionary  work  for  Jehovah's 
Witnesses?  Men  and  women  visit 
from  house  to  house.  They  stand  on 
street  comers  in  all  kinds  of  weather, 
passing  out  heretical  literature.  The 
laymen  are  doing  the  job!  An  im- 
portant and  basic  characteristic  of  all 
false  religion  is  the  extensive  mis- 
I  sionary  use  of  the  laity.

\The  President  Speaks 

By  Dr.   Herman  A.   Hoyt,  President 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  and  Colleae 


The  New  American  Standard  Bible 

In  periodicals  across  the  country  an  older  version  of  the 
Bible,  now  revised,  the  New  Testament  section  already 
published,  is  being  advertised  as  ".  .  .  the  literary  master- 
piece of  this  generation."  This  further  description  follows: 

"This  new  translation  is  the  sum  total  of  the  monumental 
American  Standard  Version  of  1901.  plus  twenty-five  thou- 
sand hours  of  the  latest  scholarly  research.  The  language 
is  grammatically  correct,  contemporary  English.  Faithful  to 
the  original  Greek  text,  this  translation  confirms  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  eternal  Living  Word! 
The  New  American  Standard  Bible — New  Testament  is  the 
major  contribution  of  our  generation  to  Biblical  literature. 
Many  already  believe  that,  in  popularity  among  laymen  and 
clergymen  for  personal  reading  and  pubUc  worship.  The 
New  American  Standard  Bible — New  Testament  is  destined 
to  surpass  all  other  versions  and  translations  of  Holy 
Scripture." 

It  is  only  fair  to  quote  from  the  preface  the  most 
weighty  reason  for  producing  this  revision  of  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  Version. 

'Perhaps  the  most  weighty  impetus  for  this  undertaking 
can  be  attributed  to  a  disturbing  awareness  that  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  Version  of  1901  was  fast  disappearing  from 
the  scene.  As  a  generation  which  knew  not  Joseph  was 
born,  even  so  a  generation  unacquainted  with  this  great 
and  important  work  has  come  into  being.  Recognizing  a 
responsibility  to  posterity.  The  Lockman  Foundation  felt 
an  urgency  to  rescue  this  noble  achievement  from  an 
inevitable  demise,  to  preserve  it  as  a  heritage  for  coming 
generations,  and  to  do  so  in  such  a  form  as  the  demands  of 
passing  time   dictate." 

The  Lockman  Foundation  has  produced  the  Ampli- 
fied Versions  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  which 
in  themselves  are  a  great  service  to  God's  p>eople  desir- 
ing to  get  as  much  light  as  possible  on  the  meaning  of 
God's  revelation  to  men.  Now  comes  this  added  contribu- 
tion. Without  a  doubt  every  word  in  the  advertisement 
is  being  read  v\Tth  interest,  and  among  those  who  are 
able  to  test  its  accuracy,  the  first  volume  comprising  the 
New  Testament  is  being  hailed  wdth  a  chorus  of 
"Amens." 

The  fourfold  aim  of  the  translators  is  an  encourage- 
ment to  the  conservative  segment  of  the  professing 
church.  Here  are  the  simple  statements  of  aim: 

1.  These  publications  shall  be  true  to  the  original 
Greek. 

2.  They  shall  be  grammaticallv  correct. 

3.  They  shall  be  understandable  to  the  masses. 

4.  They  shall  give  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  His  proper 
place,  the  place  which  the  Word  gives  Him,  and  no 
work  wall  ever  be  personalized. 

The  writer  of  the  column  possesses  this  recently  issued 
volume,  the  New  Testament,  and  is  delighted  with  what 
he  has  found.  Over  and  over  again,  portions  that  were 
not  too  clearly  translated  in  older  versions,  or  even  the 


more  recent  versions,  have  been  beautifully  rendered 
into  English.  It  would  be  wise  for  every  pastor  and  lay- 
man whose  responsibility  it  is  to  teach  the  Word  to 
acquire  a  copy  of  the  New  Testament  and  make  use 
of  the  help  tbat  is  now  available. 

Sensualism  on  the  Campus 

One  of  the  alarming  signs  of  the  times  is  the  presence 
of  sensualism  of  all  kinds  on  the  campuses  of  American 
colleges.  Paralleling  the  conviction  of  educators  that 
more  education  is  the  answer  to  every  problem  of  so- 
ciety, there  is  the  growing  sensualism  of  students  under 
the  very  shadow  of  educational  institutions.  The  bored 
intellectuals  are  turning  to  every  sort  of  fad  to  relieve 
the  monotony.  The  sensualism  of  sex,  smoking,  drunk- 
enness, and  drugs,  such  as  marijuana  and  heroin,  is  grow 
ing  to  alarming  proportions  as  viewed  by  the  public  in 
general.  Yet  among  the  educators,  these  things  are  treat- 
ed as  personal  matters  among  students.  In  the  event  such 
addiction  becomes  a  nuisance,  the  student  is  merely  dis- 
missed, more  often  just  suspended.  Even  the  necessity 
to  call  the  police  does  not  seem  to  create  any  large  con- 
cern. 

An  Affluent  Student  Society 

Luxury  and  leisure  also  join  hands  on  the  college  cam- 
puses across  the  Nation,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
college  tuition  is  constantly  increasing  and  the  study 
load  is  supposed  to  be  heavy.  Forty-three  per  cent  of 
the  students  own  automobiles,  62  per  cent  ov^ti  type 
writers,  and  48  per  cent  own  at  least  one  record  player. 
Parents  and  students  together  manage  to  find  funds  in 
excess  of  costs  for  luxuries,  and  students  find  time  in 
excess  of  study  hours  for  leisure.  This  is  producing 
serious  problems  on  many  campuses  to  park  automobiles. 
Without  a  doubt  this  helps  to  produce  the  disciplinary 
problems  as  well.  Luxury  and  leisure  helped  to  produce 
the  abvsmal  depths  of  degeneracv  in  Sodom  (Ezek. 
16:49-50). 

God  Leaving  the  Campus 

To  accentuate  the  trends  toward  degeneracy,  religion 
on  the  campus  is  changing  not  for  the  better,  but  for 
the  worse.  In  the  so-called  highly  intellectual  atmosphere, 
chaplains  are  quoted  as  saying  that  students  are  slow 
to  respond  to  the  traditional  patterns  of  religion,  and  in 
their  place  are  actually  searching  for  a  mature  approach 
to  God.  The  criticism  is  leveled  at  the  churches,  that 
they  have  failed  to  produce  programs  which  will  attract 
and  hold  the  bright,  serious  students  of  today.  This 
sounds  very  flattering  to  the  present-day  college  student. 
But  the  facts  are  it  is  a  fulfillment  of  II  Timothy  4:3-4: 
"For  the  time  will  come  when  they  will  not  endure  sound 
doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to 
themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears;  and  thev  shall 
turn  away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be  turned 
unto  fables."

REMINISCENCE  OF 

Seminary 

Women's 

Fellowship 

Seminary  Women's  Fellowship  is 
a  title  for  an  organization  at  Grace 
which  does  not  reveal  its  full  pur- 
pose and  plan,  but  it  has  been  in 
existence  for  thirteen  years  on  Grace 
campus  and  has  had  an  interesting 
history.  It  has  provided  Christian  fel- 
lowship, true,  but  much  more  than 
that  as  you  will  see  in  this  brief 
sketch. 

The  organization  came  into  exist- 
ence in  January  1951  known  as 
Seminary  Women's  Fellowship, 
since  several  of  the  student  wives 
felt  the  real  need  of  a  course  esf)e- 
cially  for  them,  designed  to  benefit 
future  pastors'  and  missionaries' 
wives.  While  living  here  at  Winona 
Lake,  they  felt  the  urge  to  learn  all 
they  could  to  enable  them  to  become 
successful  wives,  and  also  to  prepare 
for  work  to  which  they  would  be 
called  with  their  husbands  in  the 
Lord's  service. 

They  counseled  with  the  Winona 
Lake  Brethren  Church  pastor's  wife, 
Mrs.  Herman  Koontz,  who  was  of 
great  assistance  to  them  for  about  five 
or  six  years  as  they  met  once  a  month 
in  the  evening.  A  constitution  was 
drawn  and  officers  were  elected. 
Members  included  all  student 
women  and  all  seminary  and  college 
wives.  Others  interested  were  also 
welcomed  to  this  organization.  Their 
first  president  was  Mrs.  A.  Leroy 
Howard,  wife  of  former  missionary, 
Rev.  A.  Leroy  Howard,  who  was 
one  of  the  several  enthusiastic  organ- 
izers of  the  group. 

Faculty  women  and  faculty  wives 
were  called  to  meet  together  to  set 
up  a  three-year  curriculum  of  topics 
for  study  which  would  touch  on  all 
phases  of  experience  needed  by  these 
student   wives.   The   three-year   cur-

riculum  was  carried  on  each  year  in 
a  cycle  so  that  there  would  not  be 
an  overlapping  of  material  covered. 
For  these  topics  outside  speakers, 
such  as  faculty  members,  pastors,  mis- 
sionaries, and  pastors'  wives  were  in- 
vited to  lecture  to  the  group,  and  the 
girls  were  encouraged  to  take  notes. 
Also,  reviev\'s  of  books  written  for 
the  pastor's  wife  were  used  from  time 
to  time. 

One  meeting  at  the  beginning  of 
each  year  was  designed  as  a  get- 
acquainted  social  time  for  the  girls 
and  a  time  of  welcoming  new  ones. 
The  remaining  eight  meetings  were 
lecture  type  or  sometimes  panel  pre- 
sentations, demonstrations  of  prac- 
tical material  (even  how  to  make  com- 
munion bread),  and  discussions  led 
by  guest  speakers.  Mrs.  Sibley  Edmis- 
ton,  missionary  wife  of  Rev.  Sibley 
Edmiston,  and  Mrs.  Scott  Weaver, 
pastor's  wife  of  Rev.  Scott  Weaver, 
were  also  among  the  presidents  of 
Seminary  Women's  Fellowship  in 
the  early  beginnings. 

Young  mothers  didn't  always  have 
time  for  all  of  the  social  gatherings 
of  the  school,  church,  and  commu- 
nity, but  many  put  forth  a  special 
effort  to  attend  this  organization  in 
order  to  get  material  which  they  knew 
would  be  very  profitable  to  them 
later.  Even  nursery  arrangements 
were  made  at  the  school  on  meeting 
nights,  since  many  husbands  had 
jobs  in  the  evening.  Wives  of  Chris- 


tian workers  out  serving  the  Lord 
now  have  told  me  that  this  organiza- 
tion  provided   the   most  important: 
instruction  they  ever  had.  j 

In  the  fall  of  1957  the  faculty  ^ 
women  met  and  revised  the  three- 
vear  curriculum  to  meet  more  com- 
pletely the  needs  of  these  student 
wives.  The  first  year  topics  now  are 
all  related  to  the  "Pastor's  Wife,"  the 
second  year  to  the  "Pastor's  Wife  in 
Christian  Education,"  and  the  third 
year  to  "The  Pastor's  Wife  in  Mis- 
sionary and  Bible  Education."  Expe- 
riences of  the  various  speakers  have 
afforded  many  helps  in  practical 
ways  to  the  wives,  and  also  the  Bible 
doctrine  classes  have  given  valuable 
instruction. 

In  March  1958,  at  the  home  of 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Ogden,  the  faculty 
women  met  and  organized  the  Fac- 
ultv  Women's  Club.  At  that  time 
an  ad\dsory  board  was  formed  of  ap 
pointed  faculty  wives  with  the  pas- 
tor's wife,  and  the  Faculty  Women's 
Club  president  as  ex-officio  member, 
to  work  with  the  Seminary  Women's 
Fellowship  officers  in  order  to  lend 
support  and  counsel  whenever  need- 
ed. This  advisory  board  also  was  to 
repwrt  regularly  on  their  activity 
to  the  Faculty  Women's  Club. 

Later  that  spring,  greater  plans  for 
the  1958-59  year  were  laid  for  Semi 
nary  Women's  Fellowship  with 
strong  emphasis  on  required  attend- 
ance, and  the  grading  of  regularly 
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kept  notebooks  leading  up  to  a  grad- 
uation service  planned  by  the  faculty 
women  for  these  wives  of  students 
who  would  earn  certificates  for  com- 
pleting one  or  two  years'  work,  and 
diplomas  for  the  completion  of  the 
three-year  course.  The  first  of  these 
commencements  was  held  in  May 
1958  with  a  reception  held  for  the 
wives  and  their  husbands  and  other 
guests  following  the  service.  This  has 
been  an  annual  event  at  Grace. 

Seminary  Women's  Fellowship 
has  two  theme  songs,  one  of  which 
is  entitled  "Working  Together  for 
Jesus,"  and  truly  these  women  ac- 
complish this  in  their  organization. 
As  one  who  attended  the  first  Semi- 
nary Women's  Fellowship  meeting 
in  1951  and  also  served  on  the  ad- 
visory board,  it  has  been  a  blessing  to 
review  briefly  the  history  of  SWF. 
There  have  been  many  wonderful 
experiences  during  these  thirteen 
years.  Will  you  join  in  praying  for 
this  imjxjrtant  organization  of  women 
here  at  Grace,  which  meets  from 
month  to  month,  that  many  will  at- 
tend and  receive  the  spiritual  bless- 
ing and  practical  helf>s  so  vital  to 
wives  of  our  future  Christian  leaders?

While  my  husband  was  drinking 
in  all  of  the  golden  nuggets  in  the 
Bible  day  by  day  in  Grace  College 
and  Seminary,  this  thought  was  con- 
stantly in  my  mind:  "How  can  I  be  a 
helpmate  in  the  ministry,  please  my 
Lord,  and  my  husband?" 

"A  preacher's  wife  can  make  or 
break  him,"  I  had  often  heard.  At- 
tending the  meetings  of  Seminary 
Women's  Fellowship  and  hearing 
experienced  preacher's  wives  speak 
gave  me  courage  to  walk  with  my 
Lord  in  the  ministry  with  my  hus- 
band. 

"If  you  aren't  willing  to  do  75 
per  cent  of  the  work,  and  your  hus- 
band 25  per  cent,  without  praise  from 
the  people  or  him,  foeg  him  now  to 
get  out  of  the  ministry"  was  sound 
advice  from  Brother  Miles  Taber  in 
one  of  our  meetings  that  I've  never 


forgotten! 


Someone  else  challenged  me  vvdth 
this  statement:  'When  the  Bible 
scholar,  S.  D.  Gordon's  son,  was 
asked  'Wbo  is  the  greatest  preacher, 
your  mother  or  your  father?'  his 
answer  was:  'My  father  preaches  the 
Gospel,  but  my  mother  lives  it.' " 
This  has  been  a  goal  of  mine  for  life, 
and  I  heard  it  in  Seminary  Women's 
Fellowship. 

It  was  Mrs.  Herman  Koontz  who 
gave  us  this  verse  in  Seminary 
Women's  Fellowship:  "And  God 
hath  set  some  in  the  church,  first 
apxjstles,  secondarily  prophets,  thirdly 
teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then 
gifts  of  healings,  hel-ps,  govern- 
ments" (I  Cor.  12:28).  Her  testi- 
mony that  she  was  just  a  "helper" 
has  been  a  guide  for  me  to  know  mv 
place  as  the  preacher's  wife. 

Those  with  experience,  who  spoke 
to  us  when  we  were  preparing  for 
the  ministry,  were  used  of  the  Lord 
in  my  ov\'ti  life.  Their  wise  counsel 
has  been  a  safe  guide  to  me  person- 
ally in  many  difficult  experiences. 
I  thank  God  for  Seminary  Women's 
Fellowship.

I  never  realized  that  three  years 
could  pass  so  quickly!  When  my 
husband  began  his  seminary  training 
in  the  fall  of  1961,  the  Lord  called 
my  heart's  attention  to  a  verse  in 
Daniel  1:5,  especially  the  words:  "So 
nourishing  them  three  years,  that  at 
the  end  thereof  they  might  stand 
before  the  king." 

I  don't  know  if  my  husband  would 
agree  with  me  that  his  three  years 
of  study,  classroom  participation,  and 
exams  could  be  termed  as  "nourish- 
ment," but  the  time  I  spent  as  a 
member  of  the  group  called  Semi- 
nary Women's  Fellowship  was 
nourishment  to  my  heart. 

We  learned  about  interesting  sub- 
jects, such  as  "The  Pastor's  Wife  in 
Christian  Education,"  "The  Pas- 
tor's Wife  in  Missionary  and  Bible 
Education,"  and  "The  Pastor's  Wife" 
(as  to  personal  requisites).  Our  course 
included   Bible   doctrine   concerning 


man,  God,  angels,  Scripture,  escha- 
tology,  and  the  church.  We  even 
had  a  communion  workshop  where 
we  learned  how  to  make  communion 
bread.  Other  topics  of  interest  were 
church  music,  church  libraries,  and 
youth  work.  Our  teachers  were  pas- 
tors, seminary  professors,  mission- 
aries, and  pastor's  wives.  We  kept 
notebooks  on  each  subject  for  future 
reference,  and  these  were  reviewed 
by  a  member  of  the  Faculty  Women 
Club's  advisory  board  in  order  to 
award  graduation  certificates  at  the 
completion  of  the  three-year  course 
of  study. 

This  is  not  just  another  club— it  is 
a  rewarding  opportunity  to  learn 
"that  at  the  end  thereof  WE  wight 
stand  [together]  before  the  king." 
Seminary  students  study  for  their 
roles  as  under-shepherds,  teachers,  or 
the  call  to  foreign  missionary  service, 
as  the  Lord  wills.  But  what  of  the 
seminarian's  wife?  She,  too,  has  an 
opportunity  to  study  in  a  three-year, 
concentrated  course,  which  will  be 
an  aid  to  her  as  a  helpmate  to  the 
Lord's  chosen  servant. 

When  you  consider  your  future 
opportunities  in  Winona  Lake,  in- 
clude Seminary  Women's  Fellowship. 
The  time  spent  here  will  go  fast 
enough.  Take  something  with  you  of 
your  experiences  at  Grace  Seminary 
that  will  be  of  real  value.  The  les- 
sons learned  will  last  a  lifetime.

Kenneth  Brown  Ashman,  minister  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  is  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Brethren  Church,  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  where  he  has 
served  with  distinction  for  eighteen  years.  During  this  ministry, 
membership  of  the  congregation  has  grown  from  85  to  398.  A 
new  sanctuary  was  erected  under  his  pastoral  direction,  and  plans 
are  in  progress  for  a  Christian  education  addition  in  the  near  future. 
Continuously  since  1947,  for  seven  days  a  week,  a  radio  program 
has  been  conducted  over  WWST,  with  not  one  day  missed  through- 
out this  period.  In  1961,  he  initiated  the  family  altar  quarterly 
called  Daily  Devotions,  and  has  continued  to  serve  as  its  editor. 

Prior  to  his  present  ministry  he  served  in  other  pastorates  for 
ten  years,  including  Brethren  churches  in  Mundy's  Comer,  Meyers- 
dale,  and  Summit  Mills,  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Ashman  received  the  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Ashland 
College  in  1935,  and  was  salutatorian  of  his  class.  He  received  the 
bachelor  of  divinity  degree  from  Grace  Theological  Seminary  in 
1938,  where  he  also  served  as  president  of  the  first  student  body 
of  the  institution,  and  was  a  member  of  its  first  graduating  class.  He 
is  married  to  the  former  Harriette  Martin,  and  is  the  father  of  three 
daughters:  Carolann,  Linda  Jane,  and  Cynthia  Joan. 

In  addition  to  his  pastoral  ministry,  he  has  served  his  denomina- 
tion with  devotion  and  responsible  leadership.  Twice  he  was  chosen 
as  Moderator  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  1945 
and  the  present  year  1964.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren  Church  since  1950,  and 
is  presently  its  secretary.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Brethren  Youth 
Council  Board  from  1941  to  1960,  and  was  its  chairman  for  several 
years.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  since  1944,  and  now  serves  as  its  vice  presi- 
dent. He  has  greatly  helped  the  training  of  new  pastors  at  the 
seminary  by  his  visiting  lectureship  on  Pastoral  Counseling,  which 
he  has  conducted  since  1959.  He  also  served  on  the  Board  of  the 
Cleveland  Hebrew  Mission  from  1955  to  1961. 

Therefore,  Mr.  President,  in  view  of  such  effective  ministry  for 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  over  an  extended  period  of  time,  the  facult)' 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  Kenneth  Brown 
Ashman  for  the  honorary  degree  doctor  of  divinity. 
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COMMENCEMENT-1964 


The  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Com- 
mencement   of    Grace    Theological 
Seminary    and    Grace    College    was 
climaxed  on  Thursday  morning,  June 
4,    when    95    students    received    di- 
plomas and  degrees.  This  total  was 
slightly  less   than   last  year's  record 
I    number  of  graduates.  The  Gradua- 
[    tion  Service  was  held  at  10  a.m.  in 
I    the  spacious  Winona  Lake  Audito- 
I    rium  in  the  presence  of  a  capacity 
{    crowd   of   witnesses.    This   was    the 
first  time  that  the  graduation  service 
I    was    observed    in    the    morning,    all 
previous  services  being  held  in   the 
I    evening.  Those  who  planned  it  this 
way  felt  that  it  might  make  it  easier 
I    for  many  who  traveled  long  distances 
j    to  get  back  to  their  homes  without 
undue  delay  and  late  night  driving. 
The  graduates  and  faculty  marched 
to  the  service  in  traditional  fashion 
from    the    Eskimo    Inn    down    Park 
Avenue  to  the  Auditorium. 

The  events  of  Commencement 
Week  began  with  the  annual  Class 
Day  Service  held  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing, May  31,  in  the  auditorium  of 
McClain  Hall.  The  seminary  grad- 
uating class  was  in  complete  charge 
of  the  service.  James  Kennedy,  presi- 
dent, presided  and  Ray  Entenman, 
class  chaplain,  delivered  the  sermon. 
In  harmony  with  the  precedent 
of  many  years,  one  of  the  features  of 
the  concluding  week  was  a  special 
Communion  Service  held  on  Mon- 
day evening  in  the  Seminary  Lounge. 
This  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  col- 
lege and  seminary  graduates.  Presi- 
dent Herman  Hoyt,  vidth  other  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  participating,  was 
in  charge  of  the  service. 

The  Laccalaureate  Service  was 
held  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  2, 
in  the  Winona  Lake  Bible  Confer- 
ence Auditorium.  The  speaker  for 
the  occasion  was  Rev.  Thomas  E. 
Hammers,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Fremont,  Ohio,  whose 
son  Daniel  was  a  member  of  the 
college  graduating  class. 

On  Wednesday  evening  preceding 
the  Graduation   Service,   the   Music 
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By   Homer  A.   Kent,  Sr,  Th.D. 


Department  of  the  college  presented 
an  inspiring  program.  A  very  appre- 
ciative audience  was  composed  in 
large  part  of  parents  and  visiting 
friends  of  the  members  of  the  grad- 
uating classes. 

Graduation  Day  began  wath  the 
second  annual  President's  Breakfast 
at  7:30  in  the  Winona  Hotel.  This 
occasion  has  been  inaugurated  for 
the  particular  purpose  of  honoring 
the  graduates  of  both  college  and 
seminary.  The  advisory  committee 
of  the  schools  and  the  members  of 
the  executive  committee  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  which  was  holding  its 
spring  meeting  in  Winona,  co- 
operated with  President  Hoyt  in 
honoring  the  graduates.  Dean  Arnold 
Kriegbaum  was  the  master  of  cere- 
monies. The  happy  occasion  was  fit- 
tingly concluded  by  a  message  from 
Dr.  Hoyt  who  challenged  the  grad- 
uates to  uphold  the  high  ideals  of 
their  alma  mater  as  they  go  forth 
into  various  fields  of  service. 

The  chmax  to  Commencement 
Week  was,  of  course,  the  Graduation 
Service.  FoUowdng  a  brief  but  im- 
pressive preliminary  call  to  worship, 
the  graduation  address  was  delivered 
by  Dr.  David  L.  McKenna,  Presi- 
dent of  Spring  Arbor  College,  who 
presented  a  dynamic  challenge  to 
the  graduates  in  particular  to  be  true 
to  their  calling  as  those  who  have 
been  prepared  for  Christian  leader- 
ship. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  gradua- 
tion address  the  college  choir  thrilled 
the  large  audience  with  their  ren- 
dition of  "A  Mighty  Fortress,"  Mar- 
tin Luther's  great  hymn.  President 
Herman  A.  Hoyt  then  announced 
the  honor  students  of  both  the  col- 
lege and  the  seminary.  Dr.  S.  Her- 
bert Bess  spoke  in  recognition  of 
these  honors  as  the  students  involved 
stood  with  identifying  symbols  show- 
ing on  their  left  shoulders. 

In  the  college  honors  were  award- 
ed as  follows:  two  students  achieved 
the  highest  honor,  sum-ma  cum  laude, 
Ruth  Henry  and  Mary  Hand;  three 


students  were  awarded  the  next 
highest  honor,  magna  cum  laude, 
Evelyn  Tschetter,  Ethel  Price,  and 
Paulette  Macon;  and  four  students 
were  awarded  the  cum  laude,  Sandra 
Garber,  Lou  Ellen  Baker,  Evelyn 
Brubaker,  and  Dorothy  Milchner. 
One  student,  Ward  Kriegbaum,  made 
an  outstanding  record  while  in  Grace 
College  though  he  lacked  the  mini 
mum  residence  requirement  to  qualify 
for  regular  honors  and  was  given 
Honorable  Mention. 

In  the  seminary  David  Hocking 
received  the  summa  cum.  laude; 
Dwight  Acomb  received  the  magna 
cum  laude;  and  Ross  Epperly,  Ray 
Entenman,  and  Jerry  Young  received 
the  cum  laude. 

Diplomas  and  degrees  were  then 
granted  to  95  students,  76  from  the 
college,  and  19  from  the  seminary. 
The  names  and  pictures  of  all  the 
Brethren  graduates  have  appeared 
in  a  previous  issue  of  this  magazine. 
Included  among  ithose  receiving  de- 
grees from  the  seminary  was  the 
name  of  Rev.  Kenneth  B.  Ashman, 
pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Wooster,  Ohio,  and  Moderator 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches,  who  because  of  long 
and  distinguished  service  in  our 
brotherhood  was  given  the  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  divinity. 

The  service  concluded  in  the  tra- 
ditional manner  by  the  singing  of 
the  hymn,  "O  Jesus,  I  Have  Prom- 
ised." Rev.  William  H.  Schaffer, 
pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Kittanning,  Pennsylvania,  whose 
church  had  four  of  its  members  rep- 
resented in  the  graduating  classes, 
offered  the  dosing  prayer  and  bene- 
diction. Following  this  the  graduates 
took  their  places  outside  of  the  front 
of  the  auditorium  to  receive  the  con- 
gratulations of  their  many  relatives 
and  friends.  Thus  the  curtain  falls 
upon  another  glorious  commence- 
ment occasion.  It  also  marks  the 
close  of  another  regular  academic 
year  in  Grace  Schools  which  have 
been  attended  with  many  victories.

Saturday,  August  75:  "All  Missions"  Day  of  Prayer  and  Rally  I 

In  1963  a  Day  of  Prayer  was  held  by  The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  { 
the  Brethren  Church  on  the  Saturday  before  Conference  actually  began. 
It  was  very  successful,  with  good  attendance  and  interest.  But  it  was  believed 
this  should  be  an  "all  missions"  event.  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
was  invited  to  participate  in  1964,  representing  missions  in  the  homeland, 
and  the  Council  very  graciously  accepted  the  invitation.  On  that  day  there 
will  be  sessions  9:30  to  10:30  and  10:30  to  11:30  in  the  morning,  and  2:30 
to  3:30  and  3:30  to  4:30  in  the  afternoon  with  different  leaders  for  each  hour. 
The  chief  part  of  the  time  will  be  spent  in  actual  prayer. 

An  "all  missions"  rally  will  complete  the  day— this  session  beginning  at 
7:30  p.m.  Representatives  of  home  and  foreign  missions  will  speak.  There 
will  be  special  music  and  special  features.  All  these  meetings  will  be  held 
in  the  Grace  Seminary  chapel  or  auditorium. 

Tuesday,  August   18:  Foreign  Missions  Day 

Please  notice  that  this  is  a  change  from  former  years.  The  corporation 
meeting  will  be  held  during  the  business  sessions  of  that  morning,  and  the 
challenge  hour  following  the  regular  evening  session.  There  will  also  be  a 
missions  forum  that  day,  as  mentioned  below.  Your  foreign  missionaries  have 
waited  four,  five,  and  six  years  for  this  opportunity  to  pwur  out  their  hearts 
for  their  work  and  the  needs  on  their  fields.  Please  plan  to  give  them  a  good 
hearing. 

At  the  corporation  meeting,  announcement  of  elections  will  be  made,  and 
nominations  for  the  election  of  1965  will  be  received.

Any  other  busi- 
ness to  be  presented  will  be  entertained  in  this  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society's  corporation. 

Tuesday  and  Thursday,  August  18  and  20:  Missions  Forums 

For  several  years  there  have  been  afternoon  missions  forums  during  Na- 
tional Conference.  These  have  been  popular  and  usually  well  attended.  This 
year  the  press  of  time  for  other  conference  events  has  limited  the  forum 
time  to  fu'o  afternoons  only,  which  will  be  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  We  urge 
your  attendance  for  these  informal  sessions  of  home  and  foreign  missions 
impact. 

Prayer  in  the  Missionary  Program

BRASIL 


Please  don't  change  the  spelHng! 
That's  the  way  Brazilians  spell  the 
lame  of  their  country,  and  they  ought 
to  know.  And  while  we  are  at  it,  let's 
correct  a  few  other  false  ideas  that 
many  have  with  respect  to  this  great 
:ountry. 

Just  recently  a  Brazilian  editor  la- 
mented the  fact  that  so  many  other- 
iivise  well-educated  people  are  so 
lignorant  when  they  sp»eak  or  write 
ibout  Brazil.  For  example,  a  well- 
known  American  columnist  (Billy 
iRose)  told  of  an  American  engineer 
ivho  lived  in  a  village  in  Para  among 
jJie  headhunters— that  makes  good 
;opy,  but  it  just  isn't  so.  We  have 
ived  in  the  state  of  Para  for  over 
:en  years,  traveled  in  the  interior, 
ind  have  yet  to  meet  a  headhunter 
although  we  must  admit  that  some 
Brazilians  would  like  to  possess  that 
(American's  head!). 

There  are  some  Indian  tribes  that 
hun  contact  with  civilization,  and 
hey  will  kill  if  their  village  is  ap- 
!)roached.  The  reason  for  their  hos- 
ility,  however,  is  not  because  they

are  headhunters,  but  because  they 
fear,  with  good  reason,  that  strangers 
are  seeking  their  lives.  Just  recently 
contact  with  the  Gaviao  Indians  has 
been  set  back  indefinitely  because 
some  irresponsible  hunters  killed 
(without  reason)  members  of  their 
tribe. 

People  don't  speak  Spanish  in  Bra- 
zil. Neither  do  they  speak  a  language 
that  is  one-third  Portuguese  and  two- 
thirds  Indian,  as  Sir  Arthur  Conan 
Doyle  suggested  in  one  of  his  novels. 
They  sp>eak  the  native  tongue  of 
Portugal,  which  happens  to  be  Por- 
tuguese—a language  that  certainly 
should  receive  as  much  attention  in 
our  schools  as  does  the  Spanish. 

Brazil  Is  the  Land  of  Contrasts 

Abject  poverty  amidst  fabulous 
wealth. 

Mud  huts  in  the  shadow  of  mod- 
em skyscrapers. 

Ox  carts  competing  with  jeeps  and 
Volkswagens. 

Modem  cars  beating  themselves  to 


pieces  on  new  roads  damaged  by 
heavy  rains. 

New  trucks  stuck  in  the  mud  on 
the  new  Belem-Brasilia  highway. 

Illiteracy  among  an  intelligent  and 
capable  people. 

Roman  Catholic  indoctrination  for 
four  hundred  years;  yet,  Spiritism  is 
the  fastest-growing  religion. 

Brazil  Is  the  Land  of  Land 

In  a  world  that  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing overpopulated,  Brazil  has  vast 
areas  still  unexplored.  Seventy  mil- 
lion people  occupy  a  territory  greater 
in  area  than  the  United  States. 

Brazil   Is   the   Land   of   Good    Will 

The  vast  majority  of  Brazilians 
are  a  good-natured,  warmhearted 
people.  The  "handshake"  vnth  every- 
one you  meet;  the  "abraco"  (embrace) 
among  friends;  the  "coffeezinho" 
served  while  visiting  in  their  homes 
aill  testify  to  the  friendliness  and  sin- 
cerity of  the  Brazilian  heart.

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Brazil  Is  the  Land  of  Crises 

Just  before  this  recent  revolution, 
Brazilians  experienced  crisis  after 
crisis.  The  oil  shortage  crisis;  the  land 
reform  crisis;  the  cost  of  living  crisis; 
the  devaluation  of  the  cruzeiro  crises; 
and,  the  most  recent,  the  militarv 
revolution  which  proved  that  Brazil 
was  being  prepared  by  unscrupulous 
men  to  experience  the  most  serious 
of  all  crises— the  take-over  by  com- 
munism. 

Brazil  Is  the  Land  of  Need 

It  needs  a  government  that  will 
make  an  honest  attempt  to  solve  its 
problems.  It  needs  capital  to  develop 
its  resources.  It  needs  training  pro- 
grams to  overhaul  the  outmoded 
agricultural  system.  It  needs  schools 
to  combat  illiteracy.  But  its  greatest 
need  is  spiritual;  it  needs  the  Gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Christ.  Only  Christ  can 
save  it  from  chaos. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  helping 
to  meet  this  need.  Our  mission  was 
established  in  1950  in  one  of  the 
most  needy  areas  of  Brazil.  Today 
missionary  activities  are  carried  on, 
on  both  sides  of  the  Amazon  River. 

On  the  north  bank  is  Macapa,  a 
city  which  has  growTi  to  a  place  of 
importance  in  Brazil  due  to  the  vast 
manganese  deposits  found  there.  The 
Macapa  church,  besides  being  active 
in  evangelization  of  the  area,  main- 
tains a  Christian  day  school  program 
for  ninety  pupils  and  operates  a 
Christian   bookstore. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Amazon 
there  are  six  Brethren  congregations, 
five  of  which  are  pastored  by  na- 
tionals. 

The  Training  of  Pastors 

Qualified  young  people  who  feel 
called  of  God  to  serve  the  Lord  and 
who  are  willing  to  make  the  neces- 
sary sacrifices  are  sent  to  the  Bible 
institute  in  Abaetetuba  for  three  years 
of  study.  This  institute  is  operated 
by  the  Unevangelized  Fields  Mission 
and,  therefore,  all  studies  are  based 
on  an  interdenominational  viewpoint. 
We  supplement  these  studies  with 
courses  on  Brethren  beliefs  and  prac- 
tices during  vacation  periods,  and 
hold  periodic  pastors-and-teachers 
conferences  to  keep  our  leaders 
abreast    of    the    times.    The    Field 


Council  is  studying  the  possibility  of 
beginning  a  graduate  course  of  one 
year  to  supplement  training  at  the 
Bible    institute. 

For  those  who  cannot  attend  the 
Bible  institute,  correspondence 
courses  are  offered.  At  the  moment 
we  have  three  courses  available.  The 
first  consists  of  three  booklets  on 
simple  studies  in  the  faith.  The  sec- 
ond is  a  series  of  seven  studies  on 
doctrine,  and  the  third  is  a  Bible  in- 
stitute course  prepared  by  the  World 
Radio  Missionary  Fellowship.  When 
the  student  completes  the  eighteen 
units  (about  six  years  of  study),  he 
receives  a  diploma  and  is  supposed 
to  have  the  equivalent  of  a  Bible  in- 
stitute education. 

Each  local  church  is  also  actively 
involved  in  the  training  of  laymen 
to  assume  greater  responsibilities  in 
the  Lord's  work. 

Literature 

Evangelical  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  the  large  cities  of  southern 
Brazil  for  over  one  hundred  years. 
Therefore,  Christian  literature  is 
available  in  Portuguese  —  Bibles, 
hymnbooks,  devotional  books,  com- 
mentaries, tracts,  and  so  forth.  It  is 
quite  expensive  here  in  the  north 
because  we  pay  for  the  transporta- 
tion costs,  as  well  as  the  price  of  the 
book.  Because  of  the  expense,  our 
pastors  have  a  very  limited  supply  of 
books,  and  for  this  reason  a  pastors- 
teachers  library  has  been  established 
in  Icoaraci.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  real 
blessing  to  our  national  workers. 

Our  bookstore  in  Macapa  is  the 
only  place  that  Christian  Hterature  is 
available  in  the  Territory  of  Amapa. 
There  is  an  interdenominational 
Christian  bookstore  in  Belem  from 
which  we  on  the  southern  side  of  the 
river  buy  our  supplies. 

A  hmited  literature  ministry  has 
been  carried  on  by  all  missionaries 
on  all  stations,  but,  because  of  well- 
filled  schedules,  it  is  not  possible  for 
any  to  do  all  that  we  would  like  to 
see  accomplished  in  the  field  of  liter- 
ature distribution. 

Few  of  our  believers  ever  get  to 
Belem,  and  therefore  we  need  to 
make  the  literature  available  to  them 
in  the  interior  towns.  The  most  ef- 
fective way  is  a  door-to-door  selling 
ministry.   This  gives  opportunity   to 


contact   the  unsaved,   as  well  as  toi 
help  those  who  are  already  believers. 
Will   you   pray   that   the   Lord  wdll , 
raise  up  Brazilians  for  this  type  of 
ministry? 

The  translation  and  printing  of 
Bible  Truths  by  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain 
and  We  Believe  by  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb 
has  been  a  real  blessing  to  our  na- 
tional pastors  and  to  many  believers. 
"Church  Ordinances— Are  Thev 
Touchstones  or  Trinkets?"  by  Dr. 
Russell  D.  Barnard,  and  "The  Three- 
fold Ministry  of  Christ  and  Its  Three 
Appropriate  Sjonbols"  by  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain are  now  at  the  printer's.  Other 
tracts  and  booklets  are  in  various 
stages  of  preparation.  We  have  found 
the  teaching  of  these  precious  Bible 
doctrines  even  more  important  in  the 
last  few  years  since  the  ecumenical 
movement  is  now  touching  many 
formerly  evangelical  churches  in 
Brazil. 

Christian    Day    Schools 

The  great  contrast  between  the 
poverty-stricken  majority  and  the  few 
rich  also  touches  the  edu- 
cational field.  The  municipality  of 
Belem  boasts  the  only  high  schools 
in  the  vast  state  of  Para.  Therefore, 
it  is  only  a  small  percentage  (perhaps 
less  than  one  per  cent)  of  out-of- 
town  residents  who  can  afford  to 
give  their  children  a  high-school  edu- 
cation. Even  in  the  city  only  a  limit- 
ed number  can  attend.  A  rather  simi- 
lar situation  exists  in  the  Federal 
Territory  of  Amapa.  Macapa  is  the 
capital  of  the  territory  and  is  well 
supplied  with  schools  supported  by 
the  federal  government.  They  are 
able  to  offer  an  education  to  a  larger 
percentage  of  the  population  than 
Para,  but  not  outside  the  city  of 
Macapa  and  not  even  to  all  of  its 
residents. 

But  let's  go  back  a  step  further 
and  look  at  the  primary  school  sit- 
uation. There  are  some  government 
schools  supported  by  federal  and  state 
funds,  but  even  with  these  efforts 
at  least  60  per  cent  of  Para's  popula- 
tion is  illiterate.  Many  more  of  those 
who  are  counted  as  literate  can  only 
sign  their  names  or  read  very  halt-, 
ingly.  jl 

Secondly,  let  us  look  at  the  en-ii' 
vironment  of  these  schools.  The  terrif 
ically   overcrowded   conditions   have 
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Missionary  Personnel  News  From  Brazil 


Rev.  Randall  Maycumber,  in 
charge  of  the  work  at  the  Macapa 
station,   writes: 

"The  Lord  is  continually  blessing 
here,  for  we  see  a  greater  interest  in 
giving,  in  attendance,  and  in  spirit- 
ual things.  Yesterday  (May  17)  there 
were  237  in  Sunday  school,  four  de- 
cisions—three first-time  and  one  re- 
dedication  of  a  man  who  had  left  the 
church  some  months  ago.  Now  we 
have  four  men  who  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  preaching  of  the  Word, 
three  more  who  are  well  on  their 
way,  and  three  who  are  now  begin- 
ning their  training.  We  have  opened 
four  new  works  recently." 

The  Maycumber  family  will  be 
leaving  the  field  for  furlough  about 
July  20  and  will  be  representing 
Brazil  in  the  National  Conference 
this  year. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  George  Johnson, 
who  returned  to  the  field  on  June 
25  after  the  conclusion  of  their  first 
furlough,    will    be    taking   over    the 


work  at  Macapa  upon  the  departure, 
of  the  Maycumbers. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Schwartz 
arrived  in  Brazil  the  same  day  as 
the  Johnsons.  The  Schwartzes,  new 
missionaries,  began  their  studies  in 
language  school  in  Belem  on  July 
1.  They  are  residing  on  the  Icoaraci 
station,  where  the  John  Zielasko 
family  and  Miss  Barbara  Hulse  also 
live. 

On  ithe  schedule  also  is  the  an- 
ticipated return  of  the  Bill  Burk  fam- 
ily to  Brazil  in  early  July  to  begin 
their  third  term  of  missionary  service. 
They  expect  to  be  establishing  a  new 
station  at  Quatipuru  (Squirreltown). 

The  arrival  of  new  missionaries, 
along  with  the  return  of  missionaries 
from  furlough,  is  bringing  real  en- 
couragement to  this  field  which  has 
been  somewhat  understaffed  through 
the  past  year.  But,  pradse  God  for 
the  fine  national  pastors  of  this  field, 
and  for  the  responsibility  they  are 
carrying  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  T 


resulted  in  three  complete  shifts  per 
day  of  three  or  three-and-one-half 
hours  each.  Large  classes  are  inevi- 
table. Teachers  argue  over  the  use  of 
blackboard  space.  There  are  times 
when  no  chalk  is  available.  Any  other 
teaching  equipment— pictures,  books, 
and  such— must  be  provided  by  the 
individual  teacher,  and  the  use  of 
such  is  rare.  There  is  very  little  real 
concern  for,  or  interest  in,  the  indivi- 
dual pupil.  Many  pupils  repeat  each 
grade  at  least  once,  sometimes  twice, 
before  they  assimilate  the  necessary 
material.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  an 
age  span  of  five  to  seven  years  among 
the  pupils  of  any  one  grade  (children 
from  nine  to  sixteen  years  in  the 
third  grade,  for  example).  Is  it  any 
wonder  that  the  majority  of  those 
who  start  school  drop  out  by  the  time 
they  complete  third  grade? 

What  of  the  religious  and  moral 
situation?  Both  priests  and  nuns  have 
freedom  to  give  religious  instruction 
in  the  government  schools.  Accord- 
ing to  the  law  the  evangelical  pas- 
tors should  have  the  same  privilege, 
but  this  is  not  the  actual  situation. 
The  discipline  and  moral  standards 
are  very  low.  One  Capanema  mother 
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in  speaking  of  her  desire  for  a  Chris- 
tian school  said  that  her  boys  learned 
only  things  that  they  shouldn't  learn 
during  their  year  at  the  public  school. 
This  year  in  Icoaraci  some  new  be- 
lievers, who  put  their  children  in 
our  school  for  the  first  time,  said 
that  they  had  had  passing  grades  the 
year  before,  but  the  teacher  did  not 
pass  them  because  they  had  refused 
to  take  the  class  in  religious  instruc- 
tion. Another  mother  told  us  what 
we  know  to  frequently  be  the  true 
situation:  the  teacher  just  ignores  the 
child  from  an  evangelical  home.  With 
no  help  or  encouragement  from  the 
teacher,  the  difficulties  in  learning 
are  multiplied. 

Each  time  a  gosf)el  work  has  been 
established,  there  follows  a  real  con- 
cern and  interest  on  the  part  of  be- 
lieving parents  to  provide  an  educa- 
tion for  their  children.  They  see 
this  as  a  necessity  for  their  spiritual 
well-being.  Only  recently  the  na- 
tional pastor  of  the  Capitao  Poco 
work  (about  two  years  old)  came  to 
talk  with  the  teachers  in  the  Icoaraci 
school,  asking  for  information  to  help 
one  of  the  believers  who  was  going 
to  teach  reading  and  some  arithmetic 


to  the  children  of  several  church  fami- 
lies. Perhaps  this  is  the  beginning  of 
a  future  Christian  day  school. 

Several  pages  could  be  written  con- 
cerning the  goals  of  our  established 
schools,  but  I  will  summarize  in  the 
words  of  the  wdse  man— "Train  up 
a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go. 
.  .  ."  That  is  our  desire.  That  train- 
ing begins  by  pointing  them  to  Christ 
as  personal  Saviour  and  then  teach- 
ing obedience  to  the  Word  of  God 
as  the  rule  for  Christian  living. 

Our  schools  are  registered  with  the 
Brazilian  government  and  teach  the 
full  primary  course,  as  well  as  a  daily 
Bible  study.  The  Bible  program  is  ar- 
ranged to  teach  through  the  Bible 
in  story  form  twice  in  the  first  four 
years  of  school.  The  fifth  year  is  a 
simple  doctrinal  study  based  on  Dr. 
McClain's  book,  Bihle  Truths.  The 
sixth  year  is  a  study  of  Bible  geog- 
raphy. All  classes  memorize  one  verse 
a  week  and  one  chapter  (or  portion 
thereof)  each  semester. 

We  face  two  big  jjroblems  in  the 
day-school  program.  Number  one  is 
qualified  teachers.  First  and  fore- 
most, they  must  be  qualified  spirit- 
ually. Their  lives  must  be  an  ex- 
ample for  the  children  and  young 
people,  and  they  must  be  caf>able  of 
teaching  God's  Word  daily.  Secondly, 
they  must  be  qualified  educationally. 
The  other  problem  is  the  ever 
present  one:  how  can  the  school  pro- 
gram be  worked  out  so  that  it  would 
be  available  to  ail  believers  in  any 
area  where  a  new  work  is  begun? 
The  schools  present  a  large  item  in 
our  present  budget,  and  there  just 
are  not  any  funds  available  to  start 
and  maintain  other  schools.  Is  our 
school  program  to  be  limited  to  ' 
Icoaraci  and  Macapa?  If  so,  it  will  be  ! 
serving  a  small  minority  and  losing  ! 
a  great  opportunity  for  reaching  and 
training  young  people  in  other  areas 
for  the  Lord's  service.  Pray  that  we 
might  have  wisdom  to  find  a  method 
of  establishing  and  maintaining  pri- 
mary schools  so  that  Christian  educa- 
tion might  be  available  to  our  be-  i 
lievers  in  all  areas.  T     i

This  is  the  kind 
of  glasses  I  wear  all  the  time!  I  hope 
you  will  do  this,  too. 

Some  years  ago,  I  learned  that 
a  prayer  meeting  for  revival  in  Chi- 
cago was  to  be  held.  Since  I  was  in 
the  area,  I  decided  to  attend.  When 
I  arrived,  about  thirty-six  ministers 
were  gathered  together  in  a  room, 
asking  God  to  send  a  revival  to  that 
hardened  city.  They  felt  if  revival 
could  come  to  the  middle  west,  it 
would  spread  throughout  the  United 
States.  That  was  a  wonderful  thought 
and  a  worthy  motive.  Yet  somehow 
I  couldn't  join  in  that  prayer  as  I 
felt  I  should.  For  the  first  two  days, 
everyone  had  prayed  except  myself. 
Have  you  ever  been  to  a  prayer 
meeting  where  everyone  else  has 
prayed  but  you?  Finally,  I  felt  I 
had  to  say  something.  While  on  my 
knees,  it  came  to  me  that  the  same 
God  who  was  looking  down  upon 
these  thirty-six  ministers  was  also  be- 
holding the  lands  of  China,  India, 
South  America,  West  Irian,  and  the 
Island  of  the  Sea.  All  God  had  to 
do  was  to  turn  His  eyes  one  centi- 
meter from  America  to  look  upon 
millions  of  people  who  had  never 
even  heard  the  Word  of  God  for  the 
first  time.  Here  were  Christians  ask- 
ing God  to  revive  them  again  (may 
be  for  the  fifth,  sixth,  or  even  tenth 
time)  when  others  had  never  even 
had  the  message  once.  Sobs  welled 
up  from  my  innermost  being. 

Go  back  to  the  story  of  Elijah, 
walking  down  a  dusty  road  in  a  land 
where  there  was  a  famine.  God  told 
him  to  go  to  a  certain  widow  woman. 
He  found  her  busy  gathering  sticks 
so  that  she  might  cook  her  last  cake 
for  herself  and  her  son.  But  Elijah 
said  to  her:  "Go  and  do  as  thou 
hast  said:  but  make  me  thereof  .a 
litde  cake  first,  and  bring  it  unto 
me,  and  after  make  for  thee  and  thy 
son." 

If  that  wadow  woman  had  not 
obeyed  Elijah,  she  and  her  son 
would  have  died  of  starvation.  Elijah 
would  not  have  perished,  however, 
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because  God  kept  .him  alive  by  hav- 
ing ravens  feed  him  while  angels 
ministered  unto  him.  This  was  the 
miracle.  In  a  similar  vein  we  might 
ask:  "This  program  of  getting  the 
Gospel  out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth, 
is  it  going  to  die?"  The  answer 
immediatel)'  comes  back:  "No;  some- 
how God  is  going  to  find  one  who 
will  take  this  Gospel  to  that  last 
tribe."  Jesus  said:  "And  this  gospel 
of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached 
in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto 
all  nations;  and  then  shall  the  end 
come"  (Matt.  24:14).  "And  other 
sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this 
fold:  them  also  I  must  bring,  and 
they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and  there 
shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd" 
(John  10:16). 

Since  I  have  on  these  missionary 
glasses,  Elijah  speaks  to  me  of  mis- 
sions. The  churches  and  their  mem- 
bers remind  me  of  the  widow  and 
her  son.  If  the  churches  and  their 
members  will  take  care  of  Elijah  (the 
program  ordained  by  Jesus  Christ), 
the  spiritual  barrel  of  meal  shall  not 
waste,  neither  shall  the  cruse  of  oil 
fail.  Bv  first  taking  care  of  missions, 
the  members  may  rely  upon  the  fact 
that  God  will  then  bring  blessing 
to  the  local  church,  almost  in  spite 
of  the  people.  For  we  read  in  the 
Word  of  God:  "There  is  that  scat- 
tereth,  and  yet  increaseth;  and  there 
is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is 
meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty" 
(Prov.   11:24). 


We  might  be  praying  fervently  for 
revival  here  at  home  and  certainly  we 
need  it,  while  at  the  same  time  be 
forgetting  that  the  heathen  are  dying 
by  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  The 
devil  can  even  use  the  subject  of  re- 
vival to  keep  us  waiting  for  some  cer- 
tain great  day  to  come.  And  while 
we  anticipate  this,  we  may  fail  to 
grasp  the  responsibility  of  the  here 
and  now. 

But  which  comes  first?  Are  we 
to  wait  for  revival,  or  do  something 
now  while  we  wait?  Souls  are  lost 
and  going  to  hell  who  need  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  now.  Why  should  we 
assume  a  defeatist  attitude,  waiting 
until  revival  comes  so  that  we  will 
have  a  spiritual  "shot  in  the  arm." 
While  we  talk  and  wait,  the  devil 
is  carrying  on  his  work.  He  is  a 
master  strategist,  intent  upon  stealing 
our  minds  so  that  we  will  worry 
about  anything  and  everything  except 
the  essentials.  Jesus  Christ  said: 
"Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not 
of  the  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  they  shall  hear  my  voice:  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shep- 
herd." How  can  Jesus  bring  these 
other  sheep?  It  is  only  as  you  and  I 
allow  the  Saviour  to  indwell  us  and 
to  live  His  life  out  through  us.  He 
must  take  our  lips  and  speak  through 
us  so  that  He  can  draw  these  peo- 
ple unto  himself.  God  told  Moses 
in  the  wilderness,  as  he  drew  near  to 
the  unconsumed  burning  bush,  that 
He  wanted  him  to  go  down  to  Egypt 


and  rescue  His  people.  Moses  com- 
plained that  he  was  slow  of  speech. 
So  the  Lord  promised:  "I  will  be 
with  thy  mouth.  I  will  teach  thee 
what  thou  shah  say."  For  the  timidity 
of  our  hearts  Christ  says:  "They  shall 
hear  my  voice." 

We  read  in  Isaiah  55:10  and  11' 
"For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and 
the  snow  from  heaven,  and  returneth 
not  thither,  but  watereth  the  earth, 
and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud, 
that  it  may  give  seed  to  the  sower, 
and  bread  to  the  eater:  So  shall  my 
M'ord  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my 
mouth:  it  shall  not  return  unto  me 
void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that 
which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper 
in  the  thing  \^'hereto  I  send  it." 

How  can  the  Word  go  from  God's 
mouth?  Only  as  you  and  I  yield  our- 
selves to  the  Holy  Spirit  and  let  God 
speak  through  us.  Christ  must  live 
out  His  life  through  ours.  Our  words 
will  not  return  void,  for  in  reality 
they  are  not  ours,  but  His. 

Let  us  not  be  guilty  of  withholding 
from  those  who  have  never  heard. 
Let  us  not  be  so  concerned  over  a 
day  that  is  coming  that  we  sit  with 
folded  hands  and  do  nothing.  While 
we  are  waiting  for  that  blessed  hour 
of  revival,  let  us  do  something  here 
and  now.  Let  us  scatter  that  God 
will  bring  the  increase  to  the 
churches  in  this  land,  and  especial- 
ly to  our  own  dry  and  parched  hearts.

a  Supply  Teac 


Miss  Ruth  Kent,  regular  teacher  of  the  Mission- 
ary Children's  School  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public, will  be  due  for  furlough  in  another  year. 
Consequently,  the  field  will  need  a  supply  teacher 
for  the  school  year  of  July  1965  to  July  1966  (ap- 
proximate dates).  During  Miss  Kent's  last  furlough 
Mrs.  Ida  Mae  Anthony,  of  Conemaugh,  Pennsyl- 
vania, took  a  year  out  from  her  schoolteaching  in 
the  United  States  and  gave  that  year  to  teaching 
in  Africa.  Her  service  was  greatly  appreciated.  Now 
the  appeal  is  being  made  for  someone  to  do  a 
similar  thing  during  the  coming  furlough  year. 

Any  teacher  who  is  qualified  to  teach  in  the 
elementary  grades  in  the  U.S.  can  be  used  in  Africa, 
since  the  teaching  is  done  in  English.  A  vital  factor 


is  that  the  teacher  shall  be  of  sterling  Christian  Qual- 
ity', and  vi'ill  teach  from  the  vievypwint  of  the  Chris- 
tian philosophy  of  education. 

Different  people  are  visiting  the  various  mission 
fields  at  their  own  expense.  The  need  now  is  for 
some  elementary  teacher  to  do  this,  caring  for  her 
own  expenses  to  and  from  the  field,  and  being  paid 
a  missionary's  regular  allowance  for  the  year  on  the 
field.  This  is  definitely  a  missionary  service.  The 
one  who  cares  for  it  will  have  a  number  of  oppor- 
tunities during  vacation  periods  to  assist  in  other 
ministries  in  various  sections  of  the  field.

Few  American  brethren  give  their 
last  penny  to  go  to  General  Con 
ference,  but  some  African  brethren 
do.  One  such  was  a  little  preacher 
named  Gaston.  His  "penny"  didn't 
stretch  quite  far  enough  though,  and 
he  only  made  it  out  to  the  main  road 
from  his  village  far  back  in  the  bush. 
But  faith  bore  fruit,  and  he  was  able 
to  ride  the  rest  of  the  way  wdth  a  mis- 
sionary. However,  penury  presented 
its  problems  on  the  way  home.  The 
group  in  the  missionary's  car  stopped 
at  a  chapel  for  a  Sunday  morning 
service  and  filed  to  the  front  to  place 
their  offerings  in  a  dish.  One  by 
one  the  people  went  forward,  but 
Gaston  remained  motionless.  The 
guests  in  the  group  placed  some 
money  in  the  dish.  Gaston  fixed  his 
gaze  on  the  dirt  floor.  The  final  few 
rose  to  offer  their  gifts  to  the  Lord 
and  among  them  was  an  old  deacon- 


ess. As  she  passed  Gaston  she  quiedy 
slipped  a  coin  onto  his  knee.  He 
whispered  a  grateful  "merci"  and 
followed  them  to  make  his  contri- 
bution. The  sermon  he  preached  on 
love  rose  above  the  bounds  of  his 
natural  ability.  Could  it  not  be  that 
the  demonstration  of  love  he  expe- 
rienced a  few  moments  before  in- 
spired him  to  exceed  his  natural 
limitations?  Gaston's  discomfort,  a 
little  thing,  escaped  the  notice  of 
the  missionary,  of  the  other  pastors 
in  the  group,  of  the  leaders  of  the 
church;  but  one  old,  unlearned  wom- 
an was  sensitive  to  his  need. 

How  sensitive  are  we  to  the  little 
things  that  mean  so  much  to  others? 
Have  we  not  each  one  experienced 
that  it  is  the  little  things  that  have 
counted  in  our  relationships  with 
others?  I  think  of  the  little  black 
hand  timidly  extended  beyond  the 
folds  of  his  mother's  skirt  as  the 
African  child  longs  for  a  touch  of 
recognition  from  the  missionary.  Am 
I  so  busy  with  whether  or  not  his 


mother  has  her  women's  work  report 
in  order  that  I  never  see  the  little 
hand?  Many  people  are  what  they 
are  for  good  today  because  someone 
whom  they  respected  noticed  them 
as  a  child. 

Perhaps  there  is  someone  in  your 
church,  in  your  Sunday-school  class, 
in  your  WMC  group  who  doesn't 
mix  well  with  others.  Do  you  notice? 
"But,"  you  say,  "I  have  to  lead  the 
meeting";  or  "I'm  in  charge  of  re- 
freshments," and  you  feel  that  the 
responsibility  of  drawing  out  the 
timid  falls  to  those  who  do  not  have 
special  duties  for  the  meeting.  But 
perhaps  the  very  fact  that  the  others 
are  not  in  positions  of  leadership  in- 
dicates that  they  are  retiring  and 
would  not  seek  out  the  timid  without 
your  example.  Sometimes  we  need  to 
re-evaluate  our  busyness,  and  as  a 
result  we  might  see  that  more  would 
be  accomplished  for  the  glory  of 
God  if  we  would  do  less  about  the 
mechanics  of  the  rneeting  and  more 
about  the  lonely  individual  who 
doesn't  quite  fit. 

I  wish  I  could  read  the  biographies 
of  the  children  whom  Jesus  blessed 
when  He  refused  to  be  too  busy  to 
notice  them.  Let  us  pray  that  God 
will  op>en  our  eyes  that  we  may  see 
the  little  things  that  count  so  much.

Are  you  looking  for  a  helpful  pat- 
tern to  loving  and  understanding 
teen-agers— your  own  or  those  you 
teach?  Does  what  appears  to  be  a 
selfish  arrogance  tire  and  bewilder 
you?  Cheer  up!  You're  not  alone  in 
this.  Teen-agers  themselves  are  grop- 
ing for  understanding  and  love,  too. 
Perhaps  a  bit  of  thinking,  asking 
ourselves  why  this  age  can  be  so 
baffling  might  enlarge  our  perspec- 
tive. Most  of  us  can  certainly  use 
some  extra  wisdom  in  guiding  our  be- 
wildered and  bewildering  offspring. 

For  all  their  moodiness  and  un- 
predictable reactions  to  parents,  au- 
thority, and  life  in  general,  teen- 
agers hold  a  very  special  place  in 
this  mother's  heart.  Because  we  have 
"suffered"  through  seven  teens  and 
with  two  yet  to  go,  the  Lord  has 
taught  us  a  few  basic  principles 
which  many  other  parents  have 
learned  before  us.  At  any  rate,  we 
can  share  these  with  others  who  may 
not  be  as  far  along  with  the  teens. 

Somehow,  teen-agers  are  appeal- 
ing to  me  even  when  I  can't  get  them 
up  early  enough  in  the  morning  to 
begin  family  devotions  on  time.  Or, 
when  they  shake  their  heads  and 
say:  "Oh  Mother,  you  just  don't 
understand  me."  Even  when  they 
disobey,  just  to  discover  if  I'll  disci- 
pline them  as  promised.  Or  when 
they  sit  glued  to  the  telephone  and 
answer    my    impassioned    pleas    to 
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"Hang  up!  You've  tied  up  the  phone 
too  long"  with  a  few  monosyllabic 
grunts.  And  esfecially  when,  apropos 
of  nothing  they  give  me  a  bear  hug 
and  exclaim;  "I  love  you,  Mama." 
Even  the  older  teen-agers  do  that  at 
times.  Glad  day! 

Take  a  long,  studied  look  at  your 
teen-agers  the  next  time  you  fervently 
wish  all  of  their  ilk  could  be  sud- 
denly eradicated.  Without  the  impact 
of  the  present  "army"  of  this  age 
humanity,  every  facet  of  life  would 
be  less  complicated,  yes,  less  expen- 
sive. But  wishful  thinking  will  not 
help  you  to  know  how  to  intelligentlv 
love  and  understand  your  youth. 

In  their  failure  to  get  out  of  bed 
on  time,  could  it  be  that  they  are 
pleading  for  understanding  even 
while  you  scold  them?  Is  this  a  not- 
too-subtle  cry  for  a  mite  more  atten- 
tion? When  they  protest  you  don't 
understand  them,  don't  they  know 
you  reaJly  do  "read"  them  more 
clearly  than  they'll  admit?  I  believe 


they  are  actually  glad  you  can  pene- 
trate the  veneer  of  their  objections. 

When  they  disobey  with  an  exas- 
perating defiance,  they  experience  a 
feeling  of  security  in  your  discipline 
although  they  howl  while  it  is  being 
administered.  Don't  cringe  under 
their  glares  while  they  monopolize 
the  phone.  Down  inside  they  know 
your  demand  to  hang  up  is  reason- 
able. They  respect  the  adult  who  is 
unafraid  of  them.  And  when  they 
hug  you,  revel  in  it  and  respond  in 
kind!  Spontaneous  expressions  of  love 
for  one  another  make  up  the  family 
crown  jewels. 

After  you've  studied  your  relation- 
ship and  response  to  those  teen-agers, 
think  then  about  how  much  God 
loves  you.  Isn't  your  heart  warmed  as 
you  recall  His  patience  when  you  are 
dilatory  at  doing  what  He  asks?  Hang 
on  to  the  truth  that  God  does  under- 
stand you  and  your  need  even  in 
life's   darkest   hour.    Remember   His

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How  God 
Answered 
Prayer  for  Me

As  we  gathered  our  family  to- 
gether to  discuss  a  very  serious  prob- 
lem, we  said  to  our  three  young 
boys:  "Boys,  this  condition  should  not 
exist,  especially  between  Christian 
neighbors;  even  for  the  world  it  is 
not  good,  but  for  Christians  it  is 
much  worse.  It  hurts  our  personal 
lives  and  our  testimony.  We  must 
pray    for   this   next   door   neighbor." 

This  was  not  the  first  time  for 
them  to  hear  us  take  similar  problems 
to  the  Lord  and  let  Him  work  with 
startling  results. 

They  believed  Mark  11:24  as 
strongly  as  their  parents  that  when 
they  pray  they  should  believe  and 
they  would  receive. 

This  lady  was  not  always  our 
neighbor,  but  she  was  a  Christian 
who  attended  the  church  which  we 
attended.  There  was  a  misunder- 
standing between  us.  When  she 
heard  we  were  to  be  next  door  neigh- 
bors she  became  not  too  happy  and 
told  the  pastor  to  ask  us  not  to  move 
there. 

Before  we  moved  we  noticed  a 
five-foot  fence  with  a  strand  of 
barbed  wire  over  it  already  erected. 
After  we  moved,  she  was  unhappy 
if  the  boys  touched  the  fence.  Many 
unpleasant  things  were  said  to  us 
and  to  our  neighbors  concerning  us. 
It  was  not  that  we  were  interested 
only  about  ourselves,  but  we  were 
concerned  also  about  the  name  of 
Christ  and  Christianity  as  a  whole. 

We  were  reminded  that  Matthew 
5:44  tells  us  to  love  our  enemies  and 
to   pray   for   them   that   despitefuUy 
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use  us,  and  so  the  boys  and  we  took 
God  at  His  Word  and  began  to  pray, 
and  as  we  did  we  saw  God  begin 

to  work. 

Our  neighbor  began  to  see  the 
boys  as  just  normal  boys  that  were 
out  to  harm  no  one.  Instead  of  rep- 
rimanding, she  had  pleasant  conver- 
sations with  them,  and  their  parents 
were  the  ones  she  came  to  see  for 
spiritual  help.  Even  though  she  had 
remarked  previously  that  she  would 
never  set  foot  in  our  house,  she  now 
spent  many  hours  with  us  for  spiritual 
encouragement.  When  we  moved 
away  a  year  later  to  enter  Grace 
Seminary,  she  was  the  only  one  to 
shed  tears  over  our  leaving. 

This  definite  answer  to  prayer  has 
done  much  to  prevent  many  up- 
setting situations  and  heartaches. 

As  our  boys  have  continued  on 
through  school,  they  have  been  en- 
couraged by  this  definite  answer  to 
prayer.  Whenever  problems  arise 
among  their  schoolmates,  they  try  to 
understand  the  "why"  of  the  prob- 
lem, and  we  as  a  family  begin  to 
pray  for  these  kids.  We  have  seen 
their  enemies  become  their  best 
friends  and  have  seen  some  come 
to  know  the  Lord. 

Don't  be  surprised  to  find  God 
working  in  your  life  and  making  a 
few  changes.  He  may  find  this  neces- 
sary in  order  to  work  in  the  other 
life   involved. 

Today  I  find  that  the  same  God, 
who  worked  and  changed  lives  about 


seven  years  ago,  is  still  on  the  throne 
working  and  solving  the  same  type 
of  problems.  Many  times  I  look  back 
and  say:  "Thank  you,  Lord,  for  teach- 
ing me  to  love  and  to  pray  for  my 
enemies,  and  also  teaching  me  to 
speak  in  love  or  not  at  all."  T

It  may  be  true  that  in  the  spring 
a  3'oung  man's  fancy  turns  to  love 
—but  it  is  equally  true  that  at  that 
season  the  housewife's  fingers  itch 
to  start  her  housecleaning.  Whether 
we  clean  daily  or  weekly,  when  the 
warm  sun  shines  through  filmed 
windows  and  show  us  the  soot-dark- 
ened walls  and  cobwebby  corners, 
we  must  take  stock  and  begin  to  go 
over  everything  in  the  house. 

In  terms  of  life,  this  is  as  truly 
necessary.  When  the  sunshine  of 
God's  holiness  shines  down  into  our 
darkened  lives,  we  realize  the  need 
of  cleansing.  As  has  been  said;  "Heart 
keeping  is  as  much  the  same  as  house- 
keeping, and  much  more  essential." 
What  are  some  of  the  things  we 
should  clean  out  that  are  hindrances 
to  the  beauty  and  growth  of  our  lives? 

One  very  serious  hindrance  is 
prejudice.  How  narrow  and  lean  are 
the  lives  of  so  many  Christians  be- 
cause of  prejudice!  Preconceived 
ideas  hedge  us  about  and  prevent  the 
flowering  of  the  tree,  and  ultimately 
the  bringing  forth  of  fruit— the  "fruit 
of  the  spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 
meekness,  temperance." 

Prejudice  is  just  as  great  a  hind- 
rance in  the  life  of  the  Missionary 
Council  and  of  our  church.  How  sad 
it  is  to  see  the  growth  and  progress 
of  these  organizations  being  hindered 
because  some  will  not  cooperate  be- 
cause of  a  personal  feeling,  a  private 
grievance,  or  even  just  lack  of  in- 
terest! Working  together  for  Him  is 
the  only  way  in  which  the  church 
can  be  victorious.  After  we  have 
cast  out  the  hindrances,  remember 
to  fill  the  heart  and  life  with  love, 
for  they  soon  vidll  be  filled  with 
jealousy,  envy,  and  malice. 

The  first  requirement  of  disciple- 
ship  is  loyalty  to  my  home,  my  fam- 
ily, my  town,  my  Missionary  Coun- 


cil, my  church.  All  these  contain  the 
element  of  possession,  which  we  claim 
as  ours,  and  deserve  our  loyalty.  It 
is  only  human  to  take  a  certain 
amount  of  pride  in  possession;  yet  we 
are  certainlv  blind  when  we  see  no 
faults  in  them.  Another  hindrance  to 
be  cleaned  out  of  our  lives  is  harsh 
and  unkind  criticism  that  offers  no 
help.  We  must  have  the  Spirit-given 
ability  to  see  faults  through  the  eyes 
of  love.  We  love  our  children  even 
when  they  are  naughty,  but  others 
do  not;  so  we  try  to  train  them  so 
that  others  will  think  well  of  them, 
that  they  will  be  lovable  not  only  to 
us,  but  also  to  others.  So  it  is  with 
our  Missionary  Council.  Let  us  be 
loval— staunchly,  lovingly  loyal— 
but  when  we  see  faults,  let  us  not 
loudly  proclaim  them  to  others,  but 
with  the  spirit  of  love,  set  about  to 
correct  the  shortcomings  so  that  those 
without  may  see  the  good  in  our 
council.

Most  women's  auxiliaries  in 
churches  think  only  in  terms  of  social 
service.  I  am  so  glad  that  in  our  coun- 
cils, we  are  more  concerned  with  the 
consciousness  that  spiritual  service 
is  the  more  acceptable  way.  Our 
councils  have  Bible  studies,  mission 
ary  interviews  and  information,  and 
prayer.  A  Spirit-filled  believer  gives 
cheerfully  of  her  time,  her  talent, 
and  her  substance.  We  then  have 
no  need  for  concerted  effort  to  in- 
veigle money  from  outsiders  for  the 
Lord's  work. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Tyson,  one  of  our 
faithful  and  devoted  retired  mission- 
aries, recently  at  a  district  conference 
in  speaking  to  the  WMC  ladies,  and 
referring  to  the  lack  of  interest  in 


WMC  in  many  of  our  churches  said: 
"If  women  are  invited  to  a  Stanley 
or  a  Tupperware  party,  they  all  turn 
out,  but  to  a  spiritual  meeting  at  the 
church  or  even  in  the  homes,  they 
seemingly  are  not  interested."  (So 
few  of  our  churches  have  social  get- 
togethers,  at  least  for  the  adults.)  It's 
wonderful  to  have  youth  meetings, 
and  some  churches  do  have  laymen's 
groups,  and  in  our  WMC  meetings 
we  do  have  fellowship  and  refresh- 
ment where  we  can  talk  and  become 
acquainted  with  each  other. 

The  first  and  most  important  duty 
of  the  Christian  is  to  witness.  If  you 
witness  in  your  daily  life  to  the  grace 
of  our  Lord  who  saved  you,  you  will 
be  a  witness  in  your  council,  and  your 
council  of  witnessing  women  will  be 
a  joy  and  blessing  to  the  church. 
Women  have  not  been  privileged  to 
have  much  power,  or  authority,  in 
our  church  as  an  organization,  and 
this  is  scriptural,  but  in  the  WMC 
we  have  a  place  where  we  can  ex- 
press ourselves  freely  in  service,  and 
we  can  study  together  our  problems 
and  hindrances.  We  can  inspire  and 
help  each  other  in  the  Christian 
walk.  When  we  witness,  we  lift  up 
Christ,  and  if  Christ  be  lifted  up. 
He  will  draw  men  (and  v\omen)  to 
himself.  An  organization  is  only  as 
strong  as  its  weakest  member.  Do 
people  speak  well  of  your  organiza- 
tion because  you  are  in  it?  We  mav 
not  know  what  an  organization  stands 
for;  we  may  not  know  its  constitution 
or  its  creed,  but  if  we  know  its  mem- 
bers, we  judge  what  manner  of  so- 
ciety it  is. 

Let  us  take  stock  of  ourselves  as 
WMC  members,  set  aside  our  hin- 
drances and  prejudices,  offer  any 
criticism  in  love,  and  witness  in  our 
council  for  Christ  so  that  our  council 
may  witness  through  the  church  to 
our  Lord.  T

SERVING  MY  MASTER 


BY   MY   DAILY   LIVING 


Recently  in  reading  the  book,  The 
Christian's  Secret  of  a  Ha-ppy  Life, 
I  came  upon  this  paragraph  which 
describes  well  a  problem  found  in  the 
midst  of  today's  youth. 

"The  standard  of  practical  holy 
living  has  been  so  low  among  Chris- 
tians that  the  least  degree  of  real 
devotedness  of  life  and  walk  is  looked 
upon  with  surprise,  and  often  even 
with  disapprobation  by  a  large  pwrtion 
of  the  church.  And,  for  the  most  part, 
the  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  are  satisfied  v\dth  a  life  so 
conformed  to  the  world,  and  so  like 
it  in  almost  every  respect,  that,  to  a 
casual  observer,  no  difference  is  dis- 
cernible." 

This  thought  concerns  something 
about  which  people  have  much  to 
say  these  days— something  we  call 
conformity. 

Conformity  could  be  termed  a 
characteristic  of  this  generation.  In- 
dividuals feel  that  they  must  have 
what  everybody  else  has  or  do  what 
everybody  else  is  doing.  For  example, 
in  my  last  year  of  high  school,  the 
senior  girls  in  my  class  styled  their 
hair  with  a  loose  roll  high  on  the 
crown  to  be  fashionable.  I  saw  it 
very  clearly  again  in  1958.  Just  be- 
fore sailing  for  France  for  our  first 
term  of  missionary  service,  the  young 
people  in  the  USA  were  mastering 
the  hoola-hoop.  To  our  surprise  we 
found  that  the  hoops  had  already 
crossed  the  Atlantic,  for  upon  our  ar- 
rival we  saw  them  everywhere  in 
France.  It  is  human  nature  to  con- 
form. 


The  way  we  wear  our  hair,  or 
whether  we  own  a  hoola-hoop,  is  not 
too  impMDrtant.  This,  however,  is  more 
serious:  we  as  Christians  often  sub- 
mit ourselves  unto  the  things  of  the 
world.  We  fail  to  separate  ourselves 
unto  the  Lord  and  to  set  our  affec- 
tions on  heavenly  things. 

This  may  surprise  you,  but  con-

formity  is  necessary!  Even  the  Chris- 
tian has  to  be  a  conformist.  But,  to 
whom?  To  God  or  to  the  world?  The 
world  has  its  standards  of  living,  and 
God  has  His.  In  school,  in  clubs, 
and  in  extra-curricular  activities,  are 
we  compromising  our  lives  in  order 
to  receive  self-praise  and  recognition 
and  to  be  accepted  by  the  "gang"? 
God's  standards  are  different.  The 
question  to  answer  is  not,  "Is  every 
body  doing  it?"   but,   "Is  it  right?"

God  commands:  "Be  ye  holy,  for  I  am 
holy."  Wherever  we  go,  others  ought 
to  know  that  we  are  followers  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  from  our  habits, 
our  disposition,  and  our  conversa- 
tion. 

The  problem  appears  when  Chris- 
dan  girls  try  to  accept  both  stand- 
ards. This  results  in  a  girl  trying  to 
"fit  in"  when  she  is  with  her  non- 
Christian  friends,  but  putting  on 
another  face  when  she  goes  to 
church,  young  jjeople's  group,  or 
other  church  functions.  I  am  re- 
minded of  the  verse  in  Matthew  6: 
24:  "No  one  can  serve  two  masters; 
for  either  he  will  hate  the  one  and 
love  the  other,  or  he  will  hold  to  one 
and  despise  the  other.  You  cannot 
serve  God  and  Mammon"  (New 
ASV). 

Actually  such  compromising  is 
preventing  us  from  living  in  harmony 
either  with  the  world  or  with  our 
Lord.  Our  testimony  is  not  respected 
any  longer,  and  we  are  termed  "mis- 
fit." The  result  of  our  lack  of  com- 
plete yieldedness  to  the  Lord  is  un- 
happiness,  frustration,  and  strain. 

I  have  much  to  be  grateful  for  as 
I  recall  my  high-school  days.  I  was 
a  part  of  an  active  young  people's 
group  in  the  church,  as  well  as  SMM. 
I  also  had  the  opportunity  of  attend- 
ing many  district  rallies  and  summer 
camps  where  I  was  challenged  to  live 
for  God  day  by  day.  It  was  in  this 
surrendering  of  self,  and  putting  my- 
self in  God's  hands  that  He  was  able

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SAVING  OUR 
PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

There  is  a  strong  possibility  that 
the  furor  over  whether  prayer  and 
Bible  reading  should  be  practiced  in 
public  schools  is  missing  the  point. 

The  fear  is  expressed  that  unless 
prayer  and  Bible  reading  are  per- 
petuated that  our  public  schools  will 
no  longer  influence  our  children  for 
Christianity.  The  fact  is  that  very 
few  of  them  have  borne  a  positive 
testimony  for  a  long  time.  Prayer  and 
Bible  reading  have  been  outlawed  in 
many  states  for  years.  But  this  is 
not  the  basic  problem.  There  are  at 
least  two  areas  in  which  our  schools 
are  already  anti-God:  namely, 

General  Philosophy 

Most  textbooks  are  wnritten   from 


the  viewpoint  that  evolution  is  a 
fact  rather  than  a  theory.  The  general 
goal  of  education  is  to  give  the  pupil 
a  proper  adjustment  to  society,  not  to 
seek  to  relate  him  to  God  through 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  basis  of  a  proper 
relationship  to  society.  Most  teach- 
ers have  been  trained  under  a  phi- 
losophy where  God  is  omitted  from 
consideration  and  can  be  expected 
to  perpetuate  this  idea. 

Law    Moral   Standards 

Many  school  officials  are  deeply 
concerned  over  the  deterioration  of 
morals.  Among  the  areas  where  this 
is  most  pronounced  are  sexual  loose- 
ness, drinking,  and  filthy  language. 

In   arriving  at  a   solution   to   the 


problem,  one  might  be  tempted  to 
suggest  that  the  answer  is  the  estab- 
lishment of  Christian  schools.  While 
the  writer  is  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
Christian  school  movement,  it  is 
generally  agreed  that  unless  a  crash 
program  of  school  construction  were 
undertaken  Christian  schools  will  be 
able  to  minister  only  to  a  small 
minority  of  the  children  of  Christian 
families. 

What  can  be  done,  then,  to  in- 
crease the  influence  of  Christianity 
on  our  public  school  campuses? 

Churches  should  encourage  young 
people  to  enter  the  teaching  profes- 
sion as  an  opportunity  to  bear  testi- 
mony for  Christ.  While  restrictions 
make  Bible  instruction  illegal,  yet 
there  are  many  opportunities  to  wit- 
ness both  by  life  and  word. 

Christians  should  write  textbooks 
that  are  favorable  to  the  Christian 
viewpoint.  There  are,  no  doubt,  pub- 
lic school  officials  who  would  adopt 
science  textbooks  which  presented 
evolution  as  a  theory  and  the  Genesis 
account  of  creation  at  least  in  a  favor- 
able light.  But  few,  if  any,  up-to-date 
textbooks  of  this  type  are  available  in 
any  field. 

Christians  should  consider  the 
possibility  of  serving  on  school  boards. 
Many  times  when  a  plurality  vote 
means  election,  evangelical  churches 
in  a  community  can  unitedly  support 
a  candidate  and  assure  his  election. 
School-board  members  can  exert  in- 
fluence on  general  policies  of  the  dis- 
trict which  would  help  greatly  in 
maintaining  a  Christian  influence. 

Churches  should  take  an  interest 
in  the  schools.  Active  participation  in 
Parent  Teacher  Associations  with  the 
goal  of  bearing  Christian  impact  can 
be  helpful.  Churches  should  realize 
that  most  principals  are  responsive  to 
public  opinion.  One  high  school  was 
known  to  have  changed  an  unde- 
sirable play  because  a  handful  of 
Christian  parents  protested.  Often 
moral  standards  are  allowed  to  de- 
teriorate because  no  one  seems  to 
care. 

Whatever  happens  in  regard  to 
prayer  and  Bible  reading  in  the 
schools.  Christians  must  be  awaken- 
ed to  take  the  offensive  in  shaping 
opinion  in  other  areas.  We  are  under 
obligation  to  bear  an  influence  for 
Christ  in  every  segment  of  society.  ▼

Youth  Leadership  Program 
Launched  in  Southern  Cahfomia 


Easter  vacation  can  be  a  waste  of 
time.  But  For  fifty  young  people 
representing  twenty  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Brethren  Churches,  it  was 
a  profitable  time  of  training.  The 
first  phase  of  Youth  Leadership 
Training  was  held  at  Tahquitz  Pines 
Conference  Grounds,  Idyllwild,  Cali- 
fornia,  March   23   to  27. 

The  conference  was  full  of  sur- 
prises. Arriving  on  this  third  day  of 
spring,  the  usual  balmy  California 
weather  had  turned  to  snow— eight- 
een inches  of  it  and  still  snowing. 
By  the  next  day  thirty  inches  of 
snow  carpeted  the  natural  grandeur 
of  the  conference  location. 

The    Program 

The  conference  was  but  a  first 
phase  of  the  projected  program. 
Classes  in  Personal  Evangelism  were 
conducted  every  morning.  The 
teacher  for  the  hour  was  Mr.  Richard 
Day,  instructor  of  Personal  Evan- 
gelism at  Biola  College  and  a  work- 
er with  Campus  Crusade. 

Also  meeting  daily  was  a  class  in 
Brethren  History  and  Opportunity 
taught  by  Dr.  Glenn  O'Neal,  who 
in  addition  to  duties  as  Professor  of 
Homiletics  at  Talbot  Theological 
Seminary  is  district  missions  secre- 
tary for  the  Southern  California 
Brethren  Churches. 


A  third  class  was  held  for  two 
days  which  stressed  the  various  fields 
in  which  Christian  leadership  needs 
to  infiltrate.  Rev.  Joseph  Ryan,  Reg- 
ional Director  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Evangelicals,  shared  his 
ministry  in  this  area. 

Discussion  groups  were  conducted 
daily  relating  the  topics  of  the  day 
to  the  personal  experiences  of  the 
conferees. 


Instruction  in  recreation  was  a 
part  of  the  afternoon  schedule. 
Group  games,  organization,  needs  of 
age  groups  were  discussed  by  Mr. 
Howard  Lyon,  varsity  basketball 
coach  at  Millikan  High  School,  Long 
Beach,  and  one  of  our  active  laymen 
in  the  district. 

Recreation?  What  do  you  do  in 
the  snow?  Snowballs?  You're  right! 
Open  warfare  on  anything  which 
moved.  Tobogganing,  snowman 
building,  and  dogsledding  (the  boys 
were  the  dogs)  featured  the  active 
competition  of  the  four  days. 

Selection 

The  conference  was  not  an  ordt

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nary  conference.  Each  delegate  had 
been  selected  as  a  part  of  a  group  of 
names  commended  by  each  of  our 
churches.  These  names  were  sent  to 
the  District  Youth  Committee.  Ap- 
plications were  then  mailed  to  each 
one  recommended  by  the  churches. 
Restrictions  regarding  submittal  of 
names  was  limited  to  four,  six,  and 
eight  names  depending  on  the  size 
of  the  church,  and  one-half  of  those 
named  had  to  be  young  men. 

When  an  application  was  returned 
by  the  selectee,  two  letters  of  inquiry 
for  recommendation  were  sent,  one 
to  the  pastor  of  the  selectee  and  an- 
other to  an  acquaintance  named  by 
the  applicant.  When  these  were  re- 
ceived, a  personal  interview  was  con- 
ducted with  each  prospective  delegate, 
and  a  final  choice  was  then  made. 
Out  of  approximately  65  applicants, 
fifty  were  chosen. 

Cost 

The  Southern  California  District 
Youth  Committee  shared  with  the 
churches  in  underwriting  the  cost  of 
the  conference.  The  food  was  excel- 
lent and  the  usual  starchy  camp  fare 
was  carefully  avoided. 

Projected 

This  conference  was  the  first  phase 
of  the  program.  Each  delegate  has 
agreed  to  be  direcdy  or  indirectly 
supervised  by  the  Southern  Califor- 
nia District  Youth  Committee  in  a 
minimal  seven-day  project  during  the 
summer.  This  may  consist  of  work 
in  junior  camp.  Vacation  Bible 
School,  Sunday-school  teaching. 
Youth  Work,  or  other  things.  Each 
one  will  be  observed  in  their  leader- 
ship capabilities  and  reports  made. 

A  one-day  meeting  in  the  fall  will 
be  held  during  which  time  approxi- 
mately four  areas  involved  in  special- 
ized training  will  be  introduced. 

It  is  at  this  time  that  new  selec- 
tees will  be  brought  into  the  program. 

Place  in  the  Total  Youth  Program 

This  program  was  bom  out  of 
the  need  for  a  more  specialized  ap- 
proach to  young  people  whose 
goals  and  personal  qualities  indicate 
that  they  will  be  the  leaders  in  our 
Christian  society.  It  is  an  addition  to 
the  regular  Southern  California 
camping   program    which    last    year 


embraced  some  eight  hundred  camp- 
ers in  the  three  age  groups.  These 
are  the  basic  goals  of  the  program: 

1.  To  develop  a  present  interest 
among  young  people  to  involve  them- 
selves in  the  work  of  our  local 
Brethren  churches. 

2.  To  oudine  the  general  areas 
which  are  important  to  Christian 
leadership. 

3.  To  gain  an  acquaintance  with 
the  young  j)erson  in  order  to  discover 
the  gift  or  gifts  vidth  which  he  has 
been  endowed  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 


4.  To  offer  specialized  material 
geared  to  the  needs  of  the  church, 
the  areas  of  leadership,  and  the  gifts 
of  the  young  person  to  aid  him  in 
the  setting  of  goals. 

5.  To  train  the  young  person  to 
"study"  to  show  himself  approved 
(II  Tim.  2:15);  to  "pray  wdthout 
ceasing"  (I  Thess.  5:17);  and  to  "do 
the  work  of  an  evangelist"  (II  Tim. 
4:5). 

6.  To  help  the  young  person  in 
the  areas  of  leadership  in  which  he 
is   involved   at   the   present   time.T 


Twelve  Rules  for 
Raising  Delinquent  Children 

1.  Begin  with  infancy  to  give  the  child  everything  he  wants.  In  this 
way  he  vwll  grow  up  to  believe  die  world  owes  him  a  living. 

2.  When  he  picks  up  bad  words,  laugh  at  him.  This  will  make  him 
think  he's  cute.  It  wdll  also  encourage  him  to  pick  up  "cuter"  phrases  that 
will  blow  off  the  top  of  your  head  later. 

3.  Never  give  him  any  spiritual  training.  Wait  until  he  is  21,  and 
then  let  him  "decide  for  himself." 

4.  Avoid  use  of  the  word  "wrong."  It  may  develop  a  guilt  complex. 
This  will  condition  him  to  believe  later,  when  he  is  arrested  for  stealing  a 
car,  that  society  is  against  him  and  he  is  being  persecuted. 

5.  Pick  up  everything  he  leaves  around— books,  shoes,  and  clothes.  Do 
everything  for  him  so  that  he  will  be  experienced  in  throwing  all  respon- 
sibility on  others. 

6.  Let  him  read  any  printed  matter  he  can  get  his  hands  on.  Be  care- 
ful that  the  silverware  and  drinking  glasses  are  sterilized,  but  let  his  mind 
feast  on  garbage. 

7.  Quarrel  frequently  in  the  presence  of  your  children.  In  this  way  diey 
will  not  be  too  shocked  when  the  home  is  broken  up  later. 

8.  Give  a  child  all  the  spending  money  he  wants.  Never  let  him  earn 
his  own.  Why  should  he  have  things  as  tough  as  you  had  them? 

9.  Satisfy  his  every  craving  for  food,  drink,  and  comfort.  See  that  every 
sensual  desire  is  gratified.  Denial  may  lead  to  harmful  frustration. 

10.  Take  his  part  against  neighbors,  teachers,  policemen.  They  are  all 
prejudiced  against  your  child. 

11.  When  he  gets  into  real  trouble,  apologize  for  yourself  by  saying:  "I 
never  could  do  anything  for  him." 

12.  Prepare  for  a  life  of  grief.  You  will  be  likely  to  have  it

America  Needs  Prayer! 

In  1776  national  issues  were  clear  and  sharply  defined. 
It  was  a  case  of  liberty  or  enslavement  and  death.  Both 
politicians  and  laymen  agreed  on  the  issues.  They  worked 
together  to  \wn  the  victory.  A  free  America  was  the  result. 

The  issues  before  World  Wars  I  and  II  provided  suf- 
ficiently clear  indications  of  danger  to  our  national  secur- 
ity and  liberty  to  warrant  gathering  the  vast  might  and 
potential  of  America  to  defeat  the  forces  of  tyranny  and 
totalitarianism.  Americans  rallied  to  the  cause  and  won 
the  victory. 

But  today  our  Government  has  become  such  a  gigantic 
colossus  that  it  has  lost  its  personal  touch  with  its  people. 
It  is  a  sort  of  bureaucratic  dictatorship.  So  little  important 
information  on  national  and  international  issues  trickles 
through  to  the  people  that  they  have  little  basis  for  de- 
duction. Therefore  there  are  many  things  the  American 
people  do  not  understand. 

Why  are  we  fighting  a  war  in  South  Vietnam  and  sac- 
rificing precious  American  lives  and  millions  of  dollars? 
Are  we  trying  to  win  a  war?  Even  with  all  the  political 
palaver  we  get  from  Washington  the  war  is  not  won. 
Why  did  we  fight  the  war  in  Korea?  To  stem  the  tide 
of  Communism?  This  is  ridiculous.  Communists  now  con- 
trol more  of  the  world  and  as  much  of  the  two  countries 
mentioned. 

What  is  an  honest,  patriotic,  concerned  American 
citizen  to  conclude  when  he  sees  what  has  been  allowed 
to  happen  in  Cuba? 

why  do  we  sell  wheat  to  Communist  Russia  and  her 
satellites?  To  help  them  bury  us? 

In  current  politics  w^hat  is  a  "moderate,"  a  "progressive," 
a   "conservative,"  or  a  "liberal"? 

These  and  many  other  questions  perplex  and  confuse 
American  people.  Millions  do  not  know  what  to  think. 

It  appears  that  we  may  expect  little  help  from  our  news 
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Our  fathers'  God,  to  thee, 

Author   of    liberty, 

To  thee  we  sing; 

Long  may  our  land  be  bright 

With  freedom's  holy  light; 

Protect  us  by  Thy  might. 

Great  God,  our  Kins. 
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media.  The  news  we  receive  is  "managed"  and  strongly 
slanted   toward   the  present  Administration. 

Yet,  we  are  just  a  few  months  from  the  election  of  a 
President! 

If  ever  America  needed  the  prayers  of  Christians  it  is 
NOW!  Special  prayer  meetings  should  be  held  in  our 
churches.  The  members  of  our  Congress,  our  President 
and  all  in  authority  should  be  brought  to  the  God  of 
all  wisdom  and  grace.  Prayer  should  be  made  that  poli- 
ticians may  rise  above  j>etty  politics  and  their  own  self- 
ishness to  a  consideration  of  moral  issues  and  what  is 
good  for  America.  We  should  pray  that  God  vidll  choose 
a  man  as  our  next  President  who  will  direct  us  along 
the  path  to  constitutional  government  and  the  restoration 
and  preservation  of  our  personal  rights. 

Paul  commanded  Timothy  to  lead  in  this  ministry. 

"I  exhort  therefore,  that,  first  of  all,  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made 
for  all  men;  For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  authority; 
that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  god- 
liness and  honesty"  (I  Tim.  2:1-2). 

Is  this  dabbling  in  politics  as  some  would  claim?  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  simply  obeying  the  Word  of  God.  We 
had  better  be  doing  more  of  this  or  we  may  as  well  teach 
our  children  to  count  in  rubles. 

One  issue  is  clear  in  the  coming  election.  Certain 
political  elements  are  moving  us  quietly  but  certainly 
away  from  constitutional  government  to  what  may  ulti- 
mately be  complete  Government  control.  Little  thought 
is  necessary  to  conclude  that  this  would  mean  the  end  of 
free  enterprise  and  the  establishment  of  a  Welfare  State. 
In  such  a  State  people  are  slaves  to  the  Government. 

Some  politicians  have  no  scruples  about  "buying" 
votes  by  deceiving  the  people.  One  of  the  philosophies 
of  the  present  Administration  is  that  it  must  help  the 
people  in  every  conceivable  manner.  But  it  is  being 
done  by  taking  the  tax  dollar  out  of  the  right  pocket  and 
placing  it  back  in  the  left  pocket.  We  could  do  this  our- 
selves v\'ithout  paying  a  Government  bureau  for  the  proc- 
ess. Government  is  "for  the  people"  and  it  should  help 
its  constituents.  This  should  not  be  done  at  the  expense 
of  the  tax  payer  in  building  a  Gargantuan  structure  in 
government. 

Thank  God  there  are  still  some  political  forces  and 
politicians  who  stand  for  constitutional  government,  the 
free  enterprise  system  and  the  liberty  of  the  indixadual. 
We  are  trusting  that  God  will  move  through  these  forces 
in  this  critical  hour  of  American  history.  The  results  of 
the  next  presidential  election  will  no  doubt  determine 
our  national  future  for  many  years.  This  will  be  while 
our  children  are  raising  their  children. 

Child  of  God,  it  is  our  responsibility  in  obedience  to 
God's  Word  to  pray  for  America,  its  leaders  and  its  polit 
ical  and  spiritual  future,  and  especially  NOW!  T 
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Why  a  Church  Among  the  Spanish-Americans  in  New  Mexico? 


We  hear  this  question  occasionally. 
It  should  be  answered. 

V\^y  do  we  have  churches  any- 
where in  the  world?  This  is  the  will 
of  God  according  to  His  Word.  No 
class  or  race  is  excluded.  The 
Church  is  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
lost  souls  wherever  and  whoever 
they  are. 

There  are  15,000  Spanish-Ameri- 
can people  in  the  Taos  valley  alone. 
Throughout  the  Southwest  especially 
there  are  millions  who  have  not 
heard  the  plan  of  salvation.  This  mis- 
sion field  is  growing.  Very  few  evan- 
gelical churches  are  working  in  this 
field. 

By  the  very  clear  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  we  have  developed  the 
fine  Brethren  Church  at  Taos.  Be- 
cause of  limited  funds  two  additional 
missions  in  the  same  area  were  re- 
moved from  our  support  and  one  was 
closed.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Homey 
and  Celina  Mares,  our  missionaries, 
and  the  Taos  believers  have  moved 
into  this  field  with  a  strong  Bible 
message.  We  have  seen  results.  Souls 
have  been  saved.  Young  people  have 
dedicated  their  lives  to  Christ. 

Through    the    generosity    of    our 


many  friends  Rev.  Homey  carries  a 
daily  five-minute  radio  broadcast  over 
the  500-watt  local  station.  A  wide 
listening  audience  is  increasing  the 
outreach  of  our  church. 

Many  Spanish-Americans  are  born 
into  membership  in  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church.  Usually  they  remain  in 
this  church  for  life.  Those  we  win  to 
Christ    ordinarily    are    members    of 


this  church.  This  creates  a  similar 
problem  as  in  our  mission  field  in 
Argentina.  The  Roman  Catholic 
Church  under  average  circumstances 
will  do  everything  possible  to  block 
and  thwart  the  testimony  of  the  true 
Church. 

Please  pray  for  the  Spanish- 
American  brethren  and  help  support 
this  fine  church  among  them.        T

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Radio— New  Ministry  in  Taos

In  most  areas  of  the  United  States 
radio  is  old-fashioned  and  passe.  But 
here  in  the  Taos  valley  radio  is  a  new 
thing.  Because  we  are  so  high  in  the 
mountains,  and  because  of  mineral 
interference,  it  is  impossible  to  re- 
ceive even  the  most  powerful  stations 
of  the  United  States  except  in  the 
night  time. 

Three  years  ago  radio  station 
KKIT  went  on  the  air  from  Taos. 
For  the  first  time  the  people  of  the 
valley  were  able  to  get  radio  re- 
ception, hear  local  news  when  it 
happened,  know  what  was  going  on 
in  the  "outside"  world.  It  was  a  com 
plete  monopoly  on  radio  in  this  area. 

The  very  first  words  to  be  aired 
on  this  station,  from  its  inception, 
were  a  prayer  and  Scripture  by  your 
Brethren  missionary.  Pastor  Sam 
Homey.  Two  programs,  "Chapel- 
time"  and  "Morning  Devotions,"  are 
aired  daily  to  an  estimated  listening 
audience  of  40,000  people,  by  "your 
radio  pastor,"  Sam  Homey.  The  Sun- 
day morning  church  service  hour 
from  II  a.m.  to  12  noon  each  Sun- 
day morning  gives  the  radio  audience 
the  complete  morning  worship  service 
from  the  first  note  to  the  last  note  of 
the  organ  and  piano. 

God  has  given  us  an  open  door  to 
gospel  radio  broadcasting  in  an  area 
where  no  other  station  is  competing. 
Pray  that  this  door  may  be  kept 
open.  If  you  are  interested  in  spon- 
soring a  daily  gospel  radio  program 
for  just  one  dollar  a  day,  won't  you 


please  write  your  missionary  at  Taos 
for  a  sample  tape?  A  Sunday  church 
service  hour  can  be  sponsored  for 
just   fifteen    dollars. 

Word  has  come  to  us  from  the 
management  of  radio  station  KKIT 
that  it  will  soon  go  on  the  air  with 
another  transmitter,  an  FM  station. 
This  station  will  also  carry  the  voice 
of  your  Taos  missionary. 

After  a  gospel  message  making 
clear  the  way  of  salvation  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ  is  given,  these 
familiar  words  close  the  daily  broad- 
cast: "Hello  there  .  .  .  you  have  been 
listening  to  "Chapeltime"  ...  a  pro- 
gram that  has  been  planned  to  chal- 
lenge you  and  help  you  face  the 
problems  of  life  today.  If  the  pastor 
can  be  of  any  spiritual  counsel  to 
you  he  is  always  ready  to  do  so.  Your 
radio  pastor  is  your  friend,  and  stands 
by  your  side  to  aid  you  in  your  hour 
of  need.  Feel  free  to  call  on  him. 
So  until  tomorrow  morning,  at  this 
same  time,  and  over  this  same  station, 
this  is  your  radio  pastor  saying 
'Coodbye,  now  .  .  .  and  may  God 
bless  you  and  yours  this  day.' "       T

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The  Experience  of  a  Tither 


As  I  relate  my  experience  as  a 
tither,  I  trust  the  Lord  might  be 
able  to  use  it  to  encourage  others 
who  are  having  a  struggle  along  this 
line. 

My  tithing  dates  back  quite  a  few 
years.  I  remember  before  I  ever  be- 
gan to  tithe,  although  I  had  a  good 
job,  it  seemed  as  though  I  never 
had  any  money  to  give  to  the  Lord 
apart  from  a  litde  change  now  and 
then.  It  really  never  occurred  to  me 
to  be  a  tither,  because  no  one  ever 
told  me  I  should  or  taught  me  the 
basis  of  it.  My  tithing  started  when 
I  was  out  of  work,  and  in  those  days, 
unemployment  insurance  only  paid 
$15  a  week.  The  Lord  laid  upon  my 
heart  the  need  to  start  giving  syste- 
matically. Each  week  when  my  $15 
check  came,  I  would  take  out  $1.50 
and  set  it  aside,  calling  this  the 
Lord's.  Of  course,  it  was  no  problem 
to  give  this  money  away,  because  it 
was  already  separated  from  what  I 
had  left. 

I  remember,  too,  in  the  midst  of 
this,  I  was  not  only  unemployed  but 
I  was  also  sick  on  one  occasion  when 
it  was  necessary  to  go  to  the  un- 
employment bureau  to  sign  up  for 
my  weekly  check.  Since  I  was  unable 
to  go,  I  prevailed  upon  an  unsaved 
brother  of  mine  (that  is,  a  brother 
in  the  flesh)  to  go  and  sign  up  for 
me.  f^e  did  this  graciously,  but  in 
the  meantime,  the  Lord  began  to 
put  pressure  on  me  for  doing  this; 
and  when  the  check  came,  I  gave 
the  whole  thing  to  the  Lord's  work. 
Then  I  told  my  brother  what  I  had 
done  and  apologized  for  having  put 
him  on  the  spot.  (By  the  way,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  brother 
is  now  a  Christian.)  Another  in- 
teresting thing  is  that  on  the  same 
day  I  sent  the  money  away,  three  peo- 
ple from  our  church  came  and  each 
left  a  gift  of  $5.  This  was  a  thrilling 
thing,  and  God  proved  to  me  that 
He  was  satisfied  with  what  I  was 
doing  in  endeavoring  to  treat  Him 
right  in  my  giving  and  in  my  living 
for  Him. 

After  this,  the  Lord  gave  me  some 


good  jobs  and  I  kept  tithing  con- 
sistently and  have  always  been 
blessed  of  the  Lord  in  so  doing. 

Back  in  those  years,  housing  was 
very  scarce  in  our  town.  It  was  prac- 
tically impossible  to  rent  a  house 
even  though  one  had  the  money. 
The  home  we  were  renting  was  up 
for  sale  and  had  been  for  over  a 
year.  People  would  come  to  look 
at  the  house  and  we  would  show 
them  through,  being  very  gracious 
and  courteous  about  it.  People  would 
often  express  curiosity  as  to  what 
we  would  do  if  someone  bought  the 
house.  This  would  always  afford  an 
opportunity  to  witness  to  them.  We 
did  not  know  but  were  sure  the  Lord 
would  take  care  of  us.  This  con- 
tinued for  over  a  year,  and  finally  the 
house  was  sold.  We  began  to  look 
for  another  place  to  rent  and  could 
find  absolutely  nothing.  We  kept 
praying  and  looking  Others  were 
concerned  and  did  everything  within 
their  power  to  help  us,  but  nothing 
developed.  The  time  came  when 
the  new  owners  told  us  they  were 
going  to  move  in,  regardless.  With 
all  of  our  things  packed  and  sitting 
in   the  front  room,  we  felt  a  peace 


that  passeth  all  understanding.  I 
never  have  experienced  such  perfect 
peace  in  the  midst  of  all  the  con- 
fusion and  turmoil  about  us.  We 
could  not  find  a  place  to  rent  so  we 
put  our  furniture  in  storage  and 
went  to  live  with  my  brother  for  a 
few  months.  In  due  time  it  was 
necessary  that  a  move  be  made.  A 
Christian  friend  came  and  wanted 
to  lend  us  $2,000  for  a  down  pay- 
ment on  a  house.  At  first  we  refused, 
recognizing  that  it  might  not  be  pos- 
sible for  us  ever  to  pay  back  the 
loan.  But  they  insisted  that  it  be  so. 
Finally,  after  much  prayer,  we  re- 
ceived the  money  and  began  to  pray 
about  a  house  that  we  could  buy. 

The  Lord  directed  us  to  a  home 
that  could  not  have  been  a  better 
choice.  Everything  was  perfect- 
location,  size,  etc.  In  due  time  an 
aunt  of  mine  passed  away  in  the 
East,  and  without  our  knowing  any- 
thing about  it,  we  received  $2,800 
from  her  estate.

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On  another  occasion  a  lady  with 
whom  my  wife  had  a  casual  ac- 
quaintance and  whom  she  had  be- 
friended at  one  time  died  and  left 
her  $1,000.  This  was  used  in  a  defi- 
nite way  to  square  away  some  things 
we  wanted  to  do.  Since  that  time 
we  have  received  another  estate 
amounting  to  around  $600. 

Since  I  have  been  in  the  Lord's 
work  for  several  years  and  my  salary 
isn't  large  compared  with  that  of 
people  who  do  secular  work,  I  guess 
I  had  the  idea  that  because  I  was 
giving  my  time  to  the  Lord,  that 
should  be  all  that  was  necessary.  But 
a  few  years  ago  the  Lord  began  to 
deal  with  me  about  this  business  of 
giving,  and  it  seemed  to  be  so  defi- 
nite that  He  was  talking  to  me  about 
increasing  my  giving.  Although  I 
could  not  understand  at  the  time 
how  this  could  be  done,  one  day  I 
had  a  serious  talk  with  the  Lord,  and 
we  made  an  agreement  or  a  covenant 
together.  I  told  Him  that  as  long  as 
He  would  enable  me,  I  would  in- 
crease my  giving  $5  a  month  each 
year.  In  other  words,  it  would  be 
a  $60  increase  each  year.  I  began  to 
do  this,  thinking  surely  I  could 
squeeze  out  another  $5  each  month 
some  way  and  give  it  to  the  Lord's 
work,  plus  the  tithe  that  I  was  al- 
ready giving.  It  was  several  years  ago 
that  I  started  doing  this,  and  each 
year,  beginning  in  January,  I  would 
increase  my  giving  $5  each  month. 
It  seemed  as  though  I  had  as  much 
left  as  before  and  I  have  continued 
to  do  this  now  for  the  past  several 
years.  God,  in  a  wonderful  way,  has 
taken  care  of  us,  and  although  our 
salary  has  not  increased  all  during 
this  time,  He  has  enabled  me  to 
give  this  additional  amount.  Now. 
instead  of  being  10%,  I  can  say  to 
His  glory,  it  is  25%  gross.  I  don't 
know  how  much  longer  this  can  or 
will  last.  But  as  long  as  the  Lord  con- 
tinues to  supply  my  needs,  I  will, 
by  His  grace,  continue  to  give  my 
increase  each  year.  I  know  it  is  God's 
will  that  we  put  Him  to  the  test. 
I  know  in  the  natural  it  doesn't  make 
sense,  but  it  isn't  what  makes  sense 
in  the  natural  that  counts  with  God. 
It  is  being  obedient  to  His  Word! 
This  has  been  a  great  source  of 
blessing  in  my  life,  and  I  wouldn't 
trade  it  for  anything!  T

1964— YEAR    OF     PROGRESS

At  the  close  of  each  school  year 
every  student  likes  to  think  he  or 
she  has  made  some  sort  of  progress 
along  life's  highway.  If  we  are 
Christian  young  people,  I  think  we 
should  ask  ourselves  how  we  have 
progressed  regarding  our  Christian 
lives.  Have  we  taken  advantage  of 
each  opportunity  to  sp>eak  up  for 
our  Lord?  I  know  I  fall  far  short  of 
any  goals  I  have  set  when  I  really 
look  at  myself.  I  do  feel  most  of  the 
students  who  know  me  in  Fairfax 
High  have  no  questions  about  where 
I  stand  regarding  Jesus  Christ. 

This  semester  I  was  required  to 
take  a  course  in  guidance.  It  is  to 
help  students  adjust  to  life  and  their 
environments.  As  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned, it  is  mostly  a  waste  of  time 
except  for  one  thing.  It  became  a 
place  for  me  to  express  myself  as 
far  as  religion  was  concerned. 

When  I  first  became  a  member 
of  the  class,  the  teacher  let  every- 
one know  he  didn't  believe  in  any- 
thing except  what  the  science  books 
had  to  say.  If  anyone  questioned 
science,  he  was  stupid  and  ignorant. 
This  teacher  was  young  and  swore  in 
class.  I  made  up  my  mind  that  if  an 
opportunity  presented  itself,  I  would 
take  advantage  of  it  to  the  fullest. 

It  wasn't  until  almost  the  end  of 
the  semester,  however,  that  I  had 
any  real  opportunity.  One  day  we 
were  discussing  religion,  and  he  made 
the  mistake  of  calling  on  me  to  ex- 
plain how  I  felt  about  it. 

I  explained  that  religion  was  part 
of  my  life  and  that  though  I  had 
failed  Him  many  times,  I  had  com- 
mitted my  life  to  Jesus  Christ  as  my 
Saviour,  Lord,  and  God. 

There  was  a  moment  of  silence 
because,  though  most  of  the  students 
knew  how  I  felt,  they  didn't  think 
I  would  say  it  so  boldly. 


"You  believe  in  more  than  one 
God,  Diane,"  the  teacher  said. 

'That's  where  you  are  wrong,  Mr. 
N.,"  I  told  him.  "What  is  this?"  I 
held  up  my  hand. 

"Your  hand." 

"Is  it  one  hand  or  two?" 

"One,  of  course." 

"But  it  has  five  fingers,  doesn't 
it?"  There  was  a  nodding  of  heads. 

"It  is  still  one  hand  but  it  has  five 
fingers.  If  it  didn't  have  the  fingers, 
it  wouldn't  be  one  hand.  Right?" 
They  all  had  to  agree. 

"God  is  one  but  He  is  three  per- 
sonalities. Echod  in  the  Shema 
(Hear  O  Israel,  the  Lord  our  God 
the  Lord  is  One)  means  a  unity,  not 
a  single  unit  one.  God  is  like  my 
hand."  Most  of  the  students  are  Jew- 
ish so  they  understood  what  I  was 
talking  about.  The  teacher  is  Jewish 
also. 

Then  I  gave  them  the  plan  of  sal- 
vation—how God  sent  His  Son  to 
die  for  MY  sins  and  that  the  ONLY 
way  to  God  was  through  HIS  SON. 
This,  of  course,  caused  some  excite- 
ment and  hands  were  raised  to  show

what  others  believed.  At  that  par- 
ticular time,  the  bell  rang.  After 
class,  some  of  the  boys  stopped  me 
in  the  hall  and  we  continued  the 
discussion. 

For  the  next  few  days,  our  guid- 
ance class  was  a  class  in  religion. 
If  some  of  the  parents  could  have 
heard  their  children  expressing  what 
they  believed  or  didn't  believe  about 
Judaism,  they  might  have  been  sur- 
prised. One  girl  said  she  was 
"kosher"  (ceremonially  clean)  at 
home  because  her  mother  kept  a 
kosher  home  but  when  she  left  the 
house,  she  no  longer  was  particular 
about  eating  meat  and  drinking  milk 
together.  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
tell  the  class  belief  in  God  wasn't 
something  you  put  on  or  took  off 
like  a  garment  but  had  to  come 
from  the  heart.  Then  a  boy  told  the 
class  how,  when  he  was  small,  he 
asked  if  he  could  have  some  bacon. 
All  he  received  was  a  nice  slap  in 
the  face  and  no  explanation  as  to 
why  he  couldn't  have  it.  He  said  to 
this  day  his  mother  doesn't  have  a 
reason  for  not  eating  bacon. 

One  of  the  girls  told  me  if  I  could 
prove  to  her  Jesus  was  spoken  of  in 
the  Old  Testament,  she  would  be- 
lieve. I  went  home  that  night  and 
studied  my  copy  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures (Jev\'ish  Old  Testament)  and 
had  much  proof.  When  I  went  to 
school  next  day,  the  girl  had  gathered 
a  group  of  her  friends  together  to 
back  her  up.  I  tried  to  show  them 
passages  from  their  own  Old  Testa- 
ment but  they  wouldn't  listen  to 
anything  I  said.  They  just  kept  in- 
sisting Jesus  wasn't  the  Messiah  and 
they  weren't  sinners  anyway.  The 
teacher  told  us  we  would  have  to 
get  out  of  the  room  when  the  class 
was  over  so  we  continued  our  dis- 
cussion in  the  hall  until  the  girl  be- 
gan  to  cry.   She  didn't  cry  from  a 
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sense  of  being  a  sinner,  however, 
but  from  sheer  frustration. 

Since  then,  I  have  had  several 
opportunities  to  discuss  rehgion  with 
Jewish  boys  who  really  were  interest- 
ed, not  in  believing,  but  in  hearing 
my  viewpoint. 

My  experience  in  guidance  class 
told  me  that  in  the  heart  of  these 
Jewish  young  people  is  a  real  desire 
to  know  more  about  where  they  are 
going  and  why.  Tradition  and  fam- 
ily have  built  up  a  barrier  in  their 
hearts  to  accepting  truth  as  found 
in  their  own  book,  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. I  feel,  however,  they  realize 
there  is  a  lack  in  their  lives  that  can- 
not be  filled  wdth  what  they  know 
and  have  learned  from  parents  or 
in  the  synagogue.  I  thank  God  for 
the  opportunity  He  gave  me  this 
year  in  being  able  to  explain  the  plan 
of  salvation  to  my  class  and  teacher. 
I  don't  know  what  the  purpose  was 
but  He  knows.  I  just  hope  He  will 
use  me  further  to  speak  out  for  Him.

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Highlights  of  the  Southern  California-Arizona  District  Conference 


More  than  seven  hundred  Breth- 
ren assembled  nightly  for  the  54th 
annual  conference  of  the  Southern 
California-Arizona  District  held  at 
the  North  Long  Beach  Brethren 
Church  May  12  to  16. 

Organized  around  the  "Conven- 
tion" theme,  the  conference  sessions 
were  attended  with  enthusiasm.  Fol- 
lowing the  convention  year  ideas  of 
pennants,  badges,  and  roll  call,  each 
church  participated  by  sending  a 
"convention  delegation"  to  represent 
them.  The  cooperation  of  the 
churches  was  a  tremendous  blessing. 
Thirty-four  churches  participated, 
and  every  church  received  a  blessing. 

Dr.  Howard  Hendricks,  of  Dallas 
Seminary,  spoke  on  the  theme,  "Work 
for  the  Night  Is  Coming."  The  key- 
note address  by  moderator  Robert 
McCormick  was  delivered  on  the 
first  night  of  conference,  and  God 
used  this  message  to  prepare  the 
hearts  of  the  people  for  the  week. 

A  mass  choir,  approximately  one 
hundred  voices,  representing  the 
churches,  thrilled  the  hearts  of  the 
brethren  as  they  sounded  forth  their 
musical  praises  each  night.  The  re- 


sponse of  the  people  demands  a 
schedule  of  this  choir  again  next  year. 

On  two  nights  of  the  conference, 
workshops  were  conducted.  These 
were  practical  in  nature  from  WMC 
work  to  "How  To  Conduct  an  Adult 
S.S.  Class."  Additional  classes  dealt 
with  deacons,  trustees,  boys  and  girls 
work,  ushers,  church  secretarial  work, 
and  pastoral  counseling.  Classes  were 
well  attended. 

New  district  works  now  being 
conducted  at  Simi,  Arlington,  Grand 
Terrace,  and  La  Puente  were  spot- 
lighted along  with  Grace  schools, 
home  and  foreign  missions. 

Key   to   the   great   success  of   the 


conference  was  the  "Key  Man."  Each 
church  was  represented  by  a  layman. 
This  layman  became  the  coordinator 
of  conference  activity  for  his  church. 

At  three  planning  meetings  prior 
to  the  conference,  these  key  men 
laid  the  ground  work  for  the  actual 
conference  itself.  On  one  occasion, 
they  prepared  for  the  mailing  of 
thirty-four  hundred  letters,  which 
wee  later  sent  to  each  family  in  the 
district. 

The  brethren  of  this  district  praise 
God  for  the  challenge  issued  and  re- 
ceived as  a  result  of  this  year's  con- 
ference. Plans  are  already  underway 
for  next  year'.<;  conference.

A  recent  article  in  Christianity  Today  found  its  starting 
point  in  a  very  popular  game  that  has  been  playing  on 
national  television  for  fifteen  years:  namely,  "What's 
My  Line?"  In  this  game  a  panel  of  experts  is  faced 
with  the  problem  of  guessing  what  are  the  varied  occupa- 
tions of  all  kinds  of  people.  Some  of  the  occupations  seem 
almost  ridiculous,  such  as  that  of  a  manufacturer  of  false 
teeth  for  cows;  others  commend  themselves  as  occupa- 
tions of  tremendous  value  to  the  welfare  of  mankind. 
In  many  instances  the  panel  is  stumped  in  face  of  the 
particular  occupation  represented,  so  skillful  are  the  chal- 
lengers in  hiding  their  occupation. 

As  Christians  what  answer  should  we  give  to  the 
question,  "What's  My  Line?"  Too  often  the  question  is 
not  faced  at  all.  In  many  instances  a  faulty  answer  is 
given.  But  the  Word  of  God  makes  crystal  clear  what 
the  "line"  of  the  follower  of  Christ  should  be.  First  of 
all,  he  is  a  Christian,  that  is,  one  of  Christ's  own  with  all 
the  solemn  implications  of  such  a  title.  He  is  a  believer. 
This  implies  that  he  takes  the  Word  of  God  seriously, 
that  he  not  only  finds  in  the  Book  the  Lord  and  Saviour 
whom  he  needs  but  he  finds  also  full  directions  as  to 
how  he  should  conduct  himself  in  this  world  that  is  so 
foreign  to  God.  He  is  a  witness  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
This  was  the  last  responsibility  that  He  laid  upon  His 
disciples  before  He  went  back  to  heaven  (Acts  1:8).  A 
witness  tells  what  he  knows.  Witnesses  for  Jesus  tell 
what  they  know  of  Him  and  of  His  salvation.  The 
Apostle  Paul  had  a  very  clear  conception  of  what  this 
meant  and  expressed  it  plainly  in  II  Corinthians  5:14- 
20.  In  substance  the  Christian  is  an  ambassador  for 
Christ.  He  is  called  upon  to  witness  for  Him  in  this 
world,  to  urge  men  to  be  reconciled  to  God. 

What's  your  line,  fellow  believer?  The  plan  and  calling 
of  God  have  not  changed  since  Paul's  day.  It  ought  to 
be  that  of  being  an  ambassador  for  Christ.  There  is  no 
higher  honor  than  this.  The  writer  of  these  lines  had  the 
meaning  of  ambassadorship  more  vividly  impressed  upon 
his  mind  than  ever  before  some  time  ago  when  with 
one  of  our  missionaries  he  visited  the  French  ambassador 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to 
obtain  a  visa  for  the  missionary  so  he  could  enter  French 
territory  in  Africa.  Immediately  upon  entrance  into  the 
office  of  the  embassy  it  was  evident  that  the  ambassador 
was  a  man  of  high  position  and  responsibility.  The  of- 
fice was  replete  with  reminders  of  a  foreign  land.  There 
were  foreign  secretaries  and  servants.  The  flag  of  France 
was  in  evidence.  Large  books  containing  the  laws  of  this 
country  were  present.  The  folk  in  the  office  did  not 
look  like  Americans  and  for  the  most  part  they  spoke  a 


foreign  language.  In  a  word,  this  office  and  its  ambassa- 
dor with  all  his  attendants  were  a  part  of  a  foreign  land. 
They  represented  that  country  in  America. 

Then  I  thought  about  the  Christian.  He,  too,  is  a 
representative,  an  ambassador  of  another  country,  a  far 
better  country  than  this,  for  his  citizenship  is  in  heaven. 
He  is  a  pilgrim  and  a  stranger  here,  just  passing  through 
this  world  but  while  here  he  is  exjjected  to  properly 
represent  the  country  of  his  heavenly  citizenship. 

As  previously  noted  it  is  often  true  in  the  "What's  My 
Line?"  program  that  persons  are  able  to  stump  the  panel 
of  experts  as  to  the  identification  of  their  occupations. 
But  the  testimony  of  the  Christian  should  be  so  clear 
that  no  one  will  be  able  to  mistake  what  his  "line"  is. 
Remember  how  they  took  knowledge  of  Peter  and  John 
that  they  had  been  with  Jesus.  This  is  the  way  God 
expects  His  followers  to  live. 

Women's  Residence  Campus 

As  we  write  these  lines  the  grading  in  front  of  the 
new  Women's  Residence  Hall  is  proceeding  rapidly.  Also, 
some  of  the  sidewalks  have  already  been  laid.  Access  roads 
are  fast  taking  shajje.  The  same  company  that  is  doing 
the  landscaping  is  also  working  on  the  roads  and  park- 
ing areas  about  the  Seminary  building  (McClain  Hall). 
By  National  Conference  time  all  of  these  needed  im- 
provements should  be  completed.  Already  folks  are  be- 
ginning to  talk  about  the  attractiveness  of  the  transforma- 
tions that  are  itaking  place.  It  is  good  to  observe  in  this 
connection  that  the  facilities  connected  with  the  new 
dormitory  and  dining  hall  have  given  a  tremendous 
boost  to  the  morale  of  the  college.  As  the  college  girls 
say,  "It  feels  more  like  home  now  that  we  have  our  own 
Residence."  In  addition  to  the  regular  use  of  the  dining 
hall  for  the  care  of  the  college  students,  the  beautiful 
reception  room  and  dining  facilities  have  become  at- 
tractive places  for  faculty  dinners,  wedding  receptions, 
mother  and  daughter  banquets  and  varied  other  affairs. 

During  the  summer  the  new  Residence  Hall  will 
not  be  vacant.  It  will  be  used  by  summer  school  stu- 
dents. Youth  for  Christ  convention  delegates,  delegates 
to  church  conventions  such  as  the  World  Convention  of 
the  Free  Methodist  Church  and  the  Conference  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Regular  Baptists,  and  our  own 
Brethren  Youth  Camp  young  people  will  be  housed 
here.  Others  will  also  find  lodging  in  these  new  facilities 
a  delight.  We  are  grateful  that  these  quarters  can  be  used 
in  these  ways  for  it  means  added  income  to  help  main- 
tain ithe  institution.  ▼

The  Place  of 
Athletics  in  a 
Christian  College 
Curriculum

(Editor's  note:    This   is   a   paper  read   before   the  faculty   of   the   Grace    Schools   at 
a  regular  meeting.  The  article  is  printed  as  read.) 
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The  topic  upon  which  I  am  now 
speaking  has  been  assigned.  The  first 
assignment  come  from  the  athletic 
club  on  our  own  campus.  At  that 
time  I  detected  a  note  of  method  in 
their  madness.  And  this  is  eclipsed 
only  by  a  similar  method  on  the  part 
of  the  faculty  committee  for  this  oc- 
casion. My  response  is  one  of  delight. 
I  welcome  both  the  opportunity  and 
the  assignment. 

What  I  am  about  to  say  needs  to 
be  said,  and  it  needs  to  be  said  to 
this  group.  There  are  those  among  us 
who  are  more  qualified  to  speak 
on  this  theme  than  I,  and  those  who 
could  express  the  matter  with  greater 
clarity,  but  none  who  will  enjoy  the 
privilege  more,  or  who  could  speak 
with  any  more  authority. 

Extremes  abound  in  the  approach 
to  this  subject.  There  are  those  who 
display  an  inordinate  affection  for 
athletics  and  would  give  it  the  highest 
place  in  their  estimation.  There  are 
others  who  regard  it  with  utter  con- 
tempt and  would  exclude  it  from  any 
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place  on  a  college  campus.  There  are 
still  others  who  regard  it  with  a 
measure  of  indulgence.  In  every  case 
there  are  substantial  arguments  to 
support  the  various  positions.  But 
I  am  not  so  much  interested  in  the 
various  views,  as  I  am  the  Biblical 
and  Christian  position. 

It  is  well  known  that  excesses 
abound  on  every  hand  in  the  field  of 
athletics.  One  cannot  help  but  see 
the  displays  of  overweening  pride, 
the  exhibitions  of  the  flesh,  the  car- 
nality on  display  among  those  who 
engage  in  and  follow  athletics. 
Among  those  who  are  motivated  by 
the  Spirit  of  Christ  this  produces  re- 
vulsion—revulsion that  often  reaches 
the  point  of  repulsion  in  thinking, 
if  not  also  in  reaction  toward  ath- 
letics. The  excesses  are  present  and 
must  be  admitted.  But  it  is  proper 
to  ask:  Are  they  necessarily  inherent 
in  athletics? 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  the 
extreme  of  exclusiveness.  This  dis- 
position develops  among  many,  j>er- 
haps  most  serious  minded  Christians. 
There  is  the  tendency  to  isolate  them- 
selves from  athletics  altogether,  to 
turn  to  a  sort  of  asceticism,  to  regard 
spirituahty  and  athletics  as  utterly 
excluding  one  another.  Last  year,  a 
young  man  bitten  wath  this  bug,  a 
false  spirituality,  produced  four  or 
five  typewritten  pages  of  argument 
to  prove  why  no  Christian  should 
engage  in  athletics,  and  why  athletics 
was  not  commensurate  with  the  pro- 
fession of  a  Christian  college.  Up  to 
that  point  he  had  been  one  of  the 
athletes. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  Biblical 
position  endorses  neither  one  of  these 
extremes.  For  every  creation  of  God 
is  good.  But  every  creation  should 
be  brought  under  the  control  of  god- 
liness, which  is  profitable  now  and 
forever.  Bodily  exercise  profits  for  a 
few  things  and  for  a  brief  period  of 
time,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  ex- 
tend beyond  this.  But  still  it  is  profit- 
able in  its  place,  and  care  should  be 
taken  to  discover  and  put  it  in  its 
place  so  that  it  may  accomplish  what 
God  intended.  The  Scriptures  throw 
light  on  this  matter,  and  five  argu- 
ments wall  be  advanced  to  orient  our 
thinking  on  this  subject. 

Athletics  in  a  Spiritual  Program 

The    word    "spiritual"    does    not 


mean  spirit,  as  though  referring  to 
that  which  is  immaterial  or  intangi- 
ble. It  means  rather,  that  which  be- 
longs to  and  is  governed  by  the 
spirit,  whether  tangible  or  intangible, 
material  or  immaterial.  Spiritual  gifts 
are  immaterial  (I  Cor.  12:4-11).  A 
spiritual  man  is  one  controlled  by 
the  spirit,  but  very  much  material  (I 
Cor.  2:15).  A  spiritual  body  is  ani 
mated  by  the  spirit  though  made  of 
flesh  and  bones  (I  Cor.  15:44;  Luke 
24:39).  The  stars  of  heaven  are 
spiritual  in  the  sense  that  they  are 
controlled  by  the  Spirit  of  God  (Job 
26:13). 

Man  is  a  trifartite  being  consist- 
ing of  spirit,  soul,  and  body  (I  Thess. 
5:23).  The  spirit  of  man  stands  at 
the  head  of  the  list,  and  in  this  sense 
especially  man  is  said  to  be  made  in 
the  image  of  God  (Gen.  1:26-27). 
In  the  area  of  the  human  spirit  it  is 
possible  for  interrelationship  between 
God  and  man.  The  soul  comes  next 
in  order  and  through  the  senses  re- 
lates man  to  the  world  about  him. 
The  body  of  man  comes  last  and 
serves   as   the   vehicle   for    the   soul 


and  spirit.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
that  the  body  is  an  integral  part  of 
a  human  being,  and  that  all  three 
elements  always  operate  together,  and 
as  one. 

The  body  is  a  fermanent  fart  of 
the  man  who  is  saved.  That  explains 
the  high  value  placed  on  the  physical 
resurrection  of  the  body.  God  is  con- 
cerned for  the  body  of  the  saved 
man,  for  He  has  been  pleased  to 
make  it  the  temple  and  permanent 
dwelling  place  of  His  Spirit  (I  Cor. 
6:12-20).  Paganism  taught  that  the 
body  is  evil  and  evanescent,  and  not 
essential  to  the  basic  concept  of  man. 
And  there  are  types  of  Protestant 
theology  that  still  cling  to  such  views. 
But  these  views  do  not  come  from 
the  Scriptures  but  from  a  carnal 
heart.  Therefore  any  view  which  de- 
preciates the  value  of  the  body  is 
to  be  viewed  with  suspicion.  For 
every  creation  of  God  is  good. 

The  Healthy  Mind  Requires  a 
Healthy  Body 

There  is  an  interaction  between 
the  mind  and  the  body.  A  wise  man 
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of  the  past  gave  expression  to  this  in 
these  words:  "Much  study  is  a  weari- 
ness to  the  flesh"  (Eccles.  12:12 
ASV).  Every  serious  student  has  veri- 
fied this  over  and  over  again  in  his 
experience.  Many  are  the  times  when 
my  muscles  have  ached  as  acutely 
from  study  as  from  workout  on  the 
athletic  field.  It  is  only  too  apparent 
that  a  tired,  broken,  diseased,  or 
undeveloped  body  has  had  adverse 
effects  upon  the  mind.  It  often  pro- 
duces an  unhealthy  response  to  life: 
a  moroseness,  a  melancholy,  an  in- 
feriority complex,  or  such  like  that  is 
not  good. 

This  doubtless  explains  why  Christ 
m  His  miracles  made  certain  pro- 
visions for  the  body.  He  healed  the 
lame  man  at  the  pool  of  Bethesda. 
His  disability  had  finally  produced 
in  him  a  sort  of  hopeless  despair 
(John  5:7).  Christ  went  about  open- 
ing blind  eyes,  unstopping  deaf  ears; 
enabling  the  palsied  to  function 
again,  relieving  those  who  were  op 
pressed  of  the  devil  (Acts  10:38). 
Out  of  a  man  he  cast  a  demon,  and 
this  man  was  then  found  sitting, 
clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind  (Mark 
5:15). 

This  should  lead  us  to  a  correct 
conclusion  on  the  subject  of  athletics. 
Athletics  should  serve  as  an  aid  to 
the  proper  functioning  of  the  mind. 
While  there  are  some  things  in  the 
area  of  the  physical  over  which  we 
have  no  control,  here  is  one  over 
which  we  do  have  some  control.  And 
we  are  responsible  to  use  it.  Bodily 
exercise  profits  for  a  few  things  and 
for  a  limited  time.  But  it  profits. 
Under  the  control  of  the  Spirit  it 
may  help  to  inculcate  mental  alert 
ness,  develop  coordination,  and  teach 
precision.  These  things  must  begin 
in  the  thoughts  before  they  can  be 
transmitted  to  the  body.  But  athletics 
may  provide  some  motivation.  Just  as 


the  athlete  must  learn  to  lay  aside 
every  weight  (Heb.  12:1),  meaning 
bulk,  protuberance,  mass,  encum- 
brance, in  order  to  run  the  race,  the 
same  self-discipline  must  be  practiced 
in  the  realms  of  the  mental,  moral, 
and  spiritual.  In  fact,  there  is  a  very 
intimate  relation   between   the  four. 

It  is  an  unfortunate  situation  that 
athletes  have  become  the  object  of 
jokes  because  of  low  grades.  In  al- 
most any  society,  if  you  keep  your 
ear  tuned,  you  will  note  the  studied 
reflections  upon  them  as  a  class.  I 
have  a  sincere  resentment  for  that, 
for  I  was  once  an  athlete,  and  I 
wasn't  at  the  foot  of  the  class.  I  know 
others  who  have  excelled  as  athletes, 
and  they  too  have  achieved  in  other 
disciplines.  I'm  sure  it  does  not  need 
to  be  this  way,  and  perhaps  the  reason 
this  situation  exists  is  the  failure  to 
relate  athletics  to  the  whole  man,  and 
keep  it  under  the  control  of  the 
Spirit.  This  means  that  a  high  value 
should  be  placed  on  the  mental  with 
the  contribution  that  a  well  develop- 
ed body  can  make  to  it. 

The   Moral  Aspects   of   Athletics 

The  highest  motive  of  all  should 
be  to  glorify  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
"Whatever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory 
of  God"  (I  Cor.  10:31)  is  a  scriptural 
principle  that  is  certainly  applicable 
to  athletics  just  as  much  as  to  any- 
thing else.  For  those  athletes  whose 
motives  are  right,  the  incentive  of 
the  incorruptible  crown  bestowed  at 
the  Judgment  Seat  of  Christ,  should 
lead  them  to  play  the  game  as  Paul 
did  in  all  his  activities,  as  stated  in 
Philippians  3:14:  "I  press  toward  the 
mark  for  the  prize." 

The  ultimate  objective  is  the  win- 
ning of  the  contest  in  the  fullest 
sense.  And  this  should  characterize  all 
the  playing.  Christians  are  alerted 
on    this   point.    "One    receiveth    the 


prize  ...  so  run,  that  ye  may  obtain" 
(I  Cor.  9:24).  If  a  player  is  not  play- 
ing to  win,  he  is  engaged  in  a  farce  i 
which    will    eventually    become    a  i 
fiasco.   However,  one  may  win  the    ; 
athletic  contest  and  lose  the  moral    : 
contest.  But  it  is  possible  to  lose  the 
athletic  contest  and  win   the  moral 
contest.  But  it  is  possible  to  wan  both.    ; 
If  a  man  does  not  play  to  win  the    i 
athletic  contest,  he  loses  both.  It  is    j 
regarded   as   immoral,   unsportsman- 
like, and  reprehensible  for  athletes  to 
accept  inducements  to  play  in  such    ' 
a  way  as  not  to  win  the  contest.  May 
I   say   that   anything   that  lacks  the 
energy  and  full  intent  to  win  falls 
into  the  same  category. 

Certain  controlling  -principles  must 
of  necessity  characterize  the  prep- 
aration for,  and  the  playing  of,  the 
game  if  one  is  to  win  in  the  real 
sense  of  that  word.  There  must  be 
lawful  striving  to  win.  "If  a  man 
also  strive  for  masteries,  yet  is  he  not 
crowned,  except  he  strive  lawfully" 
(II  Tim.  2:5).  This  means  that  one 
must  follow  the  rules.  If  he  refuses 
to  follow  the  rules,  he  will  be  dis- 
qualified. This  often  happens  on  the 
human  level,  but  always  on  the  di- 
vine. Therefore  Paul  insisted  on  i 
rigid  adherence  for  himself:  "Lest  I  ' 
myself  should  be  disapproved"  (I  ' 
Cor.  9:27  Greek). 

In  addition  there  must  be  the  exer- 
cise of  self-control  in  training,  and 
during  the  playing,  of  the  game. 
"Every  man  that  striveth  for  the 
mastery  is  temperate  in  all  things"  (I  ■ 
Cor.  9:25).  The  word  temperate 
means  self-control,  the  holding  in  of  i 
the  self,  which  is  something  more 
than  the  moderate  expression  of  the 
self.  There  can  be  no  breaking  over 
the  rigid  lines  of  training  or  the  rules 
of  the  contest  if  the  player  is  to  do 
his  best.  He  must  lay  aside  every 
weight,  encumbrance,  protuberance, 
display  of  self.  Obviously  this  reaches 
deeper  than  the  mere  physical.  It 
descends  to  the  self,  determination, 
will,  the  human  spirit. 

This  calls  for  the  most  rigid  sub- 
jection of  all  elements  of  the  man  in 
efficient  training  and  play.  Paul  put 
it  this  way:  "But  I  keep  under  my 
body,  and  bring  it  into  subjection" 
(I  Cor.  9:27).  If  the  player  allows 
anything  to  master  him,  he  cannot 
be   master   of   the    situation    in   the 
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preparation  for  the  contest  nor  dur- 
ing the  game.  When  he  least  realizes 
it,  he  is  liable  at  that  moment  to 
be  mastered  by  his  lower  appetites 
and  experience  disqualification. 

There  are  also  other  imfortani 
qualities  that  should  characterize  the 
playing  of  the  athletic  contest. 
There  ought  to  be  absolute  certainty 
of  the  direction  in  which  the  goal  lies 
in  order  that  there  might  be  the  best 
utilization  of  energy.  Paul  declared: 
"I  therefore  so  run,  not  as  uncertain- 
ly; so  fight  I,  not  as  one  that  beateth 
the  air"  (I  Cor.  9:26).  A  player,  who 
ignores  the  real  place  where  he 
needs  to  develop  is  deceiving  himself. 
If  he  runs  toward  the  enemy's  goal 
with  the  ball,  he  is  neither  clear  in 
his  owTi  thinking  nor  efficient  in  the 
use  of  his  energy. 

And  there  needs  to  be  the  fullest 
display  of  energy  through  the  game 
to  its  very  end.  In  admonishing 
Timothy,  Paul  insisted:  "Make  full 
proof  of  thy  ministry"  (II  Tim.  4:5). 
With  some  satisfaction  Paul  could 
say  at  the  end  of  his  career:  "I  have 
finished  the  course"  (II  Tim.  4:7 
ASV).  As  long  as  the  game  is  in 
progress,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
player  to  do  his  best.  If  he  gives  up 
because  it  looks  as  though  the  score 
will  be  against  the  team,  he  forgets 
that  there  is  more  to  the  game  than 
the  score. 

This  means  that  there  must  be  a 
'  determined  persistence  to  reach  the 
goal  throughout  the  entire  game.  He 
should  "run  with  persistence  the  race 
that  is  set  before  him"  (Heb.  12:1 
Greek).  With  the  eye  upon  the  goal, 
there  should  be  set  purpose  and  the 
exercise  of  dogged  persistence  to 
reach  that  goal. 

This  demands  that  there  be  com- 
plete application  to  the  one  task  and 
goal  ahead,  which  v\'ill  result  in  vic- 
tory in  the  largest  and  most  exalted 
sense.  The  principle  is  this:  "This 
one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those 
things  which  are  behind,  and  reach 
ing  forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize"  (Phil.  3:13-14).  Many 
a  race  has  been  lost  when  the  runner 
I  turned  his  head  to  look  behind.  Many 
a  life  has  failed  to  reach  its  highest 
achievement  when  the  person  turned 
to    contemplate    the    attainments    of 
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the  past  and  lost  sight  of  the  goal 
ahead. 

The  Social  Values  of  Athletics 

The  social  values  begin  with  dedi- 
cation to  a  leader.  This  must  be  true 
on  the  part  of  every  member  of  the 
team.  For  the  Christian  the  principle 
is  clear.  He  is  admonished  to  run  the 
race  "looking  unto  Jesus,  the  pioneer 
and  perfecter  of  our  faith"  (Heb. 
12:2,  Greek).  He  is  also  instructed 
to  be  submissive  to  undershepherds 
who  care  for  his  soul  (Heb.  13:17). 
The  Christian  athlete  should  be  dedi- 
cated to  Christ,  but  also  recognize  the 
coach  under  whom  he  works.  It  is 
the  coach  who  knows  the  game  and 
the  measure  of  excellence,  and  every 
member  of  the  team  should  be  dedi- 
cated to  him. 

On  the  part  of  the  team  there  is 
the  social  value  of  unification  of  fur- 
pose  in  which  there  should  be  a 
"striving  together"  (Phil.  1:27)  to  at- 
tain the  common  goal.  The  straining 
and  struggling  together  with  one 
purpose  produces  progress  toward  the 
goal. 

Complete  coordination  of  energies, 
and  ambitions,  and  emotions  in  every- 
thing provides  a  social  value  such  as 
Holy  Writ  sets  forth;  namely,  that 
of  standing  fast  in  one  spirit,  with 
one  mind,  striving  together  (Phil.  1: 
27). 

Perfect  consecration  of  each  ath- 
lete to  the  welfare  of  the  entire  team 
is  another  important  social  value.  It 
too  has  a  scriptural  foundation.  Paul 
declared  that  this  characterized  his 
ministry.  "Therefore  I  endure  all 
things  for  the  elect's  sake"  (II  Tim. 
2:10). 

This  requires  that  there  be  com- 
plete separation  of  each  member  of 
the  team  to  the  sport  that  is  being 
played.  "No  man  that  warreth  en- 
tangleth  himself  with  the  affairs  of 
this  life;  that  he  may  please  him 
who  hath  chosen  him  to  be  a  soldier" 


(II  Tim  2  4)  Divided  energies  or 
svmpathics  will  never  produce  the 
best. 

Certainly  in  the  field  of  athletics 
there  must  be  a  willingness  on  the 
part  of  the  athlete  to  endure  hardness. 
This  means  the  willingness  to  en- 
dure affliction,  difficulty,  rigors. 
Athletics,  whether  for  men  or  women, 
requires  the  quality  or  masculinity. 
There  are  rigors  to  endure,  and  this 
calls  for  manliness  in  men.  It  re- 
quires ambition  to  attain  mastery  in 
some  sport.  Therefore  the  athlete 
should  be  ready  to  endure  hardness 
(II  Tim.  2:3),  to  quit  himself  like  a 
man,  to  be  strong  (I  Cor.  16:13).  It 
is  unfortunate  that  we  are  living  in 
a  day  of  softness,  when  men  every- 
where are  seeking  the  easy  way  out. 
All  of  this  grows  out  of  a  spiritual 
situation.  There  is  a  loss  of  virile 
Christianity  today.  This  exhibits 
itself  also  in  the  area  of  athletics. 
But  the  facts  are,  it  takes  real  men 
to  be  Christians,  and  more  emphasis 
on  real  manhood  could  well  have  its 
effects  in  more  real  interest  on  the 
part  of  men  in  athletics. 

It  would  be  a  gross  oversight  to 
pass  by  this  point  to  which  I  now 
call  your  attention.  There  must  be 
the  sincerest  deterinination  to  sacri- 
fice self,  if  necessary,  for  the  welfare 
of  the  team.  This  too  is  a  Christian 
virtue.  It  is  said  of  Epaphroditus: 
"Because  for  the  work  of  Christ  he 
was  nigh  unto  death,  not  regarding 
his  life,  to  supply  your  lack  of  serv- 
ice   toward    me"    (Phil.    2:30).    He

played  the  gambler  with  his  life  to 
perform  a  service  in  the  behalf  of 
his  brethren.  Many  a  game  has  been 
won  because  a  player  was  willing  to 
sacrifice  his  opportunity  for  fame  for 
the  sake  of  the  team.  And  many  a 
game  has  been  lost  because  a  player 
selfishly  refused  to  sacrifice  himself 
for  the  team. 

The  Educational  Values  of  Athletics 

The  purpose  of  education  is  essen- 
tially to  lead  out  and  develop  the 
inner  potentialities  of  a  student.  If 
athletics  has  the  spiritual,  mental, 
moral,  and  social  values  I  have  de- 
scribed, and  I  believe  it  does,  then  it 
is  in  its  place,  in  a  real  sense,  a  part 


of  the  program  designed  to  lead  out 
and  develop  the  best  in  men  and 
women.  Given  its  proper  place  and 
controlled  by  the  proper  principles 
it  should  perform  its  ministry  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  educational  pat- 
tern of  a  Christian  school. 

It  will  help  to  provide  a  central 
rallying  point  for  the  school  in  its 
development  of  a  common  soul  and 
spirit.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  in  a  Christian  school  there  is  a 
common  rallying  point  in  Christ  and 
the  faith  of  which  He  is  the  center. 
But  there  needs  to  be  some  concrete 
expression  of  this.  One  center  for 
this  will  be  the  central  gathering  for 
worship    and    devotion;    another    in

missionary  enterprise  of  one  type  or 
another.  But  certainly  athletics  has 
its  own  ways  of  displaying  high  emo- 
tional states  and  the  bond  of  deepest 
fellowship. 

On  the  athletic  field,  when  the 
team  turns  out  to  do  exploits  in  the 
area  of  the  physical  against  an  op- 
posing team,  and  the  entire  school 
gathers  to  support  them  with  one 
mind  and  one  heart,  the  social,  men- 
tal, moral,  and  spiritual  values  are 
not  absent.  This  is  the  place  where 
the  entire  school  will  feel  like  yell- 
ing for  the  team  to  win.  It  is  very 
unlikely  that  the  onlookers  will  ex- 
press their  acclamation  by  saying 
"Amen"  or  "Hallelujah,"  though  it 
would  not  be  out  of  order.  But  there 
will  be  the  expressions  of  acclaim 
that  will  be  appropriate. 

The  athletic  field  will  be  one 
place  where  manliness  of  Christian 
character  can  be  developed  and  dis- 
played. This  school  is  one  place 
where  athletes  should  determine  to 
be  real  men.  This  school  is  the  place 
where  they  should  determine  to  be 
real  Christian  men.  Here  is  the  place 
for  Christian  education  to  develop 
real  Christian  men  and  women,  and 
use  athletics  to  the  end  of  preparing 
them  for  the  larger  game  of  life.  Real- 
izing the  possibilities  of  this  disci- 
pline, it  is  my  opinion  that  athletics 
should  be  more  closely  integrated 
with  the  entire  curriculum  of  the 
school  that  in  this  area  the  most 
might  be  realized  for  the  sake  of  all 
the  students  enrolled  in  it,  and  ulti- 
mately, that  the  Christ  whom  we 
serve  may  be  magnified.  ▼

Dreams  Come  True 


Are  you  a  dreamer?  We  mission- 
'j;ries  are,  and  continue  to  dream  of  a 
jtrong,  growing  Mexican  church, 
Vfiverning  and  profagating  itself 
Imder  national  leaders  as  did  the 
jiarly  Church.  In  this  day  and  age, 
It  seems  almost  an  impossibility, 
j however,  with  God  all  things  are 
possible.  This  dream  has  been  real- 
ized for  The  Brethren  Church  in 
;)nly  a  small  way  in  the  northwest 
l:omer  of  the  great  UNITED 
jiTATES  OF  MEXICO.  Let  us 
lihare  the  dream  with  you. 

Your  first  missionaries  to  Mexico 
i  dreamed  of  an  established  Mexican 
j:hurch  within  ten  years  and  felt  that 
jmrely  this  would  be  a  reality.  To 
jrind  people,  win  them  to  the  Lord, 
{and  then  let  the  young  people  grow 
|into  leaders  and  train  them  for  the 
iministry  took  nine  years.  Having 
[proved  those  ministers  for  three  years, 
jit  was  our  joy  and  a  very  happy  oc- 
casion this  past  February  to  ordain  to 
I  the  Christian  ministry  our  first  two 
I  pastors  after  twelve  years  had  passed 
'since  the  establishing  of  the  first 
jtestimony.  One  jxjrtion  of  our  dream 
rwas  realized— national   leadership. 

These  pastors  have  their  respec- 
tive churches,  and  the  work  is  grow- 
ing under  their  ministry.  Their  con- 
gregations are  governing  themselves, 
and  they  care  for  all  the  expenses  of 
their  churches  and  support  their  pas- 
tors. Not  content  to  be  just  two 
churches,  they  have  under  their  na- 
tional conference  set-up  a  home-mis- 
sions outreach  to  which  they  con- 
tribute, and  have  one  mission  point 
under  the  leadership  of  another  of 
our  trained  leaders— a  licensed  pas- 
tor. They  also  help  support  another 
national  worker  helping  in  a  mission 
under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries. Thus  the  church  is  propa- 
gating itself,  and  we  dream  now  of 
greater  things  in  the  future.  We  trust 


that  the  little  testimony  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  country  will  ex- 
tend over  all  of  the  great  land  of 
Mexico. 

To  help  in  this  dream  of  exten- 
sion of  the  church  over  all  of  Mex- 
ico, we  have  missionaries  cooperat- 
ing. The  Phil  Guerena  family  is 
now  in  Mexico  City  trying  to  win 
university  students.  New  recruits  to 
help  are  the  James  Dowdy  family, 
located  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  and  carry- 
ing on  a  border  ministry  in  Ciudad 
Juarez  and  the  state  of  Chihuahua. 
Since  they  are  self-supporting  mis- 
sionaries, with  Brother  Dowdy  teach- 
ing school  to  earn  the  family's  live- 
lihood, they  will  not  be  conducting 
a  full-time  ministry  but  will  devote 
as  much  of  their  effort  as  possible 
to  it.  Missionary  families  Edmiston 
and  Haag  continue  in  the  Tijuana 
area   to  help   in   other  arms  of  en- 


deavor in  the  realization  of  our  dream 
of  extension  of  The  Brethren  Church 
over  all  of  Mexico.  These  other  arms 
are  literature,  Bible  institute,  radio, 
Bible  corresf)ondence  courses,  and 
so  forth. 

Literature 

The  literature  arm  includes  Bibles, 
books,  and  tracts  which  are  quite 
well  supplied  by  various  publishers. 
The  problem  is  that  of  distribution, 
which  is  met  in  part  at  Tijuana  in 
the  Christian  bookstore,  "La  Voz," 
where  Walter  Haag  cooperates  with 
other  groups  in  this  center  of  dis- 
tribution. A  small  offset  press  has 
been  obtained  to  print  that  liter- 
ature which  is  especially  Brethren 
in  nature  and  has  too  small  a  circula- 
tion to  warrant  commercial  printing 
costs.  Too,  it  prints  the  Maranatha! 
—the     national     church     magazine.

We  trust  that  the  press 
will  serve  also  in  the  printing  needs 
of  others  of  our  Spanish-speaking 
fields. 

Bible    Institute 

The  second  week  of  June  marked 
the  end  of  the  first  year  for  a  Breth- 
ren Bible  Institute  in  Mexico.  Up 
until  this  year  the  training  of  our 
young  people  for  the  ministry  had 
been  carried  out  in  cooperation  with 
other  groups.  Our  first  students  had 
been  sent  to  a  small  Mennonite 
Brethren  school  near  Durango  from 
1956  to  1959.  Then  from  1960  to 
1962  an  interdenominational  school 
operated  in  Tijuana.  This  year  it 
was  decided  to  try  our  own  school, 
and  we  have  been  very  happy  with 
the  results.  Two  full-time  students 
and  four  part-time  students  finished 
the  year.  The  closing  program  was 
well  attended  and  interest  was  high. 
Day  courses  were  taught  by  Pastor 
Jesus  Davalos  and  missionaries  Wal- 
ter Haag  and  Sibley  Edmiston.  Mrs. 
Alys  Haag  taught  the  evening 
classes  which  were  attended  by 
regular,  as  well  as  part-time,  students. 
The  evening  classes  may  also  prove 


a  "feeder"  for  future  full-time  stu- 
dents. There  are  several  fine  prospec- 
tive students  for  next  October's  en- 
rollment. Pray  definitely  for  them 
so  that  this  arm  may  help  realize  our 
dream  of  sufficient  trained  leaders. 

Radio 

Radio  seems  to  hold  a  strategic 
place  in  the  "consummate  witness." 
It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  statistical 
report  of  the  far-reaching  effects  that 
this  ministry  is  having  in  the  coun- 
try. Men  of  several  denominations 
and  organizations  have  joined  hands 
to  form  an  association  to  fulfill  a 
witness  by  radio  as  great  as  the  Lord 
may  lead.  The  "Gospel  Broadcast- 
ing Association"  works  in  conjunction 
with  three  programs  over  a  local 
5000-watt  station  in  Tijuana.  Tapes 
of  the  program  "Unshackled"  are 
also  shared  with  another  broadcaster 
in  the  neighboring  town  of  Tecate. 
The  association  is  designed  to  have 
unlimited  membership  and  affilia- 
tion within  the  evangelical-premillen- 
nial  camp  so  that,  as  God  directs,  an 
urgent  and  extensive  witness  may  be 
achieved.  Your  prayers  and  help  are 
earnestly  requested  for  this  medium 
of  testimony.  The  Brethren  have 
two   missionaries    and    two    national

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workers  on  the  directive  board  of  this* 
association.  Brethren  funds  are  conj! 
tributing  to  twenty-two  minutes  week-ii 
ly  of  broadcasting  the  Gospel  inl 
Spanish  to  the  west  coast  and  pen- 
insula of  Mexico.  This  will  surely  aid 
in  realizing  our  dream  of  reaching 
more  Mexicans  with  the  Gospel. 

Correspondence    Courses 

Another  strategic  means  of  evan- 
gelizing and  training  in  short  order 
is  the  extensive  use  of  simple,  but 
terse,  Bible  correspondence  courses. 
The  four  starter  courses  in  John, 
Acts,  Galatians,  and  Romans  are  dis- 
tributed by  World  Gospel  Crusades 
and  are  known  as  the  "Light  of 
Life"  courses.  The  Brethren  mission- j 
aries  in  Tijuana  are  using  these  in' 
relation  with  an  interdenominational . 
committee  known  as  "Educative; 
Courses/'  and  another  organization 
under  the  name  of  "Mexican  Mis- 
sionary Headquarters."  The  latter; 
group  is  also  very  active  in  the  radio 
association,  and  the  courses  are  of- 
fered on  their  program.  Besides  the 
four  Light  of  Life  courses,  the  Breth- 
ren are  offering  the  graduates  a  doc- 
trine course  which  originates  from 
Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain's  "Bible 
Truths,"  and  which  was  translated 
into  Spanish  for  use  in  the  Argen- 
tine work.  TTie  number  of  students ' 
enrolled  in  these  courses  has  passed 
the  hundred  mark  during  the  past 
year  and  a  half.  There  are  some- 
times periods  of  "lag"  in  the  response 
of  a  considerable  number  of  the  stu- 
dents. Pray  that  many  more  udll 
avail  themselves  of  this  simple,  but 
effective,  method  of  study  in  God's 
Word,  and  that  those  enrolled  will 
continue  on  to  completion  of  these 
courses.  An  instructed  laity  will  surely 
help  our  dreams  to  materialize. 

Surely  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  and  i 
fulfilled  our  dreams  in  giving  us  na- 
tional leadership  to  head  up  the 
Mexican  Brethren  Church,  which  is 
growing  and  reproducing  itself  by 
missions  and  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  This  fine  beginning  is  such 
a  small  thing  in  such  a  large  land  as 
Mexico.  We  are  sure  these  other 
arms  will,  with  your  prayers,  be 
used  of  God  to  make  our  later  dreams 
come  true  also.  ▼

\     Tomorrow  is  Corpus  Christi.  (FMS 
Editor's   note:    "A   festival   in   honor 
of   the   Eucharist,   observed   on    the 
Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,"  ac- 
I  cwrding    to    Webster.    This    would 
I  have  been  May  28  in  1964.)  It  will 
j  be  an  important  religious  holiday  in 
i  Argentina.   The  children   will   have 
I  a    vacation    from    school;    business 
i  houses  will   close;    there   will   be   a 
procession   in   which    the   Host  will 
:  be  carried  on  the  shoulders  of  sev- 
,  eral  strong  men;  but,  what  spiritual 
\  significance   will   it  have?   Probably 
I  none.  The  average  person  will  not 
!  have  the  slightest  idea  what  he  is 
I  doing  even  if  he  does  participate  in 
i  the   ceremonies.   The   probability   is 
[  that    in    Ciudad    General    Belgrano 
very  few  will  even  go  to  the  church. 
We  are  living  in  the  midst  of  an 
indifferent  people.  A  Roman  Cath- 
olic la)TTian,  member  of  the  Catholic 
Action,  told  me  the  church  estimates 
that  about  three  per  cent  of  the  in- 
habitants here   go   to  church. 

Tomorrow  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  celebrates  the  presence  of 
Christ  in  the  Host,  but  the  tragedy

is  that  He  is  not  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people.  This  fact  alone  accounts  for 
the  indifference  to,  and  ignorance  of, 
spiritual   things. 

However,  during  the  past  year 
The  Brethren  Church  has  establish- 
ed a  testimony  in  this  city  which 
has  brought  Christ  to  the  people,  and 
some  have  accepted  Him  as  Saviour 
and  Lord.  Week  after  week  we  have 
seen  new  faces  in  the  Sunday  school 
and  evening  service,  for  which  we 
praise  the  Lord.  Many  have  come  and 
gone,  but  there  is  a  faithful  group 
who  come  Sunday  after  Sunday. 
From  a  small  class  of  children  the 
Sunday  school  has  grown  to  four 
classes  with  an  average  attendance 
of  thirty-five.  The  evening  service 
has  also  averaged  over  thirty  recent- 

ly- 

Almost  immediately  after  opening 
the  work  we  began  women's  meet- 
ings and  the  interest  has  been  extra- 
ordinary. This  is  a  tremendous  field 
in  Argentina.  Women  have  more 
freedom  than  they  ever  have  had, 
and  they  seem  to  welcome  the  op- 
portunity to  get  out.  One  seems  to 
sense  a  certain  hunger  for  compan- 
ionship in  their  conversations— an  in- 
dication perhaps  of  what  they  miss  in 
their  own  homes. 

One  lady,  who  began  to  attend  two 


weeks  ago,  is  truly  searching  for 
something  real.  She  lived  in  the 
south  of  Argentina  for  many  years 
and  was  the  owner  of  an  important 
sawmill.  She  had  millions  of  pesos, 
cars  for  her  personal  use,  and  a 
twenty-one-room  house.  But,  her  hus- 
band left  her;  her  friends  deceived 
her,  and  finally  she  lost  her  wealth. 
What  a  joy  to  be  able  to  tell  her  of 
Jesus  Christ  who  is  able  to  save  her 
and  comfort  her  in  this  time  of  need! 

A  young  lady  who  has  attended 
regularly  and  has  accepted  Christ  as 
her  Saviour  has  a  more  difficult 
problem:  she  has  a  brain  tumor  and 
the  doctor  says  she  may  live  a  year, 
but  probably  less. 

These  are  but  two  examples  of 
women  who  have  been  reached  in 
the  short  rime  we  have  been  here, 
but  there  are  multitudes  more  who 
are  still  in   spiritual  darkness. 

In  May,  we  began  a  men's  meet- 
ing with  an  attendance  of  eighteen 
men.  Our  speaker  was  a  businessman 
from  the  local  Baptist  group  who 
challenged  the  men  to  let  Christ 
control  their  lives.  There  were  a  num- 
ber of  unsaved  present,  and  one  man 
is  a  member  of  the  Spiritist  move- 
ment, a  rapidly-growing  cult  in 
Argentina.  The  men  in  general  are 
hard  to  reach,  so  it  was  gratifying 
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to  see  so  many  out  to  this  meeting. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  we 
have  a  youth  group  (twelve  to 
fifteen  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  twenty),  one  Happy  Hour  class 
in  the  open  air,  and  we  hope  to  have 
a  preaching  service  in  a  believer's 
home  very  soon.  This  man  has  ex- 
pressed his  desire  to  donate  his 
property  to  the  church  as  a  gift.  He 
was  baptized  in  April  along  with  his 
wiie  and  his  eighty-six  year  old 
mother-in-law. 

The  Lord  willing,  we  hope  to  have 
more  baptisms  soon;  then  we  plan  to 
organize  the  group. 

There  is  extreme  poverty  among 
us,  and  the  material  picture  looks 
dark,  but  we  are  conscious  of  what 
Paul  wrote  to  the  Corinthian  church 
about  the  Macedonians:  "The  abun- 
dance of  their  joy,  and  their  deep  pov- 
erty abounded  unto  the  riches  of 
their  liberality";  and  we  trust  that 
the  same  will  be  true  here.

God  is  blessing  in  Ciudad  General 
Belgrano,  and  Christ  is  among  us 
every  day  in  the  person  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.

SPECIAL  REPORT 


FROM  SPAL

permission.  Dave  Foster,  of  Geneva,  Switzerland,  one  of  the 
magazine's  overseas  correspondents,  is  executive  secretary  nf 
Youth  for  Christ  in  Europe.  During  his  recent  trip  to  Europe, 
Rev.  Clyde  Landrum  discussed  with  Mr.  Foster,  among  other 
subjects,  the  one  written  up  in  this  article,  which  reveals  the 
softening  attitude  of  Spain,  whose  authorities  have  tradition- 
ally been  so  hostile  to  the  Gospel.) 


Recent  headlines  telling  of  new 
freedom  for  Spanish  Protestants 
have  been  a  source  of  encourage- 
ment to  evangelicals  around  the 
world. 

Thousands  of  prayer  hours  have 
been  centered  on  Spain  and  now 
there  is  every  indication  that  these 
prayers  are  being  answered. 

The  notoriously  intolerant  strong- 
hold of  Roman  Catholicism  seems  to 
be  softening  up.  The  work  of  evan- 
gelism is  beginning  to  shed  its 
clandestine  cloak. 

What  is  behind  all  of  this?  Has 
the  ecumenical  movement  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  thaw?  Are  other 
forces  working  for  Protestants  in 
Spain? 

To  get  some  answers  we  talked 
with    evangelical    leaders    of    many

'■denominations,  foreign  missionaries 
in  Spain,  and  members  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Defense  Commission.  All 
expressed  encouragement  at  recent 
concessions,  but  also  revealed  be- 
wilderment and  doubt. 

They  are  aware  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  bishop  of  Madrid-Alcala's 
recent  words:  "We  must  deal  without 
I  any  human  consideration  against 
Protestants  when  they  try  to  spread 
their  errors  and  heresies  because  after 
all,  true  ecumenicity  means  only  a 
return  to  Rome." 

Spain  has  long  been  a  stronghold 
of  the  Roman  church  and  not  even 
the    great    Reformation    of    the    six- 
teenth century  could  break  through 
the  bastions  of  Spanish  Catholicism. 
Less  than  a  hundred  years  ago  a  small 
j  group  of  Spaniards  laid  the  ground- 
I  work    for    the    present    evangelical 
I  movement.  Its  development  has  been 
I  aided    by    various    foreign    missions 
under  severe  limitations. 

The  Protestant  community  now 
j  includes  three  main  groups:  Episco- 
j  pal  and  Spanish  Evangelical 
I  churches,  Independent  Baptist 
:  churches  with  Pentecostal  and  inde 
I  pendent  mission  churches,  and  the 
Spanish  Evangelical  Baptist  Union, 
1  and  Brethren  Assemblies. 

These  have  been  operating  with- 
in the  strictly  enforced  limits  of  the 
law  as  based  on  a  1945  charter  out- 
lining the  rights  and  duties  of  the 
people.  It  affirms  official  protection 
for  the  Catholic  religion,  but  also 
states:  "No  one  shall  be  disturbed 
because  of  his  religious  beliefs  or  the 
private  practice  of  his  worship." 

However,  the  next  sentence  de- 
clares: "No  other  outward  ceremonies 
than  those  of  the  Catholic  religion 
shall  be  permitted."  This  has  been 
interpreted  in  the  widest  possible 
sense  and  authorities  have  clamped 
down  on  the  use  of  external  identifi- 
cation on  Protestant  churches. 

The  education  of  children  and 
marriage  also  meant  painful  problems 
for  Protestants.  Military  service  in- 
cluded compulsory  church  parades. 
Protestants  generally  have  been  un- 
able to  enter  any  of  the  main  pro- 
fessions, and  few  could  advance  far  in 
any   worthwhile   occupation. 

Many  established  places  of  Protes- 
tant worship  were  closed  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice  by  police  action,  and 


permission  was  seldom  given  for 
opening  new  churches.  The  plight 
of  Protestants  in  Spain  became  a 
matter  of  worldwide  concern  among 
Christians. 

This  may  have  created  the  great- 
est problem  for  the  Spanish  believ 
ers.  As  foreign  visitors  would  extend 
sympathy,  many  began  to  magnify 
their  difficulties  and  forget  the  op- 
portunities. Self-pity  tended  to  min- 
imize the  witness  for  Christ  in  some 
places. 

Persecution  is  a  term  that  became 
commonly  linked  to  the  situation  of 
these  Spanish  Protestants.  While  out- 
right persecution  did  occur,  a  more 
realistic  description  of  the  general 
situation  would  be  intolerance. 

But  today's  Spanish  church  is 
looking  beyond  its  problems  to  nev\' 
opportunities. 

Many  believe  the  Lord's  message 
to  the  church  in  Philadelphia  mav 
be  applied  to  their  new  position:  "I 
have  set  before  thee  an  open  door, 
and  no  man  can  shut  it:  for  thou 
hast  a  little  strength,  and  hast  kept 
my  word  and  hast  not  denied  mv 
name"  (Rev.  3:8). 

What  is  the  basis  of  this  brighter 
outlook?  Why  is  the  official  view  of 
the  Protestant  and  his  activity  chang- 
ing? Political  and  social  factors  are 
involved  as  well  as  religious  con- 
siderations. 

Spain  has  been  described  as  "an 
island  in  the  stream  of  history  .  .  . 
cut  off  from  the  twentieth  century 
by  poverty,  exhaustion  and  the 
frozen  rule  of  Franco." 

This  description  may  not  apply 
much  longer,  for  Spanish  social  life 
is  changing.  With  the  loss  of  an 
empire  and  wars  in  its  colonies,  Spain 
was  in  decline.  There  was  a  noted 
lack  of  purpose  and  unity.  Arab  and 
Jewish  influences  abound  in  the  life 
of  the  country. 

Religion  seemed  the  path  to  in- 
ternal unity  and  harsh  measurements 
were  used  to  attempt  to  squeeze  the 
various  races  and  ideologies  into  the 
Vatican  mold.  The  failure  of  this 
policy  was  evident  to  the  world,  and 
Spain  was  considered  a  medieval 
land. 

Many  authorities  realized  this  long 
ago,  but  the  dominant  force  of  Rom- 
an Catholicism  prevented  effective 
action.  Now  the  Vatican's  ecumeni- 


cal thinking  has  come  to  parallel  the 
political  ideas  of  Spanish  leaders, 
and  results  can  be  seen. 

The  ministry  of  foreign  affairs 
initiated  the  projected  statutes  for 
non-Catholic  groups.  Although  not 
yet  published,  present  measures  of 
growing  tolerance  apparently  antic- 
ipate their  final  endorsement. 

Protestant  churches  are  being 
granted  recognition,  and  churches 
closed  by  police  are  being  reopened. 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So- 
ciety opened  an  impressive  new  head- 
quarters in  Madrid  recently  after 
years  of  forced  inactivity.  There  is 
still  a  limit  on  Scripture  distribu- 
tion, but  permission  has  been  granted 
to  publish  certain  Protestant  books. 

A  new  approach  is  expected  to 
problems  of  education,  marriage,  and 
military  service.  These  steps  are 
hoped  to  put  the  country  in  a  better 
light. 

But  at  best  the  Spanish  believers 
look  for  a  limited  development  of 
tolerance,  respect,  and  courtesy. 

Proselytizing  will  continue  to  be 
prohibited.  But  who  can  say  whether 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
life  of  an  individual  stems  from  a 
new  interest  in  Protestant  views  or 
from  proselytization. 

With  new  status  in  Spain,  Protes- 
tants can  continue  evangelism.  As 
their  activities  become  better  known, 
many  who  have  followed  the  Cath- 
olic church  blindly  may  re-evaluate 
their  spiritual  position,  and  we  could 
see  a  turn  from  Rome.  T 


Expel    Missionaries, 
Says    Krushchev 

Moscow  (MNS)-Sovi6t  Premier 
Nikita  Krushchev  has  called  on  all 
African  nations  to  expel  Christian 
missionaries,  according  to  a  report 
of  the  official  Soviet  news  agencv, 
TASS. 

TASS  said  that  in  a  sjjeech  at 
Aswan,  Egypt,  Krushchev  declared 
that  ousting  missionaries  would 
guarantee  the  national  progress  and 
national  rebirth  of  all  African  peo- 
ples. He  said  that  missionaries  are 
the  agents  of  former  imperialistic  na- 
tions which  are  using  them  in  an  at- 
tempt to  reconquer  their  lost  colon- 
ies.

MY  TESTIMONY-- 
tiHe  cJs    faithful

To  His  own,  my  beloved  of  the 
Women's  Missionary  Council  of  the 
Fellowship    of    Brethren    Churches. 

"O  magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and 
let  us  exalt  his  name  together."  It 
is  a  pleasure  indeed  to  have  the 
privilege  of  writing  the  1964-1965 
WMC  devotional  studies,  which  em- 
brace the  theme,  "He  is  faithful  that 
promised." 

Two  weeks  after  I  was  discharged 
from  the  sanitarium,  I  received  a 
challenging  letter  from  Sister  Joyce 
Griffith  stating  the  theme,  the  out- 
line, and  the  invitation  to  be  used 
in  the  1964-65  WMC  devotional 
studies.  As  I  prayed  for  guidance 
and  inspiration,  I  was  reminded  of 
the  faithfulness  of  God  in  a  series 
of  recent  experiences.  Oh,  how  I  wish 
I  could  tell  you  of  the  blessings  of 
being  chosen  to  suffer  with  Him 
and  of  the  matchless  grace  which  has, 
which  is,  and  which  will  be  ever  suf- 
ficient for  me. 

In  addition  to  an  existing  ailment 
of  bronchiestasis  and  rheumatoid 
arthritis,  writhin  the  period  of  two 
years,  in  an  accident,  I  suffered  a 
lacerated  bursa  of  the  right  elbow, 
a  broken  left  femur  and  kneecap.  I 
also  had  to  endure  a  hysterectomy, 
cataracts  on  the  right  eye,  pneu- 
monia, and  tuberculosis.  Like  Job,  I 
can  say:  "Though  he  slay  me,  yet 
will  I  trust  in  him." 

Accompanying  each  of  these  ex- 
periences were  opportunities  to  wit- 
ness of  the  saving  grace  of  Jesus 
Christ,  His  keeping  power,  and 
God's  faithfulness  to  His  promises. 


I  was  the  recipient  of  blessing  for 
which  I  am  most  unworthy,  and  for 
which  I  shall  ever  be  indebted  to 
His  love,  grace,  and  mercy. 

I  believed  God  wanted  me  to  ac- 
cept the  invitation  to  wTite  these 
devotional  studies  to  glorify  His 
name,  for  He  was  faithful  who  had 
promised.  So  I  began  to  pray,  to 
study,  reminisce,  and  to  write,  all 
of  which  seemed  to  be  in  the  past 
tense  of  the  theme.  I  had  only  com- 
pleted three  of  the  studies  when  my 
youngest  daughter,  Lois  Jean,  who 
was  in  her  second  year  of  college  in 
nursing  education,  was  admitted  to 
the  local  hospital  with  a  lung  absess. 
After  the  completion  of  one  week 
of  medical  examinations,  it  was  de- 
cided that  she  should  go  to  the  sani- 
tarium for  further  studies  and  treat- 
ment. Like  Jacob,  I  wresded  all 
night.  Oh,  not  Lois— she's  only  nine- 
teen years  old  and  just  in  the  midst 
of  a  bright,  promising  future— Lois, 
who  had  never  known  sickness,  other 
than  the  childhood  diseases  or  an 
occasional  cold.  Wby,  it  had  only 
been  a  little  over  a  month  since  I 
had  come  home!  Why  couldn't  I  have 
stayed  and  taken  this  for  her?  Why? 
Oh,  why?  Some  time  later  Lois  came 
to  me  and  in  a  manner  in  which  a 
mother  comforts  a  child,  she  said: 
"Mommie,  don't  worry  about  one 
thing.  God  took  care  of  you,  so  I'll  be 
all  right."  At  that  self-same  moment, 
new  strength,  new  courage,  and  a 
renewed  faith  was  mine.  God  was 
faithful!  "But  Esther,  He  is  faithful; 
not  just  past  tense,  but  present  tense. 


right  now,"  my  heart  prompted  me.  i 

The  remainder  of  this  series  was  i 
a  buttress  to  my  own  faith  as  I 
endeavored  to  honor  the  richness  of  i 
His  grace  and  faithfulness  step  by 
step. 

With  your  permission,  I  should  like 
to  cite  just  one  of  my  experiences 
enjoyed  in  connection  with  the  sixth   ' 
lesson  on  "The  Better  Sacrifice." 

Traveling  by  train  to  national  con- 
ference last  year,  I  was  utilizing  the  : 
time,  preparing  this  lesson.   One  of  ' 
the  trainmen   stopjsed  and  asked  if  i 
the   book   lying  beside   me  was   the   ; 
Bible.   I   answered,   "Yes."   He  then   ' 
asked  if  he  might  sit  there,  and  pick- 
ing up  my  Bible,  he  began  to  leaf 
through   it  as  he   talked.   He  asked   ■ 
the  purpose  of  my  trip,  and  after  all    I 
the  formalities  of  getting  acquainted, 
he  began  questioning  me  concerning 
some   of   the  marked   passages,   and   I 
what  I  was  writing.  How  apropos— 
the  ninth  chapter  of  Hebrews,  "Bet- 
ter sacrifices."  What  an  opportunity! 

Our  conversation  was  quite 
lengthy.  He  left  to  care  for  some  of 
his  duties  and  returned  seeking  more 
information  about  God's  way,  the 
way  of  salvation,  the  Word.  He  told 
me  he  was  of  the  Catholic  belief, 
but  that  he  had  questioned  many 
parts  of  it.  God  wonderfully  led  in 
the  conversation,  and  the  third  time 
found  him  of  his  ov\ti  desire  borrow- 
ing my  Bible.  The  results  are  in  the 
hands  of  Him  who  made  the  heart 
interested  and  eager  for  the  Word. 
My  talk  with  him  and  his  responses 
inspired  the  poem  accompanying  the 
lesson.  And  I  just  must  add  this  to 
show  you  how  God  cares  for  His 
own  in  little  things.  I  hadn't  pre- 
pared a  lunch  to  eat  on  the  train,  for 
I  knew  there  was  a  dining  car. 

About  the  time  when  one  feels  the 
need  of  a  little  nourishment,  I  in- 
quired as  to  the  direction  of  the  din- 
ing car.  Well,  believe  it  or  not,  just 
two  weeks  previously  the  dining  car 
had  become  an  obsolete  item  on  this 
particular  train  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad.  I  went  to  the  foun- 
tain, drank  a  glass  of  water,  and 
hoped  starvation's  long  bony  fingers 
wouldn't  disturb  me  too  much.  I  be- 
gan writing  again,  but  was  interrupt- 
ed by  the  little  Irish  trainman.  And 
this  time  he  brought  a  friend,  another

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A  woman  is  generally  not  much 
interested  in  baseball,  except 
from  the  standpoint  of  getting 
her  husband  away  from  the  TV  set 
when  his  favorite  team  is  playing 
and  dinner  is  getting  cold.  But  even 
if  you  have  no  interest  at  all,  I  am 
certain  you  have  heard  of  the  famous 
switch-hitting  ability  of  Mickey 
Mantle.  When  Mickey  was  very 
small,  his  father  determined  that 
his  son  would  some  day  play  ball  for 
the  New  York  Yankees.  He  trained 
him  rigorously.  Every  night  after 
school  Mickey  was  met  by  his  father 
and  his  uncle,  who  made  him  bat 
right  handed  and  left  handed  for 
hours  at  a  time.  Any  hit  short  of 
over  the  house  was  out!  The  desire 
of  their  hearts  was  finally  realized 
when  Mickey  became  one  of  the 
most  famous  Yankee  home-run  kings 
of  all  time.  If  we  were  to  ask  Mickey 
Mande,  "What  is  life  to  you?"  he 
would  probably  say,  "Life  to  me  is 
baseball." 

Most  of  you  know  the  story  of 
Gertrude  Ederle,  the  first  woman  to 
swim  the  English  Channel.  That 
treacherous  body  of  water  is  some 
twenty  miles  wide  as  it  passes  be- 
tween France  and  England.  Wind 
and  tide  wage  a  never-ending  war 
to  make  the  Channel  one  of  the 
roughest  stretches  of  water  in  the 
world.  With  stout  determination  and 
years  of  training,  Gertrude  Ederle 
swam  the  English  Channel.  If  we 
were  to  ask  her,  "Gertrude  Ederle, 
what  is  life  to  you?"  she  would  no 
doubt  say,  "Life  to  me  is  swimming." 

The  best  woman  figure  skater  in 
the  world,  Carol  Heiss  says:  "It  is  the 
search  for  perfection  that  makes  life 
exciting."  Life  to  Carol  Heiss  would 
be  perfection  in  skating. 

When  we  open  God's  Word  to 
Philippians  1:21,  we  find  what  life 
is  to  the  Apostle  Paul.  Here  was  a 
man  who  suffered  great  jjersecution 
and  years  of  hardship.  He  knew 
what  it  meant  to  be  shipwnrecked, 
cast  into  prison,  scorned,  misunder- 
stood, and  even  whipped  and  stoned. 
Yet  his  statement  about  life  is  much 
different  from  the  others  we  have 
mentioned:  "For  to  me  to  live  is 
Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain."  In  other 
words  he  is  saying:  "Christ  is  my 
life,  and  death  simply  means  more 
Christ."

the  very  center,  circumference,  and 
all  of  Paul's  Hfe. 

How  is  it  possible  to  live  a  life  so 
completely    involved    with     Christ? 

First,  we  must  trust  the  Saviour. 
This  means  a  moment  by  moment 
dependence  on  Him.  It  means  trust- 
ing Him  in  spite  of  discouragement, 
bereavement,  poverty,  loneliness,  and 
any  other  disappointment  of  life. 

Second,  we  must  love  our  Saviour. 
Real  love  grows  out  of  trust.  The 
love  which  can  pour  from  a  Christ- 
controlled  personality  can  reach  out 
to  the  unlovely  and  the  ungrateful. 
Christ  desires  that  His  love  for  us, 
as  expressed  in  His  Word,  be  vital- 
ized in  our  hearts,  and  manifested 
in  our  daily  lives. 

Third,  we  must  follow  our  Sav- 
iour. This  means  imitating  the  ex- 
ample of  Christ  in  our  conversation, 
our  conduct,  and  our  dress.  It  also 
includes  measuring  every  aspect  of 
our  lives  by  His  standard. 

In  regard  to  our  conversation,  we 
should  remember  that  the  people  of 


Nazareth  "marvelled  at  the  gracious 
words  he  spake  unto  them"  (Luke 
4:22).  There  is  nothing  more  becom- 
ing to  a  woman  than  speech  which 
is  characterized  by  love,  gentleness, 
and  kindness  to  all.  How  often,  in 
contrast  to  this,  we  have  seen  busy 
tongues  that  inflict  deadly  wounds  in 
character,  bring  dishonor  to  the  Gos- 
pel, and  cause  discord  in  the  church. 
This  is  not  following  the  example  of 
Christ. 

In  regard  to  our  dress,  we  should 
remember  the  scriptural  exhortation: 
"Whose  adorning  let  it  not  be  that 
outward  adorning  .  .  .  but  let  it  be 
the  hidden  man  of  the  heart  .  .  . 
even  the  ornament  of  a  meek  and 
quiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of 
God  of  great  price." 

Now  if  we  are  to  be  honest  with 
ourselves,  we  all  would  have  to 
admit  that  we  have  a  desire  to  be 
beautiful.  The  Lord  understood  this 
when  he  pointed  to  the  lilies  of  the 
field  and  said  that  "even  Solomon 
in  all  of  his  glory  was  not  arrayed 
as  one  of  these." 

This  means  that  there  is  nothing 
wrong  in  Christians  wearing  at- 
tractive and  fashionable  clothing,  as 
long  as  they  observe  modesty.  It  also 
means  that  we  are  not  to  be  overly 
concerned  with  our  dress,  but  to  trust 
our  Heavenly  Father  to  provide  the 
things  we  need. 

It  is  important  to  notice  the  order 
of  these  suggestions.  Trust  Him,  love 
Him,  follow  Him,  serve  Him.  Our 
trusting  the  Saviour  will  lead  us  to 
love  Him,  and  our  loving  will  lead 
us  to  follow  Him,  and  our  following 
will  lead  us  to  serve  Him. 

God  is  not  only  interested  in  our 
service;  He  is  also  interested  in  why 
we  serve.  Someone  has  said:  "God  is 
more  interested  in  what  He  can  do 
for  us  than  in  what  we  can  do  for 
Him!"  It  is  not  satisfying,  either  to 
God  or  to  us,  merely  to  be  busy  with 
Christian  duties.  Earlier  Christians 
used  to  say  that  our  chief  duty  is 
"to  glorify  God,  and  to  enjoy  Him 
forever."  This  can  only  be  achieved 
by  a  life  that  is  completely  involved 
with  Jesus  Christ. 

Whatever  answer  others-  may  give 
to  the  question,  "What  is  life  to 
you?"  be  sure  that  you  can  answer 
in  the  reality  of  a  daily  experience, 
"To  me  to  live  is  Christ."  ▼

"Girls,  you  ought  to  begin  praying 
even  now  for  the  one  who  is  to  be 
your  husband."  I  never  forgot  these 
words  which  were  spoken  by  Mrs. 
Leo  Polman  to  a  group  of  girls  at  a 
Youth  Rally  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
when  I  was  about  fifteen  years  old. 
She  went  on  with  words  to  this 
effect:  "You  ought  to  pray  that  if  he 
isn't  saved,  he  will  be  soon;  and  if 
he  is,  that  God  will  keep  him  true 
to  himself." 

Even  though  I  was  fairly  young, 
once  in  a  long  while  I'd  think  of  the 
admonition  given  us  and  say  a  quick 
prayer  for  my  future  mate,  whoever 
he  might  be. 

Graduation  from  high  school  came 
in  time  and  I  was  off  to  the  won- 
derful world  of  college.  Now  I  be- 
gan to  think  more  seriously  of  the 
future  and  what  God  had  in  store 
for  me.

i  September  16,  1963 

Today  I  entered  Fairfax  High 
School.  There  are  2,700  students, 
most  of  them  Jewish.  I  think  I 
will  like  it  here.  I  know  the  Lord 
will  provide  many  opportunities 
to  witness  for  Him.  It  rained  so 
hard  today  the  teachers  hated  to 
get  books  wet  so  none  were  given 
out— not  that  we  minded! 
;  September   19,   1963 

Today  is  Rosh  Hashana,  the 
Jewish  New  Year.  The  Jewish 
students  stayed  home,  the  long 
halls  were  deserted  and  the  door 
to  my  Hebrew  class  locked.  As 
I  wandered  about  the  empty  halls 
wondering  what  to  do,  I  ran  into 
a  boy  I  knew. 

"Karl!"  I  exclaimed,  "I  thought 
you   were   Jewish." 
Grinning,    he    said:    "I    had    a 
choice,  Diane.  I  could  have  gone 
to  Temple  to  sit  and  do  noth- 
ing, or  come  to  school  and  sit 
and  do  nothing.  So  here  I  am!" 
I  was  surprised  at  his  philosophy. 
The  ten  days  between  Rosh  Hash- 
ana    and    Yom    Kippur    (Day    of 
Atonement)    are    known    as    the 
High     Holy     Holidays.     During 
this  time,  all  Jews  are  supposed 
to    be    making    peace    with    their 
enemies.  At  this  time,  Jewish  tra- 
dition says  that  God  is  deciding 
who  shall  live  or  die;  who  shall  be 
rich   or  poor;   in   fact,   everything 


for  the  coming  year.  It  is  then 
written  down  in  His  book.  The 
Hebrew  word  for  "repentance" 
means  to  return.  To  sin  means  to 
wander  away  from  God,  but  to 
repent   means   to  return   to   Him.

This  is  because  Jewish 
people  are  to  feel  hunger  so  they 
will  know  how  others  feel  when 
hungry.

The 
service  was  for  young  people  only, 
and  they  were  very  noisy.  There 
was  no  joy  in  the  service,  and  it 
ended  with  the  humming  of  "My 
Country  'Tis  of  Thee."  Every- 
thing Jewish  people  do  regarding 
religion  seems  to  be  from  the  out- 
side, not  the  inside. 

Oh,  that  we  as  Christians  might 
so  live  the  truth  that  these  Jew- 
ish people  might  see  Jesus,  their 
Messiah   revealed  in  our  lives!  T

CONVENIENCE

If  you  are  a  Christian  parent  who 
has  celebrated  your  fiftieth  birthday, 
you  have  probably  made  a  sizable 
contribution  to  one  of  the  greatest 
tragedies  of  the  twentieth  century. 
I'm  talking  about  a  "lost  generation" 
of  college  students.  I'm  not  thinking 
of  the  thousands  on  our  university 
campuses  whose  chief  goal  in  life  is 
self-attainment.  I'm  not  talking  about 
the  beatniks  or  the  juvenile  delin- 
quents. I'm  thinking  of  something 
more  tragic  than  the  teen-age  gang 
wars,  stabbings,  and  car  thefts. 

The  most  tragic  picture  on  the 
American  scene  today  is  uncommit- 
ted Christian  young  people.  The 
blame  lies  in  the  shadows  of  vour 
living  room.  You  have  taught  your 
sons  and  daughters  that  commitment 
to  Jesus  Christ  is  something  less  than 
unconditional.  It  is  a  commitment  of 
convenience. 

Your  private  prayer  time  and  your 
family  altar  have  been  controlled 
by  the  lever  of  convenience.  It  has 
become  growingly  inconvenient  for 
you  to  attend  Sunday  school.  You 
no  longer  allovv'  the  Sunday  evening 
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service  to  interfere  with  the  comfort 
of  the  overstuffed  chair  in  your  liv- 
ing room. 

Secular  Emphasis 

You  have  given  to  the  work  of  the 
Lord  only  when  it  hasn't  interfered 
with  payments  on  the  installment 
plan.   At  the  end  of  the  year,  you 

'  have  found  it  particularly  opportune 
to  give  a  little  extra  to  the  church. 

j  You  have  agreed  to  midweek  ap- 
pointments that  you  knew  would 
interfere  with  the  church  prayer 
meeting.  You  have  accepted  the 
privilege  of  being  a  trustee  or  member 
of  the  board  of  deacons,  but  on  more 
than  one  occasion  you  have  allowed 
business  or  bowling  to  keep  you  from 
fulfilling  your  responsibilities.  And  as 
for  witnessing— it  has  become  in- 
creasingly inconvenient  to  do  any 
of  it;  that  is,  apart  from  occasionally 
leaving  a  tract  for  the  waitress  to  pick 
up  with  her  tip. 

Your  teen-ager  has  not  been  blind 
to  all  of  this.  Even  though  he  has  one 
eye  on  the  world,  he  has  been  watch- 
ing you  with  the  other.  Your  life 
has  convinced  him  that  a  qualified 
commitment  is  the  respectable  thing. 
Anything  more  than  that  is  not  ex- 
pected. 

He  can't  quite  understand  why 
you  have  insisted  that  he  attend  all 
the  church  services  while  you  have 
often  found  it  convenient  to  stay  at 
home.  Nevertheless,  he  assures  him- 
self he  will  some  day  be  able  to 
properly  relate  this  commitment  of 
convenience  with  the  claims  of 
Christ.  After  all,  you  have  been  able 
to  rationalize  your  way  into  your 
present  situation. 

But  your  contribution  to  your 
teen-ager's  halfhearted  commitment 
has  been  something  more  than  nega- 
tive. You  have  positively  influenced 
him  to  believe  that  security  is  more 
significant  than  service.  You  have 
repeatedly  allowed  business  to  inter- 
fere with  service  for,  and  worship 
of,  the  Lord.  He  has  never  once  seen 
your  relationship  to  God  stand  in 
the  way  of  business  gain. 

His  Basic  Impression 

Your  teen-ager  knows  there  are 
certain  "worldly  things"  you  refuse  to 
enter  into,  but  he  has  not  been  left 
vwth  the  impression  that  your  citizen- 
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ship  is  in  heaven.  Your  earthly 
foundations  are  so  deep  and  strong 
that  it  appears  to  him  you  expect 
to  live  here  forever. 

This  accusation  would  be  sad  if 
it  affected  only  you,  but  it  doesn't, 
for  no  man  lives  unto  himself.  Your 
behavior  is  affecting  your  children 
unto  the  third  and  fourth  generations. 
They  are  walking  in  your  footsteps, 
and  it  is  not  leading  them  into  an 
unqualified  commitment  to  Christ 
who  said:  "He  that  taketh  not  his 
cross,  and  followeth  after  me,  is  not 
worthy  of  me"  (Matt.  10:38). 

You  are  contributing  to  the  most 


tragic  form  of  deliquency  that  has 
ever  struck  a  Christian  nation  be- 
cause you  are  producing  after  ymir 
kind. 

But  there  is  an  answer.  An  all- 
sufficient  answer— an  unconditional 
commitment  of  Christian  parents  to 
Him  who  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister.  Your  unquali- 
fied surrender  to  Christ  will  be  con- 
tagious. Your  teen-ager  will  follow 
in  your  footsteps  when  you  begin 
demonstrating  that  you  are  living  and 
laboring  for  an  unseen  city.  ▼

Twenty-five  Years — Meeting  America's  Need  for  Christ 

"I  will  sing  of  the  mercies  of  the  Lord  for  ever:  with 
my  mouth  will  I  make  known  thy  faithfulness  to  all 
generations"    (Ps.    89:1). 

The  staff  and  the  board  of  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  join  heartily  with  the  psalmist  in  this 
chorus  of  praise  to  God  on  this  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  ithe  work.  The  blessings  of  the  Lord  have  been 
copious  and  satisfying  through  these  years  of  home 
missionary  outreach.  We  give  to  Him  the  praise  for 
each  effort  and  gift,  which  together  have  made  possible 
the   achievements   of   the   past    twenty-five   years. 

The  missionary  vision  of  those  who  organized  the 
Council  in  1939  has  subsequently  been  shared  by  many 
thousands  of  Brethren  people  who  have  diligently  gone 
about  the  business  of  establishing  new  churches.  Gifts 
from  a  penny  to  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  blessed 
and  multiplied  by  God  in  starting  and  developing  new 
churches.  Church  pioneers  have  given  themselves  with 
abandon  to  establish  new  Brethren  churches.  It  is  Breth- 
ren peaple  who  have  assured  the  success  of  our  program. 

Pastors  often  have  made  special  efforts  beyond  the  call 
of  duty,  and  district  mission  boards  have  given  leader- 
ship and  resources,  which  have  contributed  largely  to 
the  growth  of  new  churches. 

It  is  an  extremely  important,  but  little  known,  fact 
that  the  fourteen  members  of  the  Council  board,  seven 
ministers  and  seven  lavmen,  give  about  three  weeks  of 
their  valuable  time  in  annual  board  meetings  plus  many 
additional  hours  considering  letters  and  special  requests. 
This  time  and  effort  are  given  completely  without  re- 
muneration as  a  service  to  the  Lord  and  to  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 

The  faithful  members  of  our  office  staff  have  served 
diligently  and  well,  some  for  many  years.  Only  those 
who  are  very  close  to  the  work  realize  the  mass  of  de- 
tails involved  in  such  a  ministry. 
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and  has  been  "holding  forth 
the  Word  of  Life"  for 
twenty-five  years  by  assisting 
in  establishing  churches 
founded  on  the  Bible. 
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So,  Brethren  Home  Missions  is  a  "family"  of  mission- 
aries comprising  each  individual  who  has  had  any  part 
in  its  development.  Christian  teamwork  is  its  genius  and 
motivation.  All  that  has  been  accomplished  for  the  Lord 
through  this  organization  has  been  made  through  the 
dedicated  members  of  this  mission  family. 

As  in  the  past,  the  future  is  bright  with  opportunities 
and  with  the  promises  of  God.  That  God  can  produce 
results  through  your  Council's  complete  program  for 
church  extension  and  home  missions  is  clear.  Yes;  and 
the  opportunities  for  expansion  are  increasing  in  a  grow- 
ing America. 

The  population  demograph  now  shows  that  we  have 
a  national  population  of  192,500,000.  Yet  evangelical 
churches  in  America  are  not  reaching  one  complete  gene- 
ration with  the  Gospel.  We  are  losing  the  battle  for 
men's  souls  at  an  increasing  rate.  But,  this  is  not  the  time 
for  frustration  and  discouragement.  Instead  it  is  a  time 
for  inventory  a  re-evaluation  of  our  responsibilities  and 
the  provision  for  discharging  them.  We  must  establish 
as  many  new  churches  as  possible  in  the  immediate 
future  to  help  meet  this  need. 

As  America  grows  more  religious,  she  becomes  less 
Christian.  The  largest  number  of  church  buildings  in 
our  Nation's  history  now  dot  our  cities  and  hamlets— 
319,000  of  all  denominational  persuasions.  Yet  crime 
continues  to  increase  four  times  faster  than  our  popula- 
tion. Apparently  the  bulk  of  our  churches  are  not  very 
effective.  How  can  they  be  when  the  majority  of 
Protestant  churches  no  longer  give  a  clear  testimony 
to  salvation  and  the  Saviour?  Very  often  Bible-teaching 
churches  are  apathetic  to  the  basic  ministry  of  the  church 
—telling  lost  souls  about  Christ.  So,  the  field  for  strong, 
virile,  aggressive  evangelical  churches  continues  to  grow. 
We  should  be  holding  forth  the  Word  of  life  to  Amer- 
ica's lost  millions,  whether  they  are  inside  or  outside 
the  visible  church. 

What  about  Brethren  Home  Missions  this  year  and 
in  the  years  just  ahead?  What  about  the  opportunities 
to  start  new  churches  which  are  before  us  now?  Will  we 
meet  the  challenge? 

The  right  answer  to  such  questions  is  strictly  a  matter 
of  Christian  discipline.  It  works  like  this.  The  child  of 
God  says:  "I  will  pray  more  for  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions"; "I  will  give  more";  "I  will  help  start  a  new 
Brethren  church  whenever  and  wherever  possible";  "I 
will  take  any  part  in  the  home-mission  program  God 
designs  for  me." 

It  is  a  simple  spiritual  equation.  More  of  our  Brethren 
people  playing  on  the  home-mission  team  equals  more 
new  churches,  which  equals  more  glory  and  honor  to  the 
Lord  of  the  church.  ▼

First  President  and  Secretary  Set  a  Good  Example

The  first  president  of  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council,  Inc. 
was  Mr.  Roy  Patterson,  a  layman, 
from  Dayton,  Ohio.  He  was  an  at- 
torney-at-law  and  did  much  of  the 
legal  work  in  setting  up  the  cor- 
poration and  code  of  regulations.  One 
of  the  very  first  projects  of  this  new 
missionary  organization  was  to  build 
our  mission  station  at  Clayhole,  Ken- 
tucky. Mr.  Patterson  is  shown  here 
working  on  the  Clayhole  project,  and 
a  great  number  of  other  volunteers 
also  gave  of  their  time  to  bring  this 
work  into  operation.  The  spirit  of 
the  president,  as  well  as  the  secretary, 
R.  Paul  Miller,  seemed  to  be:  "We 
have  a  job  to  do  for  the  Lord,  and 
let's  get  it  done."  This  same  spirit  per- 
vaded the  entire  church  of  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  and  accounts  for  the  prog- 
ress made  in  the  first  twenty-five 
years  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council's  existence. 

The  first  secretary,  R.  Paul  Miller, 
is  showTi  breaking  ground  for  one 
of  the  first  new  church  buildings  lo- 
cated at  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  The 


Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
began  with  only  nine  mission  points, 
but  before  the  first  year  ended,  the 
figure  had  doubled.  This  was  ac- 
complished because  the  secretary 
under  the  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  was  always  "digging"  for  new 
opportunities. 

The  office  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  was  located  in 
Berne,  Indiana,  during  the  period 
Brother  Miller  served  as  secretary- 
Brother  Miller,  in  addition  to  serv- 
ing in  the  capacity  of  secretary,  still 
found  some  time  to  do  evangelistic 
work,  and  it  was  through  this  min- 
istry that  new  opportunities  were 
opened  for  new  Brethren  churches. 
Some  interesting  sidelights  on  the 
operation  of  the  first  office  can  be 
found  under  the  title  "Comparing 
Costs  over  Twenty-five  Years."  The 
staff  at  that  time  consisted  of  an  of- 
fice secretarv.  Miss  Louise  Kimmel, 
and  Rev.  R.'  Paul  Miller. 

Both  the  first  president  and  first 
secretary  have  "finished  the  course" 
as  far  as  Brethren  home  missions  is

concerned  and  their  work  upon  this 
earth.  In  this  anniversary  year.  Broth- 
er Miller  joined  our  Brother  Patter- 
son, who  previously  had  gone  home 
to  be  with  the  Lord.  The  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  to- 
day owes  a  real  debt  of  gratitude  to 
these  pioneers  in  setting  a  proper  ex- 
ample at  the  very  outset  of  this  organ- 
ization, The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council. 

The  secretary  succeeding  R.  Paul 
Miller  has  followed  in  the  same  ag- 
gressive program.  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb 
has  given  twenty  years  to  Brethren 
Home  Missions  as  secretary,  and 
much  of  the  recorded  progress  has 
come  to  pass  under  his  leadership. 
Dr.  Grubb  got  his  start  as  a  home- 
missions'  pastor  at  Hagerstown,  Mary- 
land, and  is  shown  breaking  ground 
for  their  new  church  building.  The 
picture  of  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller  was 
taken  at  the  same  time  on  the  same

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It  is  said  that  "time  and  tide  wait 
for  no  man."  This  truth  was  brought 
home  to  me  with  almost  shocking 
reality  when  the  request  came  for 
this  article,  and  I  was  painfully  re- 
minded that  I  am  the  only  charter 
member  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  who  has  sat  con- 
tinuously on  its  board  of  directors 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century!  Sitting 
on  any  kind  of  a  board  for  twenty- 
five  years  is  not  an  easy  task,  but 
occupying  a  place  on  this  board  has 
had  some  tremendous  compensations. 
Not  the  least  of  these  has  been  the 
joy  and  blessing  of  seeing  what  God 
has  wrought  during  the  past  two 
and  a  half  decades. 

Just  a  few  years  before  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Council,  the  entire 
home-mission  program  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  was  so  small  that  it  could 
be  administered  from  the  desk  of  a 
dedicated  businessman  in  Dayton, 
Ohio.  In  those  days  a  home-mission 
church  was  all  too  often  a  place  of 
last  resort  for  broken  down  preach- 
ers. There  was  then  little  vision  in 
The  Brethren  Church  for  expansion. 

The  change  came  when  Rev.  R. 
Paul  Miller  was  brought  in  as  Field 
Secretary  for  the  Missionary  Board 
of  the  Brethren  Church.  He  brought 
with  him  the  vision  and  energy  which 
that  program  so  greatly  needed.  Al- 
most immediately  old  churches  were 
revived,  and  new  churches  began 
to  spring  up  under  the  policy  of 
bringing  into  the  home-mission  pro- 
gram capable  young  men  with  a 
Bible-teaching  ministry. 

As  it  might  be  expected,  such  en- 
thusiasm soon  faced  strong  opposi- 
tion from  those  who  were  not  in  favor 
of  the  strong  evangelical  position  of 
those  who  were  now  coming  forth 
from  the  seminary.  Others  feared  the 
competition  of  trained  men  and  the 
vigor  of  youth.  The  situation  in  the 
denomination  became  increasingly 
serious,  and  difficulties  were  expe- 
rienced in  every  institution  and 
board.  The  Home  Mission  Board 
was  no  exception,  and  in  the  mount- 
ing crisis  only  three  of  its  members 
were  ready  to  take  itheir  stand.  Broth- 
er Miller  was  fired,  and  the  board 
members  who   supported   him   were 


summarily  dismissed.  These  three 
men,  Roy  Patterson  of  Dayton,  Ohio; 
Mr.  Ed  Wolfe  of  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania;  and  Pastor  William 
Schaffer  then  of  Conemaugh,  Penn- 
sylvania; together  with  Rev.  R.  Paul 
Miller,  became  the  nucleus  around 
which  a  whole  new  home-mission 
program  was  to  be  erected. 

It  was  my  privilege  as  a  young  pas- 
tor from  California  to  become  a  char- 
ter member  on  the  board  of  the  new- 
Ivformed  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.  Roy  Patterson  became  its 
first  president.  As  a  lawyer,  his  ad-

vice  and  assistance  were  invaluable 
during  the  early  days  of  incorpora- 
tion, policy  making,  and  stabilizing 
of  the  work.  At  the  organizational 
meeting  in  Winona  Lake,  Rev.  R. 
Paul  Miller  was  employed  as  secre- 
tary, and  under  his  able  leadership 
the  new  home-mission  program  be- 
gan to  take  form. 

Almost  immediately  the  newly- 
formed  board  became  a  prarent  of  a 
nice  little  family.  Nine  home-mis- 
sion consregations  withdrew  from 
the  support  of  their  board  and  asked 
to  come  under  the  custody  of  the 
newly  organized  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  Have  the  many  long, 
and  sometimes  tiring,  board  sessions 
been  profitable?  Perhaps  a  few  facts 


and  figures  will  give  at  least  a  par- 
tial answer.  During  these  twenty- 
five  years  the  number  of  home-mis- 
sion points  has  grown  from  nine  to 
forty-five.  In  addition  to  these,  more 
than  fifty  churches  that  were  organ- 
ized attained  sufficient  maturity  to 
become  self-supporting  churches. 
Elsewhere  you  will  find  a  complete 
listing  of  these  churches,  and  note 
the  number  of  our  sizable  congrega- 
tions among  them. 

But,  this  is  not  all.  In  my  opinion 
as  one  who  experienced  the  privilege 
of  serving  for  several  years  as  presi- 
dent, there  are  three  outstanding 
characteristics  of  the  board  which 
brought  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
upon  its  program.  They  are: 

1.  Courage  to  stand  for  the  faith. 
It  was  this  that  gave  birth  and  vitality 
to  the  work  in  its  beginning.  Such 
courage  is  no  less  needed  today. 

2.  Large  xnsion  and  readiness  to 
dare  for  Christ.  Consider,  if  you  will, 
these  bold  steps  which  have  con- 
tributed so  much  to  make  our  home- 
mission  program  well-rounded,  vital, 
and  successful: 

(a)  Expansion  of  the  missionary 
program  in  the  mountains  of  Ken- 
tucky, (b)  A  well-organized  mission 
to  the  Navajo  Indians,  (c)  A  strong 
testimony  among  the  Spanish -Ameri- 
can people  of  New  Mexico,  (d)  The 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  to  the 
Jews  of  Los  Angeles,  (e)  A  church  , 
for  the  colored  people  in  Fremont, :

The  Brethren  annuals  for  the 
past  twenty-five  years  were 
searched  and  a  record  made  of 
all  the  churches  that  at  one  time 
had  been,  or  are  now,  under  the 
direction  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council.  This  roll  rep- 
resents more  than  half  of  the 
churches  in  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches 
today.  This  roll  indicates  that 
four  new  churches  per  year 
were  started,  and  more  than  two 
became   self-supporting   on   a 


twenty-five  year  average.  In 
order  that  you  might  get  the 
full  impact  of  your  home-mis- 
sions program,  some  other  in- 
teresting statistics  accompany 
this  roll.  The  offering  to  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missions  for  these 
churches  was  taken  from  the 
February  8,  1964  issue  of  the 
Missionary  Herald.  The  offer- 
ing to  Brethren  Home  Missions 
was  taken  from  the  May  16, 
1964  issue  of  the  Missionary 
Herald.  The  statistics  on  church 


membership  and  average  Sun- 
day-school attendance  was 
taken  from  the  1964  statistical 
reports.

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Comparing  Costs  Over  Twenty-five  Years 


By  Frank  J.  Poland, 

Why  does  it  cost  more  to  build 
churches   today? 

To  answer  questions  of  this  kind, 
a  little  research  work  was  done,  and 
we  trust  the  answers  will  bring  a 
better  understanding  as  to  the  pres- 
ent-day needs  financially. 

Labor 

It  was  revealed  in  those  first 
board  minutes  of  the  first  year's 
operation  during  1939  and  40  that 
the  office  secretary  was  paid  the 
grand  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per 
week  and  this  was  it— no  fringe  bene- 
fits. Do  you  know  any  good  secre- 
taries that  are  available  at  this  figure 
today?  or  would  be  available  if  the 
figure  were  doubled?  Another  labor 
item  interested  me,  and  this  was 
cleaning  and  repairing  a  typewriter 
—six  dollars.  Today  it  is  thirty  dollars 
if  you  are  fortunate  and  more  like 
thirty-live  dollars  to  forty  dollars. 

Utilities 

The  rent  and  lights  for  an  entire 
year  cost  just  $156.  Of  course,  more 
space  is  being  used  today,  but  this 
figure  now  would  not  pay  the  rent 
for  one  month;  but  in  fact,  for  just 
about  three  weeks.  And  the  telephone 
and  telegrams  combined  for  a  year's 
operation  only  added  up  to  $52.31  in 
1939-40.  Again,  the  telephone  mini 
mum  for  1964  is  just  a  little  less  than 
this  for  one  month. 

Office    Expense 

The    postage    rate    has   practically 


,  Office  Manager 

doubled  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 
An  adding  machine,  filing  cabinet, 
check  writer,  dictating,  and  trans- 
cribing machines  plus  some  other 
small  items  cost  $342.39  according 
to  the  corporation's  first  financial 
statement.  Insurance  on  office  fur- 
niture—$5.95.  The  total  office  ex- 
pense for  the  first  year  was  just  under 
five  thousand  dollars  including  the 
staff  salaries.  At  the  same  time,  this 
represented  over  20  per  cent  of  the 
total  income  of  $24,552. 

Board  Meeting  Expense 

It  must  cost  more  to  travel  today, 
for  the  board  meeting  expense  in 
1939-40  was  a  total  of  $99.30  for 
fourteen  board  members.  Today, 
with  the  directors  well  scattered 
throughout  the  United  States  with 
three  in  California,  the  $99.30  would 
not  bring  one  man  from  a  very  great 
distance.  With  the  growth  in  home 
missions  over  these  twenty-five  years, 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil board  now  meets  twice  a  year. 
You  can  do  a  little  figuring  yourself 
when  you  look  at  a  1964  financial 
statement  and  note  the  item  for  direc- 
tor's expense.  Incidentally,  the  finan 
cial  statement  figure  includes  any 
other  expense  throughout  the  year  in- 
volving the  directors. 

Assistance  to  Mission  Points 

When  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  started  in  1939  with 
nine  points  and  ended  with  eighteen, 
the  average  annual  expenditure  per 


point  was  $683.  Just  to  give  you  an| 
example  how  far  that  figure  would' 
go  in  1964,  take  your  pastor's  salary 
for  one  month  and  see  howij 
close  it  comes  to  $683.  This  figure' 
not  only  included  salary,  but  also  any 
other  assistance  given  to  the  work 
during  the  year.  In  1964  the  figurt 
for  the  same  proportionate  suppori 
has  increased  at  least  two  and  ont 
half  times  due  to  inflation  of  the  dol 
lar.  Now  take  this  figure  and  increast 
it  another  two  and  one-half  times, 
for  the  mission  points  have  increased 
from  eighteen  to  forty-five.  This  ac- 
counts for  a  budget  today  being 
many,  many  times  that  of  the  first 
one.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
church  extension.  The  Navajo, 
Spanish-American,  Jewish,  and  an- 
other Kentucky  work  has  been  added 
during  these  twenty-five  years.  ■ 

Conclusion  ! 

I 

You  name  it,  and  it  costs  more  inij 

1964  than  it  did  in  1939.  We  are' 
living  in  1964,  and  if  we  want  the 
job  done,  we  will  have  to  pay  for 
it  at  1964  prices.  A  budget  for  1965 
is  in  preparation  and  when  the  fig- 
ures are  released,  please  do  some  real- 
istic thinking  before  jumping  to  any 
conclusions.  Should  our  Lord  tarry, 
the  next  twenty-five  years  viall  re- 
flect just  as  great,  if  not  a  greater,  i 
change.  We  must  follow  the  leading 
of  the  Lord  in  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions and  support  the  work  according 
to  the  changes  in  economics.  Remem- 
ber the  Word  gives  us  a  plan  for  sup- 
porting the  Lord's  work,  and  the  1965 
budget   will    have    to   be   met   with

Brethren  Construction  Company 
Constituted  in  1952 


The  Brethren  Construction  Com- 
i  pany  was  pioneered  by  Thomas  Bail- 
ey, Jr.,  the  first  and  only  member 
for  a  short  time.  The  first  project 
was  the  Patterson  Park  Brethren 
Church,  Dayton,  Ohio.  New  mem- 
bers were  added  to  the  crew,  and 
new  crews  were  formed  during  these 
twelve  years  of  its  existence. 

Brethren  church  buildings  stand  as 
monuments  to  God's  grace  through 
the  Brethren  construction  crew  mem 
bers  and  their  families  at  Dayton, 
Ohio;  Roanoke,  Virginia;  York, 
Pennsylvania;  Wheaton,  Illinois; 
Goshen,  Indiana;  Parkersburg,  West 
Virginia;  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida; 
Elyria,  Ohio;  Mansfield,  Ohio;  Fre- 
mont, Ohio;  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana; 
South  Bend,  Indiana;  Kokomo,  In- 
diana; Cheyenne,  Wyoming;  Lans- 
ing, Michigan;  Virginia  Beach,  Vir 
ginia;  Los  Altos,  California;  Ana- 
heim, California;  Hatboro,  Pennsyl- 
vania; Akron,  Ohio;  Barberton,  Ohio; 
Johnstown,  Pennsylvania;  Hagers- 
town,  Maryland;  Trotwood,  Ohio; 
Covington,  Virginia;  Vandalia,  Ohio; 
Toppenish,  Washington;  and  Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania.  A  building  ad- 
dition was  added  at  Findlay,  and 
work  was  done  at  our  Dryhill,  Ken- 
tucky, and  Navajo  Mission  by  the 
construction  company. 

The  more  than  thirty  building 
projects  during  the  past  twelve  years 
has  effected  savings  of  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  these  congrega- 
tions. It  has  served  as  another  means 
of  stretching  home-mission  dollars  a 
little  farther— dollars  that  had  alreadv 


been  almost  stretched  to  the  limit. 

The  crew  completed  the  home 
mission  church  at  Lancaster,  Penn 
sylvania,  this  month,  and  has  started 
corfstrucrion  on  the  new  Everett 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  Everett, 
Pennsylvania.  With  completion  of  the 
Lancaster  project,  two  members  of 
the  crew  have  completed  their  serv- 
ices with  the  construction  company. 
The  Ray  Sturgill  family  will  be 
leaving  soon  for  Peru,  South  Amer- 
ica, where  Brother  Sturgill  will  be 
employed  by  the  LeToumeau  Foun 
dation.  Mr.  Bert  Jordan  and  family 
will  move  to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana, 
where  Brother  Jordan  has  accepted 
a  call  by  Grace  Seminary  and  College 
to  serve  in  their  maintenance  depart- 
ment. Other  personnel  are  under  con 
sideration  at  this  time  for  replace- 
ments. 

Mr.  Don  Sellers,  the  present  super- 
intendent of  the  crew,  has  given  al 
most  eleven  years  to  this  ministry, 
having  joined  the  work  in  its  second 
year.  y 


Architectural  Department; 
Added  in  1956 

The  architectural  department  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun-i 
cil  was  added  in  November  1956 
when  Mr.  Robert  Foltz,  a  layman 
from  the  one-time  home-mission 
church  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
answered  the  call  to  serve  the  Lord ; 
in  a  full-time  capacity.  Mr.  Foltz,' 
an  architectural-engineer,  was  instru- 
mental in  setting  up  this  department 
and  did  a  number  of  church  plans 
before  accepting  a  call  to  another 
position. 

Following  Brother  Foltz  was  Rev. 
Ralph  C.  Hall  who  has  had  expe- 
rience in  engineering  and  as  pastor, 
having  served  in  two  home-mission 
pastorates.  Mr.  Hall  is  an  ordained ; 
minister  and  has  a  degree  in  profes- 
sional engineering  from  Ohio  State 
University.  The  department  has  con- 
tinued to  grow  under  Brother  Hall, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  add  a 
part-time  helper  to  keep  up  with  the 
demands  of  the  department.  Mr. 
Lyman  Davidson,  a  student  in  Grace 
Seminairy,  is  presently  helping  in 
the  department. 

More  than  thirty  complete  church 
plans  have  been  produced  in  the 
architectural  department  under  the 
combined  leadership  of  Mr.  Foltz 
and  Mr.  Hall.  This  department  alone 
has  saved  many  thousands  of  dollars 
on  the  cost  of  new  home-mission 
churches. 

A  number  of  preliminary  plans 
have  been  completed,  and  the  year 
ahead  looks  like  the  busiest  year  in 
the  history  of  the  department.  The 
services  of  the  department  are  not 
limited  to  home-mission  points,  but

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  board  of  directors  meeting  in 
Portland,  Oregon  in  1955  recom- 
mended to  the  conference  the  in- 
corporating of  the  Brethren  Invest- 
ment Foundation  for  the  purpose  of 
helping  finance  Brethren  home- 
mission  churches.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  approved  by  unanimous 
vote,  and  the  steps  were  taken  to 
set  up  this  new  organization. 

The  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion srew  out  of  an  ever  increasing 
need  for  helping  to  finance  new 
church  building  programs.  Its  scope 
was  limited  to  home-mission  churches 
in  the  early  years,  and  this  is  still  the 
primary  function. 

The  response  from  our  Brethren 
people  and  other  Christian  friends 
exceeded  our  expectations,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  obtain  help  to  administer 
the  work  of  this  new  department. 
The  Lord  knew  about  this,  and  in 
answer  to  prayer,  Mr.  Elmer  Tamkin 
with  thirty-six  years  experience  in 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  of  the 
U.  S.  answered  the  call  and  has 
served  faithfully  since  December  of 
1956.  Mr.  Tamkin  is  now  the  over- 
seer of  nearly  four  million  dollars 
representing  1,081  investment  ac- 
counts and  1,179  savings  accounts. 

In  1961,  at  the  National  Confer- 
ence in  Denver,  Colorado,  the  con- 
ference voted  to  make  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  the  instru- 
ment in  financing  a  new  dormitory 
for  Grace  College  at  a  cost  of  more 


than  $800,000.  The  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  assumed  this 
responsibility,  and  during  the  entire 
building  program  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  has  been  able 
to  meet  every  demand  for  funds.  It 
is  with  praise  to  our  God  that  we 
were  able  to  finance  this  project, 
continue  the  home-mission  church 
building  program,  and  meet  every 
emergency  repayment  requested. 

The  increase  in  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  work  has  neces- 
sitated an  additional  staff  member. 
Mrs.  Donald  Ogden,  wife  of  Pro- 
fessor Donald  Ogden,  Grace  Semi- 
nary and  College,  has  been  serving 
as  the  office  secretary  and  book- 
keeper since  October  1963. 

A4uch  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  success  reported  in  this 
anniversary  issue  has  been  due  to 
the  help  in  financing  of  home-mis- 
sion churches  through  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  fifty-seven  churches  are 
being  assisted  to  some  extent  through 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation. 

There  is  always  a  demand  from 
other  Brethren  institutions  to  help 
them  finance  various  projects,  and 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
would  like  to  assist  these  Brethren. 
The  requests  keep  coming  from 
established  churches,  and  we  would 
like  to  help  more  of  them.  A  num- 
ber of  loans  from  individuals  are 
made  on  a  short-term  basis  and  there 
is   this  demand  for  repayments.   So 


there  is  continuing  need  for  funds 
in  the  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion, and  if  you  can  help,  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation  will  pay 
you  4  per  cent  on  amounts  to  $500, 
and  5  per  cent  for  any  investment 
over  $500.

made  a  matter  of  definite  prayer  and 
a  decision  had  been  reached,  each 
member  would  then  feel  that  it  was 
his  responsibility  to  give  the  program 
a  try,  even  though  he  might  person- 
ally hold  some  mental  reservations. 
This  wonderful  characteristic  is,  I 
believe,  scriptural,  and  many  con- 
gregations could  well  afford  to  emu- 
late it. 

Much  credit  for  the  present  pro- 
gram and  strength  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  must  go  to 
Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb,  under  whose  able 
leadership  as  secretary  the  Council's 
work  has  reached  real  maturity. 
Then,  there  are  those  assistants  at 
Winona  Lake  who  have  worked  with 
him  long  and  sacrificially.  Sitting 
on  the  board  for  twenty-five  years  has 
not  been  so  difficult  when  one  has 
been  in  the  company  of  those  who 
are  fully  dedicated  to  Christ. 

The  blessings  of  the  past  are  no 
guarantee  for  the  future.  But  they 
should  strengthen  our  faith  in  the 
greatness  of  God.  They  should  spur 
us  on  to  greater  victories  in  home 
missions  until  Christ,  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  shall  appear.  T

TRADITION— AN    OBSTACLE 

One  of  the  many  obstacles  in  wit- 
nessing to  people  is  their  readiness  to 
accept  the  traditions  and  teachings 
of  men  rather  than  the  command- 
ments and  instruction  of  God.  The 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  also  had  to  deal 
with  this  problem;  Mark  7;  6  to  13 
records  one  such  incident.  In  so 
doing  Christ  Jesus  said:  "Howbeit 
in  vain  do  they  worship  me,  teaching 
for  doctrines  the  commandments  of 
men.  .  .  .  Making  the  word  of  God 
of  none  effect  through  your  tradition, 
which  ye  have  delivered:  and  many 
such  like  things  do  ye."  A  recent  con- 
\'ersation  with  a  Jewess  brought  out 
some  of  these  "such  like  things"  that 
keep  the  Jewish  people  from  wor 
shiping  God  in  truth. 

That  day  I  was  calling  in  a  hotel 
apartment  house.  As  I  offered  some 
literature  to  the  lady  who  answered 
the  door,  explaining  what  it  was, 
she  refused  because  of  bad  eyesight. 
She  did  enter  into  conversation, 
mentioning  that  she  attends  the  tem- 
ple, and  felt  that  she  was  good 
enough.  I  asked  her  if  she  were  per- 
fect and,  of  course,  she  acknowledged 
that  she  was  not.  I  pointed  out  to 
her  that  God  is,  and  that  to  be  ac- 
cepted before  Him  we  must  have  a 
kosher  (clean)  heart.  This  brought 
from  her  the  remark  that  although 
she  came  from  an  orthodox  family 
in  Europe,  she  was  not  religious 
now.  As  for  the  kosher  laws  of  milk 
and  flesh,  she  did  not  observe  them 
and  she  questioned  their  usage.  I  re- 
minded her  that  these  laws  were 
man-made;  a  system  that  had  been 
built  upon  one  verse:  "Thou  shall 
not  seethe  a  kid  in  his  mother's  milk" 
(Exod.  23:19).  She  told  me  of  some 
experiences  she  had  had  with  Cath- 
olics and  their  noneating  of  meats 
on  certain  days.  This  also  is  man's 
teaching  and  not  found  in  either 
the  Old  or  New  Testaments.  This  is 
the  reason  we  need  to  read  the  Bible 
so  that  we  can  recognize  the  differ- 
ence between  God's  commandments 
and  the  traditions  of  men. 

Up  to  this  time  we  had  been  stand-

ing  at  the  door  talking.  Now  she 
invited  me  into  the  house.  Thereupon 
she  began  to  question  the  virgin  birth 
of  the  Lord,  and  gave  me  this  expla- 
nation from  Jewish  tradition.  Mary 
had  had  many  lovers  because  she  was 
a  beautiful  woman,  and  that  was  how 
Jesus'  birth  came  about.  I  took  her 
to  Isaiah  7:14,  which  showed  that  this 
miracle  conception  had  been  proph- 
esied in  the  Old  Testament  and  re- 
minded her  of  the  orthodox  Jewash 
teaching  regarding  engagements  and 
putting  away.  In  orthodox  Judaism 
after  a  ceremony  performed  by  the 
rabbi,  engagement  vows  are  just  as 
binding  as  the  marriage  vows  and 
can  only  be  broken  by  divorce.  As 
I  read  Matthew  1:18  to  25  to  her, 
it  was  pointed  out  that  Joseph  was 
going  to  put  Mary  away  privately, 
but  God  revealed  to  him  in  a  dream 
that  this  was  the  fulfillment  of  the 
Old  Testament  promise. 

Her  response  was  to  tell  me  this 
story.  As  a  child,  Jesus  was  often 
called  names  by  the  other  children. 
She  used  the  term  brat  to  be  polite. 
He  did  not  understand,  and  so  He 
asked  His  mother.  Mary  did  not 
answer,  only  hung  her  head;  thus  He 
knew  that  it  was  true.  I  told  her  there 
is  as  much  truth  in  these  stories  about 
Jesus  as  there  is  in  those  told  by 
the  Gentiles  that  the  Jewish  people 
use  the  blood  of  a  gentile  child  in 
the  Passover  services.  These  false 
accusations  of  the  Gentiles  have 
caused  many  of  the  pogroms  in 
Europe. 

Next  when  she  asked  if  I  knew 
how  the  Jews  became  the  Chosen 
People,  I  told  of  God's  call  and 
promise  to  Abraham.  This  brought 
forth  the  common  tradition  that  God 
had  offered  the  Law  to  the  various 
gentile  nations,  but  each  refused  for 
one  reason  or  another.  Finally  God 
offered  it  to  Moses,  who  accepted  it 
readily  without  even  knowing  what 
it  contained.  This  is  not  according 
to  Tenach  was  my  reply.  She  then 
asked  what  I  thought  the  Tenach 
was,  and  I  explained  that  it  was  the 


Old  Testament.  The  name  Tenach 
was  derived  from  the  first  letter  of 
the  Hebrew  for  the  three  sections 
comprising  it:  Torah  (five  books  of 
Moses),  Navim  (prophets),  and 
Kethuvim  (writings).  The  problem 
is  that  most  Jewish  people  do  not 
follow  the  Tenach.  In  fact,  many  do 
not  even  know  what  it  is.  It  is  the 
Siddur,  prayer  book,  that  they  accept 
as  authoritative,  and  the  Talmud, 
commentary  of  the  rabbis  on  the  Ten- 
ach. 

The  story  of  Jacob's  stealing  Esau's 
blessing  from  Isaac  was  then  told  to 
me.  It  was  slightly  garbled,  but  the 
gist  of  the  story  was  there.  I  told 
Mrs.  B.  I  had  just  recently  read  this 
account  in  my  devotions.  'Tou  mean 
this  story  is  in  that  book?"  she  asked 
referring  to  the  Bible  I  had  in  my 
hand  and  from  which  I  had  read  to 
her.  I  showed  her  that  it  contained 
both  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
"I'd  like  to  read  those  stories  for 
myself.  I'm  not  interested  in  pam- 
phlets, but  I  would  be  in  a  book,"  she 
added.  Praise  the  Lord!  The  purpose 
of  the  pamphlet  is  to  arouse  enough 
interest  so  that  they  will  read  the 
Bible.  I  promised  to  bring  her  a  Bible. 

Several  times  she  had  mentioned 
an  elderly  man  who  lived  in  a  neigh- 
boring apartment.  He  was  an  atheist 
and  told  her  that  to  believe  the 
fables  about  God  is  just  the  same  as 
believing  in  Jesus.  He  especially 
questioned  the  existence  of  God  be- 
cause of  the  death  of  six  million 
Jews  under  Hitler.  Briefly  I  told  her 
what  God  said  about  sin  and  His 
judgment  upon  it,  showing  why  the 
Jewish  people  were  in  ^aluth  (cap- 
tivity), and  reminding  her  of  His 
promise  concerning  their  enemies  in 
Genesis  12:3.  She  was  especially  con- 
cerned that  I  should  talk  to  this  man 
as  he  had  already  had  three  opera- 
tions for  cancer.  She  knocked  at  his 
door  but  received  no  answer.  The 
visit  concluded  with  the  invitation 
to  return  and  bring  her  a  Bible  and 
seek  to  sp)eak  to  her  neighbor. 

"So  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God" 
(Rom.  10:17).  This  is  a  promise  to 
stand  upon  as  we  testify  for  our  Lord 
that  others  may  forsake  the  vain  tra- 
ditions of  men  and  rest  upon  "thus 
saith  the  Lord."  ▼

Someone  has  said:  "We  ought  to 
live  and  work  as  though  Christ  were 
coming  back  tomorrow,  and  we  ought 
to  plan  as  though  He  weren't  com- 
ing back  for  a  hundred  years!"  While 
we  cannot  vouch  for  the  scriptural- 
ness  of  this  declaration,  we  can  be 
sure  that  the  hope  of  the  coming 
of  Christ  is  an  incentive  to  diligent 
and  sacrificial  service  for  Him,  rather 
than  a  deterrent.

If  any  may  still  doubt,  I'm  sure 
all  doubt  would  be  removed  if  we 
could  "tune  in"  on  the  testimony  of 
those  who  have  been  saved  through 
home-missions  outreach  during  this 
f>eriod,  and  who  have  already  been 
promoted  to  glory.  They  would  be 
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the  most  enthusiastic  in  their  thanks- 
giving and  in  their  encouragement 
to  us  in  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Chiirches  to  throw  our 
whole  souls  into  this  work  in  the 
years  ahead  we  have  to  serve.  By 
the  way,  how  many  of  you  who  are 
reading  these  lines  were  saved  in  a 
present  or  former  Brethren  Home 
Mission  church? 

What  will  the  next  twenty-five 
years  bring  in  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions? 

Much  Defends  on  how  large  a  bur- 
den of  prayer  our  pastors  and  people 
of  our  present  churches  are  walling 
to  receive  from  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God.  The  victories  already  expe- 
rienced have  been  prayer  victories. 
The  defeats  we  have  suffered— if 
they  are  really  defeats— have  been 
first  of  all,  defeats  in  prayer.  If  our 
Lord  looked  upon  the  multitudes  with 
a  heart  moved  with  compassion  in  His 
days  on  earth,  and  pled  for  His  dis- 
ciples then  to  "Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest,"  I 
believe  that  He  is  standing  at  the 
door  of  our  churches  today  seeking 
entrance  to  our  Fellowship  that  He 
might  draw  our  hearts  to  His  heart 
to  relate  the  same  compassions  and 
plea  (Matt.  9:37  and  Rev.  3:20). 


Much  Defends  on  how  seriously 
we  take  His  warning  against  the 
covetousness  we  find  in  the  parable 
of  the  rich  fool  in  Luke  12:13  to  21. 
If  many  Bible-believing,  fundamental 
brethren  (some  with  a  capital  "B") 
were  to  read  or  hear  these  words  for 
the  first  time,  beginning  with  the 
middle  of  verse  16  through  verse  19, 
they  would  say:  "That  fellow  is  a 
wise  investor;  he's  a  smart  operator!" 
The  world  would  call  it  sound  fis- 
cal fwlicy.  Almost  everyone  in  and 
out  of  the  church  would  say  that 
this  man  had  a  security  program  for 
his  family,  and  a  retirement  program 
for  himself.  What  a  shock  to  read  our 
Lord's  abrupt  and  devastating  indict- 
ment of  this  man's  carefully  thought- 
out  plans.  He  already  had  a  great 
deal.  He  was  prospering  continually. 
His  bams  were  full.  They  were  too 
small.  He  must  tear  them  down  and 
build  larger.  When  these  were  full, 
he  would  retire  and  take  it  easy. 
After  all,  he  had  worked  hard  and 
earned  it!  But,  as  he  lay  on  his  bed 
relaxing  in  the  good  feeling  of  plans 
well  worked  out  reading  to  go  con- 
tentedly to  sleep,  he  was  starded  by 
the  Lord  saying:  "You  fool,  you  will 
die  before  morning!  Now  who  will 
have  your  present  barns,  let  alone  the 
ones  you'll  never  live  to  build?"  And 
while  we  listen  for  the  stunned  man 
to  find  his  tongue  to  form  a  reply, 
the  Lord  speaks  directly  to  everyone 
of  us:  "So  are  you,  if  you  lay  up 
treasure  for  yourself  and  are  not  rich 
toward  God!" 

"A  nickel-a-day  for  home  missions" 
for  every  member  of  The  Brethren 
Church  and  the  nonmembers  who 
attend  would  put  nearly  a  half  mil- 
lion dollars  a  year  into  home-mission 
advance.  Brethren,  we  are  "banking" 
more  in  coffee  breaks,  ice  cream  and 
pop  stands,  and  candy  stores  than  we 
are  putting  in  the  whole  program  of 
missionary  outreach  at  home  and 
abroad!  Let's  not  play  the  fool! 

Much  De-pends  on  the  depth  of 
dedication  of  our  young  people,  and 
older  ones,  when  the  Lord  reminds 
us  that  "Ye  are  not  your  own  .  .  . 
ye  are  bought  with  a  price!"  If  we 
think  more  about  the  security  of

"uncertain  riches"  than  responding 
to  the  call  of  the  "God  who  giveth 
us  all  things  richly  to  enjoy,"  we'll 
find  out  too  late  that  we  exchanged 
real  security  for  that  which  has 
"Taken  wings  and  flown  away."

In  the 
last  quarter,  we  baptized  twenty-six 
making  a  total  in  the  sixties.

Since  our  lives  are  regulated  by 
the  amount  of  time  we  have, 
let's  see  what  the  Scriptures  have 
to  say  on  this  important  subject.  In 
Ephesians  5:16,  the  Apostle  Paul  ex- 
horts us  to  redeem  the  time.  What 
does  this  mean?  The  most  simple 
explanation  is  to  buy  up  the  oppor- 
tunities we  have.  TTiis  sounds  very 
simple,  but  just  how  do  we  do  this? 

First  of  all,  this  wall  involve  a  sacri- 
fice. It  may  cost  us  something,  or 
it  may  be  inconvenient,  but  we  need 
to  be  alert  to  the  opportunities  around 
us,  whatever  they  may  be.  Remem- 
ber the  story  of  the  Good  Samaritan. 
This  man  was  willing  to  go  out 
of  his  way  and  give  of  his  own  sub- 
stance to  help  a  total  stranger.  We 
need  more  of  this  sacrifice  today. 

Secondly,  these  opportunities  must 
be  seized  quickly. 

In  the  third  place,  we  may  say, 
there  must  be  wisdom  and  discretion 
in  using  this  opportunity  to  the  ut- 
most once  we  have  seized  upon  it. 
Many  well-meaning  Christians  are 
quick  to  speak  a  word  for  the  Lord, 
or  perform  some  other  service,  but 
because  of  lack  of  preparation,  or 
leading  of  the  Spirit,  they  actually 
do  more  harm  than  good. 

World    Conditions 

We  have  seen  what  it  means  to 
redeem  the  time;  we  now  want  to 
consider  just  why  it  is  so  essential. 
The  importance  of  this  is  seen  first 
of  all  in  the  light  of  world  condi- 
tions. Any  educated  or  alert  indi- 
vidual today  must  admit  that  world 
conditions  are  gradually  worsening. 
This  is  true  in  many  areas  of  life. 

In  the  political  realm,  we  see  dic- 
tators arising  on  every  hand,  and 
communism  is  rapidly  spreading  over 
the  globe.  In  the  social  realm,  we 
see  great  racial  strife  and  turmoil.  In 
the  realm  of  morals,  the  standards  are 
gradually  lowering,  resulting  in  the 
breakup  of  homes  and  widespread 
immorality.  In  the  religious  realm, 
we  also  see  a  downward  trend.  The 
faith  of  our  fathers  and  the  Word 
of  God  are  being  set  aside  and  no 
longer  considered  relevant  to  our 
present  situation.  Under  such  world 
conditions,  the  Christian  must  stand 
up  and  let  his  voice  be  heard.  The 
message  of  salvation  through  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  hope  for 


Redeeming 
the  Time

this  world,  and  we  must  get  this  mes- 
sage out. 

We  must  also  redeem  the  time  in 
the  light  of  church  conditions.  Ex- 
ternally, the  church  is  making  great 
progress  and  gaining  worldwide 
recognition,  but  internally,  there  is 
sin,  decay,  and  very  little  spiritual 
life. 

The  great  cry  of  the  church  today 
is  ecumenism:  "Let's  all  get  together." 
This  sounds  good  to  many,  and  even 
some  born-again  Christians  have  been 
engulfed  by  this  movement.  But  is 
this  movement  the  fulfillment  of 
Christ's  prayer  in  John  17:21:  "That 
they  all  may  be  one"?  A  careful  study 
of  this  verse  will  show  that  Christ 
was  praying  for  spiritual  unity  and 
not  organizational  unity.  This  prayer 
was  answered  on  the  Day  of  Pente- 
cost and  is  experienced  by  every 
member  of  the  body  of  Christ.  The 
Scriptures  show  clearly  that  this 
movement  will  result  in  a  world 
church  that  will  be  eventually  con- 
trolled by  the  Antichrist.  Therefore 
we  need  to  warn  others  who  are 
misled  by  this  movement.  Besides 
this  danger  is  the  liberalism  and  cold 
orthodoxy  found  in  many  of  our 
churches   today. 

The  Church's  Condition 

Many  congregations  do  not  re- 
ceive the  Word  of  God,  and  many 
others  receive  it  as  cold  facts  not  re- 
lated to  their  Christian  lives.  Also 
there  is  much  worldliness  in  the 
church  today.  The  church  no  longer 
sets  the  moral  standards  for  the  com- 


munity. Therefore,  we  need  to  make 
sure  that  our  churches  send  forth  the 
message  in  word  and  life  to  those  of 
our  community. 

In  the  last  place,  we  need  to  re- 
deem the  time  in  the  light  of  Christ's 
return.  A  careful  study  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  the  light  of  world  and  church 
conditions  makes  it  very  plain  that 
the  coming  of  the  Lord  is  very  near 
(II  Tim.  3).  Since  this  is  true,  we 
certainly  need  to  be  busy  about  the 
Lord's  work.  The  door  of  salvation 
will  soon  close  to  many  souls,  so  we 
need  to  warn  them  of  the  awful  judg- 
ment that  will  await  them  unless  they 
turn  to  Christ  now. 

We  now  want  to  consider  how  we 
can  redeem  the  time  which  we  still 
have.  There  are  many  things  that 
could  be  mentioned,  but  I  would 
like  to  suggest  just  a  few  for  your 
prayerful  consideration.  One  way 
we  can  redeem  the  time  is  by  serv- 
ing the  Lord  faithfully  through  our 
local  church.  Those  of  us  who  are 
Brethren  can  be  sure  that  we  belong 
to  Bible-believing  churches,  and 
therefore  they  are  deserving  of  our 
support.  Every  member  of  a  Brethren 
church  has  an  obligation  before  God 
to  faithfully  support  that  church  by 
his  time,  prayers,  money,  and  testi- 
mony. 

We  may  also  redeem  the  time  by 
standing  firmly  on  our  convictions. 
The  trend  of  our  day  is  to  forget  con- 
victions and  follow  the  crowd.  This 
trend  has  invaded  the  church  too. 
Some  of  us  have  lost  our  convictions 
and  are  willing  to  make  all  kinds  of 
concessions  for  the  sake  of  conveni- 
ence or  numbers.  Brethren,  we  must 
stick  to  our  convictions,  or  all  is  lost. 
If  we  have  no  convictions,  we  will 
never  lead  sinners  to  Christ.  We 
must  stand  up  for  what  we  believe 
in  spite  of  the  cost. 

To  lead  others  to  Christ  is  our 
chief  responsibility  as  Christians, 
and  in  the  light  of  Christ's  soon  re- 
turn, we  should  take  every  oppor- 
tunity to  witness  for  Him.  Nothing 
we  do  for  the  Lord  is  of  greater  im- 
portance .  than   this. 

Brethren,  the  hour  on  God's  time 
clock  is  late.  The  midnight  hour  may 
strike  at  any  time;  then  all  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  Christ  and  reach  the 
lost  will  be  gone.  In  the  light  of 
these  facts,  let  us  be  redeeming  the 
time  before  it  is  too  late.  T

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The  innumerable  and  unceasing  spread  of 
literature  in  our  day  is  amazing,  and,  we 
might  almost  say,  unprecedented.  Yet  nearly 
three  millennia  ago  the  wise  Preacher,  too, 
was  moved  to  comment:  "Of  making  books 
there  is  no  end"  (Eccles.  12:12).  He  followed 
this  observation  with  another  sage  pronounce- 
ment: "Much  study  is  a  weariness  of  the 
flesh."  To  this,  many  a  student  has  breathed  a 
fervent  "Amen!" 

It  is  surprising  to  know  that  the  literate 
West  scores  second  in  the  mass  of  published 


materials.  According  to  Life  Magazine,  Rus- 
sia far  stu-passes  in  producing  the  written 
word,  and  illiteracy  there  has  all  but  van- 
ished in  a  single  generation. 

But  while  the  content  is  high,  it  is  doubtful 
if  the  quality  of  literature  has  been  poorer 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  The  smutty  and 
obscene  have  descended  to  a  new  low,  and 
nearly  every  urban  community  has  witnessed 
the  onrush  of  pornographic  materials.  Yet, 
the  battle  is  being  lost  because  the  citizenry 
is  not  sufficiently  aroused.  The  courts  in  many

places  are  seemingly  almost  willing  to  avoid 
the  issue  because  of  "legal  difficulties." 
Church  alliances  and  their  leaders,  who  pre- 
tend to  speak  for  Christianity,  are  often  only 
too  ready  to  cry  "censorship"  as  they  aid  and 
I  abet  the  enemies  of  God,  and  openly  defend, 
in  many  instances,  questionable  books  and 
periodicals. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  matter  of 
personal  reading  is  a  matter  of  individual 
choice.  We  do  read  that  which  interests  us. 
The  person  who  has  experienced  God's  saving 
grace  should  find  that  his  reading  habits  and 
tastes  have  changed.  The  Bible  and  publica- 
tions reflecting  the  message  of  the  Bible  will 
attract  him  first  of  all — we  hope. 

But  a  mere  hope  it  appears  to  be  in  all  too 
many  quarters!  Could  it  be  that  the  Spirit- 
filled  Apostle  was  in  error  when  he  wrote:  "If 
any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature: 
old  things  are  passed  away;  behold,  all  things 
are  become  new"?  Should  not  "all  things" 
include  tastes  in  reading? 

The  Bible  and  Biblical  literature  must  com- 
pete with  television,  with  the  newspaper  and 
news  magazine,  with  a  veritable  host  of  week- 
ly and  monthly  periodicals — good,  bad  and  in- 
different— and  with  some  really  worthwhile 
classical  literature  and  poetry  of  the  past. 

We  cannot  conceive  of  what  one  pair  of 
eyes  can  read  in  a  year,  not  to  mention  a  life- 
time. It  is  equally  inconceivable  what  one 
brain  can  absorb.  This  calls,  then,  for  the 
most  careful  selectivity,  for  we  are  largely 
what  we  read. 

"Understandest  thou  what  thou  readest?" 
was  the  question  propounded  by  a  wise  evan- 
gelist to  a  novice  in  the  Word  (Acts  8:30). 
We  might,  with  equal  candor,  ask  ourselves 
the  same  question.  Every  Bible  teacher,  I 
suppose,  has  had  the  hstless  remark  addressed 
to  him:  "I  try  to  read  the  Bible,  but  I  just 
don't  understand  it." 

The  discerning  teacher  will  not  only  as- 
sure the  inquirer  that  "if  any  man  lack  wis- 
dom, let  him  ask  of  God,"  but  will  also  im- 
part the  advice  to  master  that  which  one  does 
understand,  and  then  additional  Ught  will  be 


given  for  less  understandable  passages.  Also, 
it  is  an  honest  truth  which  the  adviser  can 
share  that  although  he  himself  has  been 
studying  God's  Word  for  a  long  season,  he 
is  continually  finding  new  truths,  and  does 
not  ever  expect  to  know  it  all! 

Perhaps  you,  dear  reader,  cannot  grasp  the 
Biblical  message  as  it  is  read  or  taught;  yet 
have  the  gift  of  detailing  to  another  person 
last  night's  TV  drama  or  last  week's  gripping 
novel.  Would  it  be  presumptuous  to  suggest 
that  when  one  lacks  interest  in  the  Bible,  or 
finds  it  "too  hard  to  understand,"  there  might 
possibly  be  a  spiritual  problem  involved? 
While  this  may  not  always  be  the  case,  cer- 
tainly it  merits  consideration. 

How  willing  we  would  be  to  read,  and  even 
devour,  God's  Word  were  we  once  deprived 
of  it!  With  what  amazement  and  contrition  of 
spirit  did  King  Josiah  and  his  contemporaries 
read  the  lost  book  of  the  Law!  How  the  re- 
turning remnant  drank  in  the  words  of  Ezra 
as  he  read  from  God's  Book  from  morning  to 
midday!  How  the  populace  of  medieval  Eng- 
land and  Germany  yearned  for  the  Bible  when 
its  reading  was  forbidden,  or  when  available 
copies  were  so  scarce  they  had  to  be  chained 
to  pulpits! 

Who  in  those  days  would  have  dreamed 
that  the  time  would  come  when  almost  every 
Christian,  in  the  Western  world  at  least, 
would  have  his  own  personal  copy,  and  many 
would  have  a  half  dozen  or  more  at  one  time! 

We  are  in  that  day.  The  Bible  is  the  best 
seller.  But  how  sadly  we  neglect  this  treasure.

Grace  Schools 

The  month  of  August  has  special  significance  for 
multitudes  of  the  children  of  God.  In  particular  it  has 
definite  significance  for  many  of  our  Brethren  people, 
its  ministers,  its  young  people,  its  schools,  as  well  as  for 
many  of  its  laymen  who  will  find  this  the  ideal  month  for 
vacations,  attendance  at  conferences,  travel,  and  other 
types  of  recreation.  The  month  originally  was  named 
by  the  Roman  Emperor  Augustus  after  himself,  since  it 
was  associated  with  several  of  his  notable  victories. 

Thus  we  can  see  that  from  its  beginning  there  has 
been  associated  with  August  the  idea  of  remembrance, 
reflection,  contemplation.  August  is  an  ideal  time  for 
the  servants  of  God  to  reflect  upon  the  blessings  and 
victories  God  has  provided  during  the  first  part  of 
the  year.  And,  furthermore,  it  is  a  good  time  to  medi- 
tate upon  the  prospects  that  beckon  in  the  months  im- 
mediately ahead.  It  is  a  time  for  planning.  With  the 
coming  of  September,  the  end  of  vacations  and  the 
opening  of  schools,  there  is  a  new  beginning  in  the 
program  of  the  church  and  its  related  schools.  August 
is  the  month  when  definite  plans  ought  to  be  con- 
summated for  this  new  beginning.  In  September,  there 
is  normally  a  new  enthusiasm  for  things  in  the  educa- 
tional realm,  and  for  the  things  of  the  church.  The  serv- 
ants of  God  need  to  plan  to  make  the  most  of  this  re- 
newed enthusiasm. 

Not  only  is  August  a  good  month  for  reflection,  rec- 
reation, and  planning,  but  it  is  also  wrhen  decisions  are 
made  with  respect  to  advanced  schooling.  Ofttimes  final 
decisions  are  made  during  this  month  as  to  where  to  go 
to  college  or  seminary.  Recognizing  this  fact,  earnest 
prayers  need  to  be  offered  that  the  young  people  of  our 
beloved  Fellowship  will  make  the  right  decisions  as  to 
where  to  attend  school.  It  is  always  the  prayer  of  the  fac- 
ulty and  staff  of  Grace  College  and  Grace  Seminary  that 
the  student  bodies  of  these  two  institutions  will  be  those 
of  God's  own  choosing. 

Tipping — a  Duty  or  a  Reward? 

Doutbless,  as  you  have  traveled  about  during  your  sum- 
mer vacation,  the  matter  of  tipping  has  faced  you  from 
time  to  time.  Should  I  tip  this  waitress  or  bellhop?  If 
I  should,  how  much  of  a  gratuity  should  be  given?  Dif- 
ferent answers  are  given  to  such  questions.  Some  take  the 
position,  for  instance,  that  the  price  of  a  meal  includes 
the  matter  of  service,  and  so  leave  no  tip.  Others  under- 
stand that  the  regular  wage  of  the  waitress  is  not  adequate 
to  properly  support  her,  and  so  feel  obligated  always  to 
leave  a  tip.  Such  as  these  are  not  in  agreement  as  how 
much  to  be  given.  Many  are  satisfied  to  give  ten  per 


cent;  others  feel  it  should  be  fifteen  per  cent;  and  others 
are  guided  altogether  by  the  quality  of  service  that  has 
been  received. 

Possibly  some  guidance  in  this  matter  is  to  be  found 
in  an  article  appearing  recently  in  the  Chicago  Tribune 
(July  12,  1964).  The  title  of  the  article  was  An  Insider's 
Tip  on  Tipping:  Poor  Service?  No  Gratuity.  The  wonter 
of  this  article  Kay  Loring,  quotes  Kathryn  Bruce,  educa- 
tional director  for  the  National  Restaurant  Association, 
who  in  her  early  days  was  a  waitress  and  depended  on 
tips  to  pay  her  way  through  high  school  and  college.  She 
said:  "I  accepted  those  tips  with  pride  because  I  knew 
that  I  earned  them— because  I  gave  my  customers  more 
service  than  they  had  a  right  to  expect.  To  automatically 
leave  a  certain  percentage  as  a  tip  regardless  of  how  you 
are  treated  is  a  great  disservice  both  to  you  as  a  cus- 
tomer and  to  the  restaurant  business."  She  continued  by 
saying:  "If  there  actually  has  been  completely  unsatis- 
factory, unpleasant,  or  discourteous  service,  then  no  tip. 
Of  course,  if  the  unpleasantness  is  of  the  customer's 
own  making,  that's  something  else." 

To  the  writer,  these  remarks  by  an  authority  make 
good  sense,  and  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  principle 
which  we  find  in  the  Scriptures  relating  to  the  service 
of  the  children  of  God.  Rewards  in  the  day  when  they 
stand  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord  will  not  be  passed  out 
equally.  They  will  be  dependent  upon  the  character 
of— the  service  which  has  been  rendered:  "Every  man 
shall  receive  his  own  reward  according  to  his  own  labour" 
(I  Cor.  3:8).  The  verses  which  immediately  follow  this 
text  emphasize  the  difference  in  the  rewards  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  that  day.  Those  who  have  built  upon  their 
spiritual  foundation,  which  is  Christ,  "gold,  silver,  pre- 
cious stones,  wood,  hay,  stubble,"  shall  be  rewarded  ac- 
cording to  the  character  of  their  building;  for  "It  is 
required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be  found  faithful"  (I 
Cor.  4:2).  What  tip,  or  reward,  will  you  have  earned  in 
that  day? 

Dedication  of  Women's  Residence  Hall 

The  impressive  dedication  service  for  the  new  Women's 
Residence  Hall  and  general  dining  room,  which  took 
place  during  the  present  conference  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  marks  a  definite  mile- 
stone in  the  progress  of  Grace  schools.  Already  these 
facilities  are  proving  their  worth  to  our  growing  campus. 
During  the  summer  different  church  groups  have  used 
these  new  quarters  with  expressed  appreciation,  and  it 
was  with  a  sense  of  pride  that  the  school  was  able  to 
provide  housing  for  our  own  National  Youth  Camp. 
We  thank  God  for  these  new  facilities.  ▼ 
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A  FACULTY 


WITH  A  CAUSE

A  Christian  faculty  serving  in  a 
Christian  school  occupies  a  place, 
and  possesses  a  distinction,  that  sepa- 
rates it  from  the  faculty  of  any  other 
school.  In  a  word,  it  is  a  faculty  with 
a  cause,  and  that  cause  is  vested  in 
the  Lord.  To  the  Lord  belongs  all 
the  glory  for  such  an  achievement, 
for  it  is  wholly  a  work  of  His  sov- 
ereign grace.  Apart  from  His  mys- 
terious movements  in  the  hearts  of 
those  who  compose  the  faculty,  no 
such    institution    could   exist. 

Certain  underlying  principles  be- 
come moving  forces  in  such  a  faculty, 
and  hearts  centered  in  the  Lord  can- 
not be  happy  apart  from  the  full  and 
free  exercise  of  these  principles.  This 
is  to  be  explained  by  the  fact  that 
such  faculty  members  have  been 
raised  from  the  level  of  the  natural 
to  the  supernatural,  from  the  level  of 
the  human  to  the  divine,  from  the 
level  of  the  common  to  the  holy,  and 
from  the  level  of  the  temporal  to 
the  eternal.  The  whole  horizon  of 
life  and  experience  is  extended  be- 
yond the  limited  area  of  the  mundane 
and  the  present  to  the  fullness  of 
the  divine  and  eternal. 

But  even  though  this  is  true,  there 
is  constant  need  for  the  refreshing 
of  the  minds  and  the  review  of  pur- 
pose. So  I  am  using  the  words  of 
Peter:  "I  stir  up  your  pure  minds  by 
way  of  remembrance:  that  ye  may 
be  mindful"  (II  Pet.  3:1-2).  No  one 
acts   upon   anything  except  it   is  in 
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the  forefront  of  his  consciousness.  It 
is  this  that  makes  it  necessary  for  the 
constant  refreshing  of  the  memory. 
To  that  end  I  wish  to  bring  to  our 
attention  five  things  that  in  part  help 
to  constitute  us  as  a  faculty  with  a 
cause. 

Personal  Relationship 

Our  personal  relationship  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us  v\dth 
a  cause.  I  begin  here  because  that 
is  where  each  one  of  us  began  our 
Christian  relationship.  "This  is  a 
faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all 
acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came 
into  the  world  to  save  sinners;  of 
whom  I  am  chief"  (I  Tim.  LI 5). 
Perhaps  no  one  of  us  would  wish  to 
make  public  profession  that  we  are 
chief  of  sinners,  as  did  Paul;  but,  in- 
wardly as  we  know  ourselves,  we  bow 
our  hearts  in  humble  confession  to 
the  fact.  But  of  this  we  are  willing  to 
make  public  claim:  namely,  that 
Christ  did  gloriously  save  us.  It  was 
all  of  grace  and  nothing  of  us.  And 
how  our  hearts  thrilled  to  this  fact 
when  we  first  entered  into  this  expe- 
rience, and  also  upon  every  occasion 
when  our  consciousness  has  been  re- 
freshed anew  with  the  meaning  of 
this  experience. 

Like  Paul,  there  was  attached  to 
this  realization  the  goal  toward  which 
it  led.  "Howbeit  for  this  cause  I 
obtained  mercy,  that  in  me  first 
Jesus   Christ   might   show   forth   all 


longsuffering,  for  a  pattern  to  them 
which  should  hereafter  believe  on 
him  to  life  everlasting"  (I  Tim.  L 
16).  This  means  that  where  there 
is  cause,  there  is  effect.  The  cause  is 
personal  salvation.  The  effect  is  per- 
sonal influence  on  others.  Separate 
and  apart  from  any  other  place  or 
distinction  we  may  enjoy,  the  cause 
of  personal  salvation  must  logically 
be  felt  and  given  expression  in  per- 
sonal influence  up)on  others  to  the 
same  end.  It  is  this  realization  that 
burned  in  the  heart  of  the  Aposde 
Paul  like  an  unquenchable  flame  and 
moved  him  to  say:  "Woe  is  unto  me, 
if  I  preach  not  the  gospel"  (I  Cor. 
9:16).  It  was  not  position,  remunera- 
tion, or  any  of  the  other  many  in- 
centives that  drove  him  on. 

The  power  of  this  persuasion  led 
Paul  to  write  to  the  Christians  at 
Rome:  "I  am  debtor  both  to  the 
Greeks,  and  to  the  Barbarians;  both 
to  the  wise,  and  to  the  unwise.  So, 
as  much  as  in  me  is,  I  am  ready  to 
preach  the  gospel  to  you  that  are 
at  Rome  also.  For  I  am  not  ashamed 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jew  first, 
and  also  to  the  Greek"  (Rom.  1:14- 
16).  Parallel  with  the  persuasion  of 
Paul  is  our  own.  Our  personal  rela- 
tionship to  Christ  in  salvation  should 
produce  within  us  the  burning  pas- 
sion to  impart  to  these  Christian 
young  people  under  our  care  the  Gos- 
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pel,  which  is  the  larger  context  for 
the  discipline  assigned  to  each  one 
of  us.  As  Paul  explained  to  Roman 
Christians  the  Gospel  they  had  be- 
lieved, so  we  need  to  do  the  same 
to  our   students. 

Positional  Relationship 

Our  positional  relationship  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us  with  a 
cause.  At  the  moment  we  were  saved, 
we  were  baptized  into  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  thus  became  a  part  of 
that  mystical  body  of  which  Christ 
is  the  head  (I  Cor.  12:13).  Christ  is 
the  head  to  each  one  of  us  in  the 
sense  of  authority,  but  in  a  more  im- 
portant sense.  He  is  head  in  that  the 
same  life  in  Him  flows  into  us  and 
provides  us  with  the  power,  the 
energy,  the  gifts,  the  functions  we 
perform  in  the  body  of  Christ. 

"Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts, 
but  the  same  Spirit.  And  there  are 
differences  of  administrations,  but 
the  same  Lord.  And  there  are  diversi- 
ties of  operations,  but  it  is  the  same 
God  which  worketh  all  in  all.  But 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is 
given  to  every  man  to  profit  withal. 
For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the 
M'ord  of  wisdom;  to  another  the  word 
of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit; 
.  .  .  and  God  hath  set  some  in  the 
church  .  .  .  teachers"  (I  Cor.  12:4- 
8,  28).  The  importance  of  this  fact 
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is  not  to  be  minimized,  and  viewed 
in  its  importance  it  provides  for  us 
further  cause  for  the  ministry  we 
perform. 

The  function  we  perform  is  in- 
dispensable to  the  bodv  of  Christ, 
the  church  (I  Cor.  12:12-19).  Being 
what  we  are  in  the  body  of  Christ, 
and  gifted  as  we  are  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  ourselves 
in  relation  to  the  body  of  Christ, 
a  segment  of  which  comes  under  our 
direct  influence.  And  we  need  to 
recognize  that  our  function  is  in- 
dispensable to  the  proper  spiritual 
health  and  welfare  of  the  church.  In 
a  very  real  sense  the  prosperity  and 
progress  of  the  church  depends  on 
us.  The  subjects  we  teach  are  not 
to  be  divided  into  sacred  and  secu- 
lar. They  are  all  sacred,  and  properly 
related  to  God,  they  serve  to  build 
up  the  saints  to  the  point  of  perfect 
maturity  in  Christ. 

The  function  of  teaching,  how- 
ever, is  interdependent  in  the  body 
of  Christ  (I  Cor.  12:20-26).  The  body 
is  one  though  it  has  many  members, 
and  all  members  are  harmoniously 
articulated  so  as  to  produce  no 
schism.  If  there  is  division,  it  arises 
because  some  members  are  not  prop- 
erly functioning  in  relation  to  the 
other  parts  of  the  body.  Indivisible, 
the  faculty  functions  for  the  welfare 
of  the  school  and  the  church,  and  per- 


forms a  function  that  no  other  can 
perform,  and  produces  an  atmos- 
phere of  happiness  and  joy  in  which 
all  share  commensurate  with  the  effi- 
ciency  of    the   functioning. 

Professional  Relationship 

Our  professional  relationship  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us  with 
a  cause.  In  some  sense,  we  belong 
to  a  special  class  professionally  trained 
for  the  task  we  are  performing.  I  do 
not  have  in  mind  the  special  disci- 
plines we  are  teaching,  such  as  his- 
tory, mathematics,  English,  and  the 
like.  I  feel  that  these  merely  provide 
us  with  the  occasion  for  the  larger 
ministry.  To  Timothy,  Paul  wrote: 
"And  the  things  that  thou  hast  heard 
of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the 
same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men, 
who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others 
also"  (II  Tim.  2:2).  If  there  is  any- 
thing to  which  this  faculty  can  lay 
claim,  it  is  the  privilege  each  one  of 
us  has  had  to  get  special  training  in 
the  truth  of  the  Scriptures.  This 
training  has  now  made  us  responsible 
to  commit  this  truth  to  those  who 
come  within  the  sphere  of  our  teach- 
ing influence. 

The  further  exhortation  to  Tim- 
othy comes  to  us  with  the  same 
force:  "Study  to  shew  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
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dividing  the  word  of  truth"  (II  Tim. 
2:15).  As  a  professional  workman, 
the  greatest  of  diligence  is  required  of 
us  to  cut  a  straight  course  through 
the  Word  of  God,  harmonizing  our 
teaching  areas  within  the  larger 
framework  of  the  supernatural,  and 
thus  producing  a  Christian  philos- 
ophy that  is  consistent  in  both  in- 
terpretation and  application  to  life. 
The  highest  of  all  motives  underlies 
this  high  enterprize:  namely,  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Master.  But  this  in- 
cludes a  necessary  attitude  toward 
the  world,  that  of  needing  not  to  be 
ashamed.  This  seems  to  mean  a 
shamelessness,  or  contempt,  toward 
the  attitude  of  the  world.  The  world 
has  ever  held  a  dim  view  of  holiness 
and  truth,  and  has  not  hesitated  to 
demean  the  intelligence  and  knowl- 
edge of  those  who  hold  the  teaching 
of  Scripture.  But  the  high  calling  of 
the  Christian  teacher  is  such  that  he 
must  develop  an  insensitivity  to  the 
contempt  of  the  world. 

The  price  one  must  pay  is  small  in 


comparison  with  the  goal  to  be 
achieved.  Note  this.  It  will  safeguard 
the  students  from  a  loss  of  faith. 
They  will  be  protected  against  the 
mere  striving  over  words  wherein  is 
no  profit.  Profane  and  vain  babblings 
of  the  world  will  be  shunned,  espe- 
cially those  that  do  nothing  but  pave 
the  way  for  an  increase  in  ungodli- 
ness. Thev  will  learn  that  there  is  a 
harmony  of  God's  provision  and 
human  performance.  The  foundation 
of  God  standeth  sure,  but  those  who 
stand  on  the  foundation  should  de- 
part  from   iniquity. 

This  sort  of  ministry  issues  in  a 
period  of  deep  testing.  But  once  the 
test  is  passed  there  comes  the  ap- 
proval. This  will  come  at  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ.  Each  one  of  us 
has  equal  opportunity  to  put  the 
commitment  of  truth  we  have  re- 
ceived into  use.  Both  the  spiritual 
and  the  intellectual  must  work  to- 
gether for  effective  results.  We  can 
be  sure  that  the  piercing  and  pene- 
trating eyes  of  the  Son  of  God  will 


weigh  justly  all  of  our  efforts  and 
grant  to  us  the  reward  we  deserve 
in  that  day.  Our  professional  skill, 
applied  to  the  task  at  hand  to  pre- 
vent among  students  the  creeping 
liberalism  and  worldliness  of  our 
day,  will  bring  a  "well  done"  from 
His  lips. 

Practical  Relationship 

Our  practical  relationship  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us  with 
a  cause.  This  is  not  to  imply  that  in 
the  former  points  there  is  nothing 
practical.  This  is  to  use  the  term  in 
the  sense  that  we  are  working  with 
people,  conveying  something  to  them 
that  changes  their  lives,  and  directs 
them  over  a  safe  road  to  an  ultimate 
and   good   goal. 

Paul  has  likened  such  servants  as 
vessels.  There  are  some  to  honor  and 
some  to  dishonor.  If  a  man  desires 
to  be  a  vessel  unto  honor,  there  are 
certain  things  he  must  do.  To  be 
set  aside  for  the  task,  suitable  for 
use,  the  skilled  for  larger  ministry. 
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he  must  purge  himself  (II  Tim.  2:20- 
21). 

On  the  moral  side,  he  must  flee 
youthful  lusts  and  follow  after  right- 
eousness, faith,  charity,  peace  with 
them  that  call  on  the  Lord  out  of  a 
pure  heart  (II  Tim.  2:22).  This  is 
one  area  in  which  our  school  stands 
;  in  contradistinction  to  the  average 
educational  institution.  Little  if  any 
emphasis  is  placed  on  holiness  else- 
where. 

On  the  mental  side,  he  must  avoid 
'  foolish  and  unlearned  questions, 
knowing  that  they  do  gender  strife 
(II  Tim.  2:23).  Such  a  servant  must 
guard  the  truth  that  has  been  com- 
mitted to  his  trust,  avoiding  profane 
and  vain  babblings  and  oppositions 
of  science  falsely  so-called  (I  Tim. 
6:20).  This  certainly  means  that  one 
must  weigh  carefully  all  the  theories 
of  men  that  are  being  propagated 
under  the  title  of  fact.  They  must  be 
examined  in  the  white  light  of  the 
Word  of  God  to  see  that  they  do  not 
undermine  the  absolute  truth  of  that 
Book. 

On  the  side  of  method,  the  teach- 
er in  working  with  the  students  must 
not  engage  in  strife.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  be  gentle,  always  endeavoring 
to  teach,  patient  in  responding  to  ills 
and  wrongs,  always  remembering 
one's  own  position  in  relation  to  God 
as  he  instructs  those  who  oppose 
themselves  (II  Tim.  2:24-25). 

The  motive  is  twofold  as  one  works 
with  human  material.  On  the  one 
hand,  it  is  that  mentally  the  result 
may  be  that  God  will  give  them  re- 
pentance, a  change  of  mind,  to  the 
acknowledging  of  the  truth.  But 
this  is  only  the  means  to  the  end.  On 
the  moral  and  spiritual  side,  it  is  that 
they  shall  recover  themselves  out  of 
the  snare  of  the  devil  (II  Tim.  2:25- 
26).  Essentially,  it  is  to  snatch  them 
as  brands  from  the  burning,  and  thus 
save  souls  from  death. 

These  are  things  that  make  a  ves- 
sel sanctified,  suitable  for  use,  and 
skillful.  Since  God  declares  that  this 
is  so,  apparent  failure  does  not  mean 
actual  failure.  There  is  bound  to  be 
some  success  in  this  endeavor.  Where 
it  appears  that  there  has  been  dismal 
failure,  the  teacher  may  leave  the  re- 
sults with  the  Lord.  But  of  one  thing 
the  teacher  may  be  assured,  the 
service  rendered  is  practical  in  that 


a  real  investment  is  made  in  human 
life,  an  investment  that  will  not  end 
with  the  few  years  of  this  temporal 
existence,  but  will  reach  beyond  the 
coming  crisis  into  the  ages  of  the 
ages. 

For  the  few  years  that  are  tem- 
poral, it  is  our  opportunity  to  bring 
influence  to  bear  on  them  to  guide 
them  into  avenues  of  service  that  are 
most  calculated  to  bring  lasting  re- 
sults for  the  Lord.  Is  it  our  duty,  in 
order  to  be  really  practical  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  that  term,  to  guide 
students  into  every  avenue  of  service 
within  the  church  where  their  testi- 
mony and  enterprise  will  in  turn  pay 
di\adends  for  the  Lord?  In  a  day  of 
growing  worldli-mindedness  there 
needs  to  be  a  growing  emphasis  on 
this  point.  Each  one  of  us  needs 
to  reappraise  this  relationship  to  the 
Lord. 

Purposive  Relationship 

Our  pur-posive  relationshi-p  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  supplies  us  with 
a  cause.  The  long  view  as  it  relates 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself  can- 
not help  but  provide  powerful  in- 
centive in  the  life  of  a  Christian 
teacher.  Those  who  love  His  appear- 
ing must  be  moved  in  the  present  to 
a  life  and  ministry  that  will  ulti- 
mately bring  vindication  to  Him  (II 
Tim.  4:8).  It  was  this  that  made  it 
possible  for  Paul  to  say:  "I  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished 
my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith"  (II 
Tim.  2:7).  For  such  there  is  laid  up 
a  crown  of  righteousness  which  the 
Lord  the  righteous  judge  will  bestow 
in  that  day.  But  this  is  reversed  for 
those  who  have  not  only  done  good 
works,  but  have  also  done  them  for 
the  sake  of  seeing  Him  vindicated 
before  all  His  enemies. 

The  charge  laid  upon  the  servant 
of  God  is  to  live  and  serve  with  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ  in  view,  the 
end  result  of  which  will  be  the  vin- 
dication of  Christ.  This  will  mean 
authoritative  proclamation  of  the 
Word  of  God  wherever  opportunity 
avails  itself,  in  season,  or  where 
one  must  make  the  season.  It  will 
require  one  to  reprove,  rebuke,  ex- 
hort, but  to  do  so  with  all  longsuf- 
fering,  and  certainly  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  teaching,  so  that  the  reci- 
pient understands  the  reason  (II  Tim. 
4:1-2). 


The  cause  for  a  charge  like  this  is 
the  creeping  liberalism  within  the 
limits  of  the  professing  church. 
Christian  schools  through  the  years 
have  been  vulnerable  especially  to 
these  attacks  of  Satan.  "For  the  time 
will  come  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine;  but  after  their  own 
lusts  shall  they  heap  to  themselves 
teachers  having  itching  ears;  and  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto 
fables"  (II  Tim.  4:3-4).  The  under- 
lying purpose  of  all  liberalism  is  to 
rationalize  conduct  by  a  change  of 
the  creed.  This  is  so  subtle  and  in- 
sidious that  its  inroads  are  often  not 
recognized  until  it  is  too  late.  We 
may  be  sure,  though,  that  this  is  an 
attack  ultimately  directed  against  the 
Lord  himself  and  every  good  thing 
associated  with  Him.  A  consuming 
jealousy  for  Him  should  therefore 
set  us  on  guard. 

This  requires  that  the  teacher  who 
is  truly  serving  God  shall  follow  a 
course  that  is  not  easy.  In  addressing 
Timothy,  Paul  urged  him:  "But 
watch  thou  in  all  things,  endure  af- 
flictions, do  the  work  of  an  evan- 
gelist, make  full  proof  of  thy  min- 
istry" (II  Tim.  4:5).  Through  Tim- 
othy this  comes  to  us.  Eternal  vigi- 
lance is  necessary  in  all  things,  most 
certainly  the  things  we  teach.  This 
will  make  it  necessary  to  endure  af- 
flictions. By  this  he  meant  the  suf- 
fering of  evil.  No  matter  what  our 
position,  we  are  always  obligated  to 
do  the  work  of  an  evangelist.  This  is 
the  telling  of  the  good  news  of  sal- 
vation in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.  This 
is  central  to  the  whole  message  of 
the  Word  of  God.  As  a  concluding 
exhortation,  Paul  urges  Timothy  and 
us  to  perform  a  ministry  that  is 
borne  full  and  overflowing. 

The  lifting  of  the  eyes  upward 
and  into  the  future  to  Him  who  is 
coming  for  us  will  make  all  the  dif- 
ference in  the  world.  Our  exertion 
now  will  mean  His  exaltation  later. 
This  should  provide  a  climax  for  "A 
faculty  v\'ith  a  cause."  If  we  are  liv- 
ing at  a  time  when  there  is  a  "gene- 
ration without  a  cause"  as  viewed 
from  the  level  of  the  world,  we  are 
also  living  at  a  time  when  there  is  a 
"faculty  with  a  cause"  as  we  gaze  into 
His  matchless  and  infinite  face.    ▼

If  colleges  had  personalities,  and 
in  a  sense  they  do,  I  am  sure  that 
they  would  not  sit  passively  by  and 
listen  to  the  things  said  about  them 
without  some  expression  of  emotion. 
They  would  probably  smile  from  one 
end  of  the  campus  to  the  other  at  the 
sound  of  alumni  talking  about  the 
"good  old  days."  They  would  no 
doubt  rise  up  from  their  foundations 
and  clap  their  corridors  upon  hearing 
of  the  achievements  of  their  friends, 
students,   and  faculties. 

Assuming  that  a  college  could  be 
personified,  I  am  sure  that  it  would 
have  pet  peeves  as  well.  What  would 
they  be?  Well,  one  would  be  to 
overhear  someone  say  about  it:  "That 
school  is  a  pushover!  It  doesn't  keep 
anyone  from  getting  in,  and  doesn't 
put  anyone  out."  A  statement  like 
this,  I  am  sure,  would  inflame  the  ire 
of  any  red-mapled  American  cam- 
pus. It  would  be  like  saying  to  some- 
one: "You  are  a  spineless  panty-waist! 
Where  are  your  standards?" 

It  has  been  alleged  that  in  some 
of  the  dark  recesses  of  the  denomina- 
tion, statements  similar  to  the  one 
above  have  been  leveled  at  Grace.  So 
in  defense  of  our  school,  which  in 
its  nonhuman  state  is  unable  to  de- 
fend itself,  we  the  human  represen- 
tatives of  this  institution  are  present- 
ing the  case  against  those  who  would 
defame  the  quality  of  education  of- 
fered and  the  character  of  the  stu- 
dents receiving  it. 

On  this  page,  you  see  pictures  of 
some  of  the  students  who  are  enrolled 
in  Grace  for  this  coming  fall.  They 
don't  look  inferior,  do  they  now? 
And  they  aren't  inferior.  These  stu- 
dents, just  four  of  scores  of  such  stu- 
dents at  Grace,  represent  the  pro- 
verbial cream  of  the  crop  of  Amer- 
ica's college  student  body.  You  see, 
they   are    not    just   outstanding    stu- 


dents (and  they  are  that),  they  are 
not  just  talented  young  people  (who 
can  question  this),  but  they  also  are 
born-again  members  of  the  family  of 
God  who  have  chosen  not  to  attend 
secular  universities  (at  less  cost,  per- 
haps) to  attend  that  little-known 
school  in  Indiana  that  is  supported 
by  the  Brethren  denomination. 

But  these  are  only  four  students, 
you  say.  What  about  the  riff-raff 
that  you  let  in?  It  doesn't  take  too 
much  investigation  to  discover  that 
the  days  of  riff-raff  acceptances  to 
college  are  over;  that  is,  if  they  ever 
began!  The  mediocre  student  is  being 
more  and  more  excluded  from  higher 
education.  Even  Grace  now  accepts 
no  more  than  15  per  cent  of  its  stu- 
dent body  from  the  lower  half  of  the 
high  school  graduating  classes. 

The  fact  is  that  this  year,  even 
with  the  enrollment  of  new  students 
up  25  per  cent  or  more  over  last  year, 
these  standards  are  not  being  com- 
promised. Grace  has  rejected  more 
students  this  year  than  ever  before. 
It  has  also  returned  some  students  to 
the  "barren  wastelands"  of  the  em- 
ployment world  who  did  not  evi- 
dence the  seriousness  of  purpose  that 
Grace  demands. 

So  the  next  time  someone  tells 
you  that  at  Grace  to  be  "college  bred" 
means  a  "four-year  loaf  on  the  old 
man's  dough,"  defend  your  school! 
Remind  him  that  just  because  it  is 
a  Christian  school  doesn't  mean  that 
it  is  second  rate.  Remind  him  that 
above  and  beyond  the  standards  of 
accrediting  associations  Christian 
schools  have  to  satisfy  a  living  Sav- 
iour, who  gave  all  for  them,  and 
who  expects  the  best  in  return.  Then, 
if  these  arguments  do  not  silence  the 
Grace  heckler,  suggest  he  apply  for 
admission.  He  sounds  exactly  like 
the  type  of  person  that  we  keep  out 
and  put  out  every  year.  T

A  Brief  Report 
of  Board  and 
Society  Actions 


Annual   Meeting — 1964

This  report  is  being  written  during  National  Confer- 
ence week  at  Winona  Lake,  and  since  board  actions  are 
not  yet  complete,  this  is  to  be  considered  only  a  partial 
report.  Full  report  will  be  made  in  the  Missionary  Herald 
next  month. 

Elections— In  the  ballot  election  conducted  by  mail,  the 
following  board  members  were  reelected  for  another 
three-year  term  of  service:  Dr.  Charles  W.  Mayes,  Dr. 
Alva  J.  McClain,  and  Dr.  Glenn  O'Neal.  Officers  of 
the  Board  and  Society  for  the  year  ahead  are  the  same 
as  for  the  past  year:  President,  Dr.  Bernard  N.  Schneider; 
Vice  President,  Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden;  Recording  Secretary, 
Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Ashman;  and  Treasurer,  Dr.  Homer  A. 
Kent,  Sr. 

Financial  Report— A  very  encouraging  report  was  given 
for  the  year  1963  showing  total  income  of  $427,922.75; 
total  expenditures  of  $400,630.38;  and  the  excess  of  in- 
come over  expenses,  $27,292.37.  Income  has  been  slight- 
ly more  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1964  than  for 
the  same  period  in  1963.

They  wdll  be  able  to 
leave  for  the  field  as  soon  as  outfit  and  total  personal 
support  needs  have  been  supplied. 

Missionaries  Ap'proved  for  Return— To  Africa:  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Martin  Garber,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Don  Miller,  Miss 
Mary  Cripe,  Miss  Rosella  Cochran,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Mar- 
vin Goodman.  To  Argentina:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lynn 
Schrock,  Miss  Bertha  Abel.  To  Brazil:  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Randall  Maycumber. 

Dental  Building  for  Africa— The  erection  of  a  $3,000 
building  has  been  approved  for  the  Medical  Center.  Den- 
tist Austin  Robbins  and  his  family  left  to  return  to  the 
field  on  August  20,  and  some  thousands  of  dollars  of 
equipment  has  been  shipped.  It  is  hoped  that  construction 
may  begin  no  later  than  this  coming  November.  This  is 
an  urgent  need. 

House  at  Quatipuru  (Squirreltoivn)—Th.e  Bill  Burk  fam- 
ily have  returned  to  Brazil  and  have  established  them- 
selves in  a  little  mud  house  in  Quatipuru.  For  their  per- 
manent home,  $2,000  is  needed.  This  has  been  a  project 
item  but  only  a  small  part  has  been  subscribed. 

Missionary  Allowance  iMcrease— Most  of  our  missionaries 
have  been  feeling  a  pinch  in  making  their  small  allow- 
ances meet  the  increasing  living  costs.  The  board  has 
made  some  increases  which  will  amount  to  a  total  of 
between  $8,500  and  $10,000.  The  total  support  scale  will 
not  need  to  be  changed  in  making  this  increase. 

Mexican  Pastor  Family  Attends  Conference— F^stoT  and 
Mrs.  Javier  Peraza,  accompanied  by  missionary  Walter 
Haag,  met  with  the  board,  and  were  present  in  confer- 
ence sessions.  We  were  encouraged  by  their  presence. 
Our  desire  is  to  do  all  we  can  to  help  our  Mexican 
Brethren  to  help  themselves. 

Helping  Teen-age  Children  of  Missionaries— One  of  the 
situations  making  it  difficult  for  missionaries  with  teen- 
age children  is  the  long  separations  when  children  must 
remain  in  the  U.  S.  for  their  education.  The  board  is 
trying  to  help  by  negotiating  for  some  meeting  of  parents 
and  children  in  the  middle  of  the  term  of  service.  Pray 
with  us  in  this  planning. 

Midyear  Board  Meeting— The  date  has  been  set  for 
February  8-12,  1965,  at  Winona  Lake. 

Candidates  Presented—Some  six  or  eight  candidates  were 
presented  at  this  meeting.  Many  more  are  needed! 

Ltteratwre— Probably  the  most  challenging  items  pre- 
sented in  this  meeting  of  the  board  have  been  the  liter- 
ature needs  of  our  fields.  A  more  full  report  will  be 
forthcoming.

Brethren  Puerto  Rico  Work- 
Spanish  Phase 


By  Rev.  James  Dickson 


Purpose 

The  assurance  that  comes  when  a 
:hild  of  God  finds  himself  in  the 
Lord's  will— this  is  what  we  enjoyed 
apon  our  arrival  in  Puerto  Rico  in 
1960.  There  is  always  the  lasting 
jeace  that  comes  from  walking 
lAdth  Christ  day  by  day  knowing  He 
Knows  the  future  and  will  always 
:ake  care  of  us.  But  there  seems  to 
je  a  special  satisfaction  that  comes 
Tom  knowing  that  for  an  extended 
ength  of  time  this  is  your  special 
jlace  of  service. 

Our  first  goal  was  to  acquaint  our- 
lielves  with  a  new  people,  culture, 
jmd  language;  new,  that  is,  to  us  but 
'  lot  new  as  far  as  history  is  concerned. 
The  Spanish  culture  here  began  with 
Holumbus,  and  no  one  knows  how 
)ld  the  Indian  culture  was  before 
lis  arrival.  Certain  adjustments  had 
o    be    made.    Now,    we    were    the 
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stranger,  the  outsider,  the  foreigner. 
What  was  it  that  Paul  said:  "And 
unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that 
I  might  gain  the  Jews  ...  to  the 
weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might 
gain  the  weak"?  Let  us  say:  "To  the 
Puerto  Rican  I  will  become  a  Puerto 
Rican  that  I  might  gain  him  for 
Christ."  This  is  not  easy  to  do  even 
though  the  love  of  Christ  is  con- 
straining us  to  do  it.  By  the  grace 
of  God  all  is  possible;  therefore,  noth- 
ing should  stand  in  the  way  of  our 
winning  the  lost  for  Christ,  as  long 
as  it  does  not  conflict  with  the  Word 
of  God  or  Christian  principles. 

It  is  natural  then  to  ask:  "Was  the 
purpose  realized?"  Well,  we  might 
answer  that  in  our  three  groups  of 
believers  an  average  of  sixty-six  dif- 
ferent people  are  being  reached  with 
the  Word  each  week.  But  remember 
that  numbers  in  any  size,  shape,  or 
form  do  not  evidence  success  in  the 
Lord's  work.  The  Lord  is  looking 
for  sincere,  dedicated  workers  to  labor 
in  His  harvest  field,  those  who  are 
willing,  come  what  may,  to  sacrifice 
for  His  glory. 

Generally  speaking,  the  answer 
would  be.  Yes,  we  have  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  language  and  the 


culture.  We  have  come  a  long  way 
in  four  years,  and  we  have  a  longer 
way  to  go.  In  approaching  the  goal, 
we  have  enjoyed  the  help  and  en- 
couragement of  many  godly  Puerto 
Flicans.  The  three  groups  of  believ- 
ers are  the  result  of  the  different  ones 
contributing  to  the  whole,  and  what- 
ever has  been  accomplished  has  been 
through  His  grace. 

Progress 

The  first  Spanish  group  began  as 
an  outgrowth  of  our  existing  English 
group.  Through  the  encouragement 
of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Maconaghy, 
missionaries  to  Argentina  who  were 
here  for  a  summer  Bible  institute  in 
1960,  we  began  holding  services  on 
a  week-night.  William  Nieves  did 
the  preaching  while  we  struggled 
with  learning  the  language,  directing 
the  music,  and  giving  short  testimon- 
ies. From  the  first  group  of  twenty- 
five,  a  second  was  formed  that  grew 
into  another  thirty.  Presently  the 
Lord  has  blessed  us  with  three 
groups,  studying  the  Word  of  God 
weekly. 

Prayer 

Our  original  goal  has  pardy  been 
realized.  As  self-supporting  mission- 
aries we  came,  partially,  to  lay  a 
groundwork.  Now  we  need  to  build 
up.  This  will  require  more  time- 
time  for  visiting,  for  prayer,  and  for 
study.  Pray  with  us  for  more  souls, 
more  leaders,  and  more  growth  in 
Him. 
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"Now  then  we  are  ambassadors 
for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  be- 
seech you  by  us  .  .  ."  (II  Cor.  5:20). 

Because  of  the  zeal  and  desire  of 
Brother  and  Sister  Emmit  Adams, 
who  became  burdened  for  the  spirit- 
ual need  during  their  residence  in 
Puerto  Rico,  a  testimony  of  The 
Brethren  Church  was  established  on 
this  island. 

Five  years  ago  on  the  second  Sun- 
day of  April,  what  is  now  known  as 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Puerto 
Rico,  held  its  first  services  in  the 
home  of  the  Paul  DeVos  family. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  DeVos  were  formerly 
members  of  the  Third  Brethren 
Church,  Philadelphia.  After  being 
situated  in  four  different  locations, 
we  now  own  a  "parsonage-church" 
home.  The  fellowship  was  incorpo- 
rated in  its  third  year  under  the  laws 
of  Puerto  Rico. 

From  the  very  beginning,  this 
church  has  been  indigenous.  The 
Brennemans  have  been  totally  self- 
supf)orting.  This  has  not  been  with- 
out problems,  but  the  blessings  far 
overshadow  the  adversities. 

Blessings  Multitudinous 

The  open  reception  of  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Word  of  God  is  most  en- 
couraging. Of  course  there  is  indif- 
ference, but  there  is  very  little  ob- 
jection or  interference  at  a  meeting. 
Instead,  there  is  usually  curiosity, 
which  leads  to  interest.  This  has  been 
the  means  by  which  some  have  been 
reached. 

The  frustrations  of  confusion  that 
comes  in  some  homes  because  of  no 
employment  or  strained  marital  re- 
lations, and  insufficient  spiritual  sta- 
bility, have  provided  many  oppor- 
tunities for  counseling,  assisting  in 
the  importance  of  putting  first  things 
first.

Campaigning  for  Christ 
From  a  Castle!

Theirs  was  a  mission  of  peace. 
Their  captain:  the  "Prince  of  Peace." 
Their  objective:  the  young  j>eople  of 
the  surrounding  municipalities.  Their 
weapon:  the  "Sword  of  the  Spirit." 
Their  base  of  operations:  in  the  fam- 
ous province  of  Burgundy,  the  four- 
teenth-century castle  recently  ac- 
quired by  the  Foreign  Missionary  So 
ciety.  Such  phrases  summarize  the 
"Youth  on  the  March"  evangelistic 
campaign  held  at  St.  Albain  in 
France  from  June  15  to  July  12  of 
this  year. 

In  ages  past,  castles  served  as  self- 
contained  fortresses,  as  citadels,  or 
as  residences  for  the  noble  classes. 
In  France  the  term  often  applied  to 
any  country  seat. 

Litde  did  the  builders  and  re- 
constructors  of  the  remaining  four- 
teenth-century buildings,  which  now 
house  the  Youth  Center  of  The 
Brethren  Church  in  France,  realize 
that  it  would  someday  become  a  cen- 
ter of  evangelisdc  endeavor. 

If  the  stones  of  St.  Albain  could 
speak,  they  could  tell  us  a  great  deal 
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of  its  history,  which  goes  back  at 
least  to  Gallo-Roman  times.  Later 
on,  the  record  says  that  King  Charles 
the  Bald,  grandson  of  Charlemagne, 
gave  the  entire  village  to  one  of  his 
faithful  military  chieffe.  For  cen- 
turies it  was  the  property  of  the 
Catholic  bishops  of  the  city  of 
Macon. 

But  by  spanning  the  centuries, 
I  quickly  come  to  speak  of  the 
"Youth   on   the   March"  campaign. 

The  moment  for  the  arrival  of  the 
first  contingent  of  Christian  work- 
ers was  the  evening  of  June  14.  They 
were  welcomed  by  the  Juliens  and 
the  Isches  who  had  been  busy  with 
the  arduous  work  of  preparing  the 
buildings  for  the  campaign.  (Mr. 
Isch  is  the  pastor  of  our  work  in 
Lyon.)  Others  joined  them  at  dif- 
ferent times  during  the  campaign 
to  make  a  total  of  twenty-five  dif- 
ferent team  members,  haihng  from 
seven  different  countries  and  three 
different  missions  in  France— the 
Greater  Europe  Mission,  the  Un- 
evangelized  Fields  Mission,  and  our 
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own.  Students  of  the  European  Bible 
Institute  and  others  also  helped. 

Using  the  Chateau  as  the  base,  the 
messengers  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
went  forth  daily  into  the  surrounding 
area  to  make  known  the  activities 
of  the  newly-opened  Youth  Center, 
to  make  friends  with  the  young  peo- 
ple they  met,  and  to  present  to  them 
I  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  friend. 

The  first  two  days  were  spent  in 
orientation  and  prayer.  Biblical  and 
practical  subjects  were  treated  with 
a  view  to  preparing  the  team  mem- 
bers for  the  task  ahead. 

The  remaining  part  of  the  first 
week  was  spent  in  several  small 
towns.  Daytime  activities  called  for 
house-to-house  visitation,  and  in  the 
evenings  meetings  were  held  in  the 
town  halls. 

A  major  part  of  the  second  week 
was  given  to  evangelism  in  Pont-de- 
Vaux,  a  town  of  a  little  over  two 
thousand  inhabitants,  where  tent 
meetings  were  held  on  the  city's  mar- 
ket square.  On  the  final  evening,  the 
tent  was  filled  and  many  stood  out- 
side listening  by  means  of  the  loud- 
speakers. 

Simultaneously,  other  team  mem- 
bers had  the  responsibility  of  visiting 
from  house  to  house  in  Cluny,  an 
important  center  of  culture  during 
the  Middle  Ages.  Moody  Science 
Films  were  shown  one  evening  in 
the  municipal  theater. 

Activities  of  the  third  week  cen- 
tered in  the  city  of  Toumus,  a  for- 
mer French  Protestant  stronghold, 
nine  miles  north  of  the  castle  prop- 
erty. Tent  meetings,  film  showings, 
and  visitation  were  the  principal 
means  of  reaching  the  population 
with  the  message  of  salvation.  Opposi- 
tion was  felt  in  this  locality,  which 
is  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  once  ex- 
pelled the  dangerous  "heretics"  of 
Reformation  days. 

The  climax  of  the  campaign  was  a 
series  of  tent  meetings  in  Macon,  a 
city  of  twenty-six  thousand  and  only 
ten  miles  south  of  St.  Albain.  There, 
too,  attendance  was  good,  and  the 
files  show  that  several  interesting 
contacts  were  made. 

All  during  the  campaign,  the  book- 
mobile and  literature  stands  were  in- 
stalled in  the  principal  markets  and 


fairs  of  the  region  within  a  radius 
of  fifteen  miles  from  the  Bible  Cen- 
ter. 

Months  of  prayerful  planning  paid 
their  dividends  as  the  working  of  the 
Lord  was  witnessed.  The  spirit  among 
the  team  members  was  excellent.  The 
individual  gifts  of  each  one  fit  well 
into  the  varied  program,  which  called 
for  everything  from  soloists  to  chauf- 
feurs to  amateur  technicians.  The 
Lord  provided  the  finances  for  the 
campaign  in  an  unexpected  way. 

The  people  of  the  area  proved  to 
be  open,  and  the  young  people  were 
interested.  Forty-four  addresses  of 
those  who  desire  to  participate  in  the 
coming  activities  at  the  Center  were 
received. 

Each  Sunday  saw  an  increasing 
number  of  young  people  of  the  re- 


gion enter  the  gates  of  the  castle 
grounds.  Some  even  came  on  week- 
days. Several  films  were  shown  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  an  inter- 
esting discussion  was  held  the  last 
Sunday  on  the  subject,  'Touth  and 
Liberty." 

A  program  has  been  outlined  for 
fall  and  winter,  and  it  is  the  prayer 
of  your  workers  in  France  that  these 
initial  contacts  will  develop  into 
transformed  lives  and  trained  servants 
of  God. 

Special  thanks  goes  to  all  who 
faithfully  prayed  for  this  campaign, 
as  well  as  a  request  that  you  continue 
to  pray  that  the  Chateau  of  St.  Al- 
bain, formerly  a  medieval  fortress, 
will  become  a  mighty  fortress  for  our 
God  and  a  lighthouse  to  the  glory 
of  JESUS  the  "Light  of  the  World."

since  I  was  very  young.  And  the  di- 
rect personal  experience  is,  in  my 
opinion,  the  only  true  basis  of  salva- 
tion. 

Puerto  Rico  was  the  last  Spanish 
possession  in  America,  until  its  col- 
lapse in  the  Spanish-American  War 
in  1898.  This  fact  accounts  for  the 
deep  roots  of  Roman  Catholicism  in 
this  country.  Here  I  was  bom  in 
1 923  to  a  converted  mother,  to  whom 
I  give  full  credit  for  my  Christian 
orientation.  My  father,  a  non-mili- 
tant Catholic  as  the  most  are,  was  the 
mayor  of  my  hometown  of  Comerio, 
a  community  of  about  16,000.  Com- 
erio is  the  only  Puerto  Rican  town 
where  the  Catholic  church  has  ever 
officially  attempted  to  exert  open 
pwlitical  opposition  against  a  candi- 
date for  the  position  of  mayor,  and 
that  was  just  because  the  candidate 
was  a  member  of  the  local  Methodist 
church.  This  happened  in  the  last 
electoral  campaign  of  1960,  when 
Catholics  here  helped  in  the  organ- 
ization of  a  {Xjlitical  party,  nationally 
known  as  the  Christian  Action  party. 

A  true  personal  experience  enjoyed 
by  my  mother  while  reading  the  Bible 
moved  her  to  always  be  a  faithful 
Christian.  She  was  bom  in  an  almost 
fanatic  Catholic  family.  She  studied 


in  a  Roman  Catholic  college.  Her 
brother  studied  for  the  priesthood 
in  a  Catholic  seminary  but  quit  in 
his  second  year. 

So  I,  the  only  child  in  the  family, 
was  raised  under  my  mother's  guid- 
ance in  the  knowledge  of  the  Sav- 
iour, attending  the  Methodist  church 
of  my  hometown.  It  was  through  my 
mother's  Christian  faith  that  I  learned 
of  the  practices  of  Jesus.  I  constantly 
witnessed  her  devotion  to  her  Bible, 
her  love  for  others,  and  her  cheerful 
and  enthusiastic  readiness  for  every- 
thing that  means  a  solid  Christian 
stand  in  any  phase  .of  life.  She  set 
without  arrogance  a  perennial  ex- 
ample of  an  abundant  life  in  Him, 
rich  in  blessings  and  service  to  others. 
I  learned  nothing  else  but  her  un- 
swerving attachment  to  His  teach- 
ings. So,  her  firm  walk  in  Jesus'  steps 
came  to  be  my  direct  personal  ex- 
ample of  a  happy  Christian  life. 

Then  I  studied,  and  leamed  more 
and  more  about  Him  and  His  never- 
ending  love  for  sinful  mankind.  I 
married  a  Catholic  girl  who  accepted 
the  Lord  before  we  had  our  first 
child,  Manuel  (Coco),  now  a  teen- 
ager of  sixteen.  Now  our  family  of 
five  enjoys  the  terrific  fellowship  of 
our  Brethren  congregation  here,  fel- 
lowship that  started  from  my  casual 
meeting  with  Mrs.  Brenneman  and 
Mrs.  Ford  of  Palmyra,  Pennsylvania.

"I  am  going  to  start  my  children 
memorizing  Scripture  as  soon  as  I  get 
home."  That  was  Bonnie,  super- 
intendent of  our  primary  department, 
speaking. 

"Why  this  sudden  inspiration?"  I 
asked. 

"We  asked  your  son  to  quote  some 
Bible  verses  this  morning,  and  he 
said  all  of  Isaiah  53.  It's  amazing! 
To  think  a  child  could  do  it  at  that 
age!" 

This  last  was  familiar;  others  have 
said  the  same  thing.  If  parents  only 
knew  how  easy  it  is,  I  thought,  many 
would  be  just  as  eager  to  try  it  with 
their  own  children. 

This  is  the  method  I've  used  in 
teaching  Scripture  to  our  children. 
It  isn't  really  very  systematic  because 
we  aren't  the  systematic  kind.  But 
it  is  a  way  of  life  for  us,  the  working 
out  of  Deuteronomy  6:6  and  7:  "And 
these  words,  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart:  and 


thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto 
thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them 
when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and 
when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and 
when  thou  liest  down,  and  when 
thou  risest  up." 

We  do  just  that,  so  even  on  the 
busiest  days  we  can  fit  some  memo- 
rizing into  the  schedule.  Children 
love  to  sit  on  the  kitchen  counter 
and  talk  while  Mother  bakes  or  wash- 
es dishes.  When  litde  dimpled  Andy 
sits  there  to  keep  me  company,  it's 
hard  to  tell  which  of  us  loves  it  more. 
Ironing  leaves  my  hand  free  for  other 
things,  so  the  time  is  doubly  profit- 
able when  I  quote  Scripture  verses 
with  the  children. 

And  there  is  no  better  discourage- 
ment for  the  quarreling  in  the  back 
seat  of  the  car.  The  children  don't 
look  on  this  as  burdensome;  they 
notice  they  are  getting  lots  of  extra 
attention,  and  they  thrive  on  it.  Fre- 
quendy  one  comes  asking:   "Can   I 


say  some  verses  now?"  Once  the 
habit  is  established,  the  opportunities 
throughout  the  day  seem  innumer- 
able. When  litde  shoes  become  un- 
tied, or  a  zipper  gets  stuck,  or  a  sliver 
must  be  removed,  there  is  time  for 
a  verse  of  Scripture  before  sending 
a  little  boy  back  to  his  play. 

I  made  a  special  effort  to  use  the 
time  when  I  tuck  the  children  into 
bed  at  night.  If  a  child  falls  asleep 
thinking  of  Scripture,  his  subcon- 
scious mind  continues  to  work.  These 
things  are  then  impressed  even  more 
indelibly  upon  him. 

You  don't  have  to  know  these 
verses  of  Scripture  yourself  before 
teaching  them  to  your  children.  I 
have  done  most  of  my  memorizing 
right  along  with  the  children.  In 
fact,  this  is  an  almost  effortless  way 
to  learn  hundreds  of  verses  myself. 
I  use  the  Bible  only  as  long  as  I  need 
to  on  a  new  portion. 

When  our  oldest  boy,  Allen,  was 
nearly  five,  I  could  not  forget  a  state- 
ment that  I  had  read  somewhere  in 
college  psychology:  "The  five-year- 
old  is  in  his  most  impressionable  year 
of  life."  If  all  the  diings  that  enter 
our  little  boy's  mind  during  this  year 
are  making  their  mark  for  life,  I 
thought,  I'd  better  take  care  of  what 
those  impressions  are!  This  reflection 
led  me  to  the  Bible.  What  could  be 
more  valuable  to  him  than  the  Word 
of  God! 

On  his  fifth  birthday  he  made  an 
unobtrusive  start  by  learning:  "The 
Lord  is  my  shepherd:  I  shall  not 
want."  In  the  days  that  followed  we 
experimented  with  memorizing  proc- 
esses and  found  the  "whole"  system 
most  satisfactory.  Here  is  how  we 
worked. 

I  chose  a  passage  no  longer  than 
six  or  eight  verses.  As  I  quoted  one 
phrase  at  a  time,  Allen  repeated  it 
after  me.  These  phrases  were  very 
short— sometimes  just  two  or  three 
words.  I  immediately  corrected  any 
small  error  he  made.  (This  precision 
makes  it  easier  the  next  time.)  Each 
day  we  repeated  the  passage  from 
one  to  three  times  as  we  had  oppor- 
tunity. I  began  making  the  phrases 
longer,  and  then  I  just  started  a 
phrase  for  Allen  to  finish.  He  was 
thrilled  to  find  that  sometimes  he 
could  go  on  without  my  help.  As  he 
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A  few  weeks  ago  I  planted  some 
flowers.  The  seeds  looked  so  tiny 
in  the  two  packages  that  it  occurred 
to  me  that  I  would  need  them  all. 
So,  I  sprinkled  them  liberally  over 
the  ground.  Two  weeks  later  dozens 
of  crowded  little  plants  came  up  be- 
cause I  hadn't  cared  enough  to 
count  them  and  to  be  careful  with 
the  planting.  So,  to  make  up  for  this 
lack  of  virtue,  a  large  plot  of  ground 
was  dug  up.  With  my  forefinger 
I  poked  many,  many  holes  to  accom- 
modate each  plant  that  was  to  be 
transplanted.  The  next  day  some 
were  wilted,  their  leaves  and  stems 
drooping  to  the  ground.  It  didn't  mat- 
ter, for  I  had  plenty  left.  A  few  more 
were  beaten  down  into  the  mud  by 
the  rain,  and  an  ambitious  dog  com- 
pletely covered  up  some  of  the  weak, 
tender  plants.  I  was  rather  indifferent 
about  the  whole  mess  and  simply  re- 
planted more,  hoping  that  a  few  of 
the  hardier  ones  would  "make  it." 
You  see,  I  am  not  a  farmer.  I  did 
not  care  enough  to  nurture  and  lift 
up  the  weak  plants.  I  was  interested 
only  in  the  plants  that  would  cause 
me  no  bother  or  trouble. 

There  is  a  Farmer  portrayed  in 
God's  Word.  He  is  One  who  does 
care  for  His  plants  and  His  garden. 
In  John  15:1,  the  Farmer  is  identi- 
fied as  the  Father,  and  the  Vine  as 
our  Lord  Jesus.  In  the  second  verse 
of  this  chapter,  a  comforting  and 
legitimate  translation  would  be: 
"Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not 
fruit  he  [lifteth  up]."  From  the  Fa- 
ther's viewpoint,  no  plant,  or  part  of 
the  vine,  is  unworthy  of  helping, 
lifting  up,  watching,  and  nurturing. 
God  has  His  character  at  stake  as  a 
good  husbandman.  In  two  simple 
words  it  could  be  said  of  God  as  a 
farmer  that  He  cares.  In  I  Peter  5:7, 
a  literal  and  comforting  translation 
would  be:  "Casting  all  your  care  upon 
Him,  for  it  is  a  care  to  Him  concem- 
5     ing  you."  Is  any  believer  too  weak, 


too  easily  influenced,  too  useless,  too 
unfruitful,  too  bogged  down  in  the 
mud  of  this  world  to  qualify  for  the 
"lifting  up"  ministry  of  our  Heavenly 
Father?  God  does  not  seem  to  think 
so,  and  He  is  a  busy  Fanner,  per- 
sonally involved  in  His  garden,  pre- 
paring all  who  are  in  the  Vine  to  en- 
joy fellowship  with  Him  on  earth 
and  to  look  forward  to  unbroken 
communion  with  Him  in  heaven. 
And,  He  has  provided  the  Holy 
Spirit  with  His  multitudinous  min- 
istries to  carry  out  His  work. 

Now,  to  look  at  my  point  of  view. 
Is  it  like  my  Lord's?  Do  I  go  around 
and  in  my  mind  select  those  Chris- 
tians with  strong  characters  and  per- 
sonalities as  my  personal  choices  to 
carry  on  God's  work?  Have  I  missed 
the  wonderful  fact  that  God  thinks 
enough  of  all  believers  to  lift  them 
up  and  help  them  to  find  and  carry 
out  their  function  in  the  body  of 
Christ?  Every  believer  has  use  and 
merit  in  the  sight  of  God.  It  is  easy 
to  exalt  the  strong,  to  commend  the 
leaders,  and  to  gravitate  to  the  per- 
sonable and  brilliant.  These  must 
not  be  scorned  or  neglected. 

But  let  us  do  that  which  is  more 
difficult:  care  for  the  weak  and  less 
attractive;  lift  up  and  encourage  the 
fallen,  instead  of  criticizing  and  hold- 
ing grudges;  become  less  indifferent 
to  those  new  Christians  who  haven't 
acquired  all  the  "right"  vocabulary 
and  Christian  behavior.  The  "pov- 
erty problem"  in  our  country  to- 
day is  one  of  the  spirit,  not  one  of 
material  wealth.  Let  us  as  believers 
be  an  example  to  the  world  of  what 
God  can  do  through  us.  "By  this  shall 
all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  dis- 
ciples, if  ye  have  love  one  to  an- 
other." 

Each  believer  is  a  plant  which 
receives  God's  care  and  love.  The 
object  of  God's  concern  should  be 
the  object  of  our  concern  also.

THE  SUCCESS  OF  FAILURE 

If  there  were  no  other  confirma- 
tion of  the  veracity  of  God's  Word 
than  the  candor  with  which  each 
character  is  portrayed,  I  would  be- 
heve  this  Book  is  God-breathed. 

Mankind  is  full  of  failure,  but  he 
tends  to  play  it  down.  Man-written 
books  usually  make  their  heroes  and 
heroines  "live  happily  ever  after." 
This  is  not  so  with  God's  writing.  He 
does  not  gloss  over  sin  with  a  grand- 
fatherly  wink.  He  cannot  because 
sin  in  any  form  is  an  offense  to  His 
holy  nature. 

One  does  not  read  very  far  into 
the  Scriptures  before  he  learns  that 
in  spite  of  failures,  God  used  men. 
He  still  does  today.  He  doesn't  use 
them  because  they  are  failures,  but 
rather  to  manifest  His  grace  through 
them.  God  wants  men  to  learn 
through  their  mistakes,  confess  the 
failure  for  the  sin  it  is  and  not  go 
back  into  it  again. 

Jacob— supplanter,  deceiver— was 
a  colossal  failure.  He  seemed  a  most 
unlikely  candidate  to  become  a 
"Prince  with  God." 

David,  a  man  after  God's  own 
heart,  was  a  failure  in  the  manage- 
ment of  his  own  life.  He  was  over- 
come by  sin  when  he  indulged  him- 


self at  home  when  he  should  have 
been  at  the  forefront  of  the  battle 
for  God. 

Peter,  that  burly,  brash  fisherman, 
challenged  his  Lord  with,  "I  will 
never  [forsake]  thee,"  only  to  deny 
Him  with  cursing  a  few  hours  later. 
Peter,  out  of  your  failure  did  you 
ever  experience  success? 

John  Mark,  nephew  of  Barnabas, 
turned  his  back  on  the  rigors  of 
missionary  life  in  favor  of  the  com- 
parative safety  of  home.  He  caused 
a  severe  contention  between  Paul  and 
Barnabas  so  that  the  latter  never 
again  served  the  Lord  as  a  team.  John 
Mark,  were  you  ever  able  to  prove 
yourself  a  good  and  loyal  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ? 

Vashti,  the  oriental  world  called 
you  a  fool  and  a  failure  in  risking 
your  crown  for  a  conviction.  Was  it 
worth  the  price,  Vashti? 

The  Bible  is  replete  with  stories 
of  men  who  used  their  failures  as 
stepping  stones  to  success.  We  re- 
joice in  God's  willingness  to  let  men 
start  over  again.  He  never  rires  of 
our  fresh  beginnings. 

God  wrestled  with  Jacob  until  the 
latter  yielded.  Then  God  gave  him  a 
new  name. 

David's  twin  sins  of  adultery  and 
murder  were  especially  heinous  com- 
ing from  the  king.  But  great  as  his 
sin  was,  greater  yet  was  his  repent- 


ance.   He    went    from    strength    to 
strength. 

Peter  was  chosen  to  preach  the 
great  Pentecost  sermon  when  three 
thousand  became  believers  in  the 
crucified  and  risen  Christ.  But  first, 
Peter  repented  of  his  denial  with  bit- 
ter tears. 

John  Mark  lived  to  become  a  trust- 
ed friend  and  helper  of  the  aged 
Apostle  Paul  after  he  realized  that 
the  easy  road  is  not  the  way  of  bless- 
ing. 

Vashti  lost  her  crown,  perhaps 
her  life.  But  in  her  refusal  to  com- 
promise convictions,  she  retained  in- 
tegrity. What  triumph! 

On  the  other  side  of  the  ledger 
there  are  Biblical  records  of  failures 
who  remained  in  that  category.  Cain 
gave  no  evidence  of  repentance,  but 
lived  and  died  an  outcast  from  God 
and  men. 

Saul,  son  of  Kish  stood  head  and 
shoulders  above  his  fellows.  He  be- 
gan nobly  yet  ended  a  suicide.  Each 
failure  sucked  him  deeper  into  the 
vortex  of  misery  and  sin. 

Solomon,  with  every  advantage  of 
birth,  wealth,  position,  started  well. 
He  was  humble  before  God.  But  he 
came  to  the  end  of  life  a  miserable 
victim  of  his  own  passions— a  far  cry 
from  the  potential  with  which  he 
started.

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How  God  Answered  Prayer  for  Me 


Prayers  of  praise  and  petition  re- 
vealed by  His  Word,  His  deeds,  and 
His  Spirit. 

The  sinner's  prayer  for  redemption 
was  a  delight  to  my  youthful  soul. 
But  the  prayer  of  dedication  of  that 
youthful  life  elevated  me  so  high 
spiritually  that  I  can  still  see  the  bil- 
lowy clouds. on  which  I  walked  in 
the  postlude  of  that  sacred  incident. 
Because  of  these  two  significant 
prayers  which  brought  change  to  the 
condition  and  attitude  of  my  whole 
life,  I  have,  by  die  grace  of  God, 
prayer  experience  about  which  to 
write.  Hence,  I  share  with  you  a  few 
peanls  from  among  my  countless 
jewels. 

A  sharp  dissonant  chord  had  been 
struck.  The  broken  spirit  of  a  child 
could  not  let  her  spiritual  eyes 
see  through  the  thickness  of  this  dis- 
mal reality.  The  store  was  closed! 
How  could  God  say  diat  all  things 
work  together  for  good! 

I  was  not  so  concerned  with  the 
disappointment  of  this  child,  but  I 
could  readily  see  her  faith  was  being 
challenged  on  the  basis  of  God's  own 
Word.  This  is  no  small  matter  in 
the  life  of  any  Christian,  regardless 
of  his  degree  of  maturity.  My  soul 
pleaded  for  clarity.  "Please  God, 
help  her  to  see  that  often  we  must 
be  content  with  only  a  promise;  even 
when  the  passing  of  time  does  not 
openly  reveal  Your  way  to  us." 

Her  plot  had  been  simple,  clever, 
and  honest.  She  wanted  a  new  doll. 
With  permission  and  propelled  en- 
thusiasm, she  had  licked  away 
through  the  quota  of  two  stamp 
books  only  to  have  that  little  dream 
painfully  pull  apart  in  front  of  the 
store  door  which  read  "Closed."  Later 
in  the  day,  no  longer  mindful  of  the 
incident,  as  it  had  been  carefully  laid 
in  the  arms  of  the  Lord,  we  made  an 
unplanned  stop  at  the  market.  There 
before  our  eyes  was  a  doll— beautiful, 
far  to  cosriy  to  afford,  but  the  idol 
of  every  girl's  heart.  But  what  was 
this!  A  lady  was  telling  us  they  were 
just  going  on  for  half-price— the  value 
of  two  stamp  books!  Our  eyes  fixed 
upon  one  another  as  we  joined  to- 
gether in  a  tearful  refrain:  "All  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them  that 
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love  God!"  In  His  infinite  greatness, 
He  cares  for  the  little  things. 

Have  you  ever  told  the  Lord  you 
had  to  know  something  by  a  certain 
time?  I  had  received-  a  letter  of  ex- 
treme importance,  but  I  was  torn 
within  as  how  to  answer  it.  Finally, 
I  fell  before  the  Lord  and  explained 
my  need  for  His  wisdom.  He  quieted 
my  anxiety  as  He  opened  His  Word 
and  fixed  my  eyes  on  III  John  13-14: 
"I  had  many  things  to  write,  but  I 
will  not  with  ink  and  pen  write  unto 
thee;  but  I  trust  I  shall  shortly  see 
thee,  and  we  shall  speak  face  to 
face."  Many,  many  rephes  from  my 
Father  have  been  equally  specific. 

Upon  another  occasion  when  I 
was  typing  some  statistical  reports 
for  my  employer,  I  began  to  feel 
strangely  wooed  by  the  Spirit  of 
God.  Very  suddenly  and  clearly  I 
felt  the  impact  of  die  Holy  Spirit 
laying  a  burden  upon  my  soul.  I  had 
to  pray.  He  didn't  tell  me  for  whom 
I  should  intercede  until  I  had  closed 
the  door  of  the  ladies  lounge  and  was 
on  my  knees.  Not  knowing  the  na- 
ture of  the  need,  I  simply  prayed  and 
prayed  until  I  fek  prayer-release. 
Weeks  later,  as  I  met  diat  certain 
person,  I  inquired  as  to  the  events  of 
this  specific  day.  As  he  reflected 
back,  his  countenance  sobered,  and 
he  related  that  it  had  been  the  most 
distressing  day,  emotionally  and 
spiritually,  of  his  lifetime.  I  was 
deeply  moved  that  I  had  been  an 
honored  partner  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  this  ministry  of  prayer. 

There  is  something  fresh  and  new 
about  the  early  morning.  It  was  then

needed  less  and  less  help,  he  made  a 
game  of  counting  the  promptings. 
Six  one  day,  four  the  next,  just  one, 
and  finally  the  day  came  when  he 
could  say  it  all  with  no  help  from 
me.  I  never  pushed  the  memorizing, 
but  tried  to  keep  these  times  relaxed 
and  pleasant  for  the  children. 

For  smaller  children  this  method 
is  the  simplest,  most  enjoyable,  and 
also  gives  more  meaning  to  the  pas- 
sage being  learned. 

Explaining  the  meaning  of  the 
verse  itself  brings  many  blessings. 
One  day  I  was  asked:  "What  does 
'cleanse'   mean,   Mommy?" 

"It  means  to  clean  or  wash,"  was 
all  I  answered.  That  evening  during 
prayers  a  little  voice  said:  "And  we 
thank  you.  Lord,  that  you  can  wash 
away  all  our  sins." 

The  real  secret  of  memorizing  is 
frequent  review.  Some  people  draw 
up  a  schedule  for  this,  but  we  are 
the  kind  who  can't  stick  to  schedules, 
so  we  do  the  reviewing  the  same  way 
we  do  the  learning:  just  keep  at  it 
all  the  time.  Even  a  portion  com- 
pletely forgotten  does  not  represent 
time  wasted.  It  has  made  a  mark  on 
the  life  that  can  never  be  erased. 
And  it  can  be  releamed  with  less  ef- 
fort than  before.  Several  such  re- 
learnings  will  make  an  imprint  upon 
the  life  that  will  last  forever.  We 
speak  of  memorizing  as  "learning  by 
heart."  This  is  an  apt  phrase  because 
by    the    time    something   is    learned 


well  enough  to  repeat  from  memory, 
it  is  only  a  short  step  more  until  it  is 
"in  the  heart."  The  psalmist  said: 
"Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart, 
that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee" 
(Ps.  119:11).  This  hiding  away  of 
the  Word  to  insure  against  sin  opens 
up  a  whole  new  world  of  meaningful 
discipline  in  the  home. 

For  example,  when  a  child  dis- 
obeys, we  can  ask  him  to  quote  Ephe- 
sians  6:1:  "Children,  obey  your  par- 
ents in  the  Lord:  for  this  is  right." 
This  adds  to  the  parents'  voice  in 
the  matter,  the  voice  of  God  himself. 
That  carries  considerable  weight  with 
one  who  has  been  taught  since  baby- 
hood about  the  Heavenly  Father.  Of 
course,  we  must  be  consistent  in  ex- 
acting obedience. 

Before  a  spanking,  it  is  well  for 
a  child  to  quote  one  of  these  verses: 
"Foolishness  is  bound  in  the  heart 
of  a  child:  but  the  rod  of  correction 
shall  drive  it  far  from  him"  (Prov. 
22:15);  or,  "Withhold  not  correction 
from  the  child:  for  if  thou  beatest  him 
with  the  rod,  he  shall  not  die.  Thou 
shalt  beat  him  with  the  rod,  and 
shalt  deliver  his  soul  from  hell" 
{Prov.  23:13-14).  Through  the  use 
of  such  verses  the  child  learns  to 
obey  because  God  requires  it,  and 
that,  after  all,  is  the  reason  behind 
all  other  reasons  for  obedience. 

Wben  television  came  into  our 
home,  it  brought  with  it  a  new  set 
of  problems.  One  boy  complained 
when  certain  programs  were  forbid- 
den.   I    had    memorized    Philippians 


4:8:  "Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever 
things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are 
just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure, 
whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  what- 
soever things  are  of  good  report;  if 
there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be 
any  praise,  think  on  these  things." 

Then  I  explained  that  the  con- 
tents of  many  programs  are  not  the 
pure  and  lovely  things  God  would 
have  us  fill  our  minds  with.  This  is 
a  more  permanent  solution  to  the 
problem  than  if  we  parents  dictate 
what  he  can  see  and  what  he  cannot 
see. 

There  are  verses  to  fit  a  wide  var- 
iety of  home  situations.  Recently 
when  the  quarreling  between  our 
two  little  sons  reached  a  certain 
stage.  Proverbs  15:1  was  a  made-to- 
order  verse.  For  laziness  try  Proverbs 
15:19;  for  ingratitude,  Ephesians  5: 
20.  This  list  is  almost  unlimited,  but 
these  few  samples  will  show  the 
possibilities  of  using  Scripture  verses 
in   discipline   problems. 

Children  brought  up  in  this  way 
are  learning  to  live  according  to 
the  Word  of  God  and  are  learning 
to  use  it  as  their  lamp  and  light. 

Not  long  ago  Allen,  now  eight, 
in  speaking  of  the  King  James  Ver- 
sion, said:  "I  like  the  language  of 
the  Bible— it  sounds  so  holy."  I  de- 
tected a  deep  and  real  love  for  God's 
Word.  In  this  one  remark  I  was 
more  than  repaid  for  having  made 
the  decision  I  made  when  he  was 
five.

■  httle  village  chapel.  The  mother  be- 
!  came  a  woman  of  prayer,  and  she 
must  have  prayed  much  for  her 
1  daughters,  but  there  were  still  some- 
)  things  she  did  not  understand. 

For  one  thing,  she  failed  to  under- 
stand why  as  Dembon  grew  older, 
she  didn't  show  any  interest  in  the 
young  men  who  came  around  to  visit 
her.  Many  boys  naturally  sought  her 
company,  for  she  was  a  pretty  girl 
with  lovely  dark  eyes,  a  happy  smile 
that  showed  even,  white  teeth,  and  a 
carriage  that  was  tall,  straight,  and 
graceful.  In  Africa,  any  fellow  who 
is  seriously  courting  spends  a  lot  of 


time  working  in  the  garden  of  the 
girl's  parents.  This  prospect  pleased 
the  mother  a  great  deal,  for  she  need- 
ed all  the  garden  help  she  could  get. 
She  encouraged  Dembon  to  look 
with  favor  on  some  young  man,  but 
Dembon  refused.  She  realized  that 
now  she  was  more  than  a  daughter 
of  a  chief.  She  was  a  daughter  of  the 


King  of  kings,  and  she  must  be  love- 
ly within  as  well  as  without.  She 
knew  thait  the  young  men  of  her  vil- 
lage did  not  love  and  serve  the  Lord. 
But  God  was  preparing  a  mate  for 
Dembon.  In  another  village  a  tall, 
handsome   young   man    was   having 


problems  similar  to  her  own.  Many  of 
the  girls  of  his  village  would  have 
done  anything  he  asked,  good  or  bad, 
but  he  didn't  want  that  kind  of  wife. 
He  wanted  someone  who  would  be 
a  helpmate  in  the  service  of  the  Lord. 
One  day  he  heard  of  a  girl  in  an- 
other village  who  had  refused  many 
suitors  because  they  were  not  Chris- 
tians. He  determined  to  meet  her,  and 
much  to  his  joy  he  found  that  Dem- 
bon was  not  only  attractive,  but  she 
also  had  the  same  goals  in  mind  as 
he. 

So  the  chief's  daughter,  who  was 
also  the  King's  daughter,  was  married 
to  a  son  of  the  King.  They  went  to 
Bible  Institute  together,  and  are 
now  serving  the  King  of  kings  as 
teachers  in  one  of  our  district  Bible 
schools  in  Africa.

LAYMEN'S   GROUPS 

SOUTHEAST  DISTRICT.  The 
laymen  of  the  Southeast  District  held 
four  regular  quarterly  meetings,  with 
an  average  of  ninety-seven  men  and 
boys  present  at  each  meeting.

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Doctors  Need 
Prescriptions^  Too!

Every  doctor  has  a  few  patients  who  do 
not  follow  instructions.  And  such  patients  can 
be  most  exasperating!  Sometimes,  to  his  cha- 
grin, the  physician  learns  that  he  himself  is 
at  fault.  In  describing  just  what  he  wants 
done,  he  may  have  failed  to  explain  in  lan- 
guage the  patient  can  understand.  Or  he  may 
have  failed  to  reinforce  his  verbal  suggestions 
with  detailed  written  instructions.  In  either 
event,  the  patient  cannot  do  what  is  expected 
of  him.  More  often,  however,  the  patient  does 
understand  but  refuses  to  follow  his  doctor's 
advice.  Perhaps  he  feels,  "My  doctor's  treat- 
ment is  too  drastic;  things  can't  really  be  as 
bad  as  he  says." 

Such  failure  to  follow  good  medical  advice 
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can,  of  course,  have  disastrous  consequences. 
Most  of  us  recognize  this  fact.  But  do  we 
recognize  that  the  same  is  true  regarding 
spiritual  advice? 

There  was  a  day  when  I  reahzed  that  God 
had  given  me  a  prescription.  Over  a  period 
of  time  He  had  spoken  to  me  through  sin- 
cere Christians.  He  had  also  reinforced  his 
message  through  His  written  Word,  the 
Bible.  His  prescription  had  become  unmis- 
takably clear.  Like  some  medical  patients, 
however,  I  was  not  especially  eager  to  follow 
God's  advice.  For  one  thing,  it  seemed  to  me 
that  my  spiritual  condition  could  not  be  so 
bad  as  He  said.  Furthermore,  His  treatment 
seemed  too  severe. 

What  was  God's  diagnosis?  The  Bible  de- 
scribed my  condition  as  "from  the  sole  of  the 
foot  even  unto  the  head  there  is  no  soundness 
.  .  .  but  wounds  and  bruises  and  putrifying 
sores:  they  [the  wounds]  have  not  been 
closed,  neither  bound  up  [bandaged],  neither 
mollified  [soothed]  with  ointment"  (Isa.  1: 
6).  In  other  words,  my  life  from  a  moral 
standpoint  was,  in  God's  eyes,  as  disgusting 
as  dirty  open  sores  in  our  eyes.  Does  this 
mean  I  was  more  wicked,  or  mean,  than 
other  persons?  No.  Rather,  I  had  made  my- 
self to  be  the  center  and  purpose  of  my  exis- 
tence. God  was  not  relevant  in  my  life.  Such 
a  self-centered  existence  is  really  repugnant 
to  God. 

And  what  did  God  prescribe?  He  urged 
me  first  of  all  to  confess  my  sinful  state  to 
Him,  to  admit  my  selfishness,  and  to  ask  for 
His  forgiveness.  Then,  because  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  died  to  pay  the  penalty  for  my  sins, 
God  urged  me  to  receive  His  Son  as  my 
personal  Saviour  so  that  He  might  cleanse 


me  and  be  Lord  of  my  daily  life.  His  promise 
in  the  Bible  was:  "Come  now,  and  let  us 
reason  together,  saith  the  Lord:  though  your 
sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as 
snow"  (Isa.  1:18). 

Although  sometimes  I  may  become  exas- 
perated when  my  own  patients  ignore  my  pre- 
scriptions, I  myself  did  not  follow  the  advice 
of  God,   the  Great  Physician — at  least  not 
right  away.  But  when  I  did  submit  to  Him, 
He  did  wonderful  things  in  me  and  for  me. 
Now  I  find  that,  having  applied  this  first  and 
most  important  prescription  (that  Christ  be- 
come my  Saviour  from  sin),  I  am  in  a  posi- 
tion to  ask  my  Heavenly  Father  for  other 
remedies.  His  daily  prescriptions  now  include: 
His  peace  for  my  inner  turmoil 
His  wisdom  for  my  ignorance 
His  power  for  my  weakness 
His  righteousness  for  my  sins 
His  joy  for  my  depression 

If  I  lack,  it  is  only  because  I  have  failed 
to  ask  Him  for  His  prescription  for  my  spe- 
cial need  of  the  moment. 

Now  what  about  you?  As  an  intelligent 
person,  you  have  probably  discovered  it  is 
best  to  follow  the  instructions  of  your  medical 
adviser — even  when  his  recommendations  dis- 
rupt your  plans.  How  much  more  important 
that  you  heed  the  prescription  of  God,  the 
Great  Physician,  and  turn  to  Him  for  healing 
of  your  soul? 

God's  remedy  for  your  need  is  plainly  out- 
lined in  the  Bible.  Furthermore,  His  pre- 
scription is  stated  in  language  that  is  unmis- 
takably clear.  Its  effectiveness,  however,  de- 
pends entirely  upon  your  willingness  to  fol- 
low His  instructions. 

Won't  you  trust  Him  today?

He  knows  it  all— the  winding  path, 
The  sky  o'ercast   and   grey, 

The  steepness  of  the  mountainside, 
The  roughness  of  the  way. 


He  knows  it  all— but  His  to  choose, 
And  thine  to  take  His  choice! 

He  knows  it  all!  He  planned  it  so! 
Then  trust  Him,  and  rejoice! 
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Greater   efforts   have   been    made 
:  to  destroy  the  Bible  than  any  other 
book.  Criticism  has  assailed  it;  ridi- 
I  cule  has  derided  it;  and  science  and 
j  philosophy    have    been    invoked    to 
j  discredit  it.  Yet,  despite  the  attacks 
I  of  men,  it  remains  an  amazing  Book. 
The  Bible   is  not  an   account   of 
1  man's  effort  to   reach   God,   but   of 
God's  effort  to  reveal  himself  to  man. 
It  is  composed  of  sixty-six  books  writ- 
ten over  a  period  of  sixteen  hundred 
I  years  by  men  of  various  backgrounds 
I  —lawgivers,  kings,  artisans,  farmers, 
i  fishermen,  and  scholars.  It  was  wxit- 
'  ten  in  different  countries,  under  dif- 
I  ferent  social  and  political  conditions; 
j  yet,   in    its   harmony,    it   is   chrono- 
;  logically,      historically,      dootrinally, 
prophetically,   and  scientifically  cor- 
rect. 

As  a  scientist,  I  am  particularly 
interested  in  the  fact  that  the  Bible 
is  scientifically  correct.  Many  new 
findings  of  science  demonstrate  this 
fact,  and  I  would  like  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  secret  of  why  this 
is  so.  It  is  because  in  the  authorship 
of  the  Bible,  men,  as  they  were 
moved  hy  the  Holy  Sfirit,  wrote  con- 
trary to,  and  beyond,  the  thinking 
of  their  times. 

The  Bible  was  vinritten  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  common  man  and  in 
the  culture  of  the  day.  The  divine 
guidance  lay  in  the  fact  that  the 
writers  avoided  the  explanation  of 
scientific  things.  Had  they  tried  to 
interpret  scriptural  statements  in  the 
light  of  the  best  science  of  the  day, 
this  Book  would  be  full  of  grotesque 
error  as  are  all  the  scientific  books 
of  the  ages  past. 

Stars  Without  Number 

Let  me  give  an  illustration.  In 
Jeremiah's  writings  is  a  simple  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  the  host  of 
heaven,  or  stars,  are  without  num- 
ber. 

"And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  Jeremiah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord;  ...  As  the  host  of  heaven 
cannot  he  numbered,  neither  the  sand 
of  the  sea  measured:  so  will  I  multi- 
ply the  seed  of  David  my  servant" 
(Jer.  33:19-22).  Yet  Hipparchus  (150 
B.C.),  who  lived  a  few  hundred  years 
after  Jeremiah,  said  thait  there  were 
exactly  1026  stars  in  the  universe. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  years  later. 


Ptolemy,  the  Roman  scientist  who 
hved  at  the  time  of  Christ,  said  that 
there  were  not  1026  stars,  but  1056. 
It  was  not  until  A.D.  1610  that  a 
scientist  named  Galileo,  who  used 
the  newly  invented  telescope,  looked 
into  the  sky  and  exclaimed  in  ef- 
fect: "Hold  everything!  There  are 
more  stars!"  Ever  since,  as  man  has 
developed  better  instruments,  he  has 
discovered  more  and  more  stars. 

Today  it  is  estimated  that  there 
are  about  100  billion  stars  in  our  gal- 
axy alone.  Furthermore,  the  two 
hundred  inch  telescope  has  shown  us 
not  millions,  but  billions  of  such 
galaxies.  We  have  finally  caught  up 
vwth  Jeremiah.  The  stars  cannot  be 
numbered! 


JELINEK-^^ 


The  point  to  recognize  here  is  that 
Jeremiah,  as  he  was  moved  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  wrote  contrary  to  and  be- 
yond the  thinking  of  the  times.  And 
this  is  just  one  example  of  how  this 
Book,  written  so  long  ago,  over  a  pe- 
riod of  sixteen  hundred  years,  in  dif- 
ferent countries,  under  different  so- 
cial conditions,  is  still  scientifically 
correct.  Who  else  but  God  could  ac- 
complish this? 

If  I,  in  1940,  would  have  taken 
the  simple  statements  of  Scripture 
that  allude  to  science  and  explained 
them  so  as  to  completely  harmonize 
with  the  "science"  of  1940,  the  Bible, 
as  explained  by  me,  would  be  hope- 
lessly out  of  date  today.  Instead,  re- 
cent discoveries  of  science  have  given 
this  Book  a  richer  and  a  fuller  mean- 
ing than  ever  before.  Certainly  such 
statements  in  Scripture  as  "the  heav- 


ens shall  pass  away  with  a  great 
noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt 
with  fervent  heat"  (II  Pet.  3:10)  have 
a  far  richer  meaning  to  those  of  us 
living  in   the  day  of  the  atom. 

Man  Versus  Animal 

Another  reason  I  believe  this  Book 
to  be  the  Word  of  God  is  because 
it  alone  has  the  ability  to  satisfy  the 
human  heart. 

One  of  the  great  differences  be- 
tween man  and  animal  is  that  man 
alone  has  the  capacity  to  know  and 
to  worship  God.  Man  is  a  worship- 
ing creature.  He  is  not  content  to  live 
like  an  animal,  unthinkingly  taking 
things  as  they  come.  He  must  know 
something  of  the  God  he  is  to  wor- 
ship; what  His  nature  is,  what  He 
requires  of  us,  and  what  our  destiny 
is  after  death.  Even  a  casual  study  of 
the  development  of  civilization  will 
impress  one  with  the  fact  that  every 
human  being  has  an  inherent  cry 
after  God. 

This  cry  after  God  cannot  be 
satisfied  by  science.  Even  if  a  per- 
son had  the  capacity  and  knew  every- 
thing there  is  to  know  in  all  sciences, 
he  then  would  have  only  some  ap- 
preciation of  the  wisdom  of  God. 

To  love  God  and  to  worship  Him, 
you  must  know  Him  in  His  moral 
character,  and  for  that  a  revelation 
is  necessary.  And  that  is  what  this 
Book  is.  It  is  not  an  account  of  man's 
efforts  to  reach  God,  but  a  revela- 
tion of  God's  love  and  efforts  to 
reach  man.  Furthermore,  the  quest,  or 
cry,  after  God  can  be  satisfied  only 
by  God  on  His  terms,  and  these  are 
clearly  stated  so  that  each  of  us  can 
understand: 

"For  there  is  one  God,  and  one 
mediator  between  God  and  men,  the 
man  Christ  Jesus"  (I  Tim.  2:5). 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world  that 
he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" 
(John  3:16). 

Although  there  are  many  reasons 
why  I,  as  a  scientist,  believe  this 
Book  is  God's  Word,  the  supreme 
reason  is  that  I  have  come  to  know 
personally  the  One  about  whom  it 
speaks  because  I  have  come  to  God 
on  His  terms.  Have  you?

Let's  Think  About  Money 

The  Indians  used  wampum.  Peter  lifted  a  coin  out  of 
a  fish's  mouth  to  pay  our  Lord's  taxes.  We  use  dollars. 
From  earliest  times  there  has  been  an  established  medium 
of  exchange.  Without  this  medium  it  would  be  practically 
impossible  for  men  to  exist  in  communities,  especially  in 
the  twentieth  century. 

Recognizing  that  this  medium  of  exchange  would  al- 
ways be  a  dominant  factor  among  men,  God,  the  Giver 
of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  directed  Paul  to  write 
to  Timothy.  "For  a  root  of  all  evils  is  a  fondness  for 
money,  which  certain  ones,  bending  their  every  effort 
to  grasp,  have  been  led  astray  from  the  Faith  and  have 
pierced  themselves  through  with  many  consuming  griefs" 
(I  Tim.  6:10-Wuest). 

It  is  not  money,  per  se,  which  is  a  root  of  evil,  but  it 
is  a  consuming  love  for  money  which  becomes  the  con- 
trolling factor  in  a  man's  thinking,  decisions,  and  actions. 
His  term  of  reference  for  all  of  life's  decisions  is:  "What 
do  1  get  out  of  it?"  Materialism  is  his  philosophy  of  life. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  making  money  on  an 
honest,  moral  basis.  The  parable  of  the  talents  illustrates 
this.  God  reminded  His  people  in  the  Old  Testament 
that  He  gave  them  the  ability  to  acquire  wealth.  This 
is  true  of  believers  today.  What  God  does  is  right. 

The  Christian  must  realize  that  he  acquires  money 
for  two  purposes.  First,  to  make  a  living;  secondly,  to  help 
spread  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world.  Many  believers 
do  well  with  the  first,  but  very  poorly  with  the  second, 
purpose.  As  a  direct  result  the  church  locally  and  its  mis 
sionary  arms  suffer  severe  limitations.  So,  succeeding 
generations  pass  into  eternity  without  ever  hearing  about 
the  Saviour. 

Why  does  this  condition  exist?  Are  there  some  clear 
reasons? 

Economic  conditions  in  any  era  will  control  the  amounr 
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of  money  given  to  the  church.  This  will  be  true  even 
where  proportionate  giving  is  practiced  by  the  Lord's 
people.  Therefore,  we  must  determine  the  family  in- 
come and  standard  of  living  before  reaching  a  con- 
clusion. The  average  annual  family  income  in  America 
today;  that  is,  income  of  husband  and  wife  and  in  some 
cases  single  children,  is  close  to  $6,000.  This  is  higher 
than  at  any  time  in  our  history.  As  a  result  the  church 
is  receiving  a  larger  number  of  dollars  than  at  any  time. 

But,  inflation  has  so  debauched  these  dollars  that  diey 
buy  less  than  half  of  what  they  bought  in  1940.  In 
many  instances  offerings  to  churches  and  missions  have 
not  doubled  during  this  period.  In  fact,  they  have  not 
kept  pace  with  inflaton.  Therefore,  the  church  and  mis- 
sions are  not  as  well  off  today  financially  even  though 
they  receive  more  dollars.  Unless  God's  children  under- 
stand this,  the  work  of  Christ  will  continue  to  suffer. 

If  Christians  at  any  level  of  income  and  in  any  era 
would  first  tithe  their  gross  income  to  the  Lord,  and  then 
proceed  to  larger  proportionate  giving  the  financial  po- 
tential of  the  church  would  always  move  closer  to 
adequacy.  In  any  period  costs  of  operation  for  the 
church  and  missions  will  be  at  the  same  level  as  those 
for  the  individual  or  family.  The  lack  of  this  tithing 
and  proportionate  giving  is  a  basic  reason  for  the  limited 
growth  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches, 
although,  other  important  factors  also  are  involved. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  cannot  start 
churches  without  adequate  money,  regardless  of  the  num- 
ber of  opportunities  to  do  so.  We  know  from  experience 
that  under  ideal  conditions  in  small  city  areas  it  costs 
a  minimum  of  $50,000  to  place  a  new  church  group  on 
a  location  and  in  a  small,  attractive  building.  This  does 
not  include  paying  a  pastor's  salary,  other  expenses, 
and  so  forth.  At  least  half  of  this  amount  should  be 
available  in  gift  money  in  each  instance.  In  many  cases 
and  in  larger  cities  costs  run  much  higher.  If  xve  ivant 
to  huild  churches,  we  must  fay  the  hill. 

Yet  your  Brethren  Home  Missions  work  now  labors 
under  a  deficit  of  $136,703,  while  many  opportunities 
are  before  us  to  help  new  churches. 

How  can  we  solve  this  problem? 

We  have  prayed  earnestly  every  day  that  the  Lord 
would  reveal  to  Brethren  people  the  great  spiritual 
need  of  America.  The  mission  field  is  staggering  and 
growing  annually. 

We  have  economized  to  the  "bone."  Every  point  at 
which  a  penny  may  be  saved  is  considered  and  financial 
surgery  is  performed. 

We  have  informed  you  through  letters,  the  Brethren 

Home  Missions  Communicator,  the  Brethren  Missionary 

Herald,   through  pictures,  bulletins,  pamphlets,  and  so 

on,  that  we  desperately  need  your  prayers  and  offerings.

Come  with  me  to  a  service  in  the 
Poultry  Center  just  about  one  year 
ago.  In  the  rear  of  the  auditorium,  a 
man  lifted  his  hand  indicating  a  de- 
sire to  know  Christ  as  Saviour.  A 
deacon  slipped  from  his  chair,  and 
together  the  two  men  went  into  an 
inquiry  room  to  wrestle  viath  God 
concerning  eternal  things.  The  man 
was  the  husband  of  our  WMC 
president.  We  had  prayed  many 
months  for  this  decision.  Many  times 
we  had  questioned  whether  Roy 
would  ever  be  saved.

!  ing  this  type  of  life  gave  him  every 
excuse  for  not  attending  church  regu-

It  seems  that  the  Lord  is  continually 
leading  men  and  women  into  full- 
time  service,  taking  them  either  to 
Grace  College,  or  Lancaster  School 
of  the  Bible,  or  Bob  Jones  Univer- 
sity. The  experience  can  only  be  com- 
pared to  what  took  place  in  a  busy 
Samaritan  city,  as  the  Spirit  of  God 
transfwrted  Phillip  to  work  in  an- 
other part  of  His  vineyard. 


If  someone  -should  ask  me,  "What 
is  the  secret  to  growth  in  your 
church?"  I  would  have  to  answer,

but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh, 
and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one 
that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit"  (John  3: 
The    other    reason    would    be    a

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genuine  love  that  our  people  have 
for  the  Lord  and  for  one  another,  a 
love  that  is  shown  in  a  willingness 
to  sacrifice  if  need  be  for  their  brother 
in  Christ. 

Three  years  ago  last  Easter,  our 
first  Sunday  morning  and  evening 
services  began  in  the  Poultry  Center. 
At  that  time,  there  were  three  fami- 
lies including  our  own.  On  Dedica- 
tion Day,  there  were  239  in  Sunday 
school,  250  in  morning  worship,  and 
284  for  the  afternoon  dedication 
service.  God  certainly  is  manifesting 
himself  in  a  wonderful  way. 

Our  Sunday  school  under  the 
leadership  of  Robert  Lapp,  a  licensed 
Brethren  minister,  has  felt  the  need 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Bible 
School  for  our  adults.  Thus,  it  is  not 
strange  to  hear  one  of  our  six  adult 
teachers  talk  about  "training  up 
children,"  while  another  is  teaching 
'the  facts  concerning  the  Genesis 
Flood.  Each  adult  over  twenty-four 
chooses  the  course  he  desires  to 
study.  Six  different  courses  are  of- 
fered each  quarter.  At  the  end  of  the 
quarter,  he  is  given  a  test;  and  upon 
completion  of  a  planned  and  balanced 
series  of  studies,  he  receives  a  diploma 
from  our  church.  Then  he  is  expect- 


ed to  use  his  God-given  talents  in 
teaching  others. 

Our  Sunday  school  is  perhaps 
very  different  from  most  Sunday 
schools  that  you  have  seen.  We  have, 
as  a  Sunday-school  unit,  three  large 
rooms  without  permanent  partitions 
and  without  drapes.  Each  Sunday- 
school  class  meets  in  a  4'  by  '8'  area 
surrounded  by  movable  partitions. 
When  a  class  reaches  about  twelve 
students,  we  divide  that  class  and 
bring  in  another  set  of  partitions. 
The  principle  of  dividing  to  mul- 
tiply has  thus  kept  our  children's 
classes  small.  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Architectural  Department, 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Ralph 
Hall,  has  incorporated  all  our  ideas 
and  desires  into  the  present  building. 

Our  beautiful  new  church  is  in 
the  center  of  Lancaster  County,  a 
county  that  is  rich  in  the  traditions 
of  colonial  America.  Thus  our  build- 
ing is  made  of  white  colonial  brick 
with  a  contemporary  flare.  The  in- 
side is  decorated  virith  pale  blue  walls 
and  darker  blue  drapes.  The  pews  are 
white  ended  colonial  walnut,  and  the 
lighting  is  contemjxjrary.  Down  the 
center  aisle  is  a  red  carpet  which  re- 
minds us  that  it  is  only  the  blood 


of  Jesus  Christ  that  takes  away  tht 
sin  of  the  world. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  financial 
help  of  the  Northern  Atlantic  districi ! 
churches  and  Mission  Board  and  alsc 
the  counsel,  gifts,  and  loans  from 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.  The  Brethren  construe-, 
tion  crew  completed  a  quality  build- 1 
ing  for  us.  So  many  oi  the  Lord's! 
people  contributed  to  this  new 
church.  We  thank  each  one. 

Even  with  a  total  debt  of  sixtv 
thousand  dollars,  our  church  is  plan- 
ning to  go  self-supporting  Januarv' 
1,  1965,  taking  full  financial  re-! 
sponsibility  for  all  expenses.  Pray 
that  the  Lord  will  honor  this  step  of 
faith. 

About  the  same  time,  we  are 
planning  to  start  a  branch  church  in 
Elizabethtown  with  several  families 
who  now  attend  the  Lancaster, 
church.  And  we  are  expecting  God's | 
blessing  on  this  new  venture.

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Brethren,  Let's 
Claim  Columbus 
for  Christ!

The  city  of  Columbus  has  now 
chmbed  to  the  number  two  spot  in 
Ohio  cities.  The  population  has 
soared  to  approximately  475,000. 
This  capital  city  has  been  a  growing 
concern  on  the  hearts  of  many  Breth- 
ren people. 

An  investigation  of  the  number  of 
Brethren  families  in  the  area  revealed 
some  excellent  home-mission  material 
for  a  new  church.  All  of  the  families 
were  contacted  and  a  prayer  and  dis- 
cussion meeting  was  held  in  Feb- 
ruary in  the  home  of  Marion  For- 
rest in  the  Worthington  section.  Rev. 
Nathan  Meyer,  a  local  resident, 
agreed  to  teach  the  Bible  class  when- 
ever his  schedule  of  Bible  Confer- 
ence work  permitted.  Regular  meet- 
ings were  begun  with  an  increase  in 
interest  and  attendance  at  almost 
every  meeting. 

In  May  during  a  brief  Home 
Mission  Conference  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary a  challenge  was  laid  before  the 


students  (particularly  those  who  were 
graduating  this  year)  to  consider  this 
growing  missionary  opportunity.  Rev, 
David  Hocking,  National  Youth  Di- 
rector, seeking  the  mind  of  God  in- 
dicated he  would  like  to  visit  this 
field  and  minister  to  the  people  to 
ascertain  the  Lord's  will  as  to  a  call 
to  Columbus.  On  May  28  God  led 
the  new  group  now  numbering  close 
to  forty  people,  to  affect  a  temporary 
organization,  and  Rev.  David  Hock- 
ing was  unanimously  called  to  be  the 
new  pastor.  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  has  no  money  allo- 
cated in  this  year's  budget  for  Colum- 
bus support.  The  Northern  Ohio 
District  Mission  Board  in  a  specially 
called  business  meeting  considered 
this  need,  and  agreed  to  carry  the 
amount  needed  for  pastor's  salary 
over  the  amount  the  local  church 
could  supply  to  April  30,  1965,  the 
end  of  their  conference  year.  Broth- 
er Hocking  began  his  ministry  early 


in  September.  Brethren  Minute- 
Men  should  be  on  the  alert  to  help 
us  in  this  new  field. 

Property  in  this  rapidly  expanding 
area  will  be  expensive.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  two  square  mile  area  wall 
house  125,000  people  in  the  next  : 
few  years.  We  urge  all  our  home- 
mission  friends  to  pray  for  this  new 
work,  for  a  permanent  location  at  a 
reasonable  figure,  and  for  souls  to 
strengthen  this  new  testimony  for 
Christ, 

The  answers  to  prayer,  the  response 
to  new  contacts  in  homes,  and  the 
provisions  for  the  new  pastor  and  his 
family  all  point  to  God's  direction  : 
and  blessing  in  this  new  project. 
Prav  for  the  development  of  this 
work,  for  pastoral  support  for  the 
remainder  of  the  1965  year,  and  for 
the  message  of  God  as  it  is  heralded 
forth  in  this  new  home-mission  point 
in  Ohio.

Starting  a  new  home-mission 
church  in  a  new  state  and  seeing  a 
new  district  develop  in  less  than  a 
decade  is  a  record!  But  this  is  exactly 
what  has  taken  place  since  the  start 
of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Florida,  by  Rev.  Ralph 
Colburn  back  in  1955.  Brother  Col- 
bum  started  his  ministry  in  January 
1955,  and  the  small  group  met  in 
a  community  building.  From  the 
very  first  building  program  it  has 
been  almost  a  continuous  one.  As 
new  people  were  added,  new  addi- 
tions to  the  building  have  been  add- 
ed. 

In  addition  to  additions  in  mem- 
bership and  additions  to  the  build- 
ing there  were  rimes  of  subtractions. 
Twice  during  the  church's  short  his- 
tory it  gave  up  a  part  of  the  congre 
gation  to  start  another  Brethren 
church.   Once   for   the   development 


of  Margate,  and  again  for  starting 
the  Pompano  Beach  church.  The 
Lord  has  multiplied  these  efforts  in 
Florida  to  a  place  where  we  now 
have  these  three  present  and  former 
home-mission  churches  and  one  other 
church  developing  at  Fort  Myers 
under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Bernard 
Schneider.  These  four  churches  now 
comprise  the  newest  district  known 
as  the  Florida  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  and  accepted  as  such 
at  the  recent  National  Conference. 

These  churches  were  formerly 
members  of  the  Southeast  District, 
but  the  nearest  church  was  several 
hundred  miles  away.  This  was  a  fac- 
tor in  formulating  a  new  district,  but 
in  doing  so  it  has  been  the  realiza- 
tion of  a  prediction  made  by  Pastor 
Ralph  Colburn.  From  the  very  en- 
trance of  the  Brethren  church  in 
Florida  at  Fort  Lauderdale  our  Broth- 


er Colburn  has  had  the  Florida  Dis- 
trict as  a  goal  before  him.  We  do 
praise  God  for  His  blessing  upon 
the  entrance  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sion into  this  southern  state.  T

The  Bible  says 
our  sins  will  be  forgiven." 

We  turned  to  chapter  16  of  Levi- 
ticus. "See,"  she  said  triumphantly, 
"it  says  so  right  here."  And  she  be- 
gan to  read  at  verse  30. 

"We  have  been  over  this  before," 
I  said.  "Go  back  to  the  beginning 
of  the  chapter." 

"I  don't  have  to  go  to  the  begin- 
ning. Read  from  verse  30.  It  tells 
you  right  there  if  we  fast  all  day  on 
Yom  Kippur  our  sins  will  be  for- 
given." 

We  discussed  this  for  a  few 
moments  and  then,  seeing  I  was  not 
going  to  listen  without  reading  the 
first  part,  she  reluctantly  turned  back 
to  the  beginning  of  the  chapter.  I 
began  to  read  for  her  but  she  stopped 
me. 

"Let  me  read  it,  please.  I  read  it 
with  so  much  feeling.  This  is  my 
Book,  you  see."  (She  meant  the  Jew- 
ish version  was  so  much  better  than 
the  King  James  Version;  and  also 
that,  because  she  was  Jewish,  she 
understood  it  much,  much  better  than 
I,  a  Gentile.) 

I  smiled  to  myself.  "Go  ahead,"  I 
said.  'Tou  read  it,  then." 

When  she  had  finished,  I  waited 
for  her  comment.  "The  blood  men- 
tioned is  just  symbolic,"  she  said. 

We  discussed  this  for  some  length 
of  time,  but  there  was  no  change  on 


her  part.  "It  is  all  symbolic.  We  don't 
need  it  anymore.  The  Rabbi  is  the 
priest  mentioned  and  he  makes  atone- 
ment for  us  in  the  temple  and  all  we 
have  to  do  is  fast  once  a  year  at 
Yom  Kippur.  It  says  so  right  here." 

To  give  you  the  complete  details 
of  our  conversation  would  take  too 
many  pages,  but  we  discussed  every- 
thing bearing  on  the  subject  of  a 
blood  atonement  and  the  meaning 
of  this  chapter.  From  there  we  jump- 
ed into  the  New  Testament. 

"You  eat  blood  and  you  think 
when  you  eat  the  communion  bread 
Christ's  spirit  comes  into  your  body," 
she  accused. 

"Bring  the  New  Testament,"  I 
told  her,  for  it  was  useless  to  get  into 
a  long  discussion  on  communion  and 
its  meaning  without  Scripture  to 
back  me  up. 

She  left  the  room  and  hunted 
around  for  her  New  Testament.  She 
came  back,  finally. 

"Jerry,  I  can't  find  it.  Do  you  sup- 
Tpose  you  could  give  me  another?  I 
do  like  to  read  it." 

I  knew  she  had  been  reading  the 
New  Testament  because  she  could 
quote  from  it,  although  her  quota- 
tions were  not  correct.  I  tried  to  ex- 
plain, once  again,  our  communion 
servace  and  the  why  of  it.  She  refused 
to  believe  me,  however,  and  I  saw  no 
further  use  in  continuing  on  without 
a  New  Testament.  So  we  went  back 
to  Isaiah  53. 

Once  again  she  explained  her  in- 
terpretation of  Isaiah  53;  how  it  was 
the  nation  of  Israel  and  couldn't 
jx)ssibly  be  the  Lord  Jesus.  Then  she 
went  to  her  "favorite"  topic— the 
Dead  Sea  Scrolls.  These,  she  insisted 
absolutely  and  irrevocably  link  Christ 
with  the  Teacher  of  Righteousness. 
In  the  past,  I  have  refused  to  be 
involved  in  a  discussion  on  the  Dead 
Sea  Scrolls  because  she  refuses  to 
listen  to  me,  and  insists  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls  have  proved  Jesus  is  not  the 
Jewish  Messiah.  She  quotes  from  a 


book  by  Millar  Burrows  and  several 
others.  However,  since  we  hadn't 
discussed  this  particular  phase  for 
better  than  a  year  or  more,  I  dis- 
cussed it  again  with  her,  but  with 
the  same  results. 

In  the  end,  I  told  her  that  her 
problem  was  the  fact  she  couldn't 
see  divinity  in  Jesus.  In  trying  to 
escape  that  fact,  she  was  willing 
to  believe  anything  else. 

"You  are  wrong,  Jerry,"  she  said, 
becoming  excited.  "I  don't  even  con- 
sider Jesus  Christ.  I  can  ignore  Him 
completely." 

"One  is  either  for  or  against  Him," 
I  told  her. 

"I'm  not  against  Him.  I  just  ignore 
Him,"  she  said  smugly.  "I  don't  have 
to  decide  one  way  or  another." 

I  grinned.  "Oh,"  I  replied,  "so  you 
want  to  be  another  Pilate.  You  are 
afraid  maybe,  just  maybe,  there  is  a 
grain  of  truth  in  the  fact  Jesus 
claimed  to  be  God.  In  that  case,  you 
want  to  play  it  safe.  Well,  you  can't. 
Your  actions  have  made  the  de- 
cision. Your  very  words  tell  me  you 
hate  and  detest  Him,  and  yet  you 
pretend  to  ignore  Him.  The  Word 
of  God  says  you  are  never  undecided 
when  it  comes  to  Jesus  Christ.  You 
are  either  for  or  against  Him,  and 
certainly  you  have  never  been  for 
Him." 

"He  was  a  poor,  inisguided  man," 
she  said,  and  with  that  she  slammed 
the  Holy  Scriptures  shut  and  took  the 
Book  from  the  table,  signifying  the 
discussion  was  at  an  end  for  the 
time  being,  at  least. 

Sometimes  I  think  she  is  almost 
convinced;  at  other  times  I  am  very 
discouraged  and  think  she  will  never 
come  to  the  Lord.  But,  since  she  is 
reading  the  New  Testament  to  the 
point  of  being  able  to  quote  passages 
(though  incorrect)  from  it,  I  feel  there 
is  much  hope  for  her  since  it  is  the 
Word  of  God  that  convicts— the  Holy 
Spirit,  really.  If  He  ever  saves  her. 
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I  will  think  the  years  spent  in  Fair- 
fax have  been  worthwhile. 

Jewish  people  are  able  to  accept 
Jesus  as  the  Messiah,  but  it  is  only 
when  you  press  them  about  His  div- 
inity that  we  know  for  sure  if  they 
are  real  believers.  Many  of  our  peo- 
ple believe  Jesus  is  the  Messiah— but 
Jesus  as  God— that  is  another  story. 
As  the  clock  of  eternity  fast  approach- 
es the  hour  of  midnight,  pray  harder 


than  ever  before  for  these  people. 

My  friend,  whose  daughter  has 
an  incurable  illness,  said  to  me  the 
other  day:  "Jerry,  when  I  heard  about 
M.,  I  went  to  my  sister-in-law  for 
comfort.  I  didn't  find  it  there.  It  was 
only  when  I  came  to  you  that  I  found 
a  warmth  and  concern  and  hope." 
I  like  to  think  it  is  the  Light  of  His 
presence  shining  through  me.  Pray 
for  us,  too.  T

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November  22,  1963,  was  an  elec- 
trifying, terrifying  day  in  our  Amer- 
ican history.  The  world  had  lost  one 
of  its  brilliant  young  leaders  in  a 
blast  of  blind  madness.  All  of  us 
stood  still  in  numb  disbelief  that 
such  a  thing  could  happen  here. 
And  a  world,  once  separated  by  bar- 
riers of  mountains,  oceans,  and 
tongues,  heard  every  detail,  saw  every 
tragic  turn.  Even  the  veil  of  the  Iron 
Curtain  was  rent  in  twain,  and  for 
a  brief  moment  courtesies  and  kind- 
ness flowed  forth.  Everywhere,  a 
great  darkness  settled  down  upon  the 
people. 

Less  than  three  days  later,  I  stood 
on  Seventeenth  Street  of  our  Nation's 
capital,  in  the  bright  autumn  sun- 
light, and  saw  the  great  of  the  world 
pass  bv-  Together  they  marched  with- 
out thought  of  pomp  or  protocol,  in 
deep  resf>ect  for  our  late  president, 
and  in  solemn  humility  before  the 
last  enemy,  Death,  who  also  is  no 
respector  of  persons,  pomp,  or  proto- 
col. 

Outside  the  cathedral  we  waited 
and  heard  the  funeral  service.  We 
heard  the  words  of  the  eleventh  chap- 
ter of  John,  read  from  the  Douay 
Version,  yet  familiar  and  fresh:  "I 
am  the  resurrection  and  the  life;  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  although  he 
were  dead,  shall  live;  and  whosoever 
liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  not 
die  forever." 

The  One  whose  words  were  quoted 
had  lived  two  thousand  years  ago. 
The  troubled  world  of  His  time  had 
held  high  hopes  for  Him.  He  was 
young;  He  was  brave;  He  was  wise 
and  good.  And  no  man  ever  spoke 
as  this  man  spoke,  and  when  He  did, 
the  common  people  heard  Him  glad- 
ly. Yet  He  was  cut  down  in  His 
prime;  He  was  killed  in  the  brutal 
tradition  of  His  times,  while  the 
world  watched  every  detail,  saw  the 
warm  blood  splash  down,  heard  the 
soft  cries  from  the  cross,  and  read 
His  crime  in  Hebrew,  Latin,  and 
Greek. 

But  His  death  was  as  different  as 
His  life;  He  was  not  subdued  bv 
either;  He  was  conqueror  of  both! 

It  was  three  days  later.  The  tu- 
mult and  the  shouting  had  died;  and 
the  world  had  almost  forgotten,  for 
human  life  was  cheap,  and  saviors 
who    couldn't    save    themselves   had 
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come  and  gone  before.  The  world 
would  go  on,  and  the  disciples  would 
go  back,  and  the  women  would  wait 
for  another  messiah.  For  three  days 
the  tomb  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth  looked 
exacriy  like. the  tomb  of  every  other 
dead  man's  in  the  long  tragic  drama 
of  mankind,  and  Death  sat  among 
the  tombs  on  silent  haunches,  and 
waited. 

Then  it  happened!  The  event  for 
which  the  world  had  scarcely  dared 
to  hope  had  happened— the  event 
for  which  every  mourning  mother 
prayed;  the  event  for  which  every 
weeping  widow  waited;  the  event 
that  every  grave  flower  prophesied. 
Death  had  been  conquered!  And 
the  grave  was  but  a  furrow  out  of 
which  new  life  would  spring.  This 
Conqueror  had  said:  "Behold,  I  am 
alive  forevermore  .  .  .  and  because  I 
live,  ye  shall  live  also." 

Twenty  centuries  have  gone  by, 
and  the  world  still  does  not  know, 
or  does  not  care!  I  have  stood  on 
other  street  comers  as  the  great  of 
the  world  have  gone  by,  and  I  have 
watched  to  see  who  it  was  they  fol 
lowed.  I  have  seen  them  regimented 
behind  their  gods  of  gold,  or  follow- 
ing the  princes  of  pleasure,  or  cast- 
ing down  their  laurels  before  the 
might  of  the  military  as  it  went  pass 
ing  by.  But  only  rarely  have  I  seen 
them  following  this  Man  with  the 
cross  on  His  back  and  life  in  His 
hand. 

Has  It  Not  Been   Told? 

Yes;  it  has  been  told.  It  has  been 
told  since  that  first  morning  when 
Mary  exclaimed  in  exultation,  "Rab- 
boni!"  and  Thomas,  shamed  and 
shocked,  cried  out,  "My  Lord,  and 
my  God!"  It  has  ridden  forth  on  every 
wave-crest  of  persecution;  it  has  risen 
in  beauty  from  the  ashes  of  every 
martjT:;  it  has  cried  out  from  ever\' 
flower  of  Flanders.  Ten  million 
American  boys  carried  its  written  mes 
sage  in  their  pockets  and  slept  with 
it  under  their  pillows,  from  the  is- 
lands of  the  sea  to  the  high-peaked 
habitations  of  the  wrinds.  It  turned 
the  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  em- 
pires upside  down;  and  it  started  this 
country  out  rightside  up!  Yes;  the 
message  has  gone  forth. 

But  has  the  message  been  under- 
stood? When  we  ask  this  question, 


it  would  appear  that  we  are  coming 
closer  to  the  heart  of  the  problem. 
For  since  the  time  that  Mary  told  the 
news  on  the  first  Easter  morning,  the 
message  has  been  misunderstood.  To 
the  disciples,  it  seemed  "As  idle  tales, 
and  they  believed  not."  Later  the 
same  day,  some  of  the  same  men 
were  telling  the  sad  news,  not  the 
good  news,  to  a  stranger  on  the  way 
to  Emmaus.  They  said,  "Certain 
women  made  us  astonished,"  but  they 
also  admitted  that  their  faith  was  in 
the  past  tense.  They  had  trusted  in 
this  Jesus  .  .  .  but  He  was  dead. 

The  Communication  Problem 

To    enlighten    the    understanding 
is  not  a  simple  task.  It  involves  more

than  reading  the  message.  It  involves 
more  than  understanding  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words.  It  involves  more 
than  the  capacity  for  quoting  the 
truth. 

Many  years  ago,  I  sat  in  a  class- 
room in  springtime.  Inside,  we  were 
studying  the  theory  of  quantitative 
analysis.  Outside,  the  flowers  began 
to  appear  on  the  earth;  the  time  of 
the  singing  of  the  birds  had  come; 
and  the  invitation  of  the  muse  had 
whispered  in  my  soul,  "Rise  up  and 
come  away,"  when  our  professor 
asked,  "Dean  Walter,  can  you  ex- 
plain the  solubility  product  princi- 
ple?" With  a  certain  number  of 
agonizing  mental  readjustments,  the 


needle  of  memory  found  the  proper 
groove,  and  the  speaking  mechanism 
coupled  in  and  recited:  "In  the  solu- 
tion of  a  difficultly  soluble  salt,  the 
product  of  the  ion  concentrations, 
each  concentration  raised  to  a  power 
equal  to  the  number  of  times  it  oc- 
curs in  the  molecule,  is,  at  constant 
temperatures,  a  constant."  I  smiled 
a  faint  smile  and  waited  to  hear, 
"Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
student,  thou  shalt  have  great  joy 
when  the  report  card  cometh."  But, 
alas,  the  good  professor  replied:  "Yes, 
that  is  the  definition,  but  I  asked 
you  to  explain  the  principle."  For  the 
first  time  it  had  occurred  to  me  that 
I  had  never  thought  at  all  about  what 
it  meant. 

The  simplicity  of  the  definition 
and  the  ease  with  which  it  could  be 
committed  to  memory  and  reproduced 
for  an  examination  were  subtle 
opiates  that  had  put  my  curiosity 
to  sleep,  and  I  had  never  wondered 
about  the  meaning  behind  the 
melody  of  words. 

In  June,  I  attended  the  seventeen- 
th Summer  Symjxjsium  on  Analytical 
Chemistry  on  the  campus  of  Cornell 
University.  Now  my  specialization  is 
analytical  chemistry,  but  these  papers 
had  to  do  with  advanced  instrumental 
techniques  for  the  determination  of 
atomic  arrangements  and  molecular 
structure.  Some  of  the  sessions  were 
so  uninteresting  that  I  couldn't  sleep 
well  through  them. 

The  Natural  Mind  Versus  the 
Eternal  Mind 

Do  you  see  the  communications 
problem  that  we  humans  face?  If  we 
become  so  easily  overwhelmed  even 
in  the  things  of  our  own  specializa- 
tion and  profession,  how  can  we  ex- 
plain these  things  simply  to  a  person 
who  has  no  background  in  them? 
Then  we  take  a  much  bigger  leap: 
"How  can  we  who  are  geared  to 
things  material,  begin  to  grasp  any- 
thing about  things  that  are  spiritual? 
How  can  creatures  of  time  grasp  any- 
thing intelligible  about  things  that 
are  eternal?"  The  Aposde  put  it  very 
succincdy:  "The  natural  man  re- 
ceiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit, 
neither  can  he  understand  them  be- 
cause they  are  spiritually  discerned." 
Modern  man  is  inclined  to  say  that

A  HOSPITAL  BED 


I  am  writing  this  message  for  the  Telephone  Ministry  while 
sitting  up  in  bed  in  Room  552  of  the  Chambersburg  Hospital.  I 
suffered  a  slight  coronary  occlusion  on  August  21  while  attend- 
ing our  national  conference  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  Praise 
the  Lord  it  is  not  critical.

During  these  days,  I  have  been  thinking:  suppose  this  attack 
had  taken  my  life?

I  am  a  Christian 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  has  saved  my  soul.  My  life  verse  is  this:  "For 
to  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain"  (Phil.  1:21).  I  am 
sure  of  heaven  if  I  die.  What  about  vou,  dear  telephone  friend? 
Can  you  face  the  f)ossibility  of  death  unafraid?  This  is  Robert 
Crees,  the  telephone  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Waynesboro,  urging  you  to  be  ready  to  meet  God  at  any  time.

we  cannot  know  anything  about  the 
spiritual  or  the  eternal,  and  he  dis- 
misses the  matter  there. 

The  more  we  know  about  our- 
selves, the  more  we  realize  what  a 
magnificent  and  intricately  complex 
creature  man  really  is  with  his  abil- 
j  ity  to  remember  and  to  hope,  to 
dream  and  create,  to  love  and  be 
'  happy,  to  set  life  to  poetrv  and  to 
song.  This  is  the  creature  that  God 
Almighty  set  over  the  other  works 
of  His  hands. 

But  man  has  the  capacity  for  more 
than  this.  For  every  high  peak  of 
inspiration  to  which  he  can  ascend, 
there  is  a  pit  of  depression  into 
which  he  can  fall.  He  can  hate  as  in- 
tensely as  he  can  love;  he  can  destroy 
everything  that  he  can  create;  he  can 
produce  cacophonies  to  drown  out 
his  symphonies;  he  can  bring  pande- 
monium dowTi  upon  the  pleasant 
paths  of  peace. 

Man  is  a  creature  with  freedom 
of  will  and  choice,  and  upon  this 
freedom  hangs  his  personality  and 
individuality.  Upon  his  decisions, 
hangs  his  destiny. 

Our  first  parents  used  that  free- 
dom of  choice  to  explore  the  negative 
side  of  their  great  potentialities;  and 
in  that  exploration  they  found  toil, 
tragedy  and  tears.  They  discovered 
discord,  and  stood  dumbfounded  and 
despairing  as  life  itself  ran  away 
from  them,  never  to  be  called  back. 
They  had  put  falsehood  on  the  same 
basis  with  truth;  they  became  knowl- 
edgeable of  both  good  and  evil,  and 
the  long  sad  story  of  mankind  is  a 
repetition  of  this  tragedy. 

Man,  the  creature  with  a  choice, 
and  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the 
devil  are  vying  for  his  vote!  They  are 
clamoring  for  his  company.  They 
are  solicitous  of  his  soul.  And  man 
does  what  comes  naturally. 

But  as  we  might  expect,  man  is  not 
satisfied  with  what  comes  naturally; 
for  he  was  made  for  something  bet- 
ter. Though  he  is  a  creature  of  the 
dust;  yet  the  whirlwinds  of  God  stir 
that  dust.  Tabernacled  in  clay;  yet 
he  trembles  as  the  eternal  trumpets 
sound  within  his  soul. 

Man  Wants  God,  but  on  Man's  Terms 

Out  of  the  depths  man  has  cried, 


said  the  psalmist,  and  God  has  stoop- 
ed down;  for  He  is  a  good  and  a 
gracious  God,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish.  But  most  of  the  time, 
man  has  not  cried,  but  has  crawled 
from  his  depths,  on  his  own  strength, 
on  his  own  terms,  to  just  a  little 
higher  level  than  his  lowest;  and  he 
has  called  this  platform  of  achieve- 
ment "Progress."  In  his  own  strength 
and  on  his  own  terms,  man  has  built 
his  Babels— a  path  to  heaven  with  its 
base  on  the  earth.  On  his  own  terms 
man  has  woven  the  warp  and  woof 
of  his  philosophies  out  of  the  fibers 
of  both  truth  and  error.  God  has 
made  His  revelations,  and  man  has 
made  his  revisions,  until  Voltaire,  the 
free  thinker,  was  moved  to  make  this 
indictment  of  religion:  "Man  made 
in  the  image  of  God,  has  gone  about 
to  make  God  in  the  image  of  man." 

Times  have  not  changed— just 
terms.  The  heart  of  man  has  not  been 
modernized.  He  is  merely  working 
over  the  old  tragedies  with  new  tools, 
and  calling  his  troubles  and  anxie- 
ties by  new  names.  He  is  drowning 
out  the  voice  of  God  with  new  noises. 
He  wants  God,  but  on  man's  terms. 
He  will  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  his 
own  goals  and  have  some  kind  of  a 
kingdom  of  God  added  on. 

Into  this  world  of  earthly  crea- 
tures—into this  society  of  confusion, 
conformed  to  materialism,  our  Lord 
said:  "Go,  and  preach  the  Good 
News!  Everything  is  against  you. 
You  are  like  sheep  in  the  midst  of 
wolves.  They  have  hated  me,  and 
they  will  hate  you.  You  will  be  fools 
for  my  sake.  And  you  will  be  mis- 
understood.   Nevertheless,   GO." 

The  Message 

The  message  of  the  Christian  faith 
is  really  very  simple.  It  should  not 
be  misunderstood.  It  is  simply  that 
God  made  man  to  be  His  companion; 
that  man  has  a  will  and  a  choice,  and 
that  he  can  choose  whatever  he 
wants,  but  that  he  will  never  find 
what  he  wants  outside  of  God.  Man 
cannot  be  wholly  himself  until  he  is 
wholly  God's.  And  since  man  at 
his  best  cannot  comprehend  God, 
God  became  man.  Man  cannot  reach 
high  enough,  so  God  stooped  low 
enough.  Man  is  lost,  and  God  has 
come  down  to  find  him. 


Here  is  mystery  and  here  is  eter- 
nity converging  upon  time:  God  in  a 
cradle;  God  in  a  carpenter  shop;  God 
on  a  cross;  God  going  through  man's 
last  crisis  in  man's  place  so  that  man 
might  be  restored  to  his  vacated  place. 

This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is 
marvelous  in  our  eyes.  It  is  not  a  na- 
tural turn  of  events;  it  is  super- 
natural. It  is  not  what  man  would 
have  expected,  or  what  history  would 
have  predicted.  But  it  was  God's 
way,  and  His  ways  are  higher  than 
ours.  Paradoxically,  however,  God's 
highways  often  run  through  the  low- 
lands; and  thus  it  was  when  God 
came  down.  For  His  way  is  also  the 
way  of  love,  and  love  knows  no 
extremity.  It  is  the  way  of  the  serv- 
ant: God  upon  His  knees  washing 
the  feet  of  a  fisherman.  It  is  the 
way  of  the  shepherd:  God  upon  the 
mountaintop  seeking  a  sheep.  It  is 
the  wav  of  a  father:  God  viath  a  child 
upon  His  knee,  a  smudgy  little  hand 
upon  His  beard,  and  a  wayside  daisy 
stuck  in  His  hair.  It  is  the  way  of 
the  unfailing  friend:  God  with  blood 
flowing  from  His  brow  and  forgive- 
ness from  His  lips.  This  is  the  mys- 
tery: that  God  should  come  down! 
This  is  the  message:  that  God  shmdd 
care! 

The  Method 

And  finally,  this  is  our  method 
and  our  motive:  we  too  must  come 
down— and  care!  We  must  love  God 
with  all  our  hearts,  with  all  of  our 
minds,  with  every  energy  of  our 
being— and  the  rest  is  like  unto  the 
first,  we  must  love  our  neighbor  as 
ourselves.  The  servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord. 

If  we  v\'ould  win  our  twentiedi 
century  world,  we  must  care.  We 
must  serve  our  world  as  He  served, 
upon  our  knees.  We  must  seek  as 
He  sought,  up>on  the  hard  places, 
and  in  the  storms.  We  must  be  gentle 
as  He  was  gentle,  and  be  humble  as 
He  was  humble.  We  must  take  time 
as  He  took  time  to  love  the  little 
child,  even  if  it  belongs  to  someone 
else.  We  must  forgive  as  he  forgave, 
even  if  they  crucify  us.  The  logic 
of  divine  love  can  be  propagated  only 
by  the  practice  of  divine  love.  These 
are  the  actions  that  speak  louder 
than  words.  These  are  the  actions 
that  will   have  impact.  T

Liberal   Arts   Education 

At  the  recent  summer  workshop  of  the  Council  for 
the  Advancement  of  Small  Colleges,  held  in  Princeton, 
New  Jersey,  delegates  concentrated  their  attention  on 
a  study  of  liberal  arts  education.  Myron  F.  Wicke,  As- 
sociate General  Secretary  of  the  Methodist  Board  of 
Education,  gave  the  follovwng  definition:  "I  should  here 
define  a  liberal  education  as  one  which  meaningfully 
combines  breadth  with  depth,  a  vital  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  major  areas  of  knowledge  and  expe- 
rience—science, social  science,  humanities— with  pursuit 
of  one  discipline  to  its  very  frontiers.  I  suggest  that  the 
need  of  our  day  is  still  for  an  education  at  the  under- 
graduate level  which  is  liberal  in  this  sense.  Doors  dare 
not  be  closed  before  students  can  examine  the  rooms 
into  which  they  open." 

With  this  definition  most  Christian  educators  would 
concur.  However,  as  men  endeavor  to  arrive  at  under- 
standing in  all  areas  of  knowledge,  a  humanistic  philos- 
ophy often  takes  control.  Man  himself  sets  the  rules, 
and  even  the  possibility  of  divine  revelation  is  regarded 
as  outside  the  proper  sphere  of  study  for  the  "liberal 
man."  Such  a  philosophy,  while  declaiming  loudly  about 
the  "liberal"  mind,  which  is  subject  to  no  authoritarian 
shackles  and  is  free  to  follow  truth  wherever  it  leads, 
does  not  appear  to  be  nearly  so  free  as  it  claims.  The 
evolutionary  hypothesis  is  commonly  regarded  as  fact 
in  spite  of  major  features  of  the  system  being  unproved. 
Opposing  theories  are  often  not  granted  the  hearing 
which  a  truly  liberal  mind  ought  to  demand. 

Jesus  had  something  to  say  about  the  man  who  is 
truly  free.  "Whosoever  committeth  sin  is  the  slave  of 
sin.  ...  If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye 
shall  be  free  indeed"  (John  8:34,  36).  All  efforts  of  man 
to  free  himself  from  ignorance,  whether  it  be  ignorance 
of  God  or  of  the  world  around  him,  are  limited  from  full 
accomplishment  unless  Jesus  Christ  is  involved  in  the 
enterprise.  Man  unaided  can  discover  some  things  about 
God  by  observing  the  scene  around  him  (Rom.  1:18- 
20),  and  can  ascertain  many  truths  about  the  natural 
world.  But  the  basic  truth  which  gives  coherence  to 
the  whole  body  of  knowledge  must  come  by  revelation. 
Paul  states  it  in  Colossians  1:16  and  17,  when  he  pre- 
sented Christ  as  the  divine  person  whose  nature  and 
function  account  for  all  things,  uphold  all  things,  and 
determine  their  direction:  "All  things  were  created  by 
him,  and  for  him:  and  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by 
him  all  things  consist." 

Scholarship  and  Devotion 

Does  the  pursuit  of  scholarship  rob  a   Christian   of 


devotion  to  Christ  or  soul-winning  vision?  This  question 
was  discussed  by  Rev.  Wesley  Haller  in  a  paper  pre- 
sented to  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Ministers 
at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  on  August  22,  1964.  He  point- 
ed out  that  the  problem  is  an  old  one,  and  was  discussed 
by  the  fourth-century  father  Augustine  in  a  treatise.  On 
Christian  Doctrine.  To  Augustine,  knowledge  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  one  is  to  understand  the  Scripture, 
and  this  knowledge  was  not  to  be  acquired  in  a  mystical 
way. 

How  foolish  it  is  to  explain  lack  of  spiritual  fervor 
by  too  much  study  of  God's  Word.  Whatever  spiritual 
lack  may  exist  must  be  due  not  to  too  much  but  to  far 
too  little  understanding  of  God's  Word  for  man.  Hallei 
commented:  "In  many  churches  the  pulpit  is  ineffective, 
not  because  the  minister  is  a  theological  liberal,  but  be- 
cause even  though  he  is  an  evangelical  he  says  too 
litde.  Too  often  the  modem-dav  pastor  is  so  little  devoted 
to  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  is  so  far  from  being  im- 
mersed in  its  thought-v\'orld,  that  he  lives  from  hand  to 
mouth  in  finding  preaching  subjects." 

He  concluded  by  stating:  "Can  devotion  to  Christ 
be  combined  with  scholarship?  It  can  and  must  be,  if 
we  are  to  fulfill  all  of  the  great  commandment  of  Christ: 
'You  shall  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart 
and  with  all  your  soul  and  with  all  your  mind.  This  is 
the  great  and  foremost  commandment."' 

New  York  World's  Fair — a  Mirror 

A  world's  fair  is  a  mirror  of  the  interests,  beliefs,  and 
aspirations  of  its  people.  The  millions  who  have  visited 
the  current  fair  in  New  York  have  been  treated  to  a  vast 
array  of  exhibits  from  this  country  and  abroad.  Progress 
in  technology  is  impressively  displayed.  In  a  world  that 
has  already  witnessed  astounding  technological  advances, 
one  might  think  that  fairgoers  would  be  hard  to  im- 
press. Yet  the  long  lines  which  form  daily  at  such  ex- 
hibits as  General  Motors,  General  Electric,  Ford,  and 
IBM  provide  their  own  testimony  to  the  wonders  within. 

The  evangelical  fairgoer  notices  a  great  emphasis  upon 
evolution  as  the  explanation  of  all  life.  A  number  of 
the  major  exhibits  present  as  established  fact  the  emer- 
gence of  man  from  a  less-than-human  state.  Those  who 
accept  the  Scripture  need  to  present  the  Biblical  view 
to  their  children,  for  they  are  constantly  exposed  to  only 
one  side. 

Man's  religious  aspirations  have  not  been  neglected 
at  the  Fair.  The  cults  are  active  (Mormons,  Dawn  Bible 
Students,  Christian  Science).  The  Vatican  Pavilion  pre- 
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Jesse  Humberd,  professor  of 
science  and  mathematics  and  chair- 
man of  the  Natural  Science  Division 
of  Grace  College,  was  awarded  the 
doctor  of  philosophy  degree  at  the 
Ohio  State  University,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  on  August  28,  1964.  The 
subject  of  his  dissertation  was  "Re- 
ligious Bearings  in  the  Development 
of  Mathematics." 

Professor  Humberd  has  been  at 
Grace  College  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  four-year  program  in 
1954.  He  attended  Brvan  University 
in  Dayton,  Tennessee,  and  received 
the  bachelor  of  science  in  mathemat- 
ics in  1943.  He  served  three  and  a 
half  years  in  the  U.S.  Navy,  of  which 
the  latter  half  was  as  an  officer  on 
a  destroyer  in  the  Pacific. 

Following  his  release  from  the 
Navy,  he  completed  work  for  a 
bachelor  of  arts  at  Wittenberg  Col- 
lege, Springfield,  Ohio,  and  was  cer- 
tified to  teach  mathematics,  science, 
and  French  in  Ohio.  During  several 
summers  while  he  was  teaching  in 
public  schools,  he  completed  the 
master  of  arts  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, and  received  the  degree  in 
1950.  During  the  year  1947-48,  he 
taught  mathematics  and  physics  at 
Wittenberg  College,  Springfield, 
Ohio. 

Professor  Humberd,  his  wife 
Laura,  and  their  two  daughters, 
moved  to  Winona  Lake  in  1951, 
where  he  enrolled  in  Grace  Seminarv 
and  received  the  bachelor  of  divinitv 
degree  in  1954.  Mrs.  Humberd  re- 
ceived the  bachelor  of  arts  degree 
from  Grace  College  the  same  year, 
and  following  several  summers  work 
at  Wittenberg  College,  received  the 
bachelor  of  science  in  elementary 
education  in  1958.  She  is  completing 
a  thesis  for  the  master  of  religious 
education  degree  from  Grace  Semi- 
nary at  the  present  time,  and  is  also 
working  toward  a  degree  in  elemen- 
tary education  with  a  concentration 
in  the  teaching  of  reading. 

Grace  College  was  granted  an- 
nual accreditation  almost  immediate- 
ly ujx)n  becoming  a  four-year  institu- 
tion, and  the  State  Department  of 
Education  recommended  that  an  ad-

ditional  faculty  member  should  pur- 
sue an  advanced  degree.  So  Professor 
Humberd,  with  his  family,  spent 
several  summers  in  Ohio.  They 
moved  to  Ohio  in  January  1958,  and 
remained  until  June  1959  while  he 
fulfilled  residence  requirements  for 
the  doctor  of  philosophy  degree,  and 
taught  at  the  Ohio  State  University 
in  the  mathematics  department,  and 
at  the  University  School,  where 
Lenora  and  Margaret  were  enrolled 
in  ninth  and  seventh  grades  re- 
spectively. 

Upon  their  return  to  Winona 
Lake,  both  Professor  and  Mrs.  Hum 
herd  taught  in  Grace  College,  but 
as  their  daughters  became  of  college 
age,  Mrs.  Humberd  returned  to  pub- 


lic school  teaching,  and  at  present 
teaches  second  grade  in  the  Warsaw 
City  Schools. 

Their  daughters,  Lenora  a  junior, 
and  Margaret  a  freshman,  are  both 
attending  Grace  College,  and  plan 
to  teach  school. 

Congratulations 

The  board  of  trustees,  administra- 
tion, and  faculty  of  Grace  College 
and  Seminary  extend  congratulations 
to  Dr.  Humberd  on  this  achievement. 
Dr.  Humberd  serves  on  several  im- 
portant committees  at  the  college:

Upon  the  yellowed  pages  of  the 
journals  and  biographies  of  the  min- 
isters of  another  day  are  to  be  found 
evidences  of  a  passion  for  souls  which 
explains  the  spiritual  vigor  of  their 
churches. 

Said  Bunyan:  "In  my  preaching  I 
could  not  be  satisfied,  unless  some 
fruits  did  appear  in  my  work.  If  I 
were  fruidess,  it  mattered  not  who 
commended  me;  but  if  I  were  fruit- 
ful, I  cared  not  who  did  condemn." 

Bishop  Patrick,  wnriting  of  the 
learned  John  Smith,  said  "that  he 
had  resolved  very  much  to  lay  aside 
other  studies,  and  to  travail  in  the 
salvation  of  men's  souls,  after  whose 
good  he  most  earnesdy  thirsted." 

Alleine  was  "infinitely  and  insati- 
ably greedy  of  the  conversion  of  souls; 
and  to  this  end  he  poured  out  his 
very  heart  in  prayer  and  in  preach- 
ing. He  imparted  not  the  Gospel  of 
God  only,  but  his  own  soul.  His 
supplications  and  his  exhortations 
many  times  were  so  affectionate,  so 
full  of  holy  zeal,  life,  and  vigor,  that 
they  quite  overcame  his  hearers.  He 
melted  over  them,  so  that  he  molli- 
fied, and  sometimes  dissolved,  the 
hardest  hearts." 

Wrote  Baxter:  "The  work  of  con- 
version is  the  great  thing  that  we 
must  first  drive  at,  and  labor  with, 
all  our  might  to  effect  ...  I  confess, 
I   am    forced   frequently    to   neglect 


that  which  should  tend  to  the  furthei 
increase  of  knowledge  in  the  godly, 
because  of  the  lamentable  necessity 
of  the  unconverted  .  .  .  Methinks  I 
even  see  them  entering  upon  their 
final  woe!  Methinks  I  even  hear  them 
crying  out  for  help,  and  speediest 
help!" 

Wrote  Matthew  Henry:  "I  would 
think  it  a  greater  happiness  to  gain 
one  soul  to  Christ,  than  mountains  of 


silver  and  gold  to  myself.  If  God 
suffers  me  to  labor  in  vain,  though 
I  should  get  hundreds  a  year  by 
my  labor,  it  would  be  the  constant 
grief  and  trouble  of  my  soul;  and  if 
I  do  not  gain  souls,  I  shall  enjoy 
all  my  other  gains  with  very  little 
satisfaction." 

Dr.  Doddridge  wrote  to  a  friend: 
"I  long  for  the  conversion  of  souls 
more  sensibly  than  anything  else. 
Methinks  I  could  not  only  labor,  but 
die  for  it  with  pleasure.  The  love  of 
Christ  constraineth  me."— Revelation

—The  Coming  of  Christ

\  .  .  for  the  time  is  at  hand" 
Revelation    1:3;  22:10 


I  have  two  texts.  They  both  come 
from  the  same  book  and  they  both 
read  the  same  way.  The  first  is  re- 
corded in  Revelation  1:3.  The  second 
is  recorded  in  Revelation  22:10.  This 
statement,  "For  the  time  is  at  hand," 
appearing  twice  in  this  book,  once  in 
its  closing  words,  bind  together  the 
message  of  this  book.  In  unfolding 
the  message  of  this  statement,  three 
things  need  our  attention. 

The  Nearness  of  Those  Things  That 
Are  Recorded 

A  literal  rendering  of  this  state- 
ment from  the  original  Greek  would 
read:  "For  the  time  is  near."  Con- 
cerning the  fact  of  nearness,  it  is  im- 
possible to  understand  its  meaning 
without  knowing  the  Old  Testament 
background.  Some  five  hundred 
years  before  Christ,  when  the  people 
of  Israel  were  confined  in  bondage  in 
the  land  of  Babylon,  their  hearts 
cried  out  for  some  information  con- 
cerning the  future.  What  did  it  hold 
for  them?  Would  they  remain  in  cap- 
tivity? Would  they  be  released  from 
captivity?  Would  they  remain  in 
this  land,  or  have  opportunity  to  re- 
turn to  their  homeland?  Would  it 
be  their  privilege  to  restore  again 
those  sacred  sites  and  places?  What 
did  the  future  hold? 

This  plaintive  cry  of  their  hearts 
gave   voice    to   one   of    the    greatest 
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prayers  recorded  in  the  Bible,  the 
prayer  of  the  Prophet  Daniel,  re- 
corded in  chapter  9.  Even  before  he 
had  finished  the  prayer,  the  answer 
had  come.  The  answer  is  in  many 
respects  the  most  significant  escha- 
tological  passage  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. It  is  the  prophecy  of  the  sev- 
enty weeks  (Dan.  9:24-27). 

These  seventy  weeks  are  weeks 
of  years  totaling  four  hundred  ninety 
in  all.  They  are  for  the  purpose  of 
finishing  something.  In  general  it  is 
to  finish  the  course  and  career  for 
Israel  under  the  Old  Testament  law 
(v.  24).  These  years  begin  with  the 
issue  of  the  decree  of  Artaxerxes  to 
permit  the  people  to  return  to  their 
land  (v.  25).  They  conclude  with  the 
final  week  of  years  under  a  Roman 
prince  (v.  27).  This  period  is  divided 
into  two  segments,  the  first  consist- 
ing of  sixty-nine  weeks  or  483  years, 
and  the  second  the  seventieth  week 
of  seven  years. 

With  respect  to  the  first  segment, 
one  may  begin  counting  the  years 
immediately  and  consecutively  from 
the  decree  of  Artaxerxes  until  483 
years  have  passed.  It  brings  one  to 
that  day  when  Christ  rode  down  the 
Mount  of  Olives  on  the  colt— the  foal 
of  an  ass— crossed  the  Brook  Kidron, 
ascended  Mount  Moriah,  entered  in 
through  the  golden  gate  of  the  city 
and   offered   himself   to    the   people 


as  their  king  (w.  25-26).  Then  some- 
thing happened— Messiah  was  cut 
off.  He  was  cut  off  from  His  people 
by  rejection.  He  was  cut  off  from 
life  by  crucifixion.  He  was  cut  off 
from  this  earth  by  ascension. 

Now  it  might  be  expected  that  the 
final  week  of  years  would  follow  im- 
mediately and  consecutively  as  the 
first  483.  But  in  the  one  thousand 
and  nine  hundred  years  and  more 
that  have  succeeded,  there  is  not  one 
period  of  seven  years  that  fulfills 
the  prophecy  of  verse  27.  It  must 
therefore  be  concluded  that  that  pe- 
riod is  yet  future. 

Concluding  the  prophecy  of  Dan- 
iel, the  angel  announced  to  him: 
"But  thou,  O  Daniel,  shut  up  the 
words,  and  seal  the  book,  even  to  the 
time  of  the  end"  (12:4).  As  if  that 
were  not  sufficient,  these  words  are 
repeated  again  in  verse  9.  "And  he 
said,  Go  thy  way,  Daniel:  for  the 
words  are  closed  up  and  sealed  till 
the  time  of  the  end."  This  means  that 
no  creature,  natural  or  supernatural, 
can  open  the  book  and  unseal  its 
message  until  the  time  of  the  end. 
This  naturally  leads  one  to  ask  for 
identification  of  the  end. 

Returning  again  to  Daniel  9,  it 
refers  to  an  end  in  verse  26  when  the 
city  of  Jerusalem  will  be  destroyed 
by  the  people  of  the  coming  Roman 
prince.   This  happened   at   the   first 
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coming  of  Christ.  Inasmuch  as  both 
Old  and  New  Testaments  agree  that 
the  coming  of  Christ  is  to  characterize 
the  end,  it  is  significant  that  Christ's 
first  coming  initiated  the  end,  and 
His  second  coming  will  terminate  the 
end.  This  means  that  the  end  has 
now  stretched  out  into  more  than 
one  thousand  and  nine  hundred 
years,  enlarging  our  conception  of  the 
longsuffering  of  a  gracious  God. 

Ten  days  after  Christ  went  back 
to  glory  a  new  thing  was  created  on 
the  day  of  Pentecost.  The  church  was 
bom.  Sixty  years  slipped  by,  and 
during  that  time,  no  period  of  seven 
years  fulfilled  the  prophecy  of  the 
seventieth  week.  Then  by  decree  of 
Emperor  Domitian,  the  Apostle  John 
was  banished  to  the  rockbound  island 
of  Patmos.  There  on  that  forsaken 
spot,  the  greatest  revelation  ever  given 
to  man  was  given  to  John.  In  the 
opening  words  of  that  revelation 
Christ  said  to  him:  "For  the  time  is 
at  hand"  (v.  3).  When  the  revela- 
tion was  completed.  He  commanded 
him  to  "Seal  not  the  sayings  of  the 
prophecy  of  this  book:  for  the  time 
is  at  hand"  (v.  10). 

The  burden  of  the  Book  of  Reve- 
lation is  the  unfolding  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  prophecy  of  Daniel  9: 
27.  From  chapter  4  through  chapter 
19  the  events  making  up  that  final 
week  in  the  history  of  Israel  are  set 
forth.  It  is  significant  to  realize  that 
one  thousand  and  nine  hundred  years 
ago,  the  Lord  Jesus  gave  His  last 
word  to  the  church  the  assertion  that 
this  period  was  near.  If  it  was  near 
then,  it  is  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
years  nearer  now. 

The  Imminency  of  Those   Things 
Revealed 

By  the  term  imminent,  it  is  meant 
that  an  event  is  possible  at  any 
moment.  And  if  it  is  possible  at  any 
moment,  then  it  is  an  event  toward 
which  there  should  be  constant  ex- 
pectation. Our  Lord  declared  just 
before  He  went  away:  "I  will  come 
again"  (John  14:3).  But  He  did  not 
name  any  date.  It  must  therefore  be 
presumed  that  He  may  come  any 
time.  Through  all  the  history  of  the 
Christian  church,  amazing  ingenuitv 
has  been  displayed  in  the  effort  to 
escape  clear  meaning,  and  it  began 
with  the  disciples. 


To  His  disciples,  Christ  declared 
concerning  His  return:  "But  of  that 
day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man, 
no,  not  the  angels  which  are  in 
heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the  Fa- 
ther" (Mark  13:32).  In  this  statement 
He  made  it  clear  that  no  human 
being  knows  the  time;  in  fact,  no 
supernatural  being  knows  the  time; 
even  more  than  that,  not  even  the 
sovereign  Son  of  God  knows  the 
rime.  This  is  one  item  of  informa- 
tion upon  which  He  has  limited 
himself.  There  is  only  one  who 
knows  and  that  is  the  Father.  But  the 
disciples  still  did  not  grasp  the  mean- 
ing. During  His  post-resurrection 
ministry,  they  came  to  Him  again 
and  asked:  "Wilt  thou  at  this  time  re- 
store again  the  kingdom  to  Israel?" 
To  which  He  had  to  reply:  "It  is  not 
for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the 
seasons,  which  the  Father  hath  put 
in  his  own  power"  (Acts  1:6-7). 

In  these  t\^'o  verses,  both  of  them 
from  the  lips  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  four 
different  words  for  "time"  appear. 
In  the  word  "hour"  Christ  referred 
to  a  point  of  time;  in  the  word  "day" 
to  a  more  extended  period;  in  the 
word  "season"  to  a  still  more  ex- 
tended period;  and  in  the  Word 
"times"  to  the  grand  sweep  of  time. 
I  do  not  see  how  He  could  have 
used  four  words  that  would  more 
adequately  describe  every  aspect  of 
time.  And  over  all  of  it  He  made  it 
clear  that  knowledge  of  His  return 
is  known  only  to  the  Father.  But  in 
spite  of  this,  men  go  right  on  trying 
to  set  the  date.  Hence  there  is  just 
one  practical  reason:  if  the  date  can 
be  reasonably  determined,  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  prepare  for  this  event 
until   immediately   prior   to  it. 

If  I  were  to  say  that  Christ  will 
come  in  a  thousand  years,  almost  any 
one  could  shrug  that  off.  If  I  say 
He  will  come  in  a  hundred  years, 
few  there  are  who  will  be  apt  to 
pluck  the  bloom  from  the  century 
plant.  If  I  say  ten  years,  even  that 
is  a  long  time.  Who  will  respond 
with  urgency  to  that  date.  But  sup- 
pose we  made  it  a  year.  How  manv 
are  there  who  would  do  anything 
about  preparation  until  the  time  was 
almost  upon  them.  Think  of  a  week. 
If  in  seven  days  Christ  were  to  re- 
turn, how  would  we  live  the  next 
few  days?  Think  in  terms  of  twenty 


four  hours.  What  would  be  our  re- 
sponse to  an  announcement  like 
that?  I  think  everyone  should  answer 
that  between  himself  and  the  Lord. 
But  I  cannot  assert  any  of  these 
things.  However,  I  am  prepared  to 
declare  authoritatively,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Word  of  God,  that  Christ 
may  come  back  at  any  time.  More 
than  one  thousand  and  nine  hundred 
years  ago,  as  the  last  word  to  His 
church.  He  declared  that  "the  time 
is  at  hand."  The  passing  of  these 
one  thousand  and  nine  hundred 
years  has  brought  that  event  that 
much  closer.  One  of  these  days  the 
last  soul  will  be  added  to  the  church 
and  Christ  will  return  to  catch  His 
bride  away,  and  in  that  event  He  will 
usher  in  the  final  week  of  years  in 
the  history  of  Israel.  True  to  His 
promise.  He  came  once.  And  with 
equal  faithfulness,  we  may  be  sure 
that  He  will  come  again. 

The  Opportunity  for  Christians  Until 
Christ's  Return 

A  most  significant  word  for  "time" 
appears  in  the  text.  It  is  a  word 
which  refers  to  time  charged  with 
opportunity.  It  means  the  fitting, 
suitable  proper  time  in  which  an 
event  should  occur.  The  meaning  can 
best  be  illustrated  by  reference  to 
texts  where  the  word  is  used. 

In  Matthew  13:30,  Christ  tells  the 
parable  of  the  wheat  and  tares.  He 
says:  "Let  both  grow  together  until 
the  harvest;  and  in  the  time  of  har- 
vest." There  is  a  fitting,  suitable, 
proper  time  in  which  to  gather  in 
the  produce  of  the  ground.  Every 
farmer  knows  that.  And  there  is  a 
fitting,  suitable,  proper  time  to  plant. 
If  the  fanner  were  to  get  these  two 
confused,  he  would  be  in  great  trou- 
ble. 

In  II  Corinthians  6:2,  the  same 
word  is  used  in  a  text  most  Bible 
students  have  learned  to  quote:  "For 
he  saith,  I  have  heard  thee  in  a  time 
accepted,  and  in  the  day  of  salvation 
have  I  succoured  thee:  behold,  now 
is  the  accepted  time;  behold,  now  is 
the  day  of  salvation."  This  can  only 
mean  that  the  fitting,  suitable,  proper 
time  to  be  saved  is  now.  Not  tomor- 
row; not  next  week;  not  next  year. 
Right  now.  There  are  those  who  are 
constantly  putting  this  matter  off 
for  a   more   convenient   season.    But 
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there  is  none.  And  it  may  be  added 
that  now  is  the  time  for  proclaiming 
the  good  news  of  salvation. 

In  I  Corinthians  4:5,  Paul  wrote 
to  a  church  that  was  split  four  ways. 
There  were  four  leaders  in  this  con- 
gregation who  were  vying  for  promi- 
nence. Every  member  of  this  church 
was  joined  to  one  or  anodier  of  these 
teachers.  The  factionalism  which  de- 
veloped resulted  in  one  group  judg- 
ing another.  The  conclusions  which 
they  came  to  were  not  correct  be- 
cause they  were  unable  to  see  things 
in  true  perspective,  and  they  had  too 
few  facts  with  which  to  work.  So 
Paul  had  to  write:  "Therefore  judge 
nothing  before  the  time,  until  the 
Lord  come."  Certainly  no  more  fit- 
ting, suitable,  or  proper  time  for 
judgment  exists.  At  this  time  the 
work  of  salvation  will  be  completed, 
and  the  scales  will  have  fallen  away 
from  the  eyes  of  every  believer.  He 
will  then  be  able  to  see  the  multi- 
plied facts  in  their  true  perspective. 

I  call  attention  to  one  more  pas- 
sage of  Scripture,  Galatians  6:9-10, 
where  the  same  word  appears:  "And 
let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing: 
for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if 
we  faint  not.  As  we  have  therefore 
opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all 
men,  especially  unto  them  who  are 
of  the  household  of  faith."  In  verse 
9  the  word  "season"  is  the  same  word 
for  "time";  and  in  verse  10  it  is  trans- 
lated "opportunity." 

The  period  of  time  we  call  "now," 
which  intervenes  between  the  pres- 
ent and  that  moment  when  Christ 
shall  come,  is  the  fitting,  suitable, 
proper  time  in  which  to  respond  to 
God.  For  the  sinner,  it  is  his  oppor- 
tunity to  be  saved;  for  the  saint,  it 
is  his  opportunity  to  serve.  Inasmuch 
as  Christ  declared  that  "the  time  is 
at  hand"  for  His  return,  and  this  He 
did  more  than  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  years  ago,  it  appears  that  any 
apathy  in  response  toward  this  an- 
nouncement is  trifling  of  infinite 
dimensions. 

The  hazards  of  the  highways 
should  teach  us  this.  I  said  to  a  con- 
gregation as  I  brought  this  message 
to  a  close,  that  in  view  of  these  haz- 
ards, no  one  had  any  assurance  that 
he  would  reach  home  in  safety.  Little 
did  I  dream  that  within  ten  minutes 
this  would  be  sealed  to  every  heart 
in  a  horrible  tragedy.  A  woman  in  her 


sixties  left  the  church  to  return  home 
some  five  miles  to  pick  up  a  warm 
dish  and  bring  it  back  for  a  fellow- 
ship meal  in  the  church.  When  she 
drove  her  car  out  on  to  one  of  the 
well-traveled  highways,  something 
went  wrong,  and  she  was  driving 
down  the  left  side  of  the  highway. 
An  oncoming  car,  traveling  at  a  speed 
estimated  by  the  traffic  officers  at 
eighty-five  miles  per  hour,  hit  hers 
in  a  head-on  collision.  She  was 
killed  instantly,  as  well  as  the  driver 
of  the  other  car,  also  his  fourteen- 
year-old  son.  The  mother  in  the  other 
car  died  a  few  hours  later,  and  a 
four-year-old  lad  lived  to  be  a  crip- 
ple. 

Does  this  accident  suddenly  alert 
us  to  the  urgency  of  the  hour?  Is  it 
possible  that  it  takes  such  an  event 
to  awaken  us  to  the  lateness  of,  and 
the  preciousness  of,  the  time?  Is  it 
possible  that  we  believe  the  Lord 
to  the  saving  of  our  souls,  but  His 
last  word  to  His  beloved  church  we 
set  aside  as  of  little  consequence? 
Think  of  it  again,  the  last  words  He 
uttered  more  than  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  years  ago  were:  "For  the 
time  is  at  hand." 

There  are  few  readers  of  Chris- 
tian literature  who  have  not  come 
across  the  name  of  Robert  Murray 
McCheyne.  He  was  a  minister  of 
the  Gospel  who  lived  to  be  twenty- 
nine  years  of  age.  But  in  those  years 
he  accomplished  more  than  many 
who  lived  a  normal  life  span.  At  the 
conclusion  of  a  board  meeting  in 
his  church,  he  asked  the  old  gentle- 
man who  was  in  charge:  "Do  you 
think  Jesus  wall  come  tonight?"  The 
old  gentleman  wrinkled  his  brow  and 
ran  his  hand  through  his  gray  hair 
in  reflection,  and  replied:  "No,  I 
don't  think  Jesus  will  come  tonight." 
The  pastor  repeated  this  with  each 
member  of  his  board,  and  the  re- 
sponse was  the  same  with  each.  He 
then  turned  to  Matthew  24:44  and 
read  these  words  of  Jesus:  "In  such 
an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son 
of  man  cometh." 

There  are  many  believers  who  pro- 
fess with  the  lips  that  they  believe 
in  the  imminent  return  of  Christ. 
This  is  good  and  right,  and  this  they 
ought  to  do.  But  men  often  profess 
with  the  lips  certain  articles  of  faith, 
but  they  do  not  bring  their  lives  into 
conformity  with  the  profession.  Jesus 


referred  to  an  evil  servant  who  said: 
"In  his  heart.  My  Lord  delayeth  his 
coming"  (Matt.  24:48).  This  man 
began  to  engage  in  violence  and  dis- 
sipation as  the  moral  result  of  his 
calculation  in  time.  It  is  therefore 
proper  to  say  that  men  may  not  live 
by  what  they  profess  with  their  lips, 
but  they  never  fail  to  live  by  what 
they  believe  in  their  hearts. 

The  shadow  on  the  sundial  of  this 
age  has  dropped  low,  and  on  the 
basis  of  the  words  of  Jesus,  our  bless- 
ed Saviour,  it  is  later  than  we  think. 
"For  yet  a  little  while,  and  he  that 
shall  come  will  come,  and  will  not 
tarry"  (Heb.   10:37).  T

HOW  DOES  THE  STUDENT  BENEFIT? 

To  encourage  young  men  and  women  preparing  for 
Christian  service  The  President's  Fund  was  established. 
To  be  eligible  a  student  must  be  satisfactorily  pursuing 
a  course  of  study  leading  to  full-time  Christian  work 
through  the  college  or  seminary  training. 

For  each  year  the  recipient  serves  in  a  full-time  capacity 
in  the  Brethren  ministry  (including  the  pastorate,  mis- 
sionary service,  or  Christian  day-school  teaching)  fol- 
lowing graduation,  20  per  cent  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest is  cancelled,  the  total  amount  being  cancelable. 


WHERE  IS  THIS  MONEY  SECURED? 


Through  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958 
the  Federal  government  assists  students  who  enter  the 
teaching  profession  in  the  public  schools. 

In  like  manner,  we  must  encourage  young  people  who 
purpose  to  enter  the  full-time  Christian  ministry.  How- 
ever, we  cannot  turn  to  outside  sources  to  secure 
funds  for  the  Christian  ministry.  Such  money  must  come 
from  Christian  friends  who  desire  to  see  these  young 
people  encouraged  in  the  years  of  preparation.

Hawaii  Emphasis 

Featured  in  this  issue  is  the  field  of  Hawaii.  This  is 
the  seventh  and  concluding  issue  in  which  the  various 
fields  have  been  presented.  We  feel  that  this  coverage 
has  been  very  worthwhile,  and  hope  that  the  informa 
tion  has  been  helpful  to  our  readers.  Please  read  carefully 
the  material  on  Hawaii,  and  catch  the  thrill  of  the  great 
challenge  in  that  field.  Many  souls  have  been  saved  in 
Hawaii.  There  are  great  possibilities  for  the  future.  How- 
ever, the  biggest  hindrance  foreseen  at  the  present  time  is 
dhe  securing  of  land  on  which  to  build  church  buildings. 

Some  may  wonder  why  there  is  a  "foreign  missions" 
work  in  Hawaii.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this:  (I) 
The  work  was  started  before  Hawaii  became  a  state;  {2) 
Since  it  is  separated  from  the  mainland  bv  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  and  since  the  culture  of  many  of  the  people  in 
Hawaii  is  similar  to  that  of  Oriental  countries,  it  seems 
advisable  to  continue  it  as  a  foreign  mission  ministry;  (3) 
Rather  than  to  make  any  drastic  shift  at  the  present 
time,  the  work  with  these  churches  is  being  continued 
in  order  that  they  may  become  self-supporting  and  then 
carry  on  their  own  work.  After  that  it  is  hoped  they 
would  need  no  help  from  foreign  missions.

A  new  character  is  being  introduced  to  our  Brethren 
foreign  missions  constituency— Mr.  C.  M.  (See  'em)

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THE  HAWAII  CHALLENGE 

Past^   Present  and  Future 


ALOHA  from  our  newest  state, 
the  land  of  opportunity! 

The  beginnings  of  the  Brethren 
testimony  in  Hawaii  came  about 
when  twelve  years  ago  the  hearts  of 
Sgt.  and  Mrs.  Jeff  Jones  became  bur- 
dened 'to  evangelize  the  communitv 
of  Red  Hill.  Greatly  enlarged  and 
strengthened  over  what  it  was  in 
its  inception,  the  Brethren  work  now 
includes  three  testimonies. 

In  May  1953  my  wife  and  I  came 
to  Hawaii  to  take  over  the  work 
there  in  the  Red  Hill  area.  It  is  with 
joy  that  we  recall  the  ministry,  the 
blessings,  and  the  victories  of  those 
early  days.  And,  entering  into  prep- 
aration for  full-time  Christian  service 
today  there  are  those  who  date  theii 
Christian  experience  and  dedication 
to  those  early  years  in  Grace  Chapel. 

As  the  Red  Hill  work  grew,  the 
finding  of  a  place  of  worship  became 
a  problem.  With  the  cooperation  of 
the  U.  S.  Navy  and  the  Hawaii 
Housing  Authorities— but,  of  course, 
all  under  God— such  a  place  was 
marvelously  provided  in  the  form  of 
Grace  Chapel,  and  a  real  testimony 
for  Christ  is  still  maintained  in  that 
place.  This  testimony  is  presently  be- 
ing carried  on  by  Dr.  T.  E.  DeVries, 
administrative  vice  president  of  Jack- 
son College,  Honolulu.  Previous  to 
his  coming,  and  after  my  own  tenure 
of  service  in  that  place,  the  admin- 
istration of  the  work  continued  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Earl  Wagner 
of  the  Winona  Lake  (Indiana)  Breth- 
ren Church,  and  Mr.  Tim  Smith,  as 
sistant  director  of  Youth  for  Christ 
in  Hawaii.  Both  of  these  performed 
an  excellent  ministry. 

The  work  in  Waipio  Acres  began 
when  we  established  residence  nere 
in  November  1960.  Waipio  is  a  small 
community  nestled  in  a  deep  ravino 
in  the  heart  of  the  Dole  pineapple 
plantation.  It  consists  of  about  485 
homes  and  one  military  apartment 
hotel.    It    may    be    described    as    an

average  community  of  people  in  the 
middle  income  bracket  and  of  varied 
occupations.  The  chief  means  of  em- 
ployment is  found  in  Civil  Service 
on  the  different  military  bases,  while 
others  are  employed  in  private  in- 
dustry. The  community  is  average, 
also,  in  that  the  predominant  need 
is  spiritual. 

On  January  8,   1961,  after  having 
canvassed    the   community,    we    had

our  first  Sunday  school  and  worship 
service.  God's  blessing  seemed  to 
be  ujxjn  the  work  from  the  begin- 
ning, for  He  permitted  us  to  see  the 
salvation  of  an  adult  in  our  first 
worship  service.  Difficulties  of  various 
natures  have  been  experienced,  but 
nothing  over  which  God  has  not  over- 
ruled. On  January  6,  1963,  the  Lord 
led  us  to  organize  into  a  Brethren 
church,  with  twenty-eight  charter 
members,  including  the  members  of 
five  complete  families.  In  May  of 
the  same  year  we  were  granted  in- 
corporation  under   the   laws   of   the 


State  of  Hawaii. 

The  people  of  our  group,  with  the 
exception  of  one  service  family,  are 
all  ''local."  By  that  we  mean  they  arc 
not  of  Caucasian  ancestry,  but  are 
made  up  of  the  different  ethnic 
groups  of  the  island,  some  of  which 
are  Japanese,  Hawaiian,  Chinese, 
Portuguese,  Filipino,  and  mixtures  of 
these  or  other  nationalities.  For  the 
local  population  we  are  grateful.  It 
tends  to  improve  relationships 
and  stability,  and  this  is  reflected 
in  a  characteristic  of  the  group  we 
have  noted  in  a  marked  degree:  that 
is,  their  faithfulness  to  the  services 
of  the  church.  There  are  national 
traits  of  graciousness  and  hospitality 
displayed  on  the  part  of  most  of  the 
native  people  of  the  state,  but  their 
faithfulness  to  the  things  of  God, 
I  believe,  is  born  of  God  in  their 
hearts.  Since  they  are  Oriental  in 
origin,  their  religdoojs  background 
is  largely  Buddhist;  yet  many,  espe- 
cially of  the  younger  generation,  find 
their  ways  into  the  religions  of  the 
Western  culture,  esj>ecially  Roman 
Catholicism.  Because  of  their  reli- 
gious backgrounds  and  the  different 
cultures,  it  is  not  easy  to  persuade  the 
people  concerning  Christ,  the  Word 
of  God,  or  of  salvation  through  faith 
in  Christ.  But,  when  the  heart  is 
won,  I  believe  you  have  a  sincere 
advocate  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 

The  services,  the  slate  of  meetings, 
and  the  activities  are  much  the  same 
as  those  of  our  mother  churches  on 
the  mainland.  We  know  you  would 
be  welcomed  and  made  to  feel  right 
at  home  and  comfortable,  possibly 
noting  the  only  difference  being  that 
of  personalities. 

The  future  of  the  work  in  Waipio, 
under  the  present  circumstances,  is 
limited  to  our  existing  facilities.  And, 
we  have  heard  from  more  than  one 
source  that  p>eople  are  hesitant  to  go 
into  a  home  to  worship.   Since  our

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A  Review  of  the 
Waimalu  Ministry 


By    Rev.    Edmund    M.    Leech 


Geography— Waimalu  is  ten  miles 
from  downtown  Honolulu  and  on 
Oahu's  largest  highway,  so  it  is  in 
a  strategic  position  for  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel.  Here  we  reach 
725  families.  There  is  no  church 
building  in  the  area,  and  Grace 
Brethren  is  the  only  evangelical 
church  which  canvasses  it. 

Pofulation  is  mostly  Oriental— 
mainly  Japanese,  but  with  Filipinos, 
Chinese,  Koreans,  and  Hawaiians 
also.  There  are  some  white  families, 
mostly  transients  from  the  armed 
forces,  usually  here  for  three  years. 

Progress— The  nucleus  of  our  testi- 
mony consists  of  six  families  in  which 
both  parents  are  saved  and  in  active 
fellowship.  In  addition  there  are 
wives  whose  husbands  are  unsaved, 
and  one  husband  whose  wife  has 
not  yet  received  Christ.  Then  there 
are  two  single  women  active  in  the 
work  and  scores  of  young  people  who 
have  made  a  profession  and  come 
either  to  Sunday  school  or  to  some 


of  the  other  services. 

Regular  Meetings— In  Sttnday 
school  the  average  attendance  for  the 
first  half  of  this  year  was  110.  All 
the  teachers  (except  ourselves)  have 
come  to  know  Christ  through  the 
Brethren  testimony.  We  urgently 
need  teachers  for  an  adult  class  and 
for  a  senior  high  class.  In  the  Sun- 
day morning  service  the  average  at- 
tendance for  April  through  June  was 
42;  and  the  evening  service  average 
was  33.  Midweek  Bible  study:  a  meet- 
ing is  held  on  Wednesday  nights, 
and  three  on  Thursdays:  a  morning 
class  for  housewives,  a  class  at  7  p.m. 
for  new  Christians  and  inquirers, 
and  one  for  men  at  8  p.m.  On  Wed- 
nesdays, Mrs.  Leech  teaches  a  Child 
Evangelism  class.  We  are  looking  for 
local  people  to  teach  this,  to  free 
Mrs.  Leech  for  adult  work. 

Yotith  Worfe— This  has  its  ups  and 
downs.  Earlier  this  year  we  saw  over 
twentv  high  schoolers  in  Sunday 
school,  but  commencement  of  a  Com-

munity  Youth  Bowling  League  on 
Sunday  mornings  (half  price  then) 
lured  many  away.  To  attract  the 
vouth,  we  put  on  a  sports  program 
with  basketball  and  Softball.  To  be 
on  a  team,  one  must  attend  three 
Sundays  out  of  four.  Just  now  we 
are  in  an  off  season  and  attendances 
have  dropped,  but  we  do  have  some 
coming  who  would  not  have  been 
reached  but  for  the  sports  program. 
Do  pray  for  a  dedicated  couple  to 
lead  our  youth  work. 

Child  Evangelism— Mrs.  Leech 
holds  a  weekly  class  when  from 
twenty  to  thirty  usually  attend,  with 
numerous  dear  little  children  receiv- 
ing the  Lord. 

Methods— As  Paul  sought  "by  all 
means"  to  save  souls,  so  we  use  dif- 
ferent methods.  Much  use  is  made  of

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organization,  we  have  anticipated 
moving  into  different  quarters  or  into 
a  different  location,  and  to  that  end 
we  have  established  a  building  fund. 
This  may  permit  us  to  enter  into  a 
new  development  adjacent  to  us.  The 
following  are  the  details  of  this  which 
now  confronts  us  as  the  greatest  op 
portunity  which  has  presented  itself 
to  The  Brethren  Church  of  Hawaii 
since  its  beginning. 

For  years,  Oceanic  Properties— a 
subsidiary  of  the  Dole  pineapple 
plantation,  in  charge  of  all  of  the 
plantation's  land  holdings— has  been 
endeavoring  to  secure  a  permit  from 
the  State  of  Hawaii  for  the  creation 
of  a  new  town  which  would  be  im- 
mediately   adjacent    to    our    present 


Waipio  location.  The  general  plan 
originally  included  some  9,000  acres 
to  be  develoj>ed  over  a  period  of  ten 
to  twelve  years.  But  because  this  area 
comprises  prime  level  agricultural 
land,  the  state  refused  to  release  the 
same  for  development  purposes.  This 
past  January,  however,  the  Land  Use 
Commission  met  to  consider  the  pro- 
posal, and  after  much  deliberation 
and  pressure  from  many  and  varied 
departments  of  city  and  county  gov- 
ernment, organizations,  and  men  of 
prominence,  the  Commission  voted  to 
permit  development  of  a  part  of 
this  area.  Upon  completion  of  the 
necessary  engineering  layout  work 
and  of  the  facilities,  including  water, 
lights,  sewage,  sidewalks,  and  streets, 
actual  development  of  the  area  in 
its   individual   units   will   begin   not 


later  than  August  1965. 

We  realize  there  will  be  many 
denominational  bodies  just  as  anxious 
as  ourselves  to  enter  the  develop- 
ment, and  we  have  been  told  that  if 
we  are  to  secure  a  place  in  the  master 
plan,  we  should  make  application 
within  sixty  days.  So  you  see.  Breth- 
ren, we  are  on  the  threshold  of  our 
opportunity.  But,  for  our  local  as- 
sembly to  try  to  compete  with  other 
larger  bodies  appears  to  be  folly. 
Beloved,  we  of  "Macedonia"  would 
extend  to  you  the  call:  "Come  over 
.  .  .  and  help  us"!  As  Paul  imme- 
diately sailed  before  the  wind  (sym- 
bolical of  the  Spirit)  and  "came  with 
a  straight  course,"  may  we  resolve 
ourselves  in  similar  fashion.  May  we 
enjoy,  and  move,  in  the  same  direc- 
tion! ▼ 
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the  regular  preaching  and  teaching 
ministry  on  Sundays  and  at  midweek 
meetings.  Then  there  is  the  distribu- 
tion of  hterature.  Every  pupil, 
whether  present  or  absent,  receives  a 
copy  of  take-home  reading.  Sixty 
copies  of  Power  go  out  weekly  to 
teen-agers.  Most  of  our  Sunday-school 
children  come  from  non-Christian 
homes,  so  the  adult  paper  Light  is 
put  into  the  hands  of  their  parents, 
some  115  copies  in  all.  To  reach  un- 
saved men,  we  give  out  the  quarterly 
"Personal  Experience"  issue  of  Con- 
tact, put  out  by  the  CBMC,  to  sixty 
men.  We  believe  in  the  words  of 
Psalm  126:5-6.  In  addition,  several 
times  a  year  a  leaflet  advertising  the 
church  and  containing  a  gospel  mes- 
sage is  placed  in  every  house.  On  the 
final  Sunday  night  of  each  month, 
gospel  films  are  used.  Attendances  at 
these  showings  have  reached  into  the 
sixties.  In  the  above  ministries,  there 
is  much  opportunity  for  personal 
visitation. 

Wider  Outreach— VJe  cooperate 
with  Youth  for  Christ.  Just  now  three 
of  our  teen-age  girls  are  attending  a 
YFC  camp  at  which  a  Teen  Team 
is  present.  This  same  Teen  Team 
will  be  with  us  for  two  evenings. 
Through  the  Evangelical  Ministers 
Fellowship  we  can  give  our  people  a 


wider  vision,  for  through  them  and 
also  Youth  for  Christ  we  are  able  to 
invite  as  guest  speakers  gifted  visi- 
tors to  Hawaii.  The  most  recent  is 
Rev.  Harry  Williams,  an  advance 
agent  for  Billy  Graham;  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams is  a  member  of  the  Whittier 
Community  Church  in  California. 
Several  of  our  people  are  anxious  to 
get  in  the  counseling  classes  for  the 
coming  campaign. 

Ministry  of  Visiting  Brethren— 
Our  j>eople  rallied  splendidly  to  the 
March  visit  of  Dr.  Barnard  and  the 
June  visit  of  Dr.  Glenn  O'Neal  and 
his  son.  Dale.  Conversions  are  trace- 
able to  both  of  these  ministries,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  spiritual  help  given 
the  believers  and  the  sense  of  security 
at  the  vision  given  them  of  belong- 
ing to  a  wonderful  fellowship,  that 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches. 

An  Imperative  Need— The  need 
to  acquire  our  own  land  and  build- 
ings continues  to  have  top  priority. 
Our  tenure  of  the  school  is  contin- 
gent on  our  showing  progress  in  get 
ting  our  own  buildings.  Just  recendy 
a  group  was  put  out  of  a  school  foi 
failure  to  show  progress.  The  only 
nearby  available  land  is  a  rugged  hill- 
side strip  three  acres  in  area,  of  which 
only  one  acre  is  usable,  and  the  price 


Good  News  for  Africa!

talked  to  us  with  fear  and  with 
tears  in  their  eyes.  One  said  a  child 
had  strayed  out  and  had  been  pinned 
to  a  tree  with  flying  zinc.  Another 
said  a  cow  had  been  cut  in  two 
with  flying  zinc.  Another  said  their 
house  had  been  completely  destroyed 
and  their  possessions  lost.  The 
thunder  came  so  hard  it  shook  the 
pictures  off  the  walls.  The  winds 
were  loud  and  strong.  How  terrify- 
ing were  the  wdnds  of  160  miles  an 
hour! 

The  question  would  be  asked: 
"Are  you  ready?"  Some  were  ready, 
even  to  staying  indoors  with  windows 
closed.  Others  began  slowly  by  lay- 
ing in  favorite  goodies  and  groceries 
for  a  few  days— just  in  case.  And  then 
others  said,  "Wait."  Wait  until  the 
last  warning  (there  are  four  warn 
ings)  to  get  ready. 

Finally  the  last  warning  came: 
"This  is  warning  number  one.  Please 
complete  all  precautions  immediate- 
ly, for  the  hurricane  is  expected  to 
hit  the  island  around  8  a.m."  You 
could  hear  people  working  through 
the  night  tying  down  things  that 
might  move,  boarding  up  glass  win- 
dows, and  taking  inside  all  loose  ob- 
jects. The  water  bottles  were  filled, 
the  bathtub  was  filled,  candles  and 
flashlights  were  at  the  fingertips, 
ready  for  use.  All  was  in  readiness 
for  the  hurricane's  coming.  Finally 
all  was  quiet  except  for  an  occasional 
strong  gust  of  wind  and  rain. 
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Then,  the  following  morning,  came 
the  announcement.  Cleo,  the  hurri- 
cane, had  moved  to  the  south  and 
only  the  south  coast  would  be  af- 
fected by  high  tides  and  gale  winds. 
And  then  there  was  the  job  of  un- 
doing the  preparations,  with  grati- 
tude that  the  Lord  had  sent  the 
storm  out  to  sea,  thus  sparing  many 
people's  lives. 

How  like  the  Christian   life  this 

seems  to  be.  The  Word  of  God  says. 

"Looking  for  that  blessed  hojje,  and

I  (Titus  2:13).  Those  who  look  have 

I  certain  jobs  which  have  to  be  done. 

I  There  are  warnings  and  preparations, 

!  strong  and  clear,  to  perform. 

First,    we    hear    warning    number 

I  four,  a  warning  of  the  beginning  to 

I  listen  for  future  announcements  and 

I  to  be  ready.  From  the  Word  of  God 

I  comes  the  warning:  "For  God  so  loved 

j  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 

'  gotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth 

in  him  should  not  perish,  but  ha\'e 

everlasting  life"    (John    3:16).    Some 

hear  this  warning  and  ask  the  Lord 

Jesus   to   come    in    and    dwell    with 

them.    However,   others   wait   for   a 

stronger    and    closer    warning. 

Second  comes  warning  number 
three:  Begin  your  preparation  im- 
mediately, set  your  house  in  order! 
"For  the  v\'ages  of  sin  is  death;  but 
the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord"  (Rom.  6:23). 
Those  who  received  the  first  warning 


are  busy  preparing.  Their  manner  of 
life  is  changing,  for  their  objectives 
have  changed.  They  are  out  warning 
others,  that  they,  too,  may  hear  and 
be  prepared.  The  Word  of  God  gives 
instruction:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teach- 
ing them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you:  and  lo, 
I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world"  (Matt.  28:19-20). 
Third  comes  warning  number 
two:  Lay  in  supplies,  take  in  all  loose 
objects,  and  put  in  all  provisions  for 
several  days,  including  water.  Again 
comes  the  warning  from  the  Word  of 
God:  "And  almost  all  things  are  bv 
the  law  purged  with  blood;  and  with- 
out shedding  of  blood  is  no  remis 
sion"  (Heb.  9:22).  "But  as  many  as 
received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to 
them  that  believe  on  his  name:  which 
were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the 
will  of  tbe  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of 
man,  but  of  God"  (John  1:12-13). 
To  those  who  have  received  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and 
are  telling  others  of  Him,  further  in 
structions  come:  "I  must  work  the 
works  of  him  that  sent  me,  while  it 
is  day:  the  night  cometh,  when  no 
man  can  work"  (John  9:4).  "Say 
not  ye.  There  are  yet  four  months, 
and  then  cometh  harvest?  behold,  I 
say  unto  you.  Lift  up  your  eves,  and 
look  on  the  fields;  for  they  are  white 


already  to  harvest"   (John   4:35). 

Finally,  the  last  warning,  number 
one,  comes  with  pleading  voice.  Pre- 
pare immediately,  for  the  time  is  at 
hand.  God  gives  a  final  invitation  in 
Revelation  3:20:  "Behold,  I  stand  at 
the  door,  and  knock:  if  any  man  hear 
my  voice,  and  oj>en  the  door,  I  will 
come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with 
him,  and  he  with  me."  To  those  who 
have  been  laboring  faithfully  the 
Lord  says:  "Let  not  your  heart  be 
troubled  ...  I  go  and  prepare  a  place 
for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  re- 
ceive you  unto  myself;  that  where  I 
am,  there  ve  may  be  also"  (John  14: 
1-3).  Those  who  scoff  must  say:  "The 
harvest  is  past,  the  summer  is  ended, 
and  we  are  not  saved"  (Jer.  8:20). 

As  the  hurricane  goes  about  the 
Caribbean  it  either  hits  or  misses  the 
islands.  So  the  Lord  will  come  in 
the  clouds  and  call  out  those  who 
have  accepted  Him,  striking  here  and 
there.  The  Scriptures  say:  "In  a 
moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 
at  the  last  trump:  for  the  trumpet 
shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed"  (I  Cor.  15:52). 

Then  comes  the  reward  for  those 
who  have  prepared:  a  feast  at  Jesus' 
feet,  and  happiness  with  no  pain  or 
suffering.  Those  who  have  rejected 
Christ  go  out  to  eternal  darkness. 

Listen  to  these  warnings  as  they 
come  strong  and  clear!  Hear,  and 
obey,  that  vou  may  be  prepared  and 
filled  with  peace!  ▼

What  kind  of  lives  have  we  lived 
this  year?  How  many  souls  have  we 
won  this  year?  I  believe  that  our  sta- 
tistical report  shows  there  have  been 
victories  in  some  areas  but  also  spe 
cific  need  for  more  dedication  in 
other  areas  of  WMC  work. 

Let  me  put  it  in  a  more  definite 
way.  In  some  localities  a  minimum 
wage  is  $1  an  hour  for  some  types 
of  work.  Let  me  ask  you  this:  If  for 
every  dollar  you  gave  to  WMC  this 
past  year  you  'had  also  spent  one  hour 
in  winning  a  sister  to  be  one  of  "His 
own,"  how  many  new  sisters  in 
Christ  could  you  present  to  Him  to- 
day? This  is  one  of  my  deep  con- 
cerns in  WMC.  We  find  it  so  much 
easier  to  give  an  offering  than  to 
live  a  testimony  and  win  a  sister.  It  is 
easier  to  pay  than  to  pray;  easier  to 
conceal  Christ  than  to  reveal  Him. 
Let  us  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  winning  others  to  Christ  is  our 
ultimate  goal  and  the  most  convincing 
manifestation  of  our  love  for  Him. 

The  great  events  of  the  life  of 
Christ  in  John's  gospel  have  revealed 
Him  to  us  as  a  man,  as  the  Son  of 
God,  and  as  our  Saviour.  As  we  leave 
this  past  year,  let  us  each  one  ask 
ourselves  this  question:  What  has 
been  the  revelation  in  my  life  of 
Christ  this  past  year?  Where  is  the 
fruit  of  my  life? 

Turning  our  attention  to  our  new 
theme  from  the  book  of  Hebrews,  we 
become  aware  that  upon  the  fact  of 
the  five  words  of  our  theme  rests  the 
absolute  certainty  and  assurance  of 
our  deliverance  from  sin  and  entrance 


into  eternal  life.  "He  is  faithful  that 
promised."  Here  in  Hebrews  we  be- 
hold our  Lord  in  all  of  His  divine 
power  and  glory.  "When  he  had  by 
himself  purged  our  sins,  [he]  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Maj- 
esty on  high"  (Heb.  1:3).  Here  He 
is  our  ascended  Lord,  our  great  High 
Priest,  the  perfect  sacrifice,  the  Jew- 
ish Messiah,  the  Saviour. 

If  you  and  I  today  were  standing 
with  the  Israelites  at  the  foot  of 
Mount  Sinai,  seeing  the  lightning 
flash,  hearing  the  thunder  roll,  and 
listening  to  the  mighty  voice  of  God 
proclaim,  "Thou  shalt"  and  "Thou 
shalt  not,"  we,  too,  might  tremble  and 
be  afraid  to  hear  His  voice  again. 
This  was  the  God  of  the  Law,  who 
was  against  us;  but  God  in  the  Christ 
of  Hebrews  is  God  urith  us,  our 
Father  and  our  Guide.  Thus  the 
deep-felt  need  of  our  natures  is  most 
fully  and  sufficiently  met  in  Jesus 
Christ.  He  is  the  One  whom  we 
can  reverence  and  worship  as  God 
and  yet  love  and  trust  as  tenderly  as 
earth's  closest  friend. 

Paul  says  God  has  deHvered  us 
from  the  rule  of  the  Law;  He  has 
forever  removed  the  necessity  for  the 
sacrifice  of  bulls  and  goats.  "We  are 
sanctified  through  the  offering  of 
the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for 
all"  (Heb.  10:10).  The  rending  of 
the  veil  of  His  flesh  has  opened  to  us 
the  blood-sprinkled  mercy  seat. 
Dwight  L.  Moody  said:  "Under  the 
law  it  was  death  to  go  behind  the 
veil;  under  grace  it  is  death  not  to  do 
so."    Christ    is    the    new   and   living 
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way.  He  is  the  better  sacrifice. 

On  this  Foundation  rests  the  three- 
fold admonition  to  us  from  Hebrews 
10;  19,  22-24.  Our  new  WMC  theme, 
"He  is  faithful  that  promised,"  is 
found  in  verse  23.  It  is  here  we  find 
a  challenge  for  the  entire  new  year. 
"Having  therefore,  brethren,  bold- 
ness to  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the 
blood  of  Jesus  ...  let  us  draw  near 
with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled 
from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our 
bodies  washed  with  pure  water.  Let 
us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our 
faith  without  wavering;  (for  he  is 
faithful  that  promised;)  and  let  us 
consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto 
love  and  to  good  works." 

In  verse  22  we  have  "faith,"  in 
verse  23  we  have  the  word  "hope" 
in  place  of  "faith"  as  translated  bv 
four  other  versions,  and  in  verse  24 
we  have  the  v\'ord  "love."  "Where 
faith  and  hope  are  found,  love  can- 
not be  far  off;  for  the  three  divine 
sisters  are  seldom  separated."  Why 
can  we  have  so  much  confidence  in 
these  three  sisters  here?  Because  "He 
is  faithful  that  promised."  Our  faith, 
our  hope,  our  love  are  all  based  on 
the  promises  of  God.  Another  may 
change  his  mind  or  forget;  God  can- 
not. He  says  in  Malachi  3;6;  "I  am 
the  Lord,  I  change  not."  His  promises 
are  "all  written  with  His  own  hand, 
all  stamped  with  His  own  authority." 
We  cannot  depend  on  our  own  com 
mitments,  but  as  we  look  at  God 
through  the  words  of  promise  in 
Scripture  and  see  the  fulfillment  of 
each  in  His  own  time,  we  know  we 
have  a  faithful  God. 

In  answer  to  prayer  the  Holv 
Spirit  has  filled  my  heart  with  this 
message  for  you  todav-  Briefly  it  is 
this.  First,  God  makes  a  promise; 
then  in  response,  faith  believes  it, 
hope  anticipates  it,  and  love  proclaims 
it. 

God's  Word  is  replete  with  ful- 
filled promises,  but  I  shall  mention 
only  one.  The  most  vital  promise 
God  ever  made  was  spoken  centuries 
ago  in  the  third  chapter  of  Genesis 
when  the  provision  for  a  redeemer 
for  all  mankind  was  begun  in  Adam. 
This  covenant  was  repeated  when 
God  promised  to  Abraham:  "In  thee 
shall  all  the  families  of  the  earth  be 
blessed."  David,  by  inspiration,  pick- 
ed up  the  theme  of  this  same  sure 


promise  in  Psalm  22  as  he  graphi- 
cally and  prophetically  described  the 
offering  of  this  Redeemer  in  death 
by  crucifixion.  Isaiah  gave  an  un- 
forgettable picture  of  Christ,  our 
sacrificial  Lamb,  when  he  wrote: 
"He  was  wounded  for  our  trans- 
gressions .  .  .  the  chastisement  of 
our  peace  was  upxjn  him  .  .  .  and 
the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  in- 
iquit\'  of  us  all." 

One  day  when  God  made  and  gave 
Eve  to  Adam  in  the  garden,  He  must 
have  wept  within  himself  knowing 
that  the  flawless  beautv  of  these  two, 
His  perfect  creation,  was  soon  to  be 
marred  bv  sin.  Whv  then  did  He 
make  them  to  be  so  marred?  Because 
ages  before  the  foundations  of  this 
world  were  ever  laid,  He  formed  with 
His  own  precious  Son  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  the  plan  whereby  these  two 
perfect  beings  would  again  be  made 
perfect  and  come  to  dwell  in  un- 
broken love  and  fellowship  with  them 
in  glorv  thru  eternity.  And  so  it  was 
the  Holy  Spirit  led  Paul  to  write 
in  Hebrews  1:1-3  the  very  fulfill- 
ment of  this  plan. 

And  thus  the  promises  of  God 
through  the  centuries  were  fulfilled. 
What  a  thrilling  picture  of  our  won- 
derful Lord.  May  our  love  grow  for 
Him  as  our  confidence  in  His  prom- 
ises increases.  It  is  in  these  we  are 
secure.  I  care  not  where  in  the  Scrip- 
ture we  find  a  promise— the  very 
person  God  is  makes  certain  its  ful- 
fillment. His  faithfulness  in  our 
theme  is  based  upon  His  power  and 
His  promise.  "It  is  the  immutability 
of  His  will,  for  He  is  as  unchange- 
able in  His  being  as  He  is  in  His 
promise."  Our  confidence  rests  in 
the  certainty  that  the  Christ  of 
Hebrews  is  the  seed  promised  in 
Genesis.  There  never  has  been  or 
ever  will  be  any  greater  promise  made 
or  fulfilled.  For  "He  is  faithful  that 
promised." 

What  more  assurance  do  we  need 
for  the  year  ahead  in  WMC?  Paul 
wrote:  "Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith"  (Heb. 
10:22).  Yes,  faith  believes  the  prom- 
ise God  has  made.  I  encourage  you 
to  make  this  a  year  of  faith,  a  year 
of  believing. 

Let  us  have  the  faith  of  Abel  and 
bring  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  of 
time,  talent  and  treasure  than  ever 
before.    Christ    fed    5000   wdth    five 


loaves  and  tw^o  fishes.  This  was  all 
the  little  lad  had.  God  has  promised 
to  use  all  we  have  if  by  believing 
faith  we  will  offer  it  to  Him. 

Let  us  have  the  faith  of  Noah, 
who  followed  the  leading  of  the  Lord 
explicitly,  even  though  ridiculed  by 
his  friends,  and  prepared  an  ark  to 
the  saving  of  his  house.  The  members 
of  WMC  families  who  are  outside  of 
Christ  must  number  in  the  hundreds 
and  more.  God  has  promised  to  save 
them.  By  daily  devotions,  fervent 
prayer,  and  a  radiant  testimony  may 
we  prepare  our  arks  to  the  saving  of 
our  families. 

Let  us  prav  for  the  faith  of  Sarah, 
in  whose  life  God  promised  and 
brought  forth  the  impossible.  One  of 
our  goals  is  "every  woman  a  soul 
winner."  Christ  said  to  the  disciples, 
"I  will  make  you  to  become  fishers 
of  men";  it  was  not  "I  will  show  you 
how"  or  "I  will  tell  you  how,"  but 
"I  will  make  you."  Hebrews  11:11 
says:  "Through  faith  also  Sara  her- 
self received  strength  to  conceive 
seed,  and  was  delivered  .  .  .  because 
she  judged  him  faithful  who  had 
promised."  Do  you  have  faith  to  be- 
lieve you  can  bear  spiritual  children 
for  Christ  this  year?  He  made  Sarah 
a  mother,  and  He  can  make  you  a  i 
soul  winner  if  you  will  believe  and  i 
be  willing. 

Let  us  have  the  faith  of  Abraham 
and  be  willing  to  offer  up  our  chil- 
dren on  the  altar  of  ser\'ice  for  God. 
God  alone  knows  the  number  of  i 
Isaacs  in  our  homes  and  churches 
who  need  one  of  us  to  climb  with 
them  to  the  mountain  top.  All  many 
young  people  and  children  lack  today 
is  a  parent,  a  teacher,  a  friend  to 
show  them  the  way  of  a  totally  com- 
mitted life  in  order  for  them  to  be 
willing  to  serve  their  Lord  and  Mas- 
ter submissively. 

Need  we  say  more?  God  promises, 
faith  believes  His  promise,  and  then 
hope  anticipates  its  fulfillment.  Our 
theme  verse  says;  "Let  us  hold  fast 
the  profession  of  our  faith  without 
wavering;  for  he  is  faithful  that  prom- 
ised." As  previously  stated,  four  other 
versions  translate  the  word  "faith" 
with  the  word  "hope."  I  quote  from 
one:  "Let  us  be  firm  and  unswerving 
in  the  confession  of  our  hope,  for  the 
giver  of  the  promise  may  be  trusted." 
In  chapter  10,  verse  37  Paul  writes:

Navajo  Indian  Mission — Children's  cot- 
ton clothing  ONLY  (up  to  15  yrs.)  Parcel 
Post— Rev.  James  McClellan,  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission,  Star  Route.  Cuba.  New 
Mexico. 

Albuquerque,  New  Mexico — Adult  and 
children's  clothing.  Parcel  Post  or  Motor 
Freight  to;  %  Rev.  Robert  Salazar,  153 
Pueblo  Luna  Drive,  N.  W..  Albuquerque, 
New   Mexico. 

4.  That  officers  in  the  local  councils  be 
elected  and  begin  planning  in  June,  l)e 
installed  in  July,  and  take  office  at  the 
August  business  meeting.  The  National  and 
District  statistical  reports,  compiled  by  the 
retiring  president,  must  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  District  president  by  July  1.  and  shall 
include  all  reports  from  July  1.  1964  through 
June.   1965. 

5.  That  each  council  promote  the  evan- 
gelization of  children,  encouraging  each 
woman  to  willingly  assist  in  Sunday  school, 
VBS,  children's  Bible  classes,  and  other 
church  sponsored  youth  activities. 

6.  That  the  women  in  each  council  con- 
tinue to  show  INCREASED  interest  in  the 
SMM  in  all  possible  ways,  such  as  prayer, 
work  projects,  financial  help,  and  a  willing- 
ness to  serve  as  a  Patroness  or  in  any  ad- 
visory capacity. 

7.  That  all  local  and  district  councils  use 
BRETHREN  talent  and  support  BRETHREN 
works. 

8.  That  the  women  of  each  council  be  en- 
couraged to  read  and  use  the  Pen  Pointers; 
we  suggest  an  annual  quiz  in  each  council. 
(More  Pen  Pointers  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Brethren  National  WMC  Literature  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Benjamin  Hamilton,  Box  701, 
WiTiona  Lake,   Ind. 

9.  That  each  WMC  member  give  regu- 
larly as  the  Lord  leads  and  prospers  her. 

10.  That  each  council  choose  and  pur- 
chase of  the  following  books;

LOCAL    COUNCILS     1964-1965 

1.  REGULAR    BIBLE   READING    AND 
STUDY ; 

First  choice:  The  entire  Bible  in  1964- 
65    (3  chapters  a  day — 5  on  Sunday). 

Second  choice:  The  Book  of  Hebrews,  plus 
the  use  of  the  Scripture  provided  each  day 
in  the  Brethren  booklet  "Daily  Devotions." 

Third  choice:  Daily  Bible  reading  of  own 
choosing. 

2.  FAMILY   DEVOTIONS; 

The  establishment  of  daily  family  de- 
votions in  every  home.  We  suggest  the  use 
of  the  Brethren  booklet  "Daily  Devotions." 
The  local  prayer  chairman  should  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  family  worship  emphasis 
in   the   local   councils    regularly. 

3.  PRAYER  EMPHASIS; 

a.  That  each  council  observe  a  special 
time  of  prayer  on  the  15th  day  of  each 
month,  using  prayer  helps  provided  by  our 
denomination. 

b.  That  each  council  encourage  each 
woman  to  be  a  prayer  warrior  for  a  daily 
time  of  prayer. 

4.  SOUL  WINNING; 

a.  Our  goal — every  woman  a  witness  and 
a  soul  winner  with  the  prayer  chairman 
keeping  a  record  of  all  souls  saved,  via 
Child  Evangelism,  VBS,  Sunday  school, 
SMM,  etc. 

b.  A  monthly  visitation  and  tract  dis- 
tribution program  to  be  used,  with  the  local 
tract  chairman  keeping  a  monthly  record  of 
tracts  used. 

5.  MONTHLY  MEETINGS; 

A  minimum  of  12  devotional  meetings, 
using  the   Brethren  WMC   programs. 

6.  DISTRICT    PROJECTS    AND    RALLIES;

"For  yet  a  litde  while,  and  he  that 
shall  come  will  come,  and  will  not 
tarry."  Do  you  feel  the  certainty  of 
these  words?  This  is  our  hope,  and 
we  are  to  hold  it  unwaveringly.  It 
should  purify  us,  cleanse  us,  sustain 
us,  but  also  it  should  fill  our  hearts 
with  an  urgency  to  fulfill  the  very 
vital  two-fold  purpose  of  WMC: 

1.  To  promote  the  cause  of  home 
and  foreign   missionary  work. 

2.  To  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  women  by  Bible  study,  prayer  and 
witnessing. 

If  we  believe  Christ  is  coming  any- 
time and  anticipate  the  trumpet  call 
any  day,  no  sacrifice  of  gifts  or  time 
will  be  too  great  for  sending  the 
Gospel  beyond  our  own  church  and 
beyond  the  borders  of  our  own  Na- 
tion. I  pray  this  shall  be  the  greatest 
year  in  sacrificial  giving  for  missions 
ever  knowTi  in  WMC  history.  For 
He  is  coming  soon,  and  we  must 
be  about  our   Father's  business. 

In  order  to  complete  the  picture 
in  WMC  and  to  include  the  third 
divine  sister,'  love,  we  must  read  the 
24th  verse  of  Hebrews  10.  "And  let 
us  consider  one  another  to  provoke 
unto  love  and  to  good  works."  Re- 
member, God  makes  a  promise  and 
love  proclaims  it.  How  much  do  we 
influence  others  toward  love  and 
good  works  by  the  proclamation  of 
our  faith  in  God?  We  are  responsible 
for  our  influence.  If  our  lives  pro- 
claim in  word,  deed,  and  attitude 
the  love  of  Christ,  the  kindness  and 
humility  of  His  person,  we  are  in- 
fluencing others  to  love  Him  and  to 
desire  to  serve  Him.  Is  not  this  our 
WMC  motto?  "Women  Manifesting 
Christ."  How  much  do  you  love  the 
women  of  your  church  and  com- 
munity? Enough  to  do  something 
about  them?  I  challenge  every  local 
WMC  to  show  your  love  for  others 
by  planning  a  membership  drive  for 
new  members  and  by  faithfulness  in 
attendance  through  this  new  year. 
Even  though  our  financial  gifts  are 
larger  every  year,  our  enrollment 
shows  very  little  increase.  Let  us 
make  1964-65  a  year  of  enlarging  our 
membership  rolls  and  increasing  our 
ministry  to  lost  souls. 

In  considering  the  part  love  has  in 
proclaiming  the  promises  of  God  to 
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others,  Paul  describes  the  very  mani- 
festation of  love's  presence  in  our 
everyday  lives  in  Hebrews  13  when 
he  says:  "Let  .  .  .  love  continue.  Be 
not  forgetful  to  entertain  strangers." 
Let  us  encourage  the  lost  art  of 
gracious  hospitality  to  those  other 
than    our   friends. 

"Remember  them  that  are  in 
bonds  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  suffer."  Let  us 
pray  for  deliverance  from  personal 
busyness,  that  those  who  are  sick, 
lonely,  and  defeated  might  have  the 
companionship,  comfort  and  en- 
couragement of  WMC  ladies. 

"Marriage  is  honorable."  In  this 
day  of  immorality  and  utter  disregard 
for  the  sanctity  of  the  marriage  re- 
lationship, let  us  by  godly  example 
prove  to  our  vouth  that  there  is  bless- 
ing and  joy  in  purity  and  faithfulness. 
"Be  content."  Let  us  prove  by  our 
inward  peace  that  Christ  is  sufficient 
for  every  need. 

"Be  not  carried  about  udth  .  .  . 
strange  doctrines."  Let  us  hold  firm 
the  confession  of  our  faith  and  the 
faith  of  our  fathers. 

"Obey  them  that  have  the  rule 
over  you."  Let  us  remember  the  scrip- 
tural order  of  headship:  the  husband 
over  the  wife  and  Christ  over  all. 

"Let  your  conversation  be  without 
covetousness."  This  literally  means  to 
let  your  manner  of  living  be  with- 
out the  love  of  money.  Make  Christ 
your  first  love. 

And  so  with  the  manifestation  of 
the  love  of  Christ  in  our  lives  as 
Paul  suggests  we  shall  be  fulfilling 
His  purpose  for  us  in  WMC.  In  the 
year    ahead    let    us    remember    God 


makes  a  promise,  we  in  faith  believe 
it,  in  hope  we  anticipate  its  fulfill- 
ment, and  in  love  we  proclaim  it  to 
others. 

Therefore  let  us  make  1964-65  a 
year  of  faithful  increase:  faithfully 
increasing  our  meditation  in  God's 
Word;  faithfully  increasing  moments 
to  hours  of  prayer;  faithfully  increas- 
ing our  ministry  of  the  Gospel  to  the 
lost  and  winning  others  to  Christ; 
faithfully  increasing  our  membership 
rolls;  faithfully  increasing  our  mis- 
sionary giving;  faithfully  praying  for 
an  increase  in  the  manifestation  of 
Christ  in  the  lives  of  WMC  women. 
The  Book  of  Hebrews  is  a  contrast 
between  the  good  things  of  Judaism 
and  the  better  things  of  Christ.  The 
key  word  of  the  episde  is  "better." 
Can  this  not  be  a  watch-word  for  us? 
We  praise  God  for  the  dedication  of 
WMC  women  to  the  Lord  and  to  His 
work.  This  has  been  a  very  good  year 
in  WMC.  Our  hearts  have  been  fill- 
ed with  praise  to  our  Lord  many 
times  for  the  reaching  of  goals  as  all 
have  worked  and  prayed.  But  as 
someone  said:  "The  way  of  God  is 
to  go  from  good  to  better."  And 
this  is  the  goal  I  would  hold  before 
us  at  the  beginning  of  this  new 
year,  praying  that  we  might  glorify 
God  in  our  bodies  and  in  our  spirits, 
which  are  God's.  "Making  us  per- 
fect in  every  good  work  to  do  his 
will,  working  in  us  that  which  is  well 
pleasing  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus 
Christ." 

"Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of 
our  faith  without  wavering,  for  He, 
is  faithful  that  fromised."  T

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FAITHFUL 
WITNESS

Brent  was 
the  winner  of  the  preacher  boy  competition 
at  the  Brethren  youth  conference  last  August, 
and  delix'ered  this  message  at  youth  night 
during  national  conference. 


In    London,   as   the  people   travel      they  were  surprised   to   realize   that 


to  and  from  work,  they  check  their 
watches  with  the  biggest  clock  in 
the  world,   Big  Ben.    One  morning 


their  watches  were  thirteen  minutes 
faster  than  Big  Ben.  They  notified 
the  officiails,  who  checked  the  clock 


and  found  a  mouse  riding  on  one  of 
its  mechanisms.  The  people  expected 
certain  things  of  Big  Ben.  In  the 
same  manner,  God  expects  certain 
things  of  us.  One  of  these  is  that 
we  be  faithful  witnesses  unto  Him. 
In  Acts  26:16  God  says:  "But  rise, 
and  stand  upon  thy  feet:  for  I  have 
appeared  unto  thee  for  this  purpose, 
to  make  thee  a  minister  and  a  wit- 
ness both  of  these  things  which  thou 
hast  seen,  and  of  those  things  in  the 
which  I  will  appear  unto  thee."  Here 
Paul  is  telling  King  Agrippa  what 
God  said  to  him  on  the  way  to  Da- 
mascus. "To  make  thee  a  minister 
and  a  witness." 

We  want  to  consider  three  points 
concerning  witnessing:  the  burden 
that  we  should  have  for  lost  souls, 
the  need  for  counting  the  cost,  and 
going  forth  to  witness. 

First,  the  burden  that  we  should 
have  for  lost  souls.  Christ  made  a 
great  sacrifice  when  He  was  sepa- 
rated from  heaven's  sinless  glory,  and 
from  perfect  and  precious  fellow- 
ship with  His  own  Father.  We  can- 
not comprehend  what  a  terrible  sepa- 
ration this  was.  But  to  get  a  fuller 
understanding,  consider  what  it 
would  mean  for  a  human  son  to 
leave  home  to  suffer  and  die  for  some 
wicked  group  of  people  who  were 
doomed  to  death.  How  much  more  of 
a  sacrifice  was  that  of  the  Son  of 
God!  Christ  went  through  much  suf- 
fering that  we  might  have  life.  Al- 
most all  of  us  have,  at  one  time  or 
another,  had  a  thorn  in  our  flesh.  It 
is  amazing  how  much  pain  one  little 
thorn  can  cause.  But  a  crown  of 
thorns  was  crushed  down  upon  the 
head  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the 
Son  of  God,  for  you  and  for  me. 
He  was  spit  up>on,  mocked,  ridiculed. 
All  His  disciples  left  Him;  even 
Peter  denied  Him  three  times.  Thev 
drove  nails  through  His  hands  and 
His  feet,  they  shoved  a  spear  into 
His  side— all  for  this  wicked  mob 
of  sinful   human   beings  on   earth. 

What  love  this  took!  Isaiah  53:7 
says  He  was  brought  to  earth  "as  a 
lamb  to  the  slaughter."  Christ  did 
this  to  make  a  way  of  salvation  avail- 
able to  all.  But  someone  has  to  tell 
the  lost  of  this  salvation.  For  those  of 
us  who  have  been  saved.  He  leaves 
the  command:  "Go  ye  therefore  and 
teach  all  nations"  (Matt.  28:19).  Oh, 
that  we  might  have  a  greater  burden 
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for  souls  in  view  of  the  love  that 
Christ  has  for  all  people! 

The  condition  of  people  today  is 
another  reason  why  we  should  be 
burdened  for  lost  souls.  Men  are 
relying  on  false  cults  or  depending 
on  their  works  to  get  them  right  with 
God.  Some  don't  even  think  there  is 
a  God!  Our  own  country  is  falling 
farther  and  farther  away  from  God. 
This  is  illustrated  by  many  things: 
Bible  reading  is  not  allowed  in  pub- 
lic schools;  people  are  being  arrested 
for  holding  evangelistic  meetings  on 
the  street;  people  are  murdering  one 
another,  stealing  from  one  another. 
Lost  men  and  women  are  hunting, 
searching  for  a  peace  and  satisfaction 
that  only  God  can  give.  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  present  this  to  them. 

Knowledge  of  what  the  future 
holds  should  also  burden  us  for  the 
unsaved.  During  the  tribulation  the 
unsaved  are  going  to  experience  tor- 
ture worse  than  the  world  has  ever 
seen,  even  worse  than  that  which 
Pharaoh  experienced  in  Old  Testa- 
ment times.  Water  is  going  to  be 
changed  to  blood.  Famine,  earth- 
quakes, darkness  will  prevail  upon 
the  earth.  Hail  and  fire  mingled  with 
blood  cast  upon  the  earth,  all  the 
grass  burnt  up:  this  is  what  will  hap- 
pen to  that  unsaved  friend  of  yours 
and  mine.  Men  will  cry  for  the  rocks 
to  fall  on  them  to  relieve  them  of 
the  awful  torture,  but  death  will  not 
come. 

But  this  is  only  a  drop  in  the 
bucket  compared  to  what  it  will  be 
in  hell.  Imagine  turning  your  kitchen 
stove  on  high  and  placing  a  hand 
on  the  burner!  What  terrible  pain 
that  would  be,  but  in  hell  it  will  be 
as  though  the  whole  body  were  en- 
gulfed in  such  heat.  This  will  be  the 
experience  of  that  unsaved  friend 
that  we  didn't  win  to  the  Lord.  If 
each  Christian  could  experience  one 
day  in  hell,  we  would  turn  the  world 
upside  down  witnessing  for  Christ. 
Oh,  that  we  might  get  a  real  vision 
of  hell! 

Secondly,  let  us  consider  the  cost 
of  being  a  faithful  witness.  In  Luke 
14:28,  Christ  asks:  "For  which  of 
you,  intending  to  build  a  tower,  sit- 
teth  not  down  first,  and  counteth  the 
cost,  whether  he  have  sufficient  to 
finish  it?"  Before  witnessing  for  the 
Lord,  we  need  to  count  the  cost  and 
make  sure  we're  willing  to  bear  the 


burden.  Let's  find  out  what  we  might 
experience. 

In  II  Corinthians  11:24  and  fol 
lowing,  Paul  is  telling  what  it  cost 
him  to  be  a  faithful  watness.  He 
says:  "Of  the  Jews  five  times  received 
I  forty  stripes  save  one.  Thrice  was 
I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned, 
thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck,  a  night 
and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep 
...  In  weariness  and  painfulness,  in 
watchings  often,  in  hunger  and  thirst, 
in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  naked 
ness."  Are  we  v\'illing  to  be  a  faith- 
ful witness  if  we  meet  physical  pain 
as  Paul  did?  Paul  didn't  quit,  because 
he  realized  that  the  spiritual  rewards 
were  worth  more  than  the  pleasures 
of  life.  He  said  it  was  gain  for  him 
to  die.  After  what  Christ  has  done 
for  us,  we  ought  to  be  willing  to 
say  with  Isaiah:  "Here  am  I;  send 
me."  The  cost  is  great,  but  the  re- 
wards are  far  superior. 
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After  we  have  a  burden  for  the 
lost  and  have  counted  the  cost  and 
are  willing  to  go,  it  is  the  time  to  go 
forth  as  a  faithful  witness.  Our  daily 
lives  must  be  testimonies  to  the  fact 
that  we  know  the  Lord,  but  we 
must  also  tell  those  around  us  of  His 
saving  power.  Think  how  little 
Christ  would  have  accomplished  if 
He  had  not  spent  time  preaching  and 
teaching  to  the  unsaved.  It  is  vital 
that  we  live  a  daily  Christian  life 
that  will  show  that  we  know  Christ, 
but  it  is  also  vital  that  we  speak  to 
our  unsaved  friends  about  the  Lord. 
Christ  intended  for  us  to  preach,  and 
to  talk  to  others  about  their  relation- 
ship to  Him.  Acts  26:16  says:  "But 
rise,  and  stand  upon  thy  feet."  Most 
of  us  attending  this  national  youth 
conference  ha\'en't  experienced  mar- 
riage yet,  and  I  have  mixed  emotions 
about  whether  I  ever  want  to  or  not, 
after  I  look  at  some  of  those  men 
who  have  already  been  hooked.  But 


let's  think  about  the  preparation  for 
marriage.  The  couple  to  be  married 
will  send  many  invitations  to  friends 
inviting  them  to  their  marriage.  We 
are  looking  forward  to  our  spiritual 
marriage  to  Jesus  Christ.  How  many 
letters  do  we  send  to  unsaved  friends 
explaining  to  them  how  they  can  join 
us  in  our  spiritual  wedding?  In  a 
human  marriage,  there  come  times 
when  it  gets  close  to  the  wedding 
and  all  the  invitations  aren't  sent  out 
yet.  So  the  couple  will  sacrifice  sleep 
to  send  the  invitations  out.  How 
much  sleep  will  we  sacrifice  to  wit- 
ness to  a  lost  soul  headed  for  everlast- 
ing torture  in  hell?  We  say:  "Why 
no,  no,  I  can't  lose  any  sleep,  even  if 
it  is  to  win  someone  to  the  Lord." 
Is  'that  not  putting  a  greater  value  on 
a  small  amount  of  our  sleep  than  on 
a  soul  who  might  find  Christ?  Mat- 
thew 16:26  tells  us  that  a  soul  is 
worth  more  than  the  whole  world. 
But  yet  our  sleep— or  it  could  be 
something  else,  maybe  that  television 
program,  or  comic  book,  or  radio  pro- 
gram—is worth  more  to  us  than  seeing 
a  soul  come  to  Christ.  You  say,  "Now 
just  a  minute,  Brent.  You're  putting 
the  emphasis  on  the  wrong  thing. 
God  wants  us  to  take  care  of  our 
bodies  and  enjoy  life.  And  further- 
more, our  church  is  growing  and 
people  are  being  saved."  If  I  am 
putting  the  emphasis  on  the  wrong 
thing  and  there  are  so  many  people 
being  saved,  why  does  Communism 
control  so  much  of  this  world  today? 
Why  is  our  owti  country  falling  far- 
ther and  farther  away  from  God,  in 
whom  our  forefathers  had  faith  when 
thev  established  our  Nation?  Why 
are  there  so  many  murders,  robberies, 
riots  in  our  country  today? 

We  need  to  sacrifice.  We  need  to 
go  into  the  streets  to  warn  p>eople 
that  the  end  is  near  and  that  the  only 
way  to  heaven  is  through  Jesus 
Christ.  We're  sitting  around  home  on 
our  easy  chair  while  souls  worth 
more  than  the  world  are  dying  and 
going  to  hell.  Oh!  that  we  might  be 
like  D.  L.  Moody,  whose  purpose 
it  was  to  speak  to  someone  every  day 
about  the  Lord.  We  need  Christians 
who  have  a  burden  for  the  lost,  have 
counted  the  cost,  and  are  willing  to 
spend  time  every  day  trying  to  win 
someone  to  Christ.  Oh,  that  each  one 
of  us,  you  and  I,  might  be  just  such 
a  Christian.  ▼

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Do  We  Need  More  Brethren  Churches? 

To  some  this  may  seem  to  be  an  unnecessary  ques- 
tion. Yet  there  are  those  who  have  never  really  answered 
it.  The  question  is  important  and  should  be  answered. 
In  fact,  there  are  some  people  in  America  today  who 
believe  that  we  do  not  need  more  churches.  (We  al- 
ready have  more  than  319,000  local  assemblies  of  all  re- 
ported denominations.)  This  fact  was  impressed  upon  us 
recently  when  we  heard  a  popular  Bible  teacher  make 
a  statement  to  this  effect:  "Why  doesn't  the  church  today 
do  what  the  Early  Church  did,  meet  in  houses  or 
wherever  they  can?  It  is  a  waste  of  money  to  build 
churches  today."  He  gave  no  further  explanation. 

To  the  average  Brethren  Bible  student  this  statement 
sounds  ridiculous  and  it  is  just  that.  The  dear  brother 
who  made  this  ill-considered  declaration  preaches  in  a 
church  sanctuary  which  cost  in  excess  of  a  half-million 
dollars. 

From  earliest  times  with  the  tabernacle  and  the  temples, 
it  has  always  been  impractical,  if  not  impossible,  to 
separate  groups  of  believers  from  their  meeting  places. 
Even  in  the  early  years  of  the  church,  although  the 
Bible  does  not  fill  in  details  we  might  like  to  have,  the 
apostles  met  in  synagogues  and  special  areas  which  may 
not  have  worn  a  contemporary  cross  or  have  been  as 
esthetically  perfect  as  some  modern  church  houses.  It 
seems  clear  from  the  church's  history  that  during,  or 
soon  after  the  Apostolic  Age,  specially  constructed  and 
designated  buildings  were  used  as  assembly  points.  Also, 
in  those  early  days  the  church  membership  was  rathei 
mobile  because  of  persecution.  Often  Christians  were 
forced  to  move  underground.  But,  certainly  the  church 
house  has  always  accompanied  the  spiritual  organization 
of  a  local  church.  To  deny  the  local  church  its  specific 
place  of  worship  largely  limits  its  practical  operation. 

We  need  more  Brethren  churches  (organizations  and 
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buildings)  because  this  is  God's  \vay  of  completing 
Christ's  mission  to  the  world. 

Jesus  said:  "For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and 
to  save  that  which  was  lost"  (Luke  19:10).  The  Saviour 
also  said:  "I  will  build  my  church"  (Matt.  16:18).  The 
church,  the  true  body  of  Christ,  is  to  accomplish  His 
purpose  in  seeking  and  saving  the  lost.  The  total  church 
cannot  do  this  by  staying  and  concentrating  all  of  its 
activities  in  one  place.  This  is  the  reason  the  Lord  said: 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations"  (Matt.  28:19). 
The  church  separates  into  assemblies  in  different  areas. 
Evangelists  go  out  from  these  points  and  organize  new 
churches  which  in  turn  follow  the  same  procedure.  This 
process  must  continue  undl  either  Jesus  raptures  His 
church  or  all  lost  souls  of  all  generations  are  born  again. 
We  know  the  latter  will  not  be  true  in  this  dispensation. 
Therefore,  God's  redemptive  process  through  Christ  and 
the  church  demands  the  establishment  of  as  many  new 
Brethren  churches  as  possible  in  the  shortest  time. 

Do  we  need  a  greater  or  clearer  mandate  than  this? 
The  Bible  reveals  to  us  God's  will  and  His  plan.  We  be- 
lieve in  verbal  inspiration.  Therefore,  it  is  encumbent 
upon  us  to  obev  the  Bible's  commands. 

This  simply  means  that  each  believer  in  our  Fellow- 
ship should  have  his  or  her  God-given  share  in  extending 
The  Brethren  Church. 

We  need  more  Brethren  churches  because  of  the 
world-wide  need  for  the  Gospel. 

America  is  today,  and  we  believe  will  be,  the  generat- 
ing and  dispensing  point  for  most  of  the  resources  in 
world  evangelization.  Her  centrality  in  this  cannot  be 
questioned.  We  read  recently  that  in  excess  of  90  per 
cent  of  the  world's  foreign  missionaries  and  their  sup- 
port comes  from  America.  The  missionary  program  of 
our  own  Fellowship  substantiates  this  fact.  Will  not 
more  Brethren  churches  in  America  provide  more  re- 
sources for  foreign  service? 

Our  own  Nation  provides  a  staggering  challenge  to 
every  missionary  response  we  can  produce. 

At  this  time  the  population  stands  at  about  192,500,- 
000.  Yet  the  total  evangelical  church  is  not  reaching  all 
of  one  American  generation  with  the  Gospel. 

There  are  now  7  million  acknowledged  chronic  alco- 
holic addicts  in  the  United  States,  30  million  problem 
drinkers,  and  60  million  who  now  habitually  use  alco- 
holic beverages. 

The  narcotics  habit  now  claims  more  than  60,000 
confirmed  addicts  mostly  in  New  York,  Chicago  and  Los 
Angeles.  But  the  narcotics  traffic  is  gradually  filtering 
into  our  small  communities  via  the  high  school  route. 

Crime  is  now  increasing  five  times  faster  than  the 
rate  of  our  population.  It  is  up  40  per  cent  in  the  last 
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The  "Knothole"  Perspective  of  Missions

The  day  of  the  "knothole  gang" 
utside  the  ball  park  is  rapidly  fad- 
ig  into  oblivion— the  boys  today  have 
noney  to  get  on  the  inside.  It  can  be 
ery  frustrating  trying  to  see  what 
;  going  on  inside  a  large  athletic 
ield  by  looking  through  a  small  knot- 
lole  in  the  high  board  fence.  Your 
lersfective  is  so  limited!  However, 
his  seems  to  be  the  way  too  many 
)eople  today  enjoy  looking  at  a  mis- 
ion  program. 

When  you  looked  at  the  clean, 
veil-dressed,  healthy,  smiling  Nava- 
0  girl  on  the  cover  page  through  the 
mothole  in  the  board,  it  was  a 
jleasant  view.  But  could  you  see 
inything  beyond  that  board?  No; 
jecause  your  perspective  was  limited. 

Let's  take  a  look  from  a  "box  seat" 
nside.  Here  you  can  look  out  over 
teres  comprising  the  Brethren  Nava- 
o  Mission  compound.  Dotting  the 
i:ompound  are  residences,  school 
mildings,  a  repair  shop,  food  storages, 
Ijquipment  housing,  vehicle  storage, 
Imd  even  hogans.  These  are  essential 
-'or  a  boarding  school  and  mission 
lA'ork.  Beyond  the  compound  is  the 
j  Navajo  reservation  with  thousands 
bf  acres  and  thousands  of  Navajo 
jindians  in  need  of  Christ  as  their 
(Saviour.  Extending  beyond  this  reser 
ivation  are  more  reservations  of  more 
bribes  of  Indians  and  a  total  of  forty- 
dght  states  comprising  our  present 
lome  mission  field. 

But  buildings  are  not  enough.  It 
:akes  missionaries  called  of  God  to 
xcupy  these  buildings.  There  are 
aow  fourteen  such  full  time  mis- 
jionaries  manning  the  compound 
with  still  another  needed  for  a  dorm 
parent.  These  are  regular  full-time 
staff  members;  part-time  Navajo 
help,  also,  is  needed  from  time  to 
time. 

Then,  in  the  operation  of  a  school 
and  mission  work  of  this  type,  a  very 
important  item  is  transportation.  The 
Navajo  Indian  is  still  living,  for  the 
most  part,  in  the  horse  and  wagon 
transportation  age.  It  takes  vehicles  to 
"take  the  Gospel  out"  into  the  bush 
and  "bring  the  people  in"  for  the 
gospel  services  at  the  mission.  It  takes 
a   better   vehicle    than    a    wagon    to 


transport  "Navajos  sick  unto  death" 
to  a  hospital  many  miles  away.  It 
takes  transportation  to  keep  a  food 
supply  on  hand  for  fifty  to  sixtv 
Navajo  boys  and  girls  when  the 
closest  "shopping  center"  is  some 
thirty  miles  away  and  a  city-sized 
"shopping  center"   135  miles. 

Now,  when  you  have  a  self-sus- 
taining mission  of  this  kind  with  its 
own  water  supply  system,  its  own 
sewage  system,  its  own  roads,  walks, 
and  so  forth,  you  have  the  problem 
of  maintenance.  You  have,  in  addi- 
tion, vehicle  maintenance  and  build- 
ing maintenance.  For  this  type  of 
work,  mechanically  minded  mission- 
aries are  needed  to  keep  the  wheels 
turning. 

Someone  has  said  that  the  first 
question  all  Americans  ask  is,  "What 
does  It  cost'"  Needless  to  sa\ ,  a  mis- 


sion work  will  give  )'ou  a  view  of 
only  one  small  part  of  the  Brethren 
home  missions  work.  Consider  the 
Spanish-American,  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony,  the  Kentucky  mis- 
sions, the  Negro  vv'ork,  and  over  fortv 
individual  church  projects  that  make 
up  Brethren  home  missions. 

From  the  spiritual  and  financial 
reports  of  this  missionary  organiza- 
tion, we  can  only  conclude  that  not 
everyone  of  the  27,734  members  of 
our  fellowship  has  a  proper  perspec- 
tive of  missions.  If  it  were  so,  we 
would  be  thinking  in  terms  of  more 
than  "a  nickel  per  day"  for  Brethren 
home  missions.  (We  have  just  now 
exceeded  the  halfwav  mark  of  the 
"nickel  per  day"  average  with  $266,- 
000  in  the  1963-64  offering  toward 
the  goal  of  $506,145-27,734  x  5c 
per  da\  )

sion  operation  of  this  size  does  cost 
something.  The  budget  for  1964  is 
just  under  40  thousand  dollars;  we 
praise  God  that  the  designated  gifts 
thus  far  have  been  meeting  this  bud- 
get. Thus  you  can  immediately  see 
from  this  "box  seat"  vantage  point 
that  it  has  cost  something  to  produce 
the  attractive  cover  page  picture.  In 
fact,  it  has  taken  a  period  of  over 
fifteen  years  with  thousands  of 
hours  of  missionary  labor  at  a  cost 
of  thousands  of  missionary  dollars. 
A  number  of  Christian  Navajos  could 
replace  the  cover  page  girl,  but  this 
number  is  small  in  comparison  to 
the  number  unreached.  Just  move 
to  the  inside  and  take  a  panoramic 
view! 

The  illustration  of  the  Navajo  mis- 


Brethren,  what  kind  of  mission 
field  do  you  see  as  you  sit  in  your 
easy  chair  with  your  Bible  open  read- 
ing Matthew  28:19?  Could  it  be  that 
vou  are  looking  through  a  "knothole" 
and,  therefore,  the  field  looks  small 
because  vou  do  not  have  the  right 
perspective? 

The  world,  which  is  the  field,  is 
increasing  in  size  at  the  rate  of  over 
one  million  souls  per  week.  This  is 
the  "box  seat"  perspective.  And  just 
as  the  Navajo  mission  is  only  a  small 
part  of  the  entire  home  mission  field, 
so  is  the  entire  home  mission  field 
only  a  small  part  of  the  Matthew 
28:19  field,  the  world.  Pray  for  the 
Lord  to  remove  our  "knothole"  per- 
spective of  missions  and  give  us  a

The  new  school  year  began  with 
fifty-four  Navajo  boys  and  girls  plus 
ten  children  of  the  missionary  fam- 
ilies. 

Transportation  facilities  of  the 
mission  have  been  improved  with  the 
new  WMC  project  car  and  the  gift 
of  a  used  pick-up  camper. 

A  quantity  of  new  drugs  arrived  at 
the  mission  for  the  nurse,  Lois  Wil- 
son, to  administer  during  the  com- 
ing months. 

Rev.  Howard  Mayes,  pastor  of 
the  Norwalk,  California,  Brethren 
church,  transported  a  school  bus  load 
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of  miscellaneous  materials  from  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana,  to  the  mission. 
The  bus  was  manufactured  in  the 
East  and  was  being  driven  to  Cali- 
fornia for  the  Christian  day  school. 

Food  supplies  from  the  Northwest 
District  WMC  canning  project  will 
be  arriving  this  fall  to  help  in  the 
boarding  school  program.

School  Opens 

Food  and  films  are  an  almost  un- 
beatable combination  for  gathering 
a  crowd  of  Navajo  people.  On 
August  31,  the  Brethren  Navajo 
Mission  drew  just  such  a  crowd.  After 
the  Christian  films  and  a  good  noon 
meal,  including  a  favorite  dessert, 
watermelon,  the  parents  bade  their 
children  a  restrained  good-bye  and 
the  trucks  and  wagons  rolled  down 
the  lane.  Some  of  the  older  children 
were  jubilant,  remembering  the  good 
times  of  former  years.  Some,  perhaps, 
felt  a  little  sorry  to  leave  the  carefree, 
nomadic  sheep  herding  life  which 
they  had  experienced  during  the 
summer.  The  little  pre-first  children 
looked  small  and  frightened  in  this

atmosphere  of  new  customs  and  a 
new  language. 

Fifty-six  Navajo  children  are  en- 
rolled for  the  coming  school  year 
along  with  seven  missionary  children, 
making  a  total  of  63  challenging 
young  lives.  The  staff  are  anticipat- 
ing a  fine  and  fruitful  year  of  school. 

This  extensive  Christian  boarding 
school  program  is  made  possible 
largely  through  interested  friends, 
many  of  whom  adopt  a  child  for  his 
or  her  education.

Actually  we  are  about  eight  years 
old,  but  September  13  marked  the 
sixth  anniversary  of  the  dedication  of 
our  building  here  in  Anaheim,  Cali- 
fornia.

grov^'n  from  a  small  town  of  about 
15,000  people  to  a  city  of  135,000  in 
just  a  little  over  13  years.  Much  of 
its  growth  has  been  due  to  the  elec-; 
tronic  industry  which  has  centered 
in  this  Northern  Orange  County 
area.  This  city  is  also  the  home  of 
world-famous  Disneyland,  and  in 
another  two  years  will  be  the  new 
home  of  the  Los  Angeles  Angels' 
American  League  baseball  team. 

It  was  here  in  this  promising  area 
of  Southern  California  that  the  dis- 
trict mission  board  and  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  were  led  to 
begin  a  new  work.  Surely  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  directed  in  this  de- 
cision, for  here  in  this  center  of 
pleasure  and  activity  there  is  a  real 
need  for  a  testimony  for  God  and 
for  The  Brethren  Church. 

The  story  of  our  growth  is  not  so 
spectacular  as  that  of  the  secular 
round  about  us.  We  wish  that  it 
might  be!  Yet,  we  praise  God  for  \\'hat 
He  has  accomplished.  Only  the  weak- 
nesses and  failures  of  us,  Flis  serv- 
ants, have  brought  about  the  limita- 
tions. He  has  been  faithful  to  His 
Word  and  His  promises.  Almost  ex- 
actly three  years  after  our  dedication. 
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the  Lord  permitted  us  to  become  an 
independent,  self-supporting  church 
—so,  vou  might  say,  we  became  an 
adult  in  three  years.  As  we  look  back 
at  these  six  years,  we  are  humbled 
at  the  recognition  of  His  goodness. 
There  have  been  a  total  of  114  in- 
dividuals who  have  professed  faith 
in  Christ  as  personal  Saviour  in 
our  regular  services.  Approximately 
$90,000  has  been  given  by  our  people 
for  the  Lord's  work  in  its  various 
aspects.  Nearly  $8,000  has  been  gifts 
to  the  various  missionary  activities  of 
The  Brethren  Church.  Our  Sunday 
school  has  grown  to  an  average  at- 
tendance of  184  for  the  national 
Sunday-school  contest  year  of  1963- 
64.  Our  worship  service  attendance 
has  reached  a  peak  of  165  for  a  regu- 
lar Sunday,  with  an  average  of  about 
135  for  the  past  year.  Our  total  mem- 
bership has  reached  a  new  high  of 
141. 

It  was  most  fitting  that  on  the  an- 
niversary of  our  dedication  Dr. 
Grubb,  of  the  home  mission  office, 
was  our  guest  speaker.  He  came  in 
behalf  of  home  missions,  but  since  it 
was  a  special  day  for  us,  he  very 
appropriately  blended  the  two 
themes.  We  are  most  grateful  to  the 
entire  Brotherhood  for  the  assistance 
given  to  us  through  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  the  Breth- 
ren Investment  Foundation,  and  the 
construction  department,  as  well  as 
to  the  local  mission  board  of  our  dis- 
trict. Continue  to  pray  for  us,  that 
the  next  six  years  may  be  even  more 
fruitful  than  these  which  have  just 
passed.  T

five  years.  Our  laws  are  so  outdated 
that  police  and  the  FBI  are  often 
helpless  to  apprehend  and  present 
convicting  evidence  against  the 
criminal.  More  and  more  it  is  the 
victim  who  does  the  suffering. 

American  moral  standards  have 
slipped  to  a  new  low.  Television, 
radio,  magazines,  newspapers,  thea- 
ters have  conditioned  us  for  this.  As 
a  result  divorce  rates  are  increasing 
and  American  homes  are  disintegrat- 
ing by  the  thousands.  Children  are 
thrust  into  a  hostile  world  to  become 
potential  juvenile  delinquents. 

Selfishness,  greed,  and  political 
corruption  seem  to  be  the  controlling 
factors  in  government  today  from  the 
national  to  the  local  level.  What  is 
good  for  the  politician   is  his  expe- 


diency. As  a  result  our  freedoms  are 
gradually  disappearing,  and  so 
subtly  that  many  thinking  people  do 
not  realize  what  is  happening. 

Religion  without  Christ  is  deceiv- 
ing and  deluding  the  majority  of  our 
118,000  million  church  members  in 
this  Nation.  Millions  of  Americans 
are  on  their  way  to  hell  through  re- 
ligious organizations  which  should  be 
directing  them  to  the  Saviour. 

Believer  in  Christ,  what  do  these 
things  mean  to  you?  Is  there  a  lov- 
ing response  to  the  need  of  millions 
of  lost  souls  in  America  who  are 
both  inside  and  outside  the  visible 
church? 

What  you  do  about  Brethren 
home  missions  this  year  in  praying 
and  giving  will  answer  this  question.

WHY  JEWS  REJECT  CHRIST  PART  3 

We  have  seen  by  the  attitude  of 
two  Jewish  people  two  reasons  for 
the  Jew's  rejection  of  Jesus  as  his 
Messiah  and  God.  First,  the  Jew  re- 
fuses to  accept  the  Old  Testament  as 
the  Word  of  God.  To  him  it  is  a 
book  to  which  man  must  put  his 
interpretation.  Second,  he  relegates 
the  Old  Testament  to  a  secondary 
position  in  favor  of  the  rabbinical 
tradition  which  has  been  built  up 
through  the  centuries.  To  him  the 
sayings  of  the  rabbis  are  of  more 
importance  than  the  "God-breathed " 
words  recorded  by  the  prophets. 

There  is  also  a  third  reason  which 
is  responsible  for  the  Jew's  rejection 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  It  is  centered  in 
a  spiritual  insensitiveness.  Isaiah 
spoke  of  this  condition  when  he  re- 
corded his  instructions  from  God  re- 
garding the  message  he  was  to  de- 
liver to  the  nation  of  Israel:  "Go,  and 
tell  this  people.  Hear  ye  indeed,  but 
understand  not;  and  see  ye  indeed, 
but  perceive  not.  Make  the  heart  of 
this  people  fat,  and  make  their  ears 
heavy,  and  shut  their  eyes;  lest  thev 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  convert,  and  be  healed" 
(Isa.  6:9-10). 

Up  to  this  time  God  had  been  deal- 
ing with  the  Hebrew  people  for  ap- 
proximately 1,400  years.  The  his- 
tory of  this  association  is  not  pleasant 
nor  encouraging.  This  nation,  upon 
seeing  God's  interest  in  its  welfare, 
should  have  responded  by  drawing 
close  to  God.  Instead  they  became  a 
"sinful  nation,  a  people  laden  with 
iniquity,  a  seed  of  evildoers,  chil- 
dren that  are  corrupters"  (Isa.  1:4). 
Finally  as  a  nation  they  forsook  the 
Lord.  God's  response  was  to  place 
upon  them  an  inability  to  understand 
spiritual  truth,  so  that  the  simplest 
elements  of  Biblical  truth  became  an 
enigma,  an  unanswerable  riddle. 

As  we  deal  with  Jewish  people,  we 
find  that  the  greater  part  of  them 
give  evidence  of  this  national  judg- 


ment. Generally  when  a  man  believes 
what  is  contrary  to  God's  Word  and 
the  truth  is  proclaimed  to  him,  he, 
as  a  free  moral  agent,  can  make  a 
choice.  He  can  discard  his  erroneous 
views,  accept  the  truth,  and  begin  to 
live  in  the  light  of  that  truth,  or  he 
can  continue  to  live  in  his  error.  But 
with  the  Jew  it  is  different.  Those 
Bible  truths  which  are  clear  even  to 
the  stubborn,  Christ  rejecting  gentile 
appear  to  the  Jew  as  foolishness.  He 
is  unable  to  understand  them,  be- 
cause they  must  be  spiritually  dis- 
cerned. Thus  he  is  deaf  and  blind  to 
the  Old  Testament  proofs  of  the  Mes- 
siahship  of  Jesus,  of  the  deity  of 
Jesus.  And  should  a  ray  of  light 
break  through  his  blindness,  should 
the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  penetrate 
his  deafness,  then  his  hardened  heart 
takes  over  and  argues  as  to  the  fool- 
ishness of  the  whole  matter.  The 
Jew,  content  with  his  own  under- 
standing, which  is  merely  the  mouth- 
ings  of  men,  goes  on  his  way  lost, 
separated  from  God  by  his  sin,  and 
separated  from  non-Jews  by  his  race. 

With  such  a  national  judgment 
being  imposed  upon  the  Jew,  one 
could  argue  that  the  cause  of  Jewish 
missions  is  a  lost  cause,  a  wasted  ef- 
fort. But  remember,  this  judgment 
has  to  do  with  the  nation,  not  with 
the  individual.  God  will  deal  with 
anyone  who  will  come  to  him  as  an 
individual!  The  Old  Testament 
prophet  foresaw  this  when  he  said: 
"And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that 
whosoever  shall  call  on  the  name  of 
the  LORD  shall  be  delivered"  (Joel 
2:32).  This  truth  was  reiterated  by 
the  Apostle  Peter  as  he  presented  the 
Gospel  concerning  Jesus,  the  Mes- 
siah, to  the  Jews  on  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost (Acts  2:15-21).  It  is  the  in- 
dividual, regardless  of  who  he  is, 
or  to  what  group  he  belongs,  that 
will  be  saved  if  he  calls  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

In  order  that  God's  people  might 
be  moved  by  this  truth,  the  Apostle

Paul  presents  it  to  us  once  again  as 
he  addresses  the  saints  at  Rome:  "For 
the  scripture  saith,  Whosoever  be- 
lieveth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
For  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  Jew  and  the  Greek:  for  the  same 
Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call 
upon  him.  For  whosoever  shall  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
saved"  (Rom.  10:11-13).  Here  again 
we  are  impressed  with  this  truth:  Sal- 
vation is  an  individual  matter  with- 
out national,  family,  or  any  other 
kind  of  ties. 

But  Paul  goes  on  to  impress  the 
Christian  with  his  responsibility  to- 
ward the  Jewish  community:  "How 
then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom 
they  have  not  believed?  and  how 
shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom 
they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall 
they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and 
how  shall  they  preach,  except  they 
be  sent"  (Rom.  10:14-15)?  Paul 
would  have  all  of  his  brethren  in  the 
Lord  to  realize  that  blindness  in  fart 
is  happened  to  Israel,  and  he  vi'ould 
not  have  any  of  us  ignorant  of  this 
mystery,  lest  we  should  be  wise  in 
our  own  conceit  (Rom.  10:25). 

While  for  the  time  being  the  "Na- 
tion of  Israel"  is  blind,  deaf,  and 
hard-hearted,  still  within  that  na- 
tion there  are  certain  individuals 
who  have  been,  as  was  Isaac,  called 
of  God.  These  are  a  group  reserved 
unto  the  Lord.  It  will  be  through 
the  mercy  of  the  Messianic  believer, 
the  Christian,  that  the  individual 
members  of  this  group  will  expe- 
rience the  mercy  and  salvation  one 
finds  at  the  Father's  hands.  It  is  the 
Christian  who  can  present  to  them 
Jesus  as  Lord.  May  God  help  us  all 
to  extend  this  mercy  to  Paul's  breth- 
ren according  to  the  flesh.  ▼

BELONGS  TO  THOSE 


WHO  READ

Do  you  remember  the  man  who 
trained  for  years  to  compete  in  the 
1960  Olympics  and  then  slept 
through  the  800-meter  run,  which 
was  the  qualifying  heat  of  his  event? 
Wim  Essajas  of  Surinam  (Dutch 
Guiana)  off  the  coast  of  South  Amer- 
ica, was  sent  to  Rome  to  represent  his 
little  country  in  the  Olympics.  He 
was  a  one-man  team,  and  was  to 
compete  in  only  one  event,  the  800- 
meter  run.  The  time  of  the  race  had 
been  changed  from  its  published 
schedule,  and  messengers  were  sent 
to  awaken  the  athletes  who  were  to 
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participate  in  this  event.  They  were 
not  able  to  arouse  Wim  Essajas,  so 
the  race  was  run  without  him  and  he 
lost  his  chance  to  compete  in  the 
Olympics.  He  missed  the  opportunity 
to  give  his  best,  because  he  slept 
through  the  event! 

Christ's  church  is  engaged  in  a 
great  contest.  We  who  are  Christian 
disciples  represent  Him  in  this  strug- 
gle on  the  scene  of  time.  What  if 
we  are  not  awake  and  alert?  What 
if  we  do  not  keep  informed  and  as 
a  result  are  asleep  for  the  event  in 
which  Christ  depends  on  us?  What 
if  we  cannot  be  aroused  to  action  by 
the  appeals  of  the  Bible  and  the  mes- 
sages from  God's  servants?  Is  there 
anything  more  pathetic  than  Chris- 
tians asleep,  or  preoccupied  with 
television  entertainment  or  temporal 
goals  instead  of  being  alert  to  re- 
spond to  the  call  of  God,  to  learn  His 
truth  and  to  do  His  will? 

We  need  to  fill  our  homes  with 
Christian  literature,  the  best  of  Chris- 
tian books  and  magazines.  Yet,  look 
around  you— Christian  literature  in 
many  a  church  member's  home  is  al- 
most non-existent.  Everything  else  is 
there— newspapers,  secular  mag- 
azines, television  sets— but  where  are 
the  Christian  books  and  magazines? 
Oh  yes,  these  are  busy  church  peo- 
ple, active  in  attendance  at  many 
church  meetings,  but  what  happens 
when  the  motives  for  their  activism 
have  worn  out?  Have  they  been  suf- 
ficiently rooted  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  such  as  is  fortified  by 
choice  Christian  reading,  to  maintain 
their    momentum? 

But  you  don't  read?  Not  a  great 
deal,  anyway?  How  much  you  are 
missing.  Reading  is  one  of  the  dis- 
tinguishing marks  which  separates 
man  from  the  animal!  Language  is 
God's  gift  to  those  whom  He  has 
created  in  His  own  image.  This  abil- 
ity to  read,  to  think,  is  a  part  of  the 
image  of  God  in  us  that  was  not  lost 
in  man's  fall  at  the  beginning  of  his- 
tory. Perhaps  that  is  why  language  is 
so  sacred,  so  precious.  God  speaks  to 
man  through  His  words,  and  men 
communicate  with  one  another 
through  these  same  words.  As  Dins- 
dale  T.  Young,  a  British  preacher  of 
yesterday,  has  said:  "One  of  the  great 
presuppositions  of  the  Bible  is  that 
God's  people  will  read.  The  existence 
of  Scripture  is  in  itself  an  argument 


for  the  necessity  of  reading.  That 
God  inspired  a  book  indicates  His  de- 
sire that  His  servants  should  be  read- 
ers." 

How  precious  is  language  through 
which  God  speaks  to  man;  language 
which  links  mind  to  mind  and  heart 
to  heart.  How  unusually  precious  is 
it  when  it  speaks  of  the  marvel  of  our 
creation,  or  the  mystery  of  our  re- 
demption. And  how  supremely  pre- 
cious is  it  when  the  Holy  Spirit  stirs 
a  longing  in  the  soul  to  read  His 
Word,  and  whets  our  appetite  there- 
by for  all  choice  Christian  literature. 
The  non-reading  Christian  misses  all 
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this.  He  has  enormous  blind  spots  in 
his  life  which  inevitably  handicap 
him  in  his  service  as  a  soldier  of  the 
cross.  He  limits  his  witness  and  ef- 
fectivenes  in  a  time  when  ignorance 
of  the  Christian  faith  and  the  Chris- 
tian warfare  is  most  inexcusable. 

The  Archbishop  of  York,  writing 
on  The  Church's  Task  in  the  Field 
of  Christian  Literature,  said  recently: 
"It  is  my  profound  conviction  that 
the  church— and  I  use  the  word  in 
its  widest  sense— must  take  a  new  look 
at  the  whole  matter  of  Christian 
literature.  It  must  plan  a  new  stra- 


tegy, and  that  at  once,  unless  we  are 
to  see  the  Christian  battle  for  the 
mind  of  the  world  lost  in  our  genera- 
tion. Is  not  this  the  time  to  review 
our  strategy?  Is  not  this  the  time  to 
alert  the  churches— and,  beyond  the 
strict  limits  of  the  churches,  the  well- 
disposed  public— to  the  fact,  which 
none  can  deny  unless  they  shut  their 
eyes,  that  the  real  battle  today  is 
being  fought  in  the  realm  of  ideas, 
and  that  ideas  are  born  and  nourished 
by  literature?  Nothing  less  is  called 
for  than  the  'impregnation'  of  society, 
at  all  levels  of  culture,  in  all  races 
of  the  world,  with  literature  which 
conveys  the  Christian  message."  This 
"impregnation"  must  begin  with- 
in the  churches,  within  our  own 
hearts. 

It  must  begin  with  Christian 
homes  saturated  with  Christian  books 
and  journals.  This  will  not  only  pre- 
serve us  against  the  "brainwashing" 
of  the  mass  media.  It  will  also  equip 
us  to  take  the  offensive  and  to  in- 
vade our  secular  culture  with  the 
truth  of  the  Gospel. 

Christian  magazines  have  a  pecul- 
iar and  distinctive  function  in  the 
service  of  Christ  and  His  church. 
They  provide  what  neither  news- 
paper nor  television  nor  any  other 
magazine  can.  They  bring  to  the 
reader  what  no  mass  media  communi- 
cation can  ever  possibly  furnish.  Your 
Christian  magazine  presents  you  with 
information  v^u  get  nowhere  else.  It 
helps  you  to  interpret  the  meaning 
of  contemporary  history  in  the  light 
of  the  Word  of  God.  It  binds  you 
together  with  other  Christians  to 
make  you  aware  of  the  blessing  of 
Christian  fellowship  and  of  our  com- 
mon strength  as  we  hold  our  faith 
and  witness  in  a  hostile  environment. 

The  future  does  not  belong  to 
churches  which  are  religiously  unin- 
formed and  illiterate,  or  to  Christians 
who  think  they  can  take  it  easy.  The 
future  belongs,  under  God,  to  those 
who  know  what  they  believe,  and 
why.  It  belongs  to  those  who  have  a 
passion  to  know  more  about  the  work 
of  Christ  in  the  world,  that  they  may 
advance  it  more  effectively.  It  be- 
longs to  those  who  believe  in  Him 
and  His  Word  so  utterly  that  they 
are  willing  to  sacrifice  to  know  His 
Will  and  then  to  get  out  His  Word, 
even  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Does 
this  future  belong  to  you? 
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Pastor?

A  pioneer  missionary,  an  evan- 
gelist, a  prolific  writer,  a  church 
founder  and  builder,  but  an  honest- 
to-goodness  pastor?  How  could  Pau! 
qualify?  I  wondered,  too,  until  I  be- 
gan to  look  into  his  pastoral  expe- 
riences. He  wrote  about  the  pastoral 
office  and  function;  he  trained  Tim- 
othy and  Titus  for  the  pastorate.  But 
what  did  Paul  know  about  the  work 
of  the  pastor,  the  heart  of  a  pastor, 
the  inner  stresses  involved  in  a  per- 
sonal experience  as  a  pastor? 

Dr.  Luke  carefully  preserves  for  us, 
in  his  concern  for  Theophilus,  a 
priceless  page  out  of  the  minutes  of 
the  board  sessions  in  the  church  at 
Ephesus.  For  three  unusual  years- 
unusual,  that  is,  for  Paul  the  pioneer 
—he  was  the  minister  and  moderator. 
They  had  been  good  years;  in  fact, 
three  of  the  best  of  his  life.  But  he 
had  to  press  on  and  beyond,  preach- 
ing the  Gospel  and  establishing 
churches.  Another  had  to  carry  on 
at  Ephesus,  assume  the  position  of 
presiding  elder,  and  lead  the  people 
in  spiritual  growth. 

The  Apostle  could  never  forget 
those  precious  times  or  those  saints 
in  the  Lord.  Before  going  upward  he 
longed  to  fellowship  with  them  once 
more.  So  it  is  we  have  record  in 
Acts  20  of  his  reunion  with  them  and 
his  review  of  those  three  years  spent 
with  them  as  their  pastor.  The 
minutes  are  kept  so  well  that  we  see 
Paul  quite  intimately.  He  spoke  with 
a    dignity    and    humility    that    char- 
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acterized  his  ministry  for  a  lifetime. 
Is  it  any  wonder  that  after  it  was 
all  over  they  wept  sore  and  fell  on 
his  neck  and  kissed  him,  knowing 
they  would  not  see  him  again? 

"Serving  the  Lord"  is  Paul's  way  i..f 
summing  up  his  pastorate  at  Ephesus. 
In  fact,  he  begins  every  letter  with 
this  same,  compelling  goal.  "I,  Paul, 
the  servant  of  the  Lord."  What  higher 
goal  for  pastoral  ministry  could  there 
be  than  this?  Serving  a  church, 
satisfying  the  people  must  be  just  the 
result  of  "serving  the  Lord."  The 
Apostle  showed  by  his  own  personal 
example  a  submissiveness  and  self- 
surrender  unto  this  determined  pur- 
pose to  serve  the  Lord.  In  a  very 
practical  area  this  is  demonstrated  in 
his  scrupulous  handling  of  money 
matters.  "I  have  coveted  no  man's 
silver  or  gold,  or  apparel."  Yea,  ye 
yourselves  know  that  these  hands— 
and  as  he  held  them  up,  the  elders 
around  the  table  saw  the  truth  in 
every  callous  and  scar— these  hands 
have  labored  for  my  necessities. 
"Noble  hands  of  a  noble  heart!" 

Never  did  Paul  allow  his  hands  or 
his  tongue  to  be  tied.  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable  to  you, 
he  reminded  them.  I  shunned  not 
to  declare  to  you  the  whole  counsel 
of  God.  It  meant  tears.  Some  of  those 
very  men  had  put  pressures  upon 
him;  the  temptation  had  been  there, 
but  he  had  not  yielded.  And  how 
they  did  love  him  the  more  because 
he  had  been  true  to  the  message: 
"Repentance  toward  God,  and  faith 
toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  "And 
with  all  humility  of  mind"  he  served 
his  Lord.  God  had  graciously  planted 
that  thorn  in  his  flesh.  He  could 
understand  the  pastor's  personal  limi- 
tations of  the  flesh.  He  had  known 
defeat  and  disappointment— all  that 
goes  into  making  a  ministry  collapse. 

"From  house  to  house"  Paul 
warned  everyone  night  and  day.  How 
could  he  do  it?  Did  he  never  sleep? 
Did  he  never  take  time  to  eat?  It 
was  said  of  Samuel  Rutherford  in 
Anwoth  that  he  was  always  working 
with  his  hands,  always  working  with 
his  mind,  always  preaching,  always 
visiting.  Richard  Baxter  in  his  Re- 
formed Pastor  spells  it  out:  "We  must 
labour  to  be  acquainted  with  all  our 
people,  to  know  all  their  inclinations 
and  conversation:  for  if  we  know  not 
the  temperament  or  the  disease,  we 


are  likely  to  prove  but  unsuccessful 
physicians.  A  minister  is  not  only 
for  public  preaching.  One  word  of 
seasonable  and  prudent  advice  will 
do  that  good  that  many  sermons  will 
not  do.  See  that  they  have  some 
profitable  moving  book  besides  the 
Bible  in  each  family;  and  if 
they  have  not,  persuade  them  to  buy. 
.  .  .  Another  part  lieth  in  visiting  the 
sick  and  in  helping  them  to  prepare 
either  for  a  more  fruitful  life,  or  for 
a  happy  death." 

Perhaps  you  are  not  interested  in 
being  a  pastor  after  the  Pauline  man- 
ner. Does  Paul  frustrate  you  when 
he  says:  "I  take  you  to  record  this 
day,  that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood 
of  all  men"?  Are  you  left  breathless 
wondering  how  a  horny-handed  tent- 
maker,  a  man  with  twelve  hours  in 
his  day,  or  even  eighteen,  and  seven 
days  a  week,  a  man  in  the  flesh, 
could  look  his  official  board  in  the 
eye  and  get  unanimous  approval  of 
a  statement  like  that?  What  would 
vou  give  for  a  look  at  the  Apostle's 
pastoral-visitation  record  book?  What 
hours  did  he  schedule,  and  for  what? 
Which  of  the  Psalms  did  he  read  as 
he  went  from  house  to  house?  What 
was  it  that  made  him  weep?  Who 
was  it  that  made  him  rejoice  in  the 
Lord?  Did  Paul  read  the  Scriptures, 
explain  them,  and  then  pray  in  every 
house  every  visit  he  made?  Did  he 
send  word  by  the  deacon  of  that  par- 
ticular flock  that  he  was  coming? 
Or  did  he  just  "stop  in"  as  the  Spirit 
moved  him? 

Until  we  locate  that  note-book, 
we'll  have  to  do  some  reading  be- 
tween the  lines.  Paul  could  not  mean 
that  he  was  always  visiting,  always 
weeping,  always  preaching,  always 
praying  in  every  house  night  and 
day.  There  must  have  been  some  days 
when  he  just  said  hello  on  the  street, 
waved  through  a  window,  and  gave 
a  word  or  two  in  his  shop  while  mak- 
ing tents.  If  your  visits  keep  contact 
with  your  people;  if  they  help  to 
stabilize  and  stimulate;  if  you  go  into 
your  pulpit  on  Sunday  with  the  heart- 
beat of  your  congregation  pounding 
in  your  own  soul;  your  service  will 
be  unto  the  Lord.  If  you  have  shown 
by  your  example  how  to  support  the 
weak,  they  will  remember  what 
Jesus  said:  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive."  And  they'll  never 
forget  you,  either.  ▼

The  New  School  Year 

The  new  school  year  is  now  well  on  its  way,  and  it  is 
possible  to  assess  a  few  of  the  prognostications  of  the  past 
few  years. 

Number-wise  we  were  told  that  this  was  the  year  for 
the  great  influx  of  students  into  college  from  the  popula- 
tion explosion.  That  there  is  an  increase  can  hardly  be 
denied,  but  that  the  increase  is  phenomenal  is  hardly  the 
case.  This  can  be  explained  on  the  basis  that  along  with 
the  increase  in  population  there  has  also  been  an  in- 
crease in  hindrances.  One  of  these,  doubtless,  is  financial. 
The  increase  in  financial  aid  for  students  from  every 
source  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  rising  cost  of  education. 
This  is  true  for  every  college,  and  it  is  certainly  true  for 
Grace  College.  There  is  therefore  pressing  need  within 
The  Brethren  Church  to  channel  greater  amounts  of 
money  into  aid-funds  for  students. 

Being  a  Christian  college,  Grace  could  not  expect  to 
see  the  same  increase  in  its  student  body,  because  its 
constituency  is  more  restrictive.  If  the  increase  in  num- 
ber of  Christians,  and  especially  those  within  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  were  to  increase  in  the  same  proportion  as 
the  general  population,  it  might  be  possible  to  see  the 
same  ratio  of  increase  in  the  student  body.  But  this  ratio 
does  not  prevail.  As  a  result  all  Christian  colleges  will 
experience  some  growth,  but  that  growth  will  in  no 
sense  keep  step  with  the  rise  in  population. 

Quality-wise  Grace  College  has  just  admitted  the 
finest  class  in  its  history.  The  slight  growth  in  numbers 
is  reason  for  thanksgiving,  but  the  quality  of  this  incom- 
ing class  is  special  reason  for  gratitude. 

The  seminary  number  remains  constant.  While  many 
theological  schools  across  the  country  are  experiencing 
decline,  and  very  few  an  increase,  it  is  at  least  encourag- 
ing that  Grace  Seminary  continues  to  minister  to  ap- 
proximately a  hundred  students. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  of  the  Brethren  students 
being   admitted   this   year   to   the   seminary,    almost    all 


are  graduates  of  Grace  College.  This  is  a  significant  fact. 
In  1948  Grace  College  was  established  because  of  the 
strong  feeling  within  The  Brethren  Church  that  stu- 
dents educated  in  some  school  other  than  Brethren  were 
being  lost  to  the  church.  This  was  true  in  those  years  be- 
fore the  college  came  into  existence,  and  it  is  still  true. 
Brethren  students  who  have  taken  their  college  work  in 
Grace  College  almost  without  exception,  if  they  are  head- 
ed toward  some  full-time  Christian  service,  enter  the 
seminary  and  eventually  enter  some  sort  of  service  with- 
in The  Brethren  Church.  There  are  very  few  Brethren 
students  headed  toward  full-time  Christian  service  who 
take  college  in  some  school  other  than  Grace,  come  to 
the  seminary,  and  enter  service  within  The  Brethren 
Church. 

These  facts  carry  their  own  exhortation  with  them. 
Pastors  and  people  need  to  use  every  effort  to  increase 
the  supply  of  Christian  servants  by  getting  Brethren 
young  people  into  Brethren  schools. 

Grace  Schools  and  Home  Missions 

Grace  College  and  Grace  Theological  Seminary  do  not 
exist  for  their  own  sakes.  They  exist  as  a  means  to  an 
end.  This  purpose  is  threefold. 

On  the  spiritual  side,  these  schools  exist  to  know  Christ 
and  to  make  Him  known  as  the  only  Saviour  and  Lord 
of  life.  This  is  the  highest  aspect  of  purpose,  and 
it  is  also  all-comprehending. 

Included  within  this  is  the  intellectual  aspect,  the  in- 
culcation of  Christian  education,  and  that  within  a 
Christian  atmosphere.  It  is  within  these  walls  that  a 
Christian  faculty  seeks  not  onlv  to  provide  the  students 
with  a  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  but  also  to 
provide  them  with  knowledge  of  God's  works  as  inte- 
grated with  the  Scriptures. 

At  the  lowest  level,  there  is  the  functional  aspect.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  these  schools  to  implement  all  students 
who  come  within  its  doors  with  such  informational  and 
personal  preparation  that  they  may  serve  God  in  whatever 
door  of  service  they  enter.  This  ministry  is  intended 
first  for  Brethren  young  people,  and  then  for  such  others 
as  may  be  accommodated. 

Within  this  there  lies  the  concern  Grace  Schools  has 
for  home  missions.  In  the  more  selective  area  of  Chris- 
tian service,  it  is  our  desire  to  prepare  young  people  to 
serve  as  pastors,  evangelists.  Christian  day  school  teach- 
ers, and  other  such  services  as  we  can  provide.  We  are 
therefore  vitally  interested  in  the  progress  of  home  mis- 
sions. Inventory  of  the  work  of  home  missions  over  the 
period  Grace  Schools  has  existed  reveals  an  amazing  ad- 
vance within  our  own  fellowship.  For  this  we  thank 
God.  But  we  are  certain  that  even  greater  advance  can 
be  made  if  our  entire  Brotherhood  will  give  themselves 
to  the  business  of  supplying  financial  aid  and  sons 
and  daughters. 

It  is  very  likely  that  the  sons  and  daughters  will  reach 
the  field  of  home  missions  if  they  are  sent  to  Grace  Col- 
lege and  Seminary.  Never  a  year  goes  by  but  that  there 
is  an  appeal  from  home  missions  for  more  workers.  You 
can  help  home  missions  and  Grace  Schools  by  sending 
your  sons  and  daughters  this  way.  ▼

When  faced  with  a  question  such 
as  the  one  stated  as  the  topic  of  this 
paper,  the  obvious  and  usual  response 
is  that  young  men  of  today  do  not 
have  the  deep  dedication  to  Christ 
which  characterized  young  men  of 
previous  decades.  This  response  has 
several  useful  features.  It  requires 
no  thought.  It  is  easy.  It  is  self-evi- 
dent, being  based  on  the  premise 
that  those  currently  in  the  ministry 
are  deeply  spiritual  and  wholly  con- 
cerned with  the  matters  of  the  spirit- 
ual side  of  man,  while  the  young 
men  of  today  are  a  frivolous  lot,  con- 
cerned mostly  with  clothes,  cars,  and 
status. 

However,  like  most  easy  solutions 
to  difficult  problems,  this  one  is  not 
necessarily  true. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  not 
to  provide  easy  answers,  for  there 
are  none.  It  is  rather  to  ask  questions, 
stimulate  thinking,  make  suggestions, 
and  provoke  discussion  which  may 
result  in  an  objective  view  of  the 
problem  leading  to  positive  programs 
which  will  provide  at  least  a  partial 
solution  to  one  of  the  greatest  prob- 
lems in  The  Brethren  Church  today. 

The  question  of  first  importance, 
both  logically  and  theologically,  is 
this.  Whose  resfonsibility  is  it  to  in- 
fluence  young  men  to  enter  the  ■inin- 
istry? 

Even  a  cursory  study  of  the  New 
Testament  reveals  an  atmosphere  in 
the  Christian  community  which  was 
characterized  by  unity  of  heart  and 
mind,  coupled  with  a  spirit  of  com- 
plete cooperation  among  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  church,  and  the  individual 
concerned,  out  of  which  God  made 
known  His  will  and  the  chosen  in- 
dividual responded  affirmatively. 
Apparently  the  Holy  Spirit  leads  the 
gifted  individual  to  seek  the  work 
of  the  ministry  (I  Tim.  3:1)  and  at 
the  same  time  uses  the  local  church 
to  seek  the  individual,  thus  con- 
firming his  own  sense  of  God's  call 
(Acts  14:23).  The  separation  of  Paul 
and  Barnabas  to  the  work  of  world 
evangelism  and  church  establish- 
ment (Acts  13:1-3)  provides  both  il- 
lustration and  commentary  for  this 
concept. 


The  New  Testament  texts  men- 
tioned presuppose  spiritual  depth  and 
discernment  on  the  part  of  the 
church,  as  well  as  on  the  part  of  the 
individual.  They  demonstrate  an 
atmosphere  of  genuine  worship  and 
dependence  on  the  Lord  as  the  en- 
vironment in  which  the  Holv  Spirit 
spoke,  the  individual  and  the  church 
heard,  and  both  responded  positively 
to  the  call  of  God. 

With  this  all  too  hurried  glance 
at  the  scriptural  background,  it  will 
be  instructive  to  consider  objectivelv 
actual  practice  in  far  too  many 
Brethren  churches. 

Where,  in  1964,  is  the  preoc- 
cupation with  God  which  character- 
ized the  Early  Church?  Where  is  the 
cooperative  effort  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  individual,  and  the  church? 
Obviously,  the  Holy  Spirit  still  calls 
gifted  men  to  the  ministry.  Failure 
of  these  called  men  to  enter  the  min- 
istry, therefore,  lies  in  the  human 
realm.  The  church  quickly  points  to 
her  young  men  and  accuses  them  of 
base  materialism,  hoping  to  escape  the 
inescapable  truth  that  she  has  not 
provided  the  proper  context  for  her 
voung  men,  the  proper  setting  for 
these  diamonds  of  God's  choice,  that 
their  hearts  may  be  prepared  for 
God's  call,  and  that  they  may  be 
encouraged  to  respond  properly.  Act- 
ually, the  church  is  largely  responsi- 
ble for  the  materialistic  views  of 
her  sons!  Where  is  there  a  Christian 
organization,  either  belonging  to  the 
local  church  or  church  oriented  in 
name,  which  does  not  exalt  and  sing 
the  praises  of  the  successful  Chris- 
tian businessman,  scientist,  doctor,  or 
sports  figure,  using  him  as  an  ex- 
ample for  its  young  men,  encouraging 
them  to  follow  in  his  steps.  Impli- 
citly, if  not  explicitly,  this  is  an  at- 
titude and  atmosphere  of  total  ap- 
proval of  both  the  status  and  the 
material  standing  of  such  a  figure, 
so  long  as  he  is  Christian. 

The  pastor  and  the  ministerial  stu- 
dent suffer  considerably  by  contrast. 
The  pastoral  office  is  not  exalted 
in  the  local  church.  The  pastor  is 
called  by  his  first  name  by  adults  and 
children  alike;  he  is  considered  to  be 
"one  of  the  boys"  by  some  and  is 
served  crudely  sliced  for  Sunday  din- 
ner by  others.  His  salary  is  common 
knowledge  to  young  and  old  alike, 
as   are   his  many  weaknesses.    Most 


people  have  no  concept  of  the  educa- 
tional requirements  of  his  work,  and 
young  people  invariably  think  that 
a  medical  doctor  has  spent  a  great 
deal  more  time  in  preparation  for  his 
work  than  has  the  pastor,  although 
such  is  not  the  case.  Is  it  any  won- 
der, then,  that  in  a  recent  survey  in 
the  Southern  California  senior  high- 
college  camp  only  four  out  of  70 
young  men  indicated  a  personal  pref- 
erence for  the  ministry,  and  only 
seven  out  of  a  total  of  143  campers 
(both  men  and  women)  indicated  a 
personal  preference  for  Christian 
work  of  any  kind? 

A  Christian  young  man  is,  in  large 
measure,  a  reflection  of  his  home 
environment,  his  church,  and  his  so- 
ciety. Is  the  church  so  naive  as  to 
think  that  a  young  man  will  readily 
and  eagerly  embrace  the  caricature  of 
the  ministry  with  which  he  is  most 
often  faced?  It  is  readily  apparent  that 
the  church  has  downgraded  the  of- 
fice and  the  man  in  it,  and  that  many 
a  minister  would  be  in  some  other 
vocation  if  he  had  the  ability  and 
courage  to  make  the  change  in  the 
face  of  public  opinion.  Instead,  the 
pastor  goes  on  his  dreary  way,  un- 
enthusiastic  about  his  work,  bone- 
\^'eary  because  he  has  to  moon-light 
to  make  ends  meet  financially,  brow- 
beaten by  lay  people  who  have  finally 
found  someone  to  order  around, 
guilty  because  his  own  family  rarely 
sees  him,  in  deep  heart  anguish  be- 
cause he  knows  he  cannot  afford  to 
send  his  own  children  to  college, 
embarrassed  by  the  shabbiness  of  his 
home  and  its  furnishings,  yet  all  the 
while  gritting  his  teeth  and  enduring 
his  travail  because  he  is  a  minister. 
Perhaps  the  picture  is  a  bit  over- 
drawn, but  enough  truth  is  present 
to  make  it  hurt. 

The  second  question  of  great  im- 
portance is.  What  can  the  church  do 
to  make  the  ministry  more  attractive 
to  her  young  men? 

While  the  church,  as  a  whole, 
sneers  at  the  concept  of  "status"  when 
applied  to  Christian  work,  it  is  clear 
that  the  concept  is  important.  The 
Apostle  Paul  literally  boasted  of  his 
two  fold  "status"  as  a  bondslave  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  an  apostle 
of  that  same  Lord. 

The  church  of  1964  needs  to  gain 
or  regain  a  Biblical  view  of  the  of- 
fice of  the  elder.  This  can  be  accom- 
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plished  only  by  Biblical  teaching  on 
the  part  of  the  pastor  and  Biblical 
living  on  the  part  of  an  aroused  and 
alarmed  laity.  Proper  respect  for  the 
office,  proper  and  published  stand- 
ards for  the  men  who  hold  the  of- 
fice, and  a  standard  of  living  com- 
parable to  society's  counterparts  will 
provide  a  good  beginning.  The  pastor 
must  meanwhile  cultivate  the  spirit 
of  joyous  anticipation  with  regard  to 
the  opportunity  and  challenge  which 
led  him  into  the  ministry  in  the  first 
place,  so  that  his  genuine  love  for  his 
work  will  be  apparent  to  all. 

Furthermore,  the  church  must  seek 
ways  of  honoring  its  ministerial  stu- 
dents and  candidates.  They  must  con- 
stantly be  encouraged  and  helped  in 
the  area  of  Bible  training,  in  the  per- 
sonal application  of  Biblical  truth, 
and  in  the  practical  use  of  this  train- 
ing in  actual  life  situations.  Bible 
training  coupled  with  actual  life  ex- 
periences will  do  more  to  challenge 
young  men  with  the  opportunities  of 
Christian  service  than  anything  else. 
The  Southern  California  Leadership 
Program  has  illustrated  this  again  and 
again.  Actual  service  for  Christ  in 
camp  counseling  has  served  to  crystal- 
lize the  thinking  of  a  number  of 
young  people  in  the  district  in  terms 
of  schooling  and  orientation  toward 
Christian  service  as  a  life  goal. 

The  Southern  California-Arizona 
Youth  Committee  would  like  to  make 
several  concrete  suggestions  to  the 
national  ministerium.  These  sug- 
gestions are  not  presented  in  whole 
or  in  part  as  a  panacea  for  the  prob- 
lem but  are  intended  to  be  a  start 
in  searching  out  practical  solutions. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  districts 
not  now  engaged  in  a  youth  leader- 
ship training  -program  begin  imme- 
diately to  plan  and  establish  a  prac- 
tical, workable  program.  The  South 
em  California  Youth  Committee  will 
make  available  an  outline  of  its  pilot 
program  to  those  who  are  interested. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  pastors  be- 
gin to  cultivate  as  never  before  those 
Christian  young  men  in  the  church 
who  have  apparently  been  gifted  bv 
the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  There  should  be  positive  at- 
tempts to  recruit  these  capable  young 
men,  in  the  environmental  frame- 
work established  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, to  be  sure.  It  is  no  secret  that 
there  is  a  great  recruiting  drive  on 
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across  the  Nation  for  able  young  men 
to  be  sucked  into  the  voracious  maw 
of  the  economic  sector  of  society.  The 
church  should  also  major  in  recruit- 
ment if  she  is  to  have  a  future  of 
any  consequence.  Pastors  ought  to 
know  their  young  people,  go  to  sum- 
mer camp  with  them,  join  them  in 
their  activities,  and  periodically  coun- 
sel with  them  seriously  about  their 
life  goals.  Those  who  show  any  in- 
terest and  aptitude  at  all  ought  to  be 
given  opportunity  to  learn  and  to 
serve  in  the  areas  of  summer  and 
winter  camp  counseling,  daily  vaca- 
tion Bible  school,  Sunday  school 
teaching,  music,  testimony,  and  ac-. 
tually  bringing  messages  in  the 
church.  The  school  program  of  these 
young  men  should  be  kept  under 
close  surveillance  at  all  times  so  that 
a  firm  foundation  of  scholarship  is 
laid  as  early  as  possible.  In  short, 
the  oversight  and  encouragement  of 
an  enthusiastic  pastor  will  be  one  of 
the  greatest  factors  in  drawing  young 
men  to  the  ministry  and  in  holding 
them  faithful  to  their  commitment. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  the  de- 
nomination investigate  the  possibilitv 
of  establishing  a  nation-wide  program, 
to  be  administered  on  the  district 
level,  whereby  young  men  who  are 
candidates  for  the  ministry  would 
be  provided  with  care  and  oversight 
similar  to  the  Presbyterian  program 
called  "Care  of  Presbytery."  This 
special  relationship  to  the  church 
and  to  the  district  would  continue 
until  the  candidate's  ordination  to 
the  ministry. 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  re- 
newed emphasis  be  placed  on  "The 
President's  Fund,"  which  is  used 
to  assist  Brethren  students  to  receive 
an  education  in  Grace  College  and 
Seminary.  Brethren  students  may 
borrow  from  this  fund,  and  if  they 
enter  into  the  pastorate,  missionary 
work,  or  Christian  day  school  teach- 
ing, one-fifth  of  the  total  loan  is 
canceled  each  year  for  five  years  or 
until  the  entire  amount  is  canceled. 

Grace  College  is  to  be  commended 
that  provision  has  been  made  to  as- 
sist worthy  applicants,  who  are 
teaching  in  the  college,  to  receive 
financial  help  as  they  pursue  the 
graduate  areas  of  study  for  advanced 
degrees. 

Finally,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
problem    of    the    public    ministerial 


image,  which  contributes  to  the  at- 
trition rate  in  the  ranks  of  possible 
ministerial  candidates,  be  partially 
dealt  with  by  the  adoption  and  pub- 
lication of  certain  standards  by  the 
several  district  ministerial  examining 
boards  for  both  licensure  and  ordina- 
tion of  prospective  ministers.  The 
host  of  ordained  and  licensed  Breth- 
ren ministers  in  the  United  States 
who  have  no  working  relationship  at 
all  to  Christian  work  of  any  kind 
bears  mute  testimony  to  the  fact  that 
the  church  either  needs  new  stand- 
ards or  needs  to  enforce  current 
standards  in  its  policy  of  election, 
licensure,  and  ordination  of  elders. 

To  summarize  the  major  points  of 
this  paper,  neither  the  attitude  of  the 
local  church  nor  the  atmosphere  of 
the  local  church  corresponds  to  that 
which  is  Biblical  with  regard  to  the 
subject  of  God's  call  to  the  Christian 
ministrv.  Furthermore,  the  ministerial 
image  is  largely  out  of  focus,  and  the 
church  herself  has  conspired  to  render 
the  ministry  unattractive  on  the  hum- 
an level.  It  is  well  for  us  to  remem- 
ber that  the  "human  level"  is  exact- 
ly where  our  prospective  ministerial 
candidates  are  at  the  time  when  they 
might  respond  to  a  Biblical  call  to 
Christian  service. 

Presently,  ministerial  candidates 
are  practically  "on  their  own,"  there 
being  little  or  no  oversight  exercised 
by  the  church  or  her  institutions  in 
the  areas  of  positive  instruction. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  apparent  to  the 
objective  observer  that  the  future  of 
The  Brethren  Church  is  in  danger 
if  the  flov\'  of  young  men  into  the 
Christian  ministry  is  not  increased. 
As  the  problem  is  complex,  so  is  the 
solution.  It  is  sincerelv  hoped  that 
this  paper  has  served  to  encourage 
constructive  thinking  and  discussion 
which  will  at  length  result  in  posi- 
tive, practical,  and  productive  action. 

The  Southern  California-Arizona 
District  Youth  Committee  is  willing 
to  continue  its  research  on  this  vital 
problem  during  the  year,  and  to  pre- 
sent a  follow-up  paper  containing  the 
results  of  its  investigation  and  think- 
ing during  the  1965  meetings  of  the 
national  ministerium,  if  this  is  the 
desire  of  the  organization.

"THE  HANGMAN'S  ROPE" 

BY  HOWARD  E.  KERSHNER 


Many  things  are  happening  in  our 
schools  of  recent  years  that  contribute 
to  the  decline  of  our  society.  For 
one  thing,  there  has  been  a  great 
relaxation  of  discipline.  Boys  and 
girls  have  learned  that  they  can  sass 
their  teachers  while  telling  them, 
"You  don't  dare  touch  me." 

Last  summer  I  revisited  my  moth- 
er's birthplace  in  Southern  Indiana, 
including  the  site  of  several  of  the 
schools  where  she  taught  80  years 
ago.  With  the  aid  of  a  hickory  stick 
she  thrashed  young  men  larger  than 
herself  who  had  bragged  that  they 
would  break  up  the  school  and  drive 
her  out.  She  was  a  good  disciplinar 
ian  and  had  the  force  of  character 
to  subdue  these  ruffians,  after  which 
the  boys  and  girls  settled  down  to 
studying  their  McGuffey  readers, 
learning  the  multiplication  tables 
and  the  history  of  the  United  States. 

A  few  weeks  ago  there  were  26 
assaults  upon  teachers  in  New  York 
City  in  one  week.  Knowing  that 
teachers  do  not  have  the  authority  to 
thrash  them,  many  students  today 
refuse  to  study,  refuse  to  obey,  and 
assault  each  other  as  well  as  the 
teachers.  There  has  been  too  much 
coddling  of  youngsters  in  our 
schools.  We  need  more  discipline, 
more  drill  in  the  three  R's,  books 
like  McGuffey  Readers,  and  more 
solid,  interesting  and  useful  con- 
tent in  most  of  our  textbooks. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  said  that 
we  are  a  Christian  nation.  Certainly 
the    documents    drawn    up    by    our 


founders  acknowledged  God  and 
begged  for  His  mercy  and  guidance 
in  all  of  their  activities  both  public 
and  private.  Our  country  is  distinctly 
a  product  of  the  Judeo-Christian  cul- 
ture. It  is  the  first  nation  ever  found- 
ed in  the  history  of  the  world  espe- 
cially for  the  purpose  of  serving  God. 
When  we  turn  our  back  on  these 
ideals  and  no  longer  communicate 
them  to  our  children,  we  are  laying 
the  foundation  for  the  destruction  of 
our  civilization.  This  is  one  of  the 
chief  strands  in  the  hangman's 
noose. 

No  wonder  Khrushchev's  face 
lights  up  with  a  smug  smile  every- 
time  he  surveys  the  American 
scene.  He  knows  that  the  thousands 
of  tons  of  false  subversive  propa- 
ganda he  has  sent  into  our  ports  for 
free  distribution  by  the  United  States 
Post  Office  and  all  the  other  acti- 
vities he  finances  for  furthering 
Communist  objectives  have  all  been 
powerful  factors  leading  to  the  de- 
struction of  our  country. 

Little  wars  in  many  places  are  part 
of  the  Communist  strategy,  causing 
the  loss  of  a  substantial  number  of 
American  lives  and  a  vast  number  of 
American  dollars  while  involving  no 
expense  to  the  Russians  and  seldom, 
if  ever,  the  loss  of  a  Russian  life. 
Among  other  things  such  vi'ars  are 
all  a  part  of  the  Communist  plan 
to  destroy  our  strength  through  spend- 
ing, inflation,  and  the  destruction  of 
our  fiscal  system.  Today  the  dollar 
is  down  to  about  44  per  cent  of  its 
pre-war  value,  and  there  is  no  reason 


to  believe  that  it  will  not  continue  to 
decline.  The  insane  craze  for  more 
and  more  spending  is  not  only  a 
part  of  the  Communist  plot  for  the 
destruction  of  America  but  has  also 
received  the  enthusiastic  endorse- 
ment of  many  of  our  secular  and 
church  leaders  as  well. 

Our  great  danger  lies  not  in  the 
military  power  of  Communism  but  in 
its  power  to  infiltrate  and  subvert 
our  institutions  and  through  its  in- 
numerable Communist  fronts  to  in- 
duce so  many  of  even  our  better 
citizens  to  join  in  furthering  many 
of  the  practices  mentioned  above 
which  are  defeating  our  ideals  and 
destroying  our  free  self-government. 

The  first  phase  of  Communist 
grand  strategy  as  revealed  by  Mos- 
cow, to  take  over  Asia,  Africa,  and 
Latin  America,  is  progressing  ac- 
cording to  plan.  Their  second  and 
third  objectives  of  neutralizing  West- 
ern Europe  and  confusing  the  people 
of  the  United  States  until  they  can 
no  longer  act  with  a  unified  resolute 
purpose  have  also  proven  very  suc- 
cessful. Lenin  said  we  would  fall 
like  a  ripe  apple  into  their  basket. 
Two  things  have  led  and  are  leading 
on  to  this  tragic  denouement:  our 
loss  of  Christian  zeal  and  our  dis- 
mal ignorance  of  economic  law.  The 
restoration  of  life  and  health  for  our 
country  can  come  only  from  a  spirit- 
ual revival  which  must  be  brought 
about  by  devout  self-sacrificing  Chris- 
tian people  and  by  mounting  a  tre- 
mendous campaign  of  economic  edu- 
cation. ▼ 
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Juvenile 
Delinquency? 

Mr.  Daniel  Webster,  that  giant 
of  oratory  and  outstanding  Protes- 
tant character,  had  this  to  say  on 
children's  Bible  training: 

"There  is  an  authority  still  more 
imposing  and  awful.  When  the  little 
children  were  brought  into  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Son  of  God,  His  disciples 
proposed  to  send  them  away;  but  He 
said,  'Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me.'  Unto  me!  He  did  not 
send  them  first  for  lessons  in  morals 
to  the  schools  of  the  Pharisees,  or  to 
the  unbelieving  Sadducees,  nor  to 
read  the  precepts  and  lessons  phylac- 
teried  on  the  garments  of  the  Jewish 
priesthood;  He  said  nothing  of  dif- 
ferent creeds  or  clashing  doctrines; 
but  He  opened  at  once  to  the  youth- 
ful mind  the  everlasting  fountain  of 
living  waters,  the  only  source  of  eter- 
nal truths:  'Suffer  little  children  to 
come  unto  me.'  And  that  injunction 


is  of  perpetual  obligation.  It  addresses 
itself  today  with  the  same  earnest- 
ness and  the  same  authority  which 
attended  its  first  utterance  to  the 
Christian  world.  It  is  of  force  every- 
where, and  at  all  times.  It  extends 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  it  will  en- 
rich to  the  end  of  time,  always  and 
everwhere  sounding  in  the  ears  of 
men,  with  an  emphasis  which  no 
repetition  can  weaken,  and  with  an 
authority  which  nothing  can  super- 
sede: 'Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me.' "

'."  (Deut.  1:25-43).  Jehovah  had  laid 
:;ore  the  Hebrews  the  choice  of  a 
I'se  or  a  blessing  (Deut.  11:26)  and 
jy  chose  the  curse.  Isaiah  tells  us  why 
ih  an  irresponsible  choice  would  be 
ijde:  ".  .  .  the  Lord  hath  spoken  .  .  . 
):  they  have  rebelled  against  me.  The 
iknoweth  his  owner,  and  the  ass  his 
rster's  crib,  but  Israel  doth  not  know, 
I;  people  doth  not  consider  .  .  .  they 
re  provoked  the  Holy  One  of  Israel" 
]|i.  1:2-4).  Obviously,  the  loss  of  the 
)'mised  "blessing"  was  directly  the 
(lit  of  their  disregard  to  the  authority 
11 :  surety  of  the  Word  of  the  Lord. 
[;y  made  their  decision,  then  asked 
;  1  to  bless.  But  He  said,  under  those 
I  ditions  you  may  take  your  journey 
»  "I  wiU  not  go  up  in  the  midst  of 
1  j"  (Exod.  33:3). 


"Times  have  not  changed  .  .  .  just 
terms  ...  we  are  working  over  the  old 
tragedies  with  new  tools  .  .  .  calling  old 
troubles  by  new  names  .  .  .  drowning 
out  the  voice  of  God  with  new  noises" 
(D.  Walters),  still  manifesting  an  ir- 
responsible attitude  toward  the  "Thus 
saith  the  Lord."  This  attitude  cost  the 
Hebrews  their  inheritance,  temporarily, 
and  their  possession.  This  same  attitude 
today  is  the  basic  element  in  the  wave 
of  lawlessness  sweeping  across  the  land, 
the  apparent  failure  of  our  churches  to 
meet  the  world's  need,  and  the  defeatism 
that  has  gripped  the  lives  of  too  many 
evangelical  Christians.  We  are  not  too 
surprised  for  did  not  Paul  write  about 
a  "mystery  of  iniquity"  (II  Thess.  2; 
7)  that  would  be  reveahng  itself  in  these 
last  days? 

These  remarks,  setting  forth  the  pat- 
tern for  this  address  to  the  seventy-fifth 
Diamond  Jubilee  Conference  of  The 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  constitute  a  summary  of  in- 
formation that  has  come  from  four 
sources:  namely,  (1)  We  wanted  to  know 
what  had  been  said  in  this  conference, 
so  the  addresses  of  the  moderators  of 
the  past  twenty-seven  years  have  been 
read.  This  proved  to  be  a  rewarding 
endeavor,  and,  it  might  be  added,  a 
lengthy  one.  Reading  these  manuscripts 
might  lead  one  to  conclude  that  our 
Brethren  have  always  been  alarmists. 
Their  remarks  had  the  essence  of  what 
one  of  our  pastors  recently  wrote:  "We 
are  in  an  all-out  fight  for  survival:  so- 
cially, spiritually,  and  politically"  (J. 
McClellan).  It  would  be  better  said  that 
our  Brethren  have  not  been  alarmists, 
but  rather  "aware-ists";  aware  of  the 


continual  struggle  waging  to  bring  men's 
lives  into  a  responsible  conformity  to 
the  will  of  God  as  revealed  in  the  Scrip- 
tures. (2)  The  current  thinking  of  the 
Brethren  was  desired.  Therefore,  a  sin- 
cere request  for  evaluation  and  sug- 
gestion was  forwarded  to  each  pastor 
and  missionary.  Response  came  from 
over  one-third  of  our  clergy,  plus  some 
fine  laymen,  representing  every  section 
of  our  Brotherhood,  geographically,  nu- 
merically, and  reflecting  both  view- 
points in  our  current  baptismal  issue. 
(3)  The  resolutions  and/or  moderators' 
addresses  of  ten  of  our  fourteen  dis- 
tricts have  been  studied,  and  our  hearts 
were  inspired  thereby;  and  (4)  The  mod- 
erator and  vice  moderator  have  confer- 
red much  with  others  and  with  one 
another  in  seeking  the  mind  of  the  Lord 
for  this  conference.  Of  a  surety,  in  all 
the  above,  the  Lord  has  been  speaking, 
confirming  our  conviction,  which  I  am 
sure  you  share,  that  "The  Brethren 
Church  has  something  to  offer  the  world 
both  in  faith  and  in  practice"  (Barnard, 
1945).  This  message  will  seek  to  re- 
flect what  has  been  learned  from  these 
sources,  couched  in  the  Word  of  God, 
made  applicable  to  our  current  needs. 
In  the  development  of  our  theme,  "Au- 
thority and  Responsibility,"  we  shall 
present  a  summary  of  what  our  Breth- 
ren feel  we  have  to  offer  to  ourselves 
and  the  world.  (In  this  spoken  presenta- 
tion we  will  not  identify  our  quotes  for 
two  reasons:  (1)  We  desire  your  think- 
ing to  be  objective,  not  governed  by 
the  person  of  the  one  who  has  spoken, 
and  (2)  In  the  printed  version,  honor 
will  be  given  to  whom  honor  is  due.) 

Now,  we  must  choose  our  words 
wisely.  In  speaking  of  "Authority,"  we 
refer  to  that  to  which,  or  to  whom,  we 
are  obligated  to  give  heed.  In  speaking 
of  "Responsibility,"  we  refer  to  the  at- 
titude and  response  we  make  to  that  au- 
thority. Rebellion  was  the  word  used 
to  describe  the  failures  of  the  Hebrews. 
Modern  examples  would  be  a  man  who 
would  aim  a  high-powered  rifle  and  as- 


sassinate a  parading  president,  or  o: 
who  would  burn  a  church  with  gasolin 
soaked  rags — these  were  in  direct  ai 
willful  rebellion  against  the  stated  k 
of  God  and  man.  However,  we  belie: 
the  thought  of  "irresponsibility"  WOU' 
better  describe  that  attitude  of  indii 
ference  to  the  authoritative  voice  of  Gi  j 
that  is  manifest  by  the  evangelical  won 
at  large,  including  our  own  beloved  F(' 
lowship.  We  can  have  no  patience  wii 
rebellion,  but  we  must  be  longsufffi 
ing,  to  a  measure,  with  irresponsibilili 
It  has  been  stated  that  "The  moi 
erator's  office  through  the  conferen. 
should  be  used  to  instigate  a  true  searo 
ing  for  the  thing  or  things  in  our  orgai 
ization  .  .  .  which  may  be  grieving  t 
Holy  Spirit  ...  to  the  extent  that  o 
brotherhood  has  been  largely  laid  upn 
the  shelf  as  far  as  being  a  revolutio 
izing  force  in  our  communities"  ( 
Cashman).  To  do  this  objectively  wit 
out  being  interpreted  as  offensive 
one  viewpoint  in  the  conference,  as  o 
posed  to  another  viewpoint,  is  no  ea 
assignment.  It  puts  one  in  somewl 
the  same  position  as  the  Quaker,  w^ 
upon  hearing  a  commotion  in  his  chick 
coop,  secured  his  rifle  and  went  fori 
supposing  to  find  a  fox  or  a  weasel 
be  shot.  When  he  opened  the  door, 
discovered  the  culprit  to  be  not  an  ai 
rnal  but  a  man.  Now,  as  a  Quaker,  1 
religion  would  allow  him  to  do  : 
violence  nor  harm  any  person.  But 
cleared  himself  of  all  responsibihty 
saying:  "Sir,  I  am  a  Quaker,  I  would  i 
thee  no  harm,  but  thou  art  standi 
where  I  am  about  to  shoot,"  and 
pulled  the  trigger.  j 

OUR  AUTHORITY  ' 

Under  what  authority  does  this  co 
ference  operate?  Paul  beautifully  a 
swers  for  us:  "Those  things  which 
have  both  learned  and  received,  a 
heard,  and  seen  .  .  .  do,  and  the  G 
of  peace  shall  be  with  you"  (Phil.

We  need  right  now 
return  to  a  gentle  dogmatism  that 
liles  when  it  stands  stubborn  and  firm 
1  the  Word  of  God  that  liveth  and 
)ideth  forever"  (M.  Malles).  The 
-ethren  Church  needs  to  speak  out 
)ldly  in  a  confused  and  turbulent 
Drld.  From  a  recent  issue  of  "The 
istor's  Herald,"  we  glean  this  bit  of 
spiration:  "When  men  believe  God, 
ey  speak  boldly.  When  they  doubt, 
ey  confer.  Much  rehgious  talk  is  but 
tionahzing  itself;  and  this  they  call 
igaging  in  the  contemporary  dialogue, 
is  impossible  to  imagine  Moses  and 
|ijah  so  occupied.  All  great  Christian 
iiders  have  been  dogmatic.  To  such 
I  en,  two  plus  two  made  four.  Anyone 
iio  insisted  upon  denying  it  or  suspend- 
g  judgment  upon  it  was  summarily  dis- 
iissed  as  frivolous.  They  were  interested 
'  a  meeting  of  minds  only  if  the  minds 
{xeed  to  meet  on  holy  ground.  We 
iiuld  use  some  gentle  dogmatists  these 
[.ys." 

The  purpose  of  the  church  is  to  save 
uls.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the 
■  urch  described  in  Acts  was  doing 
3t  that,  the  saved  were  being  added 
the  body  of  Christ,  and  there  was  re- 
jicing.  And  why,  might  we  ask?  Be- 
muse they  took  a  responsible  attitude 
ward  "the  apostles'  doctrine"  and  con- 
■jiued  steadfast  "gladly  receiving  the 
|)rd,"  "baptizing"  those  who  would 
lieve,  and  "praising  God"  (Acts  2: 
.-47). 

(This  conference,  without  hesitancy, 
;'arly  subscribes  to  its  beUef  in  the 
:':t  that  "all  Scripture  is  inspired  of 
'bd  and  is  the  only  acceptable  rule  for 
il.th  and  practice."  Therefore,  we 
jjve  declared  the  authority  that  is  over 
i\  there  is  naught  left  but  to  be  sub- 
issive  thereto.  Our  conviction  is,  "if 
jjis  in  the  Bible,  we  beUeve  it  and  we 


practice  what  we  say  we  beUeve." 

A  point  of  caution  might  well  be 
spoken.  This  is  the  day  of  "relativism," 
which  states  that  any  interpretation  of 
the  Bible  must  be  suited  to  the  person 
or  problem  at  hand,  thus  making  the 
authority  of  the  Word  only  conditional. 
Another  philosophy  abroad  might  be 
termed  "situationism,"  which  allows  a 
temporary  departure  from  what  has 
been  accepted  because  of  the  expediency 
or  pressure  of  the  present  need.  Still 
another  way  of  looking  at  the  Bible  is 
"subjectivism,"  wherein  each  so-called 
believer  assumes  the  right  to  interpret 
the  Word  to  his  own  satisfaction.  We 
must  reject  these  approaches  to  the 
Scriptures  for  "no  scripture  is  of  any 
private  interpretation"  (11  Pet.  1:20) 
and  the  Author  of  the  Word  is  "the  same 
yesterday,  and  to  day,  and  for  ever." 
Pierre  Nambozouina,  speaking  from  this 
platform  one  year  past,  reminding  this 
Fellowship  of  the  unmet  needs  of  his 
native  land,  said:  "My  voice  will  fade, 
but  you  will  hear  these  words  at  judg- 
ment day."  The  Word  of  God  may  fade 
from  the  courtroom  by  court  order, 
may  fade  from  the  pulpits  of  the  land 
by  order  of  compromise,  and  may  fade 
from  the  hearts  of  men  by  the  order  of 
the  day — but  that  Word  will  appear  in 
vindication  of  the  Judge  and  condem- 
nation of  the  judged  in  "that  great  day." 
One  of  the  great  mysteries  is  that  we 
have  the  power  to  know  the  truth  and 
yet  the  audacity  not  to  obey  it.  We  bow 
to  its  authority  in  our  proclamation  and 
then  graciously  bow  it  right  out  of  our 
practices.  Let  us  remember  what  Paul 
advised:  "Take  heed  to  thyself"  (II  Tim. 
4:12). 

OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 

That  men,  in  and  out  of  the  church, 
are  not  taking  a  responsible  attitude 
toward  authority,  both  human  and  di- 
vine, should  be  evident  to  us  all.  For 
example: 

1.  Our  national  disorders — demon- 
strations, supposedly  nonviolent 
marches,  riots,  lootings,  cross-burnings, 


bombings,   and   gangsterism — all   these 
constitute  a  rebellion  against  authority, 
or  at  least  an  irresponsible  attitude  there- 
to. Indeed,  we  have  come  to  the  "End 
of  Ten  Tragic  Years"  (David  Lawrence, 
US  News,  5/25/64)  and  the  end  of  a 
"long  hot  summer"  (NAACP).  It  is  re- 
grettable that  these  things  have  come 
to  pass  in  our  great  Nation;  more  re- 
grettable that  reUgious  leaders  have  been 
pinpointed  in   the  front  ranks  of  the 
law  breakers;  and  most  regrettable  that 
the  church  has  divorced  herself  from 
social  problems  so  long  and  so  far  that 
she   seems  helpless  to   "pour   any   oil 
on  the  troubled  waters."  In  this  area, 
instead  of  finding  in  our  hands  "a  burn- 
ing torch  of  a  righteous  cause,  we  find 
but  the  smouldering  ashes  of  a  lost  op- 
portunity (Ch.  Today,  7/31/64).  The 
church  must  take  a  responsible  stand, 
directed  by  the  authoritative  Word,  with 
respect  to  current  and  future  national 
disorders.    What   shall   that   stand   be? 
It  is  too  naive  to  say  that  "there  is  no 
equaUty   under    law,    but   only   under 
grace."  We  are  involved.   Let  us  dis- 
cover how  we  should  act  in  this  forced 
involvement.  However,  there  is  a  dan- 
ger. In  any  zeal  to  make  ourselves  rele- 
vant to  the  Nation's  predicament,  we 
dare  not  forget  our  primary  calhng — 
that  of  "seeking  and  saving  the  lost." 
While  we  would  not  march  with  the  dis- 
orderly on  maul  streets,  we  would  seek 
for  the  disorderly  in  the  byways.  We 
need  to  be  careful  that  we  offer  not  a 
mess  of  temporal  pottage  as  a  substitute 
for  the  eternal  Bread  of  Life. 

In  hght  of  this  national  emergency, 
we  recommend  that  a  commission  of 
this  conference  be  estabUshed  to  study 
the  whole  matter  of  civil  rights,  racial 
conflict,  immoral  attitudes  in  high 
courts,  the  ascendency  of  minority  rule, 
and  the  moral  decadence  in  all  levels  of 
American  life;  said  commission  to  state 
what  the  Word  of  God  says  bearing  on 
these  matters  and  what  the  reaction  of 
the  saints  and  the  church  should  be. 

2.  The  Ecmnenical  Movement,  fos- 


tered by  the  dictatorial  powers  of  i| 
World  Council  of  Churches,  constitul 
an  irresponsible  departure  from  the  ; 
thority  of  God's  Word.  The  Bible  p| 
sents  a  nonhumanist  authority,  outsi 
of  man  entirely,  invested  in  God  aloj 
The  World  Council  of  Churches,  in 
proclamations     and  performances    Ij 
been  declared  by  our  conferences  p 
as  "sacrificing  vital  Bibhcal  doctrini'* 
and   departing   from   the   authority 
God's   Word.    This    situation   has   i  ; 
changed   for   the   better.   Evangelicij, 
originally  of  some  number  in  the  Coij- 
cU,     and     the     cooperative     Natioji 
Council  of  Churches,  have  fought  a  li 
ing,  and  now  lost,  battle  to  keep  }|t 
semblance  of  Bibhcal  truth  permeati; 
these    movements.    That    this    Well 
Council  is  powerful  is  beyond  conli- 
diction.   There  are  only  two  count  j- 
parts  to  its  control  over  the  thinMngjf 
vast  numbers  of  people:  the  Commuijt 
Party  and  the  Roman  Cathohc  ChuiL 
The  tightly  knit  Central  Committee  if 
the  World  Council,  the  Secretariat  if 
the  Communist  Party,  and  the  Collp 
of  Cardinals  of  the  Roman  Church  s 
three  evil  spirits,  moving,  ever  clcir 
together,  paving  the  way  for  "Mysl'fy 
Babylon" — the       powerful,       apos'  e 
church  of  the  last  days.  This  is  the  - 
tunate  of  rebeOion  against  God's    - 
thority  as  revealed  in  His  Word. 

Here  we  must  act  responsibly.  See 
would  have  us  soften  and  capituljj. 
Some  would  adopt  the  thought  thait 
is  no  longer  heresy  to  deny  the  Scji- 
tures,  it  is  only  heresy  to  refuse  to  > 
operate  with  everything.  In  the  ^y 
cathedral  where  Calvin  thundered  f (  h 
the  truth,  a  recent  ecumenical  spe£;t 
indicated  that  there  would  soon  be  re  n 
in  the  movement  for  even  an  athit. 
"EcumenicaUsm" — apart  from  Chit- 
honoring  unity — is  destined  to  beccie 
a  giant  rehgious  mechanism  oper;  d 
by  spuritual  pygmies.  The  key  versoi 
the  movement  is  Ephesians  4:3:  ".  . 
keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  b  d 
of  peace."  We  reject  their  apphcam 
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the  text,  for  they  are  endeavoring  to 
*afe  a  unity,  not  "keep"  what  the  Spirit 
s  ah-eady  given.  "The  responsibilities 
evangeUcal  Christians  to  Christ  and 
;  church  are  greatly  increased  in  the 
ht  of  the  disturbing  trends  in  this 
odern  movement  .  .  .  the  voices  of 
3se  who  are  irrevocably  committed  to 
>  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God  must 
come  louder,  clearer,  and  more  mean- 
fful  ui  our  changing  world"  (Murch). 
3.  Our  Denominational  Loyalties,  our 
umitment  to  certain  programs  and 
;  leadership  thereof,  rightfully  comes 
for  some  scrutiny.  We  have  given 
I  tain  corporations  and  boards  the  au- 
brity  to  represent  us  and  labor  for  us 
j  their  respective  fields.  Some  of  these 
ards  are  under  the  direct  authority  of 
s  conference,  others  are  under  the  in- 
j  ect  authority  thereof.  This  conference 
lets  the  former,  and  membership  in 
;  controUing  corporations  of  the  lat- 
is  tied  up  solidly  with  The  Brethren 
lurch.  It  is  easily  recognizable,  there- 
e,  that  we  are  interdependent.  These 
ivements  must  be  responsible  in  their 
;:  charge  of  their  callings,  and  this

:  rt  of  their  labors.  Any  failiure  of  either 
:  this  realm  would  bring  dissolution

;rwo  things  need  to  be  said:  (a)  No

sesponsible  for  the  acts  and  accounts 
)its  creatures.  Therefore,  before  any 
IV  li  far-reaching  decision  should  be 
r^ie,  all  factors,  including  the  matter 
)i  incorporation  and  the  election  of 
I  .tees,  must  be  cared  for. 

liere   is   some   question   about   the 
i:i)rporation   of   this   fellowship,    and 


there  are  no  trustees.  Therefore,  we 
recommend  that  the  Committee  on  the 
Revision  of  the  Constitution,  now  in 
operation,  take  this  matter  under  ad- 
visement and  cause  us  to  act  responsibly 
in  this  area,  (b)  Of  greater  concern  to 
us  is  the  growing  attitude  of  mistrust  of 
our  national  leaders  and  the  freely  ex- 
pressed unfair  criticisms  of  their  labors. 
Acceptance  of  a  position  on  a  board  or 
committee  is  a  committal  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  at  hand  and  to  do  so  under 
the  authority  of  God's  Word  and  the 
authority  of  this  parent  body.  Our  na- 
tional leaders,  therefore,  must  not  act  in 
any  fashion  that  will  bring  about  any 
digression  from  the  historical  and  doc- 
trinal positions  we  hold.  On  the  other 
hand,  those  who  have  placed  leadership 
in  the  hands  of  others,  must  be  re- 
sponsible in  their  support  of  these  lead- 
ers. "Once  the  church  has  regularly 
elected  men  on  our  boards  and  com- 
mittees, let  us  give  them  confidence 
and  support  ...  if  some  of  their  actions 
seem  puzzling  ...  is  it  not  best  to  say 
there  is  an  explanation  ...  if  they  should 
function  in  a  way  we  wholly  disap- 
prove ...  let  us  elect  other  men  in  their 
stead"   (McClain,    1934,   Conf.). 

We  often  hear  ourselves  compared 
to  other  denominations  who  seem  to  be 
growing  faster  and  reaching  more  for 
Christ.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  we 
too  could  show  a  better  statistical  re- 
port— which  our  current  statistician 
admits  is  "nothing  exciting" — if  there 
was  a  better  understanding  of  the  efforts 
being  expended  and  a  greater  supply  for 
the  needs  at  hand. 

In  light  of  these  remarks,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  there  be  a  Spirit-led  revival 
among  the  Brethren,  resulting  in  a  great- 
er appreciation  of  the  dedication  of  all 
concerned,  and  a  wider  support,  in 
prayer  and  funds  for  the  works  at  hand. 
No  committee  or  commission  can  ac- 
compUsh  the  purpose  of  this  recom- 
mendation; it  must  be  in  the  hearts  of  all 
to  bring  it  to  pass.  Let  God's  Word  have 
authority  over  our  attitudes,  our  words, 


and  our  acts,  and  we  then  will  see  His 
power  at  work  among  us.  _.^,,„_,^ 

4.  Our  Personal  Responsibility — sub- 
mission to  the  authority  of  the  Word  of 
God  in  our  lives  must  be  considered.  We 
have  relegated  the  Bible  to  the  position 
of  being  a  book  of  holiness  from  whence 
we  derive  truth  instead  of  an  atmos- 
phere of  holiness  where  "we  live,  and 
move,  and  have  our  being."  The  most 
tragic  picture  on  the  church  scene  today 
is  that  of  uncommitted  church  mem- 
bers. "We  have  assumed  that  commit- 
tal is  something  less  than  unconditional, 
a  commitment  of  convenience"  (D.  Hil- 
lis).  Hannah  was  bothered  by  her  bar- 
renness in  the  flesh;  would  to  God  we 
might  become  bothered  about  our  bar- 
renness in  the  spirit. 
"Where  is  the  blessedness  I  knew 
When  first  I  saw  the  Lord? 
Where  is  the  soul-refreshing  view 
Of  Jesus  and  His  Word?" 

The  current  "don't-become-involved" 
attitude  seems  to  have  crept  into  the 
mind  of  the  church.  This  manifests  it- 
self in  a  scarcity  of  Brethren  students 
in  our  college  and  seminary,  and  the 
resultant  desperate  need  for  pastors  for 
home  missions  and  missionaries  for  for- 
eign fields.  It  shows  in  the  appalling 
ignorance  of  our  members  with  respect 
to  the  simple  fundamentals  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith.  It  reflects  itself  in  the  inde- 
pendence of  some  who  would  seek  to 
destroy  the  unifying  effect  of  the  Spirit 
among  us.  Only  about  forty  per  cent  of 
our  church  members  are  carrying  the 
load,  in  service,  attendance,  support, 
and  prayer.  Too  many  are  saying,  let 
another  be  responsible,  let  me  be  ir- 
responsible. Nathan  Hale  might  have 
said;  "Me,  spy  on  the  British!  Do  you 
know  what  they're  doing  to  spies  these 
days?"  Paul  Revere  might  have  objected: 
"Am  I  the  only  man  in  Boston  with 
a  horse?"  Patrick  Henry  might  have  said: 
"Sure,  I'm  for  liberty,  first,  last,  and 
always,  but  we've  got  to  be  realistic.  If 
we  start  pushing  people  around  someone 
is  going  to  get  hurt"  (Nightengal).  Paul 


could  have  added:  "Sure,  I  know 
Athenians  are  all  mixed  up,  but  I'm  i 
about  to  stick  my  nose  into  their  < 
cussions  and  be  ridiculed."  The  tr 
is  that  nations,  churches,  and  kingdc 
have  been  built  by  men  who  were  w 
ing   to    become   totally    involved.   ■! 
church   needs    a   new   brand   of  to 
commitment-saints — absolutely  subn  •

It  is  recommended,  in  light  of  jr 
great  need  for  "dying"  for  Christ  |i 
place  of  "doing"  for  the  church,  tjt 
a  whole  new  area  of  indoctrination  ;  A 
teaching  be  opened  unto  us.

our  senior  citizens  be  enrolled  inns 
service  of  the  Lord  as  visitors,  admi  5- 
trators,  and  helpers  in  the  church,  it 
they  not  just  wait  for  the  Lord  to  U 
them  home,  but  that  they  go  into  is 
presence  laden  with  much  precis 
fruit;  that  we  go  beyond  campaiis, 
competitions,  and  conventions,  andet 
to  the  heart  of  the  matter  with  C  J:

es the  ministry  of  Christ  for  us.  His 
it  ministry  was  as  the  Prophet,  ac- 
nplishing  our  justification.

all,  and  is  represented  in  the  Spirit's 
oistry  as  "the  baptism  in  the  Spirit" 
Cor.  12:12-13).  Christ's  future  min- 
■y  will  be  as  the  King,  accomplishing 
:  glorification.  This  is  the  promised 
rk  of  Christ,  and  is  guaranteed  for 
rnity,  being  represented  in  the  min- 
y  of  the  Spirit  as  "the  quickening  of 

Spirit"  (Rom.  3:11).  Christ's  present 
listry,  accompUshed  as  the  Priest,  is 
;•  sanctification,  represented  again  in 
'  Spirit's  ministry  as  "the  fUling  with 
1  Spu-it"  (Eph.  5:18).  It  is  in  this 
;|;sent  that  we  live,  and  where  we  have 
r  greatest  need.  Calvary  is  His  re- 
ifmsibiUty  as  is  the  crown.  But  the  life 
:,the  present  is  our  responsibility.  With 
ijnplete  passiveness,  as  one  breathes 
j  air  of  the  room,  we  must  live  in  the 
ilrit,  being  filled  thereby.  As  self  moves 
:j ,  the  Spirit  moves  in.  Each  new  fill- 
•i  makes  us  more  sensitive  to  our  need 
ithe  next  filling,  "changing  us  into 
:|  same  image  from  glory  to  glory  .  .  . 
i  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord."  It  is  not 
T  purpose  to  extend  this  discussion 
-b  the  realm  of  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  a 
sdy  of  which  would  be  quite  timely. 
Et  some  liberals  are  claiming  to  speak 
i:  tongues  in  what  is  now  known  as 
';  ossalalia,"  and  when  other  Uberals 
ai  conducting  regular  healing  meetings 
Pjh  claims  of  phenomenal  results, 
sjnething  must  be  going  on.  While  we 


are  not  in  the  least  concerned  with  the 
seeking  of  these  sensational  experiences, 
we  are  concerned  that,  in  informing 
ourselves  as  to  what  the  Spirit  is  not 
doing  in  our  day,  we  have  kept  our- 
selves in  the  dark  as  to  what  the  Spirit 
is  doing  in  our  day:  namely,  infilling 
the  believer,  empowering  him  to  live  a 
responsible  Hfe  of  submission  to  the  au- 
thority of  every  precept  in  the  Word. 
Perhaps  we  need  fewer  studies  on  what's 
wrong  with  the  "tongues  movement" 
and  more  studies  on  what's  right  with  the 
"heart  movement." 

OUR  DENOMINATIONAL  PROBLEMS 

That  there  is  a  very  serious  matter 
facing  our  Fellowship  should  be  ap- 
parent to  all.  For  the  moderator  to 
ignore  this  problem  and  not  speak  of  the 
implications  would  be  unthinkable.  And, 
we  are  convinced  that  the  division  in 
thought  in  our  Brotherhood  finds  its 
cause  and  cure  within  the  thesis  of  this 
message:  namely,  the  responsibility  of 
the  believer  to  the  authority  of  God's 
Word.  One  collector  of  rubbish  dis- 
played this  sign  on  his  wagon:  "Satis- 
faction guaranteed  or  double  your  trash 
back!"  In  a  very  real  sense,  we  must 
resolve  this  difference  or  we'll  get  double 
our  trouble  back.  One  letter  from  a  for- 
eign missionary,  expressing  greetings  to 
this  conference,  included  the  statement: 
"We  praise  the  Lord  for  the  unifying 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  has  bound 
us  together  in  one  body."  It  is  the  sin- 
cere prayer  of  every  delegate  and  visitor 
here  that  when  the  final  sessions  of 
this  assembly  shall  have  been  adjourned, 
sine  die,  we  may  write  back  to  that  mis- 
sionary and  say:  "Keep  on  praising  the 
Lord,  we  are  united,  yea  more  than  ever 
before."  To  accompUsh  this  goal,  there 
will  needs  be  both  personal  and  col- 
lective attitudes  and  actions  of  a  re- 
sponsible nature  in  response  to  the  au- 
thority of  God's  Word  and  the  authority 
of  the  conference. 

Your  moderator,  as  was  true  of  Heze- 
kiah  of  old,  here  "treads  softly"  (Isa. 
38:15);  not  for  fear  but  because  of  the 
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seriousness   of  the  matters   before   us. 
Surely  we  need  to  "set  our  house  in 
order."  We  would  be  as  fair  as  possible. 
However,    our    own    convictions    will 
necessarily  be  reflected  in  what  is  now 
said;  not  that  it  should  be  otherwise, 
nor  would  we  have  it  otherwise.  We  are 
in  somewhat  the  same  position  as  that 
man  who,  in  life,  had  lived  with  two 
wives.  At  death  he  had  the  following 
epitaph  engraved  upon  his  tombstone: 
Two  good  wives  I  had  in  life, 
I  loved  both  TilUe  and  Millie; 
But  when  you  lay  me  in  the  grave, 
Let  me  tilt  toward  Tillie. 

This  conference  is  in  the  midst  of  a 
study  of  the  problem  of  baptism  in  re- 
lation to  church  membership,  involving 
a  multitude  of  fringe  problems  related 
to  the  central  controversy.  This  confer- 
ence, and  its  related  auxiharies,  have 
spoken  with  one  accord  on  the  matter. 
However,  what  has  been  decided  will  be 
challenged.  This,  therefore,  means  that 
each  delegate  and  each  member  con- 
gregation shall  be  required  to  continue 
to  think  through,  and  we  trust  be  Spirit- 
led  through,  the  ramifications  of  the 
matter  to  a  responsible  conclusion.  It  is 
not  the  intent  of  your  moderator  to 
solve  the  problem,  but  rather  to  lay  be- 
fore us  some  guidelines  to  follow  as  we 
seek  to  manifest  the  infilling  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  this  matter.  Here  are  some 
suggested  guidehnes: 

1 .  There  must  be  a  courteous  respect, 
a  responsible  consideration,  allotted  to 
each  and  every  person  and  congregation 
involved,  which  respect  should  be  mani- 
fest in  the  sessions  of  this  assembly,  and 
should  carry  over  into  the  between- 
session  gatherings  which  take  place 
under  the  nearby  trees,  in  our  homes,  or 
elsewhere.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that 
both  sides  of  an  issue  have  something 
at  stake.  Some,  to  speak  frankly,  may 
think  themselves  incapable  of  contin- 
uing in  fellowship  with  a  conference 
which  will  not  bow  to  their  digression 
from  the  established  position  of  that  con- 
ference. On  the  other  hand,  there  will 


be  others  who  will  conclude  that  tl 
can  no  longer  continue  vidth  a  conf< 
ence  that  will  leave  its  established  pc 
tion  by  allowing  a  digression.  To  put 
bluntly,  a  division,  to  which  none  of 
is  agreed,  could  be  brought  to  pa 
none-the-less,  by  an  action,  pro  or  c( 
This  appears  to  be  an  impasse  to  whi 
we  have  come.  However,  a  compl 
yieldedness  to  the  infillmg  of  the  H( 
Spirit  will  resolve  this  seemingly  imp; 
sable  roadblock  to  unity.  The  sai 
Spkit,  moving  the  delegate  from  1 
West,  from  the  East,  from  the  Nor 
and  from  the  South,  will  not  mc 
against  himself.  If  we  find  not  the  "un 
of  the  Spirit"  (Eph.  4:3),  we  will  fi 
no  unity  at  all.  The  voice  of  revelati,[ 
will  not  echo  back  a  contradiction  | 
history. 

2.  There  must  be  a  responsible  a 
tude  toward  the  authority  of  proper  p 
cedure:    namely,    (a)    The    Appeal 
Logic.  Our  conclusions  must  correspc 
to  our  stated  convictions.  Sometimes 
the  heat  of  controversy  we  become 
illogical  as  the  Kansas  judge  who  ru 
in  a  railroad  dispute  that  "When  t 
trains  come  to  crossing,  both  shall  st( 
and  neither  shall  start  up  until  the  otl 
is  gone."  When  we  forsake  logic  for   ; 
questionable    purpose    of    getting    ( • 
point  across,  we  do  an  injustice  to   ; 
Word  of  God,  insult  the  intelligence  t 
our  feOow  delegates,  and  cause  them  i 
be  confused  and  they  cannot  see  b ' 
we  got  where  we  are  from  where  ; 
started. 

Surely  we  want  no  Ethiopians  go; 
home  from  this  conference.  He  was  ;

ses. Let  each  delegate  evaluate  this 
mt  and  act  with  responsibility  thereat.

harshly,  saying:  "Get  thee  up,  where- 
fore Uest  thou  thus  upon  thy  face"  (Josh. 
7:10)?  In  other  words,  ferret  out  your 
problem,  it's  on  earth  not  m  heaven, 
and  solve  your  problem — then  go  forth 
to  victory.  There  were  a  lot  of  relatives 
and  friends  of  Achan  who  probably  were 
unhappy  with  the  sudden  judgment  that 
fell  upon  his  household,  but  the  Lord's 
work  moved  on!  There  was  no  animosity 
in  God's  action,  only  necessity.  Some 
would  say,  let's  "go  the  second  mile," 
and  to  this  we  all  must  agree.  But  it 
must  be  remembered  that  when  the  Jew 
was  required  to  carry  the  burden  of  the 
Roman  soldier  one  mile,  and  when  he 
in  grace  offered  to  go  the  second  mile, 
he  did  not  change  his  identity;  and  when 
his  patience  under  the  authority  of  the 
soldier  was  perfected,  he  returned  to 
his  own  ways  and  purposes. 

In  our  present  and  any  future  discus- 
sions, we  must  be  gracious,  and  patient, 
seeking  the  solution  of  the  Spirit,  but 
we  must  be  careful  not  to  lose  our  iden- 
tity and  purpose  by  being  tolerant  to 
the  point  of  indecision.  Ten  of  the  sad- 
dest words  in  the  Bible  are  spoken  of 
Samson,  who  continued  in  a  state  of  ir- 
responsible indecision,  and  it  says:  "He 
wist  not  that  the  Lord  was  departed 
from  him"  (Judg.  16:20).  (e)  Let's  face 
it — it  would  be,  at  this  juncture,  hu- 
manly impossible  for  every  delegate  here 
to  see  eye  to  eye  on  the  above  appeals. 

What  is  a  logical  conclusion?  What 
does  our  history  demand  of  us?  What 
will  be  the  consequences  of  our  de- 
cisions? What  would  an  immediate  so- 
lution or  a  delayed  study  do  for  us? 
Only  God  knows,  but  He  does  know. 
Therefore,  to  act  responsibly — person- 
Jly  and  collectively — we  must  determine 
what  the  Bible  teaches,  accept  it  as  abso- 
lute authority,  and  through  the  infilling 
of  the  Spirit,  make  this  the  rule  and 
practice  of  our  lives,  our  churches,  our 
conference. 

CONCLUSION 

A  troubled  moderator  stood  on  the 
dark  steps  of  this  forsaken  auditorium 
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one  cold  night  in  winter,  contemplating 
the  past,  the  present,  and  the  future  of 
his  beloved  church.  He  prayed:  "Speak 
Lord,  thy  servant  heareth."  He  heard 
no  voice,  saw  no  vision,  received  no 
revelation.  He  retired  to  his  room,  not 
unburdened  but  with  the  inward  as- 
surance that  the  Spirit  would,  in  His 
own  time  and  His  own  way,  answer  that 
prayer.  During  the  months  that  followed, 
his  answer  came,  expressed  in  these 
concluding  remarks: 

"When  a  person  is  infilled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God,  he  will  be  in  agree- 
ment—in agreement  with  divine  revela- 
tion and  divine  providence,  and  with 
all  others  who  are  so  infilled.  In  his 
speech  and  actions  he  will  not  contradict 
the  voice  of  revelation,  but  will  comply 
thereto. 

"If  God's  Word  says  something.  His 
Spirit  will  not  lead  a  saint  to  think  some- 
thing else.  He  will  be  in  submission — 
subdued,  quiet,  patient,  not  turbulent, 
nor  obstreperous.  The  Spirit's  control 
will  lead  him  to  a  conduct  of  utmost 
decency,  propriety,  and  courteousness, 
resulting  in  a  clear  conscience  for  him- 
self and  a  reasonable  concern  for  others. 
The  Holy  Spirit  will  give  him  a  quickly 
operative  and  effective  conscience,  so 
that  he  experiences  a  purified  and  reno- 
vated activity  in  the  moral  realm.  He 
will  not  be  moved  by  impulse,  influence, 
nor  ignorance.  The  Spirit  will  impart  to 


him  increased  clearness  of  mind,  c- 
bracing  a  deepened  conviction  of  he  i , 
resulting  in  a  total  commitment  of  \  .

1  were  present,  we  are  sure,  has  come  new 
riation,    information,    and    instruction. 


We  face  the  future  with  continued  faith  that 
God  will  lead  us  on  to  new  victories,  and  that 
in  the  remaining  years  of  this  decade  He  will 
enable  us  to  accompUsh  the  goal  which  we  have 
established,  and  for  which  we  have  prayed  and 
labored — the  goal  of  "Doubling  in  This  Decade." 
We  understand  all  of  the  implications  of  this, 
and  know  that  it  requires  a  quickening  of  the 
pace,  and  a  new  dedication  to  the  task  on  the 
part  of  everyone  of  us.  We  believe  that  it  will 
be  accomplished. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  decade  we  had  173 
schools,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  36,043. 
This  means  that  by  the  close  of  1969  we  must 
have  enrolled  a  total  of  72,086  to  double  in  this 
decade.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1963,  the  latest 
year  of  statistics,  we  show  a  total  of  191  schools 
(although  2  of  these  did  not  report  their  sta- 
tistics this  year),  with  a  total  of  40,026  members. 
For  these  three  years,  this  means  a  net  increase 
of  3983  scholars.  Out  of  the  189  schools  report- 
ing, 101  showed  increases,  five  remained  static 
showing  neither  increase  nor  loss,  while  83 
schools    reported    actual    losses    in    attendance. 

Your  National  Sunday  School  Board  is  aware 
of  the  trend  in  both  Sunday-school  and  church 
attendance,  which  for  three  years  now  has  in 
the  total  picture  of  all  Protestant  churches  been 
showing  decreases.  However,  we  believe  that 
God  will  hold  us  responsible  if  we  drift  with  the 
trend.  Therefore,  we  are  again  recommending  that 
every  school  take  a  new  look  at  its  own  situation, 
and  we  again  offer  the  assistance  of  the  Na- 
tional Sunday  School  Board  and  its  services 
to  every  Bretlu'en  Sunday  school,  but  particularly 
to  those  whose  em'ollments  and  attendances  have 
shown  losses. 

The  program  of  the  National  Srmday  School 
Board  for  its  schools  has  been  established  in 
skeleton  form  for  the  next  five  years,  and  in 
particular  detail  for  1965.  Because  we  know  the 
importance  of  the  family  in  relation  to  the  total 
cliurch  program,  the  emphasis  for  this  ne.xt 
year  will  be  upon  the  family.  Promotional  ma- 
terials and  programming  will  be  geared  to  the 
entire  family  during  the  year,  and  the  enlarge- 
ment program  will  re-emphasize  the  importance 
of    reaching    the    family. 

We  expect  to  continue  the  regular  features 
of  our  department,  including  our  annual  con- 
test and  the  various  publications  which  have 
found  real  favor  with  our  teachers  and  officers. 
We  expect  to  give  increased  effort  in  the  field 
of  worker's  training,  Sunday-school  clinics,  and 
district  conventions.  We  trust  that  we  may  have 
your  continued  prayers  in  behalf  of  our  teachers 
and  workers  in  the  191  schools,  and  that  this 
year  may  see  many  branch  schools  begun  as  a 
real  opportunity  to  reach  the  communities  in 
which   we   are   established. 

An  expression  of  thanksgiving  is  in  our  hearts 
to  all  who  during  this  past  year  have  made  pos- 
sible the  new  suite  of  offices  now  located  on  the 
ground  floor  of  The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
building.  The  Sunday  School  and  Youth  Boards 
are  located  in  this  suite  of  offices,  which  has 
given  more  adequate  space,  and  the  opportunity 
for  closer  cooperation  between  these  two  boards 
of  our  church  to  accomplish  the  tasks  given  to 
them  by  the  National  Conference. 

We  likewise  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Simday  schools  and  churches,  as  well  as  in- 
dividuals, who  have  contributed  to  our  work 
through  their  financial  support  during  this  past 
year.  The  gifts  from  churches  were  $15,400. 
More  of  our  schools  are  supporting  than  ever 
before  through  the  program  of  a  pemiy  per  week 
per  pupil.  This  has  enabled  us  to  finish  the 
year  with  an  income  that  exceeded  our  expendi- 
tures by  $3,246.97.  A  part  of  this  balance  was,  of 
course,  consumed  in  the  move  to  our  new  of- 
fices. We  are  trusting  that  our  God  will  con- 
tinue to  supply  the  needs  of  this  department 
of  His  work  as  our  church  continues  to  grow. 
We  have  included   the  financial  report  of   your

National  Sunday  School  Board  as  a  part  of  this 
report. 

Our  books  have  been  audited  by  the  confer- 
ence auditing  committee,  and  they  will  make 
their  report,  but  we  are  happy  again  to  have 
had  favorable  conmient  from  them  on  the  way 
in  which  our  books  are  kept.

The  Board  of  Evangelism  wishes  to  take  this 
opportixmty  to  thank  the  Lord  for  His  blessing 
upon  this  ministry  and  for  the  privilege  of 
wmning  127  souls  to  Christ  during  the  past 
year.  These  blessings  have  come  in  spite  of 
the  problems  presented  by  a  change  in  leac^ 
ership  during  the  middle  of  the  year  due  to 
the  passing  of  our  chairman  and  beloved  broth- 
er. Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller.  Staff  changes  during 
this  time  also  presented  problems.  However,  in 
spite  of  these  we  are  happy  lo  report  one  of 
the  finest  years  in  our  history,  both  in  spiritual 
results  and  in  the  financial  support  on  the 
part  of  our  churches.  A  larger  number  of 
churches  have  contributed  to  this  ministi-y  this 
past  year  than  ever  before.  We  also  want  to 
thank  Brethren  Ron  Thompson,  Bob  CoUitt 
Dave  Seifert,  Allen  Schlatter,  and  R.  Paul  Miller 
for  their  sacrificial  ministry  in  this  work. 

During  the  past  year  31  evangelistic  cam- 
paigns were  conducted  with  a  total  of  307  serv- 
ices.

Motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing report  on  the  Moderator's  Ad- 
dress: 


We,  the  Committee  on  Moderator's  Address, 
wish  to  commend  our  Moderator,  Dr.  Kenneth 
Ashman,  for  his  informative  evaluation  and 
presentation  of  the  theme,  "Authority  and  Re- 
sponsibility." 

The  rebellion  and  irresponsive  attitude  of  so- 
ciety, which  is  permeating  every  segment  of  so- 
ciety today,  is  an  outgrowth  and  expression 
of  the  heart  to  throw  off  and  shun  authority. 
This  attitude,  as  pointed  out  by  our  Moderator, 
has   even   permeated   our   churches,    and   is   ex- 
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pressed  in  lack  of  responsibility  and  a  lack  of 
commitment  to  our  God-given  tasks  and  re- 
sponsibilities. The  church's  mam  responsibility 
is  seeking  and   saving   the   lost. 

We  heartily  agree  that  The  Brethren  Church 
does  have  something  to  offer  society  as  a 
remedy.  It  is  the  gospel  message  embodied  m 
the  person  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  strife  and  demonstrations  in  many  areas 
of  our  land  do  not  need  the  added  manpower  of 
our  churches  in  civil  strife;  but  we  do  need 
the  message  God  has  given  our  churches.  In  light 
of  the  recommendation  of  our  Moderator  that 
a  commission  be  established  to  study  the  mat- 
ter of  Civil  Rights,  racial  conflict,  immoral  at- 
titudes in  high  courts,  and  the  ascending  ot  mi- 
nority rule;  and  that  the  said  commission 
state  what  the  Word  of  God  says  bearing  on 
these  matters  and  what  the  relation  ot  the 
church  and  the  child  of  God  should  be.  we,  your 
committee,  therefore  recommend  that  this  Con- 
fe>-ence  establish  this   Commission. 

The  ecumenical  movement  with  its  many 
ramifications,  speaking  out  in  greater  force,  calls 
for  evangelical  Christians  to  assume  a  greater 
responsibility  to  make   their  position  knowri. 

Our  Moderator,  in  speaking  of  denominational 
loyalties,  touched  areas  wherein  The  Brethren 
Church  can  alleviate  many  of  her  problems.  May 
we  recognize  that  every  board  and  organiza- 
tion is  dependent  upon  the  others  and  wholly 
dependent  upon  the   Lord.  .     . 

Inasmuch  as  no  conference  or  commission  can 
bring  to  pass  the  harmony,  concern,  support, 
and  dedication  that  is  needed  in  denominational 
loyalties,  which  in  reality  is  loyalty  to  Christ, 
may  we  each  personally  submit  ourselves  to 
the  Spirit's  searching  and  filling  in  our  lives.    ^

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE 
ON   A   HOME  FOR  THE   AGED 

There  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  homes  for  the  aged  for  Brpthren 
people.  To  our  knowledge,  only  one  district — 
the  Mid-Atlantic  District— is  going  aheaa  with 
plans  for  such  a  home.  They  have  established  a 
corporation  wi.h  their  own  board  ot  directors. 
A  two-acre  plot  of  ground  is  imder  considera- 
tion Just  two  miles  west  of  Hagerstown,  Mary- 
land. Plans  for  the  first  unit  of  an  expandable 
building  have  been  drawn  up  by  their  architect, 
Ralph  Hall.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to 
borrow  money  from  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  and  investments  may  be  earmarked 
for  that  Home  now.  An  annuity  has  been  desig- 
nated for  them,  and  one  family  has  included  "ihe 
Home  in  their  will.  Both  residents  and  con- 
tributions are  welcomed  from  individuals  in 
any  district.  Paslor  Robert  Crees,  of  Waynesboro. 
Pennsylvania,  is  acting  as  their  executive  secre- 
tary. 

Pray  that  this  Home,  and  others  in  other  dis- 
tricts,  may  be   established    in  the   coming   years. 

Recently  there  has  been  talk  of  th?  possibili.y 
of  having  a  National  Home  for  the  Aged  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  One  loyal  Brethren  has 
given  an  annuity  of  $25,000  to  be  used  in  such 
a   project.

Missionary  Refugees 

Approximately  one  hundred  of  the  fellow-laborers 
in  the  cause  of  Christ  from  different  missionary  organiza- 
tions have  found  it  necessary  to  flee  the  Congo  into 
Bangui,  Central  African  Republic.  Only  because  of  the 
sovereignty  of  God  is  it  not  our  missionaries  fleeing  into 
the  Congo.  Our  mission  staff  is  doing  all  they  can  to  be 
helpful  to  these  others.  Refugees  who  were  due  for 
furlough  within  the  year  were  sent  home.  Those  who 
remained  have  been  given  residence  by  our  mission  or 
by  the  Mid-Missions  Baptists  and  others.  So,  some  mis- 
sionary residences  which  had  been  vacant  are  now  oc- 
cupied. The  missionary  guests  are  helping  in  every  pos- 
sible part  of  the  mission's  work.  The  fellowship  is  sweet. 
Our  missionaries   are   happy   to  have   these   guests,   yet 
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Recognition  of  Red  China 

On  September  29  the  government  of  the  Central! 
African  Republic  extended  recognition  to  Red  China.  Al-I 
though  our  missionaries  were  shocked  by  this,  it  wasl 
really  to  be  expected,  since  France  did  the  same  a  fev 
months  ago  and  in  a  sense  France  is  the  ideal  of  the 
CAR.  As  far  as  we  know,  there  has  been  no  change  froml 
the  very  friendly  attitude  of  the  CAR  government  to-J 
ward  our  missionary  work.  Our  interests  are  not  politicall 
but  spiritual.  Pray  with  us  that  the  Gospel  shall  continue! 
to  have  free  and  ready  access  in  the  CAR.

(FMS  editor's  note:  Heathen  secret  so- 
cieties, such  as  the  "Ngakora"  in  the  Karre 
area  of  the  Central  African  Republic,  have 
long  held  Satanic  power  over  the  Africans. 
To  hear  that  the  Ngakora  has  died  is,  for 
Africans,  missionaries,  and  all  concerned 
■with  the  Lord's  work,  a  matter  of  tremen- 
dous import.  To  aid  our  readers,  we  suggest 
that  you  note  the  main  characters  of  this 
true  story:  (1)  Dangaza  Gilbert,  mayor  at 
Baloua;  (2)  his  brother,  Salla  Michel  (both 
sons  of  Chief  Yafforo,  the  most  powerful 
chief  in  Karreland,  now  dead):  and  (3) 
Ngamann   Pierre,   their   half-brother.) 

"Dangaza  Gilbert  must  die!"  "He 
may  be  the  mayor  but  we  will  show 
him  who  runs  this  country."  "No 
one  can  defy  the  Ngakora  and  live!" 
The  angry  shouts  were  ringing  in  the 
House  of  Ngakora.  Mystery  sur- 
rounded the  little  hut  in  the  wilder- 
ness. Many  a  witch's  brew  had  been 
concocted  in  that  lair  of  thieves  and 
murderers.  Now  another  death  was 
being  planned.  Plots  were  suggested 
and  cast  aside. 

Then  a  voice  more  malevolent  than 
the  others  rang  out:  "If  we  kill  Dan- 
gaza Gilbert  it  will  not  hurt  him. 
Let  us  kill  someone  he  loves.  That 
will  crush  him."  The  ghoulish  com- 
pany was  elated  with  this  new  idea. 
Now  the  question  arose  where  to 
strike  to  inflict  the  deepest  wound. 

"Dangaza  has  one  full  brother— 
Salla  Michel."  The  voices  arose  to 
plot  the  death  of  Salla  Michel.  It 
would  be  better  to  kill  him  rather 
than  the  mayor.  Then  the  mayor 
would  suffer  the  full  \veight  of  the 
anger  of  the  Ngakoras.  The  plot  was 
laid  and  the  ghouls  set  out  to  make 
their  wrath  felt. 


In  a  little  village  tucked  away  in 
the  hills  of  Karreland  the  Christians 
had  met  for  a  baptismal  and  com- 
munion service.  The  pastor  asked  a 
visiting  brother  to  give  a  few  words 
of  admonition  to  the  church.  Ya- 
gandzi  arose.  Was  it  valor  or  in- 
discretion which  prompted  his 
speech?  More  likely  it  was  the  Spirit 
of  God  launching  a  chain  of  events 
which  would  rock  all  of  Karreland. 
As  the  darkness  of  evening  fell, 
Yagandzi  could  not  have  guessed  that 
his  words  were  to  condemn  him  to 


death.  Neither  could  he  have  known 
that  a  Christian  brother  was  to  take 
his  place  in  death. 

"Brethren,"  he  said,  "it  is  God  who 
gives  us  our  children,  it  is  not  the 
Ngakoras.  It  is  good  that  Christians 
dedicate   their   children   to   God." 

Was  there  a  gasp  as  Yagandzi  sat 
down?  The  dreaded  name  of  the 
Ngakora  was  seldom  spoken.  The 
secret  society  had  long  ruled  black 
Africa  with  its  sorcery.  No  one  had 
defied  Ngakora  and  lived.  Did  fear 
fill  the  hearts  of  the  faithful  as  thev 
made    their   way   home   that   night? 

Somehovi'  Yagandzi's  words  reach- 
ed the  ears  of  the  Ngakora.  The  sor- 
cerers of  the  group  plotted  the  death 
of  the  one  who  had  dared  to  speak 
against  them.  However,  before  they 
could  carry  out  their  scheme  the  de- 
tails leaked  out,  and  in  self-defense 
Yagandzi  appealed  to  the  mayor. 

Yagandzi's  case  looked  hopeless. 
He  had  raised  his  voice  against  the 
most  powerful  group  in  his  \^'orld. 
Now  he  was  appealing  against  that 
group  to  a  man  whose  father  had 
been  a  leading  member  of  Ngakora 
during  his  lifetime.  The  Ngakoras 
(the  sorcerers)  no  doubt  felt  secure  as 
they  appeared  before  the  voung 
mayor.  No  young  man  would  dare 
to  defy  them.  No  African  would  dis- 
honor his  father's  memory  by  doing 


anything     contrary     to     his     known 
opinions. 

When  the  mayor  had  heard  the 
case  he  gave  his  ruling.  "I  do  not 
want  to  hear  any  affair  like  this.  If 
anyone  wants  to  go  to  church,  he 
may  go  to  church.  If  anyone  wants 
to  go  to  Ngakora,  he  may  go  to  Nga- 
kora." Here  he  turned  to  the  Ngakora 
group  and  said,  "But  if  I  hear  that 
you  killed  Yagandzi,  you  will  hear 
from  me." 


The  Ngakora  was  stunned.  In  rage 
they  plotted  the  death  of  the  mayor. 
Yagandzi  was  forgotten  in  their 
fierce  anger.  Mayor  Dangaza  must 
die.  It  was  while  they  were  plotting 
his  death  that  they  hit  upon  the 
diabolical  scheme  of  hurting  him 
through  his  brother.  And  so  Salla 
Michel  was  marked  to  die  instead  of 
Yagandzi  or  Dangaza. 

Salla  Michel  was  a  typical  young 
African.  The  "old  school"  which  had 
nurtured  his  father  had  no  attraction 
for  him.  He  had  never  joined  the 
Ngakora.  He  loved  the  teaching  he 
heard  at  the  mission,  but  this  pres- 
ent world  made  a  strong  appeal  to 
him.  Truly  the  thorns  were  about 
to  choke  him.  But  God  had  His 
hand  on  this  young  man.  If  he  could 
not  live  for  God  in  this  present 
world,  then  he  could  die  for  Him. 

A  third  brother  enters  this  story. 
Ngamann  Pierre  was  a  half-brother 
to  Dangaza  and  Salla.  Ngamann  had 
long  walked  alone  with  God.  He 
knew  the  hidden  things  of  the 
Spirit.  It  was  Ngamann  who  said, 
"In  this  year  of  1964  God  reminded 
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us  of  the  great  work  He  wants  to 
do." 

Salla  Michel  had  a  dear  comrade. 
They  had  shared  the  delights  of 
youth,  and  now  in  their  young  man- 
hood they  found  joy  in  each  other. 
One  dav  Salla  received  word  that  his 
comrade  had  found  a  good  place  to 
go  hunting  and  had  invited  him  to 
his  house.  Happy  with  the  thought 
of  a  hunt  with  his  friend,  Salla  set 
out.  But  alas!  By  the  time  he  reached 
the  house,  his  friend  was  suffering 
from  such  a  severe  headache  that  he 
could  not  go  hunting.  However,  act- 
ing  as  any  true  friend  would,  he  in- 
sisted that  Salla  should  have  the  joy 
of  the  hunt  in  spite  of  him. 

"Put  vour  bicycle  beside  my 
house,  and  hang  your  clothes  in  mv 
house,  and  you  go  without  me."  The 
innocent  Salla  did  as  he  was  told. 

As  soon  as  Salla's  back  was  turned, 
the  friend  whom  he  loved  and  trusted 
sent  for  the  Ngakoras.  "Come;  Salla's 
clothes  are  in  mv  house."  The  foul 
group  gathered.  They  sprinkled  their 
killing  weeds  in  Salla's  clothes  and 
left. 

The  unsuspecting  Salla  returned 
with  three  rabbits.  Giving  one  to  his 
ailing  friend,  he  put  on  his  clothes, 
mounted  his  bicycle,  and  went  home. 
Soon  he  was  having  dizzy  spells.  In 
a  few  days  he  was  critically  ill. 

Mayor  Dangaza,  seeing  that  his 
brother  was  ill,  committed  him  to  the 
care  of  Ngamann  and  sent  him  to 
the  hospital.  The  faithful  Ngamann 
listened  to  every  word  his  dying 
brother  spoke.  He  prayed  earnesth' 
as  he  watched  over  that  brother.  It 
was  Ngamann  \A'ho  repeated  the 
pitiful  words:  "I  thought  I  remained 
a  young  man.  I  did  not  think  to  die 
soon.  Neither  did  I  expect  to  have 
a  great  misfortune." 

Salla  was  dying.  Two  other  men 
were  strong  and  well.  Both  had  been 
marked  for  death  but  they  lived.  It 
was  Salla  who  was  crying  out  in 
agony:  "O  Lord!  O  Lord!  Where 
does  this  breath  come  from  that  is 
killing  me?  Take  my  breath  from  me 
so  I  can  rest,  for  my  strength  is  all 
gone." 

Turning  to  Ngamann  he  said: 
"My  brother,  all  is  finished.  Just 
one  thing  remains.  You  go,  you  warn 
Gilbert  to  take  the  affair  of  God  in 
his  heart  truly." 

"Oh,  God,"  he  cried  again,   "par- 


don me."  God  heard  him  and  hon- 
ored his  prayer.  From  that  deathbed 
went  out  a  testimony  which  shook 
the  whole  community. 

The  Ngakora  had  not  finished 
their  torments.  They  crowded  the 
hospital  room  offering  to  cure  Salla. 
"Give  us  a  chicken  or  a  goat.  We 
will  kill  it  in  the  way  of  Ngakora 
and  you  will  be  well."  The  once  weak 
and  vacillating  Salla  replied:  "I  can't 
make  a  fool  of  myself  with  their 
worthless  medicine  for  I  believe  in 
God.  God's  Book  says  strongly,  'Thou 
shalt  worship  no  other  God.' "  Yet 
thev  tormented  him  until  he  asked 
that  a  guard  be  placed  at  his  door 
so  that  none  but  Christians  would 
be  admitted.  "Let  them  come  in  one 
bv  one,"  he  said.  "I  want  no  other 
medicine  than  prayer."

Surely  the  dying  man  had  had 
enough  trials!  His  best  friend  had 
betraved  him,  he  was  dying  from 
an  unknown  poison,  his  killers  were 
tormenting  him  with  offers  of  a  cure. 
This  seemed  enough.  But  how  could 
God  do  His  great  work  if  He  spared 
him  any  pain?  A  nun  was  in  charge 
of  the  hospital.  Seeing  that  Salla  was 
dying,  kindness  prompted  her  to  do 
the  only  thing  she  knew  to  do. 
"Salla,"  she  said,  "I  would  like  to 
baptize  you  so  that  when  you  die 
vou  might  find  your  God."  Salla 
now  knew  the  meaning  of  those 
strange  words,  "When  I  am  weak,  I 
am  strong."  Bravely  he  answered; 
"My  mother,  I  can't  tell  you  to  bap- 
tize me,  for  long  ago  I  believed  in 
God.  Now  if  you  baptize  me  it  will 
be  very  much  for  nothing,  for  I  be- 
lieve." 


Ngamann  had  returned  home  and 
Dangaza  took  his  place  by  the  bed 
of  his  brother.  "Gilbert,"  the  dying 
man  said,  "if  you  mourn  or  do  any 
wicked  thing  when  I  die,  it  will  not 
be  good.  You  and  I  will  never  sit 
together  again.  Give  your  heart  to 
God  alone.  And  when  the  hour  comes 
that  God  calls  you,  we  shall  sit  to- 
gether. Bring  up  my  children  in  God's 
way."  Remembering  his  Christian 
brother  he  said,  "Tell  Ngamann  I 
am  holding  fast  to  God.  I  am  leav- 
ing this  world.  All  is  well." 

On  the  third  of  August,  1964, 
Salla  Michel  died.  The  Ngakoras 
had  done  their  worst. 

Then  the  tables  were  turned.  The 
Ngakoras  were  to  feel  the  \^'rath  of 
the  mayor.  He  and  Ngamann  fear- 
lesslv  set  out  for  the  House  of  Nga- 
kora. He  told  them  what  he  thought 
of  them,  but  his  anger  was  not  satis- 
fied. He  reported  the  murder  to  the 
authorities.  Soon  the  dreaded  Nga- 
kora was  in  the  hands  of  the  police. 

How  foolish  they  looked  then! 
When  covered  by  darkness,  their 
drums  and  reeds  beat  fear  into  the 
hearts  of  the  people.  But  the  light 
of  day  exposed  their  skinny  bodies, 
their  drums,  their  reeds,  their  poison 
\veeds.  Was  it  for  this  weak,  unsight- 
h'  group  now  on  display  that  many 
had  turned  from  the  living  God? 

The  news  of  Salla's  death  and  the 
disgrace  of  the  Ngakoras  spread  like 
a  bush  fire.  But  the  testimony  of  the 
dying  Salla  came  like  a  healing  balm 
after  the  fire.  Hearts  were  touched. 
The  Christians  bowed  before  God 
with  a  humility  and  an  awe  they 
had  never  before  experienced.  Many 
backslidden  Christians  came  with 
their  shame  and  confessed  it  to  God 
before  His  people.  The  heathen  were 
startled.  Seeing  the  strength  of  God, 
many  turned  to  Him. 

Todav  as  the  story  spreads  in  ever- 
v\'idening  circles,  it  reaches  many 
Africans  who  are  groping  for  a  new 
way  of  life.  The  old  wa)'  is  gone. 
Ngakora  is  dead,  so  they  say.  What 
will  this  great  mass  of  people  reach 
in  their  groping?  Will  their  feet  touch 
the  Rock,  or  will  they  fall  into  the 
\'oid  of  materialism? 

Two  men  live  physically  because 
Salla  Michel  died.  Some  have  found 
life  in  Jesus  Christ  because  Salla 
died.  May  thousands  who  hear  this 
testimony  find  eternal  life.  T 
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A  letter  sent  by  Ngamann  Pierre  to 
be  published  in  the  Trompette  Evan- 
gelique   magazine: 

I  ask  you  much,  brethren,  to  pray 
to  God  for  the  children  of  Yafforo 
Kota.  On  the  third  of  August  1964 
one  of  our  brothers,  Salla  Michel, 
died  in  the  way  of  the  poison  of 
Ngakora.  But  by  the  way  of  knowing 
God  we  went  and  exposed  all  the 
Ngakora  in  the  Commun  Rurale  of 
Kouazo.  Now  many  people  are  say- 
ing all  the  children  of  Yafforo  Kota 
will  die  because  they  went  to  the 
house  of  Ngakora. 

Don't  forget  to  pray  for  this  fam- 
ily so  that  we  will  all  receive  strength 
to  hold  fast  the  affair  of  God  so  that 
even  if  they  kill  us,  our  hearts  will 
be  God's.  Pray  for  the  men  of  the 
Ngakora  so  that  they  also  will  take 
the  affair  of  God  to  save  their  lives. 

From  Pastor  Jean  Noetemo  in  a  tape 
recording  made  at  Baloua  by  the 
missionaries: 

I  saw  the  witness  of  Salla  Michel. 
Every  day  there  is  preaching  in  God's 
house.  Always  there  is  prayer.  He 
(Salla)  gathered  with  us  ever)'  day 
when  he  was  not  away.  Every  morn- 
ing he  went  to  pray.  He  heard  the 
warning  every  day.  Because  of  his 
illness  he  did  not  go  to  God's  house. 
He  put  his  heart  on  God  before  this 
sickness  came  to  him.  The  thing  that 
strengthens  us  is  he  put  his  heart  in 
God's  house  to  pray  always.  This  is 
very  good  in  the  eyes  of  God.  This  is 
very  good  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
church.  The  thing  that  gives  joy  to 
us  is  that  what  he  believed  before, 
he  did  not  forget  to  pray  daily  in 
God's  house.  That  is  good  in  the 
eyes  of  God  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
people. 

From  Catechist  Koue  Noel  (taped): 

I  am  the  catechist  at  Baloua.  When 
I  first  came  (here),  not  many  people 
came  to  hear  the  affair  of  God,  for 
they  were  afraid  of  the  Ngakora. 
Now  with  the  death  of  our  brother 
in  Ghrist  the  end  of  many  things  has 
come  out,  just  as  when  Jesus  died  on 
the  cross  the  veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent.  By  his  death,  as  he  was  a  be- 
liever, when  he  died  the  Baba  Sou- 
male  (Ngakora)  was  exposed.  After 
his  death  many  people  came  to  hear 


the  affair  of  God.  This  morning  they 
were  294.  Those  who  came  to  be- 
lieve were  twelve.  And  those  who  re- 
turned who  were  members  and  fell 
by  the  way  of  Baba  Soumale  but 
they  see  that  it  is  nothing,  they  re- 
turned, they  were  five.  This  gives 
good  (joy)  to  the  Lord.  Don't  forget 
to  pray  to  God  for  us  so  that  His 
work  v\'ill  go  (move  forward)  here 
among  the  Karre. 

From  Mayor  Dangaza  Gilbert 

(taped): 

When  he  (Michel)  was  in  the  hos- 
pital he  testified  much,  even  to  the

The  death  of  the  Ngakora  has 
had  a  terrific  impact  upon  the 
Africans,  both  Christians  and 
non-Christians.  Miss  Snyder  has 
translated  quite  literally  the  re- 
sponses from  some  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  excerpts  are  presented 
here. 


brethren  who  went  to  see  him.  .  .  . 
He  fought  a  war  with  the  devil  and 
he  came  out  of  it.  You  know  he 
spoke  much,  he  said,  "Something  re- 
mains, I  know  they  will  say  that 
when  I  was  near  to  death  I  talked 
like  a  fool.  But,  my  brethren  who  are 
here  beside  me,  brothers  and  sisters, 
I  want  you  to  grasp  God  firmly." 

As  he  was  dying  it  gave  me  much 
sorrow,  I  spoke  much.  But  he  said, 
"If  you  do  anything  of  sorrow 
(mourn)  or  anything  wrong,  you  are 
doing  differently  (not  right,  or  not 
what  I  wish).  You  will  not  be  able 
to  say  that  vou  and  I  will  sit  together 
again.  But  you  should  give  your  heart 
to  God  alone,  so  you  will  do  nothing 
evil  to  God,  you  will  not  curse  God. 


Then  when  God  calls  you,  we  shall 
sit  together  well." 

Then  he  sent  this  testimony  to 
Pierre,  he  said,  "I  am  gripping  strong 
on  God.  I  am  leaving  this  world. 
All  is  well." 

Now  he  had  money,  but  money 
could  not  save  him;  he  had  children, 
but  his  children  could  not  save  him. 
One  thing  he  requested  me  vi'as  to 
keep  his  children  for  God  alone. 
When  the  hour  comes  that  God  calls 
me,  I  shall  go,  I  shall  see  him. 

He  did  not  speak  to  himself  alone, 
he  even  called  the  people  who  were 
with  him  in  the  hospital,  he  gave  a 
good  witness  to  them.  "I  ask  you  all 
to  say  that  while  we  are  on  this 
earth  we  are  foreigners.  The  time 
that  we  sit  here  we  are  foreigners  to 
this  world.  You  know  many  things 
came  by  the  way  of  the  different  ill- 
nesses of  all  of  us.  But  it  is  good  first 
of  all  to  put  your  heart  on  God  so 
when  that  hour  comes  that  you  get 
sick  again  you  can  remind  yourself 
to  say,  'We  are  going  to  see  our 
brother   of   this    thing    (suffering).' " 

You  know  there  are  many  things 
on  this  earth.  Beautiful  things  are 
nothing.  But  the  thing  that  gives 
me  the  most  joy  in  the  death  of  my 
brother,  is  that  as  he  died  he  did 
not  forget  his  Lord.  He  cried  aloud 
to  Him.  This  gives  me  more  joy  than 
anything.  So  I  do  not  have  much 
sorrovi'  for  I  know  he  is  there  beside 
our  Brother  Jesus. 

I  ask  you  to  pray  for  me  so  that 
when  God  calls  me,  I  shall  go,  I 
shall  find  him  with  a  good  heart. 
Pray,  for  the  devil  comes  to  tempt 
me.  Pray  that  I  shall  not  spoil  any- 
thing or  get  sick.  You  know  the  devil 
is  a  spy,  he  comes  to  tempt  us. 

But  I  tell  you  there  remain  many 
who  like  Judas  sold  Jesus.  You  know 
that  at  the  time  (when  he  was  well) 
my  brother  and  his  comrade  sat  well 
(had  fellowship);  he  even  gave  food 
to  his  comrade.

So  I  ask  you  much,  when  you  go  to 
a  man's  place,  first  of  all  warn  him 
about  God.  Then  he  will  not  forget 
his  faith.

The 
MBaka  language  that  they  used  in 
the  Congo  is  similar  to  the  Gbea 
used  at  Bossangoa,  so  they  have  local 
African  Christians  in  all  day  long 
and  into  the  evening,  learning  Gbea. 
In  addition  thev  are  learning  a  little 
Sango.  And  they  talk  with  the 
preacher,  John  Fealinga,  and  the 
schoolteachers  and  the  bookstore 
manager  in  French.  They  are  surely 
fine  people  and  love  the  Lord.  We 
are  so  sorry  for  the  churches  in  the 
Congo  that  are  deprived  of  their  mis- 
sionaries, but  we  are  enriched  by  it. 
In  one  way  they  are  more  fortunate 
than  some  of  their  other  missionaries 
who  had  to  leave  the  country  with 
only  a  small  suitcase,  for  the  Chris-

Everything  was  ready.  The  car 
\\'as  packed  to  capacity  and  we 
thought  v\'e  had  remembered  every- 
thing, including  the  water  filter. 
After  eight  months  of  Hving  at  Yaloke 
with  iew  interruptions,  we  were 
happy  for  the  opportunity  to  make 
this  important  trip.  Our  goal  was  to 
visit  the  schools  in  our  missionary 
area  and  even  outside  to  the  west 
of  the  Central  African  Republic.  A 
trip  like  this  had  never  been  made 
before;  therefore,  we  had  only  a 
vague  idea  of  what  kind  of  literature 
to  take  with  us. 

The  first  week  we  headed  north. 
Remember  that  most  of  the  villages 
in  the  Central  African  Republic  are 
found  along  the  roads  and  it  is  there- 
fore easy  to  find  the  schools,  at  least 
those  called  "regional  schools,"  built 
with  cement  blocks.  These  schools 
generally  include  all  the  primarv 
years;  that  is,  the  first  six  years  of 
school.  There  is  a  flagpole  before 
the  building  and  a  well-kept  court- 
yard which  is  used  for  assembling  the 
students.  The  "rural  schools"  include 
two  years  and  are  often  onlv  hangars 
with  grass  roofs.  Sometimes  they  are 
hard  to  see  from  the  road.  But  we 
did  not  stop  at  these  schools  as  the 
children   do  not  know  French   well 


enough  to  buy  literature. 

We  arrived  at  our  first  building 
with  an  aluminum  roof,  which  is 
visible  from  quite  a  distance.  This  is 
an  important  school— six  classes,  six 
teachers,  and  more  than  600  chil- 
dren. The  Peugeot  car  stopped  in 
the  courtyard.  All  heads  turned  to- 
ward us.  The  teachers  worriedly 
glanced  over  the  classes  to  see  if 
everything  was  all  right.  Everyone 
thought  that  the  school  inspector  was 
making  a  visit!  That  helped  us  to  be 
received  with  quite  remarkable  calm! 
Quickly  Jean-Louis  introduced  him- 
self to  the  "directeur"  of  the  school 
who  is  the  teacher  of  the  highest 
grade.  Jean  Louis  explained  why  he 
had  come  and  asked  permission  to 
visit  all  the  classes  and  offer  for  sale 
some  "Gospels"  to  the  students. 
Happy  for  this  little  change,  the 
"directeur"  gladly  gave  us  complete 
permission. 

We  went  into  the  first  class.  Jean- 
Louis  showed  the  "Gospels"  as  well 
as  other  books  and  magazines  (Trom- 
pette  in  Sango  and  the  Vaincre  in 
French,  both  produced  by  our  mis- 
sion) to  the  pupils.  Nicole  and  I  fol- 
lowed behind  him  with  our  arms 
full  of  literature.  To  our  surprise,  the 
pupils  had,   for  the  most  part,  five,

ten,  or  twenty  francs  in  their  pockets; 
some  even  had  a  100-franc  bill  (ap- 
proximately forty  cents).  Jean-Louis 
presented  a  Bible  and  a  copy  of  Vain- 
cre to  the  teacher.  Many  of  the  teach- 
ers were  interested  and  wanted  to 
buy  a  Bible  and  subscribe  to  the 
Vaincre.  When  it  came  to  paying  for 
them,  however,  naturally  they  had 
no  money.  Nevertheless,  a  check 
would  take  care  of  it.  "But,"  one  of 
them  stated,  "don't  cash  the  check 
before  the  first  of  next  month  be- 
cause I  don't  have  anything  in  my 
account  now."  If  we  cashed  the 
check  before  the  end  of  the  month, 
it  would  be  followed  down  and  he 
would  have  to  spend  some  time  in 
prison.  This  has  happened  too  often 
in  this  country. 

Here  are  a  few  items  that  particu- 
larly  impressed   us: 
—A  teacher  who  hurried  to  advance 
some    money   to   his   pupils   so   that 
they  could  at  least  buy  one  "Gospel." 
—Pupils  who  several  times  paid  for 
the  books  of  others. 
—In  one  school  to  the  north  of  our 
field,  near  the  Tchad  boundary,  all 
the   children   with    a   couple   of   ex- 
ceptions   were    Protestants,    that    is, 
members   of  our   Brethren   church. 
—Two  teachers,  208  pupils,  and  one 
classroom— here  is  something  that  is 
not  unusual. 

—On  benches  made  for  two  students, 
you  will  find  as  many  as  seven. 
—The  school  is  often  off  by  itself 
because  it  is  situated  halfway  be- 
tween several  villages;  the  teachers 
are  really  away  from  everything— 
lost,  as  it  v\'ere,  in  the  bush. 
—Because  of  being  in  the  bush,  thev 
receive  few  visits  and  few  opportun- 
ities to  buy  things. 
—Being  away  from  everything  can  be 
a  dangerous  thing.  Even  if  there  are 
quite  a  few  students  and  some  teach- 
ers who  know  what  the  Gospel  is,! 
there  are  still  a  lot  who  do  not  under-  j 
stand  the  Gospel  at  all.  They  buy 
simply  to  show  off  the  fact  that  they 
have  some  money  or  that  they  know 
how  to  read  well.  They  will  buy  any- 
thing, and  this  is  what  can  be  very 
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''Bible  Class?  No,   Thanks- We  ^ 

Are  Drinking  Beer  Now''

Attempting  to  start  Bible  classes 
among  university  students  in  Mexico 
can  sometimes  lead  to  peculiar  situa- 
tions. One  of  these  classes  (among 
our  four)  was  begun  among  a  small 
group  of  beer-loving  students.  With 
good  intentions  and  a  good  contact, 
we  set  forth  with  the  purpose  to  be- 
gin a  Bible  study  in  the  apartment 
of  two  single  male  students. 

The  time  was  at  hand;  armed  with 
prayer  and  Scripture  portions,  I  went 
to  make  the  visit.  But  the  atmos- 
phere was  very  contrary.  In  the 
apartment  were  five  single  male  stu- 
dents drinking  beer,  smoking,  and 
listening  to  American  "cultural" 
records— rock-and-roll.  The  two  con- 
tact students  were  rather  embar- 
rassed to  converse  about  spiritual 
needs.  However,  in  spite  of  the 
American  cultural  background,  the 
subject  was  brought  up. 

Finally  I  asked,  "How  about  a 
Bible  class  right  now?"  The  answer 
came  back  almost  spontaneously: 
"No,  thanks,  we  are  drinking  beer 
right  now."  When  the  student  who 


dangerous.  This  "anything"  will  be 
coming  in  shortly;  in  fact,  some  of 
it  (material  from  cults  and  so  forth) 
is  alreadv  here.  It  is  urgent  that  we 
distribute  the  Word  of  God  and  good 
evangelical  literature  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

—After  the  first  week,  we  had  to 
return  to  Yaloke  to  replenish  our 
stock,  having  sold  all  of  our  materials 
in  a  few  days. 

The  second  week  toward  the  west 
was  also  a  very  happy  occasion.  Many 
teachers  said,  "Please  come  to  see  us 
often."  Forty  of  these  teachers  sub- 
scribed to  the  Vainer e.  Four  bought 
Bibles.  As  for  the  pupils,  we  sold 
them   approximately    550   "Gospels,"

was  absorbing  American  culture  at 
the  record  player  heard  this,  he  lifted 
the  needle.  He  said,  "I  always 
wanted  to  understand  the  Bible."  An- 
other student  who  was  typing  in  the 
adjoining  room  came  in  and  joined 
the  group  discussion.  Before  anyone 
could  utter  "Praise  the  Lord!"  there 
was  a  Bible  class  in  session. 

Now  once  a  week  there  is  a  regu- 
lar Bible  class  in  that  apartment.  The 
results  are  yet  to  be  seen.  The  harvest 
is  yet  to  be  reaped.  But  lift  up  your 
eyes  and  pray  that  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  will  send  more  laborers 
among  university  students.  And  lift 
up  your  hands  in  prayer  that  the 
laborers  now  there  might  be  used  to 
reap  among  the  students.  There  are 
many  students  who  love  their  beer 
and  fun.  Who  will  pray  that  these 
might  be  reached,  saved,  and  trained 
for  His  glory?  T

because  of  the  great  distance  that 
separates  them  (we  traveled  about 
1,200  miles),  these  figures  are  en- 
couraging. We  thank  the  Lord  for 
evervthing  that  He  did  for  us  during 
our  trip.  We  didn't  have  any  break- 
downs until  we  arrived  at  Bangui  at 
the  end  of  our  trip.  Right  in  front  of 
the  sate  to  our  mission  in  Bangui, 
the  car  refused  to  go  any  further  and 
a  truck  had  to  pull  us  into  the  yard.

F.M.S.  Now  a 
Member  of  E.F.M.A. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church  was  one  of 
three  missionarv  agencies  received 
into  the  membership  of  the  Evan- 
selical  Foreign  Missions  Association 
at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
Association's  board  of  directors  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  in  late  Sep- 
tember and  early  October,  according 
to  announcement  bv  Clvde  W.  Tay 
lor,  executive  secretary  of  the  EFMA. 
These  additions  bring  the  total 
membership  of  EFMA  to  61  agen- 
cies which  hold  full  or  associate  mem- 
bership. Their  combined  missionary 
staff  numbers  6,561. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church  has  received  valuable  assis- 
tance from  the  EFMA,  has  made  a 
small  annual  contribution  for  serv- 
ices rendered,  and  has  been  generous- 
ly received  into  the  EFMA  retreats 
and  conferences.  The  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety had  for  some  time  considered 
membership  in  this  fine,  fundamen- 
tal, evangelical  mission  organization. 
In  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
societv,  formal  application  was  made 
for  membership  in  the  EFMA,  which 
culminated  in  the  acceptance. 

A  continuance  of  happy  fellow- 
ship is  anticipated,  along  with  the 
wise  counsel  to  be  given  by  EFMA 
leaders  in  these  times  of  crisis  in  mis- 
sionarv works.  T 
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How  often  our  hearts  have  thrilled 
at  the  gracious  invitation, 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
vou  rest."  Until  recently  I  thought 
of  this  verse  mainly  as  an  invitation 
from  our  Lord  to  the  unsaved.  But 
the  Lord  has  caused  me  to  become 
aware  that  this  verse  is  just  as  neces- 
sarv  for,  and  just  as  applicable  to, 
the  believer.  Our  age  is  characterized 
by  unrest,  the  carrying  of  heavy, 
needless  burdens.  If  the  child  of  God 
isn't  watchful,  he  finds  himself  like- 
wise heavily  laden,  harmfully  bur- 
dened, lacking  peace  and  joy,  where- 
as his  heritage  should  be  that  of 
peace  and  rest. 

Isaiah  writes  in  a  similar  strain 
when  he  savs,  "Hast  thou  not  known? 
hast  thou  not  heard,  that  the  everlast- 
ing God,  the  Lord,  the  Creator  of 
the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not, 
neither  is  weary?  there  is  no  search- 
ing of  His  understanding.  He  giveth 
power  to  the  faint;  and  to  them  that 
have  no  might  he  increaseth  strength. 
Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be 
weary,  and  the  young  men  shall  ut- 
terly fall,  but  thev  that  wait  upon  the 
Lord  shall  renew  their  strength;  they 
shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles; 
they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary; 
and  thev  shall  walk,  and  not  faint." 
Isaiah's  exhortation,  likewise,  is  that 
we  wait  upon  the  Lord  for  renewed 
strength. 

Is  this  not  a  wonderful  promise? 
He  has  promised  us  rest  if  we  come. 
Rest  of  heart!  Heart-rest  is  that  pre- 
cious commodity  which  so  many 
worldlings  are  seeking  but  not  find- 
ing, for  they  seek  it  in  the  wrong 
place,  and  from  the  wrong  source. 
Rest  of  heart  is  found  in  a  Person, 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  How  often 
we  have  had  to  flee  to  Him,  seeking 
His  face,  peace,  and  rest  as  we  faced 
the  onslaughts  of  the  Wicked  One. 

Does  He  not  say  daily,  "Come 
unto  me"  for  the  courage  and  strength 
you  need  to  live  a  consistent  and 
vital  Christian  life?  Without  this 
day  by  day  renewal  we  are  weak  and 
ineffective. 

He  also  says  "Come  unto  me" 
when  the  storms  and  billows  of  life 
would  engulf  us  and  tend  to  embitter 
us  and  even  cause  us  to  question 
His  love.  In  the  midst  of  these  har-

Surely,  I  thought,  such  a  sweet 
person  must  know  the  Saviour,  but 
I  had  to  be  certain.  As  I  asked  her

The  Sin  of  Moses

In  the  twentieth  chapter  of  Num- 
bers we  are  told  the  story  of  Moses' 
sin  of  striking  the  rock  and  thus  se- 
curing water  for  his  complaining  con- 
2reoation.  For  this  sin  Moses  was  de- 
nied  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
Promised  Land.  I  have  read  this  story 
recently  and  have  been  impressed 
with  the  remarkably  up-to-date  les- 
sons it  affords  us. 

The  first  is  this:  We  must  not 
seek  right  ends  hy  wrong  means. 
Moses  wanted  water.  The  people 
wanted  water.  There  was  nothing 
particularly  wrong  with  this  desire. 
But  in  order  to  accomplish  this  re- 
sult, Moses  took  things  into  his  own 
hands  and  did  things  his  own  way. 
He  succeeded,  too— the  water  came, 
but  at  what  cost!  He  never  entered 


the  land  he  had  worked  so  hard  to 
reach. 

Within  the  church  there  has  al- 
wa)'S  been  the  problem  of  how  to 
achieve  the  results  we  want  to  see. 
Sometimes  the  wrong  methods  have 
been  used.  For  example,  many 
churches  facing  a  financial  problem 
have  decided  to  solve  that  problem 
by  holding  raffles,  bake  sales,  ba- 
zaars, and  bingo  games,  and  by  other 
commercial  methods.  They  have 
raised  some  large  sums  of  money  by 
these  methods  and  many  times  the 
money  has  been  put  to  a  good  use. 
But  I  wonder  many  times  whether 
this  is  not  a  case  of  usino  a  wrong 
means  to  achieve  a  good  purpose. 
Many  times  it  seems  dangerously 
close  to  what  the  Jews  were  doing  in 


the  temple  when  Jesus  drove  them 
out.  God  granted  Moses  the  water, 
but  Moses  missed  a  blessing.  And 
God  may  let  a  church  make  money 
on  a  bingo  game,  but  I  wonder 
whether  He  can  give  them  His  bless- 
ing. 

Take  another  example.  A  man 
may  deliberately  seek  Sunday  em- 
ployment. He  knows  it  will  keep  him 
from  church.  But  he  rationalizes  bv 
saving  that  the  money  he  makes  will 
be  given  to  the  church,  or  at  least 
some  of  it  will.  Because  he  works  on 
Sunday,  he  has  more  to  give  to  the 
Lord's  work.  Of  course,  he  can  sel- 
dom attend,  but  he  can  give  more. 
But  even  if  he  does  give  more,  which 
may  be  doubtful,  I  wonder  if  this  is 
not  another  case  of  seeking  the  right 
end  by  wrong  means.  Some,  of 
course,  have  to  work  on  the  Lord's 
day,  but  this  is  a  different  thing  from 
deliberately  seeking  it. 

To  cite  one  more  example,  I  think 
we  can  see  in  our  present  civil  rights 
situation  in  America  a  case  of  trying 
to  achieve  a  right  purpose  by  wrong 
means.  The  right  purpose  that  many 
are  seeking  is  to  stamp  out  race  pre- 
judice and  eliminate  unfair  discrimi 
nation  and  make  sure  that  all  people 
in  America  can  grow  up  with  decent 
education  and  opportunities.  This  is 
the  goal  for  many,  and  I  don't  see 
how  any  Christian  could  be  against 
these  goals.  But  in  order  to  achieve 
these  goals  we  are  seeing  the  de- 
struction of  property,  disregard  and 
disrespect  for  law  and  order,  inno- 
cent people  attacked  in  the  streets, 
people  shot  from  ambush,  dogs  turn- 
ed on  demonstrators,  courtrooms  dis- 
turbed by  hecklers,  and  a  hundred 
other  violent  actions  going  on  in 
large  cities  and  small,  north  and 
south,  east  and  west.  People  are 
being  needlessly  killed  and  money 
and  property  terribly  wasted  in  the 
effort  to  hasten  civil  rights  observ- 
ance. No  doubt  in  the  months  ahead 
we  will  see  much  more  of  this.  It  all 
bears  testimony  to  the  fact  that  right 
goals  may  sometimes  be  sought  by 
improper  methods.  So  it  was  with 
Moses.  His  was  the  sin  of  trying  to 
do  things  his  way  instead  of  God's 
way. 

A  second  lesson  that  has  impressed 
me  is  this:  We  must  heware  of  doing 
more  than  God  commands.   I  know

Water  From  the  Rock

this  sounds  strange  at  first.  Most  of 
us  don't  even  come  close  to  doing 
half  of  what  he  commands.  Why  talk 
of  the  danger  of  doing  more  than  He 
commands?  But  it  is  a  very  present 
danger. 

Moses'  command  was  to  speak  to 
the  rock.  Instead  he  yielded  to  the 
desire  for  the  dramatic  and  struck 
the  rock.  Thus  he  did  more  than  God 
had  said,  and  for  it  he  was  punished. 

Through  the  years  the  church  has 
been  in  existence,  it  has  always  faced 
this  problem.  For  example,  we  are 
commanded  to  baptize.  This  is  in  the 
Great  Commission.  But  when  we  go 
a  step  further  and  say  that  a  person 
cannot  be  saved  without  it,  then  we 
are  doing  more  than  God  command- 
ed. We  are  commanded  to  partake  of 
communion.  It  is  to  be  a  memorial 
of  Him.  But  when  we  say  that  the 
bread  and  the  cup  are  more  than 
mere  symbols,  when  we  preach 
transubstantiation,  then  v\'e  are  doing 
more  than  God  commanded.  We  are 
commanded  to  be  separate  from  the 
world.  We  are  "to  come  out  from 
among  them"  and  "touch  not  the  un- 
clean thing."  But  when  we  withdraw 
ourselves  completely  from  society  as 
the  monastics  of  the  Middle  Ages 
did  and  pretend  that  this  makes  us 
more  spiritual,  then  we  are  doing 
more  than  God  commanded.  We  are 


taught  boldness  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. We  are  not  to  be  ashamed  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  we  are  to 
witness  constantly  for  Him.  But 
when  we  confuse  boldness  with 
tactlessness  and  deliberately  embar- 
rass people  and  antagonize  them  and 
shame  them  before  their  friends  as 
we  "witness"  to  them,  then  we  are 
doing  far  more  than  God  command- 
ed. 

The  list  could  be  continued  almost 
indefinitely  of  things  in  \yhich  vye 
have  a  tendency  to  go  beyond  the 
limits  of  divine  command.  Moses  was 
guilty  of  the  same  thing  we  have 
often  done. 

Finally,  let  us  note  this  from  our 
text:  Precedent  is  not  always  a  safe 
guide  to  follow.  Circumstances  alter 
cases.  Moses'  previous  experience  had 
been  that  to  strike  the  rock  pro- 
duced water.  That  time  he  had  been 
commanded  to  strike  the  rock.  But 
this  time  it  vyas  different.  He  vyas 
only  supposed  to  speak.  But  Moses 
decided  to  do  things  the  old  way. 
It  had  worked  before;  besides,  it  was 
more  impressive  this  way.  So  he  gave 
it  two  good  raps  \yith  the  rod  and, 
sure  enough,  the  \yater  flowed.  But 
God  had  said  to  do  it  differently  this 
time.  And  because  Moses  insisted  on 
the  old  y\'ay,  the  disobedient  way, 
he  lost  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
Promised  Land. 

We  are  always  so  hesitant  about 
starting  something  new.   We  would 


rather  go  on  in  the  same  old  way. 
At  least  there  is  some  security  and 
comfort  in  that.  Moses  was  going 
entirely  by  precedent.  He  wasn't  even 
listening  when  God  gave  him  new 
orders.  He  was  an  expert  now,  you 
see.   He  had  done  this  once  before. 

Precedent  is  not  always  a  good 
guide  to  follow.  For  example,  sup- 
pose we  tried  a  thing  once  and  fail- 
ed; if  we  follou'  precedent,  we  will 
never  try  again.  Likewise,  if  we  were 
a  success  once,  there  is  no  guarantee 
we  will  be  again  unless  the  proper 
effort  and  prayer  is  put  behind  the 
task. 

Too  many  folks  are  living  on  pre- 
cedent. That  is,  they  are  getting  by 
on  the  spiritual  manna  God  gave 
them  perhaps  years  ago,  and  they 
suppose  that  this  is  sufficient  for  to- 
day's needs.  It  isn't  so.  We  need 
fresh  orders.  We  need  to  listen  to 
God's  Word  today.  We  need  to  see 
whether  we  are  doing  His  will  today. 
His  will  for  us  last  time  in  a  given 
circumstance  may  not  be  His  will 
now.  We  need  to  keep  in  tune  with 
headquarters.  This  is  why  it  is  a  seri- 
ous matter  to  miss  church,  to  miss 
prayer,  to  miss  reading  our  Bibles. 
We  dare  not  drift  on  in  the  false 
dream  that  past  blessings  will  suf- 
fice for  present  problems.  Moses 
found  to  his  sorrow  that  he  should 
ha\'e  forgotten  the  past  and  listened 
to  the  latest  word  the  Lord  had  for 
him.  T 
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Razing  the   ruins   of   the   First  Brethren   Church,   Long   Beach,    California. 

"You  Can  Burn  Our  Church, 
But  You  Can't  Burn  Our  Faith" 


With  this  succinct  and  significant 
statement,  Dr.  Charles  Mayes  de- 
scribed the  fiery  destruction  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  building  in 
Long  Beach,  California.  (An  arson- 
ist had  done  the  job  expertly). 

A  short  time  before,  the  church 
had  celebrated  its  fiftieth  year  of 
faithful  service  to  Christ  since  its 
establishment  by  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman. 
"Fifth  and  Cherry"  has  been  known 
far  and  wide  as  a  stalwart  for  the 
Faith  and  as  a  stronghold  for  the 
prophetic  Word. 

The  fire  produced  a  normal  spirit- 
ual response  from  this  great  church. 
While  they  mourned  the  loss  of  a 
beautiful  and  loved  sanctuary  and 
faced  the  issue  of  raising  large  sums 


of  monev  for  rebuilding,  two  weeks 
after  the  fire  they  assumed  full  sup- 
port of  two  more  foreign  missionar- 
ies, bringing  their  total  missionaries 
under  support  to  ten.  Along  with 
their  earnest  prayers,  they  set  about 
the  task  of  rebuilding  by  electing 
committees  to  proceed  with  each 
aspect  of  the  gigantic  project. 

Now  the  past  vision  of  the  church 
for  Christian  education  provided  an 
extra  dividend  beyond  the  profit  of 
educating  620  elementary  and  high 
school  voung  people.  The  Paramount 
school  auditorium,  seating  over  500, 
together  with  the  many  classrooms 
in  the  school  complex,  became  head- 
quarters for  First  Brethren.  Two  Sun- 
day  morning   services   will    be    held 


until  the  new  auditorium  is  com- 
pleted. 

The  difficult  questions  and  deci- 
sions facing  this  1,200-member  con- 
gregation at  this  time  were  almost 
ON'erwhelming.  Resolutely  and  con- 
fidently, thev  sought  the  wisdom  of 
God. 

It  was  finally  decided  that  the 
church  would  relocate.  A  strategical- 
ly located  four-and-one-half-acre  plot 
in  the  heart  of  Long  Beach  \vith  ex- 
cellent accessabilit\'  from  a  freeway 
and  main  streets  was  purchased  for 
$481,000.  Because  of  the  great  de- 
mand for  property  and  the  limited 
supply,  prices  for  urban  property  run 
as  high  as  $3.50  per  square  foot.  This 
is  inflation  at  work.  However,  money 
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received  from  the  sale  of  the  old  lo- 
cation plus  insurance  gains  from  the 
old  building  should  pay  for  the  new 
location  and  provide  about  $100,000 
to  start  construction  of  a  new  build- 
ing- 

What  a  vivid  illustration  this  is  of 
the  sovereign  God  working  for  His 
church.  This  same  property  had  been 
proposed  as  a  City  Hall  site  and  then 
as  the  location  for  offices  of  the  Long 
Beach  Unified  School  District. 
Neither  materialized  and  the  prop- 
erty was  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction.  Even  through  the  details 
of  the  auction,  the  bids,  and  so  forth, 
the  Lord  preserved  this  choice  loca- 
tion for  His  church.  Certainly  the 
\'\'ill  of  God  was  clear. 

Preliminary  drawings  are  now 
being  prepared  by  a  local  architect 
for  a  church,  educational,  and  social 
complex  involving  about  50,000 
square  feet  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$800,000.  The  main  auditorium  will 
seat  1,100  plus  a  balcony  capacitv 
of  300.  A  wedding  chapel  will  pro- 
vide space  for  300.  A  large  social  hall 
will  seat  500  at  tables.  Christian 
education  facilities  will  care  for  a 
2,000  capacitv  Sundav  school.  The 
librarv  will  ultimatelv  contain  8,000 
volumes.  All  this  is  planned  to  pro- 
vide the  finest  facilities  for  Christian 
service. 

A  large  staff  and  large  sums  of 
money  are  necessary  to  operate  a 
large  church.  Dr.  Charles  W.  Mayes, 
the  pastor,  is  assisted  by  Rev.  John 
Mayes,  assistant  pastor;  Rev.  Charles 
Beatty,  minister  of  evangelism;  and 
Dr.  Richard  McNeely,  director  of 
Christian  education;  and  as  possible, 
a  youth  director  and  business  man- 
ager will  be  employed.  Including  the 
building,  operation  of  the  church, 
and  some  support  for  Christian 
schools  involving  almost  fiftv  employ- 
ees, the  budget  will  approximate 
$1,250  per  day. 

The  first  Sunday  following  the 
fire,  $43,000  was  raised  for  building 
in  cash  and  pledges,  which  amount 
has  now  been  increased  to  $100,000. 
Financing  the  new  building  will  be 
done  through  bank  loans  and  the  sale 
of  bonds. 

The  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Long  Beach,  California,  will  appre- 
ciate the  praj'crs  of  all  Brethren  peo- 
ple during  these  difficult  days.  T

America — Get  Back  to  God! 

The  first  Thanksgiving  Day  was  celebrated  December 
13,  1621.  It  was  not  primarily  a  day  of  feasting  and  ir- 
religious practices.  Our  forefathers  humbly  praised  God 
for  His  manifold  blessings.  Three  days  were  spent  in 
prayer  and  praise.  The  early  settlers  of  our  great  land 
recognized  that  their  lives,  homes,  liberty,  and  destiny 
depended  entirely  on  the  mercies  and  grace  of  Almighty 
God.  So  firmly  was  this  fact  rooted  in  early  America 
that  references  and  appeals  to  God  became  common  in 
public  and  private  life,  in  government,  on  legal  docu- 
ments and  declarations,  in  pledges  and  constitutions, 
and  especially  in  our  own  Declaration  of  Independence. 
God  was  at  the  center  of  American  life  and  culture. 
Americans  clearly  knew  and  acknowledged  the  source  of 
their  blessings. 

But  years  of  scientific  progress  and  the  development 
of  an  affluent  society  have  reduced  our  need  for  God 
to  a  mere  mechanical  statement:  "One  nation,  under 
God."  Today  our  Thanksgivings  are  occasions  for  glut- 
ting ourselves  with  food  and  making  merchandise  of  a 
Biblical  truth.  To  a  great  extent,  America  has  forgotten 
God. 

The  recent  Supreme  Court  decision  to  remove  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  from  our  classrooms  under  certain  con- 
ditions indicates  a  dangerous  trend.  Madalyn  Murray,  a 
profane,  loud,  crude  atheist  who  likes  to  be  considered 
intellectual,  along  with  her  clan  of  about  five  million 
atheists  in  America,  may  yet  be  able  to  remove  all 
prayer  and  reference  to  God  from  public  places,  coins, 
legislatures.  Congress,  courts,  Christmas  cards,  and  the 
pledge  of  allegiance. 

The  holy  name  of  God  is  a  byword  on  the  lips  of  mil- 
lions. It  is  hardly  possible  to  sit  through  a  haircut  v^'ith- 
out  hearing  the  names  of  God  and  Christ  boldly  pro- 
faned. There  is  little  respect  for  the  church  and  its  work. 

Much  of  American  education  today  is  designed  to 
prove  that  simple  belief  in  the  existence  and  person- 
ality of  God  is  unintelligent.  Instead  of  worshipping  the 
One  who  said,  "I  am  the  truth,"  we  worship  at  the  shrine 
of  the  human  intellect. 

The  authority  of  the  Bible  as  God's  verbally  inspired 
revelation  to  men  is  openly  questioned  by  millions,  even 
by  some  who  bear  the  name  "Christian."  Ignorance 
of  Bible  truth  among  America's  millions  is  the  rule.  How 
can  the  truth  be  known  when  so  few  churches  believe 
it  and  teach  it? 
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As  surely  as  night  follows  day,  this  movement  away 
from  God  and  the  Bible  can  produce  only  one  result— 
the  lawless  operation  of  defrayed,  human  flesh.  Crime 
increases;  immoral  promiscuity  between  men  and  women 
is  encouraged;  the  divorce  rate  climbs;  juvenile  delin- 
quents are  produced  bv  parental  delinquents;  our  inter- 
national security  is  jeopardized  because  we  are  decaiidng 
from  within;  our  national  sense  of  sin  is  dulled  so  that 
we  do  not  see  the  socialistic  tendencies  in  our  own  gov- 
ernment, and  we  wink  at  the  murder  of  thousands  abroad 
and  encourage  peaceful  coexistence  with  the  Communist 
murderers.  God  will  allow  this  veil  to  descend  further 
over  our  eyes  until  we  are  completely  deceived  and  de- 
stroyed. He  says,  "The  nation  that  forgets  God  I  will 
cast  into  hell."  Is  this  His  Word?  Is  it  to  be  accepted 
and  believed? 

Doubtless  this  Thanksgiving  is  the  most  critical  one 
in  American  history.  We  have  moved  so  far  along  the 
road  which  leads  away  from  God  that  it  mav  be  im- 
possible to  return  to  Him  before  His  judgment  falls.  No 
sin  will  go  unjudged  by  God.  As  America  sows,  so  she 
will  reap! 

The  greatest  shame  in  the  whole  American  scene  today 
is  the  intrinsic,  spiritual  weakness  of  the  church.  When 
she  should  be  directing  America's  millions  back  to  God, 
she  is  occupying  herself  with  humanistic  and  sociological 
considerations,  civil  rights,  etc.,  all  of  which  and  more 
would  be  corrected  by  the  performance  of  her  primary 
task— preaching  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  blights 
of  intellectualism  and  apostasy  have  robbed  her  of  her 
power  and  effectiveness.  She  no  longer  clearly  diagnoses 
the  precise  need  of  America,  and  therefore  she  cannot 
prescribe  the  right  remedy. 

That  smaller  segment  of  the  total  American  church 
called  "evangelical,"  people  who  believe  the  great  doc- 
trines of  the  faith,  often  are  afflicted  with  a  deep  spiritual 
apathv.  While  admitting  that  what  America  needs  most 
is  more  Bible-teaching  churches,  they  do  not  even  par- 
ticipate in  Christian  vi'itnessing  next  door  or  across  the 
street.  Their  local  church  may  characterize  them  as  "re- 
frigerated orthodoxists." 

How  will  America  get  back  to  God? 

There  is  one  way!  Let  each  true  American  believer 
in  Christ  gi^'e  every  talent,  energv,  and  facility  to  mak- 
ing Christ  known.  As  souls  are  won  to  Him,  they  too 
may  become  evangels  for  the  Saviour.  This  demands 
prayer,  Bible  study,  dedication,  sacrifice,  faith  in  God, 
giving  of  money,  and  plain  hard  work.  The  job  will 
never  be  done  successfully  in  any  other  way.

Not  only 
in  terms  of  the  steadily  rising  curves 
of  the  statisticians— be  it  population 
or  living  standards,  production  or  ex- 
ports, schools  or  hospitals,  synagogues 
or  churches  or  mosques— but  also  in 
terms  of  a  subtle  but  far-reaching 
change  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
very  nature  of  Israel's  existence  as 
a  nation.  Israel  has  "arrived,"  has 
come  of  age.  She  is  no  longer  the 
wonder-child  of  the  family  of  nations, 
isolated,  groping  for  recognition  and 
friendship  wherever  she  could  find 
it. 

Relations    With    Ninety    States 

Israel  todav  is  a  fully  accepted 
member  of  the  familv  of  nations,  on 
her  wav  to  becoming  an  integral  part 
of  the  region  in  which  she  is  situated 
—the  Middle  East— despite  the  con- 
tinued hostility  and  avowed  bellig- 
erence of  her  Arab  neighbors.  Her 
relations— diplomatic,  commercial  and 
cultural— with  other  nations  now 
embrace  some  90  states  the  world 
over,  including  a  number  of  Mos- 
lem countries  in  the  Middle  East  and 
Africa. 

Until  recendy  a  recipient  of 
technical  and  financial  aid,  Israel 
has  herself  turned  into  a  source  of 
expertise  in  a  number  of  areas  in 
which  she  has  gathered  experience 
over  the  years— fields  such  as  co- 
operative agriculture,  solar  energy, 
desalination  of  sea  water,  irrigation 
technology,  public  health  and  aero- 
nautical engineering.  Israel  this  year 
is  cooperating  in  the  development 
projects  of  over  70  countries  in 
Africa,  Asia,  the  Mediterranean  basin 
and  Latin  America.  Israel  also  ac- 
commodates more  than  1,500  students 


annually  in  her  various  educational 
and  professional  institutions,  making 
many  parts  of  the  country  a  training 
ground  for  other  developing  nations. 

Nation-Molding 

Students  from  these  states  observe 
how  Israel  tackles  problems  that  have 
to  be  met  in  their  own  countries  as 
well:  the  unification  of  diverse  com- 
munities into  a  single  nation,  the 
establishment  of  a  common  language, 
the  rebuilding  of  a  national  culture 
and  societv  from  divergent  elements. 

Utilizing  her  own  experience  of 
teaching  immigrants  from  over  70 
countries  and  of  different  back- 
grounds and  levels  of  education,  Is- 
rael has  developed  methods  of  con- 
ducting intensive  courses  for  imme- 
diate needs— as  well  as  re-framing  her 
entire  educational  structure  to  answer 
the  needs  of  nation-building. 

Manv  of  the  new  immigrants  not 
onlv  spoke  no  Hebrew  upon  their  ar- 
rival but  had  little  experience  of  a 
modern,  technological  society.  In- 
tensive, accelerated  courses,  using 
modern  teaching  methods  and  em- 
phasizing the  practical  application  of 
theoretical  principles,  enable  these 
newcomers  to  be  rapidly  and  ef- 
fectivelv  integrated  into  the  economy 
as  skilled  craftsmen  and  technicians. 

A  People  Matures 

This,  then,  is  the  State  of  Israel 
in  1964,  now  celebrating  the  16th 
anniversary  of  its  reneu'ed  inde- 
pendence—a nation  supremelv  con- 
scious of  its  destiny,  but  no  longer 
self-conscious  in  its  quest  for  links 
with  the  outside  world. 

It  is  a  change  that  has  left  its 
mark  on  the  people  of  Israel  and  on 
the  expanding  pattern  of  the  coun- 
try's relations  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.  It  is  a  change,  moreover,  that 
has  not  gone  unnoticed  even  in  the 
neiphborine    Arab    states    and    that 


will,  inevitably,  as  time  goes  on, 
bring  nearer  the  dav  when  the  words 
of  the  Prophet  Ezekiel— "and  I  shall 
make  a  covenant  of  peace  with  them" 
—will  be  realized  as  fully  and  as  dra- 
matically as  have  been  the  other 
Biblical  prophecies— those  concern- 
ing the  restoration  of  the  wastelands 
and  the  rebuilding  of  the  waste  cities, 
the  ingathering  of  the  exiles  and  the 
revi\'al  of  the  Hebre\\'  nation— richly 
and  wondrously  fulfilled  before  our 
eyes  in  our  day. 

(Is  it  not  tragic  that  these  dear 
people  can  recognize  the  fulfillment 
of  this  portion  of  Bible  prophecy  and 
yet  be  unable  to  recognize  their 
"peace"  came  to  them  some  19  cen- 
turies ago,  and  they  overlooked  Him 
in  the  same  way  the  gentiles  did? 
We  who  know  this  Jewish  Messiah, 
Jesus,  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  should 
pray  that  Israel's  "blindness,  in  part" 
should  cease  to  be  and  in  its  place 
their  spiritual  eyes  would  see  Him 
as  He  really  is.— B.  L.  Button.)

The  camping  season  is  again  over, 
but  the  results  of  camp  still  linger  in 
the  lives  of  many  voung  people.  This 
is  especially  true  in  the  Northern  At- 
lantic district,  where  one  of  every 
three  voung  people  at  camp  was  led 
to  make  some  kind  of  public  decision 
for  Christ. 


Planning  for  this  year's  camp 
started  many  months  before  camp. 
First,  four  unit  leaders  were  chosen  to 
assist  the  director  in  carrying  out  the 
program.  Then,  pastors  were  chal- 
lenged to  submit  the  names  of  mem- 
bers from  their  churches  who  might 
serve  as  counselors.  Care  was  taken 
to  suggest  the  names  of  people  who 
were  dedicated  Christians  and  who 
had  specialized  skills  in  such  parts 
of  the  program  as  archerv,  boating 
and  canoeing,  fishing,  horsemanship, 
handcraft,  and  swimming.  Then  these 
people  were  contacted  bv  letter  and 
personally. 

Weeks  before  camp  began,  a 
packet  of  materials  \\as  given  to  each 
counselor.  In  the  packet  was  a  daily 
schedule,  a  health  form  and  sign-up 
sheet,  the  Bible  lessons  for  the  week, 
a  job  analysis,  a  free  copy  of  Lloyd 
Mattson's  Camping  Giiideposts,  and 
a  sample  evaluation  form  to  be  filled 
out  on  each  camper.  A  day  and  a  half 
before  camp  started,  counselors  ar- 
rived at  camp  for  a  period  of  prayer, 
preparation,  and  orientation. 

As  we  sat  together  that  first  after- 
noon, with  the  rolling  Pennsylvania 
hills  in  the  background,  the  Lord's 
hand  was  very  evident.  Among  those 
who  had  accepted  the  opportunity  of 
camp  were  laymen  from  all  walks 
of  life.  There  were  housewives, 
school  teachers,  a  public  high  school 
superintendent,  an  insurance  execu- 
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tive,  a  nurse,  carpenters  and  other 
tradesmen,  star  athletes,  and  many 
others.  Besides  those  who  were  able 
to  serve  on  the  staff,  others  worked 
behind  the  scenes.  A  doctor  from  one 
of  our  churches  came  before  camp 
and  gave  free  physical  examinations 
to  all.  Since  examinations  are  a  state 
law,  this  saved  the  parents  and  peo- 
ple of  our  district  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars. Another  layman  in  our  district 
donated  an  entire  string  of  horses 
for  the  week.  Others  made  food  pur- 
chases or  lent  the  camp  equipment 
and  supplies.  Many  who  could  not 
serve  on  the  staff  came  early  to  help 
clean  cabins  and  buildings. 

On  the  first  day  scores  of  campers 
decended  on  a  capacity  camp.  Every- 
where one  could  see  them  running 
over  the  beautifully  wooded  acres  for 
classes  in  archery,  boating,  fishing, 
handcraft,  swimrning,  or  horseback 
riding.  During  the  morning  two 
counselors,  a  man  and  a  woman,  ro- 
tated teaching  a  tribe  of  ten  campers 
the  Bible  studies.  To  avoid  the  ef- 
fect of  the  classroom,  these  tribes 
scattered  around  the  camp  in  shady 
spots  and  wooded  areas  to  meditate 
and  worship  in  the  sanctuary  of  na- 
ture. Scattered  between  these  periods 
of  recreation  and  worship  were  sur- 
prise hours,  general  swimming  pe- 
riods, trips,  games,  free  time,  and  a 
closing  campfire  service  each  evening. 
Gradually  the  campers  came  to 
grips  with  vital  Christian  living.  They 
not  onlv  learned  new  things  from 
the  Bible  but  they  also  began  to  learn 
new  skills.  At  each  juncture  of  the 
program  these  voung  people  were 
introduced  to  trained,  skillful  coun- 
selors who  were  deeply  interested  in 
them.  For  many  of  these  campers  this 
was  the  greatest  week  of  their  life. 
Night  after  night  as  thev  stepped  for- 
ward publiclv,  one  had  the  impression 
that  thev  were  not  surrendering  to 
some  abstract  idea  but  to  a  living 
Christ.  Christ  was  alive  to  them;  they 
had  not  onlv  felt  His  presence  dur- 
ing the  week  but  had  also  seen  Him 
in  the  lives  of  the  counselors. 

It  was  not  until  camp  was  over  and 
all  the  evaluation  reports  were  re- 
ceived that  it  reallv  became  clear. 
One  camper  out  of  every  three  had 
taken  a  stand  for  Christ  because  for 
every  four  campers,  one  counselor 
or  staff  member  had  taker;  time  to 
let  Christ  be  seen  in  his  life.  ▼ 


I  don't  think  I  have  ever  seen  such  a  salvation 
experience  as  I  did  that  day.  Surely  God  had  pre- 
pared Jim's  heart  and  spoken  to  our  hearts  about 
making  that  call. 

Betty  asked  through  tears  of  joy,  "Did  you 
know  that  today  was  our  twelfth  wedding  anniver- 
sary?" They  came  the  next  night  to  church,  and 
Jim  made  public  his  confession  of  Christ  with  Betty 
at  his  side  in  a  rededication  of  her  own  life  to  Christ. 

Though  anniversaries  are  usually  forgotten  as  the 
years  pass  by,  I  don't  think  Jim  and  Betty's  twelfth 
will  fade  away.

The  Origin  of  Thanksgiving 

The  history  of  this  Nation  records  an  event  that  has 
finally  grown  into  a  national  holiday.  A  full  3'ear  after 
the  arrival  of  the  Pilgrims  in  this  country,  after  having 
survived  a  hazardous  journev  across  the  ocean,  a  severe 
winter  in  which  many  of  their  number  died,  and  the 
perils  from  hostile  Indians;  after  experiencing  a  lux- 
uriant summer  and  a  bountiful  harvest,  this  pious  band  of 
settlers  proclaimed,  prepared,  and  participated  in  a  day 
of  thanksgiving  to  God.  This  was  the  first  in  a  series 
of  such  events  through  many  years  until  at  last  a  day 
was  set  aside  by  presidential  proclamation  for  the  giving 
of  thanks  to  God  for  all  F^is  benefits. 

The  Nature  of  Thanksgiving 

Thanksgiving  is  a  grace  which  stands  at  the  very  apex 
in  the  catalogue  of  spiritual  virtues.  It  arises  within  the 
heart  that  has  received  a  benefit.  It  is  the  recognition  of 
that  benefit.  It  is  the  realization  that  that  benefit  came 
as  an  undeserved  bestowal.  It  is  the  expression  of  the 
heart  toward  the  bestower  of  benefit,  with  no  thought 
except  that  of  making  known  the  feeling  of  gratitude 
for  the  benefit  that  has  been  received.  For  that  reason 
the  giving  of  thanks  at  meals  was  often  referred  to  in  the 
past  as  the  saying  of  "grace."  In  this  sense  it  is  a  thing 
of  beauty,  attractiveness,  charm,  that  produces  wonder 
and  delight  in  all  who  behold  it. 

The  Importance  of   Thanksgiving 

Thanksgiving  is  important  to  God.  As  revealed  in 
the  book  of  Romans,  the  absence  of  this  virtue  started 
the  pagan  world  on  its  downward  course  of  degenera- 
tion (1:21).  When  God  incarnate  walked  through  Galilee, 
ten  lepers  cried  out  to  Him  for  cleansing.  All  were 
cleansed,  but  only  one  came  back  to  thank  f^im.  This 
man  was  a  Samaritan,  whose  racial  and  religious  back- 
ground under  ordinary  circumstances  would  have  pre- 
vented him  from  returning.  But  the  value  of  this  benefit, 
the  realization  of  its  source,  and  the  uncontainable  de- 
sire to  give  expression  to  gratitude  caused  him  to  turn 
back;  "and  with  a  loud  voice  [he]  glorified  God,  and 
fell  down  on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him  thanks" 
(Luke  17:11-16).  This  caused  Jesus  to  exclaim,  "Were 
there  not  ten  cleansed?  but  where  are  the  nine?"  (Luke 
17:17). 

The  Command  for  Thanksgiving 

To  undergird  the  natural  impulse  for  thanksgiving 
among  those  who  have  received  benefit  from  God,  there 
is  the  command  to  display  this  in  life.  "Giving  thanks 
always  for  all  things  unto  God  and  the  Father  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (Eph.  5:20).  This  means 


that  a  child  of  God  dare  not  take  things  for  granted. 
It  is  his  responsibility  to  analyze  everything  that  comes 
into  his  life.  By  so  doing,  he  is  bound  to  discover  that 
the  benefits  he  enjoys  come  from  God.  In  fact,  he  will 
discover  that  even  the  apparent  evils  are  blessings  in 
disguise,  for  "all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them 
that  love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  according  to 
his  purpose"  (Rom.  8:28).  This  is  sufficient  reason  to 
give  thanks  for  all  things. 

The  Impulse  for  Thanksgiving 

The  natural  response  to  thanksgiving  is  weak  at  best, 
and  even  under  the  command  from  God  falls  short  of 
proper  expression.  What  saint  has  not  felt  his  impotence 
at  this  point?  What  is  needed  is  the  filling  of  the  Spirit 
of  God.  In  short,  nothing  less  than  the  full  control  of 
the  Spirit  of  God  will  fill  the  lips  of  the  believer  with 
thanksgiving.  It  is  therefore  interesting  that  the  basic 
command  of  the  Word  of  God  to  the  believer  is  to 
"be  filled  with  the  Spirit"  (Eph.  5:18).  One  evidence  of 
the  filling  and  control  of  the  Spirit  is  the  gracious  ex- 
pression of  the  lips  in  thanksgiving.  Let  those  who 
earnestly  desire  to  live  a  life  displaying  the  charm  of 
thanksgiving  understand  that  they  must  first  come 
under  the  control  of  the  Spirit  of  God. 

The  Occasion  of  Thanksgiving 

If  thanksgiving  should  cover  everything,  then  every 
blessing  provides  the  occasion  for  this  expression.  "Thanks 
be  unto  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift"  (II  Cor.  9:15).  Let 
there  be  the  "giving  of  thanks  ...  for  all  that  are  in  au- 
thority" (I  Tim.  2:1-2).  Let  us  thank  God  that  we  live 
in  a  nation  where  there  is  yet  a  measure  of  freedom  for 
the  preaching  and  the  hearing  of  the  Word  of  God.  Let 
us  give  thanks  in  The  Brethren  Church  for  its  adherence 
to  the  faith  in  a  day  when  denominations  are  departing 
from  that  faith.  Let  us  give  thanks  for  our  pastors  and 
leadership  as  gifts  from  God  striving  to  lead  the  people 
into  a  fuller,  richer  experience  with  our  blessed  Saviour. 
Let  us  give  thanks  for  our  Christian  day  schools,  our 
Christian  high  school,  for  Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary.  All  these  are  to  safeguard  us 
from  a  famine  of  the  hearing  of  the  words  of  the  Lord. 
Let  us  thank  God  for  our  various  institutions,  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  Home  Missions  Council,  Herald 
Company,  Sunday  School  Board,  Youth  Council,  Lay- 
men's Fellowship,  Women's  Missionary  Council,  Sister- 
hood, Boys'  Brigade. 

From  Grace  College  and  Seminary,  there  comes  the 
expression  of  thanksgiving  for  The  Brethren  Church, 
the  seminary  corporation,  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
faculty  and  staff,  the  student  body,  and  for  a  host  of 
blessings  that  cannot  be  listed  here.  In  this  day  when 
it  is  becoming  increasingly  more  difficult  to  maintain 
institutions  of  learning,  there  is  reason  to  thank  God  for 
the  way  He  has  provided  for  Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary. 
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Moral  and  spiritual  declension 
marks  the  course  of  the  age. 
This  is  also  generally  true  of 
the  church.  From  its  inception  at 
Pentecost  to  its  conclusion  at  the 
Rapture,  the  church  has  been  breath- 
ing the  atmosphere  of  this  present 
evil  age  and  is  succumbing  to  its 
blighting  effects.  Instead  of  correct- 
ing the  spirit  of  the  age,  the  church 
has  been  gradually  catching  the 
spirit  of  the  age  and  conforming  it- 
self to  it.  This  is  true  in  the  local 
congregation  and  in  its  several  aaen- 
cies.  And  it  has  ever  been  true  of 
Christian  colleges  and  theological 
seminaries.  Every  fresh  effort  to  raise 
up  and  preserve  a  clear,  vital,  Chris- 
tian testimony  in  the  field  of  higher 
education  has  at  last  felt  the  blighting 
effects  of  this  present  order  until  it 
has  finally  disappeared  by  becoming 
completely  identified  with  the  world. 

Those  of  us  who  were  identified 
with  the  founding  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminarv  and  Grace  College 
shudder  at  the  possibility  of  this  over- 
taking this  institution.  Could  it  really 
happen  to  this  school?  Is  there  any 
reason  to  believe  that  this  school  is 
immune  from  present  trends,  even 
though  we  see  them  in  progress  all 
about  us?  Could  these  trends  be  in 
operation  now,  and  we  who  stand 
at  its  center  are  spiritually  insensitive 
to  their  progress?  Is  there  the  pros- 
pect, in  the  event  they  are  even  now 
in  progress,  that  they  could  swiftlv 
run  their  course  within  the  lifetime 
of  those  who  listen  to  this  presen- 
tation? Do  we  shudder  at  this  possi- 
bility and  prospect,  or  do  we  contem- 
plate it  with  a  certain  complacency 
and  feeling  of  security?  Perhaps  the 
words  of  Holy  Writ  are  just  as  ap- 
propriate for  institutions  as  individ- 
uals: "Wherefore  let  him  that  think- 
eth  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall" 
(I  Cor.  10:12). 

A  confluence  of  experience  in  the 
ever-enlarging  stream  of  educational 
endeavor  on  the  part  of  this  insti- 
tution makes  survey  and  diagnosis  of 
our  present  spiritual  status  an  im- 
portant thing.  There  is  a  constantlv 
increasing  faculty  and  an  enlarging 
educational  experience.  Add  to  this 
the  growing  and  ever  changing  stu- 
dent body  with  multiplying  back 
grounds.  Both  faculty  and  students 
find  themselves  in  the  midst  of  the 


stream  of  education  that  is  moving 
with  ever  greater  rapidity  and  chang- 
ing as  it  moves.  All  this  is  set  in  the 
march  of  events  that  makes  up  civili- 
zation, the  world  of  today,  and  the 
projection  into  tomorrow.  In  the 
midst  of  this  maelstrom  of  experience, 
it  dare  not  be  forgotten  that  there 
are  bound  to  be  influences  that  will 
produce  moral  and  spiritual  decline. 
Every  faculty  member  makes  the 
spiritual  pattern  more  intricate.  Every 
advance  in  educational  experience 
makes  the  philosophy  more  complex. 
Every  new  student  brings  not  only 
the  influence  of  a  new  personality, 
but  also  a  new  inflection  to  the  spirit- 
ual environment.  Add  to  these  the 
pressures  of  change  in  educational 
procedure  and  the  social  environ- 
ment, and  we  are  confronted  with  a 
prospect  that  must  inevitably  have  its 
effect  upon  the  moral  and  spiritual 
atmosphere  of  the  school. 

A  workshop  presumably  is  design- 
ed to  deal  with  educational  pro- 
cedures, and  there  is  little  doubt  the 
emphasis,  even  in  this  workshop, 
will  be  upon  matters  academic.  But 
there  was  an  element  woven  into  the 
woof  of  this  institution  at  its  in- 
ception that  provides  its  only  excuse 
for  being.  It  is  the  element  that 
makes  Christian  education,  and  the 
element  that  must  be  preserved  if 
the  principles  of  its  founding  are  to 
be  perpetuated.  That  element  is  the 
moral  and  spiritual  atmosphere  set 
forth  in  the  "Covenant  of  Faith"  and 
completely  unfolded  in  the  Word  of 
God.  While  it  is  true  that  the  board 
of  trustees  is  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  conserving  this  spirit- 
ual heritage,  there  is  no  group  upon 
which  this  trust  rests  more  funda- 
mentally than  the  faculty.  Therefore, 
it  is  appropriate  and  timely  that  in 
this  workshop,  some  place  should  be 
given  to  the  most  important  element 
of  our  entire  school. 

From  the  recent  volume.  Science 
Ponders  Religion,  a  famous  physicist 
is  quoted  as  defining  "science  as  in- 
telligence in  action  with  no  holds 
barred"  (page  18).  It  is  quite  evident 
from  the  context  that  the  "holds" 
under  consideration  are  not  physical 
and  material,  but  moral  and  spiritual. 
In  general,  education  in  our  day  is 
seeking  to  operate  in  an  environment 
where  all  moral  and  spiritual  holds 
are  removed.  But  that  is  not  the  basic 


presupposition  of  this  school.  It  is 
our  contention  that  moral  and  spirit- 
ual light  does  not  impose  a  hindrance 
upon  knowledge  but  actually  serves 
as  a  help  to  knowledge.  Spiritual 
darkness  makes  men  the  bondslaves 
of  sin  and  ignorance.  But  "The  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  is  pure,  en- 
lightening the  eyes"  (Ps.  19:8).  "In 
thy  light  we  shall  see  light"  (Ps. 
36:9).  All  true  knowledge  comes  from 
God  and  belongs  to  the  Christian, 
and  knowledge  of  God's  v\'orks  can 
best  be  discovered  and  understood 
in  the  light  of  God's  Word. 

The  preser\'ation  and  the  perpet- 
uation of  spiritual  light,  therefore, 
becomes  the  main  task  in  the  pursuit 
and  promotion  of  knowledge  within 
the  halls  of  this  institution.  Protec- 
tion from  moral  and  spiritual  decline 
demands  that  the  educational  process 
be  viewed  as  a  whole.  The  spiritual 
influence  cannot  be  something  that 
is  added  from  without.  It  must  be 
something  that  is  integrated  with  and 
permeates  the  whole.  It  must  be  the 
atmosphere  which  pervades  the  en- 
tire operation.  It  cannot  be  some- 
thing that  is  merely  devotional  and 
is  found  in  chapel  services  or  pri- 
vate meditation.  It  cannot  be  some- 
thing that  is  merely  academic  and 
is  to  be  found  only  in  Bible  classes 
and  statements  of  faith.  It  must  be 
these,  but  it  must  be  more.  It  must 
be  a  permeating,  pervading  perfume, 
whose  fragrance  ladens  the  atmos- 
phere of  public  and  private  life,  per- 
sonal and  professional  service,  for 
both  faculty  and  students,  but  espe- 
cially for  us  who  constitute  the  lead- 
ership of  this  school  and  into  whose 
hands  these  young  lives  have  been 
entrusted.  Any  trends  that  would 
destroy  the  atmosphere  of  this  school 
should  be  counteracted  by  principles 
and  practice  that  will  prevent,  retard, 
or  reverse  them.  In  the  swiftly  mov- 
ing stream  of  events  today,  any  re- 
luctance, any  hesitation,  any  failure 
on  our  part  to  initiate  countermeas- 
ures  or  neglect  of  present  protective 
measures  may  issue  in  open  develop- 
ments that  could  destroy  all  we  count 
precious. 

There  is  an  intimate  association 
between  duty,  doctrine,  and  dynamic. 
Duty  covers  the  area  of  Christian  con- 
duct. Doctrine  outlines  the  course  it 
should  follow.  Dynamic  supplies  the 
energy   for   activating   duty   over   its

proper  course.  Diagnosis  of  any  sit- 
uation usually  begins  with  conduct, 
for  conduct  is  external  and  can  be 
examined.  Creed  is  less  discernible 
and  is  more  apt  to  take  second  place. 
Character  is  the  least  open  to  ob- 
servation and  the  most  difficult  of 
examination.  But  the  actual  out- 
workings  of  any  trend  have  their 
origin  with  passion,  then  manifest 
themselves  in  principles,  and  at  last 
display  themselves  in  performance. 

Believing  that  we  are  on  the  verge 
of  great  things  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  world,  but  perhaps  on 
the  verge  of  ominous  things  accord- 
ing to  spiritual  measure,  I  would  like 
to  center  our  attention  at  that  point 


where  spiritual  trends  have  their 
origin:  namely,  on  character,  dy- 
namic, passion.  I  am  in  no  sense 
trying  to  usurp  the  place  which  be- 
longs alone  to  God.  He  alone  can 
look  upon  the  heart.  But  each  one  of 
us  can  profitablv  examine  our  own 
hearts  in  the  light  of  His  Word. 

To  the  congregation  of  saints  in 
the  long  ago  the  sovereign  Lord  gave 
gracious  commendation.  This  con- 
gregation was  energetic,  even  at  the 
cost  of  pain.  It  was  persistent.  It 
could  not  tolerate  evil  men.  It  exer- 
cised discipline  to  rid  itself  of  de- 
ceivers. It  endured  persecution  and 
yet  maintained  its  works.  Under  the 
impulse    of    unswerving    fidelity,    it 


possessed  a  great  reserve  of  strength. 
This  remarkable  description  seems  to 
leave  nothing  to  be  desired.  No  eye 
but  the  penetrating  eye  of  fire,  which 
is  the  eve  of  love,  would  ever  have 
detected  the  failure  of  this  church. 
The  living  Lord  alone  was  conscious 
of  the  incipient  disease  which  others 
would  later  know  as  it  manifested 
itself  in  external  symptoms  and  fi- 
nally in  devastating  effects.  To  this 
congregation  He  had  to  say,  "Never- 
theless I  have  somewhat  against  thee, 
because  thou  hast  left  thy  first  love" 
(Rev.    2:4). 

First  love  is  the  love  of  espousal. 
To  the  Corinthian  congregation  Paul 
said,  "For  I  am  jealous  over  you  with 
godlv  jealousy:  for  I  have  espoused 
you  to  one  husband,  that  I  may  pre- 
sent you  as  a  pure  virgin  to  Christ. 
But  I  fear,  lest  by  any  means,  as 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve  in  his  craft- 
iness, vour  minds  should  be  corrupt- 
ed from  the  simplicitv  and  the  purity 
that  is  toward  Christ"  (II  Cor.  II: 
2-3  ASV).  Simplicity  and  purity, 
these  are  the  elements  of  first  love. 
But  this  is  a  great  mystery  (Eph.  5: 
25-32).  This  mystery  is  "the  response 
of  love  to  the  mystery  of  love,  the 
submission  of  love  to  perfect  love. 
...  Its  notes  are  simplicity  and  pur- 
ity .  .  .  the  response  of  love  to  love, 
the  subjection  of  a  great  love  to  a 
great  love,  the  submission  of  self- 
denying  love  to  a  love  that  denies 
self.  First  love  is  the  abandonment 
of  all  for  a  love  that  has  abandoned 
all. 

"First  love  defies  analvsis.  It 
loves,  it  knows  not  why,  save  that 
the  lover  has  by  love  attracted  love, 
and  the  responsive  love  is  pure,  un- 
selfish, ardent,  humble.  The  church

at  Ephesus  had  had  its  first  love,  the 
love  of  espousal,  the  love  of  simplic- 
ity, the  love  of  singleness,  the  love 
in  which  no  low  motive  lurked.  First 
love  is  fair  as  the  morning,  bright 
with  the  promise  of  hope,  a  flame 
in  the  presence  of  which  all  other 
emotions  and  enthusiasms  are  includ- 
ed. It  was  this  the  Master  missed. 
No  soul  can  try  to  love  Him.  When 
you  felt  your  need  of  Him  as  Sav- 
iour, and  there  dawned  upon  you  the 
vision  of  His  perfect  love,  and  you 
found  that  the  perfect  salvation  He 
offered  was  himself  given  to  you, 
your  raptured  soul  was  bound  to 
Him  by  the  excellency  of  His  own 
character.  In  the  consciousness  of  the 
infinite  love  of  His  heart  your  love 
was  born,  and  the  first  flush  of  that 
young  love  of  yours  was  pure,  un- 
selfish, humble,  ardent,  burning  like 
a  flame,  consuming  everything  in  its 
fervor  and  its  fire"  (Morgan,  First 
Century  Message,  42-43). 

But  to  the  church  in  Ephesus 
Christ  had  to  say,  "Thou  hast  left 
thy  first  love"  (Rev.  2:4).  The  church 
had  left  that  love  which  oversteps 
all  bounds  of  prudence  and  regu- 
larity, that  love  which  cannot  be 
weighed  in  scales  or  measured  by 
rules,  which  cannot  be  compressed 
into  mathematical  formulas,  that 
worships  in  abandonment,  that  is 
the  crowning  consciousness  of  life. 
The  church  had  become,  as  expressed 
in  the  words  of  another,  "Faultily 
faultless,  icily  regular,  splendidly 
null." 

In  a  young  church  where  the  fire 
of  first  love  was  burning  with  bright 
flame,  Paul  wrote  a  word  of  com- 
mendation as  he  prayed  for  the  mem- 
bers, "remembering  without  ceasing 
.  .  .  your  .  .  .  labor  of  love"  (I  Thess. 
1:3).  There  was  activity  in  this  con- 
gregation produced  by  faith.  But 
Paul  had  more  in  mind  than  mere 
activity  when  he  made  reference  to 
"labor  of  love."  He  was  thinking  of 
the  trials,  difficulties,  misunderstand- 
ings, heartaches,  excessive  burdens 
each  believer  was  called  upon  to  bear 
in  order  to  accomplish  things  for 
Christ.  It  was  love  that  made  them 
willing  to  endure  this.  In  fact,  it  was 
love  that  removed  the  quality  of  toil 
and  pain  by  transforming  them  into 
areas  of  delight. 

First  love  is  just  as  fresh  and 
dynamic  as  long  ago,  and  its  prac-

But,  to 
hold  such  a  view  is  not  fully  to  face  the  facts.  There  are  over  five  hundred  million 
people  on  the  continent,  many  of  whom  have  no  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  There 
are  in  France  alone  over  thirty-five  thousand  towns  and  villages,  most  of  which  ha\'e 
no  gospel  testimony.  The  Apostle  Paul  witnessed  to  Europe,  giving  his  testimony  to 
the  saving  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Irenaeus,  one  of  the  early  church  fathers, 
performed  an  evangelizing  ministry  in  Europe.  And,  Europe  gave  to  us  the  Protestant 
church  and  the  modern  missionary  movement.  Yet,  Europe  today  remains  a  vast  mis- 
sion field— a  neglected  mission  field.  Robert  Evans,  in  his  book,  Let  Europe  Hear,  says: 
"Though  Europe  contains  15  per  cent  of  the  world's  population,  only  2  per  cent 
of  North  America's  missionaries  serve  there.  More  Europeans  than  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  the  United  States  have  yet  to  see  a  copy  of  the  Bible.  A  Chicago-size  population 
from  Europe  enters  eternity  each  year.  There  are  more  evangelical  foreign  missionaries 
in  Haiti  and  in  Jamaica  than  in  all  of  Europe. '  For  many  years  our  own  Foreign 
Missionary  Societ)'  of  the  Brethren  Church  overlooked  Europe  as  a  missiori  field. 
For  approximately  thirty  years  we  sent  missionaries  to  Africa  by  way  of  Europe  with- 
out doing  anything  in  Europe.  These  missionaries  kept  asking,  "Why  is  there  no 
Brethren  work  at  all  in  Europe?"  As  a  result,  we  finally  established  our  work  in 
France. 

Now  is  the  time  that  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  should  launch  out  and  reach 
the  continent  of  Europe  for  our  Lord.  Access  to  most  of  the  countries  today  is  com- 
paratively easy.  Some  contact  is  being  made  even  in  Iron  Curtain  countries.  Europe 
generally  is  prosperous  and  able  to  support  an  evangelical  work.  There  are  many  good, 
sound  evangelical  workers  on  the  continent.  A  great  deal  is  being  done  through 
Bible  institutes  to  train  workers  for  Europe.  Evangelical  literature  programs  are  in- 
creasing, and  limited  evangelical  radio  work  is  being  done. 

Our  own  missionaries  in  France  are  doing  what  they  can  to  reach  that  land,  a 
veritable  crossroads  of  Europe.  The  establishing  of  the  youth  work  at  the  Chateau  is 
a  good,  forward-looking  step.  But,  there  is  so  much  more  that  needs  to  be  done  to 
reach  Europe  in  our  generation!  For  years  our  board  has  looked  longingly  toward  the 
establishing  of  a  work  in  Germany.  Recent  contacts  in  that  country  indicate  that 
the  time  is  right  to  start  such  a  work.  Restrictions  are  being  lifted  somewhat  in  Spain, 
and  Portugal's  evangelical  workers  seem  to  feel  that  good  things  are  ahead  in  that 
country. 

One  of  the  great  hindering  forces  to  evangelizing  Europe— and  the  world- is  lack 
of  vision.  God  has  instructed  us  to  reach  all  the  world  for  Him.  If  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  around  the  world  would  face  up  to  the  responsibility  which  is  ours,  He 
would  work  through  us  to  that  end.  This  would  biing  forth  the  u'orkers  now  so 
necessary,  and  the  funds  to  support  them.  God  is  blessing  America  so  abundantly  to- 
day for  some  purpose.  I  am  sure  it  is  not  just  to  enable  us  to  have  more  "things."  I 
believe  His  purpose  is  that  we  will  use  our  means  to  preach  Christ  to  the  world.  We 
are  facing  a  new  year  of  endeayor  for  Him.  Let  us  pray  that  1965  will  see  great 
things  done  toward  the  evangelization  of  Europe,  and  the  whole  world!  ▼ 
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( FMS  editor's  note :  Little  African  Etl- 
enne  [Stephen,  in  English),  now  eight  years 
old,  has  had  a  special  place  in  Miss  Coch- 
ran's heart  ever  since  he  was  a  baby.  "A. 
T."  is,  she  says,  what  everyone  calls  him 
now.) 

"A.T." 

"Yes,  Father." 

"Bring  the  hght,  A.T." 

A.T.  appeared,  carrying  with  him 
a  small  kerosene  lantern.  He  put  it 
down  beside  his  father,  and  then 
dashed  behind  the  house  and  re- 
turned with  some  dry  grass.  He 
touched  the  grass  to  the  fire,  then 
to  the  lantern  wick.  Soon  a  soft  glow 
lighted  the  black  faces  of  father 
and  son. 

"How  did  school  go  today?"  Moses 
asked. 

"The  teacher  punished  some  of  the 
boys  because  they  didn't  have  their 
arithmetic  lesson  prepared."  A.T. 
hesitated.  "They  were  thinking  more 
about  the  brush  fire  than  their  les- 
sons.  There   was   a   big   fire   up   on 


Ndoll  hill.  Some  of  the  boys  ran 
a\\'av  from  school  and  \\'ent  to  the  fire 
but  someone  said  they  didn't  catch 
any  animals.  Surely  they  will  be  pun- 
ished when   they  return   to  school." 

"It's  good  you  didn't  run  away  to 
the  fire."  There  was  a  tone  in  Moses' 
\'oice  which  convinced  his  son  that 
he  never  wanted  to  skip  school  to 
go  to  a  fire. 

"Pastor  Sampson  v\'as  at  school  to- 
day and  he  told  us  a  Bible  story." 

"Good,"  Moses  replied.  "What  did 
he  tell  you?" 

"He  said  Christmas  is  near.  He 
says  Christmas  is  the  day  the  world 
celebrates  the  birth  of  Jesus.  He  said 
Jesus  was  a  very  rich  king  and  He 
left  His  rich  home  in  heaven  and 
came  down  to  earth  and  became  a 
tiny  baby.  He  was  God-man,  Pastor 
Sampson  said,  and  He  never,  never 
sinned.  Then  one  day  He  died  on 
the  cross  to  pay  for  the  sins  of  the 
world.  Anyone  who  believes  in  Him 
will  20  to  God's  villase  and  will  live 


forever.  Jesus  is  there  in  heaven  now 
preparing  a  place  for  us,  isn't  He? 
He  really  loves  us,  doesn't   He?" 

"He  really  does  love  us,  my  son." 

A.T.  sat  quietly  on  his  low  stool 
beside  his  father.  He  watched  as  his 
mother  poured  three  measures  of 
flour  into  boiling  water,  and  then  re- 
moved the  large  pan  from  the  fire 
and  stirred  the  mixture  until  it  be- 
came a  thick  mush  which  she  shaped 
into  large  balls.  A.T.  was  hungry. 
He  knew  his  mother  would  have  a 
good  dish  of  "kassa"  to  eat  with  the 
mush. 

A.T.  thought  at  length  about 
God's  great  love.  He  knew  his  par- 
ents had  this  love  in  their  hearts. 
Had  they  not  adopted  him  as  an 
orphaned  baby  almost  eight  years 
before?  They  weren't  obligated  by 
any  law  of  the  village  to  take  him 
and  care  for  him  as  thev  had.  In  fact, 
taking  a  baby  from  a  different  tribe 
was  contrary  to  all  African  customs. 
But  here  he  was.  Grace  and  Moses 
loved  him.  It  couldn't  be  anything 
but  the  love  of  God  in  their  hearts. 

A.T.  thought  also  of  the  time  the 
Moslem  men  came  to  the  dispensary 
where  his  father  worked.  One  of 
their  number  was  sick,  very  sick. 
They  brought  him  there,  paid  the 
initial  fee  for  treatment,  and  then 
left  him  all  alone.  Each  day  A.T.'s 
mother  made  an  extra  portion  of 
food  which  was  gi^'en  to  the  sick 
man.  Each  day  some  member  of 
A.T.'s  family  carried  water  that  the 
man  might  bathe  and  that  he  might 
have  a  drink.  They  also  brought  fire- 
wood that  he  might  have  warmth  at 
night.  A.T.  knew  that  there  could  be 
no  natural  love  between  his  father 
and  a  Moslem.  This,  too,  must  be  the 
love  of  God. 

In  the  shadows  nearby  a  mother 
comforted  a  fretting  baby.  This 
woman  was  no  relation  to  the  fam- 
ily. She  had  brought  her  sick  babv 
for  treatment.  She  had  no  relatives 
living  near  the  dispensary  where  she 
could  stay,  so  Moses  and  Grace  had 
opened  their  home  to  her.  Nothing 
obligated  them  to  do  so— nothing, 
that  is,  except  the  love  of  God.  As 
A.T.  saw  his  mother  divide  the 
food,    making   an    extra    portion    for

EVANGELISM  ON  TOUR  IN  BRAZIL 

By  Rev.  John  W.  Zielasko 


It  all  started  one  evening  after 
supper  while  we  sat  on  the  veranda 
for  a  few  minutes  of  relaxation  be- 
fore the  evening's  activities. 

We  had  borrowed  a  tent  for  the 
youth  carnp  in  January,  which  proved 
to  be  the  salvation  of  what  threatened 
to  be  a  gloomy  week  due  to  persistent 
rain.  Now  as  we  were  conversing, 
Barbara  Hulse  mentioned  that  she 
had  just  seen  an  ad  for  tents  in  a 
Christian  magazine  and  wondered  if 
a  tent  wouldn't  be  a  real  blessing  to 
our  work  in  Brazil.  We  readilv 
agreed  that  it  certainly  would  be 
of  great  value,  pointing  out  the  uses 
to  which  we  had  put  the  tent  we 
had  rented  from  another  mission  sev- 
eral years  ago.  We  recalled  the  fact 
that  a  tent  had  years  before  been 
approved  as  a  project,  but  there  was 
one  problem— money.  Where  would 
we  get  the  funds  to  buy  and  ship 
to  Brazil  so  bulky  an  item  as  a  tent? 

Then  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
church  in  Clayton,  Ohio,  had  just 
given  money  for  the  day  school  in 
Capanema— money  which  could  not 
possibly  be  used  for  that  purpose  at 
the  moment.  Why  not  write  to  our 
brethren,  Barbara  suggested,  and  see 


if  they  would  not  be  interested  in 
buying  a  tent.  And  thus  before  too 
long  all  arrangements  were  made  and 
the  tent  was  shipped  as  "delayed 
baggage"   of  the   Ralph    Schwartzes. 

Immediately  v\'e  began  to  make 
plans  for  using  the  tent.  If  we  in- 
tended to  use  it  for  evangelistic  serv- 
ices, then  we  would  have  to  work 
fast,  for  only  two  full  months  re- 
mained before  the  rainy  season.  The 
church  in  Icoaraci  voted  unanimous- 
ly to  hold  an  evangelistic  service. 
Raimundo  Cardoso  was  selected  as 
the  evangelist,  and  he  accepted.  Al- 
tino,  his  brother,  was  selected  as  song 
leader. 

The  men  of  the  church  went  out 
to  find  a  site  to  pitch  the  tent.  They 
decided  on  an  area  that  just  a  few 
years  before  was  only  a  field  but 
now  is  crowded  with  houses  and  peo- 
ple—in fact,  they  found  only  one 
vacant  lot  capable  of  holding  the 
tent.  That  was  the  property  in  back 
of  a  man's  home  and  "just  happened" 
to  be  perhaps  the  most  strategic  site 
in  the  whole  area.  Now,  would  this 
man  give  his  permission  to  "crentes" 
(believers)  to  hold  an  evangelistic 
campaign    there?    The    area    is    just 


filled  with  people  who  are  openly 
antagonistic  to  the  despised  "crentes." 
Was  the  owner  of  the  land  in  their 
number?  It  was  with  a  certain 
amount  of  doubt  that  this  mission- 
ary went  \\'ith  the  deacons  to  visit 
the  owner.  One  of  our  number  was 
acquainted  with  him  and  assured  us 
that  there  was  nothing  to  fear.  The 
owner  not  only  gave  us  the  land  rent 
free  but  also  helped  to  get  it  in  shape 
for  the  erection  of  the  tent.  (And  he 
was  the  first  one  to  accept  the  Lord 
the    first   night   of   the   campaign.) 

Now  all  was  in  order;  the  date  was 
set,  the  evangelist  selected,  prayer 
meetings  organized,  counselors  in- 
structed, choir  organized  (40  voices), 
children's  classes  planned.  Just  one 
little  detail  remained:  the  tent  was 
still  on  the  high  seas,  and  when  it 
did  arrive  there  was  still  the  matter 
of  customs— how  long  would  it  be 
held  up  bv  red  tape  on  the  docks  of 
Belem?  The  meetings  were  to  begin 
on  Sunday,  September  20;  on  Friday, 
September  18,  the  tent  was  still  held 
up  in  customs.  Finally  at  3:30  Fri- 
day afternoon  we  just  had  one  more 
office  to  \'isit  and  one  more  payment 
to  make,  when  it  started  to  rain— a 
rain  so  heavy  that  it  was  impossible 
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to  get  to  the  dock  officials.  At  length 
there  was  a  little  let-up  and  I  coaxed 
our  "despachante"  (customs  lawyer) 
to  run  for  the  truck.  At  4:30  we 
were  loading  the  tent  and  started  to 
Icoaraci  just  one-half  hour  before 
closing  time. 

On  Saturday  we  had  the  best  co- 
operation we  have  ever  experienced 
from  our  men,  and  in  record  time 
the  tent  was  up  and  ready  to  go. 

During  the  week  there  was  an 
average  attendance  of  150  with  26 
decisions  for  Christ,  and  since  the 
campaign  ended  there  has  been  an 
attendance  of  better  than  200  in  the 
Sunday  evening  services. 

From  Icoaraci  the  evangelistic 
party— consisting  of  evangelist  Rai- 
mundo  Cardoso,  his  wife  and  baby, 
song-leader  Altino  Cardoso,  cook  and 
children's  worker  Iracema  Santos, 
musician  Jeane  Zielasko,  water-bov 
and  snake-catcher  Jimmv  Zielasko, 
and  chauffeur  and  roustabout  John 
Zielasko— left  for  Santo  Antonio,  a 
little  community  of  about  two  thou- 
sand inhabitants.  There  the  tent  was 
pitched  and  for  four  davs  and  nights 
the  Gospel  was  faithfullv  preached. 
But  we  did  not  have  the  interest  or 
help  that  existed  in  Icoaraci.  It  was 
difficult  to  preach  due  to  the  indif- 
ference of  the  people,  and  there  was 
only  one  decision  until  the  last  serv- 
ice on  Sunday  evening.  Over  eighty 
were  present  in  the  meeting  that 
night  and  at  the  invitation  we  saw 
five  come  to  the  Lord— two  men  and 
their  wives  and  a  young  man. 

On  Monday  we  moved  on  to  Capa- 
nema  and  again  met  a  discouraging

situation.  The  church  there  recently 
lost  its  pastor,  there  are  some  internal 
problems,  and  to  top  it  all,  the  city 
has  been  without  lights  for  almost 
two  years.  As  a  result  there  is  little 
activity  on  the  streets  at  night;  people 
just  do  not  go  out,  and  so  we  had  few 
visitors  in  the  services.  Since  there 
was  no  pastor  on  the  field,  there  had 
been  little  preparation  for  the  cam- 
paign. The  deacon  in  charge  is  doing 
the  best  he  can  and  we  praise  God 
for  this  faithful  servant  who  is  hold- 
ing the  work  together  during  these 
dark  moments.  There  were  three  deci- 
sions here  and  three  others  were 
baptized  and  received  as  members. 
Sunday  evening  we  moved  the  serv- 
ice from  the  tent  to  the  church  build- 
ing and  there  \^'ere  81  present— most 
of  them  regular  attenders  on  Sundays 
—so  there  is  a  good  group  for  a  new 
pastor  to  work  with  there.  Thev  need 
a  renewed  vision  of  the  possibilities 
all  around  them  and  thev  need  our 
prayers. 

Then  on  to  Capitao  Poco,  a  frontier 
town  at  the  end  of  the  road  which 
keeps  pushing  deeper  into  the  Bra- 
zilian jungle.  What  a  pleasant  sur- 
prise awaited  us  there!  For  weeks  the 
pastor  and  his  people  had  been  pre- 
paring for  our  visit.  An  empty  lot 
on  the  main  street  of  town  was  loaned 
to  the  believers  by  a  well-to-do  mill 
owner.  Just  four  houses  away  the 
movie  theater  was  being  repaired,  so 
for  the  week  the  church  rented  the 
benches,  loudspeaker,  and  generator 
of  the  movie  house.  Interest  was  good 
and  each  night  at  7:30  we  found  all 
benches  filled  by  folks  ready  to  hear 
the  Good  News.  The  attendance 
averaged  1 50  and  there  were  1 1  de- 
cisions, seven  of  which  were  men. 
On  Sunday  morning  14  others  were 
baptized  and  received  into  the  church 
as  members.  The  church  there  is 
healthy  and  active  and  we  certainly 
praise  our  Lord  for  the  way  this 
young  pastor  has  gained  the  respect 
and  confidence  of  his  people.  He  was 
our  problem  child  for  many  years, 
but  apparently  he  has  finally  rec- 
ognized that  our  mission  policy  is 
sound  and  has  submitted  himself  to 
it. 

So,  this  evangelistic  tour  began 
and  ended  on  a  high  note,  and  each 
church  was  left  with  a  challenge  to 
reach  the  multitudes  all  around.    ▼

A.T.  had  on  occasion  gone  with 
his  father  to  the  store.

shinv  new  bicycles,  and  ever  so  many 
other  things. 

Just  then  A.T.'s  mother  brought 
the  food.  The  family's  attention  was 
centered  on  eating  and  the  subject 
of  gifts  did  not  come  up  again. 

After  A.T.  was  in  bed  that  night, 
he  thought  about  the  conversation  he 
had  had  with  his  father.  Next  dav 
he  would  bring  up  the  subject  again. 

Then  his  thoughts  were  interrupt- 
ed by  the  words  of  a  song  his  mother 
was  singing  as  she  scrubbed  the  cook- 
ing pots. 

"The    things    of    earth    will    pass 
away. 
But    the    things    of    God   remain 
alway." 

True,  anything  that  his  father 
could  buy  for  him  at  the  store  would 
soon  wear  out  and  it  would  be  gone. 
Perhaps  he  wouldn't  mention  the 
matter  of  a  gift  again.  After  all,  God 
had  given  him  the  best,  the  most 
lasting  gift  of  all— the  gift  of  His  love.

When  the  Lord  led  us  to  sub- 
urban Buenos  Aires  in  1952,  our  goal 
was  quite  clear— to  establish  a  self- 
supporting,  self-governing,  self-prop- 
agating testimony  for  Jesus  Christ 
within  1 1  years,  or  two  terms  on  the 
field.  Then  the  years  rolled  by  and 
the  gains  came  so  slowly— how  often 
we  wondered  whether  this  goal 
would  be  reached  in  that  space  of 
time.  Very  well,  we  thought,  the 
objectives  are  certainly  of  God;  the 
time  element  may  be  only  of  man. 
So,  on  we  went,  praying  and  working. 

As  Late  as  1962  Much  Was  Lacking 

By  1962  God  had  given  us  a 
church  building  practically  finished 
and  paid  for.  There  was  a  small 
group  of  believers,  composed  mainly 
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Don  Bosco  young  people 


of  women  and  young  people,  which 
was  in  some  degree  self-governing. 
The  self-support  covered  the  small 
part  of  the  current  expenses;  the  large 
part,  a  national  pastor's  salary,  would 
not  be  undertaken  until  the  mission- 
ary would  leave  on  furlough.  But, 
how  about  the  self-propagating 
aspect?  This  concerned  me  more  than 
all  the  rest  and  became  a  continual 
prayer  burden. 

Every  Home  Crusade's  Part 

From  the  very  beginning  in  1952 
mv  eyes  had  been  directed  to  Villa 
Dominico,  a  nearby  suburb.  In  1961 
the  young  people  gladly  accepted  the 
invitation  to  accompany  me  in  the 
"Every  Home  Crusade"  for  that  city. 
Upon  completion  of  the  crusade, 
they  began  an  open-air  class  for  the 
children.  This  good  work  continued, 
and  the  enthusiasm  grew,  until  the 
whole  church  was  praving  for  some 
sort  of  enclosed  quarters  for  that 
children's  work  as  the  initial  step  to 
a  full-fledged  testimony  in  Villa 
Dominico. 

Streetcar  Chapels  the  Answer 

It  was  humanly  impossible  for  our 
little  church  to  accept  any  more  fi- 
nancial responsibilities.  There  was 
still  some  debt  on  the  building,  a 
parsonage  was  a  planned  must,  and 
the   time   was   very   short.   But   God

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Monique  Goes  Home 


Monique  Monguinza  was  a  radiant 
child  of  God.  A  resident  of  Bouca, 
Central  African  Republic,  she  was  a 
Bible  school  teacher  and  women's 
leader.  She  became  ill  in  1961  and 
the  local  hospital  as  well  as  the 
one  in  Bangui,  the  capital,  could  give 
no  help.  Finally,  after  a  number  of 
months,  she  was  flown  to  Brazza- 
ville in  the  Congo  republic,  where 
she  received  radium  treatments  for 
cancer  of  the  lymph  glands.  Mira- 
culously she  was  restored  to  her  home 
and  family.  Though  it  was  common 
knowledge  that  she  was  not  healed 
and  might  depart  this  life  at  any  time, 
she  continued  to  glorify  the  Lord 
in  all  things.  Her  testimony,  trans- 
lated by  Mrs.  Roy  Snyder,  was 
carried  in  an  article,  "Snatched  from 
the  Hand  of  Death,"  in  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  for  February  8, 
1963. 

The  day  finally  came,  this  past 
summer,  when  the  Lord  took  Mo- 
nique unto  himself. 

In  the  Tromfette  Evangeliqiie  for 
September,  1964,  a  testimony  ap- 
peared which  Monique  had  written 
before  her  death.  Miss  Lois  Ringler 
has  translated  it  as  follows: 

She    Is   Still   Speaking, 
Even  Though  She  Is  Dead 

Brothers  and  sisters  of  mine  in  the 
Lord,  I  have  much  joy  to  greet  you 
in  the  Tromfette.  The  sickness  that 
was  with  me  before  has  returned. 
Now  I  have  no  more  strength.  But 
my  heart  is  still  leaning  on  Jesus 
always.  Paul  says  in  God's  Book  in 
II  Timothy  4:6  to  8:  "For  I  am  poured 
out  now  (like  a  drink  offering),  and 
my  day  to  go  is  here.  I  have  fought 
the  good  fight,  and  I  have  come  to 
the  end  of  the  way,  I  have  kept  the 
faith  always:  and  at  the  end  of  all 
this,  a  crown  of  righteousness  is  wait- 
ing me,  which  Jesus,  the  One  who 
judges  rightly,  will  give  to  me." 

Sisters,  when  you  hear  the  word 
that  I  have  died,  you  must  all  be 
very   happv;   and   you   must   not   be 
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sorrowful,  for  you  will  know  I  have 
arrived  at  our  wonderful  Village,  be- 
side our  Father,  to  see  His  face  and 
all  our  believing  brothers  and  sis- 
ters who  are  there.  My  greatest  hope 
is  to  see  Jesus  face  to  face. 

Sisters  of  the  Good  News,  you 
must  find  strength  to  do  the  work 
of  our  Lord,  and  then  some  day  you 
will  see  me  there  in  heaven. 

Many  people  say  that  if  God  loves 
them,  these  hard  things  will  not  fall 
on   them.   But  in   mv  heart   I  know

To  all  my  fellow-laborers,  I  want 
you  all  to  pray  God  for  me.  Much 
sorrow  has  fallen  on  me  since  the 
day  I  left  the  Bible  school  at  Bozoum 
in  1953,  and  hard  things  have  been 
in  my  home  ever  since.  In  1962  in 
the  month  of  July,  I  and  my  wife 
Monguinza  went  to  Bangui  because 
of  her  illness.  Then  they  sent  her  to 
Brazzaville  and  God  gave  her  back 
to  me.  She  was  for  a  little  while 
with  the  Women  of  the  Good  News 
(O.T.N.)  at  Bouca.  In  the  space  of 
one  year,  this  sickness  came  back. 
Thus  I  sent  her  to  Boguila.  In  Jan- 
uary of  1964  the  child  God  gave  to 
me  died.  But  my  heart  didn't  faint 
to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  to  my 
people.  God's  Book  tells  us  not  to 
faint  (grow  weary)  in  good  work, 
because  in  due  season  we  will  reap 
if  our  hearts  do  not  faint. 

Brothers,  read  God's  Book  every 
dav.  It  is  the  thing  that  gives  you 
strength.  Then  when  your  wife  dies 
or  vour  child  dies,  you  won't  have  (so 
much)  sorrow.

In  a  letter.  Dr.  Floyd  Taber's 
graphic   description    was   as   follows: 

Monique  is  in  the  presence  of  the 
Lord!  She  is  beholding  His  face! 

She  made  her  triumphal  entry 
early  Friday  morning  (July  3,  1964). 

The  best  Christians  set  their 
hearts  on  the  flesh  in  one  way  or 
another;  so  the  Bouca  church  wanted 
me  to  take  the  bod\'  home  (from 
Boguila)  for  burial.  It  was  only  130 
miles  one  way,  but  the  round  trip 
took  me  from  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  after  midnight. 

Bob  Williams  had  heard  the  an- 
nouncement of  her  death  by  radio 
at  Batangafo,  so  he  came  to  Bouca 
for  the  funeral;  got  there  about  eleven 
o'clock.  He  tried  to  persuade  the 
people  to  begin  digging  her  grave 
right  away.  But  that  would  not  be 
the  African  way.  The\'  had  to  wait 
until  the  body  got  there,  and  then 
make  a  box  to  measure,  and  dig  the 
grave  to  fit  the  box. 

When  I  got  to  her  house  at  Bouca, 
the  Christians  gathered  around  to 
take  the  body  out  of  the  pickup,  just 
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as  quiet  and  dignified  as  at  an  Amer- 
ican funeral. 

Everything  about  Monique  was  a 
testimony  for  the  Lord— her  Hfe,  her 
death,  and  even  her  funeral. 

What  a  contrast  with  the  scene 
last  night  when  I  took  Pauline 
Detouba's  body  to  her  home  village 
of  Kebe! 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  Pauline  was  also  a  genuine  born- 
again  believer.  And  all  her  family  are 
church  members.  But  when  NGaba 
came  last  night  to  ask  me  to  take 
her  body  home,  he  said  I  should  take 
her  son  and  daughter  in  the  cab  with 
me,  because  if  I  let  them  ride  in  back 
of  the  pickup  they  would  throw 
themselves  out  and  kill  themselves. 
And  when  I  arrived  at  the  village 
the  screaming  and  the  wailing  was 
enough  to  drive  you  out  of  your 
mind.  It  made  you  think  hell  must 
be  like  that. 

And  the  son  is  a  student  in  the 
Christian  high  school  at  Yaloke.  I 
can't  help  feeling  that  a  lot  of  this 
heathenish  mourning  is  done  be- 
cause it  is  expected  of  them.  If  they 
don't  carry  on  like  that  they  will  be 
accused  of  not  loving  their  mother. 
And  among  the  heathen,  and  even 
among  Christians  whose  faith  is 
weak,  they  might  even  be  accused  of 
causing  her  death  by  witchcraft. 

On  the  way  I  dealt  with  the  son 
and  daughter  about  how  such  carry- 
ings-on are  not  in  accord  with  their 
Christian  faith  and  testimony.  They 
listened  quietly,  and  the  son  talked 
calmly  with  me.  But  as  they  got  near 
the  village,  they  began  to  work  them- 
selves up  by  sobbing,  and  I  am  told 
that  after  they  got  out  of  the  pickup 
they  began  throwing  themselves  on 
the  ground. 

So  in  Africa  it  is  just  like  in  Amer- 
ica. There  are  a  lot  of  Christians  who 
have  just  enough  faith  to  save  their 
souls  from  hell.  And  then  there  are 
some  Christians  whose  faith  trans- 
forms their  lives. 

When  I  think  of  Monique,  I  think: 
What  if  the  missionaries  had  not 
come?  She  would  have  ended  with  a 
funeral  far  worse  than  Pauline's— 
without  God  and  without  hope. 

Sometimes  we  are  tempted  to 
wonder  if  we  are  not  wasting  our 
time  out  here.  One  Monique  is 
enough  of  an  answer.  T

led  some  of  us  to  believe  that  Me 
would  do  the  impossible  that  we 
might  proclaim  the  Gospel  beyond 
the  limits  of  Don  Bosco.  Just  when 
the  time  had  almost  run  out  and  the 
obligations  seemed  to  point  in  an- 
other direction,  the  Lord  gave  us 
streetcars  and  lots  for  the  opening  of 
two  testimonies  instead  of  just  one. 
Surely  the  Lord  had  to  bring  us  to 
the  end  of  our  resources  so  that  we 
could  see  His  endless  resources. 

Youth's  Responsibilities  Multiplied 

Some  months  previous,  the  young 
people  had  added  to  their  Sunday- 
school  teaching  the  task  of  taking 
turns  in  giving  the  Bible  study  on 
Thursdays  and  preaching  on  Sun- 
days. With  two  new  preaching 
points,  the  voung  people  were  divided 
into  two  groups  to  direct  all  activities 
in  each  new  streetcar  chapel.  Three 
young  people  from  our  own  Sunday 
school  were  invested  in  the  new  Sun- 
day school  in  one  of  the  chapels  with 
the  result  that  the  Lord  raised  up  a 
Sunday  school  of  30  for  the  very 
first  Sunday.  Of  course,  many  mis- 
takes were  made  and  the  preaching 


was  not  the  Spurgeon  caliber,  but  the 
blessings  were  many  in  everv  way. 

Parsonage  Becomes  a  Reality 

All  funds  saved  for  the  parsonage 
were  used  to  move  the  streetcars  to 
their  places.  We  saw  no  possible 
solution  to  the  building  of  the  pas- 
tor's house  but  felt  sure  that  the  Lord 
had  led  in  the  opening  of  the  two 
new  testimonies.  However,  when  we 
decided  to  join  the  two  streetcars  in 
each  location,  thus  making  one  large 
assembly  room,  manv  of  the  materials 
from  the  two  dismantled  sides  proved 
to  be  useful  for  the  parsonage,  and 
manv  materials  were  sold.  The  main 
part  of  the  parsonage  was  finished 
before  the  national  pastor  took  over 
the   work. 

All  Goals  Partially  Met 

As  we  look  back  over  those  ex- 
periences, we  believe  there  is  one 
truth  which  stands  out  in  bold  relief: 
when  the  local  church  is  busy  in  its 
"Jerusalem  .  .  .  Judea  .  .  .  Samaria 
.  .  .  and  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth,"  the  Lord  meets  its  every  need. 
When  we  left  the  field  on  December 
20,  1963,  the  national  pastor  was  on 
the  job  and  the  church  to  some  de- 
gree was  self-supporting,  self-govern- 
ing, and  self-propagating.  T 
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"Withhold  not  good  from  them  to 
whom  it  is  due,  when  it  is  in  the 
power  of  thine  hand  to  do  it"  (Prov. 
3:27). 

This  verse  came  to  mind  as  Miss 
Betty  Lating  prepared  to  leave 
Malaya  for  furlough.  Her  thoughts 
and  intentions  concerning  a  possible 
return  to  her  field  were  very  con- 
fused, for  her  aging  parents  had  been 
hinting  that  she  "stay  a  while"  with 
them  this  time.  At  the  same  time  the 
need  of  Malaya's  children  and  young 
people  demanded  a  speedy  return. 
Her  mother  had  given  her  to  the 
Lord's  ser\'ice  gladlv  both  at  home 
and  when  He  had  called  her  to  leaxe 
for  a  distant  land.  Betty  was  sure  it 
was  just  the  weight  of  her  87  years 
that  had  induced  her  loved  one  to 
sav,  "Stav  a  while." 

While  Betty  was  yet  in  the  early 
months  of  furlough,  the  Lord  called 
her  mother  home  to  be  with  Him. 
However,  there  still  remained  a 
question  in  her  heart:  should  she 
stay  to  care  for  her  aged  father?  One 
day  she  voiced  the  question  to  him. 
"Daddy,  do  you  want  me  to  stay 
with  you  now?"  His  chin  went  up 
and,  with  a  dauntless  light  in  his 
fading  blue  eves,  he  quoted:  "With- 
hold not  good  from  them  to  whom 
it  is  due,  when  it  is  in  the  power  of 
thine  hand  to  do  it."  There  was  no 
question  in  his  mind  where  her  dutv 
lay.  The  doubt  in  Betty's  heart  fled 
away;  when  her  loved  ones  gave  so 
freely,  how  could  she  do  other  than 
give  herself  wholeheartedly  to  the 
work  it  was  in  the  power  of  her  hands 
to  do? 

When  God  asked  Moses  to  do  a 
great  service  for  Him,  His  first  words 
from  the  burning  bush  were  an  in- 
vitation: "Come  now  therefore,  and 
I  will  send  thee.  .  .  ."  Moses  arsued. 


objected,  even  belittled  himself;  but 
God  still  wanted  him  to  do  the  work 
and  He  said,  "Go,"  with  all  the 
promises  of  success.  But  Moses  was 
reluctant.  He  needed  some  tangible, 
visible  token  of  God's  call.  God 
asked  him,  "What  is  that  in  thine 
hand?"    Moses    answered,    "A    rod."

This  is  the  time  of  year  when 
fainihes  begin  to  think  of  gift  giv- 
ing. It  can  be  a  time  of  pleasure  in 
planning  if  godly  principles  guide  the 
giving.  Conversely,  the  very  thought, 
"It's  that  time  of  the  year  again," 
sends  blood  pressure  sky-rocketing 
in  the  veins  of  some  people.  The 
difference  between  the  two,  it  seems 
to  me,  is  the  why  and  how  involved 
in  giving. 

There  are  two  outstanding  gift- 
giving  events  recorded  in  God's 
Word.  One  was  a  time  of  hilarious 
joy.  The  Jews  had  experienced  a 
hair-line  escape  from  massacre  plotted 
bv  the  evil  Haman.  Their  deliverance 
resulted  in  ".  .  .  days  of  feasting  and 
joy,  and  of  sending  portions  one  to 
another,  and  gifts  to  the  poor" 
(Esther  9:22). 

The  other  was  a  time  of  giving 
connected  with  worship.  Wise  men 
with  more  than  human  insight  bowed 
in  worship  before  a  Babe,  giving  gifts 
fit  for  royalty.  They  gave  humbl)', 
gladly,  lavishly. 

In  each  incident  the  giving  was  a 
purposeful  expression  of  thanksgiv- 
ing and  joy.  The  results  of  such  giv- 
ing go  on  and  on  spreading  blessing 
and  warmth.  As  I  thought  on  the 
subject  I  wondered  whether  the  pic- 
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ture  of  giving  I've  created  for  mv 
family  through  the  years  has  been 
sharply  delineated,  properly  propor- 
tioned. An  undistorted  picture  of  giv- 
ing involves  the  whole  individual  for 
an  entire  lifetime,  not  just  a  giving  of 
tangibles  at  customary  seasons. 

Besides  the  basics  of  Christian 
principles  as  found  in  Christ,  con- 
vincing convictions,  cooperation, 
courtesy,  there  have  been  other  gifts 
purposefully,  deliberately  given  to 
my  children.

dle aged;  a  bit  of  laughter;  a  warm, 
clean  bed;  a  little  extra  individual 
attention;  these  and  other  graces  too 
numerous  to  record,  yet  all  forming 
a  composite  whole  making  for  joy 
and  peace.  Each  involves  the  giving 
of  self,  which  after  all  is  the  greatest 
gift  of  all. 

Roman  philosophers  had  the  say- 
ing: "Do  you  expect,  forsooth,  that 
a  mother  will  hand  down  to  her  chil- 
dren principles  which  differ  from 
her  own?"  If  it  be  true  that  the 
mother  stamps  the  coin  of  character 
upon  her  offspring,  may  the  intan- 
gible gifts  we  mothers  and  fathers 
give  to  our  families  create  characters 
of  Christian  nobleness.  We  can  give 
no  greater  gift  to  our  Saviour  and  our 
children. 

Christmas  will  be  every  day  as 
together  we  experience  the  truth: 
"Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you; 


good  measure,  pressed  down,  and 
shaken  together,  and  running  over, 
shall  men  give  into  your  bosom.  For 
with  the  same  measure  that  ye  mete 
withal  it  shall  be  measured  to  you 
again"  (Luke  6:38). 

It's  "that  time  of  the  year  again." 
From  all  under  the  parsonage  roof 
and  from  the  married  children  scat- 
tered hither  and  yon,  our  warmest 
greetings  and  love.

Grace  Trujillo  was  born  in  a  hogan 
in  the  back  country  in  the  Torrion 
area  of  northern  New  Mexico.  When 
asked  about  her  birthday,  Grace 
replied  with  a  smile,  "Lee  made  for 
me  a  birthday.  Maybe  it  is  true." 
B)'  this  she  meant  that  Lee  had  ob- 
tained a  birth  certificate  for  her  a 
few  years  ago,  but  like  man\^ 
Nayajo  adults,  she  could  only  guess 
at  her  age  and  date  of  birth.  Un- 
able to  locate  this  dubious  document, 
she  has  decided  that  she  will  be 
thirty-fiye  years  old  on  Easter  Sun- 
day. 

Her  earliest  memories  are  of  herd- 
ing sheep.  Her  mother  says  that 
Grace  attended  school  for  a  short 
time  when  she  was  about  five  years 
old,  but  Grace  does  not  remember 
much  about  that. 

She  first  came  to  the  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission  as  a  young  woman 
with    two   small   children.    She   had 


heard  that  on  a  certain  day  clothing 
was  to  be  given  out,  and  she  was 
badly  in  need  of  clothing  for  her 
children. 

At  the  mission,  Grace  heard  the 
gospel  story  for  the  first  time  and 
her  heart  was  touched.  She  came  back 
again  and  again  to  attend  services 
and  to  study  God's  Word.  Like  her 
first  birth,  Grace  does  not  know  ex- 
actly when  her  second  birth  took 
place,  but  she  is  just  as  sure  that  it 
is  a  reality! 

It  was  about  1954  that  she  started 
working  at  the  mission.  She  does  the 
school  laundry,  helps  care  for  the 
school  children,  and  works  at  visita- 
tion and  interpreting.  In  1960,  Grace 
and  Lee  were  married  in  a  Christian 
ceremony,  as  a  testimony  to  their 
people. 

Grace  has  three  children— Bessie, 
a  senior  at  Cuba  High  School; 
Tommy,  a  junior  at  All  Tribes  Mis- 
sion High  School:  and  Betty,  a 
seventh  grader  at  the  Brethren  Nava- 
jo Mission  School.  ▼

The  missionary  speaker  for  the  day 
was  Mrs.  Don  bishop,  whose  home 
church  is  in  Sunnyside,  Washing- 
ton. It  was  a  real  joy  to  the  women 
to  hear  one  from  their  own  district 
return  to  tell  how  "the  Lord  hath 
done  great  things"  in  the  field  of 
Argentina. 

The  new  district  project  was  like- 
wise of  a  personal  interest  to  the  dis- 
trict women.  They  will  be  giving 
toward  the  outfit  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  Mensinger,  out-going  mis- 
sionaries to  Africa.  Mrs.  (Linda 
Paden)  Mensinger  is  from  the  Har- 
rah,  Washington,  church,  in  the 
same  district. 

Mrs.  Gerrit  Schilperoort,  project 
chairman,  reported  that  the  following 
items  had  been  sent  to  the  Navajo 
Mission:  799  gallons  of  vegetables 
and  fruit  (sugar  provided  by  other 
districts),  246  one-pound  cans  of 
corn,  150  pounds  of  homemade  soap, 
3  boxes  of  used  clothing,  1  box  of 
jam  and  jelly,  and  ribbon  corsages 
for  the  staff.  Baked  goods  for  two 
camp  weeks  was  supplied  for  the 
district  vouth  camp  at  Clearlake. 
The  goal  of  furnishing  the  cook's 
cabin  at  Clearlake  was  met  with  a 
few   pennies   left   over. 

A  new  prayer  project,  suggested 
by  Mrs.  Ernest  Morrell,  prayer 
chairman,  was  explained  to  the 
women.  Each  council  was  given  home 
and  foreign  missionary  pictures  (cut 
from  the  prayer  booklets)  according 
to  the  number  on  the  membership 
roll.  The  women  were  encouraged 
to  take  these  as  their  missionary,  or 
missionary  couple,  for  the  year,  using 
this  as  a  family  project  in  order  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  mis- 
sionaries. It  was  suggested  this 
could   be   done   by   praying  and   by 


sending  letters,  pictures,  cards,  and 
remembrances  throughout  the  year 
as  each  would  wish.  Each  woman 
was  encouraged  to  be  a  faithful 
prayer  partner  with  the  missionary 
chosen  for  the  year. 

Mrs.  Don  Earner,  district  SMM 
patroness,  showed  a  lovely,  shining 
aov\'n  and  a  golden,  starry  crown 
which  one  SMM  used  in  their 
monthly  meetings.  The  girl  giving 
the  topic  would  have  the  honor  of 
wearing  the  gown.

The  skit  showed  that  it 
was  possible  for  someone  other  than 
the  "old  faithfuls"  to  give  the  Bible 
study.

Carl  Miller  of  Harrah,  who  will 
soon  be  moving  to  Covington,  Vir- 
ginia. The  district  also  regretted 
losing  Mrs.  Leslie  Moore,  national 
first  vice-president,  of  Sunnyside, 
who  will  soon  be  leaving  the  district. 
Mrs.  David  Thompson,  wife  of  the 
new  pastor  of  the  Spokane  church, 
was  welcomed  into  the  district.  A 
beautifullv  pieced  comforter  and  a 
box  of  canned  vegetables  were  given 
to  Mrs.  Thompson  by  the  Sunnyside 
council. 

The  Spokane  council  had  used  the 
fall  colors,  yellow,  orange,  and  green 
in  floral  arrangements,  table  decora- 
tions, and  even  in  the  delicious  food 
served  for  lunch.

Miss  Evelyn  had 
been  a  very  busy  person  (busier  than 
usual).  She  had  planned  activities 
for  the  entire  time  we  were  to  be 
there.  There  was  a  morning  WMC 
meeting,  followed  by  a  potluck  din- 
ner, clothing  sale,  praver  meeting, 
boys'  club,  and,  for  some  of  us,  a 
visit  to  two  of  the  homes  of  members 
of  the  church.  This  included  a  walk 
across  a  swinging  bridge.

(We  like  "De- 
votions for  the  Children's  Hour"  by 
Kenneth  Taylor.)  At  8:20  the  chil- 
dren started  up  the  hill  to  the  Navajo 
schoolhouse,  dressed,  scrubbed, 
combed,  brushed,  tied,  buckled,  and 
inspected.  I  felt  as  if  I  had  done  a 
day's  work  already.  David  went  out 
to  play  and  I  tackled  my  morning's 
housework.  Keeping  house  out  here 
is  hard.  You  battle  dust  all  the  time, 
except  when  you  battle  mud.  And 
that's  even  worse. 

I  was  shakins  ruos  when  I  saw 
two  figures  coming  up  the  lane. 
Jessie  was  coming  for  her  welfare 
check,  which  comes  to  the  mission 
address.  I  was  about  to  send  her  to 
the  office,  when  I  had  another 
thought.  I  couldn't  go  visiting  in 
the  back  country  that  day,  but  Jessie 
and  her  friend  had  come  to  me. 

"Come  on  in,"  I  said;  "we'll  have  a 
cup  of  coffee."  We  had  coffee  and 
cookies,  and  then  we  read  the  third 
chapter  of  John.  A  hogan  had  re- 
cently fallen  in  and  killed  some  of 
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their  friends.  These  women  were 
frankly  frightened  and  ready  to  listen 
to  the  Gospel.  An  hour  later,  they 
knelt  bv  our  divan  and  asked  the 
Lord  to  save  them. 

When  they  left,  it  was  time  for 
lunch  and  my  work  was  not  done, 
but  my  heart  was  singing! 

After  lunch  David  went  down  for 
a  long  nap  and  I  hurried  to  the  of- 
fice to  "make  hay  while  the  son 
slept."  I  wrote  receipts,  answered 
mail,  checked  the  bank  statement, 
and  filed  paid  bills.  I  checked  on 
David,  but  he  was  still  sleeping.  At 
four  o'clock,  Cathy  called  on  the 
intercom.  "I'm  home,"  she  an- 
nounced. "I'll  watch  David  and  fix 
supper,  so  you  can  keep  on  work- 
ing." 

After  supper  I  hurried  to  wash 
the  dishes,  for  a  group  of  the  older 
pirls  were  comino  to  my  house  for 
4-H.  These  girls  are  at  a  difficult 
ase,  but  are  a  real  challenge  to  work 
with. 

At  9:30,  I  fell  exhausted  into  bed. 
Trouble  sleeping?  Hardly.  It  had 
been  a  full  day,  but  He  had  kept 
His  promise.  "Strength  as  your  day 
.  .  ."  vv'ere  the  words  v\'hich  trailed 
through  my  consciousness  as  I  drifted

You  already  know  me.  Or  at  least 
you  know  someone  like  me.  As  a 
child  I  was  taken,  sometimes  sent, 
to  a  church  about  which  I  knew 
nothing,  except  that  I  "ought  to  go" 
there.  Mine  was  a  Catholic  church; 
perhaps  yours  is  Protestant.  Having 
no  convictions  of  my  own  concerning 
religion,  it  was  easy  for  me  to  go  the 
way  of  the  world.  Oh,  yes,  at  times 
I  visited  a  church  (with  friends) 
where  the  way  of  salvation  was 
taught,  but  I  rejected  Christ  because 
I  was  afraid  that  I'd  miss  out  on  all 
the  fun  I  was  having.

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SMM  Can  Meet  Today's  Needs 


In  today's  hustle  and  bustle  of 
church  activities,  some  people  do  not 
even  realize  that  SMM  stands  for 
Sisterhood  of  Mary  and  Martha. 
Others  are  unacquainted  with  its 
purpose  and  work. 

As  you  recall,  Mary  and  Martha 
were  sisters  who  lived  in  Bethany. 
SMM  groups  today,  from  the  Little 
Sister  to  the  senior  level,  seek  to  de- 
velop in  Christian  girls  both  of  the 
sisters'  characteristics:  worship  and 
service. 

In  II  Timothy  3:15  we  read,  "And 
that  from  a  child  thou  hast  known 
the  holv  scriptures,  which  are  able 
to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation 
through  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus." 

At  a  very  early  age,  SMM  girls 
are  introduced  to  informal  Bible 
study  on  their  level.  Each  month 
there  is  emphasis  on  personal  mem- 
orv  verses  and  daily  quiet  time.  The 
girls  learn  to  pray  with  each  other 
for  common  needs  in  prayer  circles. 
During  the  devotional  period  the 
girls  are  challenged  by  the  studies  of 
locations,  people,  and  work  of  home 
and  foreign   missions.  The   girls  are 
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urged  to  v\'itness  to  unsaved  girl- 
friends and  bring  them  to  the  SMM 
meetings,  where  they  can  hear  the 
Gospel  from  girls  their  own  age.  By 
taking  the  responsibilities  of  song- 
leading,  praying,  piano  playing,  and 
leadership  in  a  small  group,  SMM 
girls  are  preparing  themselves  for 
other  areas  of  service. 

Christian  girls  must  not  only  love 
the  Lord,  but  they  must  also  serve 
Him.  Paul  encouraged  the  Chris- 
tians in  Rome  to  be  always  "dis- 
tributing to  the  necessity  of  saints; 
given  to  hospitality"  (Rom.  12:13). 
SMM  girls  learn  how  to  do  things  to 
help  at  home,  at  church,  and  on 
mission  fields.  They  give  of  their 
time  and  money  to  supply  necessities 
on  the  mission  fields.  Hospitality  to 
girls  of  the  same  age  is  learned,  and 
Christian  fellowship  is  enjoyed.  Op- 
portunities for  helping  with  special 
church  and  mission  problems  chal- 
lenge the  initiative  and  creativeness 
of  the  older  girls.  The  specific  offer- 


ings SMM  girls  give  make  them  feel 
they  have  had  a  part  in  helping  the 
missionaries  in  such  projects  as  the 
purchase  of  equipment. 

SMM  is  not  outdated.  The  op- 
portunities for  Christian  develop- 
ment in  leadership,  devotion,  witness- 
ing, and  serving  are  limitless.  God 
needs  only  to  raise  up  the  \^'omen  to 
guide  and  counsel  the  girls  who  are 
seeking  His  perfect  will.  In  Proverbs 
31:10  we  read,  "Who  can  find  a 
virtuous  woman?  for  her  price  is  far 
above  rubies."  SMM  can  help  make 
girls  into  virtuous  women.  T

in  Christ  He  took  human  nature  unto  himself, 
and  now  He  is  one  of  us. 

For  this  reason  we  may  be  certain  that  man- 
kind will  not  be  wiped  out  by  a  nuclear  ex- 
plosion or  turned  into  subhuman  monsters  by 
the  effects  of  radiation  on  the  human  genetic 
processes.  Christ  did  not  take  upon  himself  the 
nature  of  a  race  soon  to  be  extinct. 


With  the  emergence  into  human  flesh  of  the 
Eternal  Word  of  the  Father,  the  fact  of  man's 
divine  origin  is  confirmed.  For  God  and  man 
to  unite  they  must  be  to  some  degree  like  each 
other.  It  had  to  be  so. 

Third,  God  indeed  spoke  by  the  prophets. 
The  priests  and  scribes  who  were  versed  in 
the  Scriptures  could  inform  the  troubled  Herod 
that  the  Christ  was  to  be  born  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judaea.  And  thereafter  the  Old  Testament 
came  alive  in  Christ.  It  was  as  if  Moses  and 
all  the  prophets  hovered  around  Him,  guiding 
His  footsteps  into  the  way  of  the  prophetic 
Scriptures.  His  coming  confirmed  the  veracity 
of  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures,  even  as  those 
Scriptures  confirmed  the  soundness  of  His  own 
claims. 

Fourth,  man  is  lost  but  not  abandoned. 
Had   men   not   been   lost  no    Saviour   would 


Sixth,  this  world  is  not  the  end.  Christ  spoke 
with  cheerful  certainty  of  the  world  to  come. 
He  reported  on  things  He  had  seen  and  heard 
in  heaven  and  told  of  the  many  mansions 
awaiting  us.  We  are  made  for  two  worlds,  and 
as  surely  as  we  now  inhabit  the  one  we  shall 
also  inhabit  the  other. 

Seventh,  death  will  some  day  be  abolished 
and  life  and  immortality  hold  sway.  "For  this 
purpose  the  Son  of  God  was  manifested,  that 
he  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil,"  and 
what  more  terrible  work  has  the  devil  ac- 
complished than  to  bring  sin  to  the  world  and 
death  by  sin?  But  life  is  now  made  manifest 
by  the  appearing  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
who  hath  abolished  death  and  hath  brought 
life  and  immortality  to  light  through  the  Gos- 
pel.

Have  We  Learned  the  Art  of  Adoration? 

The  words,  "O  come,  let  us  adore  Him,  Christ 
the  Lord,"  from  the  refrain  of  the  beautiful  Christmas 
carol,  "O  Come,  All  Ye  Faithful,"  speak  of  a  very 
important  phase  of  the  Christian  experience.  It  is  the 
plea  of  the  Psalmist:  "O  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow 
down:  let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  maker.  For  he 
is  our  God,  and  we  are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and 
the  sheep  of  his  hand"  (Ps.  95:6-7).  It  was  the  expression 
of  Mary's  heart  as  recorded  in  the  Magnificat  (Luke  1: 
46-55).  It  was  demonstrated  by  the  shepherds  at  the  birth 
of  the  Christ  child  (Luke  2:15-20).  It  is  revealed  in  the 
prophecies  of  Zacharias  and  Simeon  (Luke  1:67-79;  2: 
25-35). 

Webster's  dictionary  gives  the  meaning  of  adoration 
as:  "to  worship,  to  love  greatly,  to  honor  highly."  A 
careful  contemplation  of  this  explanation  reveals  a  three- 
fold expression  of  the  Christian  attitude  which  should 
be  constantly  prevalent.  Worship  is  that  heart-to-heart 
communion  in  which  one  expresses  his  appreciation 
to  Christ  for  all  He  has  done.  The  words  "to  love  greatly" 
should  certainly  describe  the  inward  joy,  appreciation, 
and  thrill  of  Christ  in  the  heart  and  life.  The  third  aspect 
of  the  meaning  of  adoration,  "to  honor  highly,"  ought  to 
characterize  the  conduct  of  the  Christ-filled  life  before 
others.  The  Bible  reveals  many  illustrations  of  such 
adoration  as  produced  by  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  lives 
of  men  and  women.  Have  we  learned  the  art  of  true 
adoration  to  Christ,  our  Saviour? 

True  adoration  of  Christ  must  have  foundation  in 
known  facts  concerning  Christ,  our  Lord.  First,  there 
must  be  a  recognition  of  the  person  of  Christ.  The  Bible 
says  that  He  was  God  manifest  in  human  flesh  (John 
1:1-2,  14);  that  He  is  the  divine  Son  of  God  (John  3:16- 
17);  and  that  He  is  the  express  image  of  God,  the  great 
Creator,  the  eternal  one  (Col.   1:15-17).  Secondly,  there 
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must  be  a  recognition  of  His  -position  and  authority.  Our 
Lord  bv  marvelous  power  holds  all  things  in  this  uni- 
verse together  (Col.  1:17);  He  is  the  head  of  the  body, 
the  church  (Col.  1:18);  and  as  the  divine  Son  of  God 
He  possesses  all  the  characteristics  and  authority  of  God 
(Col.  1:19).  In  the  third  place,  there  must  be  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  purpose  of  Christ.  The  Word  of 
God  states  that  He  was  God's  supreme  love  gift  to  man- 
kind (John  3:16;  II  Cor.  9:15);  that  He  came  to  seek 
and  to  save  the  lost  from  sin  (Luke  19:10;  Col.  1:14);  and 
that  as  Saviour  He  will  care  for  the  believer  through 
this  life  until  that  glorious  moment  when  the  church, 
the  bride  of  Christ,  is  called  home  to  heaven  (Rom. 
8:1,   11,   17). 

WTien  the  believer  recognizes  and  understands  who 
Christ  was,  what  He  is,  and  why  He  came,  the  soul  is 
thrilled  at  the  joy  of  having  Him  as  Saviour  and  Lord 
of  life.  He  alone  was  God  manifest  in  human  flesh,  born 
of  a  virgin,  and  laid  as  a  child  in  a  manger!  He  alone  was 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities  while  walk- 
ing as  a  young  man  on  earth!  He  alone  was  God's  lamb 
to  bear  our  sins  in  His  own  body  on  Calvary's  tree!  He 
alone  will  be  joined  to  His  bride  at  the  marriage  sup- 
per of  the  Lamb!  He  alone  will  reign  as  King  of  kings 
and  Lord  of  lords  in  the  glorious  future!  Oh,  what  a 
wonderful  Saviour  is  Jesus  my  Lord! 

Is  the  Psalmist  correct  in  asking  us  to  bow  and  kneel 
in  humble  adoration  before  the  Lord  our  Maker  and 
God?  Does  not  the  New  Testament  indicate  that  we 
are  to  stand  in  awe  at  the  manv  facets  of  the  magnificent 
work  of  Christ  in  our  redemption?  Did  not  the  song 
writer  spell  out  the  proper  attitude  of  the  faithful  when 
he  wrote  in  the  familiar  carol,  "O  come,  let  us  adore 
Him,  Christ  the  Lord"?  Certainly  then,  our  adoration 
must  include  the  marvels  of  His  wonderful  birth,  His 
person,  and  His  work  on  our  behalf.  Our  adoration  shall 
not  be  complete  unless  there  is  a  daily  heart-to-heart 
communion  with  Him,  an  increasing  appreciation  and 
love  in  the  inward  man  for  His  wonderful  presence,  and 
a  constant  display  of  honor  borne  to  Him,  as  Lord,  in 
a  consistent  Christian  life  before  a  world  of  unbelievers.

And  Other  Questions  Answered

"A  few  months  ago  we  read  a 
press  release  out  of  Window  Rock, 
the  Navajo  capital,  stating  that  the 
NoYajo  people,  once  a  nation  of 
colorful  sheepherders,  were  now  en- 
joying progress  and  prosperity  and 
that  most  hogans  now  sport  tele- 
vision antennae.  Do  you  find  this 
true  in  your  work  on  the  Navajo 
reservation?" 

I  do  not  know  what  part  of  Nava- 
joland  that  reporter  was  speaking  of, 
but  it  certainly  was  not  the  part 
where  we  hve  and  work.  Actually, 
we  are  not  located  on  the  reserva- 
tion, but  in  the  "checkerboard  area," 
about  120  miles  northwest  of  Albu- 
querque. The  Navajo  tribe,  largest 
in  the  United  States,  numbers  over 
90,000  and  has  outgrown  its  reserva- 
tion. In  this  semi-arid,  high  mesa 
country,  owned  partly  by  the  gov- 
ernment, partly  by  the  railroad,  and 
partly  by  individuals,  the  Navajos 
live  a  life  which  is  both  primitive 
and  poverty  stricken.  They  are  still 
a  nation  of  colorful  sheepherders, 
for  they  cling  to  the  velvet  and  silver 
garb  copied  from  the  Spaniards  cen- 


turies ago,  and  raising  sheep  is  a 
principal  source  of  income.  As  for 
television  in  their  hogans,  that  would 
hardly  be  possible,  for  there  is  no  elec- 
tricity, gas,  running  water,  or  any 
other  type  of  modem   convenience. 

"Isn't  the  government  doing  any- 
thing to  help  these  people?" 

Our  government  has  tried  to  ful- 
fill its  obligations  to  these  first 
Americans.  At  least,  a  lot  of  our  tax 
money  goes  into  this  effort.  There  is 
even  a  bureau  to  care  for  Indian  af- 
fairs. From  our  point  of  observation, 
hov\'ever,  it  appears  that  much  of 
the  help  is  of  the  hand-out  variety, 
which  is  not  good  for  any  people.  It 
tends  to  rob  them  of  the  little  in- 
itiative they  might  have,  causing  us 
to  doubt  the  value  of  this  kind  of 
help.  One  family  who  used  to  raise 
a  garden  of  corn  and  squash  was 
asked  why  they  no  longer  did.  "Oh, 
we  don't  need  to  any  more,"  was  the 
reply.  "We  can  get  government 
commodities." 

"We  have  heard  that  it  is  diffi-

cult   to   do   missionary  work   among 
the  Navajos.  Do  you  find  this  true?" 

We  certainly  do.  Of  course  we 
know  that  doing  the  Lord's  work  in 
the  Lord's  way  is  always  difficult, 
whether  one  is  laboring  in  Africa 
or  Navajoland  or  New  York  City. 
However,  it  is  true  that  there  are 
some  special  difficulties  where  we 
are. 

There  is  a  basic  dislike  and  dis- 
trust for  the  white  man  and  his  ways. 
Even  though  a  Navajo  may  go  along 
with  the  white  man  if  it  promises  to 
be  to  his  advantage,  he  is  not  really 
anxious  to  exchange  his  ways  for 
ours.  It  is  relatively  easy  to  get  Nava- 
jos to  make  a  profession  of  faith  in 
Christ.  It  is  surpassingly  difficult  to 
influence  them  to  leave  behind  the 
old  life  of  sin  and  superstition  and 
to  live  a  new  life  based  on  Biblical 
standards  and  practices.  They  tend  to 
think  of  this  as  the  white  man's  way 
of  living,  rather  than  God's  way  for 
all  believers. 

The  language  barrier  is  another  dif- 
ficulty. Although  many  of  the  young- 
er people  understand  English,  they 
still  understand  Navajo  best.  This  is 
a  language  which  is  very  difficult  to 
learn  for  one  who  did  not  grow  up 
in  it.  The  New  Testament  and  the 
first  two  books  of  the  Old  Testament 
have  now  been  translated  into  Nava- 
jo, but  the  language  problem  is  still 
not  to  be  underestimated. 

Another  frightening  obstacle  is  the 
hold  that  liquor  has  on  these  people, 
even  old  women  and  teen-agers.  It 
seems  to  offer  them  a  measure  of 
escape  from  the  boredom  and  futility 
of  their  existence,  and  once  they  have 
tasted  it,  they  become  its  slaves.  In 
many  families,  every  penny  they  can 
scrape  together  by  selling  their  sheep 
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Brush  arbor,  indicating  site  of  recent  squaw 
dance. 

and  pawning  their  belongings  goes 
to  the  bar  owner.  Even  among  pro- 
fessing believers,  it  is  most  difficult 
to  control  this  terrible  appetite. 

"Does  t/ie  medicine  man  do  much 
to  oppose  your  work,  or  is  that  in- 
fluence virtually  dead?" 

The  power  of  the  medicine  man 
and  the  native  religion  is  certainly 
not  dead.  In  some  respects  the  medi- 
cine man  has  gone  "underground," 
but  he  still  wields  a  tremendous 
influence  over  the  people  and  opposes 
the  Gospel  in  many  subtle  and  de- 
vious ways.  At  the  squaw  dances  and 
other  ceremonies,  the  medicine  man 
is  in  command.  Liquor  flows  freely 
and  all  sorts  of  vice  ensue.  Parents 
may  be  drunk  for  days,  and  children 
may  be  neglected  or  mistreated. 
Drunken  fighting  breaks  out  and 
sometimes  ends  in  killing.  Lust  and 
fornication  are  evident,  for  a  loose 
moral  code  prevails.  Legal  and  last- 
ing marriages  are  unusual,  with  more 
of  a  common  law  arrangement  ac- 
cepted. Marriages  are  easily  contract- 
ed and  easily  dissolved. 

"With  such  odds  against  you,  do 
you  ever  feel  like  giving  up  the  ef- 
fort to  reach  Navajos  for  Christ?" 

In  the  flesh,  we  certainly  would. 
We  have  talked  to  businessmen  in 
nearbv  towns,  who,  as  a  result  of  their 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  help  Nava- 
jo people,  are  ready  to  write  them  off 
completely.  Not  so  the  gospel  mis- 
sionary. God's  Word  has  commanded 
us  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture. Gertainly  the  power  of  the  Gos- 
pel is  able  to  change  these  people  as 


well  as  others.  We  need  patient 
proclamation  of  the  Word  backed 
by  a  mighty  volume  of  prayer.  It 
won't  happen  overnight,  nor  in 
masses,  but  God  has  those  among  the 
Navajos  who  will  be  and  are  being 
saved. 

"What  hope  do  you  see  for  the 
future  of  Navajoland?" 

We  feel  that  the  greatest  hope  for 
the  future  is  the  Christian  school. 
We  operate  such  a  school;  61  boys 
and  girls  are  now  boarding  in  our 
dormitories  and  studying  iti  our  class- 
rooms. An  effort  is  made  to  surround 
them  with  Christian  influences  and 
to  provide  not  only  Bible  teaching  but 
also  an  environment  conducive  to 
the  growth  of  new  ideals  and  life 
foundations.  Such  a  program  has  its 
problems  and  disappointments,  but 
we  are  confident  that  in  time  we 
will  see  some  youngsters  grow  up 
knowing  Christ  as  Saviour  and  also 
ready  to  assume  some  of  the  responsi- 
bilities of  a  Christian  citizen. 

"Do  you  know  of  many  homeless 
or  orphaned  children  in  need  of  adop- 
tion?" 

This  is  not  a  particular  need  in 
our  area.  They  all  seem  to  have 
some  sort  of  home.  However,  there  is 
a  need  for  friends  who  would  see  fit 
to  "adopt"  a  child  in  terms  of  giving 
him  an  opportunity  to  attend  a 
boarding  school  and  receive  a  Chris- 
tian education.  We  welcome  inquir- 
ies from  people  interested  in  helping 
a  child  in  this  way,  and  thus  making 
an  investment  in  the  future  of  Nava- 
joland.' T

ADD  THREE  MORE  IN  1964 


During  the  year  of  1964,  three 
new  home-mission  churches  were  ac- 
cepted by  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  These  three  are 
Columbus,  Ohio;  Jackson,  Michigan; 
and  Beaverton,  Oregon.  At  the  end 
of  this  year,  we  will  have  subtracted 
two  churches,  leaving  a  net  gain  of 
one. 

The  Bible  class  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  was  accepted,  and  Rev.  David 
Hocking  became  the  first  pastor  in 
September.  This  work  was  added 
without  increasing  the  budget  when 
the  Northern  Ohio  District  Mission 
Board  voted  to  assist  the  group  to 
provide  a  full-time  ministry.  This 
help  will  continue  into  1965.  The 
Columbus  work  is  growing  and 
property  is  under  consideration  for 
purchase  at  this  time. 

In  Jackson,  Michigan,  Rev.  Gil- 
bert Hawkins  has  been  conducting 
a    Bible    class   for    some    time.    The 


schoolhouse  where  the  group  had 
been  meeting  was  placed  on  the 
market,  and  the  church  decided  to 
purchase  it.  The  work  has  now  been 
accepted  by  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council;  but  again,  this  has  not 
added  to  the  budget,  because  Rev. 
Hawkins  is  pastoring  the  work  on 
a  self-support  basis. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  home 
mission  roster  is  up  in  Beaverton, 
Oregon,  where  the  board  of  directors 
have  just  approved  the  acceptance  of 
a  new  work.  The  Bible  class  in 
Beaverton  has  been  a  branch  of  the 
Portland  church,  and  the  Northwest 
District  Mission  Board  has  been  as- 
sisting this  group.  The  district  is 
helping  to  finance  a  new  church 
location  for  this  group,  which  has 
been  meeting  in  a  home. 

With  three  additions  we  are  glad 
to  announce  two  deductions.  The 
one    church    at    Lancaster,    Pennsyl- 


vania, we  have  known  for  some  time 
would  become  self-supporting  and  be 
removed  from  the  1965  budget.  But 
the  other  church's  going  self-support- 
ing came  as  a  complete  surprise.  We 
knev\'  plans  were  made  for  West- 
minster, California,  to  be  on  their 
own  by  the  end  of  1965,  but  not  at 
the  beginning.  For  this  happy  sur- 
prise we  do  praise  God.  We  are  espe- 
cially grateful  for  this  announcement 
vi'hen  we  think  that  this  church  lo- 
cation cost  over  $40,000  with  im- 
provements before  a  building  was 
even  started. 

As  we  look  at  1965,  we  are  trusting 
God  to  make  it  possible  for  more 
surprise  announcements  to  be  made 
of  churches  going  self-supporting.  We 
will  also  be  trusting  God  to  make 
possible  the  addition  of  some  more 
new   home-mission   points.        FJPt

QUESTIONS    AND    ANSWERS 


Several  articles  for  SMM  have 
just  been  completed.  This  gave  me 
an  idea.  The  article  format  was 
questions  and  answers.  I  am  going 
to  anticipate  some  questions  you 
might  have  and  through  the  answers 
perhaps  give  you  a  greater  msight 
into  our  ministry  among  the  Jewish 
people. 

What  are  your  responsibilities  at 
the  Brethren  Messianic   Testimony? 

My  main  responsibility  is  calling. 
Weekday  mornings  I  call  from  door 
to  door,  using  literature  as  a  means 
of  engagina  Jewish  individuals  in 
conversation  regarding  Christ  and 
the  Bible.  Phone  cards  for  Rev.  But- 
ton's one-minute  message  on  the  tele- 
phone-answering service  are  also  left. 
In  the  afternoon,  and  some  evenings, 
call  backs  are  made  on  those  who 
have  evidenced  an  interest.  Two 
Mondays  each  month  I  attempt  to 
preside  over  our  ladies'  luncheon  dis- 
cussion meetings.  This  includes 
leading  the  discussion  on  the  various 
subjects  into  spiritual  channels  and 
introducing  subjects  that  open  into 
Biblical  discussions.  My  part  in 
chauffeuring  to  our  various  meetings 
has  been  made  much  more  efficient 
through  the  gift  of  the  Chevy  Green- 
briar  by  the  SMM. 

What  Is  the  place  of  transporta- 
tion in  your  work? 

Vital!  Attendance  at  our  meetings 
\\'Ould  be  greatly  hampered  if  we 
did  not  provide  transportation.  In 
several  cases,  the  wife  has  been  in- 
terested in  attending  our  services; 
and  though  the  husband  did  not 
object,  he  would  not  provide  the 
transportation.  Most  of  the  ones  who 
come  do  not  have  cars,  and  bus 
transportation  in  Los  Angeles  is  most 
inefficient.  The  opportunities  to 
give  out  the  Word  are  not  limited  to

the  mission  meeting  room.  The  other 
evening  going  home  in  the  car  one 
Jewess  said,  "We  Jews  worship  God 
Almighty  and  you  Christians  worship 
Jesus."  "No,  you  are  wrong.  We  also 
worship  God  Almighty,  for  Jesus  is 
God  Almighty."  This  opened  the  door 
to  discuss  the  trinity,  sin,  and  why 
and  how  God  the  Son  became  flesh. 
I  had  to  leave  out  early  in  the  dis- 
cussioB  the  Jewess  who  started  the 
conversation,  but  I  had  a  wonderful 
time  testifying  to  five  others.  These 
precious  truths  have  to  be  emphasized 
over  and  over  again. 

How  do  you  feel  about  calling 
from  door  to  door? 

Thirteen  years  has  been  my  time  of 
service  with  our  mission,  but  door-to- 
door  calling  is  still  not  easy  for  me. 
I  do  not  know,  however,  of  any  other 
wav  to  carry  out  effectively  the  Great 
Commission  of  preaching  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature,  and  my  responsi- 
bility is  to  the  Jew.  Hebrews  12:2  to 
4  has  been  a  real  challenge  and  en- 
couragement in  performing  this  min- 
istry. Few  Jews  will  come  to  the 
church  or  to  Christian  services,  so 
we  must  go  to  them. 

What  kind  of  response  do  you 
receive  from  the  Jewish  people? 

The  attitude  of  most  is  that  of  in- 
difference. Some  are  quite  resentful. 
I  am  often  told  that  they  resent  the 
"peddling  of  religion."  Others  remark 
that  they  don't  bother  us,  so  why 
should  we  bother  them?  My  answer 
to  that  is  that  if  they  have  the  truth, 
they  should  be  giving  it  forth.  If 
Jesus  is  the  Messiah,  they  should  be 
showing  me.  The  other  day  a  Jewess 
told  me  that  I  should  do  something 
useful  with  mv  life,  as  there  were  so 
many  in  need.  I  sought  to  show  her 
that  when  man  gets  right  with  God, 
it  also  will  affect  his  life  on  earth 


and  his  relationships  with  his  fellow- 
men.  What  greater  good  could  one 
do  for  the  present!  I  remember  my 
own  resentful  reaction  toward  those 
who  tried  to  encourage  me  in  the 
things  of  the  Lord.  Today  I  am  grate- 
ful for  those  who  cared  enough  to 
deal  with  me.  Some  Jews  now  are 
and  others  will  be  thankful  that  I 
talked  to  them  about  Christ  and  the 
Word.  It  is  often  with  those  who 
express  resentment  and  refuse  the 
literature  that  good  conversations  de- 
velop. Often  after  a  give-and-take 
conversation,  I  am  invited  to  call 
back  and  talk  further. 

The  other  day  when  I  gave  the 
"Mediator"  to  a  gentleman,  I  had 
little  opportunity  to  do  more  than 
explain  what  it  was.  As  I  was  at  the 
door  of  the  other  half  of  the  double, 
a  ladv  came  out  and  returned  the 
literature  to  me  because  she  did  not 
believe  it.  I  asked  her  whether  the 
hope  of  Messiah  was  not  Jewish,  and 
the  conversation  began.  The  question 
of  the  crucifixion  of  Christ  came  up; 
and  as  I  sought  to  show  her  from  Acts 
4:24  to  28  that  God  lays  the  blame 
upon  Jew  and  gentile  alike,  I  was 
invited  into  her  home.  Further  con- 
versation revealed  that  a  gentile 
Christian,  whom  they  considered  a 
fanatic,  had  left  a  good  testimony 
and  impression  upon  them.  I  was  in- 
formed that  I  would  be  \\'elcome  in 
their  home  any  time. 

A  few  persons  are  open  to  discuss 
the  Bible  and  the  claims  of  Christ 
upon  first  contact,  but  these  are  few 
and  far  between.  Pray  that  God  will 
give  me  wisdom  and  liberty  as  I  call 
at  Jewish  homes  and  that  there  will 
be  fruit  for  my  labor. 

Can  you  tell  us  a  little  about 
Jewish  worship? 

The  sabbath,  the  Jewish  day  of 
worship,  begins  at  sunset  on  Friday 
and  ends  at  sunset  on  Saturday.  Serv- 
ices are  held  Fridav  night  and  Satur- 
day morning  in  the  temple  or  syna- 
gogue. Judaism  is  divided  into  three 
main  groups:  Orthodox,  Conserva- 
ti\'e,  and  Reformed;  and  the  worship 
in  a  measure  varies  according  to  the 
group.  Orthodox  services  are  carried 
on  entirelv  in  Hebrew,  but  the  Con- 
servative and  Reformed  Jews  use 
both  Hebrew  and  English.  The 
rabbi    is    the    spiritual    leader.    The 
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cantor  leads  in  the  musical  portion 
of  the  services,  but  his  participation 
far  exceeds  that  of  our  music  di- 
rector. Prescribed  portions  of  the 
Old  Testament  are  used  each  sab- 
bath. The  Siddur,  or  prayer  book, 
which  is  used  quite  extensively  in 
the  service,  includes  responsive  par- 
ticipation between  cantor  and  con- 
gresation  in  Hebrew  and  English. 

Is  there  any  special  Jewish  educa- 
tion? 

More  and  more  Jewish  congrega- 
tions are  sponsoring  parochial  schools 
where  their  children  receive  educa- 
tion in  Judaism  as  well  as  secular  sub- 
jects. They  also  have  Sunday  schools 
at  which  the  children  are  taught  the 
Jewish  religion.  When  a  Jewish  boy 
is  thirteen,  he  has  a  bar  mitzvah. 
This  is  a  ceremony  proclaiming  him 
to  be  of  age  and  ready  to  assume  his 
place  in  Judaism.  For  at  least  a  year 
or  more,  he  will  receive  special  train- 
ing in  Judaism,  reading  of  Hebrew, 
and  the  worship  prayers  and  chants. 


This  training  is  given  to  most  Jewish 
bovs  at  the  temple  or  synagogue  after 
public  school  on  week  davs.  Then  on 
the  sabbath  closest  to  his  thirteenth 
birthday,  he  participates  in  the  wor- 
ship service,  reading  from  the  Old 
Testament  scrolls  in  Hebrew,  leading 
in  the  prayers,  and  bringing  a  short 
message.  Bas  mitzvahs,  similar  cere- 
monies for  girls,  are  permitted  by 
some  Conservative  and  Reformed 
synagogues.  Others  have  a  service 
for  both  boys  and  girls,  similar  to 
some  Protestant  confirmation  services, 
which  is  usually  held  around  Shav- 
uos.  This  holy  day  commemorates  the 
giving  of  the  Law  through  Moses. 

Are  you  Jewish? 

Some  of  the  Jewish  people  are  con- 
vinced that  I  am  Jewish.  I  tell  them 
that  I  would  be  glad  to  be  of  the 
people  from  whom  the  Messiah  came. 
"Not  with  all  the  persecution  we  re- 
ceive," they  retort.  Especially  after 
I  use  a  few  Yiddish  words,  they  just 
don't  believe  me.  My  response  to  that 


is  that  perhaps  as  a  Scotsman  I  can 
pronounce  the  gutterals.  After  all, 
we  Scotch  have  Loch  Lomand  and 
such. 

How  can  I  reach  my  Jewish  neigh- 
bors and  acquaintances  for  Christ? 

1.  Show  a  genuine  love  and  con- 
cern for  them. 

2.  As  most  Gentiles,  Jewish  people 
are  ignorant  of  the  Old  Testament. 
Tell  them  truths  you  have  learned 
from  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures 
and  that  you  believe  it  as  you  do  the 
New  Testament. 

3.  As  you  speak  with  them,  let 
them  know  that  as  a  Christian  your 
hopes  are  related  to  the  land  of  Is- 
rael and  its  people.  Israel's  re-estab- 
lishment as  a  nation  is  of  importance 
to  vou. 

4.  Use  their  various  holy  days  as 
points  of  contact.  That  you  know 
about  them  often  breaks  down  bar- 
riers and  gives  opportunity  to  wit- 
ness. ▼

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When  the  planet  now  named 
Pluto  was  discovered,  astronomers 
had  a  difficult  time  finding  a  suitable 
name  for  it.  It  appears  that  Isaiah, 
looking  across  the  mountain  peaks 
of  prophecy,  seeing  the  coming  Sav- 
iour, was  hard  pressed  to  find  an  ap- 
propriate and  adequate  name  for  the 
character  he  saw.  He  began  to  write, 
"His  name  shall  be  called  Wonder- 
ful .  .  .";  but,  as  the  man  of  God 
pondered  upon  that  name,  he  saw 
that  it  was  inadequate  and  would 
not  suffice  to  describe  the  sublime 
Person  he  saw.  And  so  Isaiah  con- 
tinued; "His  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty 
God,    The   everlasting    Father,    The 


Prince  of  Peace."  Then  when  the 
angel  Gabriel  appeared  to  Mary,  the 
virgin  maid  of  Nazareth,  and  re- 
vealed to  her  that  she  was  to  be- 
come the  mother  of  the  Messiah, 
he  announced  to  her  that  she  was 
to  name  her  child  Jesus,  for,  said 
he,  this  child  shall  save  His  people 
from  their  sins. 

What  striking  characteristics  and 
functions  are  involved  in  these  un- 
usual names  attached  to  the  Christ 
who  was  born  in  Bethlehem's  lowly 
stable!  May  we,  with  open  mind, 
search  their  depth,  and  learn  to 
know  better  Him  who  alone  is 
worthy  to  bear  such  titles  and  names 
of  deity.  The  first  five  are  found  in 


Isaiah   9:6,   the  last  in   Matthew    1: 
21. 

"His  Name  Shall  Be  Called  Won- 
derful" 

This  title  says  so  much  and  yet  is 
so  little  understood.  It  is  a  subtle, 
elastic,  inclusive  word,  used  to  ex- 
press the  inexpressible.  We  use  it 
when  other  words  seem  inappro- 
priate and  insufficient.  It  is  like  the 
word  "unspeakable"  used  by  Paul  in 
II  Corinthians  9:15,  when,  having 
discussed  the  gifts  of  men  to  God, 
he  allowed  his  mind  to  soar  heaven- 
ward and  meditate  upon  God's  gift 
to  men.  In  view  of  that  gift  of  God's 
love,  Paul  burst  out  into  ecstasies  of 
praise,  exclaiming,  "Thanks  be  unto 
God  for  his  unspeakable  gift."  No 
word  in  human  language  could  ade- 
quately evaluate  that  love  gift  of 
God  to  men. 

Nor  can  any  word  known  to 
human  language  completely  describe 
or  serve  as  an  adequate  name  for  the 
Christ  Child  who  was  destined  to 
rule  the  nations,  and  upon  whose 
shoulders  universal  government 
would  rest.  So  the  prophet  chose  a 
word  that  can  be  stretched  into  in- 
finity to  describe  the  child  that  was 
to  be  born,  the  son  who  was  to  be 
given.  "His  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderful." 

There  appeared  in  a  prominent 
religious  magazine  a  number  of 
years  ago  a  short  editorial  written 
in  appreciation  of  the  Christmas 
Christ,  which  enhances  the  wonder- 
ful nature  and  person  of  Jesus 
Christ.  We  quote  it  here: 

"He  was  born  in  the  meanest  of 
circumstances  but  the  air  above  was 
filled  with  the  hallelujahs  of  the 
heavenly  host.  His  lodging  was  a  cat- 
tle pen,  but  a  star  drew  distinguished 
visitants  from  afar  to  do  Him  hom- 
age. 

"His  birth  was  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  life.  His  death  was  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  death.  No  miracle  is 
so  inexplicable  as  His  life  and  teach- 
ing; 

"He  had  no  cornfields  or  fisheries 
but  He  could  spread  a  table  for 
five  thousand  and  have  bread  and 
fish  to  spare.  He  walked  on  no  beau- 
tiful carpets,  but  He  walked  on  the 
waters  and   they  supported   Him. 

"His  crucifixion  was  the  crime  of 
crimes,  but,  on  God's  side,  no  lower 
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price  than  His  infinite  agony  could 
have  made  possible  our  redemption. 
When  He  died  few  men  mourned, 
but  a  black  crepe  was  hung  over  the 
sun.  Though  men  trembled  not  for 
their  sins,  the  earth  beneath  shook 
under  the  load.  All  nature  honored 
Him;  sinners  alone  rejected  Him. 

"Sin  never  touched  Him.  Cor- 
ruption could  not  get  hold  of  His 
body.  The  soil  that  had  been  red- 
dened with  His  blood  could  not 
claim  His  dust. 

"Three  years  He  preached  His 
Gospel.  He  wrote  no  books,  built  no 
church,  had  no  money  back  of  Him. 
After  1,900  years.  He  is  the  one 
central  character  of  human  history, 
the  perpetual  theme  of  all  preaching, 
the  pivot  around  which  the  events 
of  the  ages  revolve,  the  only  regenera- 
tion of  the  human  race. 

"Was  it  merely  the  Son  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  who  crossed  the  world's 
horizon  1,900  years  ago?  Was  it 
merelv  human  blood  that  was  spilled 
on  Calvarv's  hill  and  which  has 
worked  such  wonders  in  men  and  na- 
tions through  the  centuries? 

"Your  own  heart  must  answer, 
"My  Lord  and  my  God!" 

"His  Name  Shall  Be  Called  .  .  . 
Counsellor" 

Another  descriptive  name  given  to 
Jesus  in  advance  through  prophecy 
was  "Counsellor."  While  the  title 
"Wonderful"  indicates  the  amaze- 
ment and  inexpressible  qualities  of 
our  Lord's  Being,  this  title  introduces 
the  element  of  knowledge  and  wis- 
dom. What  comfort  for  the  soul  of 
man  is  found  in  this  descriptive  title 
of  Jesus  Christ!  When  the  hungry 
mind  of  man  desires  knowledge, 
when  the  perplexed  mind  seeks  as- 
surance and  the  anxious  mind  craves 
relief  for  its  troubles,  the  human 
heart  cries  for  a  counsellor.  This 
yearning  is  fully  satisfied  in  Jesus. 
When  wise  men,  like  Nicodemus, 
came  to  Him  confessing,  "Rabbi,  we 
know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come 
from  God";  when  young,  alert,  and 
curious-minded  men  came  asking, 
"What  shall  I  do  that  I  may  inherit 
eternal  life?"  Jesus  stood  in  their 
midst  as  Counsellor,  uttering  words 
of  such  understanding  and  wisdom 
that  men  exclaimed,  "He  taught 
them  as  one  having  authority."  Oh, 
that  men  would  turn  to  Him  with 


their    perplexities    and   problems    to- 
day, and  find  real,  abiding  counsel. 

"His  Name  Shall  Be  Called  .  .  . 
The  Mighty  God" 

The  prophet  was  not  satisfied  as 
his  ^'ision  became  more  and  more 
filled  with  the  glories  of  the  Person 
he  beheld.  Continuing,  he  suggests 
another  name,  "The  mighty  God." 
When  Jesus  was  in  the  midst  of  His 
ministry  He  was  accused  of  mak- 
ing himself  equal  with  God.  Men 
were  asking,  "Who  can  forgive  sins 
but  God  only?"  To  silence  forever 
the  insinuation  hurled  against  Him, 
Jesus  proceeded  to  exercise  the  pre- 
rogative of  forgiving  sins,  and  in 
doing  so,  demonstrated  that  power 
v\'hich  was  and  still  is  reserved  by 
God.  Silenced  temporarily,  at  least, 
were  the  taunts  of  His  enemies  as 
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thev  beheld  the  manifestation  of 
divine  power,  and  fully  established 
was  the  truth  that  here,  in  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  was  the  mighty  God. 

"His  Name  Shall  Be  Called  .  .  . 
The  Everlasting  Father" 

Coming  near  to  human  relation- 
ships, the  prophet  suggests  a  name 
that  conveys  the  thought  of  security 
and  provision  for  children.  "The 
everlasting  Father"  suggests  nearness, 
sympathy,  shelter,  and  strength  so 
needed  in  a  world  gone  mad.  The 
Russian  peasants  used  to  call  the 
czar  their  "Little  Father."  The 
tragedy  was  that  he  proved  unworthv 
of  their  trust.  Such  can  never  be 
charged  against  Jesus.  He  drew  men 
into  the  intimacies  of  God  when  He 
said,  "He  that  hath  seen  me  hath 
seen  the  Father."  The  Word  of  God 
declares,  "Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his 


children,   so  the   Lord   pitieth   them 
that  fear  him'  '(Ps.   103:13). 

"His  Name  Shall  Be  Called  .  .  . 
The  Prince  of  Peace" 

Still  further,  the  inspired  prophet 
adds  another  name.  How  the  human 
heart  needs  that  Prince  in  this  day! 
How  the  savage,  warring  nations 
need  the  Prince  of  Peace  to  sit  in 
their  counsel  chambers  today,  to 
guide  the  destinies  of  the  millions  of 
lost  and  wandering  souls  into  the 
haven  of  rest!  How  you  and  I  need 
Him  to  speak  peace  to  our  troubled 
and  perplexed  soul  as  we  helplessly 
watch  the  ruin  of  civilization  before 
our  very  eyes!  How  we  need  Him 
to  come  into  the  counsel  chamber  of 
our  own  heart  and  speak  peace  to 
our  troubled  mind! 

"Thou  Shalt  Call  His  Name  Jesus" 

It  is  significant  that,  when  men 
failed  to  find  the  perfect  word  for 
the  Christmas  Child,  heaven  sent  its 
emissary  in  the  person  of  the  arch- 
angel Gabriel  with  the  perfect  name. 
"Thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus." 
Why?  "For  he  shall  save  his  people 
from  their  sins." 

All  other  names  are  gathered  up 
in  this  one  name.  Men  may  in  de- 
rision cut  its  letters  upon  the  cruel 
cross;  but  God  in  love  inscribed  it 
upon  a  throne.  Before  that  name  men 
shall  bow  in  holy  reverence,  either 
in  confession  of  their  sins  today,  or 
before  the  judgment  bar  tomorrow, 
but  bow  they  shall  before  that  name. 
Oh,  that  men  would  willingly  con- 
fess their  sins  this  sacred  season,  seek 
the  Lord  while  He  may  be  found, 
and  receive  Him  as  their  Saviour. 
Then   would   they   sing, 

I  know  of  a  name,  a  beautiful  name,  that 
angels    bro't    down    to    earth; 

They  whispered  it  low,  one  night  long  ago, 
to  a  maiden  of  lowly  birth. 

I  know   of  a   name,   a  beautiful  name,   that 

unto  a  Babe  was  given: 
The  stars  glittered  bright,  thro'out  that  glad 

night,    and    angels    praised    God    in 

heav'n. 

The  One  of  that  name,  my  Saviour  became, 

my  Saviour  of  Calvary; 
My  sins  nailed  Him  there,   my   burdens   He 

bare.   He  suffered  all   this   for  me. 

I  love  that  blest  name,  that  wonderful  name, 
made  higher  than  all  in  heav'n: 

"Twas  whispered,  I  know,  in  my  heart  long 
ago — to   Jesus   my    life   I've   giv'n. 

That  beautiful  name,  that  wonderful  name, 
from    sin    has    power    to    free    us! 

That  beautiful  name,  that  wonderful  name, 
that  matchless  name   is  Jesus! 
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As  we  approach  the  new  year,  it  may  be  well  to  consider  what  desires  are  upper- 
most in  our  hearts  and  minds. 

It  is  our  privilege  to  receive  with  glad  and  thankful  hearts  the  gifts  of  God's 
providence,  and  to  enjoy  them  without  anxious  thoughts  for  tomorrow.  But  unless 
we  lift  our  hearts  upward  from  the  material  gifts  to  the  gifts  of  God,  we  will  find 
that  this  is  vanity. 

The  greatest  gift  to  all  mankind  was  God's  gift  of  His  Son,  "For  God  so  loved 
the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  hove  everlasting  life"  (John  3:16). 

Start  the  new  year  with  that  inward  assurance  that  can  be  yours  as  you  believe 
on  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  as  your  Saviour  and  Lord.

They 
seemed  concerned  not  so  much  about  how  the 
woman  spent  her  money  but  about  how  she 
spent  her  year.  They  believed  that  a  year 
spent  without  God  was  a  year  badly  spent.

"It  Came  To  Pass" 

In  the  passing  of  centuries  since  the  dawn  of  time, 
there  has  been  no  more  reassuring  word  than  that  di- 
vinely descriptive  phrase,  "it  came  to  pass."  It  occurs 
over  and  over  again  in  the  Word  of  God  and  speaks  its 
own  message  of  encouragement  to  the  saints.  It  marks 
the  fact  that  a  sovereign  and  supernatural  hand  works 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will.  This  phrase 
introduces  the  story  of  the  birth  of  Christ.  Four  millen- 
niums and  more  the  world  lay  in  dark  and  dreadful 
night  with  no  hope  of  a  better  tomoirrow;  then  "it  came 
to  pass"  in  the  fullness  of  time  that  God  sent  forth  His 
Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  Law,  to  redeem 
them  that  were  under  the  Law.  It  was  then  that  the 
lamp  of  hope  was  lighted  by  that  "true  Light,  which 
lighteth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world." 

"There  Was  No  Room" 

In  a  dark  world,  on  a  dark  night,  Mary  and  Joseph 
came  to  Bethlehem  in  obedience  to  the  decree  of  the 
Roman  emperor,  Augustus  Caesar.  The  royal  decree 
called  for  a  census  of  all  the  people  of  the  empire.  Israel 
was  then  tributary  to  Rome  and  therefore  subject  to 
this  decree.  But  Israel  was  permitted  to  carry  out  the 
decree  according  to  the  customs  of  the  Jews.  This  meant 
that  both  Mary  and  Joseph  were  compelled  to  make  the 
long  and  hazardous  journey  from  the  village  of  Nazareth 
in  the  north  to  the  little  village  of  Bethlehem  lying  a 
hundred  miles  to  the  south.  Both  Mary  and  Joseph 
traced  their  lineage  back  to  their  great  forefather,  David, 
whose  village  was  Bethlehem.  Here,  according  to  the 
Jews,  their  names  would  be  recorded  in  the  census. 

Just  at  this  time  Mary  was  about  to  give  birth  to  the 


child  conceived  in  her  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Weary  with 
the  journey  they  arrived  in  Bethlehem.  In  their  search 
for  temporary  living  quarters,  no  place  of  human  dwell- 
ing was  to  be  found.  Even  the  rude  structure  serving  as 
an  inn  on  the  outskirts  of  the  village  offered  no  place 
of  rest.  "There  was  no  room."  At  last  they  sought  refuge 
in  a  cave  that  had  served  as  a  stable.  And  in  that  stable 
in  the  long  ago  the  sovereign  Creator  of  the  universe 
was  born.  This  entrance  into  the  world  marked  the 
course  of  His  life.  Commenting  on  His  career,  the  Bible 
says:  "For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that,  though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he  became 
poor,  that  ye  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich." 

"There  was  no  room"  for  Him  in  the  inn,  or,  for  that 
matter,  in  any  of  the  dwellings  of  Bethlehem  in  that 
day.  It  was  to  be  demonstrated  when  He  started  out 
upon  His  public  ministry  that  there  was  no  room  any- 
where for  Him.  In  fact,  because  there  was  no  room  for 
Him  in  the  world  of  His  own  creation.  He  was  hurried 
through  one  crisis  after  another  until  at  last,  burdened 
with  the  sins  of  men,  broken  in  body  by  cruel  men, 
bleeding  from  wounds  from  head  to  foot,  He  departed 
out  of  this  world.  "There  was  no  room." 

After  nineteen  centuries  the  world  in  general  feels 
the  same  way  about  Him.  So  far  as  the  monarchs  are 
concerned,  the  religionists,  the  educated,  the  cultured, 
there  is  no  room. 

"And  on  Earth  Peace" 

Associated  with  this  amazing  and  seemingly  futile 
event  of  long  ago,  a  multitude  of  heavenly  visitants  bore 
a  message  of  hope:  "And  on  earth  peace."  No  place  in 
the  mighty  sprawling  universe  was  this  message  more 
needed  than  on  earth.  Emperors,  statesmen,  scholars,  and 
priests  had  exhausted  their  resources  to  propound,  pro- 
claim, and  produce  a  peace  on  earth.  None  ever  suc- 
ceeded. 

But  now  there  is  peace  on  earth.  He  made  peace  by 
the  blood  of  His  cross.  He  communicates  it  "among  men 
in  whom  he  is  well  pleased"  (Luke  2:14  ASV).  Learning 
that  peace  was  made  at  the  cross,  and  that  no  longer 
does  a  state  of  hostility  exist  between  God  and  sinning 
men,  tho.se  who  have  received  this  message  of  good  news 
have  instantly  entered  into  an  inner  tranquility. 

This  positive  peace  with  God  and  the  peace  within 
have  led  them  to  look  farther  into  the  Word  of  God  to 
discover  that  for  such  people  there  will  yet  be  peace 
on  earth.  This  Prince  of  Peace  will  come  one  day,  soon, 
now  it  appears,  and  speak  peace  to  the  nations  of  earth. 
This  peace  vi'ill  become  the  heritage  of  those  who  have 
received  the  Gospel  of  peace  and  bowed  the  knee  to  the 
Prince   of  Peace. 

This  message  of  peace  must  be  carried  as  far  as  the 
ends  of  the  earth;  every  sin-benighted  soul  needs  this 
message  of  life  and  light  and  hope.  This  is  the  basic 
purpose  of  the  school  that  bears  in  its  name,  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  College,  that  bene- 
ficence of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  to  all  men. 

Will  you  help  us  to  be  to  those  who  entrust  them- 
selves into  our  hands  the  messengers  of  peace,  that  they 
in  turn  may  carry  this  message  across  the  world?       ▼

In  a  verv  real  wav  the  scope  of 
this  combined  department  is  the 
"frosting"  on  the  "cake"  of  a  semi- 
narian's education.  All  of  the  work  of 
Greek  and  Hebrew  exegesis,  syste- 
matic theology,  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment studies,  and  English  Bible  are 
channeled  into  the  pulpit  and  edu- 
cational ministries  of  the  local 
church  through  the  studies  under- 
taken in  this  department. 
Homiletics 

The  underlying  principle  upon 
which  all  of  the  homiletics  courses 
are  structured  is  that  every  sermon 
must  be  an  exposition  of  Scripture 
stemming  from   a   literal,   grammati- 


cal, and  historical  interpretation  of 
Scripture.  To  implement  this  prin- 
ciple practically,  the  courses  are 
structured  as  follows: 

Homiletics  I.  The  emphasis  of 
this  course  is  upon  gathering  ma- 
terial for  the  sermon.  The  student 
is  first  introduced  to  the  background 
of  homiletics.  He  is  shown  how  the 
Old  Testament  fits  together,  how 
the  New  Testament  fits  together, 
how  the  Biblical  covenants  fit  to- 
gether, and  he  is  given  a  survey  of 
God's  eternal  program  from  eternity 
past  to  eternity  future. 

Then  the  student  is  taught  how 
to  use  the  tools  of  homiletics— refer- 


ence Bibles,  Bible  dictionaries,  Bible 
atlases,  and  concordances.  Specific 
drills  are  given  to  give  facility  in  the 
use  of  these  tools. 

Each  student  selects  a  book  of  the 
Bible  in  which  he  is  particularly  in- 
terested. He  then  is  introduced  to 
ten  methods  of  Bible  study— the 
analytical,  synthetic,  critical,  bio- 
graphical, historical,  theological,  rhe- 
torical, topical,  comparati\'e,  and  de- 
votional methods.  The  student 
studies  his  chosen  book  using  each 
of  these  methods.  Thus  he  will  study 
that  book  in  its  entirety  ten  different 
times  using  a  different  method  each 
time.  All  of  this,  of  course,  is  de- 
signed to  help  him  gather  material 
to  use  in  his  preaching. 

Homiletics  U.  The  emphasis  of 
this    course    is    upon    organization— 
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organization  of  the  material  gathered 
into  proper  sermonic  form  for  pre- 
sentation. Intensive  training  is  given 
in  sermonic  outlining.  The  necessity 
for  a  sermonic  outline  to  grow  out 
of  an  accurate  grammatical  analysis 
of  the  passage  of  Scripture  is  stressed. 
In  connection  with  this  course  the 
student  prepares  his  middler  sermon 
through  an  intensive  grammatical 
analysis  of  his  passage,  an  exhaustive 
exegetical  outlining  of  his  passage, 
a  complete  job  of  research  on  his 
passage,  and  a  complete  manuscript 
of  his  sermon.  The  sermon  is  de- 
livered for  academic  credit  the  fol- 
lowing semester. 

Homiletics  III.  The  emphasis  of 
this  course  is  upon  presentation  of 
the  sermon.  The  curriculum  of  this 
course  is  somewhat  fluid,  for  the  stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  suggest 
areas  of  homiletics  in  which  they 
feel  need  of  further  concentration. 
Throughout  the  course  particular 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  effective 
means  of  presentation  of  the  sermon 
through  voice  control,  rate  of  de- 
livery, gestures,  and  proper  pulpit 
conduct. 

Homiletics  laboratory  sessions.  A 
new  feature  in  our  homiletics  pro- 
gram is  the  laboratory  session  re- 
quired in  each  homiletics  course.  The 
student  is  given  actual  experience  in 
sermon  delivery.  The  nature  of  each 
lab  session  is  in  keeping  with  the 
overall  objectives  of  each  course.  The 
enrollment  in  each  lab  section  is 
limited  to  not  more  than  ten  men. 
An  evaluation  of  each  sermon  is 
held  in  which  the  lab  instructor  and 
the  fellow  students  evaluate  both  the 
content  and  delivery  of  the  sermon. 
Constructive  criticism  for  improve- 
ment is  given.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able 
to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  these 
lab  sessions  through  the  use  of  an 
audio  and  visual  tape  recorder  (for 
which  money  is  being  raised  by  the 
seminary  alumni). 

Homiletics  laboratory.  We  are 
hoping  to  equip  a  homiletics  labora- 
tory in  which  the  lab  sessions  can 
be  held.  We  would  like  to  equip  this 
room  like  a  small  chapel  to  lend  real- 


ism and  atmosphere  to  the  preaching 
session.  Also  in  this  laboratory  will  be 
a  bank  of  tape  decks  and  earphones 
(for  which  money  is  being  raised  by 
the  seminary  alumni)  to  be  used  by 
the  students  in  listening  to  the  ser- 
mon tapes.  At  present  only  the  room 
is  available.  We  trust  that  the  Lord 
will  make  possible  its  furnishing  and 
equipping  in  time  for  use  next  year. 

Sermon  ta-pe  library.  At  present  we 
have  about  250  tapes  of  sermons  by 
outstanding  preachers  of  all  theo- 
logical positions.  The  students  of 
each  homiletics  course  are  required 
to  listen  to  a  number  of  these  tapes 
and  evaluate  them  in  terms  of  the 
particular  course  they  are  taking. 
They  are  to  give  primary  attention  to 
methodology  rather  than  theological 
content  in  making  their  evaluations. 

Award  in  expository  preaching. 
Each  year  the  professor  of  homiletics 
and  the  students  engaged  in  the 
middler  sermon  program  will  select 
the  four  best  middler  sermons.  The 
men  involved  will  preach  their  ser- 
mons in  chapel  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  the  entire  faculty  and  student 
body.  The  faculty  will  choose  the 
sermon  that  it  considers  to  be  the 
best  and  the  man  that  delivered  it 
will  be  given  the  award  in  exposi- 
tory preaching— $25  in  cash  and  a 
certificate. 

Christian  Education 

Christian  education  file.  The  new 
developments  in  the  Christian  edu- 
cation department  include  the 
establishment  of  a  Christian  educa- 
tion file.  In  this  file  is  kept  the 
largest  samples  of  lesson  materials, 
curriculum  suggestions,  building 
equipment  recommendations,  and 
materials  pertaining  to  the  various 
courses  in  Christian  education.  This 
file  is  always  available  to  the  stu- 
dents for  their  help  in  their  research 
on  projects  and  to  use  in  their  local 
churches  as  the  need  arises. 

Christian  education  display  room. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
a  Christian  education  display  room 
will  be  a  reality.  This  room  will  be 
equipped  with  comfortable  furniture 
and  tables  around  which  seminar  and 


group  discussions  can  be  held.  In 
addition,  the  latest  materials  from 
the  various  fields  of  Christian  edu- 
cation would  be  on  display  for  the 
students'  perusal.  The  Christian  edu- 
cation files  also  would  be  kept  in  this 
room.  At  present  only  the  room  is 
available.  We  trust  that  the  Lord 
will  enable  us  to  furnish  and  equip 
this  room  as  soon  as  possible. 

Christian  education  convention. 
The  students  in  the  Christian  edu- 
cation Methods  and  Materials  course 
went  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Grace 
Brethren  Church  to  put  on  a  Chris- 
tian education  convention  for  the 
educational  staff  of  that  church.  In 
connection  with  this  workshop  three 
teams  put  on  demonstrations  of  the 
forum,  panel,  demonstration,  role- 
playing,  audio-visual,  discussion,  proj- 
ect, problem-solving,  topical,  story- 
telling, lecture,  debate,  and  question- 
answer  methods  of  teaching.  Six 
workshops  also  were  offered  deal- 
ing with  workers'  conferences,  prepa- 
ration of  flannelgraph  materials, 
Bible  clubs,  day  camping  programs, 
BYF,  and  teaching  aims.  This  was 
a  good  experience  for  both  the  church 
and  the  class. 

Harold  H.  Etling  Airard  in  Chris- 
tian Education.  Each  year  the  stu- 
dent who  does  the  best  work  in  the 
department  of  Christian  education 
will  be  awarded  the  award  for  Chris- 
tian education.  This  award  is  $25  in 
cash  and  a  certificate.  It  is  made 
available  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr. 
Harold  H.  Etling,  national  Sunday- 
school  director  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches. 

These  are  the  new  developments 
and  plans  in  the  department  of  homi- 
letics and  Christian  education.  Your 
prayers  are  earnestly  solicited,  for  we 
want  to  give  our  men  the  best  train- 
ing possible  in  these  areas  so  that 
they  can  "preach  the  Word"  and  set 
up  Biblically— oriented  programs  of 
Christian  education  in  their  local 
churches.  If  you  should  be  in  the 
Winona  Lake  area,  you  are  cordially 
invited  to  visit  our  campus  and  see 
for  yourself  what  we  are  doing  in 
these  areas.  T 
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The  Grace  College  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation observed  "homecoming"  on 
November  27  and  28,  1964.

No  area  of  education  in  this  mid- 
twentieth  century  is  confronted  with 
greater  problems  than  private  Chris- 
tian education.  All  education  is  beset 
with  problems,  but  they  seem  to 
multiply  in  number  and  increase  in 
intensity  as  one  moves  in  the  spec- 
trum of  education  from  the  secular 
to  the  sacred,  from  public  to  private, 
from  general  to  Christian  education. 
Perhaps  this  is  to  be  explained  in 
the  larger  sense  by  the  fact  that  Satan 
pitched  his  tent  under  the  tree  of 
knowledge  in  the  beginning,  and 
from  that  vantage  point  he  has  de- 
livered and  is  delivering  his  most 
telling  blows  against  the  Christian 
faith. 

It  will  be  of  value  for  those  who 
are  concerned  for  Christian  educa- 
tion and  do  not  move  within  its  inner 
orbit  to  have  an  analysis  of  the  prob- 
lems. In  brief,  iive  will  be  presented 
in  this  discussion. 

The  academic  problem  stands  at 
the  head  of  the  list  because  education 
is  essentially  academic.  Education 
must  have  an  objective,  and  it  is 
presumed  that  Christian  education 
has  an  objective.  It  is  presumed  to 
prepare  men  and  women  for  areas  of 
service  where  some  worthwhile  con- 
tribution can  be  made  in  society.  The 
measure  of  value  in  this  contribution 
is  more  and  more  determined  by 
standards  of  quality  set  up  by  accred- 
iting agencies  in  the  field  of  secular 
education.  Where  schools  do  not 
meet  these  standards,  any  student 
jeopardizes  his  academic  future  and 
sphere  of  usefulness  if  he  does  enroll 
in  such  a  school.  This  leads  an  in- 
creasing number  of  parents  and  stu- 
dents to  turn  elsewhere  for  educa- 
tional preparation.  This  in  turn 
brings  pressure  on  Christian  institu- 
tions to  seek  after  some  kind  of  ac- 
creditation. 

The  intellectual  problem  intrudes 
itself  at  this  point.  As  never  before 
in  the  history  of  this  country  and 
the  world,  intellectualism  is  the 
climate  in  which  we  live.  The  place 
and  value  of  the  mind  is  being 
emphasized  above  any  other  area  of 
development.    Education    that    does 
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not  meet  the  standards  of  approval 
in  this  area  are  regarded  with  dis- 
approval, if  not  open  contempt.  Gen- 
uine Christian  education  falls  heir 
to  this  attitude,  and  to  correct  it  by 
meeting  the  standards  of  education 
in  general  does  not  entirely  remove 
the  attitude;  most  often  it  only  ma- 
neuvers the  Christian  institution  into 
the  devil's  territory  where  its  Chris- 
tian ideals,  faith,  and  atmosphere  by 
infiltration  are  rendered  of  none  ef- 
fect, or  lost  altogether.  The  almost 
feeble  attempts  to  approximate  the  fa- 
cilities and  curriculum  of  secular  in- 
stitutions brings  little  increase  in  the 
wav  of  student  enrollment. 

The  philosophical  climate  of  the 
present  day  constitutes  another  prob- 
lem. Let  it  be  recognized  today  by 
those  who  are  concerned  for  the  fu- 
ture of  Christian  education  that  our 
children  are  growing  up  in  an  atmos- 
phere that  is  calculated  to  turn  them 
awav  from  Christian  education,  even 
though  the  children  grow  up  in 
Christian  homes  and  attend  churches 
that  are  conservative  in  theology. 
From  the  moment  these  children 
enter  grade  school,  through  the 
twelve  years  of  elementary  and  sec- 
ondarv  education,  they  are  exposed  to 
the  philosophy  of  this  world.  This 
philosophy  is  cleverly  woven  into  the 
very  warp  and  woof  of  every  text- 
book and  every  subject.  As  a  result, 
these  minds  are  molded  into  the  fash- 
ion of  this  present  order.  Few  indeed 
come  to  know  the  value  of  Christian 
education,  and  those  who  seem  to 
apprehend  its  value  see  it  through 
the  eyes  of  a  false  system  of  philo- 
sophy. The  large  number  of  students 
making  a  Christian  profession,  and 
that  profession  supposedly  conserva- 
tive, ultimately  seek  training  in  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  that  are 
definitelv  anti-Christian,  but  famous 
bv  the  standards  of  the  world. 

The  fourth  problem  confronting 
Christian  education  is,  for  the  want 
of  a  better  word,  the  colossalism  of 
the  present  day.  This  is  the  day  of 
big  things— big  nations,  big  move- 
ments, big  budgets,  big  bombs,  big 
battleships,  big  airplanes.  Through 
mass  media   this  image   is  projected 


far  and  wide  and  is  making  tremen- 
dous impact  upon  the  minds  of  young 
people.  Big  churches,  big  evangelistic 
campaigns,  big  names,  all  this  is  a 
part  of  the  pattern  that  is  condition- 
ing the  minds  of  Christian  young 
people.  It  is  not  surprising  then,  that 
when  the  day  comes  to  decide  on 
a  place  for  further  training,  they 
have  already  reached  a  rather  well 
defined  position.  The  school  they  at- 
tend must  in  some  sense  meet  the 
passion  for  bigness  that  has  been  for- 
mulated unconsciously  in  their 
minds.  This  means  that  the  cur- 
riculum thev  elect  will  doubtless  be 
something  other  than  that  which  will 
contribute  to  the  work  of  Christ,  and 
it  will  be  something  other  than  en- 
rollment in  an  institution  where 
Christian  education  is  featured. 

All  of  the  above  add  up  to  a  fifth 
problem;  namelv,  the  financial.  The 
effort  to  achieve  academic  promi- 
nence, intellectual  attractiveness, 
laroer  dimensions,  and  thus  higher 
enrollments,  costs  monev.  If  this 
money  is  not  forthcoming  from  gifts 
from  Christian  people,  then  it  must 
be  secured  elsewhere.  Often  it  comes 
from  sources  with  strings  that  even- 
tually strangle  the  Christian  life.  If 
it  must  be  raised  from  students  by 
tuition,  even  when  tuitions  are  kept 
as  low  as  possible,  it  is  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  pressing  needs  for  growth 
and  improvement,  and  yet  at  the  same 
time  these  costs  price  Christian  stu- 
dents out  of  the  market.  Public  tax 
supported  institutions  are  ready  to 
welcome  them  in.  Their  education  is 
not  cheaper.  It  is  lower  only  in  tui- 
tion cost;  to  pay  the  rest  of  the  bill 
thev  take  the  extra  cost  from  the 
pocket  of  the  tax  payer.  This  ex- 
plains why  the  ratio  of  students  in 
tax-supported  and  private  institutions 
has  been  changing  in  the  last  20 
years.  Twenty  years  ago  the  ratio  was 
60  to  40  in  favor  of  the  private  in- 
stitution. Now  it  is  just  the  reverse. 
In  another  ten  to  fifteen  years  it  is 
expected  that  the  ratio  will  be  80  to 
20  in  favor  of  the  tax-supported 
school. 

The  above  trends  explain  why 
prognosticators  have  forecast  the  de- 


mise of  the  privately  operated  college. 
There  are  those  who  have  declared 
that  by  1980  or  before,  two-thirds  of 
the  private  colleges  will  have  closed 
their  doors,  or  merged  with  other  in- 
stitutions, or  have  become  parts  of 
tax  supported  schools.  All  of  this  and 
more  is  true  of  private  Christian  edu- 
cation. For  it  has  a  restricted  con- 
stituency from  which  to  draw  its 
funds  and  its  students.  To  save  these 
schools  for  the  ministry  they  perform, 
there  will  need  to  be  a  new  dedica- 
tion of  God's  people  to  God's  pro- 
gram, and  a  reversal  of  the  trend 
among  Christian  young  people. 

In  the  event  that  Christian  col- 
leges, Bible  institutes,  and  Bible  col- 
leges perish  from  the  scene,  where 
does  this  lead?  Thoughtful  men  in 
the  field  of  education  who  are  secu- 
lar-minded do  not  hesitate  to  tell 
where  it  leads  if  private  secular  col- 
leges disappear  from  the  scene.  It 
means  that  all  education  will  come 
under  the  regimentation  of  the  state. 
It  means  that  liberty,  a  cherished 
possession  of  American  people,  a 
concept  which  centers  first  of  all  in 
the  freedom  of  thought  in  education, 
will  disappear  from  the  American 
wav  of  life.  When  liberty  disappears, 
everv  other  benefit  that  is  the  prod- 
uct of  liberty  will  also  cease. 

But  what  will  happen  if  Chris- 
tian institutions  of  higher  learning 
disappear?  If  such  learning  must  be 
carried  on  under  the  supervision  of 
the  state,  the  last  vestige  of  the 
Christian  faith  will  also  go.  Not  only 
will  prayer  and  Bible  reading  dis- 
appear; every  semblance  of  conserva- 
ti\'e  Bible  study  will  also  perish. 
When  this  is  gone,  the  paganizing 
influences  of  false  philosophy  will 
have  free  rein  and  the  world  will 
swiftly  decline  into  the  moral  and 
spiritual  miasma  of  the  days  of  the 
Flood  and  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah. 

Is  there  sufficient  time  left  for 
God's  people  to  re-evaluate  the  worth 
of  private  Christian  education,  and 
to  rededicate  themselves  and  their 
substance  to  the  preservation  and 
perpetuation  of  this  type  of  educa- 
tion? It  is  already  later  than  you 
think.  ▼
